Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists  was  held  in  Hall  J  of  the  Civic 
Center  Auditorium,  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  on  August  17,  18  and  19,  1915, 
under  the  presidency  of  Patrick  Welch,  Boston,  Mass. ;  John  Young, 
New  York,  secretary. 

The  Pacific  Coast  Horticultural  Society  had  general  charge  of  the 
arrangements  looking  to  the  entertainment  of  the  Convention,  etc.,  the 
officers  of  that  organization  being  H.  Plath,  president;  Thomas  F.

memories  of  their  stay  in  San  Francisco  as  well  as  elsewhere  in  Cali- 
fornia, because  there  was  entertainment  after  the  Convention  at  Los 
Angeles,  and  other  cities. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  prior  to  the  formal  opening  of  the  Convention, 
there  was  a  reception  to  the  ladies  of  the  S.  A.   F.   by  the  Ladies' 
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Auxiliary  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Horticultural  Society,  in  the  Green  Room 
of  the  St.  Francis  Hotel. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  there  was  a  reception  and  ball  in  honor  of 
President  and  Mrs.  Patrick  Welch  in  the  Colonial  Ballroom  of  the  same 
hotel.  Those  in  the  receiving  line  were:  President  and  Mrs.  Patrick 
Welch,  Boston,  Mass. ;  Mrs.  William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. ;  Vice- 
President  and  Mrs.  Daniel  MacRorie,  San  Francisco.  There  was  a  good 
attendance,  and  the  evening  passed  off  most  pleasantly  and  enjoyably. 

Prior  to  the  formal  opening  of  the  Convention  an  excursion  was 
enjoyed  by  the  visiting  members  and  their  ladies  around  the  Bay  of 
San  Francisco,  on  the  United  States  Revenue  Cutter  Unalga,  the  tender 
of  which  for  use  upon  this  occasion  was  made  by  the  Government, 
through  the  intercession  of  Mr.  John  McLaren.  The  excursion  was 
attended  not  only  by  many  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  members,  but  by  a 
number  of  those  who  were  in  attendance  at  the  convention  of  the 
American  Association  of  Park  Superintendents,  and  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Gardeners.

FIRST  DAY-AFTERNOON  SESSION, 
AUGUST  17 


The  Convention  Hall  was  elaborately  decorated,  the  background 
composed  of  Ferns  and  Palms,  the  stage  flanked  by  two  immense  vases 
of  Lilium  speciosiim  rubrum  tastefully  arranged^  and  four  great  vases 
of  crimson  Asters. 

There  was  a  large  and  gratifying  attendance  at  the  opening  session, 
which  was  called  to  order  at  2  p.  m.  by  Vice-President  Daniel  MacRorie, 
who  congratulated  the  Convention  upon  the  good  attendance,  and  intro- 
duced the  Honorable  James  Rolph,  Mayor  of  San  Francisco,  who  de- 
livered an  address  of  welcome,  as  follows : 

OFFICIAL  WELCOME   BY  HON.   JAMES  ROLPH,   MAYOR. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mr.  President,  and  Officers  and  Members  of  the  S.  A.  F. 
and  O.  H. : 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  be  with  you  this  afternoon,  and  in  the 
name  of  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  to  extend  to  you  a  cordial  and 
hearty  welcome  to  their  "city  by  the  Golden  Gate." 

This  is  a  beautiful  setting  here — these  Palms  and  these  Lilies, 
Asters  and  Ferns,  all  grown  out  of  doors  in  the  sunny  San  Francisco 
climate,  and  placed  in  this  magnificent  public  building  owned  by  the 
people  of  San  Francisco.  We  are  glad  that  you  have  traveled  all  over 
this  country,  from  the  East,  from  the  North,  and  from  the  South,  to 
visit  our  city  during  this  Exposition  year. 

At  your  last  annual  Convention  we  delegated  our  representative, 
Mr.  Rossi,  and  others,  to  invite  you  to  hold  your  Thirty-first  Annual 
Convention  in  San  Francisco.  They  promised  on  our  behalf  that  you 
would  be  welcome;  they  promised  you  a  real  San  Francisco  welcome 
and  the  hospitality  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  California  who  are 
here  to-day  at  the  opening  of  the  Convention.  The  sun  is  shining,  and 
there  is  a  smile  on  the  face  of  every  San  Franciscan,  evidencing  that  we 
deeply  feel  the  honor  that  you  have  conferred  in  selecting  our  city,  and 
in  traveling  far  and  wide  to  hold  your  Convention  with  us. 
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I  have  addressed  many  gatherings  since  the  Exposition  opened; 
I  have  welcomed  many  conventions;  I  have  sung  the  praises  of  San 
Francisco  to  them;  I  have  sung  the  praises  and  told  the  story  of  old 
San  Francisco  and  the  days  of  1848  and  1849,  when  the  only  way  to 
reach  this  Pacific  Coast  was  around  Cape  Horn,  in  small  vessels,  small 
barques,  brigantines  and  schooners ;  when  the  old  pioneers  who  left  the 
Atlantic  seaboard  came  out  on  a  long  tempestuous  voyage  to  seek  their 
fortunes  in  the  Golden  West,  at  length  dropping  anchor  in  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay.  Some  stayed  here,  some  went  up  the  river,  some  went  to 
various  other  places  in  the  State  of  California.  Some  went  to  seek  their 
fortunes  in  the  old  Comstock  lodes. 

This  city  then  had  a  population  of  only  a  few  hundred  people — 
Spanish  vaqueros,  who  rode  and  drove  cattle  over  these  foot-hills. 
The  only  settlement  we  had  was  the  Mission  Dolores,  which  still  stands 
at  Sixteenth  and  Dolores  streets,  the  one  landmark  left  of  the  old  days 
of  1776,  when  a  few  Spaniards  composed  all  the  inhabitants  here  for 
many  hundreds  of  miles  down  the  peninsula.  It  will  be  well  worth 
your  while  to  go  out  to  Sixteenth  and  Dolores  streets  to  see  the  place 
where  civilization  first  took  root  here  on  our  peninsula,  and  known  as 
the  Mission  Dolores. 

How  this  city  has  grown !  How  it  increased  from  that  little  hand- 
ful of  1849  to  the  days  of  1906,  when  on  the  morning  of  April  18  the 
shock  came  that  toppled  down  so  many  buildings,  and,  with  the  fire 
that  came  on  shortly  afterward,  destroyed  five  hundred  million  dollars' 
worth  of  property,  and  the  old  San  Francisco  that  we  all  knew  was 
practically  wiped  out  in  three  days !  As  the  fire  raged,  the  people  were 
driven  out  of  their  homes  that  had  been  built,  some  of  them,  in  the 
days  of  1848-49,  and  1850-60,  carrying  with  them  whatever  they  might 
have  chanced  to  pick  up  first — it  might  have  been  a  family  portrait, 
it  might  have  been  a  canary  bird;  it  might  have  been  a  baby  buggy; 
they  took  what  came  first  to  hand,  and  went  out  into  the  hillsides; 
and  when  the  fire  was  out  they  came  back  and  found  the  old  homes 
gone.  But  with  the  spirit  of  the  'Forty-Niners  still  stirring  in  their 
breasts,  they  at  once  started  vigorously  to  create  a  new  San  Francisco; 
and  since  April,  1906,  witness  how  she  has  been  rebuilt,  how  she  has 
risen!  How  these  wonderful  buildings  have  grown  up  that  you  see  on 
every  hand — new  streets,  new  car  lines,  our  new  high  pressure  water 
system,  new  schools,  new  public  buildings,  new  temples  of  religion,  new 
hotels,  new  theaters,  everything  that  makes  for  a  progressive  and  beau- 
tiful city  in  this  metropolis  of  California,  the  "city  by  the  Golden  Gate." 
And  it  is  to  this  city  that,  as  Mayor,  elected  by  my  fellow  citizens 
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during  the  Exposition  year,  I  bid  a  real,  wholesome,  gladsome  welcome 
to  our  friends  who  come  to  honor  us  with  their  presence  in  this  Expo- 
sition year.  It  is  this  welcome  that  I  extend  to  you  this  afternoon ;  and 
our  citizens  rejoice  with  you  that  you  could  leave  your  places  of  busi- 
ness and  the  duties  that  there  occupy  you  and  detain  you  at  home  year 
after  year.  We  rejoice  that  you  can  find  a  few  spare  days  to  devote  to 
traveling  over  the  country  and  seeing  how  our  great  United  States  has 
developed,  and  how  our  railroads  have  brought  the  cities  of  the  country 
into  close  proximity  with  each  other ;  to  seeing  how  all  the  magnificent 
cities  throughout  the  country  are  growing  and  thriving,  so  that  we  now 
have  a  population  of  nearly  one  hundred  million  people  in  this  great? 
United  States,  which  is  at  peace  with  the  whole  world. 

That  you  are  out  here  on  the  Western  border-land  of  our  Republic 
you  can  thank  yourselves  for,  and  I  congratulate  you  upon  it.  I  say 
that  you  honor  us  in  coming  out  as  American  citizens  to  hold  this 
Convention  in  this  World's  Exposition  City,  and  while  you  travel  around 
our  city,  while  you  see  what  has  been  done  here  in  a  few  short  years, 
you  also  have  the  opportunity  of  visiting  the  World's  Exposition,  where 
all  the  nations  of  the  earth  are  gathered  together  to  celebrate  the  open- 
ing of  the  Panama  Canal,  our  gigantic  national  undertaking,  and  where 
we  are  enabled  to  mingle  with  the  peoples  of  every  city  and  every  clime. 

Your  business  gives  you  an  opportunity  of  seeing  what  is  produced 
in  other  countries.  You  see  how  they  carry  on  the  various  lines  of 
trade  in  which  both  they  and  you  are  engaged.  But  after  you  have 
seen  all,  after  you  have  traveled  from  the  North  Cape,  in  the  Land  of 
the  Midnight  Sun,  to  the  Straits  of  Magellan  in  the  Southland;  after 
you  have  traveled  over  the  ocean,  right  around  the  world,  and  come 
back  again,  you  will  thank  God  that  there  is  no  place  in  the  world  like 
our  own  United  States.  Here  we  have  cast  our  fortunes ;  here  we  have 
cast  our  lot;  here  we  are  raising  our  families  and  are  building  up  an 
American  citizenship  that  cannot  be  equaled  in  any  other  part  of  the 
world. 

It  is  to  this  World's  Exposition,  it  is  to  this  city  in  this  magnificent 
climate,  where  these  beautiful  Lilies  grow;  where  you  can  almost 
hourly  see  the  Orchids  develop;  where  the  Asters  and  the  Geraniums 
never  freeze  in  the  Winter  time;  where  fruits  and  flowers  grow  in  the 
open  air  in  San  Francisco  all  the  year  around,  and  where  we  can  grow 
almost  any  flower  in  the  open  air  that  can  be  grown  in  any  part  of  the 
world,  we  welcome  you — to  this  horticultural  State,  and  to  this  beauti- 
ful city  where  horticulture  is  presided  over  by  John  McLaren,  who  has 
transformed  what  were  once  sand  dunes  into  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
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(which  I  hope  you  will  all  visit  time  and  time  again  during  your  stay 
here).  We  welcome  you  to  this  city  where  these  Lilies  grow  out  in 
God's  sunshine,  this  city  where  John  McLaren  presides  over  the  horti- 
cultural department  of  the  city  government ;  to  this  city  of  people  who 
are  your  friends  because  they  love  your  art,  I  give  you,  in  the  name  of 
the  people  of  San  Francisco,  welcome  to-day  on  the  opening  of  your 
Thirty-first  Annual  Convention.     (Applause.) 

Chairman   MacRorie  announced   that   Mr.    William    F.    Gude,   the 
Washington  Representative  of  the  Society,  would  respond  to  the  Mayor. 


RESPONSE    BY    WILLIAM    F.    GUDE. 

Mr.  President,  Mr.  Mayor,  Members  of  the  S.  A.  F.,  and  Friends: 

I  have  attended  many  conventions,  but  never  before  have  we  had 
a  more  royal  welcome  than  we  have  this  afternoon,  nor  a  more  cordial 
reception  than  has  been  accorded  us  this  morning  and  yesterday  by  the 
people  of  this  inspiring  and  beautiful  city.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  has 
well  said  that  the  World's  Fair  was  an  inspiration,  and  that  the  spirit 
of  'Seventy-Six  might  well  be  emulated  by  us  as  individuals.  That  the 
spirit  of  'Seventy-Six  is  not  of  so  much  Importance — while  yet  it  is  very 
important — as  the  spirit  of  1906,  any  one  who  comes  here  and  sees  the 
civic  spirit  that  has  caused  this  magnificent  San  Francisco  to  rise  from 
its  ashes  and  produce  what  we  here  behold  to-day,  crowned  by  this 
greatest  American  Exposition,  this  World's  Fair,  the  greatest  ever  held 
on  the  face  of  the  civilized  globe,  will  realize. 

When  I  was  told  to  respond  to  the  speech  of  welcome  by  His  Honor, 
naturally  I  was  greatly  flattered,  because  the  circumstances  surround- 
ing this  Convention  mark  it  as  an  epochal  one  in  the  annals  of  our 
organization;  but  when  I  began  to  read  some  of  the  countless  pages 
that  have  been  written  on  the  wonderful  State  in  which  we  hold  our 
meeting  to-day,  of  its  great  natural  beauties,  of  the  Paradise  created 
by  the  master-minds  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Company,  I  felt 
(also  quite  naturally)  that  I  needed  the  pen  of  Austin,  the  oratory  of 
Webster,  and  the  imagination  of  Poe  to  do  justice  to  the  subject.  Then 
I  recall,  Mr.  Mayor,  how  in  the  past  weeks  you  have  heard,  and  in 
weeks  to  come  will  hear  again,  gifted  visitors  glorify  your  State,  your 
city,  and  the  Exposition,  until  you  have  arrived,  or  will  do  so,  at  the 
state  of  mind  of  the  reigning  beauty  of  each  season,  who  views  favor- 
ably only  the  man  who,  when  first  presented,  refrains  from  commenting 
on  her  charms. 

So  instead  of  imitating  the  poets  and  prose  writers  who  have  at- 
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tempted — even  though  they  only  partially  succeeded — to  tell  of  the 
wonders,  the  beauties,  the  hospitality,  and  the  charms  of  your  golden 
land,  I  am  going  to  come  right  down  to  a  plain,  unvarnished  statement, 
and  say  that  we  acknowledge  with  deep  gratitude  your  courteous  invita- 
tion and  cordial  welcome  to  the  Golden  Gate. 

As  practical  florists,  it  may  be  that  we  appreciate  more  than  the 
average  visitor  to  your  shores  your  floriculture  and  horticulture;  and, 
from  the  expressions  I  have  heard  already,  every  member  of  our 
Society  here  present  has  experienced  a  double  pleasure,  that  of  the 
thrill  which  pervades  every  citizen,  and  the  practical  feeling  of  the 
florist  w^hen  he  considers  how  you  have  seized  on,  and  multiplied  the 
advantages  given  you  by  nature.  Let  me  quote  from  a  clever  writer's 
story  of  a  recent  trip  to  the  Exposition,  as  expressing  our  view  of  vour 
wonderful  accomplishment.    He  says  : 

"The  Exposition  is  all  that  is  claimed  for  it  and  more.  It  is  so  big 
and  wonderful  that  it  fairly  takes  one's  breath  away  when  you  first 
behold  it.  The  buildings  are  majestic  and  of  magnificent  architecture 
and  coloring;  the  grounds  are  simply  beautiful  in  flowers  and  foliage 
such  as  only  California  can  produce ;  the  statuary  and  sculptured  flgures 
are  works  of  advanced  art;  everything,  in  fact,  is  at  once  pleasing  to 
the  eye  and  yet  impressive  with  the  daring  elaborateness  which  char- 
acterizes every  detail  of  this — the  world's  greatest  Exposition." 

Being  warned  in  advance  that  we  should  hear  something — from 
every  loyal  native  citizen — of  your  wonderful  climate,  I  will  not  touch 
that  subject.  Putting  my  first  thought  in  another  way,  no  man  living 
can  do  justice  in  words  to  your  beautiful  State  and  city,  nor  does  the 
raan  live  who  can  sufficiently  praise  the  giants  who  have  made  so  much 
of  opportunities.  But  we  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  in  our  feeble 
way  some  appreciation  of  your  fortunate  residents  who  have  built  this 
wonder-city  for  the  world  to  see  and  admire. 

Every  monument,  every  exposition,  every  great  work  has  its  con- 
ception in  the  mind  of  some  one  individual.  Who  was  the  genius, 
Mr.  Mayor,  who  first  conceived  the  idea  of  this  monumental  work? 
His  name  should  be  glorified  in  your  annals,  so  that  even  as  your  giant 
Redwood  trees  tell  the  story  of  the  weather  in  the  reign  of  King  Ahab, 
it  should  be  possible  for  the  visitor  to  these  shores,  2000  years  from  now, 
to  learn  the  name  of  the  man  whose  genius  first  pictured  and  prophe- 
sied the  possibilities  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition.  Mr.  Mayor, 
we  thank  you. 

Mayor  Rolph :     Mr.  Chairman,  Mr.  President,  Mr,  Gude,  and  my 
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friends,  it  is  with  very  great  diffidence  that  I  rise  to  ask  to  be  excused. 
I  am  expected  to  attend  a  function  at  the  ExjKJsition  grounds.  I  would 
like  to  stay  here  with  you  and  listen  to  your  proceedings  this  after- 
noon, but  Mr.  MacRorie  knows  that  I  must  be  at  the  Exposition;  and 
with  this  explanation  I  beg  to  be  excused,  and  hope  that  there  will  be 
no  feeling  that  anything  other  than  public  duty  would  prompt  me  to 
leave  you  at  this  time,  or  permit  me  to  ask  to  be  excused.  (Applause.) 
Anything  that  I  can  do  for  you  and  Messrs.  McLaren  and  MacRorie  it 
will  be  my  pleasure  to  do. 

Chairman  MacRorie:  I  take  great  pleasure  in  now  presenting  to 
you  President  Patrick  Welch,  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and 
Ornamental  Horticulturists,  who  will  deliver  his  annual  address. 

President  Welch  delivered  his  address  as  follows : 


PRESIDENT  WELCH'S  ADDRESS. 

INTRODUCTION. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

On  any  occasion  the  members  of  this  Society,  especially  those  resid- 
ing east  of  the  Rockies,  could  have  visited  this  city  with  pleasure  and 
profit;  but  at  this  time,  when  the  great  Panama-Pacific  International 
Exposition  is  being  held  here,  we  deem  ourselves  most  favored. 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  I  am  honored  as  the  presiding 
officer  of  this  great  National  Society,  one  of  the  few  in  the  United  States 
possessing  a  charter  issued  under  a  special  Act  of  the  National  Con- 
gress, and  signed  by  the  President.  This  great  opening  of  our  Conven- 
tion proves  that  we  are  not  an  association  of  New  Yorkers,  New  Eng- 
landers,  Pennsylvanians  or  Virginians,  but  confirms  our  boast  that  we 
are  a  "national"  Association  in  representation  as  well  as  in  name. 

We  should,  and  we  do  feel  proud  of  our  profession  for  the  wonder- 
ful progress  it  has  made.  According  to  the  last  available  census,  that 
of  1899-1909,  the  sale  of  plants  and  flowers  advanced  from  18,758,864 
in  1899  to  34,872,329  in  1909,  an  increase  of  91  per  cent.  The  total 
number  of  establishments  in  the  United  States  in  our  business  in  1909 
was  10,614. 

The  leading  States  in  value  of  flowers  and  plants  are:  New  York, 
$5,110,000;  Pennsylvania,  $3,761,000;  Illinois,  $3,681,000;  New  Jersey, 
$2,839,000;  Massachusetts,  $2,432,000;  Ohio,  $2,357,000;  California, 
$1,374,000;  Indiana,  $1,202,000;  Michigan,  $1,132,000;  Connecticut, 
$1,042,000. 
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MEMBERSHIP. 

A  society  gains  much  of  its  influence  and  usefulness  from  a  large 
membership,  and  while  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and  Orna- 
mental Horticulturists  has  been  adding  strength  to  its  membership,  I 
feel  we  can  do  much  more  in  that  direction.  What  work  can  be  more 
pleasant  than  the  gathering  together  in  one  great  organization  of  all 
our  business  associations  in  this  country?  Experience  has  shown  us 
that  what  is  everybody's  business  is  not  attended  to  by  anyone,  and  so 
I  say,  let  the  increasing  of  the  membership  be  an  individual  matter  of 
pride  to  us  all. 

We  all  have  a  high  estimate  of  the  benefits  derived  from  member- 
Bhip  in  our  Society;  let  us  render  memorable  the  coming  year  by 
doubling  our  membership  list.  This  is  an  age  of  co-operation  and 
affiliation,  and  what  was  formerly  advanced  individually  is  now  accom- 
plished only  by  thorough  organization.  If  we  are  to  perform  the 
mission  of  this  Society  we  can  only  be  satisfied  when  we  have  joined 
to  its  ranks  every  man  engaged  in  floriculture  and  horticulture,  whether 
he  is  doing  business  in  the  North,  South,  East  or  West  of  this  grand 
country  of  ours. 

Every  State  in  the  Union  in  which  we  have  members  is  wisely 
entitled  to  a  national  vice-president;  wisely,  I  say,  because  every  State 
has  then  at  least  one  national  officer  within  its  limits.  One  of  the 
principal  duties  of  a  vice-president  is  to  increase  the  membership  in  his 
State,  therefore  I  urge  the  vice-presidents  during  this  year  to  conduct 
active,  spirited  campaigns  for  new  members  in  our  Society.  Very  few 
men  join  an  organization  such  as  ours  without  being  invited,  and 
anyone  on  being  informed  of  the  progress  which  this  Society  has  made 
in  the  last  thirty  years  will  hardly  hesitate  to  become  a  member  when 
he  is  invited. 

We  are  proud,  indeed,  of  the  position  of  our  Society  to-day,  with 
two  thousand  members  and  $30,000  balance  in  our  treasury — thanks  to 
the  wise,  discreet  and  courageous  policy  displayed  by  our  officers. 
I  feel  that  with  a  little  effort  on  the  part  of  our  vice-presidents  espe- 
cially, our  membership  can  be  materially  advanced  and  our  usefulness 
increased  accordingly. 

THE  NATIONAL  PLOWEB  SHOW. 

For  the  past  six  years  we  have  witnessed  the  success  of  the  National 
Flower  Show,  and  recognized  its  great  value  as  a  medium  for  educating 
the  public  in  the  love  and  admiration  for  horticulture  and  floral  prod- 
ucts.    It  has  proved  a  safe  financial  enterprise  for  the  Society.     To 
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insure  the  continuance  of  the  National  Flower  Show,  and  in  keeping 
with  the  ambitions  of  the  Society,  it  is  necessary  that  the  best  and  most 
efficient  members  should  be  placed  on  that  committee.  There  is  no 
branch  of  the  work  which  the  S.  A.  F.  has  undertaken  to  put  through 
that  calls  for  co-operation  with  all  other  interests  as  much  as  the  work 
of  the  National  Flower  Show  Committee,  in  co-operation  with  the  Rose, 
Carnation,  Sweet  Pea  and  Gladiolus  Societies,  the  private  gardener,  and 
all  kindred  organizations.  What  can  be  accomplished  through  co- 
operation in  other  fields  can  likewise  be  accomplished  here.  All  that  is 
required  is  to  emphasize  the  benefits  that  are  to  be  derived  and  the 
determination  to  secure  them. 

We  have  always  been  successful  in  securing  the  aid  and  support  of 
the  horticultural  interests  in  the  city  where  the  National  Flower  Show 
has  taken  place,  and  that  we  must  always  continue  to  have,  for  without 
it  we  cannot  have  a  full  measure  of  success.  There  is  no  better  agency 
for  horticultural  advancement  than  the  one  which  has  for  its  end  a 
National  Flower  Show  once  in  two  years. 

SCHOOL  GAEDENS. 

I  am  much  impressed  with  the  work  accomplished  in  the  past  by 
the  permanent  committee  on  School  Gardens,  under  the  leadership  of 
its  able  and  efficient  chairman,  Mr.  Benjamin  Hammond.  This  work  is 
of  much  practical  benefit  and  interest  to  the  boys  and  girls  of  this 
nation,  bringing  health  and  strength  to  growing  children.  Its  installa- 
tion in  school  districts  throughout  the  country  would  bring  thrift  to 
many  a  rising  family.  The  school  garden  affords  much  pleasure,  and 
broadens  mentality.  The  training  tends  to  improve  home  surroundings, 
A  little  instruction  in  this  line  helps  to  form  habits  of  thrift  and 
economy.  Every  member  should  assist  in  this  work  with  the  hope  that 
it  may  create  an  interest  in  his  town  or  city,  and  be  of  inestimable 
Talue  to  the  future  welfare  of  commercial  floriculture. 

THE   CONVENTION    GAEDENS. 

Our  Convention  Gardens  of  Minneapolis  and  Boston  have  undoubtedly 
met  with  the  approval  of  the  great  majority  of  our  members  and  the 
profession  in  general.  Their  value  from  an  educational  and  commercial 
point  of  view  is  recognized  by  all,  and  the  question  before  us  now  is : 
"How  can  we  best  continue  this  important  work,  in  what  way  and 
manner  can  we  improve  and  advance  its  scope,  and  how  can  we  secure 
for  those  gardens  permanent  existence  in  the  cities  where  we  establish 
them?" 
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In  the  way  of  advancement,  it  should  be  made  possible  to  improve 
upon  the  plan  of  the  Boston  Garden.  I  should  like  to  see  those  gardens 
designed  and  executed  in  such  a  way  that  they  will  represent  good 
garden  landscape  effects,  as  well  as  good  plant  cultivation.  It  is  neces- 
sary that  all  proper  planting  material  and  appurtenances  known  to  good 
garden  architecture  be  employed  in  the  creation  of  those  gardens,  where 
each  individual  plant  or  group  of  plants  would  be  given  its  proper 
place  in  the  garden  as  a  whole.  This,  I  realize,  cannot  be  done  in  one 
short  season,  and  would  require  not  less  than  two  years  of  planning 
and  execution.  To  make  this  possible  it  would  be  necessary  to  select 
the  convention  city  two  years  ahead  of  the  meeting  in  place  of  one, 
and  I  want  to  advance  the  question  at  this  time,  as  to  why  this  could 
not  be  done. 

If  the  convention  garden  work  can  be  enlarged  upon,  along  the 
lines  of  this  suggestion,  I  believe  that  the  secretary  and  the  local 
authorities  of  the  convention  cities  having  the  execution  of  the  plans  in 
charge,  should  have  the  assistance  of  a  permanent  committee  of  the 
S.  A.  F.  members  consisting  of  three  members  well  versed  and  experi- 
enced in  this  work.  They  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  one  for 
three  years,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  one  year.  Each  president 
thereafter  would  make  an  appointment  of  one  member  annually.  In 
this  connection  I  recommend  that  after  the  appointment  of  this  com- 
mittee the  first  question  they  should  consider  would  be  an  amendment 
to  the  constitution  providing  for  the  choice  of  the  annual  convention 
city  two  years  in  advance.  Their  recommendation  should  be  submitted 
to  the  Executive  Board  for  consideration  before  being  acted  upon  by 
the  National  Convention. 

LEGISLATION. 

The  pioneers  in  commercial  floriculture  took  conditions  as  they 
found  them,  surmounted  difficulties  and  conquered  many  obstacles. 
They  did  it  in  their  own  way,  without  any  great  assistance  from  legisla- 
tion; but  that  method  can  no  longer  go  on.  We  must  see  to  it  that  no 
hostile  laws  are  put  upon  the  statute  books.  Legislation  emanating 
either  from  Congress  or  from  any  of  our  State  Legislatures  may  be 
helpful,  or  result  in  great  injury,  unless  prevented  by  the  active  work  of 
our  Legislative  Committee.  The  requirements  of  this  committee  call, 
for  a  reasonable  annual  appropriation  to  be  used  when  needed  tC' 
encourage  favorable  and  prevent  hostile  legislation.  I  would  strongly 
recommend  that  the  chairman  be  given  power  to  secure  counsel  in 
Washington,  or  in  any  of  our  States,  to  appear  before  national  or  local 
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legislative  committees,   and  make  known  our  needs  whenever  in  his 
judgment  this  may  be  necessary. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  our  representative  in  Washington 
should  in  the  future  be  given  the  same  privilege  that  is  accorded  all 
other  executive  members,  namely,  the  right  to  vote  on  all  questions  that 
may  be  brought  up  for  adjustment  before  the  Board  of  Directors  at 
the  annual  meeting.  At  present  he  is  required  to  attend  all  meetings 
of  this  Board,  but  is  denied  the  right  to  vote,  which  is  depriving  the 
Society  of  the  benefits  that  would  accrue  from  the  exercise  of  this 
privilege  by  a  member  whose  judgment  and  experience  are  of  great  value 
to  the  Society. 

CO-OPEEATION. 

The  parent  Society  has  ever  been  renowned  for  her  many  activities 
in  behalf  of  advanced  horticulture.  It  has  played  an  important  rdle 
with  patience,  zeal  and  determination,  to  the  end  that  co-operation 
between  the  allied  societies  should  be  a  fitting  and  notable  achievement. 
To  the  committee  comprising  Messrs.  Theodore  Wirth,  George  Asmus 
and  William  F.  Kasting,  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  their  labor, 
loyalty,  unfailing  patience  and  persistence. 

The  first  practical  step  toward  real  afliliation  with  the  kindred 
societies  and  florists'  clubs  throughout  the  country  was  in  the  amend- 
ment passed  at  the  last  Convention  in  Boston.  Under  the  terms  of  this 
amendment  the  New  York,  Boston  and  Philadelphia  Florists'  Clubs, 
the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  Association,  the  American  Rose,  and 
Carnation  Society,  are  now  represented  on  the  Board  of  Directors  by 
their  presidents.  This  increase  in  the  Board  ought  to  prove  of  great 
value  to  this  Society  and  contribute  much  toward  a  liberal  policy  be- 
tween the  Clubs  and  the  parent  Society. 

The  wisdom  and  success  of  having  the  various  minor  organizations 
made  a  sectional  portion  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  is  no  better  exempli- 
fied than  in  the  instance  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery,  and  the 
consequent  effects  upon  the  parent  body.  This  organization  has  grown 
immensely  within  the  past  four  years.  Approximately,  two  hundred 
and  thirty-five  firms  have  joined  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery,  and, 
resultantly,  members  of  these  firms  are  also  members  of  our  National 
Society.  The  benefits  from  this  important  branch  of  the  flower  busi- 
ness are  not  confined  to  the  retailer  alone,  but  are  passed  on  through 
the  various  branches  to  the  humblest  employee  of  the  grower.  This 
certainly  makes  it  worth  while  for  every  retailer  of  standing  to  join 
and  receive  the  benefits  of  its  workings,  and  also  to  assist  the  National 
Association  which  has  helped  materially  in  its  formation. 
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Read  these  paragraphs  as  following  the  section  on  page  11  of 
the  S.  A.  F.  and  0.  H.  Proceedings,  1915,  under  the  heading  of 
"Legislation,"  in  President  Welch's  address,  and  preceding  the 
section  headed  "Go-operation"  on  page  12. 


ELECTION  OF  DIBECTORS 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  under  which  we  now  work  is  practi- 
cally as  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  incorporators  of  the  Society  in 
Washington  in  1902,  immediately  after  our  charter  had  been  signed  by 
the  late  President  McKinley.  I  am  satisfied  from  observation  and 
experience  in  its  workings  that  the  election  of  two  members  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  annually,  in  place  of  their  appointment  by  the  Presi- 
dent, would  result  in  creating  a  much  livelier  interest  in  the  annual 
convention,  bringing  the  work  of  the  Society  nearer  to  the  members  and 
relieving  the  future  presidents  of  the  difficulty  of  making  these  selections. 

Ex-President  Frank  R.  Pierson  in  his  address  at  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
in  1910  had  the  same  idea  in  mind  when  he  said,  "I  am  firmly  of  the 
opinion  that  we  would  more  nearly  follow  out  the  ideas  of  democratic 
government  by  the  election  rather  than  the  appointment,  of  directors." 

The  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  the  make-up  of  our  Board 
of  Directors  within  the  past  two  years  make  it  necessary  that  the 
Society  itself  should  elect  two  directors  annually,  especially  since  the 
privilege  is  extended  to  local  clubs  and  national  organizations  having 
one  hundred  S.  A.  F.  members,  to  elect  one  each. 

I  would  recommend  that  this  Society  in  convention  authorize  the 
amendment  of  the  constitution  so  that  hereafter  two  members  shall  be 
elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  our  annual  convention. 
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We  ought  to  make  every  effort  possible  to  induce  other  clubs 
throughout  the  country  to  become  interested  in  this  movement.  I  would 
recommend  that  the  constitution  be  amended  so  that  the  members 
before  taking  their  seat  in  the  Board  of  Directors  have  the  consent  of 
the  majority  of  the  club  or  society  they  represent. 

PUBUCITY. 

It  is  needless  to  point  out  the  value  of  publicity  for  the  dissemina- 
tion of  proper  knowledge,  and  educating  the  public  in  the  more  general 
use  of  horticultural  products.  It  is  necessary  for  the  Society  to  organize 
a  publicity  bureau,  whose  work  would  be  along  the  lines  of  a  cam- 
paign, directed  primarily  for  the  annual  increase  of  the  sale  of  flowers, 
plants  and  plant  products  through  new  and  varied  channels,  and  also 
to  take  means  to  prevent  any  society,  corporation  or  individual  from 
decrying  the  use  of  these  products  for  special  occasions.  We  very  often 
learn  of  repeated  attempts  made  to  discourage  the  use  of  our  products. 
Such  cases  should  be  taken  up  by  the  publicity  bureau,  and  every  means 
possible  taken  to  offset  the  effects  of  such  adverse  influences. 

I  am  very  much  in  favor  of  a  standing  committee  of  five  members, 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  co-operate  with  the  retailers,  wholesalers  and 
producers,  so  that  our  business  shall  be  brought  before  the  public  in  a 
much  more  favorable  and  effective  light  than  it  has  been  in  the  past. 
We  should  have  recourse  to  the  leading  daily  papers  throughout  the 
country,  which  I  believe  will  gladly  publish  from  time  to  time  articles 
on  commercial  floriculture.  This  will  have  a  wonderful  effect,  for  it 
will  bring  before  the  American  people  the  merits  of  our  business  and 
the  enjoyment  derived  from  the  use  of  our  products. 

The  hour  has  come  when  we  should  give  this  question  our  best 
thought  and  action.  I  think  greater  benefits  can  be  secured  from 
aggressive  work  of  this  nature  than  any  we  can  engage  in.  I  feel  that 
the  results  would  justify  a  reasonable  expenditure  annually  for  the 
maintenance  of  such  a  committee. 

NATIONAL   CREDIT   AND   COLLECTION   DEPABTMENT. 

I  am  forcibly  reminded,  by  a  large  number  of  the  members  of  our 
Society,  of  the  pressing  necessity  for  creating  a  national  bureau  of 
credits,  a  central  office  where  credit  information  can  be  kept  and  refer- 
ences obtained. 

The  commercial  interests  of  our  business  have  grown  to  such  an 
extent  during  the  past  fifteen  years  as  to  call  for  a  more  up-to-date 
standard  of  business  practice.    There  ought  not  to  be  any  objection  to 
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such  a  movement,  as  it  is  highly  probable  that  it  would  do  a  great  deal 
of  good — and  there  is  but  little  danger  that  it  would  do  any  harm. 
It  should,  however,  be  carefully  guarded,  so  that  it  could  be  used 
mutually  by  both  debtor  and  creditor.  The  slightest  intimation  that  a 
creditor  was  benefiting  to  any  extent  at  the  expense  of  the  debtor  would 
create  dissatisfaction  and  lead  to  serious  results. 

The  preservation  of  the  rights  of  commercial  life,  liberty  and  the 
pursuit  of  trade,  should  be  upheld  and  not  interfered  with.  It  is 
apparent,  however,  that  ways  and  means  should  be  considered  and 
adopted  by  which  the  financial  standing,  honesty  and  integrity  of  the 
commercial  florists  could  be  measured,  determined  and  circulated  among 
our  members,  to  the  end  that  honest,  upright,  just  and  creditable  busi- 
ness men  may  be  singled  out  from  the  unjust  and  unscrupulous 
operators. 

I  regard  this  problem  a  fundamental  one,  and  believe  it  should  be 
considered  and  adopted  only  after  a  very  careful  study.  I  would  sug- 
gest the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  nine  members,  to  be  selected 
from  the  large  floral  centers  of  the  country,  to  consider  this  subject  and 
report  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  1916. 

AMERICAN   PRODUCTS. 

There  is  a  constantly  growing  sentiment  in  this  country  among 
those  who  have  given  the  subject  study,  that  the  time  has  now  arrived 
when  a  large  part,  if  not  the  whole  of  the  horticultural  products  which 
have  been  grown  and  imported  from  Europe  should  be  grown  in  this 
country.    This  is  something  I  have  had  in  mind  for  some  time  past. 

We  should  not  seek  to  take  advantage  of  the  unfortunate  conditions 
existing  in  Europe  at  the  present  time,  and  this  Society  will  do  its  part 
toward  helping  to  maintain  the  commercial  honor  of  the  United  States 
so  that  we  shall  emerge  from  this  war  period  with  the  love  and  admira- 
tion of  all  nations  concerned. 

Our  climate,  soil  and  other  conditions  are,  according  to  our  best 
authorities,  well  adapted  for  the  growth  of  Palms,  bulbs,  nursery  stock, 
etc.,  which  now  go  to  make  a  total  of  imports  of  $2,000,000  annually. 

I  recommend  that  a  permanent  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to 
study  this  problem  and  seek  the  advice  and  counsel  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  and  devise  ways  and  means  by  which  those 
interested  may  be  encouraged  and  assisted  in  taking  up  this  work, 
which  ought  to  bring  about  good  results,  and  report  annually  to  the 
Society  in  Convention. 
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VOTING. 

Experience  has  taught  us  that  our  present  system  of  electing  officers 
at  our  annual  convention  occupies  too  much  time.  It  is  wrong  to  ask 
a  man  to  stand  in  line  for  half  an  hour,  and  sometimes  longer,  before 
he  can  cast  a  ballot  for  his  choice  of  officers.  As  a  remedy  for  this 
condition,  I  would  suggest  that  a  list  of  the  members  be  alphabetically 
arranged  in  four  books : 

Book  No.  1  to  include  all  names  beginning  with  the  letter  "A'*  and 
ending  with  the  letter  "D." 

Book  No.  2  to  include  all  names  of  members  beginning  with  the 
letter  "E"  and  ending  with  the  letter  "K." 

Book  No.  3  to  include  all  names  beginning  with  the  letter  "L"  and 
ending  with  the  letter  "R." 

Book  No.  4  to  include  all  names  beginning  with  the  letter  "S"  and 
ending  with  the  letter  "Z." 

It  will  be  necessary  that  one  teller  for  each  book  be  appointed  to 
check  names,  also  one  to  receive  the  ballots. 

This  calls  for  an  amendment  of  our  by-laws,  which  I  hope  vsdll  be 
passed  and  made  effective  at  the  opening  session  of  our  next  annual 
convention. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  trade  and  commerce  in  seeds,  plants  and  flowers  are  of  such 
national  magnitude  and  importance  that  they  are  justly  classed  among 
the  great  business  interests  in  this  country.  There  is  no  more  charming 
art  and  occupation  than  the  cultivation  of  flowers,  plants,  and  fruit- 
bearing  trees.  There  is  no  calling  more  conducive  to  human  welfare 
than  that  of  the  horticulturist. 

To-day  let  us  applaud  the  work  of  our  chosen  officers  for  what  they 
have  done  in  the  past,  but  let  us  make  this  applause  count  by  seeing 
that  the  good  work  continues.  Let  us  see  to  it  that  the  Society  is  built 
up,  and  its  influence  increased,  by  the  combined  efforts  and  with  the 
co-operation  and  assistance  of  all  kindred  organizations,  so  that  the 
next  generation  can  look  with  pride  on  the  work  accomplished  and  take 
for  their  motto  the  inspiring  words  of  Edward  Everett  Hale:  "Look 
up,  and  not  down;  look  out,  and  not  in;  look  forward,  and  not  back; 
and  lend  a  hand." 


Ex;-President  Richard  Vincent,  Jr.,  of  "White  Marsh,  Md.,  moved  that 
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the  able  report  of  the  President  be  referred  to  a  special  committee,  to 
report  later. 

President  Welch:  Without  objection  it  will  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  five,  pursuant  to  the  general  custom.  Gentlemen,  the  Thirty- 
first  Annual  Convention  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  is  now  open  for 
business.  The  first  question  before  you  is  the  report  of  the  secretary, 
John  Young  of  New  York  City.    (Applause.) 

Secretary  Young:  A  copy  of  this  report  is  in  the  hands  of  every 
member  in  the  room ;  if  not,  they  can  obtain  them  so  that  they  can  see 
all  the  details  in  print.    I  will  read  the  totals,  however,  if  you  desire. 

The  Secretary's  report  follows  in  full : 

SECRETARY'S    REPORT. 

At  the  time  of  our  last  Convention  the  florist  trade,  in  common 
with  many  other  industries,  was  feeling  the  effect  of  conditions  brought 
about  by  the  regrettable  war  precipitated  in  Europe,  and  while  these 
conditions  have  not  improved  by  any  means,  we  have  become  somewhat 
accustomed  to  them,  and  we  should  congratulate  ourselves  that  business 
has  not  been  much  worse.  Some  localities  have  felt  the  depression 
more  than  others,  while  in  other  communities  business  has  been  near  to 
the  normal  point.  The  cut  flower  section  has  felt  the  decline  perhaps 
more  keenly  than  other  sections  of  the  business,  but  preparations  for 
another  season  have  been  pushed  along  in  an  atmosphere  of  cheerful- 
ness, with  the  hope  that  the  business  horizon  will  clear  before  the  end 
of  the  year. 

EXHIBITION. 

Our  trade  exhibition  has  suffered  this  year  from  causes  beyond 
control.  The  florists'  supply  trade  has  been  unable  to  make  the  usual 
showing,  for  the  reason  that  imported  goods  are  just  now  a  very  poor 
possibility,  and  our  own  manufacturers  have  not  had  time  to  adjust 
themselves  to  circumstances,  at  least  as  far  as  the  production  of  novel- 
ties in  various  lines  is  concerned.  Distance,  and  cost  of  transportation 
to  San  Francisco  are  other  factors  which  have  tended  to  cut  down  our 
exhibits.  Notwithstanding,  our  trade  exhibition  is  this  year  most 
creditable,  and  the  interest  it  has  provoked  quite  as  strong  as  at  pre- 
vious conventions. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  bulk  of  our  increase  in  membership  is  provided  by  California 
and  the  Faciflc  Coast  States.    While  it  is  not  unusual  for  the  Society 
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to  experience  a  large  influx  of  members  from  a  convention  city  and 
nearby  territory,  the  business  standing  of  those  initiated  this  year  is 
extraordinarily  high  in  the  aggregate,  and  your  secretary  hopes  this 
means  that  the  names  of  these  new  members  will  long  remain  on  our 
membership  roll,  reminding  us  that  their  interest  in  the  Society  and  its 
work  was  not  merely  of  a  "passing"  character.

President  Welch:  The  same  disposition  will  be  made  of  the 
Treasurer's  report.     Mr.  Gude  of  Washington  has  some  reports  to  make. 

W.  F.  Glide,  Washington  Representative :  The  reports  that  I  have 
to  make  will  be  very  brief.  I  will  simply  try  to  show  you  what  we  are 
doing  in  Washington  for  this  national  organization.  I  will  give  you 
first  the  report  of  the  Washington  Representative,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  WASHINGTON  REPRESENTATIVE. 
Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H., 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  watchful  waiting  rather  than 
strenuous  action  in  the  National  Capital,  so  far  as  the  interests  of  our 
Society  are  concerned.  The  demands  on  your  representative  there  have 
not  been  excessive,  from  which  I  assume  that  the  florists  of  the  country 
have  no  fault  to  find  with  the  laws  enacted  by  Congress  during  the  year. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  Winter  a  communication  was  received  by 
your  representative  in  which  objection  was  raised  to  the  classification 
of  express  rates  on  potted  plants  and  plants  not  in  pots.    Another  com- 
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municatiou  was  received,  in  relation  to  bills  introduced  in  the  State 
Legislatures,  providing  for  the  inspection  and  regulation  of  steam 
boilers.  Both  of  these  communications  were  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Legislation  and  will,  doubtless,  be  dealt  with  by  that  committee 
in  its  annual  report. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year,  both  locally  and  nationally, 
was  the  formal  dedication  of  the  Rose  gardens  at  Arlington  Farms, 
on  June  2,  1915.  Some  fifty-odd  florists  came  from  different  cities,  as 
far  away  as  Boston,  to  be  present  at  the  ceremonies. 

A  meeting  of  the  American  Rose  Society  was  called  in  the  rooms 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Banking,  in  F  street,  Washington,  D.  C, 
where  the  entire  party  met,  on  the  date  mentioned,  at  one  o'clock  p.  m. 
After  the  meeting,  the  party  went  in  automobiles  to  the  Arlington 
Farms,  three  miles  away  in  a  downpour  of  rain.  While  the  gardens 
were  in  full  bloom  and  showed  up  well,  the  drenching  rainstorm,  which 
had  lasted  three  days,  had  a  very  depressing  effect  on  their  general 
beauty.  After  viewing  the  gardens,  the  party  returned  to  the  city» 
where  the  formal  dedication  took  place.  Interesting  addresses  were 
made  at  the  dedication  by  officers  of  the  National  Government,  the 
president  of  the  Rose  Society,  and  others. 

After  the  dedicatory  exercises  had  been  concluded,  the  party  went 
by  automobiles  to  Twin  Oaks,  the  home  of  Mrs.  Charles  J.  Bell,  daugh- 
ter of  the  late  Mrs.  Gardner  G.  Hubbard,  donor  of  the  Gardner  Hub- 
bard Memorial  Medal.  Mrs.  Bell  had  extended  a  kind  invitation  to  the 
party  to  inspect  her  Rose  gardens.  The  party  was  most  cordially  re- 
ceived by  Mrs.  Bell.  After  the  inspection  of  Mrs.  Bell's  gardens,  refresh- 
ments were  served.  An  hour  and  a  half  was  pleasantly  and  profitably 
spent  at  Mrs.  Bell's  beautiful  home,  after  which  the  party  returned  to 
the  city,  and  left  for  their  homes.  The  affair  was  voted  a  big  success 
and  one  of  the  most  interesting  events  in  the  annals  of  floriculture  and 
horticulture. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  pride  taken  in  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H. 
by  the  florists  of  the  National  Capital  is  surpassed  by  no  other  city 
in  the  Union,  and  is  attested  by  the  presence  here  to-day  of  nearly  a 
dozen  members  of  this  Society  from  Washington,  three  thousand  miles 
away.

President  Welch :  Gentlemen,  what  action  do  you  wish  to  take  on 
this  report? 

Ex-President  W.  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  I  move  that  the 
report  be  received,  and  printed  in  the  Proceedings. 

Motion  seconded  by  Ex-President  Wirth,  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

President  Welch :  We  will  now  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Law  and  Legislation,  Mr.  W.  F.  Gude,  chairman. 

W.  F.  Gude,  Chairman,  Washington,  D.  C. :  It  might  be  well  to 
explain  here  to  the  brothers  on  the  Pacific  Coast  that  official  appoint- 
ments are  not  supposed  to  hold  over  from  one  year  to  another,  but 
simply  because  I  happen  to  be  located  at  the  National  Capital  and 
willing  to  do  your  bidding,  if  there  is  anything  to  be  done  there,  it  has 
seemed  best  to  the  oflicers  who  preside  over  the  destinies  of  the  asso- 
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elation  that  I  represent  you  at  the  National  Capital.    The  report  of  the 
committee  is  as  follows : 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LAW  AND  LEGISLATION. 

To  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists. 
Gentlemen : 

Your  Committee  on  Law  and  Legislation  begs  to  submit  the  fol* 
lowing  report: 

Your  committee  had  but  two  propositions  referred  to  it  during  the 
past  year.  One  of  these  propositions  was  brought  up  by  Mr.  J.  A. 
Peterson,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  who  complained  of  the  classifications  of 
express  rates  in  reference  to  plants  shipped  in  pots  and  plants  shipped 
out  of  pots,  insisting  that  there  should  be  a  lower  rating  on  plants 
shipped  in  pots  or  tubs. 

The  matter  was  promptly  taken  up  with  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  and  the  Commission,  in  turn,  corresponded  with  the  sev- 
eral transportation  companies,  requesting  an  expression  of  their  views. 
After  receiving  all  the  data  that  could  be  reasonably  obtained,  including 
copies  of  the  correspondence  between  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion and  the  express  companies,  your  committee  reached  the  conclusion 
that,  as  the  express  companies  seemed  to  be  losing  money  on  the  pres- 
ent rates,  it  was  an  inopportune  time  to  attempt  to  bring  about  a  reduc- 
tion of  our  rates.  In  other  words,  your  committee  felt  that  it  would  be 
the  part  of  wisdom  to  "let  well  enough  alone" ;  that  an  agitation  of 
this  matter  at  that  time  might  result  in  our  rates  being  raised,  rather 
than  lowered,  under  the  authority  given  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission by  Congress,  in  March  last,  to  revise  or  change  the  express 
rates. 

Subsequently,  your  committee  received  notice  from  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  that  a  hearing  would  be  given  on  the  question  of 
express  rates  on  May  26,  1915.  Feeling  that  the  florists  should  be  repre- 
sented, your  committee  had  Mr.  A.  Leftwich  Sinclair,  an  attorney,  of 
this  city,  appear  at  this  hearing,  as  counsel  for  our  Society. 

In  his  reports,  attached  hereto,  Mr.  Sinclair  explains  the  purpose 
and  scope  of  the  hearings  attended  by  him  and  points  out  the  procedure 
which  will  have  to  be  followed,  if  our  Society  wishes  to  obtain  a  formal 
hearing  on  the  question  of  the  rating  on  plants.  Mr.  Sinclair  also  sug- 
gests that,  before  filing  the  necessary  petition  with  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  our  Society  should  arrange  for  a  conference  with 
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the  representatives  of  the  various  express  companies  with  a  view  to  an 
amicable  adjustment  of  this  matter. 

The  other  question  referred  to  your  committee  relates  to  legislation 
concerning  boiler  inspection.  It  appears  that,  from  time  to  time,  numer- 
ous Bills  are  introduced  in  the  State  Legislatures  to  require  the  inspec- 
tion and  regulation  of  boilers.  It  has  been  suggested  that,  within  the 
next  year  or  so,  there  will  probably  be  a  large  number  of  Bills  of  this 
character  introduced  in  the  State  Legislatures,  and  that  our  Society 
should  provide  machinery  by  which  we  can  resist  the  passage  of  legis- 
lation which  would  work  a  hardship  on  our  industry. 

As  illustrating  the  vicious  character  of  some  of  these  Bills,  your 
committee  is  informed  that  only  a  short  time  ago  there  was  introduced 
in  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  a  Bill  requiring  every 
owner  of  a  low-pressure  heating  boiler  to  pay  $5.00  a  year  for  the 
inspection  of  that  boiler,  if  his  boiler  should  be  over  four  square  feet 
of  grate  area  and  carry  over  ten  pounds  of  pressure.  Had  that  Bill 
passed,  every  florist  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  would  have  been 
obliged  to  pay  to  that  State  the  sum  of  $5.00  a  year,  or  more,  depending 
on  the  number  of  boilers  in  use. 

Your  committee  is  also  informed  that  there  are  statutes  in  force 
in  several  of  the  States  which  provide  that  every  steam  boiler  carrying 
ten  pounds  of  steam  pressure  must  be  in  charge  of  a  licensed  engineer, 
and  that  a  movement  is  on  foot  looking  to  the  enactment  of  similar 
laws  throughout  the  country. 

All  such  propositions,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  should  be 
fought  by  our  Society  with  all  the  force  at  its  command. 

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  the  scope  of  your  committee  be 
enlarged,  without  delay,  so  that  the  committee  can  keep  in  touch  with 
the  proceedings  of  the  State  Legislatures,  as  well  as  those  of  Congress, 
and  be  prepared  to  resist  the  passage  of  all  Bills  found  to  be  detri- 
mental to  the  members  of  our  Society. 

If  the  foregoing  recommendation  of  your  committee  is  adopted, 
your  committee  should  be  authorized  to  arrange  for  a  reporting  service 
of  some  kind,  and  to  employ  counsel  to  represent  the  Society,  whenever, 
in  the  Judgment  of  your  committee,  the  services  of  counsel  are  required 

Perhaps  the  most  important  action  your  committee  was  called  upon 
to  take,  was  in  reference  to  the  Fall  shipments  of  Azaleas  and  other 
Belgian  plants,  which  are  at  present  under  embargo  by  the  British 
authorities.  These  plants  are  exclusively  of  Belgian  origin  and  produc- 
tion, and  since  the  enemies  of  Great  Britain  do  not  get  any  revenue  or 
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benefit  from  their  sale,  it  was  felt  that  the  embargo — while  not  helping 
th^  British  forces — would  work  considerable  harm  to  the  Belgian  ship- 
pers and  the  American  importing  florists. 

This  matter  was  taken  up  with  our  State  Department  by  request 
of  McHutchison  &  Co.,  New  York.  The  U.  S.  Trade  Advisers  informed 
us  how  to  proceed  in  the  matter  of  securing  permits  for  the  importation 
of  Azaleas,  etc.,  from  the  British  authorities,  and  we  have  good  reasons 
for  believing  that  these  shipments  will  arrive  this  Fall  on  schedule  time. 
Definite  information  will  be  given  in  the  trade  papers  as  soon  as  an 
official  decision  is  rendered  by  the  British  authorities.

Dear  Mr.  Gude:  I  have  to  advise  you  that,  in  compliance  with 
your  request,  I  appeared  before  the  hearing  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  in  this  city,  on  the  26th  instant,  in  the  interest  of 
the  Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists.  The 
hearing  was  based  upon,  and  confined  to,  a  petition  filed  by  the  Adams 
Express  Company,  the  American  Express  Company,  the  Southern  Ex- 
press Company,  and  Wells  Fargo  &  Company,  requesting  that  the  order 
of  the  Commission  prescribing  rates,  rules  and  practices  for  express 
companies,  passed  July  24,  1913,  be  modified  by  increasing  the  terminal 
allowances  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  cents  per  shipment  and  reducing 
the  weight  allowance  from  twenty-five  to  twenty  cents  per  one  hundred 
pounds.  The  question  in  which  you  and  your  Society  are  interested, 
namely,  the  express  rating  on  plants,  was  not  involved  in  the  inquiry 
and  was  not  gone  into. 

After  hearing  and  receiving  certain  evidence  in  support  of  the 
Express  Companies'  petition,  the  hearing  was  postponed  until  June  9, 
at  10.30  o'clock  a.  m.,  when  the  Commission  will  hear  oral  arguments  in 
support  of  the  petition  and  in  opposition  thereto. 

There  was  no  opposition  made  to  the  proposed  increase  in  rates, 
although  a  number  of  shippers  were  present  at  the  hearing. 

If  your  Society  wishes  to  obtain  a  hearing  on  the  question  of  the 
rating  of  plants,  raised  by  your  letter  to  the  Interstate  Commission, 
of  February  8,  1915,  it  will  be  necessary  for  it  to  file  with  the  Com- 
mission a  formal  petition  for  the  modification  of  the, schedule  of  ex-

press  rates,  now  in  force.    The  informal  complaint  sent  to  the  Commis- 
sion by  you  is  not  sufficient. 

Before  filing  such  a  petition  with  the  Commission,  I  would  suggest 
that  your  Society  arrange  for  a  conference  with  representatives  of  the 
various  express  companies  with  a  view  to  an  amicable  adjustment  of 
the  matter  complained  of.  I  believe  such  a  conference  can  be  easily 
arranged,  as  I  see  from  the  correspondence  which  you  delivered  to  me 
that  several  of  the  companies  have  expressed  a  willingness  to  consider 
in  conference  any  suggestions  your  Society  may  desire  to  advance 
looking  to  a  lower  rating  on  plants  shipped  in  pots,  or  tubs.

Dear  Mr.  Gude:  Supplementing  my  report  to  you,  of  May  29th, 
I  beg  to  advise  you  that  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has 
rendered  its  decision  in  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Express 
Companies  for  an  increase  in  their  rates,  holding  that  the  present 
revenues  of  the  express  companies  are  inadequate  and  granting  the 
Increase. 

I  herewith  transmit  to  you,  for  your  information,  a  printed  copy 
of  the  Commission's  decision,  the  orders  based  thereon  and  its  new 
schedule  of  rates.

W.  F.  Gude,  Chairman:  Since  leaving  home  and  preparing  the 
foregoing  report,  I  am  informed  that  the  British  authorities  have 
granted,  under  very  severe  restrictions,  the  importation  of  our  Belgian 
stock  this  year  under  conditions  that  you  will  hear  of  in  the  trade 
papers. 

I  thank  you.     (Applause.) 

President  Welch:    What  action  do  you  wish  to  take  on  this  report? 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :  Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the 
report  be  accepted. 

Richard  Vincent,  Jr.,  White  Marsh,  Md. :  There  is  no  more  im- 
portant matter  before  the  florists  of  the  country  than  this  of  legislation 
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in  regard  to  boiler  inspection  and  the  licensing  of  men.  Under  certain 
proposed  legislation  we  will  be  obliged  to  have  an  engineer  to  run  our 
steam  boilers,  no  matter  if  we  are  only  running  on  10  lbs.  of  steam, 
and  we  might  be  obliged  to  have  three  men  to  run  our  boilers  in  twenty- 
four  hours,  because  we  would  not  be  able  to  have  one  man  run  them 
over  eight  hours  a  day,  and  so  it  would  require  three  licensed  steam 
engineers  per  twenty-four  hours.  I  move  that  this  matter  be  looked 
after.    It  is  very  important. 

President  Welch:  The  question  is  first  upon  the  adoption  of  the 
report.  Mr.  Coles  moves  that  the  report  be  accepted,  and  that  motion 
is  seconded  by  Mr.  Vincent.  All  in  favor  will  say  "Aye,"  contrary, 
"No."    The  motion  is  carried,  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

The  question  is  now  upon  the  appointment  of  a  committee.  When 
do  you  want  this  committee  to  report,  Mr.  Vincent? 

Ex-President  Richard  Vincent,  Jr.,  White  Marsh,  Md. :  At  the 
earliest  possible  moment,  sir. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  Would  it  not  be  well  to 
have  the  Executive  Committee  appoint  three  of  their  own  members  to 
take  this  matter  up?  It  is  exceedingly  important  that  we  should  try 
to  forestall  legislative  action  on  this  particular  line,  because  if  this  Bill 
is  passed  in  one  State,  other  States  will  copy  it.  I  think,  as  we  have 
additional  members  on  our  Executive  Committee  now,  that  they  are  in  a 
situation  that  they  can  take  up  this  matter  and  discuss  it  at  their 
executive  meetings,  and  thus  do  better  work  than  perhaps  through  the 
appointment  of  a  selected  committee  of  three  scattered  all  over  the 
country. 

Ex-President  W.  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  Mr.  President,  this 
report  was  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  and 
I  think  it  would  be  rather  late  to  wait  for  the  Executive  Committee  to 
act  upon  it.  The  only  thing  that  we  can  do  is  to  accept  this  report 
and  give  the  committee  power  to  employ  an  attorney,  which  is  what  they 
are  asking  for.  That  is  the  only  way  to  proceed.  I  am  sure  we  will 
not  be  going  too  far  in  hiring  a  lawyer.  What  has  been  stated  about 
Pennsylvania  is  absolutely  true.  The  only  way  to  do  is  to  receive  the 
report  and  give  the  committee  power,  as  requested  in  their  recommenda- 
tion. 

President  Welch :  The  report  is  already  accepted.  Do  you  second 
this  further  motion,  Mr.  Vincent? 
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Ex-President  Richard  Vincent,  Jr.,  White  Marsh,  Md.:  Yes,  sir, 
that  is  what  I  was  trying  to  get  at. 

President  Welch:    Your  motion  is  what,  Mr.  Kasting? 

William  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  That  the  committee  be  given 
power  in  accordance  with  their  recommendation. 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :  I  will  amend  that  motion  to  the 
effect  that  the  committee  be  continued,  with  power  to  act. 

President  Welch :  You  do  not  suggest  that  the  committee  be  given 
power  to  use  any  special  amount  of  money? 

William  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  New  York :  They  have  $100.00  at  their 
disposal,  of  which  they  have  not  yet  used  one  dollar. 

Ex-President  Asmus,  Chicago,  111. :    $200.00. 

The  motion  as  amended  was  now  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

Ex-President  Richard  Vincent,  Jr.,  White  Marsh,  Md. :  No  matter 
what  it  costs,  it  is  an  important  matter. 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :  I  wish  to  thank  the  Conven- 
tion for  their  action.  I  have  been  chairman  because  I  happened  to  be 
at  the  seat  of  government.  Up  to  this  stage  of  the  game  I  have  been 
able  to  get  through  without  spending  one  cent  of  the  Society's  money; 
but  when  it  requires  an  attorney  to  go  before  the  powers  that  be  at  the 
National  Capital,  I  have  neither  time  nor  the  necessary  legal  talent  to 
cope  with  the  situation.  I  think  it  will  be  a  wise  expenditure  of  money 
as  you  have  voted,  to  give  the  committee  power  to  go  ahead  and  secure 
the  greatest  results  for  the  florists  of  America.  That  is  what  the  com- 
mittee intends  to  do.  I  believe  whoever  is  chairman  of  that  committee 
next  year  will  act  in  the  same  way.  I  am  always  willing  to  act  in  any 
way  that  I  can  for  any  brother  florist,  and  to  assist  in  any  way,  shape 
or  form.     (Applause.) 

Secretary  Young:  I  would  ask  the  Legislative  Committee  if  they 
will  take  care  of  legislation  in  every  State  where  such  is  proposed  in 
regard  to  boiler  insi)ection? 

W.  F.  Gude,  Chairman,  Washington,  D.  C. :  If  a  florist  is  alive  to 
what  is  going  on  in  his  State,  if  florists  in  any  State  are  detrimentally 
affected,  w^e  can  assist  them  through  the  machinery  that  we  already 
have  at  work,  by  which  legislation  is  reported  to  us  at  the  National 
Capital.  It  is  a  question  of  preventing  rather  than  trying  to  secure 
legislation.  There  are  powerful  interests  at  work  every  year  in  the 
direction  of  requiring  every  one  to  have  boiler  inspection  and  licensed 
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men,  even  though  you  are  using  5  lbs.  of  steam.    Think  what  that  would 
mean !    In  some  of  the  States  that  is  right  now  an  imminent  issue. 

President  Welch:  We  went  through  this  matter  about  three  years 
ago  in  Massachusetts,  when  a  Bill  was  gotten  through  our  Legislature 
there  calling  for  the  inspection  of  boilers  used  for  horticultural  and 
agricultural  purposes.  The  florists  and  agriculturists  got  together  in 
Massachusetts  and  went  up  to  the  State  Legislature  and  demanded  a 
hearing  on  that  Bill;  and  we  had  the  word  "horticultural"  struck  out. 
That  was  all  we  had  to  do,  just  strike  out  the  word  "horticultural" 
from  the  Bill,  and  we  had  the  whole  thing  remedied.  If  you  will  do 
that  in  the  States  where  such  legislation  is  threatened,  the  damage  will 
be  prevented  to  such  an  extent  that  it  will  not  reach  any  of  our  inter- 
ests at  all.  It  sometimes  takes  a  great  deal  of  labor  and  expense  to 
bring  that  about,  but  we  were  very  successful  in  getting  it  done  in 
Massachusetts. 

William  F.  Gude,  Chairman,  Washington,  D.  C. :  I  want  to  make 
myself  perfectly  plain.  While  I  have  been  chairman  of  this  Committee 
on  Law  and  Legislation,  I  am  not  looking  for  trouble  on  our  committee, 
and  I  do  not  want  anything  to  do  with  anything  that  is  not  before  us 
for  action.  If  in  the  other  States  people  are  as  energetic  as  they  have 
been  in  Massachusetts,  they  can  remedy  matters  without  our  assistance, 
and  that  is  all  that  is  necessary ;  but  I  have  had  in  the  last  year  many 
letters  from  different  sources,  intimating  that  when  the  time  comes  those 
affected  were  going  to  ask  the  assistance  of  their  National  Congressmen 
and  Senators.  We  are  not  looking  for  trouble,  but  if  anything  comes 
up  in  Massachusetts,  or  any  other  State,  we  want  to  be  prepared  to  help 
the  people  in  that  State. 

President  Welch :  I  believe,  gentlemen,  that  we  have  been  success- 
ful in  preventing  that  legislation  in  Massachusetts ;  but  I  think  if  neces- 
sary we  would  have  been  very  glad  to  call  on  our  friend  in  Washington, 
and  I  think  he  would  have  given  us  a  great  deal  of  assistance.  I  think 
he  would  have  been  able  to  perform  more  work  than  anybody  we  have 
down  there.    I  think  he  can  do  likewise  as  to  other  States. 

The  next  order  of  business  is  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the 
Executive  Board.  These  minutes  are  all  in  print  here,  and  Mr.  Young 
has  distributed  them  to  you.  The  question  now  is,  what  action  will  you 
take? 

W.  F.  Gude,  Chairman,  Washington,  D.  C. : 

I  move  that  the  reading  of  the  minutes  be  dispensed  with,  as  the 
minutes  have  all  been  printed. 
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President  Welch:  That  carries  with  it  a  motion  to  have  them 
approved,  of  course? 

W.  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :    Yes,  sir. 

The  motion  was  amended  by  Mr.  Ward,  that  the  minutes  of  the 
Executive  Board  be  approved,  and  printed  in  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Society. 

Motion  carried,  as  amended,  and  so  ordered. 

The  minutes  follow: 

MEETING  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

The  Lenten  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Society  was  held 
at  the  Hotel  La  Salle,  Chicago,  March  1-2,  1915.  At  the  different  ses- 
sions of  the  meeting  President  Welch  occupied  the  chair.  The  proceed- 
ings were  opened  on  March  1  by  President  Welch,  who  made  a  short 
address,  in  the  course  of  which  he  pointed  out  that  this  was  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  under  the  new  affiliation  plan. 

There  were  present:  Patrick  Welch,  president;  John  Young,  secre- 
tary; Wm.  F.  Kasting,  treasurer.  Directors:  August  F.  Poehlmann, 
Thomas  Roland,  J.  J.  Hess,  J.  A.  Peterson,  Wm.  R.  Nicholson,  R.  C. 
Kerr,  Theodore  Wirth,  ex-president.  Directors  under  affiliation :  Sam'l 
J.  Goddard,  president  of  the  American  Carnation  Society;  George  Bur- 
ton, president  of  the  Florists'  Club  of  Philadelphia;  H.  H.  Bartsch, 
president  of  the  Boston  Gardeners  and  Florists'  Club,  and  Irwin  Berter- 
mann,  president  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery.  The  following 
members  of  the  Board  were  absent:  Vice-President  Daniel  MacRorle, 
and  Harry  A.  Bunyard,  president  of  the  New  York  Florists'  Club. 
There  were  also  present :  A.  Farenwald,  Roslyn,  Pa. ;  Chas.  E.  Critchell, 
Cincinnati,  O.,  and  Geo.  Asmus,  Chicago,  111.  Mr.  MacRorie,  by  tele- 
gram, explained  his  absence. 

FIRST  SESSION 

It  was  decided  that  no  change  be  made  in  the  quorum  number,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  the  Board  now  comprised  seventeen  members. 

DONATIONS  OF  THE  SOCIETY'S  MEDALS. 
A  request  from  the  Chrysanthemum  Society  of  America  that  the 
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S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  award  its  silver  and  bronze  medals  at  the  annual 
exhibition  of  the  Chrysanthemum  Society,  to  be  held  in  conjunction  with 
the  exhibition  of  the  Cleveland  Florists'  Club,  next  November,  and 
similar  medals  at  the  exhibition  of  Chrysanthemums,  to  be  held  under 
the  auspices  of  the  C.  S.  A.,  at  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  San 
Francisco,  next  Fall,  promoted  by  the  gardeners  and  florists  of  the 
Pacific  Coast,  was  referred  to  the  National  Flower  Show  Committee 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  request  be  granted. 

A  letter  from  Charles  W.  Johnson,  Morgan  Park,  111.,  secretary  of 
the  Chrysanthemum  Society  of  America,  was  read,  suggesting  that  the 
Board  consider  the  question  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  aiding  in  a  finan- 
cial way  any  national  society  called  upon  to  participate  in  an  event 
that  was  not  only  for  the  advancement  of  the  flower  such  a  society 
should  represent,  but  for  the  good  of  floriculture  in  general.  As  an 
instance,  the  letter  cited  the  case  of  the  Chrysanthemum  Society  of 
America  in  its  endeavor  to  hold  a  successful  exhibition  of  Chrysanthe- 
mums at  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  in  conjunction 
with  the  gardeners  and  florists  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  Considerable  dis- 
cussion upon  the  subject  .was  evoked,  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the 
majority  of  those  taking  part  in  the  discussion  being  that  the  Society 
was  unable  to  do  more  at  present  than  offer  its  medals.  It  was  also 
the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  a  procedure  such  as  suggested  would 
furnish  a  precedent  which,  if  allowed  to  govern  future  action,  would 
seriously  impair  the  working  funds  of  the  Society. 

It  was  voted  that  it  was  the  sense  of  the  Board  that  the  National 
Flower  Show  Committee  be  authorized  to  offer  medals  only.

President  Welch  appointed  Messrs.  Wirth  and  Roland  an  auditing 
committee  to  examine  the  reports.  He  also  appointed  Messrs.  Young, 
Hess  and  Kerr  a  committee  to  consider  the  matter  of  the  trade  exhibi- 
tion at  the  August  Convention  and  make  recommendations  as  to  rates, 
etc.  Messrs.  Young  and  Wirth  were  deputed  to  communicate  by  wire 
with  Vice-President  MacRorie,  requesting  his  opinion  and  advice  re- 
garding the  advisability  of  having  a  Convention  Garden. 

ESSAYS    AT    THE    CONVENTION. 

The  matter  of  having  essays  on  the  Convention  program  was  fully 
discussed,  and  it  was  not  considered  advisable,  in  view  of  the  many 
and  extraordinary  attractions  to  be  presented  during  the  Convention 
period,  to  allow  time  for  the  reading  of  essays  at  any  of  the  sessions. 
But  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  invite  the  presentation  of  essays  by 
different  gentlemen  on  various  subjects,  such  essays  to  become  part  of 
the  permanent  records  of  the  Society,  and  copies  to  be  sent  to  the  trade 
press  for  publication  during  Convention  week,  using  his  discretion  as 
to  the  number  of  essays  to  be  invited.  President  Welch  appointed 
Messrs.  Young,  MacRorie,  Poehlmann,  Nicholson  and  Burton  a  com- 
mittee to  prepare  a  program  for  the  Convention. 

SECOND  SESSION 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  letter  from  Vice-President  Mac- 
Rorie : 

San  Francisco,  February  25,  1915. 
Mr.  P.  Welch, 

La  Salle  Hotel,  Chicago,  111. 
Dear  Mr.  Welch : 

I  telegraphed  you  to  Boston  to-day  the  following:  "I  find  at  this 
late  date  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  be  in  Chicago  to  attend  the 
executive  meeting  on  March  1st,  the  opening  of  the  Fair  having  inter- 
fered with  my  plans,  many  unexpected  things  having  arisen.  I  am 
writing  you  to-day  care  of  the  La  Salle  Hotel,  Chicago,  full  particulars 
regarding  what  has  been  done  here,  and  the  different  hotels,  etc.,  which 
may  be  available  to  the  florists  in  August.    I  will  be  in  New  York  oil 
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March  17th,  and  no  doubt  all  of  the  Executive  Committee  will  be  at  the 
flower  show.  You  can  call  an  adjourned  meeting,  at  which  I  can  give 
all  particulars  which  any  members  may  desire." 

I  am  indeed  sorry  that  I  was  forced  to  give  up  the  trip  at  the  last 
minute,  but  owing  to  the  unexpected  rush  of  business  at  the  opening 
of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  and  illness  at  my  home, 
I  found  it  impossible  to  get  away,  but  will  be  at  the  flower  show  in 
New  York  on  March  17th.  As  stated  in  the  telegram,  it  is  very  likely 
that  all  of  the  executive  members  of  the  S.  A.  F.  will  attend  the  show, 
and  if  there  is  anything  of  importance  that  they  want  to  know  regard- 
ing the  Convention  to  be  held  in  this  city  in  August,  I  will  be  able  to 
give  them  the  desired  information  personally. 

As  you  already  know,  we  have  secured  a  space  for  the  Convention 
Garden  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  this  city.  The  superintendent,  Mr.  John 
McLaren,  will  have  the  ground  prepared  for  us  in  the  way  of  manuring 
and  getting  ready  for  planting,  free  of  charge. 

We  have  secured  bowling  alleys  for  the  bowling  department,  and 
also  the  Oriental  Room  at  the  St.  Francis  Hotel  for  the  President's 
reception  on  the  evening  of  August  17th. 

The  rates  in  none  of  the  flrst-class  hotels  will  be  changed.  You 
can  secure  plenty  of  good  accommodations  here  from  fl.OO  a  night  up, 
depending  on  the  location  of  rooms.  All  these  hotels  are  near  the  Con- 
vention Hall,  that  is,  within  two  to  ten  blocks,  and  easily  reached  by 
passing  cars. 

All  the  space  that  is  required  by  Secretary  Young  for  exhibition 
purposes  has  been  secured  in  the  Auditorium,  and  I  have  sent  Mr. 
Young  a  map  of  the  floor  space  to  scale.  This  space  has  been  given  to 
the  S.  A.  F.  free  of  charge  for  the  17th,  18th,  19th  and  20th  of  August. 
The  only  stipulation  made  is  that  we  leave  the  halls  as  we  get  them — 
that  is,  whatever  litter  or  debris  is  left  after  the  Convention  is  over 
will  have  to  be  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  Society. 

I  have  other  matters  to  take  up  regarding  the  Convention,  but  as 
I  will  see  you  in  about  two  weeks,  will  be  able  to  present  these  matters 
personally. 

I  have  sent  by  the  same  mail  to  Secretary  Young  the  names  of  forty- 
four  new  members,  the  first  instalment  in  my  list  of  one  hundred.

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The  reading  of  the  letter  was  followed  by  much  applause,  and  the 
communication  was  referred  to  the  proper  committee.  Secretary  Young 
produced  for  inspection  the  floor  plan  referred  to  in  Mr.  MacRorie's 
letter. 

Secretary  Young,  for  the  committee  on  the  trade  exhibition,  pre- 
sented rules  and  regulations  which  had  been  in  use  at  previous  trade 
exhibitions  held  at  annual  conventions — Minneapolis,  Chicago,  etc. — 
at  which  the  rate  for  space  was  40c.  per  square  foot.  The  report  was, 
on  motion,  accepted. 

NECESSITY  OF  PUBLICITY  FOR  FLOWERS. 

Mr.  Farenwald,  receiving  the  courtesy  of  the  floor,  in  a  lengthy 
address  brought  up  the  question  of  publicity  for  flowers.  He  stated  that 
at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Florists'  Club  of  Philadelphia,  it  was  recom- 
mended that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  S.  A.  F.  appoint  a  special 
committee  to  evolve  some  good  working  plan  to  advance  publicity  for 
the  general  welfare  of  the  members  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.,  and  that 
Mr.  Burton,  the  president  of  the  Club,  was  instructed  to  bring  the 
matter  before  the  Board.  However,  as  the  speaker  was  prominent  in 
the  movement  before  the  Philadelphia  club,  with  the  consent  of  Mr. 
Burton  he  presented  the  matter  for  consideration  of  the  Board. 
Mr.  Burton  endorsed  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Farenwald.  A  general  and 
lengthy  discussion  ensued.  Mr.  Bertermann  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  at  a  recent  convention  of  the  Society,  a  committee,  of  which  he 
happened  to  be  a  member,  had  been  appointed  to  consider  the  question 
of  publicity,  and  after  a  great  deal  of  consideration  the  committee  de- 
cided that  it  was  impractical  for  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  to  undertake 
a  publicity  campaign,  on  account  of  the  enormous  sum  required  to 
conduct  it.  He,  however,  thought  a  scheme  for  national  publicity  should 
be  endorsed  and  that  it  might  be  possible  for  the  Society,  in  the  course 
of  time,  to  have  a  committee  that  would  see  that  the  proper  individuals 
and  clubs  take  the  matter  up.  Finally,  on  motion,  it  was  decided  that 
a  committee  on  publicity  be  appointed  to  report  on  some  feasible  plan 
of  action.  The  Preisdent  announced  that  he  would  appoint  a  committee 
later. 

REPORT  OF  THE  NATIONAL  FLOWER  SHOW  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  Asmus,  for  the  National  Flower  Show  Committee,  made  a  verbal 
report  as  to  the  work  so  far  accomplished  by  his  committee,  in  which 
he  stated  that  the  First  Preliminary  Plant  Schedule  for  the  forthcoming 
National  Flower  Show  to  be  held  in  Philadelphia  was  in  course  of  dis- 
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tribution.  He  stated  that  in  his  committee's  organization  work  it  had 
prepared  for  signing  a  lease  covering  Convention  Hall  in  Philadelphia, 
which  lease  he  had  ready  to  present  to  the  board  for  approval.  Since 
preparing  it,  however,  Mr.  Craig  and  Mr.  Farenwald  had  had  presented 
to  them  a  proposition  or  opportunity  for  getting  a  more  suitable  loca- 
tion than  Convention  Hall — the  "Tabernacle"  in  which  the  Evangelist 
"Billy"  Sunday  had  been  holding  his  meetings.  The  securing  of  this 
building  would  entail  an  actual  purchase  of  the  building  for  $5,000 
and  an  additional  sum  for  the  lease  of  the  ground  not  to  exceed  $2,000. 
He  then  read  a  resolution  which  it  was  intended  should  confer  power  to 
the  Lease  and  Contract  Committee  of  the  National  Flower  Show  Com- 
mittee to  close  arrangements  for  the  ownership  of  the  Tabernacle  build- 
ing on  terms  not  to  exceed  those  mentioned.  After  prolonged  discussion, 
the  Board,  on  motion,  endorsed  and  adopted  the  resolution.  Mr.  Asmus 
then  presented  another  resolution  adopted  by  the  National  Flower 
Show  Committee  confirming  the  power  conferred  by  the  previous  reso- 
lution and  giving  the  committee  authority  to  enter  into  a  contract  with 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  care,  maintenance  and  police  protection 
of  the  building  until  the  committee  should  dispose  of  it  after  the  flower 
show,  and  the  resolution  was  adopted.  Mr.  Asmus  then  laid  before  the 
Board  a  lease  contract  for  Convention  Hall,  which,  he  said,  could  be 
executed  if  the  committee  were  not  able  to  carry  out  negotiations  for 
the  Tabernacle  building.  The  lease  he  said,  had  been  gone  over  very 
carefully  and  appeared  to  be  satisfactory.  It  provided  for  renting 
Convention  Hall  for  seven  days  and  as  many  more  days  as  were  neces- 
sary, at  a  rental  of  $100.00  per  day  covering  the  period  of  the  show. 
His  committee,  he  said,  would  like  to  have  the  authority  of  the  Board 
for  the  signing  of  this  lease  provided  the  building  should  be  decided 
upon.  On  motion,  the  lease  was  ratified  under  the  conditions  stated. 
Referring  again  to  the  plant  schedule  covering  the  National  Flower 
Show,  Mr.  Asmus  pointed  out  that  several  changes  in  the  same  might 
be  necessary,  consequently  the  publication  had  been  called  the  "First 
Preliminary  Plant  Schedule."  The  idea  was,  he  said,  to  obtain  the 
benefit  of  any  suggestion  which  might  be  offered  looking  toward  its 
improvement. 

REPORT  OF  THE  AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  report  of  the  Auditing  Committee  was  submitted  by  Mr.  Wirtk 
as  chairman.    It  was  as  follows : 

Your  Auditing  Committee  has  examined  the  financial  reports  of  the 
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Secretary  and  Treasurer  and  find  them  to  be  correct.     Your  committee 
wishes  to  make  the  following  suggestions : 

Fwst.  That  hereafter  the  President  be  requested  to  keep  a  ledger, 
furnished  him  by  the  Secretary,  in  which  he  shall  enter  all  vouchers 
which  he  approves,  stating  the  number  of  the  voucher,  amount,  and  to 
whom  drawn,  and  for  what  purpose.  This  will  enable  the  President  to 
keep  himself  better  informed  during  the  year  as  to  disbursements,  and 
will  make  errors  of  duplicate  payments  impossible. 

Second.  That  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  render  separate  bills 
for  salaries,  insurance,  ofiice  rent,  expenses,  etc.,  in  place  of  bunching 
them  together.  This  will  call  for  more  vouchers  and  checks,  but  it  will 
facilitate  the  work  of  the  accountants  and  your  Auditing  Committee, 
and  should  also  be  more  satisfactory  to  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer.

The  appropriation  covering  the  services  of  the  Secretary  was  em- 
bodied in  the  following  resolution,  which  was  carried  unanimously : 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  be  fixed  at  $1,000.00  per 
annum,  with  an  additional  allowance  of  $300,00  per  annum  for  office 
rent;  and  in  consideration  of  the  added  work  of  superintendent  of  the 
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trade  exhibition,  he  be  paid  an  additional  $500.00  per  annum,  with  an: 
additional  allowance  of  $200.00  to  cover  the  expenses  of  a  30  days* 
stay  In  the  convention  city,  as  required  by  his  duties. 

Some  little  discussion  arose  as  to  the  matter  of  record  of  the 
recommendation  of  the  Auditing  Committee.  Secretary  Young  moved, 
and  his  motion  was  carried,  that  the  report  of  the  committee  be  ap- 
proved as  read  and  that  the  action  of  the  Treasurer  in  depositing  in  the 
different  banks  as  mentioned  in  his  report  be  approved;  that  the 
vouchers  be  turned  over  to  the  Secretary  and  filed;  that  the  Bankers' 
Trust  Company  be  added  as  one  of  the  depositories  of  the  Society's 
funds ;  and  that  the  reports  be  made  part  of  these  minutes. 

STANDING  OF  THE  FLORISTS'  TELEGRAPH  DELIVERY 

Mr.  Bertermann  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Florists'  Tele- 
graph Delivery  at  its  inception  was,  as  an  organization,  a  section  of 
the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  Quite  a  number  of  intricate  problems  having 
arisen  of  a  financial  nature  and  otherwise,  he  wished  to  know  whether 
this  Society  disclaimed  any  responsibility  for  the  work  of  the  Florists' 
Telegraph  Delivery  as  a  committee,  or  whether  the  Society  took  upon, 
itself  any  responsibility  in  that  way;  and,  again,  whether  the  Florists' 
Telegraph  Delivery  was  entirely  a  distinct  organization  without  re- 
sponsibilities of  any  kind  as  regarded  the  parent  body.  Quite  a  lot  of 
money  received  from  florists  all  over  the  country  was  handled  by  the 
F.  T.  D.,  and  he  was  in  doubt  whether  as  a  basic  principle  the  parent 
organization  governed  in  any  way,  or  whether  the  Florists'  Telegraph 
Delivery  was  an  organization  of  its  own  without  relation  to  the  parent 
body.  After  some  discussion  it  seemed  plain  to  the  Board  that  the  fact 
that  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  had  its  own  representative  on  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  that  it  had  its  own  officers,  cared  for  its  own 
finances,  and  conducted  its  work  as  a  separate  organization  through 
its  own  constitution  and  by-laws,  showed  that  it  was  a  separate  and 
distinct  organization. 

THE    TRIP   TO    SAN    FRANCISCO. 

Mr.  Guy  W.  French,  secretary  of  the  Chicago  Florists'  Club,  ap- 
peared before  the  Board  to  explain  arrangements  made  by  his  organi- 
zation in  regard  to  the  trip  from  Chicago  to  the  Panama-Pacific  Expo- 
sition and  S.  A.  F.  Convention,  and  a  long  discussion  took  place  upon 
the  variety  of  routes  suggested  and  traffic  conditions  governing  them. 
E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind.,  who  was  present  at  the  meeting  by  courtesy^ 
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suggested  an  idea  promulgated  by  President  Welch,  that  three  persons 
be  selected  to  form  a  Committee  on  Transportation,  one  in  Philadelphia, 
one  in  Boston  and  one  in  New  York,  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the 
Chicago  people,  and  a  motion  to  this  effect  was  carried. 


THIRD  SESSION 
COMMITTEES  ON  PUBLICITY  AND  TRANSPORTATION. 

The  session  opened  with  the  appointment  by  the  President  of  the 
Committee  on  National  Publicity,  as  follows:  George  Burton,  Phila- 
delphia, chairman;  Irwin  Bertermann,  Indianapolis,  Ind. ;  Wm.  F. 
Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  The  transportation  committee  was  announced 
as  follows :  H.  H.  Bartsch,  Boston,  Mass. ;  George  Burton,  Philadelphia, 
Pa. ;  Harry  A.  Bunyard,  New  York. 

CONVENTION    GARDEN    ASSURED. 

In  the  absence  of  Vice-President  MacRorie,  it  was  found  that  noth- 
ing could  be  done  in  regard  to  the  Convention  program,  so  it  was  decided 
that  this  matter  lie  over  until  the  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Board  in 
New  York,  when  it  could  be  taken  up  with  the  Vice-President  of  the 
Society  and  settled  by  him  in  conjunction  with  the  President  and 
Secretary.  In  regard  to  the  Convention  Garden,  San  Francisco,  a  tele- 
gram was  received  from  Mr.  MacRorie  to  the  effect  that  the  local  com- 
mittee there  would  undertake  the  planting  of  a  Convention  Garden  on 
the  same  basis  as  the  one  carried  out  in  Minneapolis.  Secretary  Young, 
in  response  to  a  question,  said  that  the  telegram  sent  to  Mr.  MacRorie 
was  as  follows :  "The  Board  of  Directors  are  of  the  unanimous  opinion 
that  the  Convention  Garden  should  be  continued  under  the  auspices  of 
the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  and  under  the  direction  of  your  local  committee. 
Are  you  willing  to  undertake  the  work?  Answer  immediately."  Accord- 
ing to  the  reply,  he  pointed  out  that  the  committee  would  comply  with 
the  terms  mentioned  and  would  do  the  work  on  the  lines  laid  down  in 
Minneapolis.  On  motion,  the  chair  was  authorized  to  appoint  one 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  local 
committee  to  carry  out  the  convention.  The  President  appointed 
Mr.  Wirth  as  such  member. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  awards  to  be  given  for  the  exhibits  in  the 
Convention  Garden  take  the  form  of  medals  or  certificates  and  that  no 
cash  prizes  be  awarded.    This  was  in  accordance  with  the  arrangements 
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made  in  connection  witli  the  Boston  garden,  and  which  pleased  all  ex- 
hibitors. 

PLANTS  AND  NOVELTIES  FOR  EXHIBITION. 

Mr.  Peterson,  as  a  director,  introduced  the  following  question : 
"What  is  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  doing  to  encourage  the  production 
of  new  plants?  Have  we  any  place  where  novelties  can  be  shown  and 
recognized  by  the  S.  A.  F.,  except  at  the  conventions  held  in  the  month 
of  August?  As  you  probably  all  are  aware,  monthly  meetings  and  ex- 
hibitions are  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Royal  Horticultural  So- 
ciety, in  London,  England,  where  novelties  in  plants  and  flowers  can  be 
shown  once  every  month  in  the  year.  Is  it  not  possible  that  such  an 
exhibition  could  be  held  in  this  country,  when  new  plants  could  be  ex- 
hibited and  judged  once  every  month?  This  would  be  of  great  benefit 
not  only  to  the  grower,  but  also  to  the  purchaser  of  new  plants;  then 
we  would  have  a  better  understanding  what  to  buy,  and  not  be  con- 
founded with  new  names  sent  out  attached  to  old  plants.  I  personally 
know  of  plants  sent  out  under  three  or  four  different  names,  and  all 
practically  the  same  plant;  this  is  no  encouragement  to  the  grower  of 
new  plants,  nor  is  it  to  the  purchaser.  New  plants  should  have  suffi- 
cient encouragement  by  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  Competent  and  high- 
class  judges  only  should  make  such  awards  as  they  deem  proper. 
When  a  new  plant  comes  thus  recommended  by  the  judges  of  the  S.  A.  F. 
and  O.  H.,  the  florist  would  know  what  is  worth  while  purchasing." 

The  question  w^as  on  the  floor  accentuated  by  the  personal  remarks 
of  Mr.  Peterson,  and  there  was  a  discussion  as  to  how  far  the  present 
system  of  the  Society  took  care  of  such  conditions.  It  was  conceded 
that  all  plants  could  not  be  properly  shown  at  the  time  of  year  when 
the  Society  held  its  convention,  and  that  there  were  times  when  plants 
were  at  their  best  and  should  come  up  for  judgment  by  a  properly  con- 
stituted committee.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  the  President 
should  have  power  to  appoint  committees  to  pass  upon  new  plants  at 
times  when  such  plants  were  best  suited  to  exhibition,  and,  on  motion, 
the  President  was  empowered  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  pass 
upon  novelties  in  the  way  of  new  plants,  and  to  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  the  appointment  of  judges  by  the  President  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and 
O.  H.  The  President  appointed  as  such  committee  Messrs.  Wirth,  Kast- 
ing  and  Roland. 

EXPRESS    CLASSIFICATIONS. 

The  Secretary  read  a  circular  letter  which  had  been  issued  by 
Mr.  Peterson  in  regard  to  plant  classification  by  express  companies: 
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"Official  classification  No.  22  regarding  shipments  of  plants  by  express 
and  covering  plants  growing;  not  in  pots  or  tubs  placed  in  boxes,  and 
the  sides  and  ends  of  which  are  as  high  or  higher  than  the  plants,  and 
slats  nailed  on  the  top  completely  protecting  the  plants — second  class; 
in  pots  or  tubs,  plants  in  receptacles  crated — first  class."  The  circular 
stated  that  it  would  appear  from  the  above  classification  that  plants  in 
pots  should  be  shipped  by  express  at  first-class  rates,  no  matter  how 
carefully  packed.  In  the  opinion  of  the  author  of  the  circular,  this  was 
possibly  a  mistake,  and  he  believed  that  plants  in  pots  carefully  packed 
should  be  carried  as  second-class  matter ;  first,  because  there  was  quite 
a  loss  to  the  express  company,  as  the  earthen  pots  weighed  considerably 
more  than  the  paper  pots,  and  no  florist  should  make  complaint  to  the 
express  company  for  a  few  broken  pots,  which  was  sometimes  unavoid- 
able; second,  because  tender  plants  full  of  roots  were  often  delayed  if 
taken  out  of  the  pots  in  which  they  had  been  growing  and  transferred 
to  paper  pots.  The  author  believed  that  the  great  majority  of  florists 
preferred  to  have  their  plants  shipped  in  earthen  rather  than  in  paper 
pots,  especially  for  the  holiday  trade.  The  circular  stated  additionally 
that  as  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  would  meet  in 
Chicago  March  1,  the  author  would  like  to  have  the  opinion  of  the 
trade  on  the  subject.  Immediate  attention  was  requested  in  regard  to 
the  matter.  Mr.  Peterson  produced  a  number  of  letters  received  in  reply 
to  the  circular,  which  he  said  he  desired  to  lay  before  the  Board  in  an 
effort  to  find  out  what  could  possibly  be  done  to  remedy  conditions. 
Mr.  Gude  explained  that  the  matter  had  been  referred  to  him  by  Secre- 
tary Young  in  the  early  part  of  February,  and  that  he  had  at  once 
secured  an  interview  with  the  secretary  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  who  subsequently  wrote  under  date  of  February  20  that 
the  express  companies  were  being  given  an  opportunity  to  consider  the 
suggestion  made,  and  that  on  receipt  of  their  replies  Mr.  Gude  would  be 
communicated  with.  After  considerable  discussion,  the  Board  directed 
that  the  matter  be  turned  over  to  Mr.  Gude,  the  Society's  representative 
at  the  capital. 

FIRE    INSURANCE. 

The  meeting  then  lapsed  into  an  informal  consideration  of  various 
questions  relating  to  the  florists'  business,  principal  among  which  was 
the  question  of  fire  insurance  rates  on  greenhouses  of  modern  construc- 
.  tion.  Mr.  Kasting  precipitated  the  question  in  a  short  address,  in  which 
he  remarked  that  he  had  always  felt  that  the  rate  on  greenhouses  of 
two  and  a  half  per  cent,  was  too  much.    That  rate  was  established  a 
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great  many  years  ago,  when  it  was  customary  in  the  trade  to  have  a 
wooden  shed  in  the  center  of  a  block  of  greenhouses,  and  no  fire  protec- 
tion. He  believed  it  was  the  province  of  the  Society  to  take  up  this 
question,  with  a  view  to  getting  re-rating  adjusted  with  reference  to  the 
character  of  construction  of  a  new  plant. 

MORE  TIME  REQUIRED  TO  PREPARE  CONVENTION  GARDENS. 

Upon  invitation  by  the  chair,  Mr.  Wirth  brought  up  the  subject  of 
a  Convention  Garden,  as  applicable  to  all  conventions.  He  was  of  the 
opinion  that  one  year  was  hardly  enough  time  in  which  properly  to 
prepare  such  a  garden.  He  suggested  the  possibility  of  selecting  the 
convention  city  two  years  ahead,  instead  of  one  year,  considering  it 
advisable  to  change  the  by-laws  if  necessary.  Considerable  discussion 
followed  the  introduction  of  the  question,  in  which  ideas  were  expressed 
both  pro  and  con.  Mr.  Roland  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  Society  could 
make  great  headway  if  it  had  a  committee,  to  be  called  the  Convention 
Garden  Committee,  with  the  same  powers,  in  a  measure,  now  exercised 
by  the  National  Flower  Show  Committee,  and  probably  constituted  along 
the  same  lines  as  that  committee.  With  such  a  committee  conditions 
due  to  tardy  action  would  be  greatly  eliminated.  He  suggested  that  a 
committee  similar  to  the  Flower  Show  Committee  be  appointed  by  the 
chair  to  be  called  the  Convention  Garden  Committee,  and,  on  motion, 
this  suggestion  was  adopted. 


FOURTH  SESSION 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  NATIONAL  FLOWER  SHOW  COMMITTEE. 

An  important  item  of  business  of  this  session  was  the  authorization 
of  the  Committee  on  Lease  and  Contracts  of  the  National  Flower  Show 
Committee  to  complete  a  contract  covering  the  purchase  of  the  "Billy" 
Sunday  Tabernacle  in  Philadelphia  for  the  National  Flower  Show  pur- 
poses. A  document  embodying  this  authorization  in  legal  form  was 
read  by  Secretary  Young,  and  Mr.  Kerr  moved  that  the  same  be  signed 
by  the  Secretary  and  President  of  the  organization.  In  the  absence  of 
objection,  the  chair  signed  the  document,  and  on  motion  the  pen  with 
which  it  was  signed  was  presented  to  Mr.  Craig. 

THE    W.    R.    SMITH    MEMORIAL. 

Mr.  Gude  made  a  brief  report  for  the  committee  having  in  charge 
the  William  R.  Smith  Memorial,  and  stated  that  he  would  present  a 
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formal  report  at  the  annual  Convention  in  August.  Owing  to  existing 
conditions  in  the  National  Capital,  he  said,  the  committee  had  been 
more  or  less  handicapped  with  the  work  on  this  project.  Quite  a  nice 
sum  was  on  deposit  with  the  trust  company  and  bearing  interest,  and 
a  few  projects  had  been  considered,  all  of  which  would  be  dealt  with 
later.  Mr.  Gude  hinted  that  among  the  forms  under  consideration  which 
the  memorial  might  take  was  an  educational  garden,  and  that  some 
assistance  in  this  direction  would  probably  be  obtained  from  Congress. 

ASSISTANCE   ASKED   FOR   FLORISTS'   TELEGRAPH  DELIVERY. 

Philip  Breitmeyer,  of  Detroit,  who  was  present  at  this  session,  by 
invitation  addressed  the  meeting.  Mr.  Breitmeyer's  topic  was  "The 
Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery."  During  his  talk,  he  referred  particu- 
larly to  the  feeling  that  organization  had  that  the  parent  society  should 
lend  assistance  in  the  way  of  obtaining  some  publicity.  He  thought 
the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  where 
it  could,  and  he  knew  the  F.  T.  D.  would  appreciate  some  help  in  the 
way  of  publicity.  He  pointed  out  that  the  F.  T.  D.,  through  its  system, 
was  selling  thousands  of  dollars'  worth  of  flowers,  sales  never  possible 
before,  and  it  was  a  real  help  to  florists.  He  suggested  that  the  Society 
should  appoint  a  committee  to  investigate  the  matter  and  make  a  report 
at  the  next  Convention.  Mr.  Pochelon,  secretary  of  the  F.  T.  D.,  also 
addressed  the  meeting  and  explained  the  workings  of  his  organization, 
emphasizing  the  necessity  for  greater  publicity  concerning  the  possibili- 
ties of  the  telegraph  order  phase  of  the  business.  A  prolonged  discus- 
sion ensued,  in  which  the  thought  was  expressed  that  much  publicity 
could  be  obtained  through  the  national  flower  shows  of  the  Society, 
and  that  certain  space  at  such  shows  might  be  provided  for  the  use  of 
the  F.  T.  D.,  but  no  action  was  taken  by  the  Board. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

Secretary  Young  moved  that  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
such  of  them  as  might  be  present  at  the  April  flower  show  in  New  York, 
should  transact  any  further  business  if  it  were  possible  to  have  a 
quorum  present,  and  the  motion  was  carried. 

Mr.  Bertermann,  for  the  Committee  on  Final  Resolutions,  presented 
the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  by  rising  and  unanimous  vote : 

Whereas,  The  local  committee  of  the  Chicago  Florists'  Club  has 
been  studiously  courteous  in  looking  after  the  comfort  and  entertain- 
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ment  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and 
Ornamental  Horticulturists;  and

Peterson,  Wm.  R.  Nicholson,  Harry  A.  Bunyard  and  S.  J.  Goddard. 

Vice-President  MacRorie  gave  an  additional  report  of  the  work 
being  done  in  connection  with  the  Convention  Garden  in  San  Francisco. 
Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Kasting,  Vice-President  MacRorie  was  appointed 
superintendent  of  the  Convention  Garden.

Mr.  Kerr  has  asked  me  to  present  the  city  of  Houston  as  a  candi- 
date for  the  next  Convention  city,  as  he  was  aware  that  I  know  some- 
thing about  Houston,  Texas,  my  wife  and  I  having  spent  some  time 
there.     I  assure  you  it  is  a  delightful  city.    Houston  has  ample  hotel 
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facilities;  Rice's  Hotel  is  second  to  none  in  the  country.  You  can  get 
as  good  accommodations  there  as  anywhere.  I  was  surprised  at  the 
reasonable  rates  they  gave  us  at  this  Rice  Hotel  for  meals  served  on  the 
roof  garden,  which  is  on  the  eighteenth  story,  where  you  get  the  nice 
Gulf  breeze,  and  where  you  are  nearer  heaven  than  you  have  ever  been 
before.  It  is  possibly  a  city  of  125,000  inhabitants ;  it  is  easy  of  access ; 
and  I  think,  gentlemen,  this  being  a  national  Society,  if  you  are  going 
to  make  it  national  in  scope  as  well  as  in  name,  you  should  go  around 
the  country.  We  have  not  gone  far  South  at  any  time,  we  have  nearly 
always  gone  East  or  to  the  Middle  West.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to 
ask  that  this  Convention  go  to  Houston,  Texas,  next  year. 

President  Welch:  The  city  of  Houston,  Texas,  is  now  in  nomi- 
nation. 

A.  T.  De La  Mare,  New  York;  I  am  speaking  for  the  New  York 
Florists'  Club.  I  have  a  telegram  from  Harry  A.  Bunyard,  which  says,

(Mr.  De  La  Mare  also  filed  invitations  from  E.  N.  Ritter,  president 
Merchants  &  Manufacturers'  Exchange  of  New  York;  John  R.  Young, 
manager  Convention  Bureau  of  the  Merchants'  Association  of  New 
York ;  and  a  letter  from  Harry  A.  Bunyard,  president  of  the  New  York 
Florists'  Club,  asking  Mr.  De  La  Mare  to  be  spokesman  for  New  York 
in  presenting  invitations,  and  requesting  Mr.  John  G.  Esler,  Mr.  William 
F.  Kasting  and  others  to  assist.) 

Mr.  John  R.  Young,  manager  Convention  Bureau  of  the  Merchants' 
Association  of  New  York,  was  recognized  by  the  Chair,  and  addressed 
the  Convention  as  follows  : 


REMARKS    OF    MR.    JOHN    R.    YOUNG. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  came  deputed  by  the  Mayor  of  New  York  and  the  Merchants* 
Association  of  New  York  to  ask  you  to  accept  the  invitation  of  the 
New  York  Florists'  Club  to  meet  there  next  year.  I  am  not  going  to 
teU  you  that  New  York  is  the  land  of  flowers,  but  I  want  to  remind 
you  that  it  is  the  place  where  people  buy  flowers,  and  where  there  is  a 
market  for  the  things  that  you  are  growing.    I  want  to  talk  just  plain 
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business  to  you.  We  will  put  you  in  the  Hotel  Astor,  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  hotels  in  the  world,  where  there  are  44,000  square  feet  for 
your  exhibition.  I  do  not  know  of  a  more  beautiful  place  to  house 
flowers  or  the  things  that  you  use  in  growing  them. 

I  want  to  say  a  word  about  our  Association.  Of  course,  your 
people  have  asked  you  to  come  to  New  York,  but  ours  is  a  business 
outfit.  Once  on  a  time  we  had  something  that  you  folks  advised,  and 
we  supported  and  carried  it  through  to  success — a  movement  for  the 
reduction  of  express  rates.  That  was  one  little  thing  we  did  that 
helped  you  a  bit.  I  want  to  remind  you  that  if  you  come  to  New  York, 
you  are  bound  to  have  quite  as  large  an  attendance  as  you  will  have 
elsewhere,  and  the  probabilities  are  it  will  be  larger.  Let  me  also 
remind  you  that  if  you  meet  in  New  York  City  you  will  get  the  kind 
of  publicity  you  need.  I  cannot  promise  you  anything  about  getting 
your  pictures  printed  in  the  newspapers  of  New  York  City,  or  getting 
the  personal  stuff  inserted  that  is  mighty  nice  to  send  back  to  the  folks 
at  home;  but  our  organization  has  a  publicity  bureau  that  is  vigorous 
and  efiicient,  and  we  will  handle  your  publicity,  and  we  will  get  the 
stuff  across  that  you  want  to  get  across. 

I  have  just  learned  what  the  letters  "F.  T.  D."  mean,  that  is, 
that  when  a  person  buys  flowers  for  a  friend  in  another  city  and 
wants  them  delivered  quickly,  you  have  the  means  of  doing  it  by  tele- 
graph. If  I  had  known  of  the  F.  T.  D.  I  would  have  utilized  their 
services  on  more  than  one  occasion.  I  dare  say  that  not  one  person  in 
one  hundred  in  New  York  City,  or  in  the  East  generally,  knows  one 
blooming  thing  about  it.  Don't  you  think  they  ought  to  know  about  it? 
We  will  tell  them  about  it.  We  will  carry  on  publicity  that  will  not 
cost  you  anything,  and  it  will  be  a  delight  for  us  to  do  it. 

I  want  to  say  to  the  ladies  that  I  do  not  know  of  any  place  where 
they  can  have  more  fun,  or  get  better  bargains,  than  in  New  York  City. 
I  have  the  best  authority  in  the  world  for  that  statement.  My  wife 
says  so,  and  she  has  been  around  a  bit.  (A  Voice:  "Tell  her  to  come 
to  Chicago!")  Gentlemen,  it  is  a  fact  that  we  will  be  glad  to  have 
you  in  New  York  and  we  will  try  to  co-operate  with  you  in  just  as 
intelligent  and  just  as  efficient  a  manner  as  we  know  how,  and  do  our 
best  to  make  your  Convention  and  your  exhibition  a  success.  I  thank 
you.     (Applause.) 

President  Welch :    The  city  of  New  York  is  placed  in  nomination. 

Ex-President  Richard  Vincent,  Jr.,  White  Marsh,  Md. :  Mr. 
President,   I  rise  to   second  that  invitation.     I  am  a  member  of  the

youngest  society  that  has  been  created  subsidiary  to  the  S.  A.  F.  I  felt 
that  in  selecting  New  York  City  as  the  city  for  our  Dahlia  Show  this 
Fall,  I  chose  the  best  city  in  the  world  in  which  to  hold  such  an  event ; 
and  while  the  city  of  Houston,  Texas,  may  be  all  right,  and  all  that 
kind  of  thing,  they  have  not  any  representatives  from  their  own  city 
here  to  present  their  invitation,  as  Mr.  Daniel  MacRorie  did  for  San 
Francisco  at  Boston  last  year.  Texas  has  not  sent  a  man  here,  they 
have  just  sent  telegrams.  Only  New  York  comes  here  with  a  man  that 
says,  "Come!"  and  makes  us  feel  that  we  will  be  at  home  there. 
New  York  itself  has  come  here  and  stands  on  this  floor  and  says  "Come, 
and  we  will  give  you  a  grander  welcome  than  you  ever  had  before." 
I  feel  that  New  York  is  presenting  its  invitation  in  the  right  way, 
personally  rather  than  by  telegram.  I  back  up  the  man  that  comes  here 
personally  and  says  "Come  to  our  city  and  we  will  do  the  right  thing." 
I  thank  you. 

William  Allen,  New  Orleans,  La. :  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gen- 
tlemen :     On  behalf  of  the  New  Orleans  Chamber  of  Commerce — 

President  Welch:  One  moment,  sir,  are  you  a  member  of  this 
Society? 

REMARKS  OF  MR.  WILLIAM  ALLEN,  NEW  ORLEANS,  LA. 

Yes,  sir.  I  am  a  very  young  member,  and  possibly  it  may  be  pre- 
sumptuous for  me  to  come  before  you  to  invite  you  to  New  Orleans 
when  you  have  a  very  representative  member  of  your  Society  living  in 
New  Orleans,  who,  unfortunately,  could  not  attend  this  meeting  to-day. 
I  know  he  intended  to  be  here,  but  matters  which  there  is  no  advantage 
in  discussing  now  prevented  his  coming. 

I  am  authorized  by  the  Mayor,  and  by  the  New  Orleans  Associa- 
tion of  Commerce,  and  by  Mr.  Papworth — who  is  a  member  of  your 
Society  in  New  Orleans  and  State  Vice-President  for  Louisiana — to 
invite  you  to  the  Crescent  City  for  your  next  annual  Convention. 

I  am  not  going  to  take  your  time  in  reading  these  letters,  but  I 
have  here  a  very  cordial  letter  from  our  Mayor,  Hon.  Martin  Behrman, 
a  very  cordial  letter  from  Mr.  Edgar  B.  Stern,  president  of  the  New 
Orleans  Association  of  Commerce,  and  a  telegram  from  Henry  Scheur- 
mann,  president  of  the  New  Orleans  Horticultural  Society,  inviting  the 
S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  to  come  to  New  Orleans  in  1916. 

I  simply  wish  to  say,  gentlemen,  that  if  you  are  thinking  at  all 
of  meeting  in  the  South,  if  you  are  at  all  favorably  disposed  to  that, 
please  meet  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  which  is  the  metropolis  of  the 
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South,  I  feel  sure  that  there  you  will  find  facilities  and  accommoda- 
tions that  will  answer  best  and  most  fully  all  your  requirements. 
We  will  undertake  to  furnish  you  anything  you  may  need  in  the  way 
of  meeting  halls  and  exhibition  space;  and,  incidentally,  we  will  under- 
take to  maintain  the  reputation  of  New  Orleans  as  a  city  far-famed 
for  hospitality,  and  do  all  that  we  can  to  enable  you  to  hold  a  meeting 
which  will  be  memorable  in  the  history  of  your  Association.  If  you 
will  come  to  New  Orleans  I  think  you  will  have  absolutely  no  cause  to 
regret  it. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  As  it  is  required  that  each  and  every 
member  in  speaking  here  to-day  shall  announce  his  name,  I  announce 
mine  as  C.  W.  Ward,  formerly  of  Queens,  Long  Island,  but  at  present 
at  Avery  Island,  Louisiana,  and  Eureka,  California,  holding  a  commis- 
sion from  the  Governor  of  Louisiana  to  second  the  motion  to  invite  this 
Society  to  New  Orleans.  Now,  gentlemen,  I  am  going  first  to  talk  to 
the  ladies,  because  if  I  do  not  talk  to  them  now  I  will  forget  all  about 
it.  They  have  been  told  that  New  York  is  the  cheapest  place  you  can 
go  to  shop  in.  I  know  better.  Mrs.  Ward  and  our  two  daughters  have 
a  lot  of  young  lady  friends  who  have  visited  New  Orleans,  and  they 
have  expressed  their  satisfaction  with  New  Orleans,  saying  that  as  a 
reasonable  place  to  purchase  light  Summer  goods  for  ladies  it  takes  the 
cake.  Now  gentlemen,  as  to  the  facilities  for  holding  your  Convention 
meetings  in  New  Orleans :  We  have  three  hotels  there  as  big  as  the 
Hotel  Astor,  and  every  one  of  them  has  an  auditorium  as  big  as  the 
Astor's,  and  every  one  of  them  will  contribute  that  auditorium  for  your 
use — and  you  can  take  your  choice.  They  will  not  cost  you  anything. 
Now  as  to  food.  New  Orleans  has  the  reputation  of  having  the  finest 
oysters  in  the  world,  edible  all  the  year  'round.  There  is  not  a  month 
of  the  year,  not  a  day  in  the  week,  or  an  hour  in  the  day  that  you 
cannot  eat  oysters  that  are  all  right  there.  Last  Winter  when  I  was 
there  I  attended  a  convention  of  what  I  believe  they  called  the  Shell 
Fish  Association.  Anyway  it  was  an  oyster  crowd,  because  they  talked 
nothing  but  oysters,  clams,  and  things  like  that.  (A  Voice  :  "How  about 
lobsters?")  We  don't  have  any  lobsters  down  there.  They  have  them 
at  New  York;  usually  they  are  too  slow  for  New  Orleans.  I  heard 
about  ten  or  fifteen  speakers  from  Chesapeake  Bay  and  from  Long 
Island  say  that  they  never  ate  such  oysters  in  their  lives  as  we  have 
in  New  Orleans;  and  gentlemen,  they  are  all  right.  We  have  the  best 
oysters,  the  best  fish,  and  some  of  the  finest  hotels  in  New  Orleans 
to-day.  New  Orleans  has  not  a  great  big  lot  of  florists,  but  it  has  some 
very  large  florists.     There  is  only  one  objection  to  New  Orleans,  and 
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that  is  it  may  be  pretty  hot  down  there;  but  we  have  ice-plants  there, 
and  we  will  agree  to  furnish  refrigeration  for  all  the  crowd  that  may 
need  it.  I  have  not  anything  against  Houston  or  Walter  Coles,  or 
against  New  York,  but,  gentlemen,  I  do  not  think  you  have  ever  been 
to  New  Orleans.  I  do  not  believe  you  have  ever  been  to  California 
before.  I  do  not  want  to  make  any  more  soreheads  east  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  and,  consequently,  I  am  going  to  favor  New  Orleans.  I  will 
favor  it  strongly.  I  am  willing  to  go  to  New  York,  I  am  willing  to  go 
to  Houston  instead  of  Kokomo,  Mr.  Coles,  but  I  would  like  to  go  to 
New  Orleans.  I  have  during  the  last  five  or  six  years  spent  a  great 
deal  of  time  there.  You  will  find  some  of  the  finest  hotels  there,  and 
you  will  find  the  finest  restaurants  in  the  country  in  New  Orleans, 
equal  to  anything  in  Paris,  and  not  half  as  expensive  as  the  Parisian 
restaurants.     Gentlemen,  I  thank  you  for  your  attention. 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :  Will  you  allow  me  to  make  one 
word  of  explanation?  I  simply  want  to  say  that  the  point  was  made  by 
my  friend  Mr.  Vincent  that  Houston  sent  telegrams  and  one  thing  and 
another,  and  that  was  made  pretty  light  of;  so  I  want  to  say  that 
Mr.  Kerr  was  here  last  month  and  that  he  fully  expected  to  stay  here 
to  attend  this  meeting,  but  something  turned  up  in  a  business  way  and 
he  absolutely  had  to  go  home.  He  expected  to  have  been  here  to  talk 
to  you. 

Ex-President  William  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  Mr.  President, 
I  fully  intended  to  invite  this  Convention  to  my  city,  but  I  see  there  is 
such  a  rivalry  that  I  have  decided  to  let  it  go  over  for  another  year. 
I  understand  that  the  New  York  Florists'  Club  had  a  meeting  the  day 
before  and  they  sent  me  a  telegram.  I  look  at  this  invitation  matter 
from  all  angles.  You  are  away  out  here  near  the  Coast  this  year ;  you 
went  from  the  extreme  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  There  are  half  a  dozen 
here  from  my  own  State,  which  is  very  good,  who  came  away  out  here 
to  attend  this  Convention.  I  believe  this  Convention  would  make  a 
mistake  if  they  went  to  any  of  those  hot  towns  like  Houston,  Texas,  or 
New  Orleans,  Louisiana.  I  am  now,  gentlemen,  a  member  of  the  New 
York  Florists'  Club.  The  gentlemen  who  sent  that  telegram  themselves 
told  me  how  warm  it  was  in  Texas,  and  themselves  said  they  would 
not  blame  me  for  not  coming  to  Texas  in  the  Summer.  I  believe  if  this 
Convention  was  in  March  or  in  the  Fall,  that  New  Orleans  or  Texas 
would  be  proper  places  to  go.  I  believe  the  Convention  would  be  much 
better  off,  and  the  Society  would  be  much  better  off  financially.  If  you 
will  keep  the  treasury  in  good  condition,  then  you  will  always  have  a 
good  Society.     You  came  out  here  and  you  were  $1,400.00  behind  last 
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year,  but  I  am  satisfied  it  will  come  back  through  the  Convention  Gar- 
den. But  I  want  to  say  a  word  of  caution — be  careful.  I  have  not  any 
personal  axe  to  grind;  but  I  have  been  Treasurer  and  know  that  we 
had  $17,000.00  in  1906,  and  we  have  $30,000.00  to-day.  We  want  to  keep 
on  accumulating  until  we  can  get  enough  money  to  endow  some  college 
professorship  to  carry  on  our  research  w^ork,  and  then  we  will  have 
some  benefit  from  our  Society.  Some  people  say,  "What  do  we  want  so 
much  money  for?"  Well,  five  per  cent,  on  $5,000.00  is  not  enough,  but 
$50,000.00  will  make  it  some  inducement  to  have  some  Chair  endowed 
to  take  care  of  our  research  work,  which  we  need  very  badly.  Mr.  Ward 
has  done  a  lot,  and  it  has  cost  him  a  lot  of  money ;  but  I  have  not  the 
money  or  the  time  in  my  own  establishment  to  give  to  it.  Let  nobody 
say,  "What  do  we  want  of  money?"  As  long  as  we  have  money  we  have 
strength.  I  ask  you  to  consider  this  matter  carefully.  I  believe  this 
Society  should  again  go  to  the  extreme  East,  and  select  New  York  as 
the  next  Convention  city. 

William  Gorly,  St.  Louis,  Mo. :  I  was  just  rising  to  verify  Mr.  Coles* 
remark  with  regard  to  Mr.  Kerr  being  here  with  the  Rotary  Convention 
three  weeks  ago. 

Ex-President  Richard  Vincent,  Jr.,  White  Marsh,  Md. :  I  believe  I 
have  the  floor,  Mr.  Pl-esident.  Like  Mr.  Kasting,  I  am  a  member  of  the 
New  York  Florists'  Club,  and  I  believe  for  the  benefit  of  the  Society, 
if  you  want  to  consult  the  financial  end  of  it,  that  there  is  no  better 
place  to  go  than  New  York.  I  say,  go  to  the  extreme  East,  go  to 
New  York  this  time.  Later  on  we  may  figure  on  going  to  Louisiana  or 
Texas.  The  hospitality  of  New  Orleans  cannot  be  gainsaid.  They  have 
grand  hotels,  and  all  that  kind  of  thing;  but  when  we  want  to  attend 
strictly  to  business,  we  want  to  go  to  New  York  or  some  other  Eastern 
city.  I  move  you.  Sir,  that  this  Convention  be  held  in  New  York  City, 
and  New  York  City  alone. 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :  In  coming  here  across  the 
continent  from  the  East,  I  have,  like  Mr.  Kasting,  no  axe  to  grind.  The 
city  to  which  I  belong  belongs  to  every  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and, 
therefore,  as  a  representative  of  that  city  I  speak  for  everybody.  Our 
Society  in  its  very  name  is  the  Society  of  American  Florists,  it  holds 
a  charter  from  the  United  States  Government,  something  that  we  can 
justly  be  proud  of;  and  I  feel  it  an  honor  to  be  a  member  of  this 
Society.  That  being  true,  we  have  from  east  of  the  Alleghany  Moun- 
tains probably  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  our  membership,  and  a  like 
proportion  of  our  meetings  have  taken  place  there.    We  have  come  to

the  extreme  West  this  year,  the  Pacific  Coast,  because  this  Society  is 
national,  and  this  is  a  place  where  we  expect  to  learn  and  receive  in- 
spiration. I  have  already  gained  some,  and  hope  to  get  more.  I  do  not 
believe  I  ever  sat  in  any  convention  where  I  have  seen  more  enthusiasm 
than  I  have  seen  here  in  San  Francisco.  (Applause.)  We  are  at  the 
extreme  East;  we  have  never  been  farther  South  than  Asheville,  N.  C. 
Judging  by  the  reports  we  have  had  of  the  conventions  that  have  been 
held  in  Houston,  Texas,  which  I  was  not  privileged  to  attend,  but  which 
I  was  urged  to  attend — I  am  led  to  believe  that  the  wiser  step  for  the 
florists  of  the  United  States  is  to  go  just  as  far  South  as  the  invitation 
comes;  and  I  believe  we  may  have  the  very  best  Convention  there  we 
have  ever  had,  irrespective  of  what  the  actual  attendance  numerically 
might  be. 

So  far  as  the  heat  is  concerned,  within  the  past  three  weeks  the 
City  of  Washington  was  probably  the  warmest  place,  except  one,  in  the 
United  States,  and  we  are  900  miles  north  of  Florida.  I  had  a  pressing 
invitation  to  go  to  Florida,  but  could  not  accept  it.  I  took  the  trouble  to 
look  it  up  from  the  Weather  Department,  and  found  that  Florida  was 
from  12  to  15  degrees  cooler  than  the  city  of  Washington  was.  The 
records  of  New  York,  Chicago,  and  other  places  where  we  have  been 
hospitably  entertained  you  will  all  remember.  I  was  told  before  I  left 
home  for  'Frisco,  "Don't  take  your  family,  you  will  find  it  a  desert." 
Gentlemen,  I  have  never  had  a  more  pleasant  ride  than  across  those 
deserts.  So  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  go  to 
Houston,  and  I  think  the  best  thing  would  be  to  vote  unanimously  to 
go  to  Houston,  Texas,  and  I  believe  we  are  going  to  have  a  glorious, 
grand  Convention.     (Applause.) 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  I  do  not  like  to  be  in 
opposition  to  Mr.  Gude,  but  I  am  "foreninst"  him  this  time,  as  Patrick 
ignorantly  said;  and  as  for  my  friend  from  Indiana,  my  neighbor,  in 
the  face  of  his  coming  up  here  and  making  the  talk  that  he  has,  what 
shall  I  say?  It  pretty  nearly  spoiled  the  afternoon  for  me.  That  re- 
minds me  of  a  story:  Maggie  lay  dying;  Sandy  was  sitting  by  her 
bedside.  She  thought  it  was  about  time  now  to  make  all  arrangements 
for  the  funeral,  and  so  she  said,  "Sandy,  you  have  been  a  good  husband 
to  me,  and  a  good  father  to  the  childern.  We  want  a  dacent,  respectable 
funeral."  And  she  told  Sandy  what  kind  of  a  casket  she  wanted,  and 
where  she  wished  to  be  laid  away;  and  then  she  added,  "And  I  want 
ye  to  ride  with  me  mother  in  the  first  coach."  Sandy  answered,  "What 
is  that  ye're  saying,  Maggie?"  "Why,  I  want  ye  to  ride  with  me 
mother  in  thei  first  coach,"  said  she.       "Oh,   Maggie,"   he  said,   "you 
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have  spoiled  the  pleasure  of  the  day  for  me!"  Now  Walter  Coles  has 
"spoiled  the  pleasure  of  the  day  for  me."  Here  comes  Ward,  a  citizen 
of  New  York,  who  has  gone  back  on  his  own  best  country  town.  He 
claims  to  be  a  citizen  of  Louisiana,  and  he  has  been  getting  mail  here 
from  Eureka,  Cal.  So  here  is  Ward  from  New  York  or  somewhere  else, 
and  my  friend  Coles  from  Indiana — it  just  looks  like  a  combination  to 
divert  our  attention  from  going  to  the  city  of  New  York.  I  believe  that 
Bro.  MacRorie  will  give  me  credit  for  helping  in  having  the  Convention 
come  over  here  this  year,  and  really  I  think  it  would  be  a  mistake  to 
go  either  to  Houston  or  down  to  New  Orleans  next  year.  I  think  we 
had  better  stick  to  the  invitation  that  has  come  to  us  from  the  city  of 
New  York;  we  will  have  a  good  time  there,  and  will  replenish  our 
treasury.  As  William  Kasting  said,  we  want  money  in  our  treasury; 
if  we  are  ever  going  to  accomplish  anything,  we  must  have  a  financial 
backing  to  this  institution.  Thirty  thousand  dollars  does  not  amount 
to  anything  for  an  association  like  this.  With  perhaps  20,000  florists  in 
this  country,  we  ought  to  be  ashamed  of  ourselves,  for  we  ought  this 
day  to  have  a  fund  of  not  less  than  $100,000. 

I  am  in  favor  of  going  to  the  city  of  New  York,  and  accepting  that 
invitation,  and  then  after  that  let  us  take  up  this  other  invitation  and 
gravitate  to  Houston,  if  you  please,  or  down  to  New  Orleans. 
(Applause.)     That  I  believe  would  be  the  wisest  thing  to  do. 

Ex-President  Theodore  Wirth,  Minneapolis,  Minn. :  I  have  listened 
to  these  expressions  from  the  different  cities,  and  fully  agree  with  what 
Mr.  Kasting,  our  Treasurer,  has  said — we  need  money.  We  have  done 
remarkably  well  in  the  past  few  years,  but  I  feel  that  our  Society  has 
certain  obligations,  we  are  a  national  Society.  Almost  the  entire  time 
of  our  existence  we  have  stuck  in  the  northeastern  quarter  of  the  coun- 
try, and  now  we  have  come  out  to  the  extreme  West  because  they 
wanted  us;  and  I,  for  one,  say  let  us  go  down  South;  I  think  it  is  our 
duty  to  go  there.    I  am  in  favor  of  going  South.     (Applause.) 

Ex-President  George  Asmus,  Chicago,  111. :  We  have  had  ample 
discussion  this  afternoon.  I  respectfully  rise  to  make  a  motion,  that 
we  close  nominations  on  the  place  of  next  Convention. 

President  Welch:  Gentlemen,  the  cities  of  Houston,  Texas,  New 
York  and  New  Orleans  are  in  nomination.  Mr.  Asmus  moves  that 
nominations  now  close.  All  in  favor  will  say  "Aye,"  contrary,  "No." 
The  motion  is  carried,  and  nominations  are  now  closed. 

This  evening  the  polls  for  the  casting  of  votes  for  the  next  Conven- 
tion city  will  be  open  at  the  St.  Francis  Hotel  from  8.00  until  10.00 
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o'clock,   at   the   entrance   to   the   Oriental   Ballroom.      Of   course,    you 
understand  that  no  one  but  members  can  vote  on  that  occasion. 

A  Voice:    Will  a  man  in  a  dress-suit  be  allowed  to  vote? 

Pfesident  Welch:  I  do  not  know  that  there  is  any  objection  to 
that.  The  Secretary  will  have  the  ballots  prepared  so  that  each  mem- 
ber can  mark  the  city  of  his  preference. 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :  Would  the  by-laws  permit 
our  settling  this  question  right  here,  because  there  will  not  be  as  many 
present  to-night  as  there  are  here — if  our  by-law^s  will  permit. 

Secretary  Young :  The  by-laws  say  the  election  must  be  held  in  the 
evening. 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :  Since  the  gentleman  from 
New  York  has  kindly  referred  to  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery,  I 
want  to  announce  to  everybody  in  the  room  that  is  interested,  that  there 
will  be  a  meeting  held  here  to-morrow  morning  at  9  o'clock.  If  you  are 
a  retailer  you  should  be  interested,  and  if  you  are  a  grower  or  whole- 
saler, all  the  more  reason.  Kindly  come  in  and  see  what  we  are  doing, 
and  find  out  that  the  Telegraph  Delivery  is  an  organization  which  has 
been  started  as  a  child  of  this  organization,  and  which  is  growing  very 
rapidly,  and  is  doing  more  good  for  the  wholesaler  the  retailer  and  the 
grower  than  any  movement  that  has  ever  been  started  since  the  S.  A.  F. 
has  been  in  existence.  We  meet  to-morrow  morning  at  9  o'clock  in 
this  building. 

President  Welch :  To  serve  at  the  election  this  evening  for  next 
Convention  city,  I  appoint  as  judge  of  elections  and  tellers,  John  G. 
Esler,  Saddle  River,  N.  J.,  Hans  Plath,  San  Francisco,  and  Daniel 
Raymond  of  the  city  of  Oakland,  Cal.,  to  look  after  the  votes  cast  and 
report  to-morrow  morning  at  the  opening  of  the  Convention.  As  judges 
of  the  Convention  Garden  the  following :  Theodore  Wirth,  Minneapolis ; 
John  B.  Pllkington,  Portland,  Ore. ;  Y.  J.  Morley,  St.  Louis,  Mo. ; 
William  Hertrich.  As  Committee  on  President's  Address,  the  following : 
George  Asmus,  Chicago;  Henry  Kruckeberg,  Los  Angeles,  Cal.;  Ed  J. 
Fancourt,  Philadelphia,  Pa.;  C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal.;  Hans  Plath, 
San  Francisco,  Cal.  As  judge  of  Trade  Exhibition :  Frank  D.  Pelicano, 
San  Francisco,  Cal. ;  Albert  Stein ;  William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. ; 
J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Nebr. ;  James  Forbes,  Portland,  Ore. ;  A.  Lange, 
Chicago,  111.  Now,  gentlemen,  I  am  going  to  ask  you  to  attend  your 
committee  meetings  and  report  as  soon  as  it  is  possible,  so  that  we  can 
get  through  our  work  in  this  city  as  early  as  it  is  practical  to  do  so; 
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because  a  great  many  of  the  visiting  members  here  want  to  visit  the 
Exposition,  and  the  sooner  we  get  through  this  work,  the  better. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  until  10  o'clock  to-morrow  morning  is  now 
in  order. 

Ex-President  Theodore  Wirth,  Minneapolis,  Minn. :    I  move  that  we 
now  adjourn  until  10  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 

Motion  carried,  and  the  Convention  adjourned  accordingly. 
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SECOND  DAY-MORNING  SESSION 
AUGUST  18 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  at  10.30  a.  m.,  Presi- 
dent Welcli  in  tlie  cliair ;  Secretary  Young  in  liis  position. 

President  Welcli :  Gentlemen,  the  first  business  this  morning  is  the 
report  of  the  tellers  on  the  selection  of  1916  Convention  city. 

REPORT    OF    TELLERS. 

John  G.  Esler,  Judge  of  Election:  There  were  146  votes  cast;  of 
which  Houston,  Texas,  received  105  votes.  New  Orleans,  La.,  12  votes, 
New  York  City,  28  votes ;  1  vote  was  rejected  on  account  of  having  no 
mark. 

President  Welch:  Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  report  of  the 
judge  of  election  as  to  the  next  Convention  city.  The  Chair  will  de- 
clare that  the  city  of  Houston,  Texas,  is  the  place  where  the  Conven- 
tion of  1916  will  be  held,  that  city  having  received  the  largest  number 
of  votes  cast. 

Gentlemen,  you  notice  here  in  the  programme  to-day  that  it  states 
there  will  be  an  afternoon  session,  and  that  Mr.  Kasting  is  down  to 
speak  to  us  on  the  question  of  "Insurance  Rates  on  Greenhouses." 
Now,  Mr.  Kasting  is  willing  to  make  his  speech  this  forenoon,  so  that 
we  can  adjourn  for  the  afternoon  and  go  to  see  the  sights  of  the  city. 
We  will  try  to  get  through  all  this  business  this  morning.  I  hope  that 
every  gentleman  will  remain  here  until  it  is  all  finished,  because  I  do 
not  think  it  will  take  very  long,  and  then  you  can  have  the  afternoon  to 
go  where  you  please.  The  next  business  is  the  report  of  the  National 
Flower  Show  Committee,  George  Asmus,  chairman.  The  Vice-President 
will  please  take  the  chair. 

Vice-President  Daniel  MacRorie  now  took  the  chair  as  requested. 

Ex-President  George  Asmus,  Chairman,  Chicago,  111. :  Gentlemen, 
I  have  made  my  report  as  brief  as  possible  consistent  with  giving  you 
what  I  think  is  the  necessary  or  desired  information.  It  will  not  take 
very  long  to  read  it ;  it  does  not  contain  many  statistics,  so  none  of  you 
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need  worry.    I  know  I  would  worry  if  I  was  down  in  the  audience  and 
expected  to  listen  to  a  long  report. 
The  report  is  as  follows  : 

GENERAL  MEETING  OF  THE  NATIONAL  FLOWER   SHOW 
COMMITTEE. 

A  meeting  of  the  National  Flower  Show  Committee  of  the  Society 
of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists  was  held  at  the 
La  Salle  Hotel,  Chicago,  111.,  March  1-2,  1915.  All  the  members  of  the 
committee  were  in  attendance :  George  Asmus,  chairman ;  A.  Farenwald, 
vice-chairman;  John  Young,  secretary;  William  F.  Kasting,  treasurer; 
Thomas  Roland,  and  W.  P.  Craig.  Messrs.  George  Burton,  president  of 
the  Florists'  Club  of  Philadelphia ;  Samuel  J.  Goddard,  president  of  the 
American  Carnation  Society,  Framingham,  Mass. ;  Charles  E.  Critchell, 
Cincinnati,  O. ;  William  R.  Nicholson,  Framingham,  Mass. ;  President 
Welch,  and  Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.,  were 
present  by  courtesy,  not  being  members  of  the  committee. 

FIRST  SESSION. 

At  the  request  of  the  chair,  Mr.  Craig  was  called  upon  to  make  a 
statement  showing  present  conditions  and  status  with  reference  to  the 
preliminary  show  arrangements  in  Philadelphia.  Mr.  Craig  said  that  it 
was  hardly  necessary  to  touch  upon  all  the  work  that  had  been  done  in 
regard  to  the  hall  first  under  consideration,  Convention  Hall,  except  to 
say  that  the  arrangements  were  practically  completed.  But  it  seemed 
that  another  building  had  been  taken  into  consideration  by  the  com- 
mittee, and  which,  in  point  of  location  and  floor  space,  was  better 
adapted  for  the  purposes  of  the  national  flower  show  than  Convention 
Hall — the  "Tabernacle,"  in  which  Evangelist  "Billy"  Sunday  had  been 
holding  revival  services.  Mr.  Craig  went  very  lengthily  into  details 
concerning  this  building  and  the  possibilities  of  its  being  purchased  at 
a  very  low  figure  for  the  use  of  the  Society  for  the  flower  show.  No 
detail  was  left  undescribed,  and  the  committee  was  strongly  of  the  same 
opinion  as  Mr.  Craig,  that  its  possible  acquisition  would  be  a  great  thing 
for  the  Society.  From  Mr.  Craig's  report  it  was  gathered  that  the 
building  structure  could  be  acquired  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $5,000,  and 
that  the  lease  of  the  ground  could  be  taken  over  for  not  more  than 
$1,000 — $6,000  altogether.  The  cost  of  maintenance  and  protection  up 
to  the  time  of  the  flower  show  would  entail  a  small  expense  easily  met, 
and  this  with  the  carriage  of  a  proper  amount  of  insurance  would  insure 
to  the  Society  that  the  housing  of  the  show  would  cost  not  more  than 
had  been  expended  at  previous  shows,  with  the  advantage  that  at  the 
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close  of  the  exhibition  the  building  could  be  disposed  of  for  pretty 
nearly  the  same  amount  as  required  for  its  purchase.  Discussion  on 
the  question  was  long  and  continuous,  and  it  was  finally  arranged  that 
the  committee  go  before  the  Society's  Executive  Board  then  in  session 
in  Chicago  with  the  request  that  the  committee  be  authorized  to  nego- 
tiate the  purchase.  The  session  ended  with  a  recess  to  enable  the 
Lease  and  Contracts  Committee  to  prepare  the  necessary  papers  in 
connection  with  its  appeal  to  the  Executive  Board  and  subsequent 
action. 

SECOND  SESSION. 

The  Lease  and  Contracts  Committee  presented  a  set  of  resolutions 
stating  the  possibilities  of  the  acquisition  of  the  "Tabernacle"  and 
requesting  power  from  the  Board  of  Directors  to  negotiate  for  the 
building  and  sign  the  necessary  papers  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Society. 
On  motion,  the  report  was  received  and  the  resolution  adopted.  Another 
resolution  was  adopted  for  presentation  to  the  Executive  Board,  em- 
powering the  Lease  and  Contracts  Committee  of  the  National  Flower 
Show  Committee  to  negotiate  with  the  trustees  of  the  Public  Library 
Commission  for  the  lease  of  the  ground  on  which  the  "Tabernacle"  was 
erected,  and  to  enter  into  contracts  with  the  city  of  Philadelphia  for 
the  care,  maintenance  and  police  protection  of  the  building  until  it  was 
disposed  of  after  the  flower  show.    The  committee  then  adjourned. 

THIKD   SESSION. 

The  rate  per  square  foot  for  trade  exhibition  space  in  connection 
with  the  National  Flower  Show  was  the  first  business  to  be  considered. 
The  chairman  called  upon  Secretary  Young  to  furnish  such  information 
as  he  had  in  regard  to  prices,  with  a  view  to  adopting  rates  that  would 
be  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  Secretary  Young  referred  to  the  rates 
in  force  at  the  last  flower  show,  which  covered  locations  on  two  floors, 
the  main  floor  $1.50  per  square  foot  and  on  the  second  floor  $1.00  per 
square  foot.  In  Philadelphia,  where  it  was  probable  the  exhibition 
would  be  held  on  one  floor,  it  was  his  opinion  that  $1.00  per  square 
foot  uniform  for  the  entire  floor  should  be  charged.  Of  course,  this 
proposal  was  based  on  the  renting  of  Convention  Hall.  In  case  the 
"Tabernacle"  was  acquired,  it  would  probably  be  wise  to  consider  that 
proposition  on  its  own  basis.  At  the  National  Flower  Show  held  in 
New  York,  Mr.  Young  said,  all  exhibitors  seemed  to  be  fully  satisfied. 
It  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  show,  he  thought,  if  a  speedy 
determination  as  to  location  and  rates  could  be  come  to,  so  that  plans 
could  be  sent  out  and  space  bookings  commenced. 
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Chairman  Asmus  called  for  the  impressions  of  all  present  in  regard 
to  the  conduct  of  national  flower  shows  as  heretofore  experienced,  and 
hinted  that  there  were  some  things  in  connection  with  the  exhibits  which 
might  possibly  be  well  considered  at  this  time.  Secretary  Young  said 
that  the  inference  was  that  at  the  New  York  show  exhibits  of  artificial 
flowers,  particularly  artificial  Carnations  and  Roses,  were  objectionable. 
He  said  that  there  was  a  decided  objection  to  exhibits  of  artificial 
flowers,  and  a  ruling  was  made  that  in  subsequent  local  shows  in 
New  York  artificial  flowers  such  as  were  exhibited  at  that  time  would 
not  be  permitted  as  part  of  the  exhibits. 

A  discussion  on  the  subject  of  artificial  flowers  at  national  flower 
shows  followed,  the  consensus  of  opinion  expressed  being  that  there 
should  be  no  serious  objection  to  artificial  flowers  exhibited  in  the 
proper  way.  Mr.  Fox  had  said  that  if  artificial  flowers  were  displayed 
in  contrast  with  natural  flowers,  the  latter  would  naturally  win  out 
and  the  natural  product  could  stand  on  its  own  merits,  but,  in  his 
opinion,  the  artificial  product  should  be  segregated  in  one  section  of  the 
show. 

After  much  discussion,  the  price  of  space,  $1.00  per  square  foot, 
first  come,  first  served,  was,  on  motion,  decided  upon.  The  chairman 
next  invited  a  discussion  on  the  question  of  getting  up  a  guarantee 
fund  in  connection  with  the  National  Flower  Show.  Secretary  Young, 
being  invited  to  express  his  views  in  regard  to  the  proper  method  of 
procedure,  said  that  he  had  never  had  anything  to  do  with  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  guarantee  fund  for  any  national  flower  show,  as  the 
movement  always  proceeded  from  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  but 
he  believed  that  it  was  a  business  that  rightly  belonged  to  the  Secre- 
tary's oflace  and  concluded  that  the  committee  had  a  right  to  give  him 
instructions,  on  receipt  of  which  he  would  get  right  to  work  and  issue 
a  call  to  the  different  members  in  the  different  States  to  raise  a  guar- 
antee fund  of  not  less  than  $10,000,  as  considered  at  the  November 
meeting  of  the  committee.  Mr.  Kasting  moved  that  a  guarantee  fund 
of  at  least  $10,000  be  raised,  the  same  to  be  in  charge  of  the  chairman 
and  secretary,  and  that  the  call  specify  the  purposes  for  which  the 
fund  was  to  be  raised;  guarantors,  in  the  event  of  the  show  proving  a 
success,  to  have  their  subscriptions  returned  with  a  percentage  of  profit 
as  per  custom;  all  funds  as  collected  to  be  turned  over  to. the  Society's 
treasurer.    The  motion  was  duly  put  and  carried. 

By  invitation,  A.  J.  F.  Baur  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  secretary  of  the 
American  Carnation  Society,  who  was  present,  was  asked  to  describe 
the  status  of  his  Society  as  regarded  the  Philadelphia  show.    Mr.  Baur 
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took  the  floor  and  explained  that  his  Society  at  its  annual  meeting  had 
decided  to  hold  its  regular  meeting  and  exhibition  at  St.  Louis,  at  the 
time  prescribed  by  its  by-laws,  instead  of  suspending  that  meeting  and 
transferring  its  exhibition  and  business  meeting  to  the  period  covered 
by  the  National  Flower  Show  in  Philadelphia.  It  was  not  desired,  he 
said,  to  convey  the  impression  that  the  Society  was  not  willing  to  help 
in  every  way  possible  the  National  Flower  Show,  but  the  opinion  had 
prevailed  that  a  January  show  could  be  held  in  St.  Louis,  and  that  a 
second  show  could  be  held  in  Philadelphia  in  March,  and  that  the 
Society's  work  would  be  accepted  just  as  enthusiastically  as  though  the 
January  meeting  were  suspended,  and  the  Society  had  passed  a  resolu- 
tion with  that  end  in  view.  The  question  as  far  as  the  Carnation 
Society  was  concerned  was  what  amount  the  National  Flower  Show 
Committee  would  appropriate  for  premiums  for  Carnations;  whether 
under  the  circumstances  the  committee  would  allow  the  amount  as 
originally  proposed  to  stand.  His  board  of  directors  had  not  yet  considered 
the  publication  of  a.  premium  list,  because  it  was  necessary  to  know  the 
amount  of  money  to  be  placed  at  its  disposal.  It  was  the  desire  of  his 
board  to  feature  retail  displays,  and  he  detailed  the  experiences  of  his 
Society  in  this  direction.  The  idea  upon  which  his  organization  was 
working  was  that  it  would  have  a  certain  number  of  exhibits  to  offer, 
and  in  the  award  of  prizes  a  certain  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  best 
table,  or  whatever  form  a  display  exhibit  might  take,  provided  that 
such  arrangement  came  up  to  a  required  number  of  points.  In  this 
respect  retail  exhibits  would  be  judged,  but  no  ribbons  would  be 
awarded.  The  idea  was  that  any  award  made  should  take  the  form 
of  remuneration  for  the  putting  up  of  the  exhibit,  table,  or  whatever  it 
might  be.  As  evidence  of  the  good  feeling  of  the  Carnation  Society 
toward  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.,  it  had  been  decided  that  the  jubilee 
programme  of  the  A.  C.  S.,  which,  in  the  ordinary  way,  should  go  to 
St.  Louis,  be  presented  at  the  Philadelphia  show. 

Chairman  Asmus  called  for  a  reading  of  the  resolution  pertaining  to 
the  American  Carnation  Society,  that  $1,500  be  set  aside  for  the  Ameri- 
can Carnation  Society,  provided  that  that  Society  hold  its  annual  exhibi- 
tion in  conjunction  with  the  Philadelphia  Flower  Show.  Mr.  Asmus 
explained  that  the  proviso  in  this  resolution  had  practically  lapsed, 
due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  not  strictly  complied  with,  but  after  hearing 
Mr.  Baur's  explanation  it  was  very  apparent  that  the  Carnation  Society 
would  have  a  connection  with  the  flower  show  on  the  same  lines  as 
though  their  convention  were  to  be  held  at  that  time.  Under  the  cir- 
circumstances,  it  was  the  chairman's  thought  that  the  same  appropriation 
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should  be  made  to  the  Carnation  Society  as  originally  arranged,  conse- 
quently a  motion  to  reconsider  the  proposition  was  in  order,  and  the 
motion  was  duly  made.  It  was  then  decided  that  the  sum  originally 
appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  American  Carnation  Society  be  allotted, 
and  that  the  question  of  premiums  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  officials 
of  that  society. 

Secretary  Young  suggested  that  when  the  official  lists  of  awards 
were  received  from  the  secretaries  of  the  respective  societies  taking 
part  in  the  exhibition,  they  be  properly  vouched  for  by  the  National 
Flower  Show  Committee,  and  that  the  premiums  be  paid  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.    This  course  was,  on  motion,  adopted. 

The  discussion  then  led  into  various  details  in  regard  to  exhibits  of 
Carnations,  and  the  various  measures  decided  upon  will,  of  course, 
appear  in  the  rules  governing  the  staging  of  the  Carnations  at  the  show. 
Rule  3  of  the  American  Carnation  Society  was,  on  motion,  however, 
eliminated.  This  rule  was  as  follows :  "Only  members  of  the  American 
Carnation  Society  are  eligible  to  compete  for  prizes,  medals  or  certifi- 
cates." 

The  question  of  committees,  both  local  and  general,  appointed  in 
connection  with  the  Philadelphia  Show  was  then  taken  up.  Secretary 
Young  read  the  list  of  appointees  and  noted  the  chairmanships  so  far 
vacant.  The  chairman  announced  that  Mr.  Niessen  had  been  asked  to 
accept  both  the  secretaryship  and  treasurership  of  the  local  committee, 
which  request  he  had  complied  with,  and  the  chair  had  confirmed  his 
appointment.  Mr.  Fox,  chairman  of  the  advertising  committee,  being 
present,  was  invited  to  express  his  views  in  regard  to  the  prospects  of 
the  show,  and  he  responded,  expressing  his  willingness  to  commence  his 
official  duties  at  any  time. 

Chairman  Asmus  then  presented  written  suggestions  as  to  the  duties 
of  the  chairmen  of  the  different  committees  in  connection  with  the  show, 
all  of  which  were  read  by  the  Secretary.  These  statements,  Mr.  Asmus 
explained,  were  drawn  up  with  the  view  of  saving  a  lot  of  time  in 
going  over  details.  As  chairman  of  the  National  Flower  Show  Com- 
mittee, he  had  departmentized  the  committee  offices,  but  he  took  occa- 
sion to  point  out  that  every  bit  of  the  work  must  come  from  the  com- 
mittee members,  not  from  the  chair.  The  chairman  suggested  that  the 
chairmen  of  the  different  committees  get  together  at  stated  times,  so 
that  they  could  arrange  their  work  in  a  harmonious  manner.  One 
scheme  would  suggest  another,  and  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  these 
meetings  was,  he  said,  incalculable.

President  Welch  eulogized  the  work  of  Chairman  Asmus  in  de- 
tailing the  duties  of  the  different  committee  chairmen,  and  expressed  it 
as  his  opinion  that  the  same  was  very  valuable  and  had  his  cordial 
approval.  On  motion,  the  letters  of  instruction  as  read  were  ordered 
to  be  issued  to  the  respective  chairmen  of  the  various  committees. 
President  Welch  suggested  as  an  amendment  that  the  instructions, 
which,  at  best,  were  only  suggestions,  should  be  sent  to  the  general 
executive  board  in  Philadelphia  to  be  by  it  disseminated.  The  amend- 
ment to  the  motion  was  accepted,  and  as  amended  duly  carried. 

At  the  request  of  the  chair,  Mr.  Craig,  as  chairman  of  the  special 
premium  committee,  reported  progress.  The  remaining  business  of  the 
session  was  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  flower  show  affairs  in  a  general 
way,  more  particularly  of  the  question  of  the  acceptance  of  special 
prizes,  the  feeling  being  apparent  that  prizes  "with  strings  to  them" 
be  looked  upon  with  askance.  It  was  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  any 
prize  offered  and  accepted  should  become  the  property  of  the  organiza- 
tion. 

The  Secretary,  by  unanimous  consent,  was  instructed  to  write  letters 
of  sympathy  to  Messrs.  Chas.  H.  Totty  and  W.  N.  Rudd,  members  of  the 
committee,  whose  absence  from  the  meeting  through  illness  was  un- 
avoidable. The  committee  then  adjourned,  subject  to  the  call  of  the 
chair. 

At  one  point  during  the  presentation  of  the  foregoing  report.  Chair- 
man Asmus  remarked  as  follows:  In  explanation  of  that  I  will  say 
that  that  is  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Local  Committee  that 
is  referred  to  there.  The  Secretary  of  the  National  Flower  Show  Com- 
mittee, as  you  know,  is  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  of  American  Flo- 
rists. I  wish  to  add  to  this  that  there  may  be  some  question  or  some 
information  desired  that  may  not  have  been  touched  upon,  and  if  any 
of  the  members  would  like  to  be  informed  further,  I  would  be  pleased 
to  answer  any  questions.  I  am  going  to  ask  Mr.  Young,  as  Secretary 
of  the  Committee,  to  supplement  what  I  have  said  with  a  few  remarks 
as  to  what  is  being  done  in  conjunction  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
ladies  on  a  plan  similar  to  that  adopted  at  the  New  York  Flower  Show. 

REMARKS  OF  SECRETARY  JOHN  YOUNG  RE  NATIONAL 
FLOWER    SHOW. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Newbold,  Treasurer  of  the  Horticultural 
Society  of  New  York,  I  went  to  Philadelphia,  Mr.  President,  on  different 
days,  and  took  up  the  question  with  the  President  of  the  Horticultural 
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Society,  Mr.  Kuehn,  of  Philadelphia.  Through  him,  all  the  ladies  of 
the  Garden  Clubs  of  Philadelphia  and  vicinity  have  become  interested. 
The  ladies  have  taken  hold  of  the  work  with  a  great  deal  of  interest 
and  activity,  and  have  shown  considerable  enthusiasm.  They  have 
promised  at  the  time  of  the  Flower  Show  to  take  space  which  will  be 
allotted  to  them,  and  fix  it  up  to  suit  themselves  after  the  manner  of  a 
tea  garden,  or  something  of  the  kind,  and  run  it  on  the  same  lines  that 
we  did  in  New  York.  In  New  York  space  for  that  purpose  was  set 
aside  on  the  second  floor,  and  their  receipts  were  almost  $11,000,  which 
went  entirely  to  them  for  their  Red  Cross  charities.  I  would  like  to 
say  in  addition  to  what  Mr.  Asmus  has  reported,  that  a  great  deal  of 
interest  is  being  taken  in  the  Trade  Exhibition.  We  have  almost  $3,000 
space  sold,  and  have  several  applications  which  run  into  amounts  of 
$1,000.  It  is  simply  a  question  of  getting  the  exhibitors  suited  in  a 
favorable  location.  There  will  be  a  wonderful  show  in  the  trade  section 
and  every  available  foot  of  space  will  be  taken.  I  would  like  to  urge 
upon  all  people  in  the  trade  who  intend  to  exhibit,  the  importance  of 
making  an  early  application  for  space,  as  a  better  position  can  be  se- 
cured in  that  way  than  by  waiting  until  later.  Those  who  come  later 
do  not  get  as  favorable  locations,  generally,  so  that  I  believe  it  is  to  the 
advantage  of  all  to  make  application  at  this  time.  The  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  local  Executive  Committee  has  advised  that  a  meeting 
be  called  in  the  middle  of  September.  He  wants  two  weeks'  notice. 
He  claims  everything,  so  far  as  Philadelphia  is  concerned,  is  going  on 
very  well.  Everything  looks  very  bright  and  cheerful,  and  I  am  satis- 
fied the  show  will  be  a  wonderful  success  in  every  way. 

This  announcement  by  Secretary  Young  was  received  with  applause. 

Vice-President  MacRorie  (in  the  chair)  :  Gentlemen,  you  nave 
heard  the  report  of  the  National  Flower  Show  Committee.  What  is 
your  pleasure? 

Wm.  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :  I  move  that  the  report  be  re- 
ceived and  filed. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

Vice-President  MacRorie  (in  the  chair)  :  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  President's  Address  is  next  in  order. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  assigned  the  duty  of  making  a  report 
on    recommendations   contained   in    the   annual   address   of    President 
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Welch,   beg  to  submit  the  following  as  their  conclusions  and  recom- 
mendations as  to  some  of  its  salient  features,  to  wit: 

CONVENTION  GAEDEN. 

Your  committee  approves  of  the  idea  of  changing  the  time  of 
selecting  a  convention  city  so  that  the  selection  shall  be  made  two  years 
in  advance,  and  would  suggest  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed 
to  draft  the  necessary  changes  in  the  by-laws  to  carry  out  this  idea, 
and  to  present  such  proposed  amendments  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Board  for  approval  and  subsequent  submission  to  the  entire 
membership  as  represented  at  the  Convention.  We  heartily  endorse  the 
statement  of  the  P'resident  of  the  importance,  from  both  an  educational 
and  cultural  point  of  view,  of  the  establishment  of  Convention  gardens. 

LEGISLATION. 

With  respect  to  the  recommendation  as  to  employment  of  counsel 
to  assist  the  Legislative  Committee,  this  having  been  already  acted 
upon  by  the  Convention,  necessitates  no  further  action. 

WASHINGTON  EEPEESENTATIVE. 

We  endorse  and  recommend  your  concurrence  in  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  President  that  the  Washington  representative  of  this  Society 
be  made  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board;  and  further 
recommend  that  the  same  committee  as  above  provided  for  be  entrusted 
also  with  the  duty  of  drafting  a  suitable  amendment  to  the  constitution 
to  carry  this  recommendation  into  effect. 

ELECTION  OF  DIRECTORS. 

We  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the  President  favoring  the 
election,  instead  of  the  appointment,  of  the  two  annually  retiring  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Directors ;  and  further  recommend  the  concurrence 
of  the  Convention  in  the  same,  and  the  reference  to  the  same  com- 
mittee hereinbefore  provided  for  to  draft  a  suitable  amendment  to  the 
constitution  to  carry  this  into  effect. 

CREDENTIALS  FOR  AFFILIATED  BOARD  MEMBERS. 

We  endorse  and  recommend  concurrence  in  the  following:  That 
only  the  president  of  a  subsidiary  society  or  club  be  entitled  to  repre- 
sent such  society  or  club  under  the  plan  of  affiliation  on  the  Executive 
Board,  and  he  cannot  take  his  seat  on  the  Executive  Board  without 
credentials  from  his  organization  properly  attested  by  the  secretary 
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thereof;  and  further  recommend  the  drafting  of  suitable  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  this  Society  to  carry  same  into  effect,  as  herein- 
before provided  by  committee. 

PUBLICITY. 

We  endorse  and  recommend  concurrence  in  the  recommendation  of 
the  President  to  have  a  Committee  on  Publicity,  and  suggest  that  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  next  meeting  make  a  suitable  appropriation 
to  carry  this  into  effect. 

NATIONAL  CREDITS  AND  COLLECTIONS  BUEEAU. 

We  have  carefully  considered  the  recommendation  of  our  President 
with  regard  to  the  desirability  of  a  more  effective  means  of  handling 
credits  and  collections,  and  believe  that  this  v^ork  might  well  be  taken 
up  by  a  separate  organization  affiliated  with  this  Society,  as  there  is  an 
urgent  need,  as  indicated  by  President  Welch,  for  some  better  ma- 
chinery of  a  protective  nature  than  is  now  available  to  us.  This  ques- 
tion is  one  of  such  vital  importance  and  involves  such  detail  that  we  are 
not  prepared  during  the  limited  time  of  the  Convention  period  to  make 
any  further  or  more  definite  recommendation  for  your  adoption  than 
the  foregoing. 

DEVELOPMENT  OF  AMERICAN   PRODUCTS. 

Believing  firmly  and  unequivocally  in  the  solidarity  of  the  American 
people  of  this  United  States,  we  note  with  approval  the  utterances  of 
President  Welch  as  to  encouraging  American  products,  and  endorse  any 
movement  tending  to  develop  self-reliance  and  independence  where  such 
development  will  beneficially  affect  our  trade  and  avocation. 

IMPROVED  VOTING  METHOD  IN  ANNUAL  ELECTIONS. 

We  endorse  and  recommend  concurrence  in  the  following  recom- 
mendations of  President  Welch,  and  their  submission  to  the  same  com- 
mittee as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  to  incorporate  in  a  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution,  to  wit:  That  for  election  purposes  a  list  of 
the  members  of  this  Society  be  alphabetically  arranged  in  four  books : 

Book  No.  1  to  include  all  names  beginning  with  the  letter  "A"  and 
ending  with  the  letter  "D." 

Book  No.  2  to  include  all  names  of  members  beginning  with  the 
letter  "E"  and  ending  with  the  letter  "K." 

Book  No.  3  to  include  all  names  beginning  with  the  letter  "L"  and 
ending  with  the  letter  "R." 
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Book  No.  4  to  include  all  names  beginning  with  the  letter  "S"  and 
ending  with  the  letter  "Z." 

One  teller  to  be  appointed  to  check  the  names  listed  in  each  book, 
also  one  to  receive  the  ballots. 

Your  committee,  in  conclusion,  believe  that  we  voice  the  unanimous 
approval  of  this  organization  of  the  spirit  of  devotion  to  the  highest 
interests  of  this  Society  which  permeates  the  President's  address,  and 
commend  the  zeal  and  devotion  that  he  has  evinced  therein.

Chairman  Asmus  read  the  first  recommendation  of  the  Committee, 
as  follows :

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William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :  I  move  that  the  first  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  on  President's  Address  as  just  read,  be 
adopted  as  recommended  by  the  committee. 

Secretary  Young:    As  relating  to  the  Convention  garden? 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :    Yes,  sir. 

Motion  seconded,  carried  unanimously,  and  so  ordered. 

Chairman  Asmus  read  the  next  recommendation  of  the  committee, 
viz.: 

LEGISLATION. 

"With  respect  to  the  recommendation  as  to  employment  of  counsel 
to  assist  the  Legislative  Committee,  this  having  been  already  acted  upon 
by  the  Convention,  necessitates  no  further  action." 

Chairman  Asmus:  Those  of  you  who  were  here  yesterday  will 
remember  that  that  came  before  the  Convention,  and  was  adopted. 
The  next  recommendation  is  as  follows : 

WASHINGTON    REPRESENTATIVE. 

"We  endorse  and  recommend  your  concurrence  in  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  President  that  the  Washington  representative  of  this  Society 
be  made  eae  officio  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board ;  and  further  recom- 
mend that  the  same  committee  as  above  provided  for  be  entrusted  also 
with  the  duty  of  drafting  a  suitable  amendment  to  the  constitution  to 
carry  this  recommendation  into  effect." 

J.  G.  Esler,  Saddle  River,  N.  J. :  I  move  the  adoption  of  that 
recommendation  as  read. 

The  motion  was  seconded,  and  carried  unanimously. 
Chairman  Asmus  read  the  next  recommendation,  viz. : 

ELECTION    OF   DIRECTORS. 

"We  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the  President  favoring  the 
election,  instead  of  the  appointment,  of  the  two  annually  retiring  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Directors;  and  further  recommend  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Convention  in  the  same,  and  the  reference  to  the  same 
committee  hereinbefore  provided  for  to  draft  suitable  amendment  to  the 
constitution  to  carry  this  into  effect." 

Chairman  Asmus:  The  idea  is,  in  passing  this  recommendation, 
that  the  amendment  to  carry  it  into  effect  is  to  be  voted  on  at  the  next 
Convention.     Of  course,  this  will  go  to  the  Board  of  Directors  as  the 
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other  did,  and  then  be  put  in  the  form  of  an  amendment  to  go  to  the 
Convention  next  year,  if  you  want  it. 

Henry  Kruckeberg,  Los  Angeles,  Cal. :  I  move  that  that  recom- 
mendation be  adopted  as  read. 

Motion  seconded,  and  duly  carried. 

Chairman  Asmus  read  the  next  recommendation,  viz. : 

CREDENTIALS   FOR   AFFILIATED   BOARD   MEMBERS. 

"We  endorse  and  recommend  concurrence  in  the  following :  That 
only  the  president  of  a  subsidiary  society  or  club  be  entitled  to  repre- 
sent such  society  or  club  under  the  plan  of  affiliation  on  the  Executive 
Board,  and  he  cannot  take  his  seat  on  the  Executive  Board  without 
credentials  from  his  organization  properly  attested  by  the  secretary 
thereof;  and  further  recommend  the  drafting  of  suitable  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  of  this  Society  to  carry  same  into  effect  as  herein- 
before provided  by  committee." 

Chairman  Asmus:  The  affiliation  plan  was  only  appliea,  as  you 
know,  during  the  past  year,  and  those  who  know  something  about  the 
meeting  held  in  Chicago  in  reference  to  this,  and  are  familiar  with  the 
business  done  there,  know  that  it  has  worked  out  very  successfully. 
The  present  rule  is  that  the  president  of  a  subsidiary  body  shall  be  a 
delegate.  The  committee  thinks  that  the  rule  should  be  more  demo- 
cratic and  allow  these  organizations  to  say  who  they  want  to  send  as 
their  delegate ;  and  this  proposes  that  change. 

Henry  Kruckeberg,  Los  Angeles,  Cal. :    I  move  its  adoption. 

Vice-President  MacRorie  (in  the  chair)  :  It  is  regularly  moved 
and  seconded  that  the  recommendation  be  adopted  as  read. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

Chairman  Asmus  read  the  next  recommendation,  viz. : 

PUBLICITY. 

"We  endorse  and  recommend  concurrence  in  the  recommendation 
of  the  President  to  have  a  Committee  on  Publicity,  and  suggest  that  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  next  meeting  make  a  suitable  appropriation 
to  carry  this  into  effect." 

Secretary  Young:  I  move  the  adoption  of  that  recommendation, 
Mr.  President.

"We  have  carefully  considered  the  recommendation  of  our  Presi- 
dent with  regard  to  the  desirability  of  a  more  effective  means  of  han- 
dling credits  and  collections,  and  believe  that  this  work  might  well  be 
taken  up  by  a  separate  organization  aflaiiated  with  this  Society,  as  there 
is  an  urgent  need,  as  indicated  by  President  Welch,  for  some  better 
machinery  of  a  protective  nature  than  is  now  available  to  us.  This 
question  is  one  of  vital  importance  and  involves  such  detail  that  we  are 
not  prepared  during  the  limited  time  of  the  Convention  period  to  make 
any  further  or  more  definite  recommendation  for  your  adoption  than 
the  foregoing." 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :  That  is  something  I  have  been 
trying  to  figure  on  for  a  great  many  years.  I  hope  something  will  be 
done  along  these  lines.  I  think  that  is  one  of  the  most  important 
things  in  the  President's  address. 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

Chairman  Asmus :  I  would  like  to  state  that  this  only  carries  the 
recommendation  that  some  party  be  paid  to  take  up  this  work.  The 
committee  did  not  take  the  stand  that  the  Society  could  go  out  as  a 
collection  agency,  but  that  some  affiliated  organization,  perhaps  on  some 
such  order  as  the  F.  T.  D.,  could  take  it  up. 

John  G.  Esler,  Saddle  River,  N.  J. :  Mr.  President,  I  believe  the 
Society  attempted  that  once,  and  it  was  a  miserable  failure — not  that  I 
am  opposed  to  it  at  all. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  The  committee  considered  this  recom- 
mendation very  carefully,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  a 
pretty  dangerous  matter  for  the  Society  of  American  Florists  to  resolve 
itself  into  a  collection  agency,  but  that  some  outside  body,  outside  the 
Society  and  affiliated  with  it,  and  to  have  the  support  of  the  Society, 
would  be  perfectly  feasible ;  and  while  it  is  possible  that  this  thing  has 
been  attempted  before  unsuccessfully  a  number  of  years  ago,  the  Society 
has  advanced  since  then  and  has  acquired  a  great  deal  of  experience, 
and  we  believe  such  a  move  would  meet  the  support  of  the  Society  and 
would  probably  succeed.    We  think  it  is  worth  trying  any  way. 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :     Do  I  understand  that  my  motion 
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was  out  of  order?  If  it  was  I  should  possibly  have  made  the  motion 
in  this  way,  that  the  President  appoint  a  committee  to  investigate  this, 
and  report  at  the  next  meeting.    Would  that  be  in  order? 

President  Welch :  I  have  not  got  a  copy  of  the  President's  address 
before  me.    I  think  there  is  a  provision  made  for  that. 

Chairman  Asmus:  There  is  a  proviso  as  to  the  committee  repre- 
senting nine  States ;  but  the  committee  is  not  acting  on  this  suggestion. 
We  recommend  that  some  steps  be  taken,  but  not  oflBcially  originating 
from  the  Society.  If  you  wish  to  have  that  done,  of  course,  have  it 
done;  but  such  committee  could  report  on  some  method  of  affiliation. 
It  might  be  all  right  to  have  it  started  that  way.  I  think  Mr.  Coles' 
motion  is  perfectly  in  order. 

President  Welch:  Of  course  each  one  of  you  gentlemen  know  that 
it  is  a  serious  matter  for  the  organization  to  create  a  black  list  or  make 
itself  a  collection  agency ;  but  there  are  ways  that  we  may  resort  to  by 
which  we  can  sift  the  good  from  the  bad.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  there 
are  not  very  many  unscrupulous  men  in  our  profession ;  but  one  bad 
man  can  do  a  lot  of  damage.  I  think  we  can  get  over  it  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  nine  men  who  will  report  to  the  next  Board  of  Directors,  and  if 
their  report  is  not  found  satisfactory,  of  course,  the  Covnention  need  not 
accept  it.  That  is  what  I  provided  for  here,  and  you  folks  did  not 
accept  that. 

Chairman  Asmus :  Yes  we  did,  in  a  way ;  that  committee  can  still 
be  appointed  if  it  is  understood  that  they  are  going  to  bring  up  some- 
thing tangible  as  recommended  by  a  committee  that  is  separate  but 
affiliated  with  the  Society.  I  think  it  would  be  all  right  to  appoint  such 
a  committee. 

President  Welch:  Probably  they  can  solve  the  problem  you  sug- 
gest. 

Chairman  Asmus :  I  think  Mr.  Coles'  motion  is  in  order,  to  accept 
the  recommendation  as  read. 

Secretary  Young :    I  second  that  motion,  Mr.  Coles. 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :  I  think  the  President's  recom- 
mendation, if  we  accept  his  recommendation — probably  we  will  get 
around  to  it  after  awhile — will  be  all  right,  that  he  should  appoint  a 
committee  of  nine — is  that  right?  I  think  that  would  be  the  better  way 
of  putting  the  motion,  that  the  President's  recommendation  be  accepted. 

Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  Young. 
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President  Welch :  It  is  moved  and  seconded  that  the  President's 
recommendation  be  accepted  as  read  under  the  head  of  Credits. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  Why  not  leave  this  matter 
with  the  Executive  Committee  and  let  them  work  it  out?  They  repre- 
sent all  the  large  cities  and  business  of  the  country,  I  think  they  are 
the  proper  ones  to  formulate  this.  They  will  have  their  executive  meet- 
ing in  the  Winter  time ;  and  I  would  make  an  amendment  to  the  motion 
offered. 

Chairman  Asmus :  May  I  give  you  a  little  information?  I  do  not 
want  to  interrupt,  but  this  committee,  if  appointed,  will  be  doing  just 
what  you  want,  that  is,  they  will  have  this  information  for  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  it  will  save  a  lot  of  work. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  My  thought  was  that 
the  committee  will  have  to  get  together,  and  that  might  be  saved  by 
the  Executive  Committee  performing  the  service. 

Chairman  Asmus:  That  depends  upon  how  much  power  you  want 
to  give  this  committee.  I  do  not  believe  that  this  carries  with  it  that 
they  should  get  together  and  meet  at  certain  places  at  an  expense, 
unless  you  provide  for  it. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  I  have  not  thought  of 
the  Society's  expense,  but  it  would  be  putting  individuals  to  considerable 
expense.  This  is  an  important  matter  and  a  step  in  the  right  direction ; 
but  we  want  to  be  careful  that  we  do  not  hitch  our  Society  on  to  this 
too  closely.  We  want  it  to  be  apart  from  and  outside  of  the  National 
Society,  somewhat  like  other  associations.  If  we  are  careful  and  cau- 
tious I  believe  it  will  redound  to  the  benefit  of  the  trade. 

Chairman  Asmus :  That  is  exactly  what  the  committee  feel,  just 
what  Mr.  Hill  expressed ;  I  could  not  state  it  any  better.  We  feel  it  is 
very  important,  but  at  the  same  time  we  have  to  be  careful.  Mr.  Welch's 
recommendation  of  nine  members  I  think  is  all  right,  but  I  think  there 
should  be  some  understanding  as  to  whether  there  is  to  be  a  general 
meeting  at  the  expense  of  the  Society,  or  whether  they  are  to  bring  in 
some  kind  of  a  report  and  submit  it  from  the  different  sections  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  because  I  think  it  means  a  lot  of  money. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  I  think  it  is  perfectly  feasible  to  do  it 
by  correspondence. 

Chairman  Asmus :  I  think  that  ought  to  be  included  in  the  motion 
then.

Jolin  G.  Esler,  Saddle  River,  N.  J. :  I  believe  that  if  you  make  it  a 
part  of  the  Society  the  men  who  run  it  would  be  mobbed. 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :  I  disagree  with  that.  I  believe 
there  are  more  honest  than  dishonest  men,  and  the  honest  men  would 
pat  them  on  the  back.  There  are  very  few  dishonest  men  in  business, 
but  those  are  the  ones  that  we  want  to  get  at. 

Julius  Eppstein,  San  Francisco,  Cal. :  I  just  want  to  give  you  my 
opinion.  Is  it  possible  to  suggest  to  the  committee  to  be  appointed  to 
make  an  official  or  regular  collection  agency,  or  commercial  concern  as 
an  official  matter — appoint  them  as  the  Official  Florists'  Credit  Agency? 
I  am  not  putting  that  quite  right.  I  mean  to  say,  as  some  of  the 
members  have  said,  that  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  danger  in  han- 
dling reports.  If  we  have  a  report  of  our  members  it  should  be  always 
strictly  confidential.  I  was  thinking,  if  it  was  in  order,  to  give  the 
entire  work  to  a  concern  that  is  in  the  business,  and  make  them  a  sort 
of  an  official  S.  A.  F.  Credit  Agency.  That  is  what  I  want  to  say,  or 
something  to  that  effect.  I  would  like  to  hear  from  some  other  member 
on  that. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  I  believe  that  the  Ameri- 
can Nurserymen's  Association  have  an  organization  of  this  character, 
which  meets  at  the  same  time  as  the  regular  Association,  and  they  keep 
their  Credit  Association  apart  from  their  National  Association.  We 
want  on  that  line  to  do  that  very  same  thing.  Whilst  I  favor  this 
thing  and  want  to  see  it  brought  about,  I  do  not  want  to  involve  the 
National  Society  too  closely  with  this. 

Benjamin  Hammond,  Beacon,  N.  Y. :  In  regard  to  this  important 
matter  that  has  been  recommended  with  regard  to  collections,  you  know 
that  fire  is  one  of  the  important  forces  of  nature,  but  that  there  is 
nothing  that  can  do  more  destruction  or  make  more  trouble  than  fire. 
With  regard  to  this  collection  business  I  might  say,  that  for  twenty-five 
years  we  have  had  dealings  with  florists  and  other  trade  organizations 
all  over  this  country,  and  while  there  are  times  that  the  florists  cannot 
be  prompt  in  their  remittances,  yet  taking  them  as  a  whole  we  have 
lost  less  money  with  florists  than  any  other  class  of  business  that  we 
happened  to  touch ;  and  the  President's  recommendation  in  his  message 
of  a  committee  of  nine  to  consider  this  matter  carefully  and  report 
back  to  your  Executive  Committee  for  final  and  careful  adjustment  is 
the  proper  course,  I  believe,  to  follow;  because,  as  I  say,  the  minute 
that  you  begin  to  question  a  man's  honesty  or  integrity — then  distrust 
ensues.    The  minute  that  this  national  Society  has  some  surveillance 
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committee  as  to  who  they  are  and  what  they  are,  you  are  playing  with 
fire  in  the  National  Association  of  American  Florists. 

Ex-President  W.  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  I  was  not  going  to 
say  anything,  but  I  only  want  to  say  this :  I  suppose  it  strikes  men 
more  of  the  type  of  Mr.  Welch  and  myself  than  it  does  Mr.  Hammond, 
or  even  Mr.  Hill.  Mr.  Hammond  sells  to  people  that  have  greenhouses 
and  who  have  something  behind  them;  but  we,  in  our  profession  as 
commission  men,  strike  so  many  fellows  that  have  just  an  ice-box  and 
a  counter,  and  it  is  an  easy  matter  for  them  to  get  a  thousand  dollars' 
worth  of  credit.  Take  a  man  buying  $30  worth  a  day  from  me  for 
30  days,  and  you  see  what  it  means  if  he  gets  another  fifteen  days  on 
top  of  it.  Your  point,  Mr.  Hammond,  is  well  taken,  but  I  believe  as  the 
committee  does,  that  this  Society  cannot  afford  to  be  a  collection 
agency;  but  they  might  get  the  fellows  that  are  interested  banded 
together  the  same  as  the  Hail  Association,  and  let  them  be  authorized 
to  attend  to  it,  just  as  the  committee  might  recommend.  I  think  it  is 
up  to  a  majority  of  the  people  who  do  wholesaling  to  form  a  little  asso- 
ciation. This  discussion  brings  that  closer  to  us.  If  I  join  the  Chicago 
Protective  Association  I  put  up  a  bonus,  that  is  the  only  way  to  be 
successful.  The  Philadelphia  one  went  to  pieces.  You  have  to  be  iron 
in  your  ruling,  there^are  times  when  you  cannot  be  lenient.  We  fellows 
get  it  $1,000  or  $2,000  at  a  lick  and  we  feel  it. 

There  is  always  something  back  of  the  fellow  that  builds  green- 
houses; as  I  told  John  Evans,  he  is  selling  a  man  that  has  something, 
he  has  a  building,  but  we  strike  the  mushrooms.  I  think  there  is  as 
little  lost  in  the  florists'  business  as  among  other  businesses,  but  we 
have  come  to  the  time  when  we  have  to  get  our  collections.  I  would 
certainly  move  as  an  amendment  that  this  Committee  of  Nine  incur  no 
expense  upon  the  Society.  I  think  the  real  fellows  that  ought  to  sup- 
port this  Credit  Bureau  are  such  men  as  Mr.  Hill  and  the  wholesalers. 
In  my  opinion  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  is  well  taken, 
although  it  will  not  do  any  harm  to  receive  recommendations  from,  say, 
nine  fellows;  but  let  it  be  understood  that  there  is  no  expense  on  the 
S.  A.  F.  in  their  reporting.  I  only  want  to  emphasize  it,  Mr.  Hammond, 
that  you  do  not  strike  the  same  class  of  people  as  I  do,  nor  do  you  get 
hit  so  hard.  When  you  ship  a  barrel  of  paint  to  a  greenhouse  man 
there  is  always  something  behind  it ;  very  seldom  does  a  man  start  to 
build  a  greenhouse  who  has  not  got  anything.  He  has  property,  real 
estate,  he  has  something  that  the  customer  of  the  commission  man  has 
not  got.  I  believe  that  the  work  started  by  the  wholesalers  in  the  big 
cities  is  just  what  we  want.     You  have  to  take  time  in  these  things;

but  this  Society  cannot  go  out  as  a  collection  agency  or  blacklisting 
society.  You  bave  a  mixture  of  all  things.  You  have  the  humble  gar- 
dener, the  seedsman,  the  retail  florist,  the  wholesale  florists — you  have 
everybody.  It  would  be  wrong.  I  would  suggest  that  the  first  motion 
be  adopted,  that  the  recommendation  be  received  but  no  expense  in- 
curred. 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :    I  accept  that. 

President  Welch:  Mr.  Chairman,  there  is  one  particular  part  of 
this  recommendation  that  I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to.  As 
stated  here,  reading  from  the  address,  "The  preservation  of  the  rights 
of  commercial  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  trade  should  be  upheld 
and  not  interfered  with."  We  do  not  propose  to  interfere  with  any 
man's  business.  I  say  furthermore,  "It  is  apparent,  however,  that  ways 
and  means  should  be  considered  and  adopted  by  which  the  financial 
standing,  honesty  and  integrity  of  the  commercial  fiorists  could  be  meas- 
ured, determined  and  circulated  among  our  members,  to  the  end  that 
honest,  upright,  just  and  creditable  business  men  may  be  singled  out 
from  the  unjust  and  unscrupulous  operators."  I  regard  this  problem  as 
a  fundamental  one  and  believe  it  should  be  considered  and  adopted  only 
after  very  careful  study. 

I  have  suggested  the  appointment  of  nine  members,  those  who  reside 
and  do  business  in  the  large  cities  of  the  country  and  whose  duty  it  will 
he  to  consider  this  question  and  devise  ways  and  means  by  which  we 
can  make  this  work  practical  and  report  the  result  of  their  findings  to 
the  Executive  Board  at  the  meeting  in  March,  1916.  This  will  give 
ample  time  for  all  members  to  consider  the  question  before  this  matter 
comes  up  for  acceptance  at  the  Convention  in  1916. 

Walter  E.  Cook,  New  York :  As  a  commercial  proposition,  1  feel 
that  we  should  be  heard  along  this  line.  I  do  not  come  in  contact  with 
all  the  florists  of  the  country,  but  do  come  in  contact  with  a  great  many. 
I  find  that  many  that  I  come  in  contact  with  that  are  members  of  this 
Society  are  upright,  honest  men.  I  find  here  and  there  a  florist  who 
has  sprung  up  like  a  mushroom,  as  Mr.  Kasting  has  said,  and  who  does 
not  care  about  paying  his  bills,  or  whether  he  beats  the  commercial 
man,  seedsman,  wholesaler  or  a  grower;  but  I  do  not  find  that  those 
men  are  members  of  this  Society,  because  the  men  who  attend  the  meet- 
ings of  this  Society  and  come  in  contact  with  the  members  here,  cannot 
be  anything  else  than  upright.  I  feel  that  this  is  a  really  fine  amend- 
ment to  our  Constitution  suggested  by  this  committee.  (Cries  of 
"Question!") 
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C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  Apologizing  for  speaking  again,  I  think 
that  the  Nurserymen's  Association — that  is  the  nurserymen  of  the 
United  States — have  two  such  credit  protective  associations.  The  first 
one  was  organized  very  early  in  the  history  of  the  nursery  business. 
After  a  while  the  members  of  that  Association,  thinking  that  they  had 
something  that  they  did  not  want  to  let  the  other  fellow  have,  com- 
menced to  refuse  all  new  members,  and  that  forced  the  outside  nursery- 
men to  establish  a  second  Nurserymen's  Protective  Association.  I  think 
they  are  both  still  in  existence.  I  know  they  were  at  one  time,  because 
the  Cottage  Garden  Company  was  refused  admission  to  the  old  associa- 
tion, and  was  accepted  by  the  second  one. 

The  method  of  handling  that  was :  this  Protective  Association  made 
a  report  to  all  its  members  something  on  the  style  of  the  R.  G.  Dun 
Company ;  that  is,  the  man  who  shipped  his  goods  poorly  was  put  down 
as  a  poor  packer;  the  man  who  shipped  poor  stuff  was  put  down  as 
one  who  did  not  deliver  good  goods ;  the  one  who  did  not  pay  his  bills 
was  put  down  as  slow,  and  so  forth.  Certain  others  were  put  down  as 
being  absolutely  unworthy  of  all  credit.  I  think  both  of  these  Credit 
Associations  have  worked  out  all  right;  but  they  have  been  distinct 
from  the  Nurserymen's  Associations. 

Mr.  Cushman:  I  would  like  to  know  what  has  become  of  the 
National  Florists'  Board  of  Trade  that  I  paid  $25  into?  Is  that  still 
in  existence? 

Ex-President  William  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  Yes,  and  I  think 
it  is  run  better  to-day  for  a  confidential  report  than  at  the  beginning. 

Mr.  Cushman:  I  thought  that  was  a  pretty  good  thing  to  belong 
to,  and  I  never  objected  to  the  $10  every  year  that  I  paid.  They  got 
out  a  pretty  good  list.    I  believe  it  was  pretty  reliable. 

Ex-President  William  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  It  was  pretty 
reliable.    I  always  found  it  so. 

Mr.  Cushman:  I  do  not  see  why  we  cannot  get  in  with  them,  or 
get  their  list,  or  absorb  their  business. 

President  Welch :  There  is  a  motion  before  the  house  by  Mr.  Coles 
of  Kokomo.  If  there  is  no  objection  I  will  put  it.  (Cries  of  "Ques- 
tion !")    All  those  in  favor  will  say  "Aye,"  contrary,  "No."    It  is  carried.

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Chairman  Asmus  read  the  next  recommendation  of  the  committee, 

DEVELOPMENT    OF   AMERICAN    PRODUCTS. 


"Believing  firmly  and  unequivocally  in  the  solidarity  of  the  Ameri- 
can people  of  this  United  States,  we  note  with  approval  the  utterances 
of  President  Welch  as  to  encouraging  American  products,  and  endorse 
any  movement  tending  to  develop  self-reliance  and  independence  where 
such  development  will  beneficially  affect  our  trade  and  avocation." 

Chairman  Asmus :  The  committee,  in  other  word,  thinks  that  the 
Government  is  already  doing  the  work,  and  the  information  is  there, 
and  we  hardly  think  that  the  Society  wants  to  go  out  and  combat  this. 
We  think  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  ought  to  be,  as  it  is, 
that  we  are  in  favor  of  all  American  products ;  but  as  to  going  into  the 
details  of  it,  why,  perhaps  Mr.  Welch,  who  is  sitting  there,  wants  to  say 
something  further  than  what  his  recommendation  states. 

President  Welch :  Mr.  Chairman,  some  years  ago  the  United  States 
Government  had  taken  means  to  grow  some  of  those  plants  and  bulbs 
that  we  import  extensively  every  year.  I  do  not  think  a  great  deal  of 
progress  has  been  made  along  that  line ;  but  it  is  the  opinion  of  a  great 
many  of  our  people  that  we  ought  to  arrange  with  the  United  States 
Government  some  means  by  which  these  goods  could  be  grown  here  in 
larger  number  than  in  the  past.  The  average  importation  of  goods  of 
that  kind  is  about  $2,000,000  a  year.  Now  we  all  know  that  for  the  next 
five  or  six  years,  even  though  the  war.  should  close,  that  we  cannot  get 
these  products  across,  and  with  the  many  opportunities  in  a  climatic 
way  that  we  have  here,  it  seems  to  me  that  a  great  part  of  those  goods 
could  be  grown  in  this  country  and  that  the  best  people  to  seek  advice 
from  in  regard  to  that  matter  would  be  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
who  undoubtedly  will  be  able  to  select  a  part  of  the  country  best 
adapted  for  the  purpose.  I  think  a  committee  of  three  who  would  work 
in  connection  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture  could  obtain  from 
them  the  proper  information  which  would  encourage  a  great  many  of 
our  men  to  go  into  this  work ;  besides,  if  there  are  $2,000,000  worth  of 
flowers  and  plants  grown  in  this  country  instead  of  being  imported 
annually,  you  can  understand  how  much  of  an  advantage  it  is  to  the 
business  here;  and  I  think  it  is  very  necessary  that  this  matter  should 
be  given  serious  consideration. 
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F.  W.  Taylor,  Denver,  Colo. :  I  move  that  we  endorse  the  position 
taken  by  our  President. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Nebr. 

A.  C.  Zvolanek,  Lompoc,  Cal. :  We  can  raise  anything  on  this 
Coast.  I  have  been  here  a  good  many  years.  I  have  tried  to  raise 
Lilies,  Tulips,  Hyacinths,  and  have  tested  them  out  alongside  the  Bel- 
gian productions,  and  I  cannot  see  any  difference  in  them.  We  can 
raise  even  Palms  here  much  better  and  cheaper  than  the  Belgians, 
because  the  Belgians  have  to  house  them  in  greenhouses.  But  the  ques- 
tion of  freight  charges  must  be  taken  into  account,  and  you  must  not 
forget  that  the  cost  of  freight  from  the  Coast  to  New  York  is  about  four 
times  as  high  as  from  Belgium  to  New  York.  Our  committee  should 
endeavor  to  have  the  Government  take  some  action  that  would  result  in 
special  freight  or  express  rates  on  this  class  of  shipments.  The  freight 
rate  is  the  worst  trouble  of  all  on  this  Coast.  We  are  burdened  with 
too  high  express  rates.  I  think  the  time  has  come  when  our  Society 
should  take  this  matter  up  of  getting  cheaper  freight  rates.  Even  the 
Japs  can  send  Tulips  much  cheaper  than  the  Washington  grower  can, 
from  New  York.    I  think  that  should  be  looked  into  and  remedied. 

Treasurer  W.  F.  Kasting  (in  the  chair)  :  That  is  a  very  good 
suggestion. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  The  United  States  has  been  doing  this 
very  thing  for  a  great  many  years,  not  only  for  the  florists  and  horti- 
culturists and  nurserymen,  but  for  agriculturists.  They  have  found  a 
great  deal  of  difficulty  in  interesting  people  who  ought  to  take  up  this 
subject  of  growing  home  products.  The  United  States  Bureau  of  Plant 
Distribution  at  the  present  time,  and  for  many  years,  has  been  bringing 
into  this  country  new  economic  plants.  To-day  you  can  go  to  the 
United  States  Government,  and  if  you  can  convince  them  that  you  have 
a  climate  and  soil  suited  for  testing  any  particular  new  plant  that  you 
want  to  buy,  they  will  contribute  small  plants  of  the  stock  for  trial. 
I  have  been  interested  myself  in  such  trials  for  some  years,  and  I  think 
a  number  of  other  nurserymen  have  as  to  the  question  whether  the 
United  States  Government  will  establish  special  experiment  stations  at 
various  points  to  demonstrate  whether  you  can  grow  Holland  bulbs  and 
other  nurserymen's  products.  This  has  already  been  done  in  the  State 
of  Washington.  I  doubt  if  they  will  establish  such  stations  everywhere, 
but  to-day  you  can  get  Bulletins  on  pretty  nearly  everything  that  we 
grow  in  the  florists'   line,  and   anyone  w^ho  wishes  to  undertake  the 
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growing  of  bulbs  can  get  all  the  information  available  as  soon  as  it  is 
ready  to  give  out.  I  think  that  most  of  the  Bulletins  are  free,  or  per- 
haps some  of  them  would  cost  you  not  more  than  five  cents;  and  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  look  into  the  question  and  ascertain  what 
information  is  already  in  print,  or  what  could  be  gotten  from  the 
Agricultural  Department,  would  be  in  order.  I  think  this  Society  could 
distribute  such  bulletins  to  those  best  situated  and  qualified  to  go  into 
this  business. 

Robert  Newcomb,  Chicago,  111. :  I  have  been  at  the  Burlingame, 
Washington,  Bulb  Farm  twice,  at  the  time  the  stock  was  in  flower, 
generally  when  the  bulbs  were  in  bloom.  The  Government  has  spent 
quite  a  great  deal  of  money  there;  but  the  price  of  labor  does  not 
begin  to  compare  with  the  price  of  Holland  labor.  They  can  produce 
bulbs,  but  they  do  not  mature  them  as  early  as  they  do  in  Holland,  and 
the  experiment  up  there  is  considered  a  failure.  It  is  quite  a  sight  to 
see.  They  grow  the  stuff  out  there,  but  so  far  as  producing,  marketing 
and  getting  it  into  the  hands  of  the  florists,  they  cannot  begin  to  com- 
pete with  Holland  prices.  We  cannot  employ  people  to  work  in  any 
kind  of  fields  to  compete  with  labor  in  Holland,  and  on  the  labor  basis 
alone  it  is  considered  a  sort  of  failure.  Another  thing,  you  cannot  get 
any  information  up  there.  They  are  as  crabbed  people  as  you  ever  met ; 
they  have  a  lot  of  hirelings  and  they  will  tell  you  not  to  touch  any 
plants,  and  if  you  try  to  inquire  which  variety  of  bulbs  will  be  the 
best,  you  do  not  get  any  information.  That  is  what  you  meet  with 
when  you  start  out  to  deal  with  people  that  we  have  in  the  Govern- 
ment. If  they  would  put  people  in  there  that  would  have  brains  enough 
to  converse  with  intelligent  people  about  matters,  there  might  be  some- 
thing in  it.  I  made  two  trips  up  there,  thinking  possibly  I  would  en- 
counter somebody  that  knew  something  about  it;  but  I  did  not,  and  I 
failed  to  find  out  what  variety  of  bulbs  or  Hyacinths  did  best  up  there ; 
but  I  did  learn  from  local  people  that  they  cannot  compete  on  account 
of  the  cost  of  labor. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  I  have  had  quite  some  experience  with 
Government  officials,  and  I  have  never  had  any  trouble  in  getting 
information  if  I  went  to  the  right  place.  You  know  well  that  a  man 
who  is  working  on  an  experiment  for  the  Government  has  his  mouth 
shut  until  he  turns  the  results  in  to  the  proper  official,  and  when  com- 
pleted the  information  is  given  out  in  the  form  of  a  Bulletin.  That  is 
the  way  to  get  information  from  the  Government.    I  have  never  had  the 
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slightest  difficulty  in  getting  any  information  the  Government  was 
ready  to  give  out.  It  is  like  a  physician  working  on  a  cure  for 
consumption :  he  is  not  going  to  give  out  the  results  until  he  is  sure  of 
his  ground,  and  then  he  gives  it  out  through  some  regularly  recognized 
way.  I  do  not  think  there  will  be  any  trouble  getting  information  when- 
ever the  informant  is  in  shape  to  give  it  to  everybody,  but  parties  who 
go  there  with  the  purpose  of  getting  information  in  advance  of  the 
regular  time  of  giving  it  out,  will  undoubtedly  meet  with  disappoint- 
ment. 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :  We  all  know  that  we  cannot 
compete  with  foreign  labor  in  some  lines,  so  what  reason  is  there  for 
discussing  that?  So  far  as  obtaining  information  from  the  Government 
officials,  any  one  that  wants  that  information,  to  the  best  of  my  knowl- 
edge and  belief,  will  find  it  at  his  disposal  if  he  applies  to  the  right 
place  to  get  it.  I  happen  to  know  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
with  all  its  ramifications,  does  more  for  mankind  than  any  other  De- 
partment on  God's  green  earth  to  make  life  easier  and  better.  They 
have  nearly  800  acres  at  the  National  Capital,  and  experiment  stations 
all  over  the  country,  where  they  do  lots  of  valuable  experimental  work. 
The  information  is  there  for  the  asking.  But  as  long  as  labor  is 
cheaper  elsewhere,  you  cannot  compete  in  that  particular,  no  matter 
how  good  your  bulbs  are.  Again,  the  freight  from  Europe  to  America 
is  cheaper  than  the  railroad  fare  in  our  own  country.  What  is  the  use 
in  taking  up  any  further  time  in  the  discussion  of  this  matter.  I  feel 
sorry  that  any  member  of  this  Society  should  get  up  and  make  state- 
ments about  "hirelings"  or  "underlings."  I  think  they  are  absolutely 
unwarranted.  In  my  experience,  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States  down,  I  have  always  been  given  all  the  information  I  have 
sought  for  within  reason,  and  any  member  of  this  Society  has  the  same 
privilege  to  apply  to  the  Department  and  receive  advice. 

William  F.  Kasting  (in  the  chair)  :  There  is  a  question  before  the 
house.  All  in  favor  will  say  "Aye,"  those  opposed,  "No."  It  is  carried. 
That  is  the  recommendation  of  the  committee. 

Chairman  Asmus  read  the  official  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee, viz. : 


IMPROVED  VOTING  METHOD  IN  ANNUAL  ELECTIONS. 

"We  endorse  and  recommend  concurrence  in  the  following  recom- 
mendations of  President  Welch,  and  their  submission  to  the  same  com- 
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mittee  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  to  incorporate  in  a  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution,  to  wit : 

That  for  election  purposes  a  list  of  the  members  of  this  Society  be 
alphabetically  arranged  in  four  books : 

Book  No.  1  to  include  all  names  beginning  with  the  letter  "A"  and 
ending  with  the  letter  "D." 

Book  No.  2  to  include  all  names  of  members  beginning  with  the 
letter  "E"  and  ending  with  the  letter  "K." 

Book  No.  3  to  include  all  names  beginning  with  the  letter  "L"  and 
ending  with  the  letter  "R." 

Book  No.  4  to  include  all  names  beginning  with  the  letter  "S"  and 
ending  with  the  letter  "Z." 

One  teller  to  be  appointed  to  check  the  names  listed  in  each  book, 
also  one  to  receive  the  ballots. 

On  motion,  the  foregoing  recommendation  was  adopted  as  read. 

President  Welch  now  resumed  the  chair. 

NOMINATION  OF  OFFICERS. 

President  Welch:  The  next  business  is  nominations  of  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year.    Nominations  for  president  are  in  order. 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :  Mr.  President,  and  gentlemen 
of  the  Convention,  I  wish  to  place  in  nomination  a  gentleman  who  has 
had  wide  experience  in  various  branches  of  our  profession.  I  have 
known  him  some  twenty  odd  years  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  and  other 
States  of  the  Union.  In  recent  years  he  has  been  one  of  the  leading 
spirits,  doing  everything  that  is  best  not  only  for  his  own  community, 
but  for  the  benefit  of  floriculture,  horticulture,  and  agriculture  at  large ; 
and  the  successful  Convention  that  is  being  held  in  the  city  of  San 
Francisco  at  present  is  largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  gentleman  that 
I  wish  to  place  in  nomination  for  president  of  this  organization  for  the 
ensuing  year,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  nominating  Mr.  Daniel  MacRorie, 
who  signifies  in  his  physique  just  what  the  man  represents.  (Applause.) 
He  is  broad  in  his  ideas,  broad  in  what  he  wants  to  do  for  the  Society, 
and  there  is  not  any  doubt  about  his  believing  in  these  things,  and  he 
practices  what  is  preached  by  his  corporosity  as  he  sits  there.  We  trust 
that  Mr.  MacRorie  may  be  unanimously  elected  president  of  the  Society 
to  succeed  our  present  incumbent. 
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Henry  W.  Kruckeberg,  Los  Angeles,  Cal. :  Mr.  President  and  gentle- 
men of  the  Convention,  on  behalf  of  the  California  members,  and  of  the 
delegates  from  California  on  the  floor,  I  have  been  delegated  to  second 
the  nomination  of  Mr.  MacRorie  for  president  of  this  organization  for 
1916.  In  so  doing  I  feel  frightfully  diflSdent,  because  I  am  one  of  the 
youngest  members  of  the  organization,  due  to  the  praiseworthy  elo- 
quence of  the  man  who  has  landed  you  117  new  members  in  California 
this  year.  In  placing  him  in  nomination,  looking  at  his  rotund  form, 
listening  to  his  booming  voice,  seeing  his  smiling  countenance,  and  in- 
spired by  his  good  fellowship  and  the  optimism  that  he  has  displayed 
in  building  up  both  floriculture  and  horticulture  in  all  its  branches,  I 
feel  that  we  have  a  candidate  who  is  broad  in  his  ideas  and  not  sec- 
tional, and  that  he  will  represent  the  Society  as  a  national  organiza- 
tion, and  will  take  care  that  all  the  interests  of  all  the  States  will  be 
fully  conserved.     I  thank  you. 

Ex-President  William  F.  Kasting.  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  I  move  that 
nominations  be  closed. 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

President  Welch :  Mr.  Daniel  MacRorie  is  now  placed  in  nomina- 
tion.    It  is  moved  that  nominations  now  close. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

President  Welch :    Nominations  are  now  in  order  for  vice-president. 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo :  I  think  it  has  been  the  custom  for  a 
great  many  years  to  elect  the  vice-president  from  the  city  in  which  the 
Society  will  meet  the  following  year.  I  take  great  pleasure  in  nominat- 
ing Mr.  Robert  C.  Kerr,  of  Houston,  Texas.  He,  as  many  of  you  of 
course  know,  is  a  wide-awake,  up-to-date  florist.  I  am  sure  he  will 
flll  the  office  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  the  members.  He  is  also  at  the 
present  time  president  of  the  Texas  Florists'  Association,  and  also 
president  of  the  Houston  Florists'  Club,  and  vice-president  of  the 
Rotary  Club.  He  is  also  a  very  important  members  of  our  Board  of 
Directors;  so  that  I  am  sure  that  the  Society  will  not  make  a  mistake 
in  electing  Mr.  Kerr  of  Houston  as  its  vice-president. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Nebr. :  I  second  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Kerr. 
I  have  found  him  a  very  up-to-date,  progressive  and  live  wire.  I  think 
in  him  you  will  have  the  right  man  in  the  right  place. 
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Ex-President  William  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  I  just  want  to 
say  that  I  formed  the  acquaintance  of  Mr.  Kerr  a  few  years  ago,  and  I 
think  he  is  one  of  the  most  hustling  florists  that  we  have  in  our  Society 
to-day.  I  do  not  think  you  will  ever  regret  going  to  visit  this  gentleman 
at  Houston,  Texas.  He  is  always  at  work.  I  got  acquainted  with  him 
through  the  Rotary  organization.  He  is  a  live  wire.  I  understand  that 
sickness  kept  him  away,  otherwise  he  would  have  been  here.  I  endorse 
the  nomination  of  Mr.  Kerr  for  vice-president,  and  move  that  nomina- 
tions be  closed. 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

President  Welch :  Mr.  Robert  C.  Kerr  of  Houston,  Texas,  is  nomi- 
nated for  vice-president,  and  there  is  a  motion  to  close  the  nominations. 
All  in  favor  will  say  "Aye,"  those  opposed,  "No." 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

President  Welch:    Nominations  for  secretary  are  now  in  order. 

J.  A.  Peterson,  Cincinnati,  Ohio :  I  take  pleasure  in  nominating 
our  present  secretary,  Mr.  John  Young. 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :  I  second  the  nomination.  Yoii 
will  never  get  a  better  one. 

President  Welch :  Mr.  John  Young  of  New  York  City  is  nominated 
for  secretary  for  the  ensuing  year. 

D.  Raymond,  Oakland,  Cal. :  I  take  pleasure  in  nominating  a  man 
who  I  believe  is  equally  well  known  East,  West,  North  and  South; 
a  man  who  has  done  as  much  and  made  as  many  personal  sacrifices  for 
the  uplift  and  upbuilding  of  this  Society  as  any  man  in  the  organiza- 
tion.    I  nominate  John  R.  Fotheringham  for  secretary. 

H.  A.  Hyde,  Watsonburg,  Cal. :  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  second  the 
nomination. 

President  Welch:  Mr.  John  R.  Fotheringham  is  nominated  for 
secretary,  and  the  nomination  has  been  duly  seconded. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  I  move  that  nominations 
close. 

Motion  seconded,  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

President  Welch :  The  next  office  to  select  is  that  of  treasurer  of 
this  Society  for  the  ensuing  year.  Nominations  are  now  in  order  for 
treasurer. 
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Ex-Pi'esident  George  Asmus,  Chicago,  111. :  I  feel  that  I  am  dis- 
charging an  actual  duty  to  the  organization  in  placing  in  nomination 
a  man  who  has  done  more,  in  my  estimation,  to  build  up  the  Society  of 
American  Florists  than  any  other  man  in  the  organization  that  I  know 
of ;  a  man  who  has  been  the  watch-dog  of  our  treasury ;  a  man  who  has 
always  had  its  interests  at  heart;  a  man  who  has  been  unselfish  and 
untiring  in  his  efforts  in  our  behalf — our  present  incumbent.  I  place 
in  nomination  with  pleasure  my  dear  friend,  William  F.  Kasting  of 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.     (Applause.) 

The  nomination  was  seconded. 

President  Welch:  William  F.  Kasting  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  is  placed 
in  nomination  for  treasurer,  and  the  nomination  is  seconded. 

On  motion,  nominations  for  treasurer  were  now  closed. 

President  Welch:  Nominations  for  treasurer  are  now  closed. 
Gentlemen,  the  officers  nominated  are  as  follows :  For  president,  Daniel 
MacRorie,  of  the  State  of  California ;  for  vice-president,  Robert  C.  Kerr, 
of  Houston  in  the  State  of  Texas;  for  secretary,  John  Young,  of  New 
York;  and  John  R.  Fotheringham — does  he  belong  in  this  State?  It 
does  not  matter  anyway ;  for  treasurer,  William  F.  Kasting,  of  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.  Ballots  will  be  prepared  by  which  you  gentlemen  can  vote  be- 
tween the  hours  of  11  and  12  o'clock  to-morrow  morning  in  this  hall. 
The  polls  will  be  opened  at  11  o'clock  and  close  at  12  o'clock.  Every- 
body then  in  line  will  be  permitted  to  vote. 

Robert  Pyle,  West  Grove,  Pa. :  If  it  would  be  an  appropriate  time 
now,  Mr.  President,  I  would  offer  a  resolution.  There  is  in  this  State 
a  man  who  is  well  known  to  us  of  the  East.  He  is  unable  to  be  with 
us  at  this  Convention,  and  I  fear  may  not  be  able  to  attend  any  other 
convention.  I  would  like  to  offer  a  resolution  that  our  officers  send  to 
Edwin  Lonsdale  (Pioneer  Member)  the  following:  "The  Society  of 
American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists  in  Convention  as- 
sembled at  San  Francisco,  sends  to  you  its  heartiest  sympathy  and  good 
wishes,  with  regret  that  you  cannot  be  with  us."  I  move  that  such  a 
communication  be  sent  signed  by  the  officers  of  this  Association,  Mr. 
President. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  I  want  to  heartily  second 
that.  Mr.  Lonsdale  in  the  early  days  of  this  Society  was  our  secretary, 
and  a  very  efficient  one.  I  believe  he  was  also  president  of  this  Asso- 
ciation, and  I  tell  you  that  to  know  Edwin  Lonsdale  was  to  know  a 
true  and  tried  man,  a  nobleman  in  every  sense  of  the  word.     I  want  to 
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second  this  resolution  that  has  been  presented,  and  I  want  every  one  ol' 
us  to  stand  up  and  vote  for  it. 

Ex-President  William  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  You  bet  we  will— 
for  good  old  Ed. 

The  resolution  carried  by  unanimous  and  rising  vote. 

Benjamin  Hammond,  Beacon,  N.  Y. :  May  I  ask  that  a  similar  reso- 
lution be  offered  on  behalf  of  Wallace  R.  Pierson,  who,  as  is  probably 
well  known  to  every  member  here,  has  been  president  for  the  past  two 
years  of  the  American  Rose  Society,  and  who  has  been  taken  seriously 
ill  and  is  now  confined  to  his  bed  in  the  Adler  Sanitarium  in  this  city. 
I  would  ask  that  a  similar  expression  from  this  Society  be  incorporated 
in  the  resolution  presented  by  Mr.  Pyle. 

Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Nebr.,  and  carried  by 
rising  and  unanimous  vote. 

Ex-President  W.  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  While  you  are  on  this 
subject,  I  think  the  Society  should  adopt  suitable  resolutions  on  the 
death  of  our  Botanist,  Professor  J.  F.  Cowell,  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  He 
was  well  known  to  you  all.  You  know  that  he  was  always  ready  and 
willing  to  do  a  great  deal  of  work  for  the  Society.  I  move  that  a 
committee  be  appointed  to  draft  suitable  resolutions,  of  which  Mr. 
Theodore  Wirth  be  made  chairman,  because  he  was  well  acquainted 
with  Professor  Cowell ;  the  committee  to  make  report  at  our  final  session 
to-morrow  morning. 

Motion  seconded  by  Ex-President  Asmus,  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

President  Welch:  I  will  appoint  on  that  committee  Messrs.  E.  G. 
Hill,  C.  W.  Ward  and  George  Asmus,  to  report  to-morrow  morning. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  I  will  have  to  ask  to  be  excused,  because 
I  have  a  business  engagement  that  will  take  my  entire  time  this  after- 
noon. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  I  suggest  that  you  ap- 
point Mr.  Kasting,  who  has  known  the  Professor  for  a  great  many  years. 

President  Welch:  Mr.  Kasting  will  be  on  instead  of  Mr.  Ward, 
who  resigns.  Mr.  Wirth  wants  to  address  the  Convention.  He  has 
the  Chair's  permission  to  now  do  so. 

Ex-President  Theodore  Wirth,  Minneapolis,  Minn.:  Gentlemen,  I 
have  been  requested  by  the  convention  of  the  American  Association  of 
Park  Superintendents  to  invite  you  to  attend  a  stereopticon  lecture 
which  will  be  delivered  by  Mr.  Samuel  E.  Hill  before  the  Park  Superin- 
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tendents'  convention  at  4  o'clock  this  afternoon,  at  the  other  end  of 
this  floor.  Mr.  Hill  is  quite  a  prominent  citizen  of  the  Coast,  and  he 
has  a  wonderful  collection  of  slides  on  road-building,  also  an  excellent 
collection  of  slides  of  the  flower  Paradise  Valley  of  Mount  Tacoma. 
I  am  sure  you  will  all  be  interested.  I  hope  as  many  of  you  as  pos- 
sible will  be  there  at  4  o'clock  to  listen  to  the  lecture  and  see  Mr.  Hill's 
wonderful  slides. 

Secretary  Young :  I  move,  Mr.  President,  that  the  invitation  of  the 
Park  Superintendents  to  visit  their  convention  and  take  in  this  fine 
lecture  be  accepted  with  thanks. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

President  Welch :    The  invitation  is  accepted  with  thanks. 

Vice-President  Daniel  MacRorie,  San  Francisco,  Cal. :  Mr.  Presi- 
dent and  gentlemen:  Friday  is  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  Day  at  the  Exposi- 
tion, and  President  C.  C.  Moore  desires  you  to  meet  in  a  body  at  the 
Scott  street  entrance  to  the  Exposition  at  10  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
where  he  will  meet  and  escort  you  to  the  South  Garden,  and  there 
present  the  Society  with  a  bronze  plaque.  An  address  will  be  made  by 
C.  W.  Ward  of  Eureka.  I  hope  you  will  all  attend  and  that  you  will 
bring  as  many  as  possible  along  with  you. 

President  Welch:  Gentlemen,  William  F.  Kasting  of  Buffalo  will 
now  address  you  on  the  subject  of  "Are  not  Insurance  Rates  on  Modern 
Greenhouse  Establishments  Too  High,  In  View  of  the  Lighter  Risks 
Accruing  From  Better  and  Less  Dangerous  Construction?" 

Ex-President  William  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  Mr.  President 
and  members,  I  will  only  take  about  five  minutes  on  this  matter.  I  hap- 
pen to  have  the  honor  of  being  president  of  an  insurance  company,  so 
that  I  know  what  I  am  talking  about. 

DISCUSSION:      "ARE    NOT    INSURANCE     RATES     ON    MODERN 

GREENHOUSE  ESTABLISHMENTS  TOO  HIGH,   IN  VIEW  OF 

THE    LIGHTER   RISKS   ACCRUING   FROM   BETTER   AND 

LESS  DANGEROUS  CONSTRUCTION?"     LED  BY 

WM.  F.  KASTING. 

Mr.  Kasting:  The  subject  of  my  remarks  is  "Greenhouses,"  and 
it  is  my  purpose  to  present,  briefly,  my  views  as  applied  to  fire  insur- 
ance rates  on  both  the  buildings  and  their  contents.  It  has  not  been 
possible,  owing  to  pressure  of  time,  to  familiarize  myself  with  condi- 
tions as  fully  as  has  been  my  desire,  yet  I  will  say  that  the  time  has 
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arrived  when  a  revision  of  fire  insurance  rates  on  commercial  green- 
houses and  their  contents  is  due  us.  Before  offering  any  suggestion 
which  might  be  adopted  as  a  remedy,  or  lead  to  giving  this  matter  the 
official  attention  of  our  Society,  I  must  ask  your  kind  indulgence,  while 
I  shall  endeavor  to  illustrate  existing  conditions. 

Of  course,  we  all  know  of  the  first-class  commercial  greenhouse, 
built  of  brick,  stone  or  re-enforced  concrete.  We  also  know  that  green- 
houses are  built  of  brick  with  metal  frames.  I  will  also  make  reference 
to  greenhouses  of  frame  construction,  the  iron  sheathed,  and  to  the  iron- 
clad greenhouse  having  frame  skeleton.  We  know  also  of  brick  veneer, 
of  tile,  of  terra-cotta,  and  of  cement  block  construction  of  greenhouses. 
In  the  greenhouses  of  good  or  superior  construction,  the  heating  or 
power  plant  is  usually  found  detached,  that  is,  it  is  located  in  a  separate 
building.  If  it  happens  that  it  is  not  detached,  it  is  usually  cut  off, 
by  which  is  meant  that  while  the  heating  apparatus  may  be  located  in 
the  same  building,  it  is  separated  by  a  wall  that  is  at  east  fire  resistive. 
In  the  construction  of  this  class  of  greenhouse,  consideration  is  usually 
given,  when  the  fire  hazard  is  entertained,  to  the  matter  of  area,  and 
endeavors  are  made  to  avoid  congestion.  Then,  also,  if  the  plant  is 
located  outside  of  protection  of  the  fire  department,  greenhouses  of  the 
class  of  which  I  am  speaking  usually  fortify  themselves  with  some  pro- 
tection of  their  own.  There  are  frequent  instances  where  this  private 
protection  can  be  found  in  houses  located  within  the  limits  of  public 
protection.  Good  order  and  excellent  cleanliness  go  hand  in  hand  with 
establishments  of  this  sort,  and  the  fire  hazard  in  them  is  reduced  to 
the  minimum,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  the  one  that  they  are  doing 
business  and  are  in  continuous  operation,  necessitating  the  presence  of 
at  least  one  man  on  the  premises,  days,  nights  and  Sundays,  during  the 
entire  growing  season,  which  we  all  know  covers  the  major  portion  of 
the  year.  I  have  now  endeavored  to  portray  for  you  the  average  first- 
class  greenhouse,  the  one  which  from  the  fire  insurance  company's 
standpoint  is  a  desirable  risk  to  assume.  So,  then,  we  come  down  to  the 
question  of  rates  on  this  first-class  risk.  In  my  estimation  these  rates 
are  discriminatory.    No  doubt  many  of  you  have  similar  conclusions. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  greenhouse  risk  is  too  broadly  classified  by 
the  fire  insurance  companies.  By  that  I  mean,  and  there  is  every  indi- 
cation— and  with  not  so  many  exceptions,  this  actually  exists — that 
greenhouses  are  thrown  into  about  three  broad  classes;  and,  generally 
speaking,  your  risk  will  carry  the  general  rate  of  the  class  into  which  it 
fits  under  the  present  classifications.  The  discrimination  occurs  princi- 
pally in  the  case  of  the  class  of  risks  I  have  described  to  you  earlier, 
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and  is  due,  in  my  opinion,  to  a  failure  on  the  part  of  the  rating  organi- 
zations to  give  due  consideration  to  our  individual  risks.  For  that 
reason,  I  am  advocating  that  our  Society  treat  with  the  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters  and  other  insurance  rating  organizations  in  this 
matter,  for  the  purpose  of  attaining  specific  rating  for  each  and  every 
greenhouse.  While  at  present  specific  rating  exists  in  some  sections  of 
the  country,  I  understand  it  is  not  generally  practiced  and  therefore  it 
seems  most  advisable  that  we  commence  negotiations  that  will  give  us 
fair  rates  on  our  houses  and  their  contents.  Of  course,  regardless  of 
any  adjustments  in  rates  that  we  may  receive  as  a  result  of  our 
negotiations,  we  cannot  expect,  owing  to  the  fact  that  so  much  glass  is 
used  in  the  construction  of  our  buildings  and  so  much  of  their  contents 
are  of  a  delicate  nature,  I  say,  for  these  reasons  we  cannot  expect  our 
rates  to  be  adjusted  to  where  they  will  be  on  a  par  with  ordinary  mer- 
cantile or  manufacturing  risks.  The  experience  of  fire  insurance  com- 
panies with  our  class  of  risks  has  been  that  in  cases  where  fires  have 
occurred,  they  have  had  to  pay  heavier  losses  by  reason  of  the  care- 
lessness of  fire  departments  when  directing  their  streams  of  water.  If  a 
fire  should  occur  in  one  house  and  streams  were  directed  against  it, 
or  through  it,  by  the  breakage  of  glass,  the  companies  suffer  additional 
loss  if  any  water  stream  strikes  adjoining  houses  where  fire  might  not 
occur.  Then,  again,  there  is  a  material  hazard  by  reason  of  smoke 
damage  to  our  perishable  contents.  In  endeavoring,  therefore,  to  obtain 
an  adjustment  of  our  rates,  we  must  not  fail  to  recognize  these  two 
factors.  But  I  do  want  to  reiterate  that  some  adjustment  is  due  us 
throughout  the  country,  and  especially  on  the  better  class  of  risks,  and 
I  say  consideration  of  this  important  matter  should  have  initial  atten- 
tion while  we  are  here  assembled. 


DISCUSSION. 

J.  G.  Esler,  Sec'y  Florists'  Hail  Association:  I  believe  the  paper 
applies  to  New  York  State  largely,  and  would  like  to  ask  if  you  have 
a  rating  bureau  in  New  York? 

Ex-President  W.  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :    Yes,  sir. 

J.  G.  Esler:    What  is  your  basic  rate? 

Ex-President  W.  F.  Kasting :  I  do  not  know  the  detail,  but  you  all 
know  you  pay  |2.o0. 

J.  G.  Esler:  There  is  a  different  rating  in  the  different  States. 
A  good  many  States  have  rating  bureaus.    In  the  State  of  New  Jersey

we  liave  a  rating  bureau  that  has  a  basic  rate  of  20  per  cent.,  every  man 
making  his  own  risk ;  if  he  has  a  good  chimney,  he  gets  credit  for  that ; 
if  he  has  a  bad  chimney,  he  is  fined  so  much  on  his  rates.  These  rates 
have  to  be  filed  with  the  Committee  on  Banking  and  Insurance.  The 
endeavor  of  the  New  Jersey  law  is  to  make  every  man  more  careful  in 
all  classes  of  insurance ;  he  can  make  his  own  insurance  high,  or  he  can 
make  it  low,  just  as  he  sees  fit.  In  the  State  of  Ohio  I  believe  they 
have  a  law  that  any  foreign  company  that  comes  into  the  State  to  do 
insurance  and  is  not  registered  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  causes  every 
member  that  insures  with  that  company  to  pay  a  5  per  cent,  penalty  to 
the  State  on  his  premium.  There  are  florists'  laws  in  various  States, 
almost  all  of  them  different;  you  would  have  a  very  hard  job  to  keep 
track  of  the  whole  thing  unless  you  sent  a  committee  all  over  the 
country  to  keep  in  touch  with  all  the  laws  of  the  different  States.  It 
might  be  well  to  have  such  a  committee  that  might  be  appealed  to. 

W.  F.  Kasting :  I  did  not  get  all  the  details,  but  I  will  get  them  later, 
as  I  am  connected  with  the  whole  country  through  one  company,  and  I 
can  talk  for  New  York  and  Pennsylvania.  I  think  I  know  Pennsylvania. 
I  do  not  think  you  have  any  rating  less  than  $2.25  there.  I  do  not 
know  what  you  have  in  New  Jersey.  You  are  perfectly  right,  that  it 
depends  upon  the  florists.  That  is  why  I  say  the  Society  should  take  it 
up  with  the  Boards  of  Fire  Underwriters.  In  most  places  they  pay 
$2.50  per  $100,  which  is  too  much ;  and  under  new  methods  of  construc- 
tion of  greenhouses  and  the  way  their  places  are  arranged  at  present, 
florists  should  do  something  with  the  boards  of  underwriters  to  get  a 
better  rate.  Of  course,  many  florists  are  forced  to  carry  a  little  insur- 
ance because  they  probably  have  a  little  mortgage  on  their  place;  and 
if  you  pay  $2.50  or  $2.25  on  a  plant  where  you  have  the  boiler  house 
separate  and  alongside  of  the  house,  and  you  have  a  fireman  on  duty 
all  night  making  his  rounds  every  hour,  if  there  was  any  fire  he  could 
detect  it.  There  is  no  establishment  in  the  country  or  city  that  has 
not  a  hose  on  hand,  so  that  before  the  fire  spreads  they  could  control 
it.  For  these  reasons  I  believe  that  when  florists  are  asked  to  pay 
$2.25  or  $2.50,  it  is  in  most  cases  too  much.  These  rates  have  been  fixed 
based  upon  the  experience  with  smaller  places  with  fires,  which,  as  I 
have  learned  from  some  big  business  men,  have  been  total  losses.  Under 
the  new  modern  plan  of  building  greenhouses  these  rates  should  be  less, 
and  the  fiorists  should  take  this  up  with  fire  boards  and  get  the  rates 
adjusted.  Those  that  are  bright  enough  can  ask  them  to  look  around, 
and  ask,  "What  can  you  take  off  if  I  put  in  this  or  that  improvement?" 
I  have  had  the  rate  on  my  own  building  cut  down  from  $2.10  to  $1.57. 
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just  by  making  a  few  minor  cLianges.  But  tlie  majority  of  florists  have 
not  done  that,  and  I  think  this  Society  could  afford  to  have  a  committee 
to  take  this  up  with  these  different  boards  and  insist  that  they  go  over 
the  plants  and  inspect  them.  Plenty  of  florists  around  the  country  are 
carrying  their  own  insurance  because  the  rate  is  so  high,  due  to  the 
fact  that  a  few  losses  have  proved  total  losses.  I  believe  it  would  be 
a  good  plan  to  discuss  this  question,  and  as  I  am  connected  with  an 
insurance  company,  I  thought  I  would  give  the  Society  the  benefit  of  my 
experience  in  that  line. 

J.  G.  Esler :  I  think  our  best  rates  in  New  Jersey  are  about  $1.75. 
I  will  say  that  the  fire  underwriters  have  not  the  slightest  thing  to  do 
with  making  rates  in  New  Jersey.  Rates  are  made  by  the  State  Bureau 
authorized  by  law.  It  would  be  a  good  idea  if  this  committee  in  such 
States  as  New  Jersey  would  advise  the  florists  as  to  how  they  should 
build  in  order  to  secure  these  rates.  The  underwriters  of  New  Jersey 
have  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  these  rates. 

Ex-President  George  Asmus  now  took  the  chair. 

Ex-President  George  Asmus,  Chicago,  111. :  In  the  State  of  Illinois 
it  works  differently.  I  went  before  the  Board  of  Underwriters  there, 
and  their  claim  is  that  $100  in  the  boiler  shed  would  mean  $100,000  in 
the  greenhouse.  I  believe  if  you  were  to  appoint  a  committee  selected 
from  all  parts  of  the  country  to  take  up  this  matter,  they  would  accom- 
plish something.  What  is  your  pleasure  with  the  paper?  Do  you  wish 
to  receive  it  and  have  it  made  part  of  the  record? 

On  motion,  the  paper  was  received  and  ordered  made  part  of  the 
records. 

Ex-President  George  Asmus  (in  the  chair)  :  Mr.  Young  will  be  next 
recognized,  to  read  Mr.  Irwin  Bertermann's  report  on  National  Publicity. 


REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    NATIONAL    PUBLICITY. 

National  publicity  is  a  much  talked  of  problem  hard  to  solve,  yet 
with  wonderful  possibilities  and  a  great  future,  particularly  in  the  field 
of  the  florists'  profession. 

As  a  sequence  to  the  talk  of  Mr.  Philip  Breitmeyer  during  the 
Board  of  Directors'  meeting  at  Chicago,  March  2d,  our  President  ap- 
pointed the  following  gentlemen,  George  Burton,  Irwin  Bertermann  and 
W.  F.  Kasting,  as  a  committee  to  deal  with  the  problem.  Little  has 
been  done  further  than  making  the  folio  wine  report,  which  we  trust 
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may  have  a  stimulating  effect  in  an  undertaking  our  National  Society 
stands  much  in  need  of. 

Large  appropriations  for  the  furtherance  of  publicity  throughout 
the  land  are  impractical  from  a  financial  standpoint,  and  unless  care- 
fully safeguarded  and  given  detail  attention,  there  is  much  liability 
that  a  large  percentage  of  the  same  be  wasted.  Advertising  experts  of 
the  larger  cities  have  in  several  instances  made  suggestions  to  promi- 
nent members  of  the  S.  A.  F.  in  regard  to  national  publicity.  In  the 
main,  their  ideas  were  practical  and  would  no  doubt  bring  results,  but 
it  was  also  very  evident  that  the  cost  of  the  same  was  at  no  time  in 
accord  with  the  measure  of  direct  returns  receivable  by  the  florist  fi'a- 
ternity.  In  fact,  one  prominent  expert  had  it  that  $25,000  would  be  a 
very  reasonable  sum  with  which  to  start  in  the  city  of  New  York.  This, 
of  course,  sounds  well,  and  no  doubt  would  be  of  immense  value,  but  at 
the  same  time  it  would  be  impossible  to  carry  such  a  project  forward 
through  the  country. 

One  of  the  self-evident  features  that  has  brought  itself  clearly  to 
the  front  in  the  past  few  years  is  the  following :  That  the  great  national 
flower  shows  given  in  larger  centers,  the  extensive  advertising  cam- 
paigns of  the  larger  individual  firms  of  the  country,  and  the  national 
publicity  campaign  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  show  that  there 
is  a  great  wealth  of  strength  in  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  itself,  that  we 
have  a  strong  advertising  feature  to  stand  on  within  our  organization. 

There  are  approximately  two  thousand  of  the  better  florists  through- 
out the  country  closely  united,  willing,  and  only  waiting  the  proper 
call  to  send  forth  the  proper  issues  before  the  public.  It  is  true  that 
one  florist  hasn't  the  strength  in  the  smallest  fraction  of  a  large  news- 
paper ;  but  one  individual  florist  has  within  himself  the  power  to  carry 
forward  a  campaign  which  will  interest  thousands  of  people. 

The  florists  of  a  large  city  like  Chicago  alone,  if  properly  united  on 
a  single  subject,  can  place  the  same  before  its  immense  population.  This 
is  shown  in  the  newspaper  features  of  united  florist  advertising  in 
Detroit,  Cleveland  and  Philadelphia  newspapers. 

It  is  the  firm  belief  of  this  committee  that  if  any  special  line  of 
advertising  be  taken  up  and  set  before  the  members  of  this  organization 
in  the  proper  manner,  the  advertising  will  be  carried  throughout  the 
breadth  of  the  country  and  the  expense  from  the  parent  source  entirely 
within  the  reasonable  bounds  to  be  expected. 

A  few  hundred  dollars  expended  by  this  organization,  or  obtained 
collectively  from  individuals,  in  properly  placing  an  outline  before  its 
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members  and  iu  aiding  them  to  carry  it  out,  will  witliin  a  reasonable 
time  make  its  appearance  possible  as  a  national  message  to  the  flower- 
buying  public.  This  has  been  clearly  demonstrated  through  the  efforts 
of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery,  each  individual  member  using 
feature  advertising  on  his  letter  heads,  on  a  majority  of  one  million 
folders,  or  in  his  advertising  space  in  newspapers  and  periodicals.  This 
same  plan  can  easily  be  carried  forward,  as  there  is  not  a  member  of 
you  who  is  not  willing  to  aid  the  parent  association  and  himself  in 
such  a  manner.  The  sum  of  money  expended  at  the  start,  whether  it 
be  one  thousand  dollars  or  five  thousand  dollars,  will  easily  return  to 
the  source  in  the  way  of  strength  and  influence,  or  in  membership 
itself,  for  every  one  connected  will  be  pleased  with  the  results  and 
satisfied  with  the  good  accomplished. 

We  say,  confidently,  that  if  the  Society  of  American  Florists  wants 
its  members  to  sell  a  particular  flower  next  Christmas,  or  if  it  wants  a 
certain  line  featured,  or  if  it  has  any  publicity  of  any  special  nature  in 
mind,  it  can  safely  do  so  through  its  membership,  and  at  a  cost  that  is 
less  than  one-twentieth  of  what  would  be  charged  by  any  professionals 
who  are  interested  in  doing  the  work  without  the  aid  of  two  thousand 
florists  themselves. 

It  did  not  take  long  for  the  Madame  Russell  Rose  to  be  known 
generally.  Why?  Because  thousands  of  florists  boosted  it.  Neither 
would  it  take  long  for  any  worthy  publicity  to  reach  the  public  if 
handled  along  the  same  lines. 

The  coming  great  Philadelphia  Show  will  in  itself  add  a  stimulus 
to  the  local  flower  business,  and  with  an  advertising  secretary  of  the 
S.  A.  F.  acting  with  its  members  themselves,  publicity  space  could  be 
procured  for  a  few  dollars  that  could  not  be  had  for  a  larger  sum  in  a 
direct  manner.  Many  new,  also  immensely  worthy  exhibits  will  be 
shown  there,  and  great  good  will  come  to  this  organization  and  financial 
benefit  to  the  trade  if  this  be  used  as  a  small  instance,  by  every  florist 
in  his  dealing  with  the  public.

Ex-President  George  Asmus  (in  the  chair)  :  What  is  your  pleasure 
with  this  report?  Do  you  wish  to  discuss  it?  Perhaps  those  of  you 
who  were  here  during  the  discussion  of  the  President's  annual  address 
will  remember  that  he  suggested  a  Committee  on  Publicity  to  be  ap- 
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pointed  by  the  Executive  Board.  I  think  that  a  Committee  on  Publicity 
is  virtually  what  they  are  asking  for  here.  I  think  it  will  be  taken  care 
of.  Do  you  wish  to  make  a  motion  that  this  be  made  part  of  the  records, 
and  a  copy  given  to  the  committee  appointed  on  Publicity?  I  think  that 
would  cover  it. 

Walter  E.  Cook,  New  York :  I  move  that  the  paper  be  made  a  part 
of  the  records,  and  that  the  Committee  on  Publicity  when  appointed  be 
furnished  with  a  copy  of  this  paper. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

Ex-Pi'esident  George  Asmus  (in  the  chair)  :  Mr.  Welch,  do  you 
wish  to  take  the  chair  and  close  the  meeting? 

President  Welch  now  took  the  chair. 

Secretary  Young :    I  have  a  telegram  I  would  like  to  read. 

President  Welch :  Gentlemen,  give  attention  to  Mr.  Young  while  he 
reads  the  telegram. 

Secretary  Young  read  the  following  telegram  from  Ex-President 
J.  C.  Vaughan  of  Chicago,  which,  on  motion,  was  received  and  ordered 
spread  upon  the  records,  as  follows :

I  congratulate  you  and  the  Society  on  the  celebration  of  its  Thirty- 
first  Annual  Meeting  in  California,  the  holding  of  a  San  Francisco 
meeting.

President  Welch :    A  motion  to  adjourn  is  now  in  order. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  now  adjourned  to  10  o'clock  a.  m.  Thurs- 
day, August  19,  1915. 
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THIRD  DAY-MORNING  SESSION 
AUGUST  19 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  President  Patrick 
Welch  of  Boston  in  the  chair. 

President  Welch:  Gentlemen,  please  come  to  order.  The  first 
business  this  morning  is  election  of  oflBcers.  I  have  received  the  follow- 
ing communication: 

"Mr.  Patrick  Welch,  President  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H. 

Dear  Sir:     For  what  seems  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  our 
Society,  I  deem  it  wise  to  withdraw  my  name  as  a  candidate  for  the 
office  of  secretary,  and  make  the  election  of  Mr.  John  Young  unanimous. 
Respectfully  yours, 

J.   R.   FOTHESINGHAM." 

Gentlemen,  this  letter  from  Mr.  Fotheringham  leaves  matters  in 
position  so  that  the  officers  can  be  elected  unanimously.  According  to 
our  Constitution  and  By-Laws  the  ballot  can  be  cast  any  time  between 
11  and  12,  and  at  12  o'clock  announcement  of  the  result  will  be  made. 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :  Mr.  President,  if  I  am  in 
order,  simply  for  the  sake  of  saving  time,  knowing  that  there  is  so 
much  to  be  seen  here  in  the  short  while  that  we  have  to  stay  in  San 
Francisco,  I  believe  that  the  great  majority  feel  as  I  do,  that  we  want 
to  get  the  most  work  done  in  the  shortest  time.  I  would,  therefore,  like 
to  move  you  sir,  that  tellers  be  appointed  in  the  regular  way,  and  that 
the  Secretary  of  this  Society  be  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  ballot 
of  this  organization  for  Mr.  Daniel  MacRorie  as  president,  Mr.  Robert 
C.  Kerr  as  vice-president,  Mr.  William  F.  Kasting  as  treasurer.  I  would 
also  include  in  that  motion  that  the  President  of  the  Society  be  in- 
structed to  cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Society  for  Mr.  John  Young 
to  succeed  himself  as  secretary.     (Applause.) 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  A.  T.  De  La  Mare  of  New  York. 

President  Welch:  It  is  moved  and  seconded  that  tellers  be  ap- 
pointed, and  that  the  Secretary  cast  one  ballot  for  Daniel  MacRorie  for 
president,  Robert  C.  Kerr  for  vice-president,  William  F.  Kasting  for 
treasurer;  and  that  the  President  cast  one  ballot  for  John  Young  for 
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secretary.    All  in  favor  of  that  motion  will  say  "Aye ;"  all  those  opposed 
will  say  "No."    The  motion  is  carried. 

The  Chair  will  appoint  as  tellers,  Messrs.  John  G.  Esler,  Daniel 
Raymond  and  A.  H.  Nehrling. 

Gentlemen,  I  am  going  to  read  a  telegram  received  from  Philadel- 
phia, addressed  to  the  President  of  this  Society,  as  follows ; 

"Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Aug.  16,  1915. 
P.  Welch,  President  Society  of  American  Florists, 
Civic  Auditorium,  San  Francisco,  Cal. 

Greetings  from  special  meeting,  Stewart,  Westcott,  Watson,  Forbes, 
Thilow,  Clark,  Michell,  and  other  Philadelphia,  New  York  and  Boston 
boys.  May  you  have  a  successful  Convention.  May  wisdom  guide  you. 
Sorry  not  with  you  in  person  as  we  are  in  spirit. 

The  Old  Guard." 

What  action  do  you  wish  to  take  on  this  telegram,  gentlemen? 

Daniel  Raymond,  Oakland,  Cal. :  I  move  that  it  be  received,  and 
spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Society  and  printed  in  the  Proceedings. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

A.  T.  De  La  Mare,  New  York :  I  move  that  we  send  them  a  return 
telegram  of  appreciation  to  Philadelphia. 

President  Welch :  We  will  leave  it  to  the  Secretary  as  to  whom  he 
will  address  it.  Would  you  have  any  objection  to  including  a  reply  to 
Mr.  Vaughan's  telegram  to  be  authorized  by  that  motion? 

A.  T.  De  La  Mare,  New  York :    I  think  that  would  be  all  right. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  motion  the  following  telegrams  were 
forwarded  :

QUESTION  BOX— 'MOTHER'S  DAY." 

President  Welch :    We  will  now  take  up  the  Question  Box. 

Secretary  Young  read  the  following  from  the  Question  Box : 

"What  are  we  going  to  do  to  increase  the  supply  of  Carnations  for 
'Mother's  Day'?"  Someone  wants  some  information  on  this  subject. 
It  is  open  for  discussion. 

President  Welch :  Any  gentleman  is  at  liberty  to  take  the  floor  on 
this  question.  I  cannot  recall  the  name  of  anybody  in  particular  to 
ask  to  answer  it. 

Ex-President  Richard  Vincent,  Jr.,  White  Marsh,  Md. :  All  we  have 
to  do  is  to  grow  more,  then  we  will  have  more. 

Charles  P.  Mueller,  Wichita,  Kans. :  I  think  this  is  a  very  serious 
question.  Mother's  Day  is  only  one  day  in  the  year.  We  would  require 
to  have  lots  of  Carnations.  The  question  is  how  can  we  increase  the 
supply  for  that  one  day?  There  is  no  use  going  to  work  to  increase  for 
the  whole  of  the  balance  of  the  year,  but  I  think  there  should  be  some 
way  to  increase  the  production  for  that  one  day.  I  should  like  to  have 
that  question  discussed  if  I  possibly  could. 

A.  T.  De  La  Mare,  New  York  City :  I  would  like  to  say  that  Miss 
Jarvis,  the  founder  of  Mother's  Day,  discountenances  the  use  of  any 
Carnations  except  white  ones;  and  she  has  great  influence  throughout 
the  country  on  this  matter ;  so  that  preferably  white  Carnations  should 
be  the  ones  grown  to  meet  the  demand. 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :  While  it  is  a  well-known 
fact,  as  we  in  the  florist  business  know,  that  white  carries  the  sentiment 
of  purity  and  all  that  sort  of  thing  with  it,  yet  I  know  from  experience 
with  Mother's  Day  that  the  florists  in  a  great  many  instances  have  not 
been  alive  to  the  opportunities  awaiting  them.  This  question  of  a  white 
Carnation  for  Mother's  Day  is  all  very  nice,  but  it  should  not  be  advo- 
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cated  in  any  way,  shape  or  form  by  advertisements  to  be  used  in  the 
trade  papers  or  daily  papers.  The  idea  is  to  boom  Mother's  Day  all 
you  possibly  can,  advocating  simply  a  white  flower  in  memory  of 
mother  gone,  and  a  colored  flower  in  honor  of  mother  living ;  that  settles 
the  whole  question.  The  sentiment  surrounding  the  white  Carnation  is 
beautiful,  but  that  people  should  be  denied  the  use  of  flowers  just 
because  none  but  the  white  Carnation  is  permitted,  does  not  appeal  to 
me.  In  my  own  city  I  know  it  is  working  out  fine,  and  I  hope  before 
many  years  the  demand  on  Mother's  Day  will  almost  equal  that  of 
Christmas  or  Easter.  It  behooves  the  florists  to  see  that  such  an 
anticipation  is  realized ;  but  they  must  discourage  the  use  of  only  white 
Carnations  for  this  purpose,  and  extend  it  to  a  white  flower  in  memory 
of  mother,  and  a  colored  flower  in  honor  of  mother.  This  will  solve  the 
problem.  If  you  were  to  get  one  dollar  apiece  for  Carnations,  it  would 
not  pay  to  grow  them  for  only  one  day  in  the  year. 

George  W.  Smith,  Cleveland,  Ohio:  The  Cleveland  Florists'  Club 
are  a  live  set  of  advertisers.  When  Cleveland  first  got  hold  of  the  idea 
of  Mother's  Day  they  started  in  with  a  vengeance.  They  did  not  preach 
the  Carnation  exclusively — 'their  advertisements  said  "flowers."  They 
got  so  bold  the  last  two  years  that  they  also  included  plants  as  well  as 
flowers,  and  they  did  not  say  anything  about  colors.  I  tell  you  that 
our  Mother's  Day  business  of  the  last  two  years  has  equaled  our  Christ- 
mas or  Easter  business,  and  this  is  due  to  the  publicity  and  advertising 
that  have  been  given  to  plants  and  flowers  in  general,  not  confining  the 
remembrance  to  any  one  thing  or  any  one  color,  but  plants  and  flowers 
generally.  We  expect  to  have  a  still  larger  business  on  Mother's  Day 
than  on  Easter;  it  has  been  going  that  way  for  the  last  two  or  three 
years. 

Charles  P.  Mueller,  Wichita,  Kans. :  Could  there  be  such  a  thing 
done  as  this:  Soon  after,  or  just  before,  Easter,  to  take  the  terminal 
bud  and  leave  the  lateral  buds  that  are  grown  until  about  Mother's 
Day?  By  so  doing  I  believe  you  can  increase  your  cut  from  300  to  400 
per  cent.  This  is  the  question  that  I  wanted  discussed  more  than 
anything  else. 

President  Welch :  I  am  going  to  read  this  question  that  is  now 
under  debate  again,  for  the  purpose  of  putting  the  gentlemen  in  touch 
with  it  who  came  in  a  little  late,  viz.:  "What  are  we  going  to  do  to 
increase  the  supply  of  Carnations  for  Mother's  Day?"  That  is  the  ques- 
tion now  before  us  and  under  debate.    I  noticed  our  distinguished  friend 
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Mr.  E.  G.  Hill  come  into  the  room  a  while  ago,  and  I  thought  it  was 
right  and  proper  to  read  the  question  a  second  time. 

Ex-President  E.  G,  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  You  mean  your  "extin- 
guished" friend.  Now  about  Mr.  Mueller's  last  proposition,  I  would 
say  that  he  mentioned  it  to  me  yesterday,  this  matter  of  disbudding  or 
taking  out  the  crown  of  the  bud  and  depending  upon  a  large  supply 
from  the  lateral  blooms  with  the  flowering  stems  of  Carnations.  To 
my  mind  it  presents  a  rather  difficult  proposition,  because  you  are  so 
subject  to  weather  conditions  at  that  time  of  the  year  that  you  might 
get  a  crop  in  all  right,  but  the  probabilities  are  you  would  jump  either 
one  side  or  the  other  of  Mother's  Day.  That  is  my  thought  in  regard 
to  the  question  raised  by  Mr.  Mueller;  but  there  are  a  lot  of  distin- 
guished Carnation  men  here,  and,  perhaps,  some  of  them  can  tell 
whether  we  can  time  the  Carnations  in  that  manner  so  as  to  hit 
Mother's  Day.  I  think  if  we  were  to  emphasize  in  our  advertisements, 
and  in  our  talk  and  conversation  to  our  customers,  that  a  white  Car- 
nation be  used  for  the  mother  who  is  gone,  and  a  bright  flower  for  a 
living  mother — a  red  or  pink  Carnation,  that  would  help  us  out  of  the 
difficulty  in  a  measure.  Of  course,  a  w^hite  Carnation  for  the  mother 
deceased  appeals  to  us  as  an  emblem  of  purity.  I  think  we  are  going 
to  have  a  very,  very  hard  time  to  stem  the  tide  in  that  direction ;  but  I 
believe  if  you  will  follow  the  plan  laid  down  by  Mr.  Smith  and  the 
Cleveland  Florists'  Club,  and  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Gude,  that  we  can 
turn  the  tide  and  have  the  people  take  these  colored  flowers  in  larger 
measure,  at  least,  than  they  have  been  doing.  I  am  like  Mr.  Gude, 
I  think  Mother's  Day  is  a  great  day,  and  it  is  going  to  be  better  and 
better  as  time  goes  on ;  and  if  we  can  get  the  people  to  take  a  variety  of 
flowers,  so  much  the  better  for  us. 

A.  T.  De  La  Mare,  New  York  City :  One  suggestion  that  Miss  Jarvis 
made  to  me  personally  was,  that  if  the  white  Carnation  supply  gives 
out,  other  white  flowers  could  be  used  in  that  case ;  but  she  is  absolutely 
down  on  the  use  of  any  flower  but  the  white  Carnation  as  the  emblem 
of  Mother's  Day,  and  she  has  very  great  influence  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  this  country.  This  is  a  matter  of  sentiment,  and  the 
sentiment  in  this  case  is  for  the  white  Carnation. 

President  Welch:  Gentlemen,  we  have  on  the  platform  here  now 
one  of  our  distinguished  members  from  the  city  of  San  Francisco  whose 
work  you  have  known  for  years,  and  whose  reputation  extends  to  all 
parts  of  the  United  States.  He  is  here  only  for  a  few  minutes,  and  I 
have  requested  him  just  to  say  a  few  words  to  the  members  of  our 
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Society — Mr.   John  McLaren,   Superintendent  of  Parks  of  the  city  of 
San  Francisco.     (Applause.) 

REMARKS  OF  JOHN  McLAREN,  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PARKS, 
SAN  FRANCISCO,  CAL. 

Mr.  President  and  Fellow  Members : 

I  am  very  proud  to  see  such  a  large  delegation  coming  to  San 
Francisco  as  was  shown  here  the  other  morning.  We  are  proud  of  it. 
It  made  us  all  glad  to  know  that  you  came  to  look  our  grounds  over 
and  encourage  us  in  the  good  work  that  we  are  trying  to  carry  through 
here,  away  out  in  the  far  West.  I  don't  suppose  you  class  it  as 
"far  West,"  but  we  think  we  are  west  of  the  West  even. 

I  hope  you  will  enjoy  yourselves  while  you  are  here.  I  hope  you  will 
look  over  the  work  that  the  different  florists  are  doing,  and  if  you  can 
give  us  a  little  hint  how  to  improve  our  surroundings  or  better  our 
conditions  here,  we  will  be  very  thankful. 

I  thank  you,  Mr.  President,  for  your  courtesy.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  McLaren  was  received  with  applause,  and  now  took  his  de- 
parture, after  which  the  discussion  on  the  Mother's  Day  matter  was 
resumed  as  shown  below. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  this 
question  of  Mother's  Day  in  its  present  aspects  is  absolutely  new  to  me. 
I  have  to  thank  Mr.  Mueller  and  Mr.  Hill  for  doing  a  big  amount  of 
thinking  for  me;  for  it  is  a  fact  that  the  Carnation  growers  of  this 
country  cannot  produce  a  sufficient  quantity  of  white  Carnations,  or  of 
any  colored  Carnations,  to  supply  the  demand  on  Mother's  Day.  But  I 
do  not  see  the  use  of  Miss  Jarvis,  or  anybody  else,  insisting  on  white 
Carnations.  If  they  do  insist  upon  it  they  are  going  to  have  to  pay 
a  pretty  big  price  for  their  flowers  for  mother.  I  think  that  is  one  of 
the  things  that  the  retail  florists  want  to  avoid.  I  think  the  suggestions 
of  Mr.  Gude,  and  of  the  gentleman  from  Cleveland  are  germane  to  the 
subject.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  Society  of  American  Florists  or  the 
American  Carnation  Society,  or  any  other  society  can  afford  to  promote 
one  flower  or  one  particular  color  of  flower  exclusively  for  Mother's 
Day  any  more  than  they  can  afford  to  promote  any  one  particular 
flower  for  Christmas  or  Easter.  I  think  Cleveland  and  Washington 
have  pretty  nearly  solved  the  question;  that  the  promotion  of  flowers 
should  be  general,  and  that  you  can  include  plants  if  you  please,  for 
to  my  mind  one  is  just  as  good  as  the  other.     You  can  take  out  the 
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terminal  Carnation  bud,  and  you  can  increase  your  crop  of  flowers  some- 
what thereby,  but  you  cannot  get  them  all  to  bloom  on  Mother's  Day, 
or  any  other  day.  They  will  come  along  serially.  There  is  no  way  of 
cropping  Carnations  at  the  present  time.  We  used  to  do  it  for  short 
stemmed  blooms.  You  can  get  the  Carnation  to  hang  on  the  plants  for  a 
week  at  Christmas,  but  you  cannot  crop  the  American  Carnation,  and 
you  will  not  get  any  greater  percentage  of  increase  on  Mother's  Day 
than  any  other  day.    I  do  not  think  the  thing  is  practical. 

Ex-President  E.   G.  Hill,  Richmond,   Ind. :     Mr.   Kennedy  of  Mil- 
waukee is  here.    I  would  like  to  hear  what  he  has  to  say. 

President  Welch :    Mr.  Hill,  the  President  invites  you  to  come  for- 
ward and  take  the  chair  during  this  discussion.    Mr.  Hill,  gentlemen. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill  of  Richmond,  Ind.,  now  took  the  chair  and 
recognized  Mr.  Kennedy. 


REMARKS  OF  W.  A.  KENNEDY,  MILWAUKEE,  WIS. 

Mr.  President,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  S.  A.  F. : 

I  did  not  expect  to  be  called  upon  to  pass  any  remarks  on  this 
important  subject;  in  fact  it  is  new  to  me,  except  that  I  may  relate 
somewhat  our  experience  in  Milwaukee.  We  find  in  our  experience  that 
the  call  for  white  Carnations  is  taken  up  a  great  deal  by  funeral  work, 
and  other  things  that  come  up  with  florists  from  time  to  time;  and 
when  the  question  of  supplying  such  an  amount  of  flowers  as  would  be 
necessary  in  white  on  such  a  day  as  this  comes  up,  we  find  it  impossible 
to  fill  the  demand  entirely  with  white  Carnations.  We  have  suggested 
to  the  different  florists  in  the  wholesale  line  like  ours,  that  they  try  to 
get  the  retail  florists  to  buy,  and  to  suggest  to  their  customers  as  much 
as  possible  the  use  of,  the  white  Carnation — as  it  has  been  suggested 
here — for  the  mother  who  has  passed  away,  and  to  use  colored  Carna- 
tions for  mother  living.  We  have  found  that  in  Milwaukee  this  has 
worked  out  very  well,  and  people  have  taken  to  it  regardless  of  the 
suggestion  of  the  original  mode  of  buying  white  Carnations  only.  In 
that  way  we  found  that  our  Carnations  were  entirely  sold  out  for 
Mother's  Day  last  year  in  all  colors,  we  could  not  meet  the  demand  for 
them.  I  think  a  great  deal  of  this  can  be  helped  out  by  retail  florists. 
I  do  not  know  that  the  problems  are  the  same  in  all  cities,  but  in  our 
city  the  retail  florists  are  helping  to  work  out  this  problem  by  sugges- 
tion to  their  customers.  Florists  in  other  cities  are  perhaps  more 
enlightened   than  the  retail   florists  in  Milwaukee;    I  am  not  saying 
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anything  to  reflect  upon  them  in  the  slightest  degree;  but  as  a  whole- 
sale grower  I  think  that  a  great  deal  of  this  shortage  in  this  particular 
can  be  avoided  and  overcome  by  the  retail  florists'  suggestions  to  their 
customers.  It  is  easily  done.  When  it  comes  to  paying  three  or  four 
times  the  price  for  a  thing  because  of  a  disproportionate  demand  for 
some  one  flower,  the  public  can  be  brought  to  see  the  reasonableness  of 
not  using  this  one  flower,  and  when  they  are  brought  to  this  view,  it 
will  result  in  benefit  to  the  grower.  The  grower  is  the  one  who  has 
to  get  the  brunt  of  the  kicks  sometimes  because  he  does  not  grow  enough 
flowers.  It  is  impossible  to  grow  enough  flowers  in  white  at  that  time. 
These  suggestions  are  very  timely  for  the  florists.  We  consider  them 
equally  valuable  from  our  standpoint.  Every  effort  should  be  put  forth 
by  the  retail  florists  to  switch  this  demand  from  white  to  all  colors,  sug- 
gesting that  the  white  be  reserved  for  t-he  mother  who  has  passed  away. 
(Applause.) 

Charles  P.  Mueller,  Wichita,  Kans. :  In  our  town  the  Federation 
of  Ladies'  Clubs  took  hold  of  the  Carnation  question  first,  but  it  seems 
we  could  not  get  enough  Carnations  to  supply  everybody,  and  we  went 
to  work  and  sold  a  lot  of  our  baskets  or  plants  to  present  to  mothers. 
I  have  tried  from  the  first  to  get  around  the  difiiculty  partly  in  the 
manner  that  I  before  explained,  by  taking  off  the  terminals  when  the 
Carnations  grow  from  three  to  five  laterals,  as  they  come  in  clusters, 
and  in  that  way  to  see  if  we  could  not  get  a  big  crop ;  and  we  increased 
the  crop  400  per  cent.  We  did  not  lose  very  much  even  if  they  did  not 
come  all  on  Mother's  Day. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill  (in  the  chair)  :  This  is  a  live  question. 
There  are  a  number  of  gentlemen  here  we  would  like  to  hear  from 
briefly  and  to  the  point.    I  will  call  next  on  Mr.  Hess,  of  Omaha,  Nebr. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Nebr. :  The  solution  of  this  problem  lies  entirely 
with  the  salesmen.  If  you  have  poor  salesmen  that  is  your  fault.  No 
man  can  grow  enough  Carnations  in  one  color  for  Mother's  Day.  The 
regulation  of  this  is  all  in  the  hands  of  the  salesmen.  Have  you  ever 
thought  about  the  lady  who  created  Mother's  Day?  Would  it  not  be 
advisable  to  give  this  lady  five  or  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  buy  her  a 
home  or  something?  Did  you  ever  think  about  that?  If  each  and 
every  one  would  hand  out  $10  or  $20,  wholesalers  and  retailers,  you 
could  build  her  a  nice  cottage,  or  something  like  that.  The  florists 
never  had  anything  like  Mother's  Day  before.  Did  you  ever  think  about 
the  lady  that  created  the  thing?  (Several  Voices:  "Hear!  Hear!") 
I  do  not  know  that  you  have.     That  is  why  I  am  asking.     This  is  a 
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question  that  you  might  discuss.    I  have  been  thinking  about  it  a  good 
deal,  and  think  it  would  be  very  advisable  to  discuss  it. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill  (in  the  chair)  :  Mr.  Gorly  of  St.  Louis 
is  here,  we  would  like  to  hear  from  him. 

"William  Gorly,  St.  Louis,  Mo. :  Speaking  of  Mother's  Day,  we  all 
look  at  things  from  our  own  situation  in  life.  The  grower  looks  at  them 
in  his  way,  the  retailer  in  his  way.  Now  from  the  retailer's  standpoint, 
I  believe  with  Mr.  Hess  that  it  is  all  up  to  the  salespeople  and  mana- 
gers of  firms,  that  they  issue  orders  to  the  salespeople  who  show  the 
customer  this  or  that.  The  customer  comes  in  not  knowing  what  he 
really  wants;  instead  of  encouraging  the  sale  of  something  which  is 
very  scarce,  the  salesman  can  encourage  the  use  and  purchase  of  some- 
thing which  is  more  plentiful.  That  covers  almost  all  I  can  say  on  the 
subject  of  Mother's  Day.  As  to  the  cottage  proposition,  that  is  very 
serious  and  needs  a  lot  of  thinking  over.  I  do  not  know  that  I  can 
add  anything  to  that.    Can  I  speak  of  anything  else,  Mr.  Hill? 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  If  you  have  something 
else  on  your  mind,  we  will  take  that  up  later.  We  will  stick  to  this 
subject  now. 

George  W.  Smith,  Cleveland,  Ohio:  Going  a  little  bit  deeper  on 
this  same  subject  of  selling,  I  think  we  ought  instead  of  putting  it  up 
to  the  salesman  and  laying  the  blame  on  his  shoulders,  put  it  on  to 
our  publicity  departments.  The  publicity  man  of  any  firm,  especially 
if  they  are  doing  co-operative  advertising,  is  the  man  who  is  supposed 
to  create  the  demand.  When  he  creates  the  demand,  the  salesman 
must  sell  practically  along  these  lines.  I  think  the  greatest  requisite 
we  need  as  to  advertising  Mother's  Day  is  to  create  a  demand  for  all 
flowers.  The  publicity  men  should  advertise  flowers  for  Mother's  Day 
without  especially  mentioning  Carnations.  They  have  often  gone  so 
far  in  Cleveland  as  to  sell  Tulips,  Lily  of  the  Valley,  Easter  Lilies, 
and  Spiraeas  even  on  that  day.  Why?  Because  the  Publicity  Com- 
mittee put  forth  its  power  among  the  growers,  wholesalers  and  re- 
tailers; but  I  will  say  that  in  Cleveland  the  wholesalers,  retailers  and 
growers  have  all  worked  together  harmoniously  to  boom  Mother's  Day 
along  the  lines  I  have  mentioned,  so  that  that  day  has  there  brought 
forth  a  greater  demand  than  any  other  day.  The  supply  is  now  inade- 
quate even  after  working  in  plants  and  flowers.  So  I  would  put  it  up 
to  the  Publicity  Committee  in  the  different  cities  to  work  it  out  along 
that  line,  and  not  depend  only  on  the  salesmen  or  the  retailers. 
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Frederick  J.  Bertrand,  San  Francisco,  Cal. :  I  am  of  the  same 
belief  as  the  gentleman  from  Milwaukee,  that  it  is  a  question  not  of 
advertising  Carnations  so  much.  Of  course,  we  retailers  are  always 
more  or  less  up  against  it;  when  there  is  a  demand  for  a  thing,  it  is 
always  scarce.  In  regard  to  Mother's  Day,  I  feel  like  a  good  many  of 
these  gentlemen  do,  that  we  should  advertise  flowers  in  general,  not 
one  particular  flower,  but  every  flower.    I  thank  you. 

A.  J.  Burt,  Spokane,  Wash. :  Mother's  Day  with  us  in  Spokane  is 
looked  forward  to  now  as  much  as  Christmas.  This  year  we  had  a  very 
large  business  for  Mother's  Day.  About  a  month  before  Mother's  Day 
was  due  five  of  us,  florists,  got  together,  and  I  stated  that  it  was  very 
hard  to  get  the  requisite  quantity  of  Carnations  necessary  to  supply  the 
demand,  and  therefore  we  decided  that  we  would  call  on  our  City 
Beautiful  Committee  or  Association,  and  our  Ad.  Club  which  does  a 
great  deal  of  publicity  throughout  the  Inland  Empire;  and  we  told 
them  that  we  were  going  to  push  Mother's  Day  to  the  fullest  extent. 
We  did  so,  and  with  the  aid  of  the  newspapers,  the  Ad.  Club  and  the 
City  Beautiful  Association,  we  did  a  business  on  Mother's  Day  equally 
as  large  as  on  the  day  before  Christmas.  We  cleaned  up  everything. 
When  we  went  to  the  newspapers  we  all  agreed  to  buy  one  page  on 
which  every  florist  would  advertise  co-operatively.  All  of  our  names 
were  at  the  bottom  of  this  page.  We  paid  for  this  page  jointly,  and  all 
of  the  newspapers  gave  us  a  column  of  reading  matter  on  the  origin  of 
Mother's  Day;  they  brought  out  the  sentiment  in  the  proper  manner. 
We  did  not  mention  Carnations.  We  advertised,  as  this  gentleman  from 
Cleveland  here  says  they  did,  Tulips,  Narcissus,  even  Hyacinths;  and 
when  Mother's  Day  was  over  we  had  no  Carnations  left.  A  majority  of 
the  men  that  came  in  for  a  flower  wore  either  a  red  or  white  Carnation. 
We  sold  baskets  and  plants,  and  everybody  was  satisfied.  As  a  conse- 
quence, our  cash  register  showed  good  results  from  co-operation.  If  the 
different  florists  in  any  city  will  co-operate,  I  think  they  will  get  the 
best  results  from  it.  In  Spokane  we  co-operated  and  advertised  in  the 
newspapers  together,  in  order  to  make  public  Mother's  Day.  If  all  of 
the  florists  would  do  that.  Mother's  Day  would  be  looked  forward  to 
just  as  we  look  forward  to  Christmas,  or  any  of  those  days.    (Applause.) 

Ex-President  Hill  (in  the  chair)  :  We  would  like  to  hear  further 
from  Mr.  De  La  Mare. 

A.  T.  De  La  Mare,  New  York  City :  I  cannot  give  any  further  in- 
formation than  that  Miss  Jarvis  upholds  the  use  of  white  Carnations. 
I  think  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  place  before  that  lady  the  results  of 
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the  discussion  held  here  this  morning,  showing  her  the  impossibility  of 
supplying  the  demand  with  white  Carnations  only.  I  would  like  to  go 
further  than  that,  and  second  Mr.  Hess'  idea  that  this  Society  confer 
upon  Miss  Jarvis  some  mark  of  honor  as  the  founder  of  Mother's  Day, 
because  she  has  certainly  initiated  a  wonderful  business  for  the  flo- 
rists. I  would  like  to  see  somebody  make  a  motion  that  some  form  of 
appreciation  be  decided  upon,  either  here  or  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Nebr. :  I  would  like  to  ask  a  question.  I  do 
not  know  the  lady,  I  do  not  know  whether  she  needs  it,  or  not. 

A.  T.  De  La  Mare,  New  York  City :  Anything  in  a  money  way  was 
not  the  idea. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Nebr. :  It  might  be  advisable  for  the  President 
to  select  a  few  men  in  the  immediate  vicinity  to  find  out  how  she  feels. 
Ten  dollars  is  not  too  much  from  each  of  us.  She  has  done  more  for  the 
florists  than  anybody  else  ever  did. 

A.  T.  De  La  Mare,  New  York  City:  I  know  that  Miss  Jarvis  has 
spent  practically  every  penny  she  has  in  furthering  Mother's  Day.  She 
has  been  in  touch  w^ith  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Governors  of  all  the  States  of  this  country  in  furthering  the  day. 
I  think  that  she  would  be  glad  of  any  recognition  from  the  Society  in 
whatever  form  the  Society  may  think  best  to  put  it. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill  (in  the  chair)  :  We  will  hear  from  Mr. 
Young. 

Secretary  John  Young,  New  York  City :  I  was  in  hopes  that  Mr. 
De  La  Mare  was  going  to  mention  the  fact  that  Miss  Jarvis  appeared 
before  the  New  York  Florists'  Club  and  addressed  us  on  this  same  ques- 
tion that  Mr.  Hess  has  brought  up.  She  said  that  she  had  spent  prac- 
tically all  her  money  in  promoting  the  Mother's  Day  sales  of  Carnations, 
and  that  she  felt  that  she  could  not  go  any  further,  but  that  the  florists 
of  the  country  should  appreciate  her  work.  She  would  appreciate  any 
recognition.  I  thought  Mr.  De  La  Mare  intended  to  refer  to  the  appeal 
she  made  to  the  New  York  Florists'  Club.  I  know  she  would  appreciate 
it  if  something  could  be  done  in  the  way  of  raising  funds  for  carrying 
on  the  work  that  she  has  begun. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  In  order  to  bring  this  matter  to  a 
focus,  I  would  offer  a  resolution  that  every  member  of  the  S.  A.  F.,  and 
of  the  subsidiary  societies,  be  asked  to  donate  $10,  to  be  turned  over 
to  Miss  Jarvis  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  the  promotion  of  Mother's 
Day.    I  should  be  very  glad  to  join  in  any  such  donation.    I  think  that 
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a  very  large  percentage  of  the  members  of  the  Society  should  join  in  it 
sooner  or  later. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Nebr. :  I  do  not  understand  just  what  Mr.  Ward 
means.  I  think  the  contributions,  however,  ought  to  be  according  to  the 
amount  of  trade  done  by  the  members.  I  am  willing  to  give  $50.  We 
have  not  such  a  big  trade,  and  there  are  some  who  might  be  able  to  give 
^500  as  easily  as  others  would  a  dollar. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill  (in  the  chair)  :  In  the  matter  of  a  testi- 
monial to  this  lady,  whether  it  is  to  be  of  a  pecuniary  or  financial 
nature,  or  whether  we  give  something  in  the  shape  of  a  medal,  or  a 
cup,  or  silver  service,  or  something  of  that  kind,  I  think  it  would  be  a 
nice  thing  to  leave  the  matter  with  our  Executive  Committee  of  our 
National  Society,  and  let  them  investigate  the  matter.  Excuse  the  Chair 
for  taking  so  much  of  your  time,  but  that  is  the  thought  that  comes 
to  my  mind,  and  I  just  offer  it  as  a  suggestion,  and  would  like  you  to 
stick  to  the  point  of  recognizing  this  lady  in  some  substantial  manner. 

Secretary  John  Young,  New  York  City:  Would  it  not  be  well  for 
the  Secretary  of  this  organization  to  communicate  with  Miss  Jarvis  and 
see  what  her  ideas  are,  and  see  what  she  would  like,  and  when  he  has 
that  information  bring  it  before  the  Executive  Board  for  their  action 
personally? 

A.  T.  De  La  Mare,  New  York  City :  I  second  that  motion  if  that 
is  made  as  a  motion. 

Secretary  John  Young :    I  make  that  as  a  motion. 

Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  De  La  Mare,  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

Secretary  Young:  There  is  one  more  question  in  the  Question 
Box:  "Would  it  not  be  practicable  to  take  the  terminal  bud  off  the 
Carnation  and  leave  the  laterals,  and  thereby  to  grow  300  to  500  per 
cent,  more  blooms,  so  that  the  florists  would  more  than  double  their 
profits,  and  the  customers  would  be  better  satisfied?" 

Ex-President  Hill  (in  the  chair)  :  We  have  touched  upon  that 
subject.    Do  you  wish  to  consider  it  further? 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :  I  think  we  have  already  covered 
that  subject.  As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  do  not  think  it  is  practical. 
The  demand  now  is  for  the  very  best  that  can  be  grown,  and  stuffing 
the  market  with  poorer  stock  will  not  amount  to  anything. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  I  move  that  the  discussion  on  this 
matter  now  close. 
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Motion  seconded,  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  If  I  am  in  order,  I  would  like  to  bring 
up  a  subject  somewhat  foreign  to  wbat  we  have  been  discussing  before 
the  meeting  adjourns. 

President  Welch:  I  think  the  Convention  is  prepared  to  hear  the 
gentleman  at  this  time. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal.:  For  the  last  ten  years,  in  connection 
with  a  large  number  of  people  of  the  United  States,  Mr.  E.  A.  Mcllhenny 
and  myself  have  been  engaged  in  getting  large  acres  of  land  set  aside 
for  the  protection  of  bird  life.  We  have  succeeded  so  well  in  Louisiana 
at  the  present  time  that  350,000  acres  of  land  are  now  practically  set 
aside  for  the  preservation  of  bird  life.  This  movement  has  been  carried 
forward  so  that  within  the  ten  years  during  which  we  have  been  work- 
ing, something  like  $10,000,000  worth  of  these  lands  have  been  set  aside 
for  wild  life  conservation,  in  addition  to  what  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment maintains.  We  have  succeeded  in  interesting  persons  like 
Mrs.  Russell  Sage,  who  gave  $250,000,  and  John  D.  Rockefeller,  w^ho 
contributed  $285,000,  and  several  others  have  contributed  sums  of 
$100,000  up  to  $250,000,  and  the  movement  for  the  conservation  of  wild 
life,  particularly  bird  life,  is  now  so  thoroughly  launched,  that  its  final 
success  is  assured. 

By  the  united  efforts  of  all  the  forces  interested  in  the  preservation 
of  the  wild  life  of  the  American  continent,  a  Federal  plumage  law 
prohibiting  the  importation  of  bird  plumage  into  the  United  States  has 
become  a  law  within  the  past  two  years.  The  enforcement  of  this  law 
has  resulted  in  preserving  a  large  amount  of  bird  life  upon  other  con- 
tinents than  our  own.  In  the  Western  Hemisphere,  large  quantities  of 
birds  migrate  from  the  southernmost  points  of  South  America  to  the 
extreme  north  of  the  North  American  continent,  consequently,  if  you 
destroy  bird  life  in  South  America,  you  also  destroy  it  on  the  North 
American  continent,  and  vice  versa.  By  the  same  efforts,  a  Federal 
migratory  bird  law  was  also  passed  and  has  been  in  force  pretty  gener- 
ally up  to  the  present  time,  but  it  is  now  being  seriously  combated  by 
the  millinery  and  feather  interests,  who  are  seeking  to  have  this  law 
declared  unconstitutional.  But  the  law  will  be  in  force  until  the  ques- 
tion of  its  constitutionality  shall  be  settled  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  a  plan  on  foot  in  California  to  set 
aside  22,000  acres  of  virgin  Redwood  forests  as  a  national  park.  In 
order  to  secure  the  desired  results,  the  same  plan  is  being  followed  as

was  pursued  in  securing  ttie  national  bird  refuges;  which  is  to  create 
public  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  plan,  after  which  some  man  of  large 
wealth  is  approached  and  an  endeavor  made  to  induce  him  to  put  up 
the  money  for  the  purchase.  While  it  has  been  comparatively  easy  to 
secure  large  sums  of  money  for  wild  fowl  refuge  purposes,  it  will  be  a 
more  difficult  task  to  secure  the  large  fund  necessary  to  establish  a 
national  Redwood  forest  for  the  reason  that  these  forest  lands  are 
worth  from  $75  to  $100  per  acre,  whereas  the  bird  refuge  lands  were 
purchased  for  $2.50  per  acre. 

I  have  invited  a  number  of  the  members  of  the  Society  of  American 
Florists  and  the  Park  Superintendents  to  take  a  trip  with  me  into  this 
proposed  national  Redwood  forest.  I  have  room  for  fifteen  members, 
and  I  have  requested  the  Park  Superintendents  to  appoint  a  committee 
from  their  membership  to  visit  that  forest  and  look  it  over,  with  a 
view  of  making  a  report  at  their  next  annual  meeting.  I  would  make 
the  same  request  of  this  organization.  I  will  say  in  this  connection 
that  there  is  no  profit  to  anybody  in  this  movement ;  nobody  makes  any 
money  out  of  it,  except  the  man  who  sells  the  land.  Thus  far,  we  have 
been  able  to  induce  owners  of  the  land  to  place  a  very  moderate  price 
upon  their  lands,  inasmuch  as  they  are  being  bought  for  a  purpose  that 
would  enure  to  the  benefit  of  the  whole  country.  I  will  not  take  up  your 
time  to  expatiate  upon  the  beauties  of  the  finest  Redwood  forest  in 
California.  There  has  been  placed  upon  the  chairs  here  a  supply  of 
Humboldt  County  Red  Apple  books,  in  which  you  will  find  a  description 
of  this  proposed  national  Redwood  forest.  I  should  be  glad  to  have  the 
President  appoint  a  committee  from  the  members  present  of  this  Society 
to  take  the  trip  with  me,  said  committee  to  report  at  your  next  annual 
meeting.    I  thank  you,  gentlemen.     (Applause.) 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :  I  make  a  motion  that  Mr.  Ward's 
proposition  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  action.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Raymond. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  I  want  to  say  that  that  kills  the  whole 
thing.  The  party  will  leave  here  Saturday  morning.  I  understand  that 
your  Executive  Committee  meets  away  off  on  the  other  side  of  the 
continent,  and  there  will  be  no  further  opportunity.  Your  members  are 
here.    If  you  want  to  kill  it,  that  is  the  way  to  kill  it. 

President  Welch:  I  will  go  with  you,  and  Mr.  Wirth  is  going,  I 
understand.    Now,  it  is  up  to  the  Society  to  decide  this  matter. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  If  the  matter  is  to  be  killed  in  this 
way  I  will  withdraw  the  invitation.     We  want  three  men  appointed 
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from  those  who  are  going  simply  to  report  to  your  next  annual  meeting, 
and  then  you  can  do  just  as  you  please  about  it. 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :  I  want  it  understood  that  it  was 
not  my  intention  to  kill  that,  but  I  understand  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee does  not  meet  here  at  this  place;  is  that  the  idea? 

President  Welch:  You  withdraw  your  motion,  Mr.  Coles,  and  the 
seconder  will  do  the  same  thing. 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :    I  will  withdraw  my  motion. 

President  Welch:  It  seems  to  me  that  if  Mr.  Ward  has  a  list  of 
those  whom  he  expects  to  make  this  trip,  he  could  suggest  whom  he 
would  prefer  on  that  committee,  and  would  be  able  to  estimate  their 
knowledge  of  this  part  of  the  country,  and  probably  we  could  assist  him 
in  making  the  selection  of  those  men,  and  they  could  make  this  report. 
I  think  the  idea  is  all  right,  if  you  know  who  is  going. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  I  can  submit  names,  and  then  the 
Chair  can  make  his  selection.  Trails  have  been  prepared  and  houses 
have  been  built,  transportation  and  horses  have  been  provided  for,  so 
that  the  members  of  this  committee  will  have  the  best  opportunity  to 
see  this  forest  as  far  as  it  can  be  penetrated  at  the  present  time. 
Fifteen  miles  of  trail  have  already  been  built. 

Michael  Barker,  Chicago,  111. :  In  order  to  make  some  little 
progress  in  this  matter,  I  would  suggest  that  Mr.  Ward  be  made  chair- 
man of  the  committee,  with  power  to  add  to  its  number. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

President  Welch:    Is  that  satisfactory,  Mr.  Ward? 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :    That's  all  right,  that's  all  right. 

Ex-President  Richard  Vincent,  Jr.,  White  Marsh,  Md. :  We  are  the 
youngest  child  that  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  has — the  American  Dahlia 
Society,  that  I  represent,  which  was  organized  in  New  York  some  weeks 
ago.  This  child  has  never  been  christened  by  the  S.  A.  F.,  and  I  ask 
you,  gentlemen,  this  morning  to  christen  us.  We  are  going  to  put  up  in 
New  York  from  the  24th  to  26th  of  September  a  Dahlia  Show  in  the 
Museum  of  Natural  History;  the  best  artists  in  New  York  will  put  up 
exhibits  showing  what  can  be  done  with  the  Dahlia,  and  Professor  Hall 
of  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  will  show  800  or  more  varieties  of  Dahlias  there, 
of  all  different  types  and  characters.  I  am  more  than  pleased  to  see 
the  beautiful  Dahlias  here  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  I  ask  simply  for  a 
recognition   of  this  Dahlia   Society  by  this   Society.     Mr.   Young   has 
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placed  before  Mr.  Asrnus  and  others  of  the  Executive  Committee  the 
privilege  of  giving  us  the  Society's  medal  at  New  York  for  some  superior 
varieties  of  Dahlias,  and  all  I  want  is  that  you  recognize  the  American 
Dahlia  Society.  I  am  myself  the  youngest  man  here,  by  golly !  and  this 
American  Dahlia  Society  is  the  youngest  society ! 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill  (in  the  chair)  :  There  was  a  Presbyterian 
minister  down  at  Richmond  who  was  compelled  to  leave  his  pulpit,  and 
it  bothered  him  for  a  long  time  that  he  could  not  preach  any  more. 
He  had  an  old  darkey  man-servant  who  was  very  much  concerned  about 
his  boss.  The  old  pastor  had  been  preparing  a  sermon  for  a  long  while, 
and  the  congregation  wanted  to  hear  him  again.  So  the  old  darkey 
said,  "Now  Massa,  you  jes'  go  now  and  I'll  go  with  you."  So  he  went  and 
got  the  old  man,  and  he  preached  and  relieved  his  mind,  and  on  coming 
back  he  said  to  Sam,  "Why  Sam,  I  feel  lots  better!"  Sambo  replied, 
"I  knowed  you  would  feel  bettah  when  you  got  dat  thing  out  of  your 
system."  So  that  is  the  way  with  Mr.  Vincent !  Gentlemen,  what  will 
you  do  with  Mr.  Vincent's  suggestion.  He  wants  you  to  recognize  his 
Dahlia  Society.  Should  it  be  recognized  by  the  vote  of  the  Society  or 
by  the  Executive  Committee? 

A.  T.  De  La  Mare,  New  York  City :  I  would  move  that  we  simply 
christen  Mr.  Vincent's  Dahlia  Society. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill  (in  the  chair)  :  With  grape  juice,  or  some- 
thing stronger?     (Laughter.) 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  I  believe  that  when  Mr.  Vincent's 
society  reaches  the  dignity  of  one  hundred  members,  it  automatically 
gets  recognition.    I  don't  think  it  needs  any  more  than  that. 

Ex-President  Richard  Vincent,  Jr.,  White  Marsh,  Md. :  We  have 
one  hundred  members,  but  they  are  not  all  members  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and 
O.  H.  The  simple  fact  is  that  the  gardeners'  clubs  have  each  and  every 
one  of  them  put  up  the  proposition  that  they  want  to  become  members 
of  this  Society. 

The  question  was  now  put  on  extending  recognition  to  the  American 
Dahlia  Society,  and  the  same  carried. 

J.  G.  Esler,  Saddle  River,  N.  J. :    That  is  a  dry  christening ! 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill  (in  the  chair)  :  I  think  we  are  greatly 
honored  this  morning  by  having  a  gentleman  with  us  who  is  not  only 
distinguished  in  horticulture,  but  who  has  done  marvelous  work  here 
in  the  city  of  San  Francisco.     I  am  sure  we  want  to  hear  from  this 
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man.  We  want  to  honor  him  by  giving  him  close  attention  in  token  of 
appreciation  of  what  he  has  done  for  floriculture  in  the  city  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  State  of  California — Mr.  Hans  Plath,  of  San  Fran- 


REMARKS    OF   HANS   PLATH,   PRESIDENT   PACIFIC   COAST 
HORTICULTURAL    SOCIETY. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen : 

This  comes  as  rather  a  surprise  to  me.  I  did  not  come  here  pre- 
pared to  say  anything  to  you. 

Ex-President  Hill :     So  much  the  better. 

Mr.  Hans  Plath :  In  fact  I  did  not  realize  I  was  such  an  important 
person  in  San  Francisco.  I  am  like  the  rest  of  these  boys  of  our 
crowd  here,  I  have  done  the  best  I  could  to  further  the  interests  of  our 
business,  and  I  have  been  quite  a  number  of  years  a  member  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  Horticultural  Society,  and  its  president.  They  elected  me 
as  its  first  president ;  I  was  one  of  the  charter  members  that  started  the 
society.  I  held  office  for  a  number  of  years,  then  I  stepped  out  and 
somebody  else  held  office,  and  later  they  have  got  me  in  again.  So  I 
guess  they  know  I  like  to  work  for  the  society.  It  has  always  been  my 
aim  to  get  everybody  to  work  as  hard  as  they  could,  and  in  some  of 
them  I  have  had  very  good  assistants;  in  fact,  some  of  them  I  think 
have  done  more  than  I  have.  I  do  not  want  to  take  up  your  time  with 
any  speech,  in  fact  I  am  not  able  to  make  a  speech,  and  never  have 
been;  I  am  one  of  those  fellows  who  work.  In  saying  that  I  do  not 
want  to  disparage  those  who  can  make  a  speech  and  who,  like  our  good 
friend  Mr.  Vincent,  are  not  only  orators,  but  workers  as  well.  Mr. 
Vincent  is  a  very  flowery  speech-maker.  I  have  heard  him  a  number  of 
times,  and  I  am  very  glad  that  his  youngest  baby  has  been  recognized. 
In  regard  to  the  Pacific  Coast  Horticultural  Society,  I  want  to  say  that 
we  have  a  very  flourishing  society  here.  I  think  we  have  160  members 
in  good  standing  at  the  present  time,  and  we  have  been  able  to  pull  off 
some  very  good  flower  shows  here,  through  which  we  have  created  quite 
an  interest  among  the  people  of  our  city  and  our  neighborhood.  I  think 
we  are  doing  a  lot  of  good  work.  This  year,  in  connection  with  the 
Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  we  have  been  enabled  to  have 
some  good  flower  shows  out  there,  and  we  are  going  to  have  a  large  one 
in  October.  If  any  of  you  are  able  to  be  around  at  that  time,  or  can 
send  some  flowers  to  be  exhibited,  we  will  highly  appreciate  it.  The 
Chrysanthemum  Society  is  working  in  conjunction  with  us,  and  they 
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have  offered  quite  a  number  of  prizes  in  the  Chrysanthemum  line. 
It  is  not  going  to  be  a  Chrysanthemum  show  alone,  but  of  all  kinds  of 
things.  I  am  sure  we  are  going  to  have  a  good  exhibition.  I  do  not 
know  that  I  have  anything  else  to  say  in  this  line,  except  that  Mr.  H.  A. 
Hyde,  who  is  a  member  of  this  Society  and  also  a  member  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  Horticultural  Society,  has  asked  me  to  say  a  few  words 
in  regard  to  some  Apples  that  he  had  shipped  up  here  by  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  Watsonville.  Watsonville,  as  many  of  you  who  live  here 
know,  is  our  Apple  growing  center.  I  think  it  produces  some  very 
fine  Apples,  and  a  whole  lot  of  them.  Mr.  Hyde  has  given  me  a  few 
statistics  that  I  will  give  you.  The  Pajaro  Valley,  one  hundred  miles 
south  of  San  Francisco,  extends  twenty  miles  south  by  six  miles  across, 
and  the  apple  output  from  1900  to  1910,  inclusive,  was  equal  to  the 
remainder  of  the  total  output  west  of  the  Rockies.  This  last  year  there 
were  4,000  cars  of  Apples  shipped  out  of  Watsonville  which,  placed  end 
to  end,  would  reach  in  an  unbroken  line  from  San  Francisco  to  St.  Louis. 
Seventy-two  packing  houses  are  located  in  the  Pajaro  Valley,  Santa 
Cruz  County,  covering  a  ground  space  of  16%  acres.  The  Apples  that 
have  been  sent  up  here  are  early  Apples — the  Skinner  Seedling.  I  think 
some  of  them  have  been  opened  up  and  handed  around,  so  no  doubt  you 
have  been  able  to  taste  them.  I  have  not  had  a  chance  to  taste  them  yet, 
so  I  cannot  say;  they  look  good.  I  am  glad  to  see  so  many  of  the 
Eastern  people,  as  well  as  the  people  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  who  have 
taken  the  opportunity  to  come  out  West  and  see  what  we  can  show  you, 
and  partake  of  our  hospitality.  We  have  done  the  best  we  could,  and 
I  hope  you  have  all  been  entertained  as  well  as  you  expected.  Of  course, 
there  are  always  a  few  little  hitches  in  any  entertainment  programme, 
and  if  something  may  have  gone  wrong,  it  was  not  our  intention,  and 
we  apologize  to  any  of  those  who  may  feel  that  they  may  have  been 
slighted,  as  we  certainly  did  not  intend  it.  I  do  not  know  whether  the 
programme  of  social  arrangements  has  been  announced  fully.  To-night 
there  will  be  a  smoker  for  the  gentlemen,  and  a  theater  party  for  the 
ladies.  At  two  o'clock  this  afternoon  the  Annual  Bowling  Tournament, 
S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.,  will  take  place  at  Graney's  alleys,  924  Market  street, 
as  scheduled  on  the  programme.  I  could  not  find  out  from  Mr.  Podesta 
whether  there  are  any  clubs  here  from  the  East  that  are  going  to  con- 
test with  other  clubs;  if  not,  it  will  be  just  individual  bowling  for  the 
prizes  offered.  I  do  not  think  we  have  a  Ladies'  Bowling  Club  here  in 
San  Francisco.  Our  ladies  do  not  seem  to  take  to  it.  I  understand  that 
in  the  East  they  have  quite  a  few  bowlers  among  the  ladies.  We  may  be 
able  to  get  up  a  club  to  send  to  Houston,  Texas.    I  do  not  know  that  1 
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can  say  anything  else  except  to  again  tliank  you  for  coming  out  here 
and  helping  this  Convention  along.  When  we  went  to  Boston  last  year 
we  did  not  have  much  hope  of  landing  the  Conrention,  and  just  man- 
aged to  do  it  by  one  vote. 

John  G.  Esler,  Saddle  River,  N.  J. :    I  did  that. 

Hans  Plath,  San  Francisco :    Thank  you  very  much. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill  (in  the  chair)  :  There  is  no  necessity  for 
any  apology  for  what  you  have  done  for  us  in  San  Francisco.  I  want 
to  tell  you  one  thing — we  have  had  the  best  attendance  at  your  first 
meeting  that  we  have  ever  seen  anywhere  in  our  National  Society 
meetings. 

John  G.  Esler,  Saddle  River,  N.  J. :  Isn't  this  a  pretty  good  one  for 
the  last  meeting? 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill  (in  the  chair)  :  Fine;  but  I  was  strongly 
impressed,  as  I  believe  everybody  else  has  been,  with  the  attendance 
that  we  have  had  throughout  all  of  these  meetings,  and  the  interest 
displayed.  I  must  say  we  all  feel  grateful  to  the  California  brothers 
and  the  florists  of  San  Francisco  for  the  splendid  manner  in  which  they 
have  taken  care  of  us.     (Applause.) 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Nebr. :  I  wish  to  move  that  the  S.  A.  F.  and 
O.  H.  extend  a  vote  of  thanks  to  this  gentleman  who  sent  the  Apples 
from  Watsonville,  Mr.  H.  A.  Hyde. 

The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

T.  F.  Taylor,  San  Francisco,  Cal. :  I  am  the  youngest  member  of 
this  Society,  and  want  to  apologize  for  speaking  while  such  a  new 
member.  In  regard  to  the  Apples  that  came  from  the  Pajaro  Valley, 
Cal.,  I  would  explain  that  we  have  a  great  many  Spanish  names.  You 
would  hardly  know  from  the  pronunciation  of  that  word  that  it  was 
spelled  Pajaro.  The  "j*'  has  the  sound  of  "h,"  as  in  San  Jose,  San 
Joaquin,  and  other  names  of  that  kind  of  Spanish  origin.  Mr.  Plath  is 
a  very  modest  person  and  does  not  take  much  credit  to  himself.  He  is 
very  unassuming ;  but  really,  gentlemen,  we  ought  at  this  time  to  recog- 
nize publicly  all  that  Mr.  Plath  has  done  on  this  Pacific  Coast. 
Mr.  Plath  is  the  father  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Horticultural  Society.  He 
is  the  man  who  has  held  it  together  at  all  times.  If  I  may  hark  back 
to  those  dark  days  of  "fell  disaster  in  San  Francisco,  I  remember  it  was 
some  months  after  that  disaster  before  we  got  together  again,  and  it 
was  Mr.  Plath  that  brought  us  together  at  that  time,  a  mere  corporal's 
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guard,  gathered  from  near  and  far  where  we  had  been  scattered — 
principally  far.  Mr.  Plath  was  the  live  wire  that  held  us  together  when 
the  organization  was  about  to  fall  to  pieces.  It  was  in  those  dark  days 
that  a  big  strong  character  came  from  the  other  side  of  the  country  and 
affiliated  with  us,  and  proved  to  us  a  tower  of  strength,  and  has  ever 
since  continued  to  be,  by  giving  us  of  his  active  knowledge  of  the  busi- 
ness and  his  experience ;  not  only  giving  us  that  at  all  times,  but  when 
it  was  necessary  he  gave  us  finances,  was  ever  ready  to  finance  anything 
that  was  really  needful.  That  man  was  Daniel  MacRorie.  That  man 
has  been  a  bulwark  to  the  society  at  all  times  in  furthering  the  horti- 
cultural interests  of  this  Coast.  Gentlemen,  I  think  I  may  say  that  the 
Pacific  Coast  highly  appreciates  the  signal  manner  in  which  we  have 
been  honored  here  by  his  selection  as  President  of  this  Society.  The 
election  to  such  an  office  is  really  an  honor  to  which  any  man  may  well 
aspire.  If  you  look  over  the  roster  of  the  past  presidents  of  this 
Society,  you  will  find  that  those  men  stand  as  the  great  luminaries  of 
horticulture,  men  who  have  made  their  mark  in  the  world  of  plant 
growing;  men  who  have  made  their  mark,  and  have  done  more  than 
that,  they  have  achieved  the  highest  degree  of  success  in  raising  flowers 
that  the  world  has  ever  witnessed.  So  it  is  a  very  worthy  ambition  to 
be  one  of  the  successors  of  such  men;  and  Mr.  MacRorie  has  well 
earned  this  signal  honor  of  being  elected  as  President  of  this  Society, 
and  we  on  the  Pacific  Coast  feel  also  honored  in  his  selection,  and 
honored  by  your  attendance  here.  We  appreciate  it  very  much.  I  trust 
that  you  will  carry  home  w^ith  you  golden  memories  from  this  city  of 
the  Golden  Gate,  and  we  on  our  part  will  always  remember  the  ladies 
that  you  have  brought  along  with  you. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill  (in  the  chair)  :  I  am  sorry  to  cut  you  off 
but  we  have  other  business. 

T.  F.  Taylor,  San  Francisco :  I  am  not  selfish  enough  to  ask  you  to 
allow^  me  further  time ;  but  we  hope  to  meet  you  all  again  in  the  near 
future,  individually,  if  not  collectively.  Remember  that  our  latchstring 
is  always  out  and  that  you  are  always  welcome.  I  thank  you  very 
much.     (Applause.) 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :  It  is  now  almost  noon,  Mr. 
Chairman — 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill  (in  the  chair)  :  There  is  another  gentle- 
man who  has  the  floor. 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :    You  have  fifteen  minutes  to 
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get  these  votes  cast,  so  that  the  vote  may  be  announced  at  12  o'clock, 
which  it  is  necessary  to  do,  I  believe,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  law. 

President  Welch:  At  12  o'clock  the  polls  will  be  closed.  It  is  a 
quarter  to  twelve  now  so  that  we  have  fifteen  minutes  more  in  which 
this  interesting  discussion  can  go  on.  We  will  take  care  of  that, 
Mr.  Gude. 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :    All  right. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill  (in  the  chair)  :  Some  of  us  do  not  know 
what  we  are,  whether  we  are  Rose  men,  Carnation  men  or  Chrysanthe- 
mum men,  or,  like  Mr.  Vincent,  Dahlia  men;  but  we  have  some  real 
live  Rose  men  here,  and  it  is  the  desire  of  a  great  many  of  us  that  we 
hear  from  some  of  the  men  who  are  greatly  interested  in  Roses;  so  I 
have  asked  Mr.  Robert  Pyle  to  talk  to  us  a  few  minutes  on  Roses. 
He  will  please  come  forward.  Gentlemen,  Mr.  Robert  Pyle,  of  the 
Conard  &  Jones  Co.,  West  Grove,  Pa. 

REMARKS  OF  ROBERT  PYLE,  WEST  GROVE,  PA. 

Mr.  Chairman,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Society : 

I  would  very  much  rather  hear  from  some  of  the  men  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  than  to  talk  myself;  but  I  want  you  to  know  how  much 
interest  some  of  us  have  who  have  come  to  the  Pacific  Coast  to  learn, 
and  find  out  what  is  being  d<me  here  in  the  way  of  Roses.  Some  of  us 
have  made  a  study  of  this  subject  from  the  standpoint  of  what  they 
have  been  doing  in  the  past  in  Europe,  and  what  these  United  States  of 
America  are  doing  on  the  other  side  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  and  the 
Mississippi.  So  it  is  a  matter  of  no  little  concern  to  find  out  more  inti- 
mately and  in  detail  what  you  are  doing  on  this  side  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  Since  arriving  here,  I  have  had  word  from  the  Florists' 
Club  of  Philadelphia,  a  request  to  bring  them  back  a  very  full  account 
of  the  Convention  and  what  you  are  doing.  Not  the  least  interesting  of 
what  we  have  seen  have  been  the  plantings  on  the  way  out  here. 
Mr.  Hill  saw  one  very  interesting  planting  in  Utah.  One  of  the  florists 
there  took  him  out  to  the  cemetery,  telling  him  he  was  going  to  show 
him  one  of  the  most  noteworthy  plai  *:ings  that  they  had.  Then  he  led 
him  very  carefully  around  to  the  corner  of  the  cemetery  and  pointed 
out  a  lot  in  which  there  lay  a  (;reat  Mormon  in  the  center,  with,  I  think, 
eleven  wives  surrounding  him.  Of  course  that  is  a  new  kind  of  plant- 
ing, one  not  found  in  the  East.  Out  on  the  Exposition  grounds  it  is 
mighty  interesting  to  note  that  Gill  has  already  been  awarded  a  gold 
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medal  and  certainly  no  one  would  question  but  that  they  have  deserved 
it  from  the  display  of  Roses  that  they  have  there.  In  the  second  place, 
it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  thoroughly  creditable  to  the  Exposition  authori- 
ties, and  to  you  here  in  the  West,  to  have  offered  that  one  thousand 
dollar  Rose  Garden  contest  prize.  I  was  mighty  glad  to  see  that  there 
were  so  many  excellent  Roses  competing  there  for  it,  and  that  the 
judges  are  on  the  job  at  least  once  every  week  throughout  the  season  to 
see  who  will  deserve  that  prize.  That  brings  me  to  another  point ; 
among  the  competitors  in  that  $1,000  prize  exhibit,  I  believe  there  are 
several  from  the  other  side,  McGredy  and  the  Dicksons,  from  Ireland, 
and  I  think  some  from  Germany  and  some  from  England.  Do  you  know 
what  the  war  is  doing  to  men  on  the  other  side,  the  young  men  par- 
ticularly? It  is  robbing  us  of  some  of  the  finest  Rose  growers,  or  at 
least  of  their  best  efforts,  and  it  is  throwing  upon  this  country  the  need 
for  us  to  do  more  in  developing  Roses.  May  I  say  to  you  that  I  had 
the  strongest  and  most  forcible  evidence  of  this  fact  when  abroad,  when 
I  learned  that  they  had  orders  and  were  packing  Roses  when  I  was 
there  to  ship  clear  through  the  United  States  to  the  Pacific  Coast,  big 
orders  for  Roses  that  ought  to  be  grown  in  this  country,  Roses  that 
ought  to  be  originated  in  this  country.  My  further  thought  is  this,  that 
the  Roses,  many  of  them,  which  originated  on  the  other  side  are  not  of 
kinds  best  adapted  to  the  particular  needs  of  our  climate,  and,  therefore, 
that  with  our  own  original  varieties  in  this  country,  we  need  to  do  all 
that  we  can  to  encourage  American  hybridizers  to  produce  Roses  that 
are  going  to  be  fitted  for  this  climate.  We  have  recently  had  kinds  like 
the  Wichuraiana  hybrids  highly  developed.  We  have  broadened  the  scope 
of  usefulness  of  the  Rose  and  its  possibility  of  use  in  landscape  garden- 
ing; so  that  we  are  only  seeing  the  beginnings  of  what  will  be  done 
here,  and  therefore,  in  our  exhibitions  and  other  ways  we  should  do  all 
that  we  can  by  offering  prizes  to  hybridizers  to  encourage  this  develop- 
ment. The  American  Rose  Society  are  doing  all  they  can  in  this  direc- 
tion, and  invite  you  all  to  take  out  membership  in  their  society.  They 
have  established  a  test  garden  under  the  oversight  of  the  Agricultural 
Department  at  Washington,  another  one  at  Cornell  University,  Ithaca, 
N.  Y.,  another  one  at  Minneapolis,  and  also  one  at  Harvard.  I  want  to 
assure  you  that  we  are  endeavoring  to  test  out  Roses  in  different  parts 
of  the  United  States,  and  find  out  what  are  best,  and  what  are  best 
suited  to  the  different  localities.  We  invite  you  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
through  your  organization  to  become  affiliated  with  the  American  Rose 
Society,  so  that  it  be  in  fact,  as  well  as  in  name,  truly  a  national 
society,   that  we  may  increase  the  interest   in  Roses  on   the  part  of 
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amateurs,  to  the  end  of  making  for  better  business  and  more  desirable 
results  on  the  part  of  Rose  growers. 

President  Welch  now  resumed  the  chair, 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  I  do  not  know  whether 
I  am  entitled  to  speak  on  this  subject  or  not.  When  I  go  among  the 
Chrysanthemum  men,  they  say,  "You  are  a  Chrysanthemum  man,  are 
you  not?"  And  I  say,  "Yes."  I  met  a  man  in  Denver,  and  he  asked 
me  if  I  was  a  Carnation  man.  I  said,  "Yes."  I  got  to  California  and 
somebody  said,  "You  are  a  Rose  man,  of  course?"  And  I  said,  "Yes." 
It  reminds  me  of  the  story  of  the  Irishman  in  Philadelphia  who,  being 
a  little  w^orse  for  the  ardent,  got  on  board  a  trolley  car,  and  when  he 
came  stumbling  down  the  aisle  tripped  and  fell  into  the  lap  of  a  very 
beautiful  lady,  and  she,  overwhelmed  and  horrified,  exclaimed,  "Get  up, 
you  old  Irishman,  get  up !"  Pat  looked  around  and  said,  "I  am  no  Irish- 
man." She  said  again,  "Get  up,  you  old  Irishman,  get  out  of  here!" 
And  Pat  replied,  "I  am  no  Irishman."  "What  are  you?"  said  she. 
"Why,"  he  said,  "I  am  a  Laplander !"  And  I  don't  know  what  I  am, 
whether  I  am  a  Rose  man,  or  a  Carnation  man,  or  a  Chrysanthemum 
man.  I  like  them  all;  but  if  I  were  to  make  an  honest  confession,  I 
would  have  to  say  that  I  do  believe  in  Roses.  I  want  to  say  this  about 
Mr.  Robert  Pyle — that  I  think  he  is  doing  an  educational  work  for  the 
people  in  the  United  States  that  is  marvelous ;  he  is  doing  it  in  such  an 
effective  manner  that  it  is  going  to  redound  to  the  benefit  of  every  man 
in  this  country  who  grows  Roses  as  well  as  other  things  in  his  garden, 
or  in  his  greenhouses  for  forcing  purposes.  I  had  hoped  that  you  people 
in  San  Francisco  might  have  had  the  pleasure  of  having  Mr.  Pyle  give 
you  that  stereopticon  lecture  of  his,  and  show  you  the  Roses  as  grown 
in  France,  England  and  Italy.  I  tell  you  he  has  a  marvelously  beau- 
tiful set  of  pictures,  and  he  can  show  on  the  canvas  some  of  the  men 
whose  features  you  would  like  to  be  more  familiar  with;  among  them 
one  of  the  greatest  French  Rosarians  that  the  world  has  ever  produced. 
Then  he  has  a  picture  of  Peter  Lambert,  pictures  of  the  Dicksons,  and 
other  people  over  there.  You  are  missing  a  treat  in  not  having  him 
show  his  stereopticon  slides  here.  But  to  get  back :  I  think  you  people 
in  California  ought  to  be  a  little  bit  ashamed  of  yourselves  as  Rose  men ; 
you  have  the  finest  climate  in  the  world  in  which  to  raise  seedling 
Roses;  but  I  guess  you  have  been  so  busy  chasing  the  almighty  dollar 
that  you  have  overlooked  that  one  fact.  I  do  honestly  believe  that  you 
have  the  climatic  conditions  here  in  California  such  as  might  enable 
you  to  out-distance  any  of  us  in  the  United  States  or  Europe  in  the 
production  of  new  varieties  of  Roses.     I  believe  you  can  raise  seed  out 
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bere  better  than  any  other  section.  I  am  greatly  interested  in  the  Rose 
Garden  at  the  Exposition,  and  I  am  sure  they  are  going  at  it  in  the 
right  manner  by  judging  those  Roses  every  week.  It  is  a  little  unfortu- 
nate that  they  are  in  such  an  unfavorable  place  down  there,  that  is, 
where  the  wind  sweeps  through  and  batters  the  Roses  just  as  it  does 
the  Cannas,  so  that  the  plants  are  not,  therefore,  at  their  best.  However, 
the  effort  there  is  commendable,  and  I  think  next  month  the  new  va- 
rieties of  Roses  in  the  garden  will  show  up  in  splendid  form  and  shape. 
I  think  we  who  are  interested  are  indebted  to  the  Exposition  authorities, 
and  to  the  gentlemen  interested  in  horticulture,  for  their  having  offered 
that  premium  of  $1,000.  I  hope  the  result  will  be  a  recognition  of  the 
Pacific  Slope  that  will  reflect  beneficially  upon  the  whole  United  States. 
The  Chair  now  called  for  the  report  of  the  judges  of  the  Trade 
Exhibits,  which  was  read  by  Secretary  Young,  as  follows :

He  is 
present  to  extend  to  you  his  thanks  for  the  kind  confidence  you  have 
placed  in  him,  and  he  will  now  say  to  you  how  much  he  thanks  you 
for  this  great  honor.     (Applause.) 

RESPONSE    BY    PRESIDENT-ELECT    MacRORIE. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen: 

I  sincerely  thank  you  for  conferring  this  honor  upon  me,  the  highest 
honor  in  my  profession.  I  will  give  everything  that  is  in  me  toward 
the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  this  coming 
year.  I  hope  when  you  leave  this  city  that  you  will  carry  back  with 
you  sunny  memories  from  this  Golden  State,  and  that  we  may  see  all 
your  faces  at  Houston,  Texas,  next  August.    I  thank  you.    (Applause.) 

President  Welch:  Unfortunately,  the  Vice-President-elect,  Mr. 
Robert  C.  Kerr,  is  not  here  at  present  to  extend  his  thanks  to  the 
Convention;  but  I  will  take  the  liberty  of  calling  upon  Mr.  Walter 
Coles,  who  made  such  an  eloquent  address  in  favor  of  Mr.  Kerr's  city. 
to  present  his  acknowledgments. 
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RESPONSE   BY  WALTER  W.  COLES,  KOKOMO,  IND. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  Mr.  Kerr  will  appreciate  the  honor  that  has 
been  conferred  upon  him,  and  especially  that  this  was  done  in  his 
absence.  As  I  told  you  yesterday,  he  fully  intended  to  be  here.  I  cer- 
tainly want  to  thank  the  Society  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  for  the 
honor  that  you  have  conferred  upon  him;  and  that  is  all  I  can  say, 
gentlemen. 

President  Welch:  It  is  not  necessary  for  me,  gentlemen,  to  intro- 
duce to  you  the  gentleman  you  have  elected  as  Secretary.  You  have 
known  him  for  years ;  but  he  is  here  and  I  think  he  would  like  to  have 
the  privilege  of  saying  a  few  words  to  you — Mr.  John  Young,  secretary. 

Ex-President  R.  Vincent,  Jr.,  White  Marsh,  Md. ;  Mr.  Young  will 
give  me  the  floor,  I  think. 

President  Welch :  I  will  say  that  you  will  have  your  chance  if  you 
will  wait  a  moment.    We  want  to  hear  first  from  Mr.  Young. 

Secretary  Young  now  rose  and  was  greeted  with  applause. 


RESPONSE  BY  SECRETARY-ELECT  JOHN  YOUNG. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen : 

I  wish  to  thank  you  all  most  heartily  for  re-electing  me  to  the 
office  of  Secretary  for  another  year.  This  comes  as  a  special  and  double 
honor  to  one  who  realizes  that  he  is  elected  to  this  office  so  far  from 
home.  I  also  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Fotheringham,  whom  I  have  known  for 
so  many  years,  for  asking  to  make  my  election  to  this  office  unanimous. 
I  have  known  Mr.  Fotheringham  for  so  long  that  I  knew  I  had  a  man 
in  opposition  to  my  candidacy  who  was  well  worthy  of  support;  and  I 
knew  if  it  went  to  a  vote  it  would  make  it  quite  interesting. 
In  the  work  of  the  Society  I  have  done  my  best,  and  I  shall 
try  to  do  even  better.  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  practically  the 
bookkeeper  of  the  Society,  and  I  want  to  do  as  near  right  as  I  pos- 
sibly can,  I  want  to  do  the  work  of  the  office  as  thoroughly  as  I  know 
how.  But  I  must  have  your  help  to  do  it  successfully.  If  there  is 
anything  that  I  can  do  as  Secretary  of  this  Society  for  any  member, 
I  shall  only  be  too  happy  to  do  it.  I  shall  only  be  too  pleased  to  receive 
suggestions  as  to  how  we  can  all  help  to  better  the  interests  of  this 
great  Society.

I  thank  you  again,  gentlemen,  most  heartily.     (Applause.) 

President  Welch:     I  have  now  just  one  more  officer  to  call  upon. 

Ex-President  R.  Vincent,  Jr.,  White  Marsh,  Md. :  That  oflicer  is  not 
in  connection  with  the  secretaryship  and  I  claim  the  privilege  of  the 
floor,  sir. 

President  Welch :  Just  as  soon  as  Mr.  Kasting  makes  his  response. 
Gentlemen,  I  am  going  to  introduce  to  you  our  Treasurer,  the  most 
important  officer  that  we  have  to  elect  at  any  Convention  or  for  any 
corporation — Mr.  William  F.  Kasting,  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

RESPONSE    BY    TREASURER-ELECT    KASTING. 

Mr.  President  and  Members : 

I  can  only  repeat  what  I  have  said  in  former  years  upon  similar 
occasions,  and  which  some  of  the  brothers  in  the  Golden  State  perhaps 
have  not  heard.  Together  with  my  friend  John  Young,  I  certainly  appre- 
ciate that  the  honor  of  re-election  is  all  the  greater  because  it  comes  to 
me  in  this  comparatively  strange  land.  I  certainly  feel  honored  that 
you  have  seen  fit  to  re-elect  me  without  any  opposition  as  your  Treas- 
urer. I  shall  endeavor  to  fulfil  my  duties.  I  am  only  a  good  clerk, 
just  as  John  said  that  he  was  only  a  bookkeeper.  I  pay  out  your 
money,  and  sometimes  kick  and  ask  what  it  is  for?  This  is  only  in  the 
interests  of  the  Society.  I  think  we  should  increase  the  amount  in  our 
treasury,  no  matter  what  you  use  it  for,  and  I  always  claim  that  we 
should  not  expend  more  than  we  take  in.  That  is  a  good  business 
principle.  1  want  to  especially  thank  the  California  people  for  these 
161  new  members,  and  hope  you  will  all  work  in  harmony  to  retain 
that  membership — 161  members  out  here  is  certainly  a  fine  showing, 
and  I  v>^ant  to  give  all  credit  to  Mr.  MacRorie.    I  have  known  him  so 
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long  that  I  do  not  have  to  "jolly"  him.  My  friend  Plath  and  all  of  the 
boys  here  have  worked  splendidly,  and  I  do  not  regret  at  all  that  I 
came  out  here.  I  am  glad  that  you  beat  Buffalo.  I  hope  some  of  these 
days,  say  in  ten  or  fifteen  years  from  now,  if  California  wants  the 
Convention  again  that  she  will  get  it;  and  we  Eastern  boys,  if  we  are 
still  alive,  will  be  with  you.  Your  entertainment  here  and  all  your 
arrangements  have  certainly  been  splendid.  I  thank  you,  gentlemen, 
again. 

President  Welch :     Mr.  Richard  Vincent,  Jr.,  of  the  State  of  Mary- 
land, you  have  the  floor,  sir. 

Ex-President  R.  Vincent,  Jr.,  White  Marsh,  Md. :     Mr.  President, 
when  I  was  elected  to  the  presidency,  you  know  some  of  the  boys  said, 
"What  did  you  put  that  old  hayseed  in  for?    What  in  the  world  is  he 
going  to  do  for  us?"     I  do  not  know  whether  he  did  anything  or  not, 
but  he  did  the  best  he  could,  and  I  am  sure  that  he  appreciated  the  fact 
that  he  had  a  secretary  like  John  Young  behind  him,  who  could  help 
him  to  make  good,  no  matter  if  he  was  a  "hayseed."    Mr.  John  Young 
stood  at  my  back  and  stood  by  me,  first,  last,  and  all  the  time.    I  would 
have  been  sorry  to  see  such  an  able  man  as  he  is  turned  down  even  by 
as  good  a  man  as  his  opponent;  because  Mr.  John  Young  is  a  man 
among  men,  and  I  tell  you  our  President-elect  in  him  has  a  man  who 
has  his  shoulder  to  the  wheel  and  vv^ho  knows  how  to  work  to  help 
him  make  a  success  of  his  administration.     The  other  man  may  be 
good,  but  he  could  not  put  the  shoulder  to  the  wheel  that  Mr.  John 
Young  can,  a  man  that  knows  his  business,  a  man  that  will  keep  any 
president  from   going  astray,   and  will  help   him   achieve  better   and 
brighter  success  than  the  S.  A.  F.  has  ever  had.  Our  Treasurer,  too,  is  a 
splendid  man,  who  watches  the  treasury  closely.     You  had  better  hang 
on  to  him  as  long  as  you  can,  because  he  will  not  let  a  dollar  go  out 
unless  it  is  necessary.    I  see  that  I  must  be  brief,  ladies  and  gentlemen. 
I  can  tell  that  by  the  nod  of  the  President's  head.     I  think  that  Presi- 
dent Welch  has  done  well  for  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and  that 
he  ought  to  have  a  vote  of  thanks  for  bringing  as  big  a  delegation  as 
he  did  from  the  East  to  the  far  West,  to  this  beautiful  country  of 
California  that  we  are  all  glad  to  visit,  and  which  I  have  not  before 
visited.     I  am  a  young  man,  it  is  true,  only  seventy-two,  and  I  did  not 
expect  to  get  here,  but  I  thank  God  that  I  am  here  this  morning  in  this 
land  of  flowers  and  this  glorious  western  country.     (Applause.) 

President  Welch:  We  will  now  have  the  report  of  the  committee 
appointed  to  draft  suitable  resolutions  upon  the  death  of  Professor 
Cowell. 
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The  report  was  presented  and  read  by  Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  as 
follows : 

Whereas,  In  the  removal  by  death  during  the  past  year  of  Prof. 
J.  F.  Cowell,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and  Orna- 
mental Horticulturists  has  been  deprived  of  the  valued  services  of  one 
whose  contributions  to  the  work  of  the  Society  were  always  freely  given 
in  his  capacity  as  Botanist,  and  whose  services  were  greatly  appreciated 
by  us;  therefore, 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  this  Society  tender  to  those  near  and  dear 
who  mourn  his  loss  our  sincere  sympathy  in  their  bereavement;  and 
that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  ofiQcially  attested  by  our  Secretary  and 
forwarded  to  the  family  of  the  deceased. 

Respectfully  recommended  for  adoption  by  the  Special  Committee 
of  the  Society  appointed  to  draft  the  above  resolution:

George  Asmus. 

President  Welch:  Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  resolutions  pre- 
pared by  the  Special  Committee  upon  the  death  of  Professor  Cowell. 
What  action  do  you  wish  to  take  in  regard  to  them? 

Ex-President  W.  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  I  move  the  adoption 
of  the  report  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  motion  carried,  and  the  resolutions  were  adopted  by  rising  and 
unanimous  vote. 

President  Welch:  I  am  going  to  ask  your  attention  for  a  few 
minutes,  for  the  purpose  of  getting  a  motion  through,  to  place  on  the 
records  a  letter  which  I  have  from  Professor  Edward  A.  White,  Cornell 
University.  He  wanted  me  to  embody  something  in  my  annual  address 
with  regard  to  education;  but  this  letter  is  so  complete  and  deals  with 
the  subject  so  eloquently,  that  I  felt  as  though  it  ought  to  be  printed  as 
coming  from  him  rather  than  have  me  to  embody  its  ideas  in  my 
address.  Unless  you  wish  to  have  it  now  read,  the  Secretary  will 
simply  read  it  by  title  and  it  will  be  incorporated  in  our  records.  It 
refers  to  the  importance  of  horticultural  education  of  young  men.  This 
is  a  very  important  question  for  this  Society,  and  it  is  well  deserving 
of  being  made  a  part  of  our  Proceedings.  That  action  will  be  taken 
unless  you  want  it  read  and  discussed  at  this  time. 

Past-President  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  I  move  that  the  com- 
munication be  received  and  printed  in  the  records  of  the  Society. 
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Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 
The  communication  follows :

My  dear  Mr.  Welch : 

Professor  Lumsden  tells  me  that  you  are  anxious  to  have  some 
material  for  your  annual  address  before  the  S.  A.  F.,  regarding  the 
need  of  a  better  floricultural  training  for  our  American  young  men. 
I  am,  therefore,  writing  you  as  he  said  you  requested. 

It  does  my  heart  good  to  know  that  the  florists  of  the  country  are 
waking  up  to  the  fact  that  an  education  is  just  as  desirable  and  essen- 
tial for  a  florist  as  it  is  for  a  mechanic,  a  civil  engineer  or  a  statesman. 
While  it  is  true  that  men  have  made  a  success  in  all  of  these  lines 
without  an  education,  nevertheless  the  average  man  in  the  front  rank 
now  has  had  better  educational  facilities  than  had  the  men  fifteen 
years  ago. 

When  I  began  my  floricultural  teaching  eight  years  ago  there  were 
a  lot  of  men  exceedingly  pessimistic  regarding  any  value  which  could 
result  from  the  courses  in  floriculture  at  the  State  College.  At  that 
time  there  were  almost  no  courses  offered  which  met  the  needs  of  young 
men  interested  especially  in  floricultural  work.  Gradually,  however, 
courses  have  been  established  in  a  few  agricultural  colleges,  and  I  am 
proud  to  be  one  of  the  pioneers  in  this  sort  of  work.  I  believe  there 
is  an  important  future  for  floricultural  training  in  agricultural  col- 
leges, and  I  have  been  especially  pleased  with  the  change  of  sentiment 
among  practical  men  regarding  the  value  of  these  courses. 

I  have  followed  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  the  agitation  for  the 
establishment  of  a  school  of  floriculture  as  a  memorial  for  the  late 
W.  R.  Smith.  I  have  hesitated  to  express  myself  on  the  advisability  of 
such  a  scheme,  fearing  that  my  present  position  would  lead  the  men 
having  the  matter  under  consideration  to  believe  I  was  prejudiced 
against  it  for  fear  it  would  lessen  the  registration  in  the  State  agricul- 
tural colleges.  I  am  not  at  all  opposed  to  it  on  that  ground,  but  I  do 
believe  the  scheme  is  not  practical.  In  the  first  place,  I  am  afraid  its 
advocates  have  little  knowledge  of  the  cost  of  establishing  and  equip- 
plp.g  such  a  school,  to  say  nothing  of  its  maintenance.    In  the  second 
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place,  I  believe  it  to  be  exceedingly  difficult  to  locate  the  school  where 
it  would  meet  the  needs  of  students  from  different  States.  If  it  were 
located  in  Washington,  for  example,  the  cultural  conditions  there  would 
be  very  different  from  those  in  the  northern  States. 

It  seems  to  me  that  if  the  S.  A.  F.  wishes  to  establish  a  memorial 
for  Mr.  Smith,  it  could  not  do  better  than  to  establish  an  endowment 
fund  for  floricultural  training  in  a  few  of  the  more  important  educa- 
tional institutions  in  different  parts  of  the  country  where  floriculture 
is  now  well  taught.  Such  an  endowment  would  enable  these  institutions 
to  do  better  work  than  they  are  now  doing.  My  experience  has  been 
that  a  lack  of  funds  has  seriously  interfered  with  instructional  work 
in  floriculture  in  the  institutions  with  which  I  have  been  connected. 
I  believe  that  if  such  a  scheme  as  I  have  mentioned  were  well  worked 
out,  and  if  it  were  managed  by  a  few  men  who  would  take  an  active 
interest  in  developing  it,  there  might  be  a  wonderful  educational  system 
developed  along  this  particular  line  in  our  agricultural  colleges. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  apprenticeship  system  practiced  in  foreign 
countries  will  never  work  here.  Our  American  conditions  are  very  dif- 
ferent, and  I  think  there  are  even  better  methods  than  an  apprentice- 
ship system.  I  do  believe,  however,  that  far  better  courses  may  be 
developed  in  our  agricultural  colleges  than  those  now  given;  but  to 
develop  these,  there  must  be  the  most  cordial  co-operation  of  successful 
present-day  florists  with  the  agricultural  colleges.  I  believe  that  the 
trouble  with  too  many  of  our  American  gardeners  is  the  fact  that  they 
do  not  know  plants,  and  unless  they  know  them  intimately  they  cannot 
grow  them  successfully.  Also,  our  agricultural  colleges  are  not  equipped 
to  give  training  such  as  the  men  would  get  on  a  range.  I  believe  that 
the  very  best  system  which  could  be  developed  would  be  for  the  young 
men  to  come  here  for  their  theoretical  work,  and  get  their  practical 
work  or  laboratory  exercises  on  different  ranges.  I  am  hoping  to  de- 
velop such  a  system  here.  For  example,  we  now  have  an  arrangement 
of  instructional  work  so  that  the  college  never  closes  for  a  vacation. 
As  soon  as  one  term  closes,  another  term  begins,  and  the  Summer  term 
is  especially  helpful  to  us  in  developing  many  of  our  courses.  This  is 
just  the  time  of  the  year  when  there  is  very  little  doing  in  the  average 
range.  Therefore,  I  am  obliging  the  students  who  are  specializing  in 
floriculture  to  take  their  theoretical  work  during  the  Summer,  and  to 
get  out  on  a  practical  range  during  the  Winter  months. 

The  great  difficulty  I  have  is  in  finding  places  for  these  young  men. 
A  great  many  of  the  most  successful  florists  do  not  want  to  be  bothered 
with  the  students  on  their  ranges,  and  it  is,  of  course,  of  no  value  to  the 
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men  to  be  with  a  second-class  florist.  If  we  could  be  quite  certain  of 
the  cordial  support  of  successful  practical  florists,  I  am  sure  that  we 
could  develop  a  class  of  young  men  who  are  much  better  fitted  for 
floricultural  work  than  they  would  be  under  the  apprenticeship  system, 
or  the  training  which  they  are  now  getting  in  agricultural  colleges. 

This  scheme  which  I  would  develop,  therefore,  is  for  the  young  men 
to  come  here  for  three  years  and  do  their  theoretical  work,  but  not 
receive  a  certificate  of  efficiency  until  after  they  had  spent  one  year 
on  an  up-to-date  commercial  range.  If  young  men  are  more  interested 
in  private  estate  work,  I  shall  advise  them  to  get  their  experience  on  a 
private  estate  or  in  park  conservatories,  rather  than  on  a  commercial 
range. 

I  believe  that  our  American  florists  need  better  training  along  the 
line  of  soils,  fertilizers,  plant  breeding  and  other  subjects  of  a  similar 
nature.  And  they  can  get  this  in  no  other  place  as  well  as  in  the 
agricultural  colleges. 

I  am  exceedingly  glad  that  you  are  interested  enough  in  this  sub- 
ject to  give  some  time  to  it  in  your  annual  address  in  San  Francisco, 
and  I  shall  hope  that  much  good  will  result  from  it.  I  believe  that  it 
will.  I  am  not  writing  you  especially  in  the  interests  of  Cornell  Uni- 
versity, but  for  the  good  of  the  floricultural  industry  as  a  whole.  As 
you  know,  my  whole  interest  centers  about  this  work.

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :  As  most  of  our  members  here 
know,  our  friend  Mr.  Wallace  R.  Pierson  was  taken  sick  on  the  way 
here  and  is  now  confined  to  his  bed  in  this  city.  A  very  small  per- 
centage of  you  know  anything  about  his  condition  or  where  he  is. 
This  morning  I  made  up  my  mind  to  go  and  see  him.  I  called  up  by 
telephone  and  got  in  communication  with  his  nurse.  She  told  me  that 
he  had  been  operated  on  yesterday  morning  for  appendicitis,  but  that  his 
condition  was  not  serious.  She  said  it  was  impossible  for  anyone  to 
communicate  with  him  for  the  next  two  or  three  days  at  least,  but  she 
assured  me  that  he  was  getting  along  well  and  that  there  were  not 
likely  to  be  any  serious  complications.  I  thought  the  members  would 
like  to  know  of  his  condition.  He  is  at  the  Adler  Sanitarium,  corner 
of  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  Broadway. 

President  Welch:  The  Chair  has  also  received  a  communication 
from  Mr.  F.  W.  Herendeen,  secretary  of  the  National  Boiler  and  Radi- 
ator Manufacturers'  Association,  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  in  regard  to  proposed 
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legislation  which  is  now  up  in  the  States  of  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio, 
to  require  boilers  carrying  15  lbs.  pressure  or  less  to  be  inspected,  and 
the  payment  of  a  license  fee  for  such  inspection,  etc.  This  letter  is 
addressed  to  the  Society,  and  I  would  like  somebody  to  make  a  motion 
that  it  be  received  and  printed  in  the  records,  unless  you  w^ant  it  read. 

Ex-President  W.  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  I  will  move  that  it  be 
received  and  made  part  of  the  minutes  but  that  the  letter  be  turned 
over  to  the  Legislative  Committee  to  do  some  work  in  this  connection. 
Pennsylvania  will  affect  me,  and  I  want  to  look  at  it. 

Without  objection,  it  was  so  ordered. 

The  letter  follows :

Dear  Sir:  Your  favor  of  May  8th  at  hand.  I  am  writing  Mr.  Wm. 
F.  Gude  to-day  quite  at  length  along  the  lines  that  I  have  written  you. 
I  have  known  Mr.  Gude  for  a  great  many  years. 

I  certainly  think  that  your  Society  should  have  a  central  organiza- 
tion of  sufficient  size  and  scope  to  cope  with  proposed  legislation  that  is 
hostile  to  your  interests.  Heating  boilers  carrying  15  pounds  pressure 
or  less  should  not  be  inspected  or  regulated  by  the  State  police.  That  is 
the  broad  view  that  our  Association  takes. 

It  is  possible  to  subscribe  to  a  service  that  will  give  you  legislative 
Bills  introduced  that  menace  the  heating  industry.  Many  of  these  Bills, 
of  course,  automatically  do  not  pass,  but  your  Society  through  its  cen- 
tral organization  should  be  equipped  to  constantly  bring  into  service 
your  various  State  branches  and  to  enlist  the  active  support  of  your 
prominent  members  in  various  States  through  your  central  organiza- 
tion, to  defeat  this  type  of  legislation. 

Take  Pennsylvania  Senate  Bill  841,  for  instance.  It  stated,  as 
originally  drawn — and  it  would  have  passed  too,  in  my  judgment — that 
all  boilers  of  four  sq.  ft.  of  grate  surface  and  over  must  be  inspected 
annually  and  the  owner  must  pay  ^5  a  year  for  such  inspection. 

As  you  know,  many  of  the  State  legislatures  have  adjourned ;  but  a 
year  and  a  half  from  now,  they  will  be  in  session  again,  and  then  I 
look  for  a  great  number  of  Bills  to  be  introduced  along  the  inspection 
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line  and  along  the  necessity  of  having  a  licensed  engineer,  and  these 
Bills  should  be  carefully  watched  and  objected  to. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  our  Association  meets  in  the  Hotel 
Astor  on  Monday,  the  17th,  and  the  members  of  our  Association  meet 
at  the  Hotel  Astor  on  Tuesday,  the  18th,  at  which  time  the  subject 
matter  of  our  correspondence  will  be  gone  into  more  thoroughly.  Pos- 
sibly I  may  wire  you  to  come  over  to  New  York  and  meet  some  of  our 
Executive  Committee,  or  possibly  I  may  go  to  Boston  and  meet  you 
during  the  week  ending  the  22d  of  May.  Kindly  advise  me  at  once  if 
you  will  be  home  all  of  that  week. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  an  article  appearing  in  the  Florists' 
Review  of  May  6th,  on  page  21.

A  Member :  Will  that  information  with  regard  to  Mr.  Pierson  be 
telegraphed  back  East?  The  reason  is,  that  I  do  not  want  any  of  his 
folks  to  know  about  the  operation  having  been  performed. 

Benjamin  Hammond,  Beacon,  N.  Y. :  I  went  directly  to  the  Adler 
Sanitarium  at  Van  Ness  and  Broadway  yesterday.  I  saw  the  nurse, 
Mrs.  Cole,  who  is  in  charge  of  him,  and  learned  that  the  operation  had 
been  performed,  that  he  was  in  good  condition,  but  that  it  was  not  at 
all  allowable  for  anyone  to  see  him  for  two  days.  Mr.  Pierson  himself 
had  prepared  a  telegram  to  be  sent  home  after  the  operation  was  per- 
formed. Previous  to  the  operation  he  had  himself  carefully  written  a 
letter  and  mailed  it.  His  father  is  not  in  robust  health  and  is  now  in 
Maine,  and  if  he  had  received  this  sudden  news,  he  being  where  he 
could  do  no  good  at  all,  the  result  might  have  been  bad.  His  wife  has 
also  been  suffering  severely,  is  an  invalid.  It  was  thought  best  as  a 
sound  common-sense  proposition  that  it  was  not  desirable  to  send  word 
home  until  after  the  operation  was  found  to  result  favorably,  as  they 
could  in  no  wise  be  of  service  to  him  at  home;  and  if  it  all  came  out 
well  it  would  not  be  too  much  of  a  surprise  to  them,  the  trouble  would 
be  over  and  he  would  be  on  a  fair  way  to  recovery.  The  surgeon  stated 
that  in  all  probability  he  would  be  able  to  be  out  and  about  in  say 
ten  days. 

A.  T.  De  La  Mare,  New  York  City:  Do  I  understand  that  the 
telegram  that  he  had  prepared  had  been  sent? 
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Benjamin  Hammond,  Beacon,  N.  Y. :  Yes,  that  is  the  way  it  was 
done.  He  had  summed  it  up  in  the  wisest  way  possible.  I  was  with 
him  two  hours  previous  to  his  leaving  the  hotel  yesterday  afternoon, 
and  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  operation  I  had  a  conference  with  him 
at  the  hospital. 

President  Welch :  Is  the  chairman  of  the  Convention  Garden  Com- 
mittee present?  If  so,  we  would  like  to  have  his  report,  so  that  we  can 
close  up  all  business. 

Secretary  John  Young,  New  York  City :  I  move  that  the  report  be 
received  and  placed  on  the  records  of  the  Society. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

President  Welch:  Is  there  any  further  business  that  any  gentle- 
man wishes  to  bring  forward  at  this  time?  We  can  spend  a  few 
minutes  more  here. 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  In  regard  to  this  trip,  I  would  like  to 
say  that  a  list  of  fifteen  members  was  compiled,  including  members 
from  other  societies,  and  that  a  number  of  the  members  invited  have 
not  been  able  to  go.  If  there  are  other  gentlemen  here  who  feel  that 
they  can  stand  an  expenditure  of  $14  fare  to  Eureka  and  back,  we 
should  like  to  have  them  go.  We  have  room  for  fifteen  altogether. 
After  the  party  arrives  at  Eureka  there  will  be  no  further  expense. 
The  citizens  of  Eureka  and  Humboldt  County  will  take  care  of  every- 
thing, transportation,  food,  boats  and  everything  else,  including  hunt- 
ing materials.  You  will  not  be  allowed  any  whiskey  up  there  because 
we  are  in  the  Indian  country  and  it  is  tabooed  there,  so  you  will  have 
to  fill  up  before  you  go. 

Secretary  Young:  I  move  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Ward  for  his 
kind  invitation  to  fifteen  members  to  go  to  Humboldt  County. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  May  I  ask  what  the 
programme  is  for  this  Convention  to-morrow? 

President  Welch:  The  afternoon  session's  programme  for  2  o'clock 
to-day  was  to  cover  unfinished  business ;  but  after  we  get  through  here 
now,  unless  there  is  some  further  business  to  be  brought  up  this  after- 
noon, I  think  we  can  close  our  session  at  this  time.  I  will  now  put 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Young  that  the  thanks  of  this  Society  be  extended 
to  Mr.  Ward  for  his  kind  invitation.  All  in  favor  will  say  "Aye,"  those 
opposed  "No."  The  motion  is  carried.  The  thanks  of  the  Society  go  to 
Mr.  Ward  for  his  invitation. 
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President-elect  MacRorie:  There  is  a  bowling  contest  this  after- 
noon at  2  o'clock  at  Graney's  alleys  on  Market  street.  To-morrow  at 
10  o'clock  you  will  all  meet  at  the  Scott  street  entrance  to  the  Panama- 
Pacific  Exposition,  and  will  be  there  met  by  President  Moore  and 
escorted  into  the  South  Garden,  where  Mr.  Patrick  Welch  will  open  the 
meeting.  President  Moore  will  present  the  Society  with  a  plaque,  and 
we  will  have  a  fifteen-minute  talk  by  Mr.  C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  on  the 
"Progress  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H." 

C.  W.  Ward,  Eureka,  Cal. :  I  would  recommend  that  you  send  an 
ofiicial  corkscrew  to  help  me  pull  it  out. 

Ex-President  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  I  wish  our  President 
would  impress  upon  every  member  the  necessity  and  suitability  of  our 
being  all  present  to-morrow  morning  at  the  Exposition  grounds.  We 
do  not  want  to  go  out  there  with  a  handful.  I  would  like  to  see  a  full 
delegation  and  every  florist  in  the  city  there.     (Applause.) 

President-elect  MacRorie :  There  will  be  a  full  delegation  there- 
President  Welch :  I  heartily  endorse  what  Mr.  Hill  has  said,  and 
sincerely  hope  that  every  member  present  at  this  Convention  will  be 
out  there  to-morrow.  We  ought  to  make  a  good  showing.  It  is  our 
duty  to  do  so  on  this  invitation,  to  be  present  in  the  largest  possible 
numbers.    I  hope  every  man  will  be  there. 

Is  there  any  further  business  that  you  wish  to  bring  up  now, 
gentlemen?  The  Chair  will  entertain  any  motion,  or  will  give  the  floor 
to  any  gentleman  who  wishes  it. 

Hans  Plath,  San  Francisco,  Cal. :  I  believe  the  ladies  are  going 
to  have  a  little  reception  for  Mrs.  W.  F.  Gude  at  the  rooms  of  the 
Women's  Board,  California  Building,  about  4  or  5  o'clock  to-morrow 
afternoon,  and  I  wish  you  would  tell  all  your  ladies  and  gentlemen  that 
want  to  be  there  to  be  present  at  that  time. 

President  Welch:  Mr.  Asmus  wishes  to  say  something  in  regard 
to  the  National  Flower  Show. 

Ex-President  George  Asmus,  Chairman  of  the  National  Flower 
Show  Committee,  Chicago,  111. :  I  had  forgotten  to  present  to  you  the 
subject  of  the  importance  of  the  National  Flower  Show  to  be  held  in 
Philadelphia  next  year,  which  will  be  of  special  magnitude.  I  know 
that  the  Philadelphia  people  are  looking  forward  to  a  big  attendance 
from  the  entire  country;  and  on  behalf  of  our  committee  and  the 
Philadelphia  people,  I  want  to  extend  to  every  member  of  the  Society 
a  hearty  invitation  to  attend.    The  offices  of  the  Society  will  be  always 
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open  there:  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  is  also  the  Secretary  of  the 
Flower  Show,  so  that  the  officials  will  be  all  there.  Meetings  of  the 
Rose,  Carnation  and  Sweet  Pea  Society  will  be  held  there.  It  will  be 
well  worth  your  while  to  come  and  see  all  the  new  and  fine  things  that 
will  be  shown  at  that  time  of  the  year.  You  will  be  positively  sure  of 
being  well  repaid  for  your  visit.  I  hope  to  see  all  or  as  many  as  pos- 
sible of  you  there  at  Philadelphia  next  Spring. 

President  Welch:  The  City  of  Cleveland  has  an  exhibition  which 
is  going  to  take  place  in  the  Fall.  The  people  there  are  making  wonder- 
ful preparations  for  the  success  of  that  show.  Mr.  Smith  has  asked  me 
to  have  this  Society  recognize  their  efforts  in  some  form.  I  hardly 
know  what  action  we  ought  to  take;  but  we  ought  not  to  allow  the 
occasion  to  pass  without  complimenting  the  people  of  Cleveland  upon 
the  efforts  that  they  are  making  in  holding  these  exhibitions  for  the 
purpose  of  educating  the  people.  We  know  what  great  work  this  is 
and  what  it  accomplishes.  I  think  it  would  be  right  for  this  Society  to 
suitably  recognize  the  work  of  the  florists  of  Cleveland  and  their  efforts 
to  bring  about  such  an  extensive  exhibition  next  Fall.  Perhaps  some 
of  the  gentlemen  can  make  a  motion  that  will  cover  the  situation. 

Ex-President  W.  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. :  There  are  several 
cities  that  will  have  shows  and  they  ought  all  to  be  included  in  any 
motion  that  is  made.  Chicago  has  a  big  show  in  prospect.  I  have  been 
asked  to  boost  Cleveland,  and  so  I  want  to  move  that  it  is  the  sense 
of  this  meeting  that  as  many  florists  as  possible  from  all  over  the  coun- 
try attend  these  flower  shows,  which  are  educative.  Everybody  who 
goes  to  a  flower  show  is  benefited  by  it.  I  therefore  move  that  it  is  the 
sense  of  this  Convention  that  we  ask  every  one  to  go  to  the  different 
flower  shows,  to  be  held  in  Chicago,  Cleveland,  or  elsewhere.  Pennsyl- 
vania will  give  a  show  where  they  are  making  a  great  effort  for  the 
education  of  the  people. 

Walter  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind. :  We  ought  to  encourage  all  of 
these  shows  as  much  as  we  can  because  of  their  educative  value.  I  take 
great  pleasure  in  seconding  Mr.  Kasting's  motion. 

Motion  carried  unanimously,  and  so  ordered. 

President  Welch:  That  includes  Cleveland,  Chicago,  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  the  National  Flower  Show  at  Philadelphia,  etc.  Unless  some 
gentleman  wishes  to  bring  up  new  business,  we  are  ready  to  adjourn 
until  10  o'clock  to-morrow  morning  at  the  Exposition  grounds. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  accordingly. 
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FOURTH  SESSION-FRIDAY   MORNING, 
AUGUST  20,  1915 

On  Friday  morning,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  tliose  in  attendance 
upon  the  Convention  assembled  at  the  Scott  street  entrance  to  the 
Exposition,  where  they  were  met  by  the  special  representatives  of 
President  Moore  and  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Panama-Pacific 
International  Exposition,  Hon.  Charles  A.  Vogelsang,  Commissioner 
General,  and  Mr.  C.  S.  Scott,  Special  Commissioner  in  charge  of 
Parades,  and  proceeded,  escorted  by  a  drum  corps,  marching  in  files 
of  two,  to  the  South  Garden,  where,  in  front  of  the  Palace  of  Horti- 
culture, they  were  first  officially  photographed,  and  then  seated,  in  order 
to  conclude  their  Convention  by  a  final  session  in  the  open  air  scented 
with  the  fragrance  of  the  Rose  Garden. 

They  were  called  to  order  by  retiring  President  Patrick  Welch,  of 
Boston,  Mass.,  who  remarked  as  follows: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  Your  meeting  here  this  morning  is  upon 
the  invitation  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Exposition.  I  am  going 
to  introduce  to  you  as  representing  President  Moore  and  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  Mr.  Charles 
A.  Vogelsang,  Commissioner  General,  who  will  now  address  you. 

ADDRESS  BY  HON.  CHARLES  A.  VOGELSANG,  COMMISSIONER 

GENERAL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H. : 

You  are  more  than  welcome  to  these  grounds  and  our  house, 
because  this  thing  would  not  have  been  the  success  it  is,  were  it  not  for 
the  part  played  by  the  occupation,  profession  or  calling  that  you  repre- 
sent. That  is  the  thing  that  calls  forth  as  much  admiration  from  us 
as  anything  that  has  been  done.  You  know  there  are  some  stupendous 
works  here  upon  these  grounds;  there  are  striking  features,  such  as 
our  illumination,  our  color  scheme,  and  so  on;  but  the  horticultural 
and  floral  effects  are  the  things  that  will  live  in  the  minds  of  the  people, 
these  are  the  things  that  they  will  love  to  talk  about.  You,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  represent  every  part  of  our  great  country;  you  have  come 
here  with  thousands  of  others  to  help  celebrate  this  event.     You  have 
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given  us  much  that  makes  it  beautiful  and  makes  it  pleasant.  There 
is  harmony,  of  course,  in  our  color  scheme  and  in  our  music;  but  the 
harmony  that  is  created  by  the  features  that  you  have  introduced  is  of 
a  most  marvelous  character.  Our  buildings  and  our  banners  must  fade 
and  pass  away:  generations  may  come  and  go  before  they  are  recon- 
structed or  reproduced  anywhere;  but  in  your  art,  your  calling,  you 
reproduce  that  which  no  matter  how^  far  back  we  go,  to  the  remotest 
times,  has  meant  so  much  in  the  expression  of  gentleness,  of  tender- 
ness, of  human  affection  and  of  human  love — flowers.  They  are  being 
continually  reproduced  in  new  form,  therefore  you  are  inventors  and 
improvers  of  that  which  makes  for  the  betterment  of  the  human  race; 
because  there  is  not  anything  of  discord  in  the  calling  that  you  repre- 
sent. Everything  suggests,  as  I  have  already  indicated,  sympathetic 
tenderness  and  beauty,  and  that  is  the  message  that  your  art  carries 
to  all  the  people.  So  that  there  is  a  deeper  and  more  potent  meaning 
to  your  profession  than  is  generally  considered  in  truth  in  it,  when  one 
speaks  of  it  casually — because  who  does  not  remember  when  he  was 
younger,  when  he  was  desirous  of  winning  the  heart  of  her  who  was 
nearest  and  dearest,  and  sought  to  charm  her  with  a  gift  of  flowers? 
There  is  something  tender,  delicate  and  beautiful  about  the  profession 
that  you  represent,  and  it  has  played  an  important  part  in  this  Expo- 
sition, an  Exposition  which  may  be  the  last  of  its  kind,  so  far  as  its 
universality  is  concerned.  This  Exposition  embraces  all  of  the  Arts 
and  Sciences,  whether  they  be  in  the  realm  of  horticulture,  agriculture, 
mining,  education,  social  economy,  or  what  not;  and  we  believe  there 
will  be  no  future  exposition  of  such  universal  character.  There  will 
be  expositions  hereafter  of  your  calling  alone  perhaps,  horticulture,  or 
it  may  be  agriculture,  or  it  may  be  machinery,  or  any  one  of  the 
divers  industries  of  mankind;  but  the  world  is  growing  so  fast,  its 
activities  have  spread  into  so  many  channels,  that  you  are  now  wit- 
nessing that  which  perhaps  will  be  the  last  exposition  of  a  universal 
character.  The  exposition  idea  has  swept  across  our  country,  beginning 
with  Philadelphia,  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  and  now  away  out  here  on  the 
shores  of  the  blue  Pacific,  in  commemoration  of  the  American  accom- 
plishment without  a  parallel — the  construction  of  the  Panama  Canal. 
What  you  here  contemplate  was  planned  to  commemorate  by  its  expres- 
sion the  pride  of  the  American  people  in  this  last  and  grandest  achieve- 
ment, this  noblest  contribution  to  world  civilization  and  world  pacifica- 
tion; and  in  this  remarkable  manifestation  of  American  genius,  you 
play  a  most  important  and  dignified  part,  because  without  your  aid 
these  beautiful  grounds  might  have  been  a  desert.  These  buildings 
which  you  see  about  you  are  beautiful,  yes,  the  architectural  lines  are 
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graceful,  yes,  magnificent;  but  without  that  touch  that  comes  in  every 
phase  of  it  through  the  ministrations  of  your  art,  an  important  element 
would  have  been  lacking.  To  this  completed  picture  you  have  put  the 
crowning  touch. 

Now  this  that  you  see  around  you  is  not  the  work  of  California,  or 
of  the  Pacific  Coast  alone;  we  have  simply  furnished  the  framework 
in  which  the  picture  is  set  or  hung.  The  American  people  have  done 
this  great  work,  they  have  furnished  the  material  that  we  have  housed 
for  them  here.  Every  one  of  you  has  just  as  much  a  part  in  it  as 
California  has.  It  is  true  that  we  assumed  the  responsibility  of  plac- 
ing the  picture,  of  holding  this  great  celebration  in  our  house;  but  all 
of  these  grand  buildings  and  all  that  in  them  is,  is  yours — just  as  much 
yours  as  it  is  the  property  of  any  Californian. 

I  want  to  say  to  you  people  that  the  florists  of  California  and  of 
San  Francisco  have  been  loyal,  patriotic  and  diligent  in  studying  how 
best  to  help  this  enterprise.  Their  loyalty  and  cordial  support  we  will 
never  forget.  It  may  interest  you  to  know,  although  I  suppose  many 
of  you  do  know  it,  that  w^hile  many  have  exhibited  their  products  here 
from  every  part  of  the  world  and  from  this  great  country  of  ours,  and 
have  received  diplomas  showing  what  they  have  accomplished,  yet  one 
of  your  profession,  your  calling,  a  Californian,  has  earned  a  diploma 
that  will  never  burn  up — Golden  Gate  Park,  a  work  that  he  will  be 
credited  with  long  after  you  and  I  are  gone — John  McLaren,  an  honored 
member  of  your  profession.  (Applause.)  His  name  will  live  in  his 
particular  line  on  a  par  with  that  of  Burbank,  and  other  men  in  your 
profession  who  have  done  so  much  to  benefit  mankind. 

Now,  on  behalf  of  the  Exposition,  I  want  to  extend  a  welcome  to 
you ;  but  a  mere  welcome  is  merely  a  matter  of  words,  there  should  be 
something  tangible,  something  that  you  can  carry  away  with  you,  a 
little  tribute,  even  if  it  is  only  a  medal,  to  mark  this  day  as  one  worthy 
of  remembrance  in  our  history  and  in  the  history  of  the  world  in  1915. 
After  this  event  is  only  a  memory,  you  will  have  this  little  token  to 
carry  away  with  you  to  preserve  and  keep  alive  the  remembrance  of 
an  event  that  has  been  celebrated  here,  your  gathering  in  our  city,  and 
America's  greatest  and  most  wonderful  Exposition.  This  medal  is  not 
of  gold ;  it  is  not  studded  with  precious  stones ;  it  is  of  an  enduring 
quality,  the  metal  bronze,  and  is  inscribed  as  follows :  "Society  of 
American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists,  Aug.  20,  1915."  And 
on  the  reverse  side  it  is  inscribed :  "In  Commemoration  of  the  Panama- 
Pacific  International  Exposition,  San  Francisco." 

Mr.  Ward,  on  behalf  of  President  Moore  and  the  Board  of  Directors 
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of  this  Exposition,  I  desire  to  offer  this  to  you  and  hope  you  will  take 
it  in  the  spirit  it  is  offered,  because  it  is  expressive  of  our  friendship, 
respect  and  admiration,  and  the  high  regard  in  which  we  hold  you  for 
what  you  have  accomplished  and  for  what  you  represent  in  the  citizen- 
ship of  our  great  country.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  Ward,  in  accepting  the  medal,  said: 

RESPONSE  BY  C.  W.  WARD,  EUREKA,  CAL. 
Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H. : 

I  wish  I  had  the  gift  of  speech  that  Mr.  Vogelsang  has;  I  wish  I 
could  commit  a  speech  to  memory  and  get  up  here  and  turn  it  off  with- 
out a  single  flaw  like  he  can;  but,  unfortunately,  I  am  a  simple  culti- 
vator of  the  soil,  and  have  not  had  much  time  to  think  over  this  speech, 
and  will  have  to  ask  you  to  excuse  me  if  I  refer  to  notes.  I  know  that 
it  is  not  very  nice  to  pull  a  lot  of  white  papers  out  of  your  pocket  when 
you  have  been  asked  to  make  a  speech,  but  I  cannot  help  it  this  time. 
I  am  sure  that  all  of  the  members  of  this  Society  will  join  with  me  in 
expressing  our  satisfaction  to  Mr.  Vogelsang  for  the  very  magnificent 
address  which  he  has  given  us,  and  for  the  appreciation  which  he  has 
shown  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  in  its  work.  No  doubt 
Mr.  Vogelsang  has  become  accustomed  to  flowery  bouquets,  and  conse- 
quently I  am  going  to  make  my  remarks  as  simple  as  possible.  I  am 
quite  certain  that  Mr.  Vogelsang  is  satisfied  that  the  Society  of  Ameri- 
can Florists  fully  appreciates  everything  that  the  people  of  California 
and  of  San  Francisco  and  of  the  Pacific  Coast  have  done  for  them; 
but  I  am  not  quite  sure  that  he  appreciates  the  importance  of  the 
Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists;  and 
consequently,  with  your  permission  I  will  now  read  what  the  Society 
has  done  for  the  general  welfare  during  the  past  thirty  years.  This 
address  will  be  statistical  and  I  will  go  through  it  as  rapidly  as  I  can. 
Before  reading  it,  however,  I  must  confess  that  in  my  anxiety  to  fulfill 
the  title  under  which  I  was  to  respond  to  the  Hon.  Mr.  Vogelsang, 
that  is,  ''The  Growth  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.,"  I  have  until  this 
moment  overlooked  the  most  important  thing  of  the  whole  business, 
and  that  is  to  thank  Mr.  Vogelsang  and  his  Board  of  Directors  for  this 
magnificent  medal.  I  want  to  assure  Mr.  Vogelsang  that  he  has  the 
thanks  of  this  Society  for  this  act,  which  is  most  highly  appreciated. 
This  medal  will  be  treasured  by  the  Society  of  American  Florists  long 
after  all  of  us  are  dead  and  gone.    Mr.  Vogelsang,  I  thank  you. 

Mr.   Ward   then  had  recourse  to   his   manuscript   address,   which 
follows :

ADDRESS  BY  C.  W.  WARD,  EUREKA,  CAL. 

Mr.  President  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  Mr.  President  of  tlie 
Society  of  American  Florists,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  and 
Fellow  Members : 

We  have  listened  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  the  kind  and 
hospitable  welcome  extendel  to  us,  and  we  have  fully  appreciated  the 
many  compliments  bestowed  in  the  address  just  given  by  the  distin- 
guished head  of  this  greatest  and  most  successful  of  all  national  expo- 
sitions, and  we  fully  appreciate  the  gift  of  this  splendid  tablet.  No 
doubt  Mr.  Vogelsang  has  become  somewhat  accustomed  to  flowery  bou- 
quets of  praise,  consequently  I  am  inclined  to  make  my  remarks  simple 
and  homely  and  shall  not  endeavor  to  round  out  the  expression  of  our 
appreciation  of  your  most  kind  and  hospitable  entertainment  in  grand 
figures  of  speech,  but  will  dismiss  that  part  of  my  address  with  the 
simple  declaration  that  we  are  all  satisfied,  and  delighted.  We  don't 
think  you  could  have  done  better.  We  came  to  your  State  of  Golden 
sunshine,  to  your  Peerless  City  and  to  your  Grand  Exposition.  We 
have  seen  and  acknowledged  that  we  have  been  conquered.  It  has 
been  my  privilege  to  visit  all  except  three  of  the  national  expositions 
held  in  the  United  States  since  1870,  and  I  am  free  to  say  that  the 
Panama-Pacific  outclasses  them  all.  There  is  no  need  to  tell  you  this 
over  and  over  again.  You  will  hear  it  many  more  times  before  the 
Exposition  closes,  and  you  will  know  that  it  comes  from  the  heart, 
for  no  one  from  east  of  the  Rockies  or  from  anywhere  else  can  visit 
your  beautiful  State,  and  partake  of  your  generous  and  kindly  hospi- 
tality without  being  glad  that  he  is  alive,  glad  that  he  has  had  the 
opportunity  to  partake  of  your  life  in  the  Golden  West.  Two  years 
ago  I  came  to  California  ill  and  discouraged.  I  expected  to  remain 
only  a  few  weeks.  I  am  still  here,  not  ill  and  discouraged  but  happy 
and  well,  and  anxious  to  do  things.  If  any  of  my  brother  florists  don't 
want  to  catch  that  spirit  of  California  which  will  bind  them  to  the 
shores  of  the  Pacific,  better  go  back  home  soon — you  can't  remain  here 
many  moons  without  contracting  a  deep  love  for  California  and  once 
you  fall  in  love  with  her  you  cannot  break  the  spell  of  her  charms  with 
ease,  you  will  have  to  come  back  and  finally  remain. 

Now  I  hope  I  have  convinced  Mr.  Vogelsang  that  we  fully  appre- 
ciate the  magnificence  and  greatness  of  California,  but  I  am  not  sure 
that  he  as  yet  fully  appreciates  the  importance  of  our  Society  of 
American  Florists  and  its  subsidiaries,  nor  the  benefits  which  Cali- 
fornia florists  will  derive  from  our  visit  here,  and,  begging  your  pardon 
for  reading,  I  will  give  Mr.  Vogelsang  a  little  idea  of  what  the  Society 
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of  American  Florists  is,  what  she  is  doing  for  the  general  welfare  and 
how  she  has  grown  during  the  past  thirty  years  from  a  tiny  Acorn  to  a 
grand  and  stalwart  Oak. 


SOCIETY  OF  AMERICAN  FLORISTS  AND  ORNAMENTAL  HORTICULTURISTS 

The  only  association  of  its  kind  possessing  the  unique  distinction 
of  having  a  national  charter  was  organized  in  1884.  Its  original  mem- 
bership of  thirty  has  now  increased  to  over  two  thousand. 

There  are  in  existence  seven  subsidiary  national  societies  with  over 
one  hundred  members,  namely : 

1.  American  Chrysanthemum  Society,  organized  in  1889. 

2.  American  Carnation  Society,  the  strongest  of  the  sub -societies, 
organized  in  1891. 

3.  American  Rose  Society,  organized  in  1899. 

4.  American  Peony  Society,  organized  in  1903. 

5.  American  Sweet  Pea  Society,  organized  in  1909. 

6.  American  Gladiolus  Society,  organized  in  1910. 

7.  American  Dahlia  Society,  organized  in  1915. 
There  are  three  kindred  associations,  viz. : 

1.  American  Association  of  Nurserymen,  organized  in  1876. 

2.  American  Seed  Trade  Association,  organized  in  1883. 

3.  Florists'  Hail  Association,  organized  in  1884. 

There  were  33  national  and  sectional  horticultural  and  florists' 
societies  in  existence  in  1909.  Of  course,  there  are  a  great  many  more 
to-day. 

There  were  58  local  florists'  clubs  and  societies  in  existence  in 
1909.    These  have  been  largely  increased.

Among  the  principal  flowers  used  by  commercial  florists.  Carna- 
tions and  Roses  stand  first  and  practically  equal  in  importance.  The 
annual  value  of  each  of  these  flowers  consumed  run  into  several  mil- 
lions of  dollars;  Violets,  Sweet  Peas,  Orchids,  Dahlias,  Gladioli, 
Peonies,  Lilies  of  the  Valley,  Holland  bulbs,  and  a  host  of  other  flow- 
ers, as  well  as  Palms,  Ferns,  Cyclamen,  Begonias,  Heathers,  Hollies, 
Ardisias,  Asparagus  and  other  decorative  material  make  up  the  balance 
of  the  great  sum  of  $50,000,000,  the  probable  present  consumption  of 
florist  products,  wholesale  prices. 

In  the  matter  of  Christmas  greens  alone,  millions  of  dollars  are 
expended.  The  Southern  States  furnish  Wild  Smilax,  Holly,  Galax 
leaves,    Ferns    and    various    other    evergreen    foliage,    cut    Asparagus 
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plumosiis,  long  moss  and  air  plants  which  are  collected  in  immense 
quantities.  The  Northern  States  furnish  Ferns  in  variety,  Lycopodium, 
Wintergreen,  mosses  of  various  kinds,  Christmas  trees  and  evergreen 
branches  in  equal  abundance.  The  Pacific  States  furnish  vast  quan- 
tities of  Oregon  Grape,  Huckleberry  foliage,  Mexican  Ivy,  Ferns, 
Madrona,  Bay  or  Pepperwood,  Camphor,  California  Red  Berry  and 
much  other  material. 

Rhododendrons  and  Azaleas  are  collected  in  large  quantities  in 
New  York,  Pennsylvania,  the  Carolinas,  Virginia  and  West  Virginia. 

Large  areas  of  Christmas  trees  are  cultivated  in  Maine,  Michigan, 
New  York  and  other  States. 

The  florist  industry  is  constantly  ransacking  the  world  in  search 
of  new  and  rare  decorative  plants  to  satisfy  the  constantly  growing 
and  critical  demand  of  the  flower-loving  American  people. 

The  jungles  of  South  America,  Africa,  India,  the  Philippines  and 
the  East  and  West  Indies  are  compelled  by  an  army  of  collectors  to 
yield  up  their  treasures  in  Orchids,  the  annual  trade  value  of  which 
runs  into  many  flgures. 

The  hybridizer  plays  a  most  important  part  in  creating  new 
features  in  florists'  flowers,  as  the  great  improvements  in  the  Carna- 
tion, Rose,  Peony,  Gladiolus,  Sweet  Pea,  Pansy  and  Dahlia,  as  well  as 
many  other  plants  bear  ample  testimony  to. 

California,  though  possessing  by  far  the  most  favorable  conditions 
of  any  of  the  States  for  the  successful  production  of  florists'  stocks, 
such  as  bulbs  of  all  kinds,  Rhododendrons,  Azaleas  for  forcing,  and 
other  broad-leaved  evergreens,  as  well  as  coniferous  evergreens,  Palms 
and  Ferns  stands  seventh  on  the  list  in  sales.  The  Californians  should 
organize  a  live,  wide-awake  State  association  and  correct  this  inequality 
in  the  value  of  their  florists'  productions  and  also  reduce  the  value  of 
imports  from  foreign  countries.  A  very  large  proportion  of  the  Azaleas, 
Rhododendrons  and  coniferous  evergreens  now  imported  from  Holland, 
France,  Belgium  and  England  can  be  grown  in  California,  and  the  same 
is  true  of  much  stock  now  imported  from  Japan. 

In  all  probability  the  holding  of  this  Convention  in  San  Francisco 
will  stimulate  California  florists  and  nurserymen  to  wake  up  and 
organize  a  live  wire  association,  and  this  will  result  in  a  marked  in- 
crease in  the  value  of  their  respective  productions.  Now,  you  may 
have  such  an  association  already ;  so  please  do  not  feel  hurt  that  I  have 
suggested  it.    Already  large  industries  are  contemplated  which,  if  sue- 
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cessful,  will  produce  large  values  in  Azaleas,  Rhododendrons,  ever- 
greens, ornamental  plants  and  bulbs  of  many  kinds  whicb  are  now 
imported  from  other  lands. 

In  the  practical  working  out  of  its  mission,  this  Society  maintains 
standing  committees  on  legislation  and  tariff,  transportation,  and  a 
committee  to  encourage  beautifying  school  grounds  and  maintaining 
school  gardens,  where  premiums  are  offered  locally  in  order  to  awaken 
the  love  of  flowers  and  the  beautiful  in  the  young. 

Convention  Gardens  are  established  in  those  cities  where  it  holds 
its  annual  conventions,  many  of  these  remaining  permanent. 

Extensive  experiments  in  floriculture  are  carried  on  with  Govern- 
mental aid  and  supervision  at  Washington. 

A  National  Flower  Show  is  as  often  as  possible  held  in  some  large 
city,  where  an  extensive  list  of  premiums  is  competed  for,  these  pre- 
miums amounting  to  many  thousands  of  dollars. 

Viewed  from  its  commercial  standpoint,  the  florist  industry  is  of 
very  great  importance  and  ranks  high  among  American  industries,  but 
its  practical  value  to  the  American  people  is  far  greater  than  its  com- 
mercial importance  would  indicate. 

Flowers  help  us  to  enjoy  the  fullness  of  real  living.  They  cheer 
the  bride  at  the  beginning  of  her  dual  journey  through  life,  giving  her 
a  light  heart  and  kindly  feeling  toward  all  mankind.  They  encourage 
the  young  graduate,  make  perfect  the  ballroom  and  festive  board,  and 
welcome  the  tender  babe.  Finally,  they  enable  us  to  bear  up  under 
grief  and  sorrow  and  reconcile  us  to  the  loss  of  those  nearest  and 
dearest  to  us.  To-day  flowers  are  no  longer  a  luxury — they  are  a  neces- 
sity to  the  full  enjoyment  of  life  at  its  best.  They  broaden  one's  view 
of  life  and  exert  a  refining  influence  at  all  times,  and  contribute  as 
much,  or  more,  to  the  happiness  and  welfare  of  the  human  race  as  any 
other  one  thing,  and  their  reasonable  use  should  be  encouraged  and 
increased — certainly  not  discouraged. 

President  Welch:  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  there  is  some  further 
business  to  be  attended  to.  The  Committee  on  Final  Resolutions,  Mr. 
E.  G.  Hill,  chairman,  will  please  make  its  report  now,  after  which  we 
can  adjourn. 

Mr.  Hill  read  the  final  resolutions  of  thanks  for  courtesies,  as 
follows : 

Whereas,  The  officers  and  members  of  the   Society  of  American 
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Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists  in  Thirty-first  Annual  Conven- 
tion assembled  in  the  City  of  the  Golden  Gate  during  its  Exposition 
year  have  enjoyed  to  the  utmost  that  magnificent  hospitality  which  is 
peculiar  to  the  California  Coast,  and  have  had  every  want  anticipated, 
convenience  and  comfort  afforded  by  our  hosts  of  San  Francisco  and 
the  Pacific  Coast;  and 

Whereas,  The  manifold  labors  incident  to  the  preparations  for  this 
Convention  and  our  entertainment  while  here  have  been  most  efficiently 
performed  and  have  been  contributed  to  by  so  many  of  the  citizens  here 
as  well  as  by  our  brothers  in  the  trade  and  allied  industries  that  it 
would  be  invidious  to  select  individuals  out  of  the  many  deserving 
mention;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  individually  and  collectively,  we,  the  visiting  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  and  our  ladies  with  grateful  appreciation  tender  our 
unstinted  thanks  to  our  hosts,  one  and  all,  including  his  Honor  Mayor 
James  Rolph,  Jr.,  the  officials  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Expo- 
sition, the  various  committees  of  the  City  and  State  local  organizations, 
the  nurserymen  of  this  locality,  and  all  others  who  have  contributed  to 
make  our  stay  here  so  enjoyable  that  we  will  carry  home  remem- 
brances of  the  many  kindnesses  shown  us  which  will  linger  like  the 
perfume  of  the  California  flowers  blooming  beneath  its  cloudless  skies. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kasting,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Final 
Resolutions  was  received,  and  accepted,  and  the  resolutions  adopted  as 
read,  by  a  rising  and  unanimous  vote. 

President  Welch  recognized  Mr.  Frank  Shearer,  Superintendent  of 
Parks,  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  who  announced  that  the  city  of  Los  Angeles 
extended  an  invitation  to  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  membership,  guests 
and  ladies,  and  to  the  American  Park  Superintendents  and  their  ladies, 
to  attend  an  old-fashioned  Spanish  barbecue  at  Los  Angeles,  on  Thurs- 
day, August  26,  1915,  and  in  connection  therewith  to  visit  the  Hunting- 
ton estate  and  the  magnificent  Busch  gardens  at  Pasadena. 

Without  official  action  taken,  the  invitation  was  accepted  with 
thanks. 

Mr.  Hans  Plath  was  recognized  by  President  Welch,  and  announced 
that  a  reception  would  be  tendered  to  Mrs.  W.  F.  Gude,  president  of 
the  Women's  Auxiliary,  between  the  hours  of  half-past  three  and  five 
o'clock,  at  the  Woman's  Board  Room  in  the  California  Building,  to 
which  all  were  invited. 

President  Welch  was  now  about  to  announce  the  final  adjournment 
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of  the  ijroceedings,  all  business  having  been  completed,  but  he  was 
overruled  by  Mr.  Plath,  who  suggested  that  there  was  some  important 
business  still  to  be  attended  to. 

Mr  Plath  thereupon  advanced  toward  President  Welch  and  opened 
before  his  astonished  gaze  a  handsome  two-drawer  cabinet  containing 
an  elaborate  beaten  silver  dinner  service,  California  metal,  accompany- 
ing the  presentation  with  these  words : 

Mr.  Welch,  it  is  my  privilege,  and  it  is  certainly  a  great  privilege, 
to  present  to  you  at  this  time  a  little  token  of  appreciation  for  your 
efforts,  the  time  and  labor  that  you  have  expended  in  furthering  the 
welfare  of  our  Society,  not  only  during  this  last  year  while  you  have 
been  President,  but  for  the  many  years  that  you  have  been  connected 
with  it.  We  do  not  want  you  to  think  that  this  is  a  reward  for  service 
performed;  it  is  simply  a  token  of  appreciation.  We  hope  that  you  vdli 
enjoy  it  as  much  as  and  more  than  we  enjoy  giving  it  to  you.  I  am 
glad  that  it  is  something  that  is  not  personal  to  yourself,  but  in  which 
your  good  wife  can  take  particular  pleasure.  I  am  sure  she  has  often 
missed  your  company  while  you  have  been  attending  to  the  affairs  of 
the  Society.  I  hope  that  she  and  you  will  enjoy  the  use  of  this  for 
many  years  to  come.     (Applause.) 

President  Welch  responded  as  follows : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  At  no  period  in  my  life  have  I  ever  re- 
gretted as  deeply  as  I  do  at  this  moment  my  inability  to  address  off- 
hand a  distinguished  gathering  such  as  is  assembled  here  to-day;  but 
I  hope  that  you  will  accept  from  me  at  this  time  an  expression  coming 
from  the  depth  of  my  heart,  which  from  its  sincerity  I  hope  will  atone 
for  my  deficiency  in  an  oratorical  way.  I  want  to  say  to  you,  ladies 
and  gentlemen  of  this  Convention,  and  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
and  the  State  of  California,  that  we  appreciate  very  much  your  kind- 
ness toward  us,  and  I  personally  will  take  back  to  Boston  as  proof  that 
here  in  this  city  we  have  a  large  number  of  friends,  this  token  of  your 
esteem,  which  by  Mrs.  Welch  and  myself  will  be  always  held  as  an 
heirloom  to  commemorate  this  great  occasion.  I  shall  hand  it  down 
to  my  children  who,  when  they  look  upon  it,  will  always  feel  that  they 
owe  to  you  their  deepest  gratitude  for  this  remembrance.  I  am  sorry 
that  I  cannot  do  justice  to  this  occasion,  but  as  I  have  said  before,  you 
have  my  hearty  thanks  for  your  kindness  and  we  shall  never  forget 
you.     (Applause.) 

The  Convention  now  adjourned  to  meet  at  Houston,  Texas,  the 
third  Tuesday  in  August,  1916.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUDGES  OF  THE  CONVENTION  GARDEN 

San  Fbancisco,  August  19,  1915. 

We,  the  committee  appointed  to  judge  the  Convention  Garden  at 
Golden  Gate  Park,  San  Francisco,  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

The  location  of  the  Convention  Garden  was  unlike  any  preceding 
one,  in  that  it  was  situated  on  undulating  ground,  which  had  been 
planted  for  a  number  of  years  with  very  fine  specimens  of  conifers, 
and  which  were  used  to  great  advantage  in  giving  a  setting  to  the 
many  beautiful  exhibits,  the  beauty  of  the  whole  further  enhanced 
by  the  large  groves  of  Pines,  Cypress,  and  Eucalyptus,  which  formed  a 
background  for  the  garden. 

We  desire  at  this  time  to  tender  our  thanks  to  the  gentlemen  who 
had  the  garden  in  charge  and  produced  such  a  beautiful  effect  for  the 
enjoyment  of  our  members,  and  it  is  the  sense  of  our  committee  that 
such  gardens  with  their  exhibits  tend  to  further  the  interest  of  the 
public  in  horticulture,  and  materially  help,  both  in  artistic  and  com- 
mercial development. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  exhibitors  in  the  Convention  Garden : 

Eric  James,  Elmhurst,  Cal. — A  large  bed  of  Antirrhinums  and 
Cineraria  hybrida.     Very  effectively  arranged. 

Santa  Barbara  Nursery  Co.,  Santa  Barbara,  Cal. — Fifty  varieties 
of  shrubs  and  trees,  mostly  from  Australia  and  New  Zealand.  Special 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  varieties  of  Pittosporum,  Melaleucas, 
and  Hokeas  exhibited.     This  exhibit  proved  highly  instructive. 
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MacRorie-McLaren  Co.,  San  Mateo,  Cal. — A  very  fine  and  large 
collection  of  flowering  shrubs  used  in  Californian  ornamental  plantings. 
It  consisted  of  California  native  shrubs,  also  Australian,  New  Zealand 
and  Chilean  varieties.  Its  purpose  was  to  show  the  amateur  and 
florist  the  many  advantages  presented  by  these  shrubs  in  use.  One 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  varieties  of  shrubs  were  shown,  also  52  varie- 
ties of  Acacias,  the  largest  collection  brought  together  in  the  United 
States. 

Domoto  Bros.,  Oakland,  Cal. — Collection  of  Japanese  shrubs  in  va- 
riety. Among  the  best  varieties,  Andromeda,  Ilex  aureo-marginata, 
Nandina  domestica  and  Aralia. 

Howard  &  Smith,  Los  Angeles,  Cal. — Verbenas,  Fuchsias  and  Dah- 
lias. Special  mention  is  made  of  their  new  Giant  Verbena  Crimson 
King,  which  is  the  largest  and  finest  we  have  ever  seen.  Also  117 
varieties  of  Dahlias. 

Fred  Grohe,  Santa  Rosa,  Cal. — An  excellent  bed  of  Petunias  in  four 
varieties,  Grohe's  Champion;  Grohe's  RuflBed  Giant;  Grohe's  Ruffled 
Fringed;  Grohe's  Self-Seeding. 

Hillsborough  Nurseries,  Burlingame,  Cal. — Fuchsias,  Lilies, 
Ageratum  and  bedding  plants.  Special  mention  should  be  made  of  a 
basket  arrangem-ent  containing  finely  flowered  Primula  obconica  rosea. 
Lotus  peliorhynchus  was  also  used  as  a  decorative  feature.  A  very 
novel  and  attractive  entry. 

H.  Plath,  San  Francisco,  Cal. — Large  bed  of  branching  Comet 
Asters. 

Visitation  Valley  Nurseries,  San  Francisco,  Cal. — A  very  fine  bed 
of  Petunia  Rosy  Morn. 

Germain  Seed  &  Plant  Co.,  Los  Angeles,  Cal. — A  very  fine  bed  of 
Giant-flowered  Gazanias,  known  as  Germain's  New  Yellow. 

E.  Gill  Nursery  Co.,  Berkeley,  Cal. — A  very  good  collection  of 
Roses  in  variety.  Among  those  which  attracted  unusual  attention 
were  Irish  Fire  Flame  and  Irish  Elegance. 

H.  Turner,  Montebello,  Cal. — A  large  crescent-shaped  bed  of  a  new 
Rose  which  Mr.  Turner  names  September  Morn.  This  will  undoubtedly 
prove  a  good  commercial  variety.  Beautiful  flesh  pink.  Also  an  edging 
of  the  Rose  Triomphe  Orleanaise. 

Chas.  H.  Totty,  Madison,  N.  J. — Display  of  Chrysanthemums.  A 
very  good  collection. 
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Wm.  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. — A  good  display  of  new  dwarf 
Canna,  Mrs.  Wm.  F.  Kasting. 

Roeding  &  Wood,  Los  Angeles,  Cal. — A  very  meritorious  collection 
of  citrus  trees  in  tubs.    Excellent  plants  well  grown. 

Cottage  Gardens,  Eureka,  Humboldt  Co.,  Cal. — A  large  and  very 
effective  bed  of  Begonias  in  variety. 

Ferrari  Bros.,  San  Francisco,  Cal. — A  good  collection  of  Lilium 
rubrum  and  Lilium  auratum.    Fine  large  blooms. 

Swiss  Floral  Gardens,  Portland,  Ore. — Fine  bed  of  Salvia  Red 
Cross. 

Richard  Lohrmann,  San  Rafael,  Cal. — Display  of  red  (Minnie 
Burgle)  and  white  (Elsa)  Dahlias. 

Frank  Pelicano,  San  Francisco,  Cal. — A  large  and  very  fine  collec- 
tion of  the  following  Dahlias:  Delice;  P.  D.  Germania;  Geisha;  Joe 
Thompson;  Reine  Marguerite;  Van  den  Dael;  Minna  Burgle;  Mrs.  W. 
Kettlewell.  Mr.  Pelicano's  Dahlias  were  very  effectively  placed  on 
slightly  undulating  ground.

— Exhibit  of  Gladioli  in 
light  shades.    Fine  large  flowered  stalks. 

Vaughan's  Seed  Store,  Chicago,  111. — Exhibit  of  the  following 
Gladioli:  Mrs.  Francis  King;  Shakespeare;  Primulinus  Sunbeam; 
White  Shades;  Chicago  White;  and  Glory  Mixture.  Looked  well  but 
would  not  flower  until  later. 

W.  Atlee  Burpee  &  Co.,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  .and  Lompoc,  Cal. — 
A  fine  collection  of  new  Sweet  Peas,  consisting  of  34  varieties. 

Special  mention  should  be  extended  the  San  Francisco  Park  Com- 
mission for  their  assistance  and  also  for  the  display  of  Dahlias  and 
bedding  plants  which  were  used  so  effectively  toward  beautifying  the 
Garden. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  is  extended  to  Mr.  John  McLaren, 
Superintendent  of  Parks,  of  San  Francisco,  to  Daniel  MacRorie,  who 
had  the  actual  execution  of  the  work  in  charge,  and  to  Alexander 
Garden,  who  was  the  foreman  under  Mr.  MacRorie,  for  the  courtesies 
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extended  and  for  their  valuable  assistance  in  making  the  Garden  a 
success.

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REPORTS  OF  STATE  VICE-PRESIDENTS 
FOR  1914 

ALABAMA. 

Owing  to  the  depressed  condition  of  afifairs  in  our  State,  I  am 
sorry  to  say  tliat  business  conditions  are  far  from  satisfactory.  In  the 
northern  and  southern  parts  more  cheerful  conditions  are  experienced, 
owing  to  the  trade  in  articles  of  export  to  foreign  countries,  than  in 
the  interior,  where  cotton  is  mostly  grown. 

From  January  1st  to  August  1st  everything  was  lively,  business 
on  the  increase,  and  collections  normal.  But  since  that  time  many, 
I  may  say  all,  experience  difficulty  in  holding  their  own.  However, 
we  have  hopes  that  the  change  in  agricultural  methods  will  react  for 
the  better,  and  a  more  permanent  basis. 

Very  little  building  has  been  done  as  far  as  I  can  ascertain,  and  not 
many  additions  will  be  made,  so  that  in  the  abstract  conditions  are 
not  as  good  as  reported  last  year. 

Collections  are  slow,  and  very  little  interest  is  taken  in  horticul- 
tural affairs  outside  of  our  own  State,  distance  and  hard  times  prevent- 
ing very  little,  if  any  attendance  from  this  State  at  your  Convention. 

We  hope,  however,  from  the  present  prosperous  experiments  in 
diversified  farming  and  increase  in  cattle  raising,  that  more  attention 
will  be  paid  to  beautifying  home  grounds,  and  we  look  for  increased 
business  and  more  prosperous  times.

ARKANSAS. 

As  you  know,  commercial  floriculture  in  Arkansas  is  in  its  infancy, 
and  for  this  reason  there  is  very  little  to  report  at  this  time. 

Trade  among  the  florists  seems  to  be  lighter  than  last  year.  How- 
ever, the  outlook  for  Fall  business  is  reported  good.  In  some  parts  of 
the  State  business  in  other  lines  is  not  as  good  as  usual,  especially  in 
that  section  where  cotton  is  grown. 
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I  have  been  unable  this  season  to  do  as  much  as  I  had  hoped 
toward  interesting  the  florists  of  Arkansas  in  our  National  Society. 
However,  I  expect  to  keep  this  matter  before  them  and  hope  to  have 
accomplished  something  worthy  of  reporting  next  year,  and  in  the 
meantime  we  may  be  able  to  effect  a  State  organization.

COLORADO. 

The  past  season  has  been  a  rather  trying  one  for  the  growers  and 
dealers  in  the  line  of  floriculture  in  Colorado ;  and  with  very  few  excep- 
tions the  general  production  has  been  kept  up  to  former  standards. 
With  no  serious  climatic  interferences,  the  spasmodic  demand  and  pro- 
longed gluts  have  greatly  discouraged  any  new  activity  in  our  profes- 
sion. 

As  to  the  local  demand,  we  have  not  discovered  any  great  differ- 
ence from  that  of  past  seasons ;  but  as  we  produce  approximately  twice 
the  quantity  used  in  the  State  for  exportation  to  Southern  and  other 
neighboring  markets  we  have  naturally  been  made  to  feel  the  effect 
of  the  war  on  the  cotton  market  and  kindred  industries. 

It  is  claimed  by  some  growers  that  a  slight  increase  has  been  felt 
in  the  demand  for  plants  in  the  past  few  seasons,  but  the  writer  has 
failed  to  see  any  noticeable  change. 

Conditions  in  the  cut  flower  market  are  practically  stationary,  with 
the  exception  that  keen  competition  is  encouraging  better  quality  and 
making  it  possible  for  the  customers  to  receive  more  value  for  their 
money,  with  a  proportionate  decrease  of  profit  to  the  grower. 

The  State  organization  of  florists  took  an  indefinite  adjournment 
about  a  year  ago,  which  condition  seems  to  be  in  harmony  with  any 
economic  depression  in  Colorado,  and  no  doubt  will  continue  until  we 
realize  the  necessity  of  an  exclusive  growers'  organization,  for  mutual 
protection  in  the  mountain  districts. 

I  regret  to  admit  that  my  repeated  efforts  toward  encouraging 
members  of  the  trade  to  become  members  of  our  national  organization 
have  not  been  a  success,  but  hope  some  good  has  been  accomplished  for 
the  cause.

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CONNECTICUT. 

Since  my  last  report,  great  efforts  have  again  been  made  to  impress 
upon  every  florist,  nurseryman  and  grower  the  great  assistance  the 
Society  of  American  Florists  has  been  to  those  who  are  engaged  in 
horticulture.  It  has  been  a  guiding  star  for  all  throughout  this  beauti- 
ful State.  I  have  urged  the  hundreds  of  florists  to  participate  in  this 
excellent  work,  which  has  been  the  uplifting  of  the  general  trade.  Still, 
with  these  valuable  inducements,  the  office  of  a  Vice-President,  I  find,  is 
a  very  unthankful  one. 

Trade  throughout  the  State  is  reported  as  very  good.  I  find  that 
the  many  exhibitions,  practically  in  every  city,  have  educated  the  gen- 
eral public,  and  the  public  parks,  with  their  most  gorgeous  bedding 
and  ornamental  decorations,  up-to-date  in  art,  have  elevated  the  public 
taste  similar  to  that  of  England  and  France.  In  consequence,  the  flo- 
rist and  the  nurseryman  are  the  ones  who  have  been  benefited.  New 
private  gardens  have  shown  in  this  city  a  wonderful  progress  during  a 
year,  and  the  love  for  the  general  flora  which  will  make  new  homes 
beautiful  has  been  demonstrated  by  the  thousands  that  visit  our  public 
parks. 

The  Rose  Society  judges  have  awarded  several  silver  medals  and 
first-class  certificates  for  new  Roses  at  the  celebrated  Test  Garden  of 
the  Society,  and  many  new  Roses  have  been  added  for  future  interest 
at  the  Elizabeth  Park  Rose  Garden.  This  Rose  Garden  was  truly  a 
revelation  in  point  of  general  attraction. 

Among  our  most  noted  florists  we  have  the  A.  N.  Pierson  Company, 
whose  establishment  is  the  largest  in  the  East.  Many  large  new 
greenhouses  have  been  added  of  late.  A  new  show  ground  of  hardy 
perennials  has  been  laid  out  south  of  the  ofllce,  also  a  very  beautiful 
and  large  Rose  garden,  north,  with  a  vast  collection  of  the  best  Roses. 
A  very  extensive  rock  garden  has  been  installed  in  which  are  featured 
Alpine  plants.  A  regular  nursery  for  landscape  work  has  also  been 
laid  out. 

Horticultural  societies  have  given  more  Fall  and  Summer  exhibi- 
tions this  year  than  in  previous  years,  which  have  benefited  the  trade 
greatly  in  all  our  main  cities.

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FLORIDA. 

The  past  year  was  very  quiet  in  the  florist  line,  owing  to  the  finan- 
cial conditions  brought  about  by  the  European  war.  Sales  have  fallen 
off,  and  there  will  be  quite  a  decrease  in  the  volume  of  business  done  as 
compared  with  last  year;  however,  the  future  looks  bright,  and  we 
expect  great  things  when  we  get  back  to  normal  conditions. 

There  has  been  some  rebuilding  of  greenhouses,  but  nothing  new 
of  any  consequence. 

As  indicated  in  my  report  of  last  year,  the  building  of  palatial 
homes  is  steadily  increasing  in  some  sections  of  our  State,  and  land- 
scape work  is  more  and  more  in  demand,  making  a  constantly  increas- 
ing market  for  ornamental,  tropical  and  semi-tropical  trees,  plants, 
shrubs,  Palms,  etc.,  which  promises  to  keep  that  branch  of  the  business 
in  a  flourishing  condition. 

I  regret  very  much  my  inability  to  attend  the  Convention  this 
year,  but  other  engagements  make  it  impossible.  All  of  us  know  full 
well  that  there  will  be  much  to  see  and  enjoy. 

Extending  you  Florida's  most  hearty  greetings,  and  our  most  earnest 
wishes  for  a  successful  Convention,  and  a  pleasant  time.

GEORGIA. 
Following  is  my  report  as  Vice-President  of  the  State  of  Georgia : 

As  much  as  I  have  had  opportunity  to  observe,  and  from  reports 
from  my  brother  florists  in  the  State,  I  find  that  with  all  the  depression 
and  financial  conditions  over  the  country  in  the  past  year,  through  the 
European  war,  it  had  very  little  influence  on  the  florist  business  in  our 
State.  In  fact,  collections  in  the  retail  business  were  very  satisfactory, 
which  is  of  great  importance  for  the  success  of  our  business,  as,  par- 
ticularly in  our  city,  the  credit  system  is  very  extended.  We  depend  a 
great  deal  upon  the  cotton  business  of  the  State,  and  since  our  farmers 
are  realizing  a  good  price  on  their  cotton,  we  are  looking  out  for  a 
bright  future. 

As  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  observe,  there  is  not  much  new  build- 
ing going  on  in  the  State.  It  looks  as  if  every  one  holds  back  on  ex- 
penses.    Weather  conditions  were  very  detrimental  to  growing  outside 
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stuff;  in  fact,  we  had  great  trouble  in  growing  inside,  as  we  had  a 
continuous  heat  wave  from  May  until  now,  the  hardest  Summer  I  have 
experienced  in  the  last  35  years.

ILLINOIS— NORTH. 

During  the  last  twelve  months  business  conditions  in  general  have 
not  been  favorable  for  the  florists.  The  large  increase  in  glass  area  in 
the  past  year  has  caused  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  supply,  while 
the  demand  has  been  considerably  reduced  on  account  of  business  de- 
pressions. 

The  cool  and  moist  weather  during  Spring  and  early  Summer  has 
been  favorable  for  all  outdoor,  as  well  as  indoor  grown  stock,  so  that 
all  flowers  were  marketed  in  better  condition  and  of  better  quality 
than  ever  before.  The  prices,  owing  to  the  great  quantity  of  first-class 
stock  and  the  small  demand,  were  never  lower.  The  growers  of  cut 
flowers  have  been  the  greatest  sufferers,  for  the  prices  realized  on  the 
stock  hardly  paid  the  expenses  of  growing. 

The  retailer,  though  his  business  fell  oft"  to  some  extent,  was  able 
to  purchase  his  supply  at  such  a  low  price  that  he  could  realize  a  fair 
profit  in  spite  of  the  slackness  of  his  business. 

The  wholesaler  never  had  such  a  large  supply  of  first-class  stock 
to  dispose  of  than  in  the  past  year,  so  that  even  with  the  low  prices 
realized,  the  total  will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  former  years. 

The  plantsmen,  on  the  whole,  fared  better  than  the  cut  flower  grow- 
ers. During  the  holidays  the  demand  for  blooming  plants  was  very 
satisfactory;  and  in  the  Spring  the  bedding  business,  while  it  was 
somewhat  retarded  on  account  of  cold  and  wet  weather,  continued  prob- 
ably a  month  longer  than  usual,  so  that  in  general  that  part  of  the 
florists'  business  was  fairly  satisfactory. 

Outside  of  the  finishing  up  of  new  places  recently  started,  and 
necessary  rebuilding,  there  has  not  been  very  much  new  building  of 
greenhouses  in  the  northern  part  of  this  State. 

There  has  been  a  general  stagnation  in  building  operations  in  and 
around  Chicago,  caused  by  strikes,  which  reacted,  to  a  large  extent, 
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on  our  business.  But  now  that  all  disputes  have  been  settled  for  at 
least  two  years,  let  us  hope  peace  will  stay  with  us  and  prosperity 
return.

ILLINOI S— SOUTH. 

In  submitting  my  report  for  the  season  1914-15,  I  can  only  say  that, 
from  a  financial  point  of  view,  to  the  growers  it  was  not  up  to  the 
average.  Stock  has  been  plentiful  in  the  wholesale  market  throughout 
the  entire  season. 

We  have  had  a  good  growing  season,  plenty  of  rain.  Carnation 
plants  will  average  double  the  size  of  last  year. 

There  has  been  no  building  to  any  extent  in  this  section  this  Sum- 
mer, and  it  is  well  so,  for  it  seems  that  the  markets  can  be  well  supplied 
from  the  glass  now  in  service  for  some  time  to  come. 

We  are  all  interested  in  the  next  meeting  of  the  American  Carna- 
tion Society,  which  will  be  held  at  the  Planters'  Hotel,  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
on  January  26-27,  1916.  This  being  the  first  meeting  of  the  Carnation 
Society  in  this  section  of  the  country,  we  are  very  anxious  to  see  it  a 
grand  success,  which  from  the  present  outlook  it  will  be. 

Why  speak  about  membership?  It's  the  same  old  story.  We 
Vice-Presidents  try,  but  there's  nothing  doing  unless  the  Convention 
happens  to  come  our  way.  I  think  so  many  florists  don't  want  to 
belong  to  the  Society  because  they  would  prefer  that  the  Society  belong 
to  them.

INDIANA— SOUTH. 

In  submitting  my  report  as  Vice-President,  Indiana — South,  I  may 
say  that  I  have  written,  visited  or  met  the  majority  of  the  florists  of 
this  section  during  the  past  year.  Of  those  to  whom  letters  were 
addressed  about  25  per  cent,  have  responded.  In  summing  up  the  vari- 
ous reports  covering  the  different  localities,  only  a  few  report  an 
increase  of  business  over  the  previous  year.  Some  report  about  the 
same,  others  not  so  good.  As  a  rule  prices  on  cut  flowers  have  not 
averaged  as  good  as  last  year. 
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In  the  Fall  of  1914,  quantities  of  liigh  grade  Chrysanthemums  were 
on  the  market,  which  sold  at  ridiculously  low  prices,  and  many  were 
not  moved  at  all.  The  same  may  be  said  of  Roses  and  Carnations 
during  the  Fall  and  Spring  months,  heavy  cuts  more  than  equal  to  the 
demand,  and  in  many  instances  flowers  sold  at  prices  which  left  little 
or  no  margin  for  cost  of  production.  More  Gladioli  were  planted  this 
Spring  than  in  any  previous  year,  therefore  more  flowers  are  on  the 
market  this  Summer  than  for  many  years. 

The  Spring  and  Summer  in  most  localities  have  been  favorable  for 
growing  outdoor  stock. 

Christmas,  Easter,  and  Mother's  Day  were  equal  to  former  years, 
with  a  markedly  increased  call  for  cut  flowers  on  Mother's  Day. 

Plants  for  holidays  are  on  the  increase.  Spring  bedding  plants 
sold  well.  Window  and  porch  boxes  have  a  gradually  increasing  de- 
mand. 

There  was  not  much  new  glass  added  in  the  past  year.  Some 
portions  of  the  State,  South,  have  been  visited  by  severe  rain  and  hail- 
storms, doing  damage  to  crops,  and  in  some  instances  resulting  in  loss 
of  glass.  Taking  all  into  consideration,  it  has  been  a  somewhat  check- 
ered season,  although  the  florists  have  not  suffered  as  much  as  some 
other  lines  of  business. 

The  State  Society  is  doing  splendid  work,  gradually  gaining  in 
membership,  thus  promoting  the  general  interest  of  the  profession.  One 
special  feature  of  the  Society  is  the  holding  of  its  monthly  meetings  at 
different  cities  where  florists  are  located,  thus  creating  more  interest 
and  individual  benefit. 

Only  a  small  percentage  of  the  florists  in  this  section  are  members 
of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  I  cannot  offer  the  Society  much  encourage- 
ment toward  procuring  new  members.  Some  say  they  cannot  see  where 
they  would  be  directly  benefited,  as  they  cannot  attend  the  meetings, 
preferring  to  spend  their  vacations  where  they  are  free  from  the  care 
of  business  life.  Some  consider  the  Society  a  wholesalers'  organization, 
and  the  retailer  is  not  recognized  as  he  should  be,  and  other  various 
reasons  are  offered  for  not  affiliating  with  the  Society. 

Crop  prospects  are  good  in  the  farming  districts,  and  I  see  no  good 
reason  why  the  florist  should  not  come  in  for  his  share  of  prosperity 
this  year.

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INDIANA— NORTH. 

I  am  glad  to  report  at  this  time  the  good  business  conditions  pre- 
vailing at  this  writing  in  our  State.  Since  the  month  of  March  they 
have  been  very  good;  the  outside  planting  has  been  especially  notice- 
able for  its  increase.  All  the  florists  in  the  State  have  made  a  special 
endeavor  to  increase  the  planting  of  hardy  shrubbery  this  year,  and  I 
am  glad  to  say  their  efforts  have  brought  splendid  results. 

The  Indiana  State  Florists'  Association  has  had  some  very  inter- 
esting meetings  the  past  Winter  and  Spring.  At  the  April  meeting  held 
at  Muncie  we  had  a  public  meeting  at  which  there  were  about  a  thou- 
sand people  in  attendance.  Several  talks  were  given  by  prominent 
florists  on  lawn  upkeep  and  landscape  work.  It  was  surprising  the 
interest  the  people  took  in  these  talks.  I  have  received  communications 
from  several  Muncie  florists  since  commenting  on  the  results  derived 
from  that  particular  meeting.  The  coming  year  we  expect  to  follow 
that  programme  in  several  of  the  large  cities  throughout  the  State. 

The  glass  area  is  increasing  rapidly  in  our  State.  This  year  will 
see  an  increase  of  over  a  million  feet.  Practically  all  of  the  new  addi- 
tions are  being  built  with  the  all-metal  construction. 

We  think  we  have  a  very  good  Association  in  this  State,  not  only 
as  to  quantity  of  members  but  also  quality.  At  this  writing  we  have  a 
membership  of  one  hundred  and  fifty,  which  we  hope  to  increase  con- 
siderably the  coming  year. 

I  am  sorry  I  shall  not  be  able  to  attend  the  Convention  this  year. 
I  hope  the  Convention  is  successful  and  will  include  a  large  attendance.

Some  few  reports  were 
received  and  all  these  reported  increased  business  in  both  plants  and 
cut  flowers.     Our  own  local  condition  the  past  year  has  been  good,

business  in  all  branches  showing  a  healthy  increase.  Our  local  people 
are  taking  more  interest  in  the  landscape  development  of  their  homes, 
thus  increasing  the  sale  of  shrubs.  With  plenty  of  rain  and  cool 
weather,  everything  has  made  a  fine  showing. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  think  the  coming  year  promises  to  be  a 
good  one  for  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  the  florists  will  reap  their  share 
of  the  harvest. 

With  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  Convention  jumping  from  Boston  to 
San  Francisco,  I  hope  that  it  will  land  at  our  door,  Kansas  City,  Mo., 
which  is  as  near  the  center  of  the  United  States  as  we  can  get.  The 
convention  held  there  would  open  up  some  very  good  territory  to  work 
for  members.  Let  us  have  the  S.  A.  F.  Convention  in  Kansas  City 
in  1917.

MARYLAND. 

Conditions  horticulturally  in  the  State  of  Maryland  for  the  past 
year  are  not  susceptible  to  a  very  glowing  report,  especially  from  the 
growers'  standpoint.  The  retailers,  as  a  whole,  seem  to  have  fared 
better. 

The  prices  on  all  cut  flowers  have  been  below  the  normal,  and  it  is 
generally  conceded  that  few  of  the  growers  have  made  any  money. 
The  figures  at  Christmas  were  what  may  be  termed  "fair,"  and  had  it 
not  been  for  the  severe  snowstorm  that  paralyzed  the  movement  of 
stock  on  Saturday  preceding  Easter  Sunday,  and  which  on  that  day 
almost  entirely  destroyed  the  prospects  of  those  who  sold  in  the  open 
market,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  Easter  sales  would  have  been  good, 
if  not  entirely  satisfactory.  But  as  it  was,  large  quantities  of  stock 
were  utterly  destroyed,  or  otherwise  went  to  waste.  Very  little  in  the 
way  of  building  operations  is  reported  this  season,  and  retrenchment  is 
the  rule. 

The  Maryland  State  Horticultural  Society  held  its  annual  exhibition 
last  November,  a  function  of  State-wide  importance,  and  it  is  significant 
to  note  that  without  doubt  it  was  the  best  exhibition,  especially  from  a 
florist's  standpoint,  that  was  ever  staged  in  Maryland,  an  exhibition 
that  taxed  the  capacity  of  the  large  floor  space  of  the  Fifth  Regt. 
Armory.

MASSACHUSETTS— WEST. 

In  again  making  my  annual  report,  I  can  say  that  trade  has  been 
about  normal,  but  collections  bad.  A  good  credit  business  could  be  done 
at  all  times,  but  many  florists  were  obliged  to  refuse  business  on  these 
terms. 

Easter  trade  in  pot  plants,  which  increase  in  popularity  each  year, 
was  especially  good,  everybody  selling  out  clean. 

The  green  goods  business  is  normal,  but  many  millions  of  Ferns 
have  been  rendered  useless  by  the  vicious  storms  of  the  past  Summer. 

The  Mass.  Agricultural  College  is  doing  good  work  in  the  diffusion 
of  improved  scientific  and  practical  horticultural  knowledge,  and  the 
horticultural  societies  are  doing  excellent  work  in  the  development  of 
horticulture  as  applied  to  the  production  of  choice  flowers  and  fruit, 
which  is  being  encouraged  by  State  assistance. 

The  Lenox  Horticultural  Society  started  a  crusade  against  the  tent 
caterpillar  by  paying  to  school  children  fifty  cents  per  thousand  for 
egg  clusters.    About  50,000  clusters  were  destroyed  in  this  way.

MICHIGAN— EAST. 

Since  our  members  last  assembled  in  convention,  historical  events 
in  distant  lands  have  brought  about  a  condition  which  at  first  it  was 
thought  would  bring  dire  consequences  on  the  whole  branch  of  horticul- 
ture. As  time  passed  on,  we  found  substitutes  for  many  things  formerly 
imported  and  thought  of  as  indispensable.    The  very  important  demand 
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of  large  society  functions  was  lost  almost  entirely,  and  with  it  the 
demand  for  a  great  deal  in  the  way  of  decorative  supplies,  and  extra 
help  had  to  suffer.  Yet,  in  a  short  time,  the  desire  for  diversion,  ever 
present  among  human  beings,  took  a  new  lead  in  the  form  of  charity 
dances,  tea  dansants,  and  many  smaller  social  events.  To  these  facts  is 
to  be  credited  the  chance  which  most  florists  hereabouts  had  for  keeping 
their  sales  up  to  the  mark  of  the  year  before. 

Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  St.  Valentine's  Day  and  Easter  all  showed 
a  marked  increase  in  the  demand  for  our  goods  as  compared  with 
former  years.  Mother's  Day,  which  locally  was  well  advertised,  through 
a  co-operative  advertisement,  was  a  great  success  as  to  the  amount  of 
flowers  sold,  but  we  suffered  in  the  financial  result,  as  well  as  in  the 
minds  of  the  patrons,  because  of  the  enormous  advance  in  cut  flower 
prices  at  the  wholesale  markets. 

Cautioned  by  the  uncertainty  of  last  Fall,  planting  and  contracting 
were  done  on  a  more  conservative  basis,  and  the  absence  of  gluts  was 
rather  remarkable.  This  proves  conclusively  that  the  remedy  for  most 
of  our  ills  lies  within  ourselves,  and  when  favorable  conditions  and 
our  hard  labor  produce  an  Increase  in  our  business  of  ten  per  cent.,  we 
are  neither,  as  growers,  justified  to  increase  our  product  fifty  per  cent., 
nor,  as  retailers,  to  increase  our  stock  fifty  per  cent.  The  dire  conse- 
quences of  such  acts  fall  back  on  ourselves  and  we  have  no  right  to 
push  them  off  onto  the  other  fellow. 

In  looking  about  regarding  organization  matters,  we  seem  to  have 
grown  enough  to  justify  a  State  organization.  This  feeling  is  gaining 
considerable  ground.  Yet  the  old  mother  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  should 
have  the  guiding  hand  in  this,  as  in  any  other  organizations  of  florists 
doing  business  as  such. 

As  the  Carnation,  Rose,  Sweet  Pea  and  other  Societies  are  children 
of  the  S.  A.  F.,  it  was  very  weakening  to  the  S.  A.  F.  to  allow  them  to 
become  independent.  They  should  have  been  left  a  part  and  parcel  of 
the  S.  A.  F.,  with  special  committees  to  look  after  them. 

It  appears  to  many  I  have  spoken  to,  as  a  matter  worthy  of  your 
serious  consideration,  the  bringing  about  of  the  re-incorporation  of  these 
Societies.  Just  as  many  think  that  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  should  en- 
courage the  forming  of  State  horticultural  societies,  wherein  each  mem- 
ber is  firstly  and  lastly  a  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  member,  belonging  by 
virtue  of  this  fact  to  such  State  society  as  his  residence  in  this  or  that 
State  determine. 

Therein  one  can  find  a  means  to  make  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  a 
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working  body  during  twelve  months  of  the  year  as  against  just  a  few 
days,  during  Convention  time,  as  it  appears  to  many  of  us. 

Time  does  not  allow  me  to  enter  further  in  the  discussion,  and  while 
I  submit  this  point  to  your  serious  consideration,  I  feel  sincerely  that  I 
have  started  your  thoughts  in  a  direction  which  will  bring  good  to  all 
of  us.

MICHIGAN— WEST. 

I  am  pleased,  as  State  Vice-President,  to  report  a  very  satisfactory 
trade  in  Western  Michigan,  both  in  cut  flowers  and  plants.  While  prices 
have  not  been  as  large  as  they  should  have  been  the  growers  and  dealers 
seem  to  be  satisfied  with  the  trade  as  a  whole.  The  hothouse  vegetable 
growers  have  sold  quantities  of  Tomatoes,  Lettuce,  Cucumbers,  etc.,  but 
the  prices  have  not  been  what  they  should  have  been.  There  has  not 
been  much  building  in  this  section;  considerable  repairing  and  rebuild- 
ing, but  not  many  new  houses. 

The  growers  are  producing  a  much  better  grade  of  cut  flowers  and 
plants  than  in  former  years.  The  trade  is  looking  for  longer  stems  and 
better  varieties  than  heretofore.  The  best  grades  is  both  flowers  and 
vegetables  will  sell  at  profitable  prices,  while  the  poorer  grades  are  not 
wanted  at  any  price.  The  out-of-town  vegetable  trade  is  cared  for  on 
the  co-operative  plan,  by  one  firm.  There  are  about  forty  growers,  who 
bring  in  their  produce  to  this  firm.  One  of  these  growers  sold  193,000 
pounds  of  Lettuce,  and  nearly  15,000  8-pound  baskets  of  hothouse  Toma- 
toes. The  selected  Tomatoes  are  all  wrapped  in  paper  and  give  good 
satisfaction  wherever  they  go.    This  seems  to  be  an  increasing  industry. 

There  has  been  an  immense  crop  of  all  kinds  of  fruit  in  this 
section,  but  the  prices  have  been  low  and  the  quality  poor,  on  account  of 
so  much  wet  weather. 

We  have  no  florists'  club  at  the  present,  but  the  florists  work  to- 
gether in  buying  supplies,  and  anything  that  is  for  the  good  of  the  order. 

The  fairs  in  this  section  have  been  well  attended,  and  have  had 
large  exhibits  of  all  kinds  of  plants  and  cut  flowers,  floral  baskets  and 
designs  In  good  shape.  This  not  only  helps  to  make  a  fair  a  success, 
but  educates  the  public  in  what  can  be  done  along  these  lines.  There  is 
a  growing  desire  among  our  people  to  improve  the  appearance  of  their 
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houses  by  means  of  plants,  shrubs,  flowers,  trees,  etc.  This  with  the 
"Good  Roads"  movement,  which  is  being  pushed  in  almost  every  section 
of  the  land,  will  add  much  to  the  beauty  as  well  as  the  value  of  our 
State.

MINNESOTA. 

Summing  up  the  fiscal  year  of  the  florists  and  horticulturists,  it 
has  shown  a  decline  from  the  previous  year,  but  as  business  in  general 
has  suffered  from  the  existing  conditions,  the  trade  feels  that  their  line 
has  not  experienced  the  severe  trend  of  times  that  other  commercial 
branches  have.    Collections  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  very  few  failures,  and  what  have  occurred  are 
noted  among  the  inexperienced  new  concerns,  while  new  enterprises 
properly  managed  have  made  good  in  every  way.  Few  changes  in 
ownership  are  noted.  Building  and  enlarging  have  been  very  limited, 
although  in  some  instances  large  additions  have  been  recorded. 

Local  supplies  of  flowers  found  ready  market,  outside  supply  to 
Twin  Cities  being  called  upon  only  on  special  occasions.  Mother's  Day 
was  recorded  as  the  heaviest  cut  flower  day  of  the  season,  and  the  trade 
is  doing  all  in  its  power  to  keep  the  idea  stimulated  by  pool  advertise- 
ments, which  have  proven  very  profitable. 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow  we  have  to  report  the  death  of  one  of  our 
foremost  and  beloved  tradesmen,  John  Monson,  proprietor  of  the  Minne- 
apolis Floral  Co. 

Hanging  gardens  have  become  a  fixed  feature  of  Minneapolis,  and 
the  greenhouse  man  has  felt  the  keen  interest  shown  by  the  exhaustion 
of  all  local  bedding  stock  at  profitable  prices. 

The  State  Florists'  Association,  Minneapolis  Florists'  Club  and 
St.  Paul  Florists'  Club  show  an  increased  membership,  each  meeting 
having  a  large  gathering,  bringing  the  trade  in  close  affiliation. 

Minnesota  retains  a  well  represented  membership  in  the  National 
Society,  to  such  an  extent  that  new  members  are  hard  to  secure.  There 
will  be  a  fair  attendance  at  the  Convention  this  year;  it  would  have 
been  larger  but  a  few  of  the  eager  ones  went  West  in  advance.

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MISSOURI— WEST. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  me  to  be  able  to 
report  a  healthy  condition  of  business  in  this  western  part  of  Missouri, 
in  spite  of  depression  in  most  other  lines  throughout  our  territory. 

Unfortunately,  we  have  met  with  some  loss  due  to  floods  through 
the  Missouri  Valley  and  Kansas,  as  well  as  considerable  hail  loss. 
On  the  other  hand,  growers  have  enjoyed  an  unusually  cool  Summer 
so  far,  enabling  them  to  bench  Carnations  and  to  advance  other  work 
more  expediently  than  usual. 

Better  prices  have  been  paid  to  the  grower  for  his  stock,  and  larger 
consignments  have  reached  the  Kansas  City  market,  due  chiefly  to 
improved  wholesale  facilities. 

Our  Kansas  City  Florists'  Club  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and 
has  served  to  promote  a  better  feeling  between  members  of  our  craft.

NEBRASKA. 

Conditions  in  Nebraska  during  the  past  year  have  varied  greatly  in 
different  localities.  The  weather  throughout  Spring  was  cold  and  rainy. 
Outside  stock  took  hold  slowly  until  July,  but  conditions  since  have 
been  such  that  any  time  lost  in  growth  has  been  more  than  made  up  for. 
Local  hailstorms  in  the  Platte  Valley  caused  considerable  loss  at 
Kearney,  and  Fremont,  and  small  loss  at  Omaha,  but  we  have  had  no 
hail  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State. 

Spring  and  Summer  business  has  been  fully  as  good  as  in  1914, 
from  all  reports  received;  and  with  large  crops  of  small  grain  har- 
vested, and  prospects  for  the  largest  yield  of  Corn  ever  gathered  in  the 
State,  we  look  forward  to  the  best  year  the  florist  has  ever  had  in 
Nebraska.

NEV7    JERSEY. 

A  canvass  of  the  leading  florists  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  re- 
vealed the  fact  that  where  plants  and  flowers  have  been  sold  at  retail, 
the  average  sales  this  year  have  been  as  good  as  in  previous  years,  and 
in  many  instances  better,  a  very  small  percentage  reporting  to  the 
contrary. 
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Likewise,  the  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  there  is  overproduction 
in  almost  every  line  of  cut  flowers.  When  supply  is  greater  than  de- 
mand, either  production  should  be  curtailed,  or  new  markets  secured 
for  the  surplus.  The  general  opinion  is  that  just  here  is  where  the 
S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  can  be  of  lasting  benefit  to  the  trade,  by  offering 
liberal  premiums  for  exhibits  of  floral  productions  in  portions  of  the 
country  from  which  over-production  is  reported,  and  where  exhibitions 
are  being  held. 

Surplus  space  devoted  to  the  production  of  exhibition  plants  and 
flowers  would  eliminate  that  amount  of  production  from  the  market, 
and  at  the  same  time  instruct  the  general  public,  and  quite  possibly 
secure  a  future  benefit  in  a  larger  consumption  of  the  products  exhibited. 

It  has  also  been  suggested  that  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  might  be  of 
assistance  in  looking  after  adverse  legislation;  and  it  is  the  humble 
suggestion  of  the  writer  that  this  duty  might  be  delegated  to  the  State 
Vice-Presidents,  who  could  report  to  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  directors 
for  advice  and  assistance  in  combating  such  legislation. 

Other  suggestions  have  been  made,  but  they  are  of  minor  im- 
portance, and  space  does  not  allow  dilation  in  this  report  upon  their 
advisability.

NEW    YORK— EAST. 

As  State  Vice-President,  it  was  my  aim  to  assist,  as  far  as  possible, 
members  of  our  Society  whose  business  and  pleasure  brought  them  to 
our  city,  to  make  them  welcome,  to  give  advice  wherever  I  could,  and 
show  that  our  Society  is  not  only  built  upon  business  principles,  but  on 
a  brotherly  feeling,  which  is  produced  by  our  constant  contact  with 
mother  earth  and  her  products — our  flowers. 

Trade  conditions  this  year,  on  account  of  the  war,  were  especially 
hard  on  growers  and  retail  florists,  particularly  in  the  eastern  part  of 
the  State,  which  is  the  stopping  place  for  most  Americans  going  abroad, 
and  oversea  visitors.  Many  thousands  of  dollars  were  not  spent  for 
flowers  which  otherwise  would  have  been.  Still,  our  active  growers, 
commission  dealers  and  florists  did  not  rest.  If  it  is  not  one  field,  it  is 
another.  Some  of  our  growers  prepared  much  more  home-grown  stock 
for  the  coming  season,  instead  of  depending  on  importations.  Retail 
florists  branched  out,  opened  stores  in  country  resorts,  to  find  new  ways 
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of  distribution  of  flowers.  Others  started  to  talk  to  their  patrons  of 
landscaping,  and  encouraged  the  buying  of  plants  for  gardens.  The 
commission  dealers  and  agents  were  always  ready  to  give  encourage- 
ment to  the  enterprising  worker,  and  who  can  tell  what  good  these 
conditions  may  bring? 

The  activity  of  the  New  York  Florists'  Club  and  the  Horticultural 
Society  brought  wholesaler,  seedsman,  grower,  and  retailer  nearer  to 
each  other,  in  an  effort  to  make  our  last  flower  show  more  successful 
than  any  previous  one.  Everyone  made  it  a  matter  of  honor  to  show 
his  best  skill,  and  the  effort  of  each  has  been  richly  rewarded  by  the 
success  of  our  Spring  business. 

A  new  association  of  retailers  has  been  started  in  New  York  City, 
working  in  harmony  with  growers  and  commission  dealers  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  trade.  It  has  among  its  members  some  of  the  best  and 
most  respected  retailers.  It  is  working  for  a  greater  affiliation  of  the 
retail  florists  with  the  Society  of  American  Florists,  and  everyone 
realizes  that  we  must  stand  together,  work  together,  and  help  each 
other  to  realize  what  good  there  is  for  all  of  us  in  the  uplift  of  our 
profession;  to  increase  knowledge  among  our  growing  gardeners;  to 
teach  the  public  how  to  judge  our  flowers  and  our  work;  to  encourage 
exhibitions,  and  with  the  exhibitions  broaden  our  field  of  work.  We  are 
inculcating  the  feeling  that  we  all  stand  together,  and  our  success  and 
our  results  show  that  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and  affiliated 
associations  are  not  idle. 

This  year,  with  new  efforts  put  forth  to  make  up  for  what  has 
been  lost  through  the  loss  of  steamer  trade,  there  is  brought  again  to 
the  mind  of  the  florist  the  fact  that  he  is  the  only  business  man  who 
does  not  know  a  day  of  rest,  as  it  is  known  in  other  professions.  We 
have  not  six  days  a  week  to  work  and  one  day  to  rest,  we  are  com- 
pelled every  day  to  serve  our  customers — the  public.  It  is  necessary  in 
growing  establishments  that  there  shall  be  somebody  there  at  all  times 
to  take  care  of  ventilating  of  greenhouses  and  hotbeds,  to  spray,  or  to 
do  whatever  work  is  required.  The  retailer,  however,  could  manage 
very  easily  to  close  his  doors  on  Sunday,  and  just  the  same  the  whole- 
saler. The  wholesaler  would  do  a  better  business  on  Saturday,  because 
the  retailer  would  have  to  buy  more  to  prepare  and  have  stock  on  hand 
for  early  Monday  morning,  in  case  some  were  needed  for  early  delivery. 
Sunday  the  retailer  can  keep  his  door  closed  for  open  business,  for  the 
law  permits  him  to  deliver  any  kind  of  order  from  behind  closed  doors 
if  it  is  important,  as  with  funerals  and  weddings.  It  could  be  very 
well  arranged  to  enforce  Sundav  closing,  exempting  Sundays  which  fall 
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on  New  Year's,  Christmas,  or  Easter.  Some  of  the  affiliated  societies, 
in  other  cities,  have  managed  already  to  do  this;  let's  hope  that  the 
Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists  will  man- 
age to  push  this  custom  through  this  coming  year.  It  is  most  important 
for  all  of  us,  and  constant  work  is  the  reason  why  many  among  us  are 
overtaxing  their  bodies  and  their  nerves. 

Another  great  wrong  is  done  to  our  profession  this  year.  The  Euro- 
pean shippers  in  the  neutral  countries  have  not  sold  any  of  their  stock 
to  the  warring  nations,  and  have  thrown  into  our  market  such  an 
amount  of  shrubs,  herbaceous  plants,  bulbs  and  other  goods,  at  low 
prices,  so  low  indeed  that  they  hardly  covered  the  freight  or  the  packing 
charges,  and  this  stock  has  been  sold  by  our  auctioneers  to  the  public  at 
prices  which  greatly  harmed  the  seedsmen  and  the  growers  who  paid 
regular  prices  to  the  importers.  I  am  utilizing  this  opportunity  to  speak 
to  my  brother  members  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  anl  Orna- 
mental Horticulturists.  As  long  as  we  are  fighting  among  ourselves, 
others  have  the  laugh.  Let  us  laugh  together,  and  let  us  fight  the 
others.  We  should  wake  up  and  stand  together  to  alter  these  condi- 
tions. We  with  our  large  number  of  members  have  the  power  to  enforce 
better  conditions  and  protect  our  growers  and  seedsmen  in  every  way. 
Not  only  that,  a  lot  of  stuff  is  sold  in  this  way  to  the  public,  at  such 
ridiculously  low  prices  that  our  general  business  is  injured.  But  it  is 
sold  to  people  who  in  most  cases  buy  blindly,  without  getting  the  infor- 
mation, the  advice  of  a  good  gardener,  and  in  consequence  it  is  very 
often  useless  to  them,  or  is  at  times  planted  in  the  wrong  season,  or  it 
dies  on  their  hands.  Instead  of  training  buyers  and  lovers  of  flowers 
in  the  right  way  to  buy  right  goods  at  the  right  time  of  the  year  for 
planting,  they  are  thus  turned  away  from  our  products,  and  their  love 
for  flowers  is  driven  out  of  them.  There  might  be  two  or  three  bene- 
fited by  these  transactions,  but  thousands  are  hurt.  We  who  grow 
plants,  and  who  grow  flowers,  have  to  stand  together  all  for  one  and 
one  for  all,  to  help  to  better  conditions  in  the  future. 

If  I  hurt  someone's  feelings  in  this  report;  if  I  should  not  have 
expressed  myself  in  a  way  to  sound  good  to  every  ear,  I  beg  to  be  for- 
given. What  I  say,  and  what  I  do,  I  mean  for  the  good  of  our  profes- 
sion, for  the  good  of  my  brother  growers  and  florists.  When  I  am 
called  on  to  take  an  office,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  try  and  broaden  the  field 
of  our  work,  and  whatever  effort  I  make  is  meant  for  the  best.  Before 
closing  my  report,  I  want  to  thank,  here  in  public,  all  co-workers.  I 
want  to  thank  our  President  that  he  thought  well  enough  of  my  ability 
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to  entrust  me  with  this  oflBee.  I  want  to  thank  our  genial  Secretary, 
Mr.  Young,  and  other  older  members  of  our  Society,  for  all  the  good 
advice  they  have  given  me,  and  for  all  the  encouragement  they  have 
shown  me  in  my  efforts.

OHIO— NORTH. 

In  making  a  report  for  Ohio,  North  District,  I  am  pledsed  to  say 
that  conditions  have  been  good  considering  all  passing  events,  and 
market  conditions  generally. 
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We  have  added  eight  new  florists  to  Cleveland,  and  two  discontinued 
business.  There  has  been  only  a  nominal  amount  of  building  going  on. 
The  Cleveland  Cut  Flower  Company  added  another  greenhouse,  50x400 
ft.,  making  this  plant  now  three  houses  of  this  size. 

Considering  the  central  location  of  Cleveland  and  its  varied  indus- 
tries, and  the  co-operative  advertising  done  by  the  local  florists,  business 
invariably  increased  from  15  to  30  per  cent,  at  the  holidays.  This  made 
the  general  average  good. 

Everybody  at  this  time  is  in  high  spirits  about  the  coming  Fall 
Flower  Show,  which  is  honestly  boasted  as  an  unusual  floral  event. 

Through  the  entire  north  section  of  Ohio  comes  the  report  that 
business  has  been  good,  and  that  prospects  are  very  bright  for  the  future. 
The  crops  are  at  a  maximum.  The  season  has  been  more  or  less  wet, 
which  assisted  vegetation  in  all  of  its  stages.  Cuyahoga  County,  among 
other  things,  has  at  this  writing  quite  a  natural  gas  boom,  and,  inci- 
dentally, several  florists  and  market  gardeners  have  benefited  more  or 
less  thereby.  The  Gasser  Co.  has  one  well  that  flows  about  three  mil- 
lion cubic  feet  of  gas  daily,  giving  them  enough  to  run  their  entire  plant.

OHIO— SOUTH. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  business  has  hardly  been  up  to  that  of 
the  previous  year.  A  continuous  stream  of  heavy  receipts  in  the  various 
seasonable  lines  of  flowers  has  kept  the  market  well  supplied  with 
blooms,  but  at  many  times  these  receipts  were  so  heavy  that  it  was 
impossible  to  use  all  that  came  in,  gluts  and  consequent  low  prices  re- 
sulting and  serving  to  keep  down  the  aggregate  business  as  far  as 
dollars  and  cents  are  concerned.  The  shipping  of  flowers,  supplies, 
accessories,  and  fancy  and  decorative  greens  from  Cincinnati,  the 
metropolis  of  this  district,  increased  greatly  during  this  t4me. 

Since  the  last  report  there  has  not  been  very  much  building  or 
rebuilding  in  this  part  of  the  State.  Storms  have  damaged  considerable 
of  the  glass  in  some  parts  of  the  district,  but,  taken  as  a  whole,  this  con- 
dition has  not  served  greatly  to  increase  rebuilding  operations. 

Since  early  Spring  the  weather  has  been  far  different  from  that  of 
the  corresponding  period  last  year,  and  has  materially  affected  outdoor 
crops.  Last  year  the  Summer  was  early,  hot,  and  dry,  whereas  this 
year  we  had  fairly  cool  weather  well  up  into  July,  and  plenty  of  rain.

This  rain  has  helped  the  outdoor  cuts  in  some  parts  of  the  district  and 
has  made  for  plentiful  crops  and  good  crops,  but  in  others  the  down- 
pours have  served  to  ruin  most  of  the  stock  in  the  field. 

The  nurserymen  and  horticulturists  are  making  very  strenuous 
efforts  to  broaden  their  field  in  the  district,  and  have  succeeded  in 
interesting  many  of  the  citizens  in  landscape  work.

OREGON. 

In  submitting  what  may  be  termed  a  report  on  existing  conditions 
in  Oregon,  relative  to  floriculture  and  ornamental  horticulture,  neces- 
sarily anything  of  interest  along  these  lines  will  practically  make  it  a 
Portland  report,  as  the  florist  interests  of  Oregon  are  concentrated  in 
and  adjacent  to  that  city. 

We  have  in  the  vicinity  of  Portland  about  two  and  a  quarter 
million  feet  of  glass.  There  are  some  growing  establishments  scattered 
through  the  Willamette  Valley,  at  Salem,  Albany  and  Eugene,  but  all 
are  tributary  to  Portland.  The  same  conditions  exist  regarding  horti- 
culture; there  are  tributary  to  Portland,  as  near  as  I  can  judge,  about 
three  thousand  acres  that  are  devoted  to  nursery  stock,  ornamental 
shrubbery,  etc. 

Our  climatic  conditions  and  soil  in  Western  Oregon  make  it  an  ideal 
home  for  many  species  not  found  elsewhere  in  the  United  States  in  our 
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latitude,  and  landscape  gardeners  have  been  quick  to  appreciate  that 
fact  in  their  work. 

We  are  extremely  young  and  inexperienced  when  compared  with 
the  old  establishments  of  the  East  and  Middle  West,  but  when  you  stop 
to  consider  that  the  entire  business  of  the  State  along  these  lines,  with 
the  exception  of  two  or  three  instances,  has  grown  up  in  the  last 
twelve  years,  we  are  to  be  congratulated  on  such  success  as  we  have 
made,  and  the  prospects  of  better  business  in  the  near  future  are  very 
encouraging. 

There  has  been  but  little  new  construction  work  during  the  past 
twelve  months,  owing  to  the  general  business  depression  throughout  the 
country.  Portland,  generally,  was  not  affected  to  the  extent  that  the 
Eastern  centers  were,  and  at  present  there  is  a  decidedly  better  outlook. 

We  have  as  yet  no  exclusive  wholesalers  of  cut  flowers ;  the  largest 
producers  are  also  our  largest  retailers,  and  through  them  our  smaller 
dealers  and  agencies  in  adjacent  cities  are  supplied.  The  growers  are 
dependent  upon  a  few  of  the  larger  retail  dealers  for  a  market  for  their 
products,  but  have  in  most  instances  received  prices  that  correspond 
favorably  with  other  sections  of  the  country.  At  present,  there  is  suffi- 
cient glass  in  operation  for  the  requirements  of  the  trade,  and  the  same 
may  be  said  regarding  acreage  devoted  to  ornamental  shrubbery,  etc. 

The  Portland  Floral  Society  has  been  in  existence  three  years  and 
in  that  time  has  accomplished  a  great  deal.  "Co-operation"  is  their 
motto,  and  they  have  through  their  efforts  succeeded  in  interesting  the 
public  at  large  along  educational  lines  as  well  as  decorative  work.  They 
have  staged  two  mammoth  annual  indoor  exhibits  since  organizing, 
which  were  most  favorably  commented  on  by  Eastern  visitors;  con- 
ducted public  floral  contests  among  the  owners  of  magnificent  homes, 
and  superintended  school  garden  and  flower  growing  contests,  for  the 
schools  of  the  city.  In  June  of  this  year,  1915,  they  were  requested  by 
the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Rose  Festival — Portland's  great  annual 
Festival — to  arrange  and  superintend  a  "Floral  Center"  for  the  public. 
This  exhibit  covered  two  entire  city  blocks  and  required  fifty-five  thou- 
sand potted  plants  of  all  sizes,  besides  the  balled  nursery  stock.  No 
such  educational  exhibit  had  ever  been  attempted  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
and  but  sixty  days'  notice  was  given  for  preparation.  It  was  estimated 
that  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  people  visited  the  exhibit  and  it 
was  conceded  to  be  the  crowning  attraction  of  Portland's  most  successful 
Rose  Festival.  In  the  future  it  will  probably  be  a  regular  feature  of 
the  annual  Festival.  At  any  rate,  the  Society  succeeded  in  convincing 
the  public  that  "the  man  with  the  hoe,"  the  professional  grower  and 
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decorator,  was  the  one  to  call  upon  when  they  wanted  full  value  for 
their  money.  We  went  after  the  business  as  a  Society,  and  I  am  stating 
these  facts  simply  with  the  hope  that  other  organized  societies  will  do 
the  same  in  their  respective  communities. 

As  president  of  the  Portland  Society,  I  have,  perhaps,  given  time 
and  attention  to  its  business  that  should  have  been  devoted  to  the 
S.  A.  F.  affairs.  I  can  report  no  new  memberships  for  you,  but  at  our 
regular  monthly  meetings  a  keen  interest  is  taken  in  all  matters  per- 
taining to  the  S.  A.  F.,  and  as  a  Society  we  extend  to  you  our  warmest 
greetings  and  best  wishes.

PENNSYLVANIA— EAST. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  in  Eastern  Pennsylvania  business  as  a 
whole,  considering  overproduction  and  economic  conditions,  was  excep- 
tionally good.  However,  among  the  growers  I  find  that  they  are  not  so 
well  pleased  with  the  profits  of  last  year's  business,  due  chiefly  to  over- 
production and  the  demand  not  being  great  enough  to  move  the  supply. 
The  Rose  grower,  in  particular,  does  not  seem  to  be  happy.  The  Carna- 
tion grower  is  better  satisfied,  and  with  but  few  exceptions,  when  the 
market  was  glutted.  Carnations  brought  good  prices,  but  the  growers 
all  admit  that  the  demand  was  not  suflScient  to  warrant  erecting  more 
glass. 

Growers  of  Chrysanthemums  were  much  disgruntled  over  market 
conditions.  Not  only  was  there  an  overproduction,  but  real  good  flowers 
brought  little  or  nothing,  as  the  market  was  glutted  throughout  the  entire 
season. 

Orchid  growers  found  last  year's  business  very  unprofitable  with 
Cattleyas  selling  at  $7  to  $15  per  hundred,  due  mostly  to  an  oversupply 
and  the  better  class  of  trade  economizing. 

Cut  Easter  Lilies  and  Lily  of  the  Valley  brought  good  prices  through 
the  entire  year. 

Sweet  Peas  were  better  this  year  than  ever,  and  good  fiowers 
brought  good  returns. 

Violets  were  fair  but  did  not  bring  the  price  of  former  seasons. 

Plants,  decorative  and  flowering,  far  outsold  cut  flowers  at  the 
Christmas  holidays  and  brought  good  prices. 

Easter,  of  course,  found  most  of  the  retail  florists  loaded  with  very 
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fine  stock  on  Easter  Monday,  owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather- 
on  Easter  Saturday,  a  severe  blizzard  raging  the  entire  day,  so  it  goes 
without  saying  that  the  profits  at  Easter  were  small  and  that  business 
expectations  were  given  a  severe  jolt. 

The  sales  of  Spring  bedding  plants  and  nursery  stock  were  heavy 
and  sold  well  at  fair  prices.

PENNSYLVANIA— WEST. 

Trade  conditions,  generally  speaking,  in  the  past  year  were  not 
very  satisfactory;  however,  it  seems  to  be  the  general  opinion  that  we 
have  not  suffered  so  much  as  other  lines  of  trade. 

Pittsburgh,  which  is  the  principal  distributing  center  for  cut  flowers 
for  Western  Pennsylvania,  felt  the  loss  came  from  the  cheaper  prices 
rather  than  from  the  shortage  of  sales;  probably  more  stock  was  sold 
but  it  brought  less  money.  Holiday  prices  especially  were  much  below 
those  of  any  other  year. 

The  development  of  Mother's  Day  and  St.  Valentine's  Day,  which 
are  now  two  of  our  best  cut  flower  days,  show  the  possibilities  of  in- 
creasing the  number  of  special  flower  days  through  advertising,  and 
this  section  should  develop  co-operative  advertising. 

There  has  been  no  increase  of  glass  for  cut  flower  growing  in  the 
past  year  worthy  of  note. 

Plantsmen  probably  held  their  own  better  than  any  other  line; 
about  the  usual  quantity  of  bedding  plants  were  sold  and  at  the  usual 
prices. 

One  branch  which  has  made  some  advancement  this  year  is  land- 
scape gardening,  but  there  had  been  a  need  for  someone  to  indicate  to 
the  public  that  a  common  laborer  was  not  the  man  to  intelligently 
plant  and  beautify  an  otherwise  beautiful  home,  and  intelligent  adver- 
tising turned  the  trick,  this,  of  course,  making  an  increased  demand 
for  trees  and  shrubbery. 

We  are  an  optimistic  people,  and  everyone  is  looking  forward  to  a 
big  improvement  in  the  coming  year,  and  the  fact  that  all  of  our  great 
iron  industries  are  booming  would  indicate  that  we  shall  not  be  disap- 
pointed. 
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This  city  now  boasts  of  one  of  the  largest  and  finest  equipped 
wholesale  cut  flower  houses  in  the  country. 

It  certainly  cannot  be  out  of  place  to  call  attention  to  the  great 
benefit  Pittsburgh  is  deriving  from  its  public  Park  Conservatories,  which 
arrange  two  special  flower  shows  each  year,  visited  by  many  thousands 
of  people,  and  these  shows  help  wonderfully  in  the  educating  and  de- 
veloping of  a  taste  for  flowers  and  plants.  Florists  should  encourage 
this  idea  in  a  city  where  it  is  not  done. 

The  Florists  and  Gardeners'  Club  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  but, 
unfortunately,  cannot  see  their  way  to  come  into  the  S.  A.  F.  as  a  body.

I  am 
confident  this  is  making  a  marked  difference  in  all  nursery  and  horti- 
cultural lines  throughout  this  State,  and  it  seems  to  me  the  idea  of 
showing  our  citizens  the  good  things  which  can  be  grown  in  the  different 
sections  of  the  country  would  help  a  lot  in  creating  a  demand  for  the 
beautiful.

TENNESSEE. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  Tennessee  has  been  holding  its  own  the 
pa-st  year.  There  has  been  considerable  building  and  repair  work  done, 
and  business  as  a  whole  will  show  a  gain  over  last  year.  I  have  done  a 
great  deal  of  canvassing  but  have  been  unable  to  get  any  new  members 
for  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  It  is  very  difficult  to  get  the  average  florist 
of  the  State  interested  in  the  organization  at  all. 

On  January  29,  1915,  the  Tennessee  State  Florists'  Association  was 
organized  in  Nashville,  with  the  following  officers :  Tom  C.  Joy,  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,  president;  L.  Haury,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  first  vice-president; 
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Geo.  Kimmell,  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  second  vice-president ;  G.  M.  Bentley, 
Knoxville,  Tenn.,  secretary-treasurer.  This  organization  will  meet  at 
Nashville  in  January  each  year,  its  object  being  to  perfect  and  increase 
the  florist  business  in  the  State,  and  I  am  sure  it  will  prove  a  valuable 
asset  to  the  florists  and  ornamental  nurserymen  of  the  State,  and  eventu- 
ally will  be  a  stimulant  to  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H. 

The  Memphis  florists  have  organized  a  local  florists'  club,  known  as 
the  Memphis  Florists'  Society,  which  is  getting  along  nicely ;  while  the 
Knoxville  Florists'  Society  is  almost  two  years  old,  and  there  are  pros- 
pects of  the  Nashville  people  forming  a  club  soon. 

The  leading  florists  of  Tennessee  are  very  enthusiastic  over  a 
Southern  States  florists'  society,  which  I  believe  will  be  organized  in 
the  near  future,  if  enough  of  the  Southern  States  will  co-operate  in  the 
movement.  Could  this  be  done  it  would  no  doubt  be  a  great  help  to  the 
S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.,  and  would  be  a  means  of  getting  many  new  members.

With  the  help  of  our  "Southern  Florist"  trade  paper,  we  are  going 
ahead  sawing  wood  all  the  time,  getting  at  the  different  troubles  brought 
on  by  our  unusual  climatic  conditions,  and  hope  that  in  a  few  more 
years  Texans  will  rank  with  some  of  the  best  growers  in  the  country.

WASHINGTON. 

During  the  past  year,  owing  to  general  trade  depression,  business 
has  not  advanced  as  in  former  years,  and  while  there  may  have  been 
some  falling  off  in  the  amount  of  business  done,  yet  owing  to  the  gen- 
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eral  conditions  of  the  country  it  may  be  said  on  the  whole  that  the 
fiorist  business  of  the  State  of  Washington  has  been  quite  satisfactory. 

In  some  cases  the  European  war  has  interfered,  and  spoiled  the 
sales  of  a  number  of  growers,  who  had  worked  up  quite  a  trade  in  the 
shipping  of  Roses,  Chrysanthemums,  Carnations  and  other  such  flowers 
to  our  neighbors  in  Alberta,  Saskatchewan  and  British  Columbia.  The 
conditions  of  these  countries  are  such  that  few,  if  any,  flowers  were 
imported  from  the  United  States. 

There  have  been  few,  if  any,  new  ranges  of  glass  built,  but  in  some 
cases  additions  have  been  made,  although  not  to  any  great  extent. 

Prices  during  the  past  year  dropped  considerably,  and  the  quanti- 
ties of  flowers  used  for  entertainments  decreased  remarkably.  This, 
however,  did  not  materially  affect  the  local  growers,  but  may  have  had 
effect  on  those  who  ship  from  neighboring  States. 

The  plant  trade  has  been  generally  good,  and  more  demand  is  being 
made  for  the,  so-called,  novelties,  or  plants  of  the  better  varieties. 

In  this  line,  I  have  noticed  that  there  have  been  quick  sales  for  some 
of  the  newer  varieties  of  Geraniums,  Pelargoniums,  etc.  During  a  large 
portion  of  the  year  much  of  our  State  has  abundance  of  outdoor  flowers, 
among  these  being  the  Asters,  Sweet  Peas,  Dahlias  and  Gladioli. 
Dahlias  can  be  grown  to  the  highest  perfection,  and  in  the  coast  cities 
have  been  largely  planted  for  a  number  of  years. 

Seattle  has  adopted  the  Dahlia  as  its  city  flower,  and  a  society  for 
the  promotion  of  its  culture  was  formed  in  the  past  year.  Gladioli  grow 
exceptionally  well,  and  I  should  not  be  surprised  to  see  large  farms  yet 
taken  up  with  their  cultivation. 

Dutch  bulbs,  especially  Tulips  and  Narcissi,  grow  to  perfection  in 
some  parts  of  the  State,  and  in  a  few  years  I  don't  doubt  but  that  many 
acres  will  be  devoted  to  their  cultivation. 

Outdoor  gardening  has  continued  better  than  ever  and  many  col- 
lections of  herbaceous  plants  have  been  made.  Roses,  too,  have  been 
largely  planted  during  the  past  year  and  the  demand  has  been  largely 
for  the  newer  Hybrid  Tea  variation,  all  of  which  are  hardy  enough  to 
stand  our  severest  Winter. 

Park  work,  city  tree  planting  and  beautifying  of  cities  generally  has 
gone  on  uninterruptedly,  and  many  of  the  smaller  cities  have  begun  to 
look  to  the  improvement  of  their  public  grounds.

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WEST    VIRGINIA. 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  the  following  report  for  the  year  1915. 
Our  State,  with  its  immense  natural  resources,  is  and  will  be  a  fertile 
field  for  years  to  come  for  the  florists  and  ornamental  horticulturists. 
Like  other  States,  we  are  awake  to  the  fact  that  good  public  highways 
form  the  living  pulse  to  any  community.  This  calls  for  more  pride  in 
the  rural  home.  In  landscapes  and  beautified  homes  the  great  demand 
for  California  Privet  and  other  hedges,  hardy  shrubbery  and  conifers 
is  increasing  each  year  as  improvements  go  on.  A  great  many  of  the 
highways  are  being  planted  with  fruit  of  all  kinds — this  is  a  decided 
improvement. 

Reports  from  the  leading  cities  of  the  State  in  the  past  year  are 
that  the  trade  has  been  up  to  that  of  former  years.  This  is  considered 
favorable,  considering  present  conditions.  Several  small  plants  are  in 
course  of  construction. 

Our  business  and  professional  men  seem  more  eager  to  get  closer 
to  nature's  most  beautiful  fiora.  Every  indication  is  that  the  West 
Virginia  trade  looks  forward  to  a  most  prosperous  and  successful  season. 
Your  Vice-President  for  this  State  sent  out  invitations  early,  urging 
co-operation  with  our  Society,  which  is  aiming  to  put  our  business  upon 
a  higher  standard  each  succeeding  year.

WISCONSIN. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  a  satisfactory  busi- 
ness during  the  year  just  passed.  The  pleasure  is  doubly  great,  as  the 
advancement  in  business  was  made  despite  very  unfavorable  conditions 
which  existed  in  our  community. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  business  was  not  very  good, 
hardly  holding  its  own  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  From 
Christmas  on,  however,  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  and  business 
has  been  steadily  forging  ahead.  There  is  every  indication  that  this 
increase  is  of  a  permanent  nature,  that  is,  that  there  will  be  no  serious 
break  for  some  time  to  come.  There  was  very  little  additional  glass 
put  up  during  the  past  year,  growers  seeming  to  prefer  to  increase  the 
production  under  the  same  amount  of  glass  they  previously  had.  It 
seems  to  me  they  have  succeeded,  and  this  fact  should  be  a  permanent 
benefit  to  the  growing  community  as  a  whole,  as  it  demonstrates  that 
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there  is  still  room  for  advancement  along  production  lines.  Had  the 
year  been  as  favorable  as  previous  ones,  it  is  possible  that  the  efficiency 
of  each  foot  of  glass  would  not  have  been  increased  as  it  has  during 
the  past  year. 

Summer  has  been  very  backward  in  our  State,  and  this  fact  has 
kept  business  up  wonderfully  well  and  has  carried  the  Spring  season 
along  much  further  than  it  usually  extends.  On  account  of  the  very 
late  Summer,  there  are  a  great  many  private  homes  which  are  unadorned 
with  plants  and  flowers,  the  owners  evidently  not  thinking  it  worth 
while  to  expend  the  effort  and  money  in  this  way  as  the  season  will 
undoubtedly  be  short.  The  landscape  work  in  the  parks  and  boulevards 
has  not  shown  a  great  deal  of  advancement  this  year,  also  due  to  the 
late  Summer. 

The  Milwaukee  Florists  Club  is  fostering  the  idea  of  a  State  or- 
ganization at  this  time.  A  committee  has  been  appointed  and  is  at  pres- 
ent busy  on  the  plans  of  what  will  be  the  first  State  horticultural  society 
our  State  has  ever  had,  as  there  have  been  no  activities  along  this  line 
up  to  this  year. 

Regarding  new  members,  I  can  only  say  that  the  Middle  West  has 
been  laboring  under  tremendous  difficulties  during  the  past  two  years. 
As  the  Convention  was  held  in  Boston  last  year,  and  this  year  in  San 
Francisco,  it  has  been  a  Herculean  task  to  get  new  members  who  will 
attend  the  Convention.  While  we  have  been  rather  unfortunate  in  this 
respect,  we  are  still  using  our  best  efforts  to  increase  the  membership 
as  much  as  possible  and  are  doing  our  little  bit  constantly,  in  an  effort 
to  bring  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  to  be  even  a  greater  and  more  effective 
organization  than  it  now  is.

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THE  PROBLEMS  ATTENDING  THE  ESTABLISH- 
MENT OF  PERMANENT  CONVENTION 
GARDENS 

PAPEB  BY  THEODOBE  WIRTH. 

There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  importance  and  desirability  of 
arranging  for  Convention  Gardens  wherever  our  annual  meetings  are 
to  be  held.  The  usefulness  and  value  of  such  gardens  as  a  medium  of 
publicity  and  education  will  not  be  doubted  by  any  one  who  gives  the 
subject  due  consideration. 

There  is,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  no  great  diflSculty 
in  establishing  such  a  garden  for  each  convention,  and  the  only  real 
problem,  it  seems  to  me,  is  to  make  it  permanent.  This  necessarily  is  a 
question  which,  in  the  main,  must  be  solved  by  the  local  promotors  of 
the  garden.  The  same  spirit  that  was  employed  in  its  creation  should 
be  able  to  solve  the  question  of  its  future  existence,  permanency  and 
growth. 

I  have,  in  the  past,  presented  the  question  whether  or  not  it  would 
be  possible  to  select  the  convention  city  two  years  in  advance,  instead 
of  one,  in  order  to  provide  for  two  years'  growth  of  the  hardy  material, 
which  could  be  used  to  advantage  in  the  planting  of  the  garden. 

Personally,  I  wish  this  could  be  done,  because  I  realize  the  great 
and  resulting  benefits  that  would  accrue;  and  I  believe  that  all  plants- 
men  will  agree  with  me.  There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  value  of 
the  gardens,  from  every  point  of  view,  would  be  greatly  enhanced  by 
this  additional  time  given  them  in  preparation;  and  that  the  interest 
of  professionals  and  the  public  alike,  before  and  after,  as  well  as 
during,  the  Convention,  would  be  correspondingly  increased. 

However,  if  this  plan  is  not  deemed  feasible,  there  is  still  one 
advantage  open  with  the  present  arrangement,  which  has  not  been  made 
use  of  in  our  past  undertakings  along  this  line. 

If  our  brother  florists  and  horticulturists  of  the  city  ambitious  of 
securing  the  next  Convention  are  really  anxious  to  have  the  best  garden 
thus  far  made,  they  will  select  a  piece  of  land  for  that  purpose,  far  in 
advance,  and  will  submit  a  well  arranged  plan  to  the  Convention  at 
which  they  make  their  bid  for  the  next  meeting.     If  they  land  the 
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prize,  they  should  prepare  the  grounds  at  once,  and  secure  without 
delay  all  planting  material  that  can  be  transplanted  to  advantage  in 
the  Fall.  In  this  way,  most  of  the  perennials,  shrubs,  and  trees  will  be 
well  established  in  the  Spring,  and  make  a  very  good  showing  by 
Convention  time. 

Early  solicitation  among  prospective  exhibitors  is,  for  many 
reasons,  absolutely  necessary.  A  time  limit  should  be  set  for  allotment 
of  space  in  the  garden,  and  the  special  attention  of  such  prospective 
exhibitor  must  be  called  to  this.  All  space  not  applied  for  by  a  certain 
date  should  then  be  offered  to  nearby  and  local  growers  with  a  slightly 
extended  time  limit.  This  limit  should  be  set  so  as  to  give  the  com- 
mittee in  charge  an  opportunity  to  secure  suitable  planting  material 
for  filling  the  unsold  spaces  in  the  garden  in  good  time.  It  is  abso- 
lutely necessary,  in  my  opinion,  to  give  the  necessary  power  and  means, 
and  to  concentrate  the  actual  direction  and  supervision  in  one  active, 
experienced,  dependable  man.  Tell  this  man  to  go  ahead,  and  then  do 
not  interfere  with  him ;  but  give  him  all  the  assistance  he  needs,  when 
he  asks  for  it.  I  believe  it  would  be  a  good  investment,  generally  speak- 
ing, to  send  him  on  a  two  months'  trip  to  visit  personally  the  principal 
-growers  in  all  parts  of  the  country  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  ex- 
hibits. Let  him  start  right  at  the  Convention.  The  right  man  will 
thereby  awaken  the  general  interest  of  the  trade  and  secure  the  desired 
support.    Correspondence  would  not  be  nearly  as  effective. 

I  cannot  lay  too  much  stress  on  the  necessity  of  giving  all  exhibits 
the  best  possible  attention  and  care,  and  of  guarding  the  interests  of 
the  exhibitor  in  every  possibly  way.  Be  sure  that  he  gets  the  space  he 
bought,  that  his  plants  are  properly  labeled,  and  his  firm's  name  is 
properly  displayed.  Give  him  all  he  is  entitled  to  and  as  much  more 
as  you  can. 

It  is  too  much  to  expect  that  very  many  distant  firms  will  keep 
up  their  exhibits  after  the  Convention  year.  Yet  some  of  the  wide- 
awake and  progressive  growers  will  undoubtedly  be  glad  to  perma- 
nently make  use  of  our  gardens  and  thus  exhibit  their  goods  and  special 
novelties  in  different  parts  of  the  country  at  the  same  time.  In  most 
instances,  it  will,  therefore,  become  desirable  and  necessary,  after  the 
first  year,  to  change  the  layout  of  the  garden  and  to  devote  the  larger 
part  of  the  grounds  to  hardy  material,  and  a  much  smaller  portion  to 
the  tender  annual  bedding  plants.  This  we  have  now  done  at  Minne- 
apolis and  the  new  layout  will  be  as  beautiful  and  instructive  to  our 
people  from  now  on  as  the  real  Convention  Garden  was  to  us  profes- 
sionals two  years  ago. 
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The  Convention  Garden  must,  in  my  opinion,  always  be  created 
and  maintained  under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Society.  The  price 
for  space  should,  if  at  all  possible,  be  the  same  wherever  the  garden 
is,  and  same  should  be  high  enough  to  defray  the  expense  of  mainte- 
nance. The  chairman  of  the  local  garden  committee  should  be  ap- 
pointed a  member  of  a  similar  committee  of  the  National  Society  and 
as  such  could  act  as  the  executive  officer  of  both  committees. 

The  garden  should  be  located  on  public  land  in  order  to  make  its 
future  existence  possible  and  I  know  of  no  good  reason  w^hy  every  city 
park  administration  should  not  only  be  willing,  but  really  anxious,  to 
co-operate  with  us  in  the  establishment  of  such  trial  and  exhibition 
grounds  which  cannot  help  but  be  of  educational  value  to  the  people 
of  their  city. 

Our  esteemed  President,  Mr.  P.  Welch,  has  assigned  to  me  the  sub- 
ject herein  presented,  but  I  am  not  sure  that  I  have  covered  the 
ground  to  his  entire  satisfaction.  There  are  really  no  great  problems, 
no  great  obstacles,  that  I  can  see,  attending  the  establishment  of  perma- 
nent Convention  Gardens,  and  I  believe  that  if  the  old  saying— "where 
there  is  a  will,  there  is  a  way" — is  applied  at  all  times,  there  can  never 
be  any  doubt  as  to  our  ability  to  establish  such  Convention  Gardens 
wherever  we  may  go,  and  to  make  them  successful  in  every  instance. 
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THE  NECESSITY  OF  NATIONAL  PUBLICITY  TO 

ADVANCE  THE  INTERESTS  OF   COMMERCIAL 

FLORICULTURE  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 

PAPER  BY  ALBERT  POCHELON. 

This  subject  has  been  given  to  me  for  discussion,  and  I  will  try 
to  treat  it  from  the  standpoint  of  the  secretary  of  The  Florists'  Tele- 
graph Delivery,  an  association  which,  in  my  opinion,  has  done  a  great 
deal  of  work  in  the  way  of  publicity.  So  far,  of  course,  every  mem- 
ber has  been  doing  his  or  her  share  in  different  localities  to  draw  the 
attention  of  patrons,  or  would-be  patrons,  to  the  telegraph,  or  out- 
of-town  service,  and  the  results,  gained  in  the  past  few  years  have 
been  far  beyond  expectation. 

This  much  for  the  introduction  of  the  points  which  I  will  bring 
out  now.  If  the  efforts  of  the  florists  throughout  the  country  can  be 
augmented  by  a  national  advertising  campaign  drawing  the  attention 
of  the  public  to  The  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  shops  all  over  the 
country,  and  the  public  impressed  with  the  idea  that  F.  T,  D.  stands 
not  only  for  telegraph  orders,  but  for  best  service,  sure  and  honest  de- 
livery, increased  consumption  of  flowers  must  result. 

After  reading  the  above  lines,  you  may  think  that  I  am  too  much 
F.  T.  D.,  but  this  is  not  the  case.  Just  remember,  every  good  retail 
florist  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  has  the  same  right  to  join 
the  F.  T.  D.  and  work  with  us,  not  alone  for  his  or  our  benefit,  but 
for  the  good  of  the  florist  trade  in  general. 

Today  you  may  consider  the  F.  T.  D.  a  pretty  good  organization  of 
the  sales  department  of  the  florists'  trade,  and  if  you  want  to  make 
a  start  for  a  national  advertising  campaign,  you  must  get  a  body  of 
retailers  who  are  sufficiently  businesslike  to  see  the  benefit  of  such 
a  campaign,  and  who  will  have  to  get  up  a  fund  to  spend  for  this  ad- 
vertising— and  this  fund  must  be  guaranteed  before  any  attempt  to 
spend  it  is  made.  This  campaign  must  be  evident  in  periodicals  as 
well  as  in  local  daily  papers. 

For  many  years  this  relaying  of  orders  has  been,  you  might  say, 
limited  to  steamer  deliveries  in  New  York,  or  to  funeral  work ;  but  the 
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day  has  arrived  when  this  relaying  can  be  applied  to  every  occasion  for 
which  we  sell  flowers  in  our  shops. 

Many  a  retailer  has  shipped  flowers  from  his  town  for  one  hundred 
or  more  miles  and  felt  that  he  would  rather  make  the  sale  direct  than 
relay  the  order.  Has  he  gained  anything  by  so  doing?  No,  he  has 
hurt  the  florist  trade  in  almost  every  instance.  Such  shipments  have 
arrived  poorly,  whereas  if  a  florst  in  the  town  of  destination  had  made 
the  delivery  the  patron  would  have  received  the  full  value  for  his 
money,  and  in  addition  there  would  have  been  the  advertising  of  the 
florist  out-of-town  service. 

Do  not  forget,  for  one  moment,  that  you  may  do  $10,000  worth  of 
advertising  and  then  not  be  able  to  deliver  the  goods  right  and  faith- 
fully. By  such  methods  you  will  do  more  harm  than  good  to  the  florist 
trade.  I,  therefore,  advise  flrst  of  all,  that  before  any  national  adver- 
tising campaign  is  instituted,  we  should  investigate,  and  discover  who 
can  handle  and  deliver  the  goods  best,  and  so  back  up  such  advertising. 
I  would  hate  to  think  that  an  order  sent  by  me  to  a  brother  florist  in 
another  town  would  not  be  handled  as  conscientiously  as  I  would  want 
to  fill  it  myself. 

There  is  absolutely  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  our  florist  trade  is 
still  the  least  advertised  of  many  trades ;  it  seems  that  a  lot  of  retailers 
are  waiting  for  some  one  outside  the  trade  to  advertise  their  goods — 
and  you  may  rest  assured  they  will  certainly  have  a  long  wait  coming. 

If  we  had  five  hundred  retailers  around  the  country  like  Mr.  Henry 
Penn,  and  a  few  others  whom  I  could  name,  who  have  spent  money  on  a 
large  scale  for  advertising,  yet  doing  it  cautiously,  the  whole  florist 
trade  would  gain  a  lot.  But  just  now,  instead  of  being  thankful  to 
such  men,  what  do  a  great  many  narrow-minded,  jealous  retailers  do — 
they  knock,  criticise  and  run  down  the  many  of  us  advertising  flowers, 
and  at  the  same  time  forget  that  if  all  the  people  whom  these  enter- 
prising florists  have  made  flower  buyers  would  go  to  the  shops  of  the 
critics  for  everything  they  needed,  they  could  not  handle  the  business. 

Many  men  and  women  have  I  induced  to  use  flowers  on  their  tables, 
and  if  all  would  come  and  trade  with  me  alone  I  would  not  care  to 
handle  such  a  great  amount  of  business. 

Let  each  retailer  make  up  his  mind  to  cultivate  a  desire  for  flowers 
on  occasions  when  people  do  not  now  think  of  using  flowers,  instead  of 
watching  with  jealous  eyes  his  florist  neighbor's  store  and  criticizing 
his  way  of  doing  business,  and  we  all  shall  be  better  satisfied,  aside 
from  being  better  men  and  better  florists. 
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I  think  it  is  folly  for  the  New  York  men  to  dictate  to  the  man  in 
Detroit  how  to  advertise ;  it  is  much  safer  for  each  man  to  study  a  plan 
or  system  of  his  own  as  to  how  he  can  get  the  most  publicity  in  his 
locality.  After  this  is  done,  the  endorsement  of  a  national  campaign 
is  absolutely  in  order,  but  before  that  it  would  be  throwing  away 
money. 

National  advertising  is  a  good  deal  like  co-operative  advertising — 
It  is  up  to  a  few  to  do  the  work  to  the  best  of  their  ability ;  and  even 
after  they  can  show  the  best  results  it  is  hard  for  the  few  to  collect 
the  money  from  the  others. 

There  is  absolutely  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  Mother's  Day  would 
never  have  become  the  great  benefit  to  the  florist  trade  it  has  had  it 
not  been  for  the  florists  in  different  localities  taking  the  proposition  in 
hand  and  following  it  up.  Some  day,  I  hope  Mother's  Day  will  become 
equal  to  what  Easter  or  Christmas  are  to  the  florist  trade.  Yet,  ask  the 
fellows  who  do  the  actual  work,  hear  what  they  have  to  say  about 
plugging  to  get  even  a  hearing  with  some  of  their  brother  florists.  You 
might  be  surprised  when  I  tell  you  they  sometimes  have  almost  to  beg 
and  plead  for  the  other  fellows  to  come  in  with  them,  aside  from  doing 
the  hard  work.  And  I  venture  to  say  right  here,  if  they  were  not  suc- 
cessful and  did  not  get  results  they  would  never  be  forgiven — and  even 
the  best  of  us  can  make  a  misjudgment  sometimes. 

Cleveland  is  to  have  a  big  flower  show  next  Fall,  and  the  way 
they  go  at  the  advertising  is  a  study  worthy  of  appreciation  by  a 
great  many. 

In  the  florist  trade  not  merely  one  or  two  individuals  will  get  the 
largest  benefit  from  the  work  accomplished,  and  the  men  who  are 
doing  the  work  should  be  honored  and  their  efforts  appreciated  by  their 
brother  fiorists,  and  I  sincerely  hope  they  will  get  this  recognition. 

If  publicity  and  advertising  in  the  florists'  trade  will  continue  to 
increase  as  it  has  within  the  last  five  years,  I  can  safely  state  that  in 
another  five  years  the  trade  will  be  on  more  of  a  business  basis  than 
it  is  now. 

The  time  has  passed  when  a  merchant  or  business  man  could  not 
be  a  florist  unless  he  was  a  graduate  from  a  greenhouse.  Today,  the 
most  prominent  retail  florists  have  graduated  from  merchants'  offices 
or  business  institutions. 

The  grower,  of  course,  does  not  like  this  as  well ;  but  let  the  grower 
raise  a  pretty  plant,  or  cut  flowers,  then  add  the  artistic  taste  of  the 
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up-to-date  retailer  and  let  the  retailer,  through  his  own  methods,  place 
it  on  the  market,  and  w^tch  the  success. 

The  success  of  the  Ford  automobile  organization  is  not  so  much 
due  to  the  mechanic  who  puts  the  machine  together,  but  to  the  mer- 
chant's method  of  publicity.  You  will  find  that  the  largest  part  of  the 
publicity  was  studied  out  not  so  much  by  the  practical  and  theroretical 
man  as  the  man  with  the  most  modern,  up-to-date  business  ideas. 

Of  course,  I  have  to  come  back  to  my  first  saying,  that  advertising 
must  first  start  by  getting  up  an  article  which  will  stand  on  its  merits, 
and  which  you  can  fully  back  up  before  you  reach  out  for  the  publicity. 

I  could  keep  on  writing  on  these  lines,  but  the  substance  will  al- 
ways lead  me  back  to  my  first  idea — that  before  we  can  think  of  a 
national  advertising  campaign  we  must  have,  first  of  all,  representa- 
tive retailers  in  every  town,  who  will  back  up  our  preaching  and  give 
the  best  of  service,  followed  up  with  a  prompt  payment  of  their  bills, 
not  allowing  them  to  run  along  for  three,  four  or  six  months,  or  even 
longer. 

There  are  so  many  florists  in  this  country  who  seem  to  forget  that 
prompt  payment  of  bills  is  one  of  the  greatest  reputations  a  man  can 
get — after  all,  it  is  nothing  but  business-like. 

I  have  hopes  that  within  the  next  few  years  advertising  publicity 
will  be  increased  so  that  no  town  will  ever  be  able  to  report  in  the 
florists'  trade  papers  a  glut,  or  overstocking  of  the  market. 

It  is  up  to  the  retailers  to  get  rid  of  the  growers'  production,  not 
up  to  the  grower. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  ENTOMOLOGIST

CHRYSANTHEMUM    PESTS. 

All  who  have  been  troubled  by  the  Chrysanthemum  leaf  miner  or 
Marguerite  fly  {Phytomyza  chrysanthemi  Kowarz)  should  obtain  Bulle- 
tin No.  157  of  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  Am- 
herst, Mass.,  issued  recently. 

For  the  past  twenty-five  years  this  insect  has  caused  damage  to 
composite  plants  in  the  Northern  States.  The  adult  is  k  two-winged 
fly  which  lays  an  egg  in  an  incision  just  under  the  epidermis  of  the  leaf. 
This  egg  hatches  in  five  days,  and  the  larva  mines  in  the  parenchyma  of 
the  leaf  for  about  two  weeks,  when  it  transforms  to  the  pupa  stage 
inside  the  leaf.  Two  weeks  later  the  adult  emerges.  There  are  ten 
generations  each  year. 

Spraying  the  plants  with  nicotine  solution  is  a  remedy.  If  "Black 
Leaf  40"  is  the  kind  used  it  should  be  diluted  at  the  rate  of  about  1 
part  in  400  parts  of  water,  or,  roughly,  2  teaspoonfuls  in  a  gallon. 

Another  Chrysanthemum  pest  new  to  our  continent  is  the  Chrysan- 
themum midge,  a  European  insect  which  has  recently  caused  much 
damage  in  some  large  commercial  greenhouses  in  Michigan.  The  pres- 
ence of  this  insect  was  recorded  by  Dr.  E.  P.  Felt,  State  Entomologist 
of  New  York,  in  The  Florists'  Exchange,  Vol.  XXXIX,  page  856,  April 
10,  1915.  It  causes  a  swelling  on  the  main  stem  near  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  galls  or  enlargements  on  the  mid-ribs  of  the  leaves,  and  close 
ill-shaped  heads  which  ruin  the  plant  for  commercial  purposes.  It 
will  probably  be  difficult  to  control  this  pest. 

Further  injury  to  Chrysanthemums  may  be  here  recorded  by  a 
mite  {Tarsonemus  palUdus  Banks)  mentioned  in  my  report  of  last 
year.  This  time  it  occurred  in  October  in  a  commercial  greenhouse  at 
Hartford,  Conn.,  and  many  of  the  petals  had  withered  and  turned 
brown. 

A  NEW   PEST  OF  PINE  TREES 

During  the  past  year  one  of  the  destructive  European  sawflies, 
Diprion    (Lophyrus)    simile  Hartig,  has   been  found  in  this  country, 
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where  it  has  apparently  become  established.  The  insect  passes  the 
Winter  in  its  cocoons  on  or  under  leaves  and  rubbish  near  the  ground. 
There  are  apparently  three  broods  each  year  in  Connecticut,  the  co- 
coons of  the  first  and  second  broods  often  being  formed  on  the  twigs. 
The  larvae  are  about  an  inch  long,  greenish  yellow  with  brown  mark- 
ings, and  have  the  appearance  characteristic  of  sawfly  larvae.  They 
feed  upon  the  needles  of  several  species  of  Pine,  including  the  White 
Pine,  Austrian  Pine,  Pinns  densiflora,  P.  ececelsa  and  P.  flexilu.  It  will 
doubtless  be  found  to  attack  other  species  as  well. 

The  eggs  are  laid  in  longitudinal  incisions  in  the  needles  and  are 
placed  end  to  end. 

The  cocoons  are  brown  oval  bodies  about  three-eighths  of  an  inch 
long  and  of  a  tough  leathery  texture. 

The  adults  have  a  wing-spread  of  from  about  half  an  inch  in  the 
male  to  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  the  female.  The  male  is  black, 
but  the  female  has  yellow  thorax  and  abdomen. 

Though  this  insect  occurs  in  four  towns  in  Connecticut,  it  will 
probably  be  found  in  other  States.  Just  how  it  was  brought  to  this 
country  is  not  known,  but  probably  cocoons  came  over  on  nursery  stock 
and  either  passed  the  inspectors  or,  perhaps,  came  in  before  the  in- 
spection system  was  established.  Parasites  of  this  sawfly  have  been 
observed  in  Connecticut.  Spraying  the  Pine  trees  with  lead  arsenate 
(3  lbs.  in  50  gallons  of  water)  is  the  best  remedy. 

A  preliminary  illustrated  account  of  this  insect  may  be  found  iu 
the  Journal  of  Economic  Entomology,  Vol.  8,  page  379,  June  1915. 


A  JUNIPER   WEB    WORM. 

Several  samples  have  been  received  by  the  writer  of  Juniper  twigs 
webbed  together  by  this  insect.  On  rearing  the  adult  it  proved  to  be 
Dichromerus  mm^ginellus  I'abr.  Dr.  E.  P.  Felt^  has  recorded  this  insect 
from  Long  Island,  and  from  the  Hudson  River  Valley,  in  New  York 
State.  This  is  also  a  European  species  which  has  appeared  in  the 
United  States  during  the  past  few  years.  The  real  damage  from  it 
will  be  in  ornamental  plantings  in  parks  and  on  private  grounds,  and 
doubtless  may  be  prevented  by  a  thorough  spraying  of  lead  arsenate 
early  in  Spring  and  again  late  in  Sum'mer.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  GARDEN  COMMITTEE 

FOR  1915. 

To  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists. 

Our  country  is  so  large  that  to  nationalize  any  movement  is  no 
small  work,  and  to  hold  the  interest  of  each  section  in  any  particular 
work  or  object  is  difficult,  but  one  effort  to  stir  up  common  interest 
certainly  meets  with  a  well  nigh  universal  appreciation,  and  that  is  the 
promotion  of  "School  Gardening." 

The  florists  of  this  country  are  in  a  trade  that  helps  greatly  to 
develop  beauty  all  around,  and  the  efforts  made  by  the  Society  of 
American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists  to  stimulate  interest 
in  some  practical  labor  by  teaching  in  our  schools  a  little  gardening 
and  floriculture  are  having  a  helpful  result. 

This  season  our  letter  sent  to  every  school  board,  or  school  super- 
intendent, where  is  located  a  member  of  the  S.  A.  F.,  and  to  each  and 
every  State  Commissioner  of  Education,  had,  as  a  leading  picture,  the 
beautiful  statue  and  surroundings  of  Washington  in  the  Grand  Avenue 
Park  at  Milwaukee.  This  picture,  with  its  spirit  of  emulation  repre- 
sented by  the  mother  and  her  boy  as  she  directs  his  attention  to  Wash- 
ington as  his  pattern,  certainly  seemed  to  strike  a  chord  of  admiration. 
In  one  place  where  efforts  are  made  to  have  the  children  interested 
in  gardening  the  report  comes :  "The  children  want  flower  seeds,  and  the 
flower  beds  wherever  started  set  an  example.  The  demand  comes  for 
Geraniums,  Coleus,  Dahlias  and  Roses." 

The  newspapers  of  the  country  are  paying  more  and  more  heed 
to  this  flower  gardening,  and  small  yards  of  the  cities  show  the  effect. 
Schools  can  never  take  the  place  of  parental  oversight  and  encour- 
agement. In  one  dark  backyard,  overshadowed  by  other  buildings,  two 
boys  came  to  invite  us  "to  come  see  our  garden."  Sure  enough,  those 
youngsters  dug  up  a  bit  of  waste  ground,  planted  it,  weeded  and  wa- 
tered the  ten  or  dozen  feet  square,  which  looked  like  an  irrigated  patch, 
near  Denver,  Colo.,  so  prolific  it  was,  and  those  lads  were  pleased. 
This  kind  of  work  aids  to  develop  American  citizens  of  character.  In 
many  villages  and  small  towns,  improvement  societies  exist,  and  these 
societies  are  usually  excellent  supporters  of  the  florists'  craft,  directly 
and  indirectly.  By  small  prizes  well  distributed  the  children  are  en- 
couraged to  keep  up  the  home  yards. 

In  California  this  year.  Superintendent  of  Schools  Thomas  L. 
Heaton  of  San  Francisco  has  been  busy  in  his  efforts  to  have  a  school 
garden  exhibit  at  the  Exposition.  San  Diego  and  Los  Angeles,  these 
cities  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  stand  out  boldly  in  the  common  efforts  of 
the  school  authorities  to  fix  up  and  look  nice,  and  to  encourage  the 
children  in  gardening  at  home.    This  year  in  Los  Angeles  (the  City  of 
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the  Angels),  we  learn  in  a  letter  recently  received  from  Morris  M. 
Rathbun,  cash  prizes  ranging  from  five  dollars  to  the  individual  student 
home  gardener  to  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  school  making  the  best 
showing  in  the  Exposition  year  in  1915  were  distributed.  This  work 
cleaned  up  in  many  places  neglected  lots,  turning  waste  places  into 
beauty  spots.  Los  Angeles  to  do  this  work  well  employed  an  expert 
florist  teacher,  and  the  work  and  its  effects  may  be  seen  in  many  of  the 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

At  Portland,  Oregon,  work  of  this  kind  is  being  carried  on  under 
the  direction  of  a  landscape  artist  from  Chicago,  who  is  specially  em- 
ployed to  give  instruction  in  this  line. 

In  every  State  in  the  American  Union  this  good  work  is  being 
carried  on. 

School  gardening  has  its  greatest  application  in  our  great  cities. 
School  gardening  aims  to  take  hold  of  and  interest  the  city  boys.  At 
a  flower  show  held  in  New  York  City,  in  the  Museum'  of  Natural  His- 
tory, the  school  children  came  in  classes  to  view  the  exhibits.  They 
were  children  born  in  congested  sections  of  New  York,  and  some  of 
them  never  had  been  in  the  country,  and  the  wonder  at  seeing  so  many 
flowers  was  expressed  without  reserve. 

In  the  city  of  Philadelphia  the  school  garden  work  is  well  or- 
ganized, and  the  back  yards  of  the  thousands  of  little  houses  reveal 
a  taste  and  industry  of  great  importance  to  anyone. 

No  one  city  probably  is  doing  more  by  organized  effort  to  impart 
home  and  public  gardening  instruction  than  is  Toronto,  Ontario.  Here 
is  a  climate  the  opposite  in  its  make  up  to  that  of  Southern  California, 
yet  the  same  appreciation  of  the  beautiful  and  the  value  of  economic 
thrift  is  evidenced  in  both  sections. 

Down  the  Ohio  River,  city  after  city,  its  entire  length,  this  school 
gardening  and  home  gardening  is  being  carried  on.  At  Evansville,  Ind., 
the  home  of  our  old  friend  and  pioneer  member  of  the  Society,  Mr. 
J.  D.  Carmody  has  encouraged  this  sort  of  work  and  lately  given  valu- 
able land  for  garden  and  park  use.  This  illustration  serves  simply  to 
show  the  interest  in  this  great  work.  It  is  one  that  grows,  and  no 
craft  can  do  more  to  encourage  it  and  profit  by  it  than  the  florists  of 
America,  and  in  so  doing  the  homes  of  the  people  of  America  are  made 
the  more  beautiful.  Respectfully,

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETINGS  OF  THE  NATIONAL  FLOWER  SHOW   COMMITTEE  AT 
PHILADELPHIA,    MARCH    25    TO    APRIL    2,     1916. 

At  a  meeting  held  in  Room  215,  Bellevue- Stratford  Hotel,  Phila- 
delphia, on  Tuesday,  October  19,  at  10  a.m.,  the  following  were  present : 
Chairman  George  Asmus,  Secretary  John  Young,  Treasurer  Wm.  F. 
Kasting,  A.  Farenwald,  C.  H.  Totty,  Thomas  Roland,  Wm.  P.  Craig, 
P.  Welch  and  Arthur  A.  Niessen,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  local 
executive  committee.  Absent,  W.  N.  Rudd. 

The  Secretary  of  the  committee,  as  superintendent  of  the  trade  ex- 
hibition, having  also  in  charge  the  sale  of  space  in  the  trade  section, 
the  matters  of  obtaining  advertisements  for  the  Official  Souvenir 
Programme,  and  raising  the  Guarantee  Fund,  reported  that  the  list  of 
guarantors  was  practically  complete,  that  space  amounting  to  over 
$6,000  had  been  disposed  of  in  the  trade  section,  and  contracts  for  ad- 
vertising amounting  to  over  $1,200  had  been  secured  for  the  programme. 
He  also  reported  on  the  general  progress  of  all  other  work.  He  stated 
it  as  his  opinion  that  every  available  foot  of  space  in  the  trade  sec- 
tion would  be  sold. 

It  was  the  understanding  of  the  committee  that  the  Secretary  was 
to  receive  the  same  remuneration  for  his  work  on  the  forthcoming 
National  Flower  Show  as  at  the  1915  National  Flower  Show,  held  in 
New  York. 

The  question  of  making  a  call  upon  the  Guarantee  Fund  was  dis- 
cussed, and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Totty,  seconded  by  Mr.  Craig,  it  was 
resolved  that  50  per  cent,  of  the  amount  subscribed  be  called  for  on 
February  1,  1916.    The  vote  being  polled,  each  member  voted  "Aye." 

The  question  of  appropriations  to  be  made  to  the  different  com- 
mittees for  carrying  on  their  work  was  then  taken  up.  Mr.  Roland 
moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Totty,  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated 
for  the  purchase  of  decorative  material  for  use  in  the  exhibition  hall, 
this  material  not  to  include  flags  or  bunting,  but  only  foliage  and  flo- 
rists' material,  exclusive  of  any  charge  for  labor  in  placing  the  same. 
The  vote  being  polled,  Messrs.  Asmus,  Young.  Totty,  Kasting,  Craig, 
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Roland  and  Welch  voted  "Aye,"  Mr.  Farenwald  "No."   The  motion  was 
declared  carried. 

Mr.  Totty  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Kasting,  that  $5,000  be  ap- 
propriated for  the  use  of  the  committee  on  publicity  and  advertising, 
this  amount  to  include  the  expense  of  posters  and  hanging  same,  ad- 
vertising in  the  daily  papers,  etc.,  and  all  the  expenses  of  the  com- 
mittee covering  the  publicity  for  the  show.  A  poll  vote  being  taken, 
each  member  of  the  committee  voted  "Aye."  The  motion  was  de- 
clared carried. 

On  motion  of  Secretary  Young,  seconded  by  Mr.  Farenwald,  the 
contract  covering  the  use  of  Convention  Hall  for  the  National  Flower 
Show  was  turned  over  at  this  time  to  the  Treasurer  for  safe  keeping. 

On  motion  of  Treasurer  Kasting,  seconded  by  Mr.  Roland,  the  sum 
of  $4,000  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee  on  lease,  con- 
tract and  hall,  this  amount  to  cover  rent,  heating,  lighting,  removal  of 
chairs  and  replacing  same,  labor  of  installation  and  dismantling  of  the 
show,  and  all  labor  incidental  to  the  operation  of  the  show.  The  vote 
being  polled  each  member  voted  "Aye,"  and  the  motion  was  declared 
carried. 

Mr.  Kasting  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Totty,  that  $1,000  be  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  securing  an  oflBce  for  the  use  of  the  local 
executive  committee,  the  maintenance  of  same  and  the  necessary  cleri- 
cal assistance.  The  vote  being  polled,  each  member  voted  "Aye."  The 
motion  was  declared  carried. 

The  question  of  an  appropriation  for  the  committee  on  lectures  was 
deferred  for  the  time  being. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Roland,  seconded  by  Mr.  Totty,  and  carried,  it 
was  decided  that  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H. 
have  charge  of  the  box-office  and  the  printing  of  all  tickets,  and  that 
they  should  furnish  all  trade  tickets  to  the  committee  on  trade  tickets 
as  required,  taking  proper  receipts  therefor. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Totty,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  P.  Craig,  and  car- 
ried, the  committee  on  trade  tickets  was  given  permission  to  offer  any 
desirable  purchaser  blocks  of  not  less  than  5,000  tickets  at  a  price  of 
not  less  than  15c.  each,  for  use  on  the  first  night  of  the  show  only. 
The  vote  was  unanimous,  each  member  upon  poll  voting  "Aye." 

Mr.  Oralg  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Roland,  that  the  price  of  trade 
tickets  be  placed  at  one  straight  rate,  25c.  each,  with  the  exception  of 
those  on  the  5,000  block  plan  as  before  arranged,  and  that  not  less  than 
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25  tickets  be  sold  to  anyone  under  this  plan.    The  motion  was  carried 
onanimously. 

An  appropriation  to   the  committee  on   music  was   deferred. 

Mr.  Wm.  Warner  Harjyer  was  here  introduced  by  Chairman  Asmus 
and  made  some  remarks  regarding  the  co-operation  of  the  nurserymen 
in  the  work  of  the  show  and  their  willingness  to  help.  He  said  he 
would  be  pleased  to  meet  the  committee  at  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
to  make  and  receive  suggestions  as  to  what  their  line  of  assistance 
should  be. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Totty  was  appointed  chairman  of 
the  board  of  jurors.     The  vote  was  unanimous. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Roland,  seconded  by  Mr.  Totty,  the  sum  of  $300 
was  voted  to  be  appropriated  for  the  services  of  an  exhibition  manager. 
The  vote  being  polled,  all  members  voted  "Aye."  It  was  also  recom- 
mended that  Mr.  Wm.  Graham  be  asked  to  serve  in  the  capacity  of 
manager,  provided  he  could  accept  the  office. 

The  question  of  advertising  the  show  in  the  trade  papers  was 
discussed,  and  it  was  arranged  that  such  advertising  be  placed  pro- 
vided the  trade  papers  would  be  willing  to  receive  as  compensation 
therefor  office  or  exhibition  space  during  the  show.  The  matter  was 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  with  power  to  act. 

The  committee  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  Convention  Hall  at 
3  p.m. 


ADJOURNED    MEETING    AT    CONVENTION    HALL,    PHILADELPHIA,    TUESDAY, 
OCTOBER  19,   AT   3  P.  M. 

The  committee  and  many  of  the  chairmen  of  the  local  committees 
assembled  promptly  and  went  over  the  building  thoroughly.  The  hall 
was  carefully  inspected  by  the  committee,  and  the  necessity  for  pro- 
viding more  room  was  plainly  seen;  so  it  was  decided  to  move  the 
trade  exhibits  a  little  distance  from  the  center  of  the  hall,  in  order 
to  get  sufficient  room  for  the  competitive  exhibits.  The  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  notify  such  exhibitors  as  had  made  reservations,  and 
whose  plans  might  be  affected  by  the  change,  that  the  rearrangement 
was  made  necessary  by  the  great  number  of  competitive  exhibits  prom- 
ised, and  the  elaborate  scale  on  which  many  of  them  were  to  be 
staged,  all  adding  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  exhibition.  The  secre- 
tary was  also  instructed  to  issue  a  new  plan,  if  thought  necessary. 
Space    was    allotted    to    the   Pennsylvania   Horticultural    Society    for 
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the  erection  of  a  booth  for  the  use  of  their  members  and  friends 
throughout  the  show  period.  By  unanimous  vote  it  was  decided 
that  the  Pennsylvania  Horticultural  Society  be  allowed  a  season 
ticket  for  each  member,  such  ticket  to  cover  the  admission  of  a  mem- 
ber "and  one."  In  other  words,  the  ticket  to  be  good  for  two  ad- 
missions at  any  time. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Messrs.  Barrett  and  Burk,  space  was  allotted 
for  the  exhibition  of  aquarium  fish  next  the  partition  immediately  ad- 
joining the  entrance  to  the  main  hall.  Space  was  also  allotted  for  use 
of  the  garden  clubs  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  ladies  interested  in  such 
organizations,  adjoining  the  space  allotted  to  the  Pennsylvania  Horti- 
cultural Society. 

Space  under  the  rear  platform  or  stage  was  allotted  for  the  use 
of  the  committee  on  lectures.  It  was  understood,  however,  that  the 
ladies  of  the  garden  clubs  could  have  the  use  of  the  lecture  room  when 
not  in  use  by  the  committee. 

The  Secretary  was  given  permission  to  set  aside  space  in  some 
part  of  the  building  for  the  use  of  the  officers  of  the  co-operating  so- 
cieties as  headquarters  during  the  time  of  the  show. 

The  committee  then  adjourned  to  meet  on  Wednesday,  October  20. 

ADJOURNED  MEETING  HELD  AT  THE   BELLE VUE- STRATFORD 
HOTEL,  PHILADELPHIA,  ON  WEDNESDAY,  OCTOBER  20TH. 

The  matter  of  the  award  of  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  medals  and  cer- 
tificates by  the  National  Flower  Show  Committee  came  up  for  dis- 
cussion. The  recommendation  of  the  judges  of  the  trade  exhibition  at 
the  San  Francisco  Convention,  that  a  gold  medal  be  awarded  for  a  dis- 
play of  seedling  Gladioli  to  Richard  Diener,  was  not  adopted.  The 
committee  decided  that,  inasmuch  as  it  was  their  rule  to  confer  the 
medal  awards  only  upon  new  and  meritorious  plants  which  had  been 
named,  and  registered  in  the  Department  of  Registration  of  the  S.  A.  F. 
and  O.  H.,  they  could  not  act  favoraby  on  the  recommendation;  they, 
however,  in  view  of  the  fine  exhibit  described  by  the  judges,  awarded  a 
cultural  certificate  to  Mr.  Diener.  Medals  and  certificates  were 
awarded  upon  the  report  of  the  judges  of  the  San  Fi-ancisco  Trade 
Exhibition  as  follows:

On  Secretary  Young's  motion,  Messrs.  Totty  and  Roland  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  draft  rules  covering  the  award  of  the  S.  A.  F. 
and  O.  H.  medals  at  exhibitions,  including  the  trade  exhibitions  of 
the  Society. 

On  motion,  S.  S.  Pennock  and  Louis  Burk  were  added  to  the 
committee  on  lease,  contract  and  hall. 

Secretary  Young  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Totty,  that  when  appro- 
priations are  made  by  any  committee  the  same  must  be  governed  by  a 
majority  vote  of  such  committee. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned. 
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SPECIAL  MEETING  OF  THE  NATIONAL   FLOWER   SHOW  COM- 
MITTEE  AND   THE   FLORISTS'   CLUB    OF  PHILADEPHIA. 

Held  at  the  rooms  of  the  Florists'  Club  of  Philadelphia  on  Tues- 
day evening,  October  19. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  George  Burton  of 
the  Club,  who  turned  over  the  chair  to  Chairman  George  Asmus  of 
the  National  Flower  Show  Committee,  who  was  assisted  by  Secretary 
John  Young,  also  of  the  committee.    The  attendance  was  about  100. 

Chairman  Asmus  made  a  very  interesting  address,  having  for  his 
subject,  of  course,  the  forthcoming  National  Flower  Show  in  Philadel- 
phia. He  detailed  the  work  already  faithfully  performed  by  the  local 
committee,  and  outlined  the  work  yet  to  be  done.  He  complimented  the 
local  workers  on  their  splendid  organization  and  the  manner  in  which 
they  had  set  about  their  various  tasks,  and  predicted  that  with  a  con- 
tinuance of  such  enthusiasm  the  show  was  bound  to  be  a  tremendous 
success.  While  there  was  yet  very  much  to  be  done,  he  knew  that 
there  would  be  nothing  wanting  when  the  time  came  to  open  the  show. 
He  invited  the  views  of  not  only  members  of  the  committees  in  regard 
to  the  show,  but  of  all  others  who  had  any  to  express,  and  would  give 
them  at  that  time,  and  consequently  called  upon  all  volunteers  for  work 
who  were  not  already  upon  committees  to  hand  in  their  names  with 
requests  as  to  the  particular  lines  they  would  like  to  work  on. 

The  chairman  called  upon  many  present  for  addresses,  among 
them  President  Patrick  Welch  of  the  S.  A.  F.,  Robert  Craig,  C.  H. 
Totty,  W.  F.  Fasting,  W.  F.  Therkildson,  who,  as  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee on  publicity,  stated  that  posters  would  be  found  on  all  the 
stations  of  the  railroads  entering  Philadelphia,  and  Long  Island  rail- 
roads if  required,  and  his  committee  had  secured  all  this  publicity  at 
the  small  expense  of  $1,200,  Thos.  Roland,  A.  Farenwald  and  others. 

Chairman  Asmus  then  announced  that  Wm.  Graham  had  been 
unanimously  selected  as  manager  of  the  show,  and  he  called  upon 
that  gentleman  for  a  few  remarks.  Mr.  Graham  responded  with  a 
short  address  in  appreciation  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  him,  and 
promising  his  best  efforts  in  his  work. 

Henry  F.  Michell  made  a  most  enthusiastic  address,  in  the  course 
of  which  he  pledged  himself  to  the  support  of  the  show  to  the  extent 
of  his  ability.  John  Westcott  spoke  of  the  determination  of  the  Phila- 
delphia workers  to  make  the  show  a  success.  He  confessed  that  he 
was  afraid  at  first  that  the  building  chosen  would  not  prove  suitable, 
and  that  there  was  a  chance  that  the  show  would  be  a  failure  on  that 
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account,  but  lie  was  delighted  to  hear  the  reports  of  the  different  com- 
mittees as  to  the  progress  of  the  work.  But  everyone  knew,  he  said, 
that  when  Philadelphia  was  called  upon  all  there  would  do  their  duty, 
and  in  this  case  there  could  be  no  exception.  He  felt  sure  now  that 
the  show  would  be  a  great  success. 

David  Rust  spoke  for  the  Pennsylvania  Horticultural  Society.  He 
reported  that  Mr.  Kuhn,  the  president,  and  all  members  had  agreed 
to  render  all  assistance  in  their  power  to  further  the  work  of  the  show. 
An  auxiliary  committee  of  20  ladies  had  been  appointed  to  take  up 
the  work  and  create  interest  in  it. 

W.  P.  Craig  called  attention  to  the  great  amount  of  space  taken  by 
retail  florists  at  other  big  shows,  and  said  he  felt  satisfied  they  would 
play  an  important  part  at  the  Philadelphia  show. 

W.  F.  Gude  spoke  for  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery,  and  prom- 
ised that  that  organization  would  also  lend  loyal  support  and  co- 
operation. 

Louis  Burk,  Thos.  Logan,  Robert  Kift,  E.  J.  Fancourt,  Hugh 
Barclay  and  Chas.  Grakelow,  all  made  short  addresses  in  which  they 
promised  their  aid  and  support. 

Secretary  John  Young  made  a  report  in  detail  as  to  the  work  of 
the  show,  and  gave  a  synopsis  of  what  had  been  accomplished  during 
the  meetings  of  the  past  two  days,  and  the  arrangements  made  as  to 
allotments  of  space  to  co-operating  societies  and  garden  clubs. 

Chairman  Asmus  then  handed  the  meeting  over  to  President  Bur- 
ton who,  in  taking  his  seat,  invited  anyone  who  wished  information, 
to  ask  questions,  or  criticize,  to  do  so  at  this  time,  as  the  National 
Flower  Show  Committee  was  present  and  anxious  to  impart  informa- 
tion.

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FLORISTS'  TELEGRAPH  DELIVERY 

The  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  was  quite  active  during  1915.  A 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  was  held  in  Chicago  on  March  3. 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  organization  was  held  in  San  Francisco  on 
August  18,  in  connection  with  the  annual  convention  of  the  Society  of 
American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists ;  and  a  further  meet- 
ing was  held  in  Cleveland  on  November  11,  during  the  period  of  the 
Cleveland  Flower  Show. 

THE  DIRECTORS'  MEETING. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  held  at  the  Hotel  La 
Salle,  Chicago,  111.,  on  Wednesday,  March  3,  the  following  were  present : 
rwin  Bertermann,  president,  Indianapolis,  Ind. ;  W.  F.  Gude,  vice- 
president,  Washington,  D.  C. ;  Albert  Pochelon,  secretary,  Detroit, 
Mich.  Directors:  Philip  Breitmeyer,  Detroit;  Ernst  Wienhoeber,  Chi- 
cago; George  Asmus,  Chicago;  John  Bertermann,  Indianapolis; 
G.  E.  M.  Stumpp,  New  York.  The  following  were  also  in  attendance: 
J.  A.  Peterson,  Cincinnati;  W.  F.  Kasting,  Buffalo,  treasurer  of  the 
S.  A.  F  vna  O.  H. ;  J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Neb.,  all  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.,  and,  by  invitation,  A.  Lange,  of  Chicago. 

Secretary  Pochelon  made  an  informal  report,  showing  the  present 
financial  status  of  the  organization,  which  led  to  discussion  on  various 
details.  The  question  of  a  proper  investment  of  a  portion  of  the 
Guarantee  Fund  was  considered,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Gude,  the 
treasurer  was  authorized  to  invest  whatever  money  could  be  spared 
in  a  gilt-edge  first  mortgage  loan  paying  at  least  5%  per  cent. 

Secretary  Pochelon  brought  up  the  question  of  the  necessity  for  a 
reconsideration  of  the  By-laws,  which  he  pointed  out  were  inadequate 
to  meet  all  conditions  arising  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the 
association.  After  some  discussion  it  was  arranged  that  the  matter 
should  be  taken  up  as  the  last  business  of  the  meeting. 

President  Bertermann  brought  up  for  discussion  the  friendly  at- 
titude of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Co.  in  the  work  of  the  associa- 
tion, as  evidenced  in  the  somewhat  extraordinary  interest  displayed  by 
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that  company  in  the  transmission  of  business  by  wire.  On  motion  of 
Mr.  Gude,  it  was  ordered  that  a  letter  of  thanks  be  sent  to  the  com- 
pany for  their  co-operation,  and  that  the  secretary  be  instructed  to  co- 
operate with  the  company  in  every  possible  way  to  further  the  use  of 
telegrams  for  the  sale  ©f  flowers  by  the  F.  T.  D. 

A  prolonged  discussion  then  ensued  relating  to  the  proper  course 
to  pursue  where  a  member  had  failed  to  meet  obligations  to  certain 
members  of  the  organization,  default  in  payment  of  a  number  of  bills 
being  reported,  and  the  legality  of  a  demand  upon  the  Guarantee  Fund 
for  payment  of  claims  which  might  be  made  under  the  By-laws.  Finally, 
by  motion,  it  was  decided  that  all  bills  in  this  particular  case  be  paid 
from  the  Guarantee  Fund,  provided  that  the  By-laws  were  faithfully 
complied  with  in  so  far  as  the  reporting  of  the  delinquencies  was  con- 
cerned. 

The  question  of  revision  of  the  By-laws  being  further  considered, 
various  details  were  discussed,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Breitmeyer,  a 
committee  to  undertake  the  work  of  revision  was  appointed,  with  in- 
structions to  present  a  draft  at  the  next  meeting.  The  committee  was 
composed  of  Messrs.  Breitmeyer,  Asmus  and  Gude,  with  the  president 
and  secretary  as  ex-officio  members. 

Mr.  Asmus  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  meeting  the  opportunity  for 
publicity  for  the  organization  to  be  found  in  the  National  Flower  Show 
to  be  held  in  Philadelphia  in  March,  1916,  and  stated  that  he  would  see 
that  space  and  facilities  be  afforded  the  F.  T.  D.  free  of  cost.  A  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  executive  board  of  the  S.  A.  F.  for  the  assistance  of- 
fered at  the  show  was  passed.  On  further  motion,  it  was  decided  to 
ask  the  board  of  directors  of  the  S.  A.  F.  to  co-operate  in  every  way 
possible  in  setting  aside  space  at  the  show  for  a  suitable  exhibit  to 
promote  flower  delivery  by  telegraph. 

Before  adjournment  there  were  discussed  various  matters  bearing 
upon  the  work  of  the  organization,  such  as  the  advantages  to  be  found 
in  increased  publicity,  and  additions  to  the  membership  roll.  An  im- 
portant matter  discussed  was  the  holding  of  the  annual  meeting  in 
San  Francisco  in  August  during  the  Convention  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and 
O.  H.,  at  which  time  it  appeared  to  be  doubtful  whether  the  attendance 
of  F.  T.  D.  members  would  be  large  enough  for  a  business  meeting. 
Vice-President  Gude  announced  that  he  would  be  there  and  ready  for 
business.  Mr.  Asmus  suggested  that  Secretary  Young  of  the  S.  A.  F. 
be  asked  to  take  care  of  the  representation  of  the  F.  T.  D.  through  his 
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San  Francisco  office.  Mr.  Young  entering  the  room  at  the  time  volun- 
teered to  do  anything  he  could  for  the  organization  in  San  Francisco. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Asmus,  it  was  decided  that  an  announcement  be 
made  officially  to  the  general  trade,  through  the  trade  journals  and 
otherwise,  that  the  F.  T.  D.  would  have  an  office  in  San  Francisco,  and 
that  Mr.  Young  would  act  as  its  representative,  and  a  vote  of  thanks 
was  passed  to  Mr.  Young  for  his  proffered  services. 

After  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Asmus  for  taking  care  of  the  meeting 
in  Chicago,  the  board  adjourned. 


THE  ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held,  pursuant  to  call,  in  Hall  J  of  the 
Civic  Center  Auditorium,  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  on  Wednesday,  August 
18,  Vice-President  W.  F.  Gude  presiding  in  the  absence  of  President 
Irwin  Bertermann. 

Mr.  Gude  opened  the  meeting  with  the  following  remarks: 

Gentlemen  of  the  retail  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  Association, 
we  will  not  be  very  long  in  this  meeting,  but  we  want  to  get  an  official 
record  of  what  we  may  accomplish  here  this  morning.  Of  course,  it  is 
hardly  to  be  expected  that  the  officers  of  all  the  allied  trade  bodies  can 
be  present  at  all  of  the  meetings,  in  view  of  the  distance.  The  secre- 
tary, who  lives  in  Detroit,  Mich.,  could  not  be  present,  nor  the  president, 
who  lives  in  Indianapolis ;  they  were  unable  to  be  present,  but  in  their 
absence  they  have  sent  to  Secretary  Young,  of  the  S.  A.  F.,  the  official 
reports  for  the  year,  and  their  absence  should  not  deter  us  who  are 
present  in  San  Francisco  from  boosting  for  the  Telegraph  Delivery  all 
we  know  how.  While  the  Association  has  not  been  many  years  in 
existence,  it  is  to  my  mind  a  live  organization  subsidiary  to  the 
S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.,  and  the  one  that  will  do  most  to  bring  florists 
closer  together  and  increase  the  love  for  flowers  and  the  use  of  flowers 
on  the  part  of  the  public  in  every  city  and  hamlet  in  the  Union.  Those 
of  you  who  are  here  will  go  out  from  this  meeting,  as  you  have  done 
before,  and  give  this  Convention  city  credit  for  the  big  things  that  they 
have  done  here,  and  you  will  boost  a  little  harder  and  a  little  bit  more 
than  you  have  heretofore  for  the  F.  T.  D.,  which  will  not  only  be  a 
pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  yourselves  but  result  in  better  satisfaction 
to  your  customers  and  bring  in  dollars  and  cents  to  the  business.  We 
will  now  hear  the  reports  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY.

5Iy  dear  Mr.  Young :  Enclosed  I  am  sending  you  an  audited  report 
of  our  treasurer,  Mr.  Wm.  L.  Rock,  showing  F.  T.  D.  affairs.  While  our 
figures  show  up  good,  and  our  finances  are  in  fine  shape,  I  am  not 
satisfied  with  the  growth  of  our  membership  when  you  consider  the 
amount  of  good  work  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  and  all  its  mem- 
bers have  done.  The  work  has  been  felt  all  around  the  country  and 
many  a  dollar's  worth  of  flowers  were  sold,  which  sale  can  be  directly 
laid  down  to  the  efforts  of  the  F.  T.  D. 

It  is  almost  beyond  my  understanding  that  there  are  not  more 
retail  florists  around  the  country  who  have  enough  sense  of  business 
to  grasp  the  idea  of  the  F.  T.  D.  work,  especially  when  I  think  of  how 
many  towns  we  have  sent  orders  to,  where  we  did  not  know  whether 
the  town  had  a  good  retailer  or  not  and  we  simply  had  to  chance  it 
with  the  telegraph  company  to  turn  these  orders  to  the  best  and  nearest 
retail  florist. 

How  much  easier  it  is  to  send  an  order  to  any  of  our  members  on 
our  list.     I  surely  feel  that  such  orders  are  taken  best  care  of. 

I  hope  through  your  kind  efforts  at  San  Francisco  we  will  be  able 
to  enlist  a  few  more  members  in  the  far  West,  and  especially  a  few 
more  towns.  I  wish  that  the  F.  T.  D.  was  represented  in  every  town 
of  the  United  States. 

A  membership  in  the  F.  T.  D.  is  the  best  and  cheapest  investment  in 
the  publicity  line  any  good  retailer  can  make,  and  I  can  almost  guar- 
antee that  after  joining  our  Association  for  one  year,  no  one  will  ever 
think  of  withdrawing.  In  fact,  no  one  would  want  to  give  his  member- 
ship up  if  the  cost  was  double,  triple,  or  five  times  as  much. 

The  more  our  members  work,  the  better  it  is  for  their  own  interest ; 
at  the  same  time  they  are  benefiting  the  whole  florist  trade.  But  the 
great  trouble  I  find  is  that  most  retailers  are  not  broad  enough,  and 
cannot  see  beyond  their  own  individual  gain.  They  are  looking  for 
coming-in  orders,  but  forget  to  think  that  a  customer's  order  given  to 
them  and  to  be  delivered  at  another  town  is  just  as  important  as  a 
home  order,  and  therefore  it  is  well  to  be  assured  that  this  order  can 
be  placed  with  a  member  of  an  association  of  which  they  are  part  and 
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for  the  interest  of  its  welfare  the  respective  orders  must  be  taken  best 
care  of. 

I  am  very  sorry  to  miss  this  Convention,  but  I  really  cannot  leave 
my  own  business  for  such  a  long  time  as  it  takes  to  go  to  the  Coast.  If 
I  can  sneak  away  for  a  week's  vacation  I  am  doing  well. 

Wishing  you  a  successsful  Convention,  also  wishing  that  you  will 
have  a  little  time  to  devote  to  F.  T.  D.  matters,  I  am, 
With  kindest  regards.

Vice-President  Gude:  Please  bear  in  mind  that  while  Mr.  Pochelon 
seems  to  be  a  little  aggressive,  we  owe  him  a  large  debt  of  gratitude 
for  what  that  man  has  done  for  all  of  us.  That  man  has  done  more, 
individually,  than  all  the  rest  of  us  put  together,  and  I  would  like  to 
see  him  have  due  credit  for  it.  Really  this  thing  appeals  to  me,  be- 
cause in  my  own  case  I  know  we  must  have  on  our  books  500  new 
aames  on  account  of  the  Telegraph  Delivery.  It  matters  not  so  much 
what  the  dollars  and  cents  are,  we  are  in  a  business  largely  of  senti- 
ment, and  if  it  were  not  for  sentiment  we  would  not  be  in  business. 
Those  who  wish  to  express  their  feelings  of  sympathy,  affection  or  re- 
gard for  those  near  to  them  want  to  do  so  quickly  and  effectively 
through  our  agency,  and  they  can  do  so  by  simply  going  into  our  stores 
and  using  the  telegraph.  This  appeals  to  them  much  more  strongly 
than  to  send  an  order  by  letter  or  by  express.  I  really  would  like 
to  see  some  tangible  recognition  of  Mr.  Pochelon's  work  in  this  matter. 
I  really  feel  that  way.  With  reference  to  the  amounts  paid  out  for 
advertising  in  the  trade  papers  and  the  literature  that  goes  out  through 
them,  if  we  were  never  to  receive  an  order  I  believe  that  the  publicity 
would  be  more  than  enough  indirectly  to  pay  for  any  expense  incurred. 
Without  objection,  the  secretary's  and  treasurer's  reports  will  be  re- 
ceived and  filed,  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

In  the  absence  of  the  president  of  the  organization  and  the  secre- 
tary and  treasurer,  who  are  detained  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons. 
I  believe  it  would  be  a  nice  compliment  to  these  officers,  who  have 
served  us  faithfully,  to  re-elect  them  unanimously — with  the  exception 
of  the  vice-president.     (Mr.  Gude  in  this  referred  to  himself.) 
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J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Neb. :  I  move  that  we  re-elect  unanimously 
the  present  list  of  officers,  including  the  vice-president. 

Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  Pillsbury,  carried  unanimously,  and  the 
present  officers  were  re-elected  for  the  ensuing  year  accordingly. 

Vice-Pi*esident  Gude:  I  am  pleased  to  announce  that  vote. 

J.  L.  Pillsbury,  Galesburg,  111. :  I  move  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
officers  for  their  efficient  efforts  during  the  past  year,  particularly  to 
Mr.  Albert  Pochelon,  whose  work  stands  out  prominently  as  an  organ- 
izer and  business-getter. 

The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Vice-President  Gude:  The  executive  committee  of  the  S.  A.  F.  met 
last  March,  and  the  question  of  our  By-laws  came  up,  and  the  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  re-draft  those  By-laws  in  some  respects  wherein 
they  are  a  little  bit  too  drastic.  They  are  like  some  of  our  automobile 
regulations,  requiring  a  speed  limit  of  twelve  miles  an  hour  while  most 
of  us  go  twenty,  and  everybody  is  breaking  the  law  and  until  some- 
body complains  we  go  ahead  doing  it  until  we  run  up  against  a  stum- 
bling-block. No  matter  whether  the  amount  of  a  bill  be  50c.  or  $100.00 
our  By-laws  require  that  we  send  a  bill  to  the  man  who  sends  us  an 
order  within  ten  days,  and  that  if  we  do  not  receive  a  remittance,  at 
the  expiration  of  thirty  days  he  is  to  be  reported  at  once  to  the  secre- 
tary. Of  course,  none  of  us  do  that,  because  in  the  retail  business,  so 
far  as  I  know,  it  is  customary  to  send  out  bills  on  the  first  of  the 
month ;  the  moment  you  do  that  you  have  violated  the  By-laws  that  we 
are  working  under.  The  reason  that  we  have  to  revise  these  By-laws 
is,  as  all  of  you  present  know,  that  at  least  two  of  our  members  have 
failed  during  the  last  year  and  they  owed  some  of  our  members  money. 
Under  the  By-laws,  if  their  creditors  did  not  send  in  their  bill  within 
ten  days,  and  if  they  did  not  receive  their  pay  within  thirty  days,  or 
otherwise  make  report  to  the  secretary,  they  have  no  claim  on  us.  For 
that  reason,  our  By-laws  should  be  revised,  and  the  executive  committee 
has  it  in  charge.  There  should  have  been  a  report  at  this  meeting.  I 
think  it  might  be  safely  left  to  them,  and  they  will  work  out  the  prob- 
lems so  that  we  can  safely  send  orders  everywhere  and  all  bills  of 
honest  retailers  will  be  paid.  When  a  man  makes  an  assignment  it 
is  not  always  because  he  wants  to  beat  somebody,  some  people  cannot 
help  it.  These  men  were  among  the  best  members  of  this  Association, 
and  they  were  forced  to  the  wall  through  conditions  that  they  had 
no  control  over. 
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A  Voice:  There  is  no  redress  at  all  in  getting  the  money  from  the 
Association  if  members  fail  to  pay  their  bills? 

Vice-President  Glide:  There  is  absolutely,  if  you  abide  by  the 
By-laws. 

A  Voice:  If  we  do  not  happen  to  abide  by  the  By-laws  and  send 
{hem  a  bill  within  ten  days,  etc.,  then  there  is  no  redress? 

Vice-President  Gude:     No,  sir. 

Charles  F.  Mueller,  Wichita,  Kas. :  What  has  become  of  the  money 
that  is  to  pay  for  the  security?  I  have  one  man  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  States  that  has  failed  to  pay  his  bills  and  who  partially  went  to 
the  wall,  but  I  have  never  been  able  to  get  anything  out  of  him.  I 
have  written  to  Mr.  Rock.  He  referred  me  back  to  the  secretary.  That 
is  over  a  year  ago  now.  They  have  deposited  something.  Where  does 
that  go  to?    They  still  have  that  money  in  the  treasury  here? 

Vice-President  Gude:  I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  quite  answer  that 
question,  but  that  is  just  the  thing  that  the  executive  committee  have 
in  charge  to  figure  out.  If  you  have  any  suggestion  or  motion  to  offer, 
Mr.  Mueller,  I  will  be  glad  to  entertain  it. 

Charles  P.  Mueller,  Wichita,  Kas. :  I  do  not  know  whether  those 
people  are  still  members  of  the  Association  or  not. 

Vice-President  Gude:  Of  course,  if  they  owe  money  we  can  hold 
them  for  everything  they  put  into  it,  whether  you  sent  your  bill  in 
time  or  not. 

Charles  P.  Mueller,  Wichita,  Kas. :  I  do  not  see  what  good  the 
Association  is  if  they  have  their  money  in  there  and  we  cannot  get  it. 

Vice-President  Gude:  I  suppose  I  am  as  guilty  as  anybody  in  not 
reporting  promptly  enough;  there  is  where  the  co-operation  of  the 
florists  comes  in. 

Charles  P.  Mueller,  Wichita,  Kas. :  I  would  not  want  to  report 
them.  I  would  not  want  anybody  to  report  me  if  I  could  not  pay  a 
bill  in  thirty  days. 

Vice-President  Gude:  We  cannot  conduct  business  entirely  on  senti- 
ment. 

Charles  P.  Mueller,  Wichita,  Kas. :  If  a  member  does  not  pay  his 
bills  at  all  they  should  cancel  that  member's  membership. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Neb. :  I  think  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  put 
it  into  the  record  that  after  thirty  days  he  has  to  pay,  otherwise  he 
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loses  his  standing,  if  a  man  accumulates  hundreds  of  dollars  vrorth  of 
debts  and  only  deposits  ten  dollars.  That  is  why  I  was  always  in  favor 
of  only  substantial  florists  being  members  of  this  Society  and  not  taking 
in  every  man.  They  are  forcing  it  entirely  too  much  in  my  estima- 
tion. Fellows  hang  out  their  shingles  that  have  not  got  assets  of 
$100.00  back  of  them.  We  had  trouble  with  different  ones.  You  gener- 
ally get  something,  but  you  do  not  always  feel  like  chasing  a  man  for 
sixty  days;  but  with  a  man  like  Mr.  Gude  who  is  good  it  does  not 
matter  whether  it  is  thirty  days  or  sixty  days  to  pay  a  bill,  provided 
you  know  you  will  get  your  money.  We  should  not  hold  a  good  man 
because  of  two  or  three  or  half  a  dozen  rotten  ones,  that  is  hard  I 
think,  but  we  should  be  strict  in  the  matter  of  payment  of  bills.  Busi- 
ness is  business — not  sentiment. 

A  Voice :  Was  anything  said  on  that  point  in  the  last  meeting? 

August  Lange,  Chicago,  111. :  It  was  said  that  if  a  member  does  not 
respond  in  ninety  days  he  should  be  stricken  off  our  list. 

Vice-President  Gude:  I  believe  that  the  case  mentioned  is  a  pecu- 
liar one,  because  while  some  people  may  be  forced  to  the  wall  they 
still  intend,  and  I  believe  they  will,  pay  their  bills  which  they  owe.  It 
is  rather  hard  for  the  secretary  without  instructions  from  the  board  to 
strike  any  man  off  when  there  is  a  letter  on  file  asking  that  they  be 
maintained  in  the  organization  and  that  they  intend  to  pay  every 
dollar  they  owe.  I  believe  that  that  is  the  firm  that  somebody  got  by 
the  throat  and  shook  the  life  out  of  them. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Neb. :  The  By-laws  are  correct  if  they  were 
enforced. 

William  Gorly,  St.  Louis,  Mo. :  Since  this  rule  here  seems  not  to 
be  abided  by,  is  it  a  question  now  of  meeting  here  and  changing  that 
one  thing,  or  is  it  just  brought  up  as  a  matter  of  discussion? 

Vice-President  Gude:  Just  general  discussion. 

William  Gorly,  St.  Louis,  Mo. :  If  I  may  be  allowed  to  take  up  a 
little  of  your  time  I  want  to  say  that  I  think  that  when  members 
are  taken  into  the  F.  T.  D.  their  past  reputation  should  be  taken  as  the 
first  consideration;  then  if  they  are  found  to  be  worthy  and  found  to 
be  men  who  take  care  of  their  liabilities  and  bills,  etc.,  they  should  be 
taken  in.  I  believe  if  that  is  taken  care  of  at  the  very  beginning 
there  will  not  be  much  question  about  the  bills  being  paid  in  thirty 
days'  time.  I  think  that  to  report  a  member  for  not  paying  his  bills 
at  the  end  of  thirty  days  time  is  not  in  order,  because  many  florists 
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do  their  own  bookkeeping.  In  our  case  we  employ  bookkeepers  and 
assistants  and  there  is  never  a  bill  that  passes  our  house  without 
attention;  but  the  majority  of  good  florists  do  not  pay  in  sixty  or 
ninety  days,  not  because  they  have  not  got  the  money,  but  because  they 
overlook  it.  Therefore,  I  believe  that  the  reputation  of  the  men  should 
be  looked  into  before  they  join  and  that  would  be  the  proper  thing 
to  do.  As  to  the  other  matter,  I  would  like  to  ask,  is  The  Florists' 
Telegraph  Delivery  responsible  to  its  members  if  a  certain  firm  incurs 
debts  more  than  the  amount  of  money  that  they  have  put  up  as  a 
deposit?  In  St.  Louis  we  are  required  to  deposit  $50.00,  in  smaller 
cities  $10.00.  Supposing  that  an  F.  T.  D.  member  were  to  fail,  would 
the  F.  T.  D.  pay  out  $100.00  when  his  deposit  was  only  $10.00?  I  do 
not  think  it  is  so  hard  for  us  to  carry  the  account  of  a  man  who  has 
been  conscientious;  but  it  is  these  fellows  that  are  in  business  to  beat 
you  and  laugh  at  you  when  you  try  to  collect  of  them,  those  are  the 
fellows  that  should  be  kept  out.  A  man  may  be  unable  to  pay  his 
bills  through  misfortune,  and  if  so,  he  is  entitled  to  some  sympathy, 
but  not  the  other  fellow. 

August  Lange,  Chicago,  111. :  Then  you  should  appoint  a  committee 
to  act  on  the  report  sent  in,  and  if  they  cannot  pay  in  ninety  days,  it 
is  good-bye.  When  it  is  $500.00  I  let  it  run,  but  little  peanut  bills  that 
are  never  over  $50.00,  make  it  ninety  days.  I  can  count  more  $2.00  than 
$10.00  bills  lost.  If  a  man  cannot  pay  a  little  bill  in  ninety  days  he 
ought  not  to  be  in  the  florist  business. 

William  Gorly,  St.  Louis,  Mo. :  I  would  make  a  suggestion,  that 
the  secretary  can  obtain  from  the  local  wholesale  florists  anything  he 
wants  to  know  about  any  retail  florist. 

August  Lange,  Chicago,  111. :  Make  a  By-law  that  five  florists  must 
vote  on  a  new  member. 

B.  M.  Joseph,  San  Francisco,  Cal. :  I  think  that  every  application 
for  membership  should  be  submitted  to  the  present  membership  in  the 
town  from  which  it  comes. 

Vice-President  Gude:  I  would  suggest  as  a  remedy  for  the  whole 
business  a  recommendation  to  the  executive  board  that  in  the  future 
all  members  that  are  admitted  to  the  F.  T.  D.  should  furnish  satisfac- 
tory bank  references.    (Applause.) 

August  Lange,  Chicago,  111. :  If  he  has  not  good  bank  references 
let  him  give  us  good  business  references. 

Vice-President  Gude:  Then  I  will  make  that,  "any  satisfactory  busi- 
ness references."

August  Lange,  Chicago,  111. :  Make  it,  "bank,  business  or  other  sat- 
isfactory references" ;  make  it  that  way. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Neb. :  In  regard  to  when  a  man  fails,  why  could 
not  we  take  the  interest  on  the  permanent  fund  and  lay  that  aside? 
We  could  recommend  that. 

Vice-President  Gude:  I  do  not  want  to  get  into  an  argument  or 
answering  questions,  but  I  believe  that  if  a  man  pays  $5.00  for  a  guar- 
antee fund  and  he  sticks  the  members  for  $100.00  or  $200.00,  our  Con- 
stitution provides  that  every  man  should  be  paid;  but  that  is  a  matter 
for  the  executive  committee  to  attend  to,  provided  that  if  the  account 
is  two  or  three  years  old  it  shall  not  receive  consideration.  We  must 
have  some  protection. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Neb. :  I  should  think  the  interest  on  the  perma- 
nent fund  should  be  devoted  to  that  purpose. 

Julius  Eppstein,  San  Francisco,  Cal. :  I  am  in  favor  of  what  Mr. 
Hess  said,  to  settle  this  thing  once  for  all.  I  think  you  ought  to  put  in 
n.  motion  that  any  firm  in  bad  standing  hereafter  shall  be  stricken 
^rom  this  list  until  there  is  some  way  that  he  is  reinstated.  If  the 
secretary  has  a  letter  from  him  asking  that  he  be  retained  as  a  member 
of  the  Association,  that  may  be  all  right,  his  membership  may  be  re- 
tained until  he  has  straightened  it  up;  but  he  must  be  taken  off  this 
list,  because  this  is  the  list  that  we  go  by.  If  it  is  in  order  I  will 
make  that  as  a  motion. 

August  Lange,  Chicago,  111. :  I  will  second  that. 

Julius  Eppstein,  San  Francisco,  Cal. :  I  move  that  any  firm  that  is 
in  bad  stress  and  owes  money  be  taken  off  the  list  by  the  secretary, 
with  a  proviso  that  he  can  be  reinstated  when  he  straightens  it  up 
and  be  put  back  on  the  list. 

August  Lange,  Chicago,  111. :  We  could  not  do  it  with  these  By- 
laws, but  we  can  do  it  right  here.  We  have  a  quorum  right  here  to 
do  it. 

Vice-President  Gude:  The  motion,  as  I  understand  it,  is  that  any 
member  against  whom  any  complaint  whatsoever  has  been  filed  for 
non-payment  of  bills  for  any  reason  whatsoever  be  immediately  stricken 
from  our  membership,  if  in  accordance  with  our  Constitution,  and  until 
proper  restitution  to  all  parties  concerned  has  been  made,  and  that 
notice  be  sent  at  once  to  each  and  every  member. 

Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  Lange,  and  duly  carried. 
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Julius  Eppstein,  San  Francisco,  Cal. :  Is  it  clearly  understood  that 
this  will  be  taken  care  of  as  to  the  credits  list,  etc.,  and  non-payment 
by  members?  Is  it  properly  understood  so  that  it  will  be  taken  care  of 
in  the  By-laws? 

Vice-President  Gude:  Have  you  anything  to  offer? 

J.  L.  Pillsbury,  Galesburg,  111. :  If  any  member  knows  of  some 
firms  who,  even  if  they  are  not  members,  are  about  to  fail,  they  should 
notify  our  secretary  and  give  him  an  opportunity  to  notify  our  members 
so  that  if  on  our  list  they  can  be  taken  off.    Would  that  be  all  right? 

Vice-President  Gude:  A  very  good  suggestion,  but  you  want  to 
be  very  careful  how  such  a  By-law  is  worded.  Even  if  a  man  does 
fail  you  may  be  held  for  libel. 

William  Gorly,  St.  Louis,  Mo.:  I  do  not  believe  that  our  losses 
through  actual  failure  are  a  whole  lot.  I  think  the  losses  are  through 
the  fellows  that  won't  pay  their  bills.  I  am  willing  to  lose  on  account 
of  the  fellow  that  honestly  fails  because  he  cannot  help  it,  but  not  on 
account  of  the  beat. 

Vice-President  Gude:  We  must  have  a  Constitution  and  By-laws 
to  work  under ;  and  the  question  came  up  in  the  case  cited.  We  found 
that  most  of  our  members  had  lived  up  to  the  By-laws;  that  is,  the 
members  making  the  By-laws  have  to  live  up  to  them,  and  if  a  man 
did  not  live  up  to  the  By-laws  he  has  no  redress.  What  we  want  is 
to  have  our  By-laws  elastic  enough  to  protect  every  man.  I  am  in- 
clined to  believe  that  almost  all  of  our  members  are  honest  at  heart. 
There  are  some  frauds  in  every  city  that  have  been  cited  here.  We 
have  some  people  at  the  National  Capital  who  would  rather  beat  a 
man  than  pay  a  bill.  I  suppose  that  all  cities  have  such  men  in  a 
small  or  large  way;  but  we  do  not  want  them  classed  as  members  of 
the  F.  T.  D.  All  of  us  can  help  to  prevent  this.  There  is  no  reason 
why  there  should  not  be  more  members  in  the  various  cities,  and  a 
bigger  advertisement  for  the  use  of  flowers  so  as  to  let  people  know 
how  they  can  get  them. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Neb. :  Don't  you  think  the  secretary  ought  to 
make  strict  inquiry  before  he  takes  in  members?  Don't  you  think 
that  we  are  taking  in  members  in  too  wholesale  a  fashion?  They  did 
not  pay  any  attention  to  my  suggestion,  they  wanted  members. 

Vice-President  Gude:  Don't  use  the  word  "they,"  because  you  are 
*they." 
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/.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Neb. :  The  secretary  has  been  a  little  too  anxious 
10  get  in  a  lot  of  members  without  inquiring  who  they  were. 

Vice-President  Gude:  It  is  up  to  you  to  find  out  who  they  are. 

August  Lange,  Chicago,  111. :  If  Mr.  Pochelon  gets  a  florist  from 
a  city  or  town,  and  no  one  belongs  to  the  F.  T.  D.  there,  all  he  wants  is 
references;  he  should  write  for  bank  references  or  business  references. 
That  thing  should  be  done  with  every  florist;  you  ought  to  get  refer- 
ences. 

J.  L.  Pillsbury,  Galesburg,  111. :  We  were  not  sending  the  bill  to 
the  secretary  until  the  party  has  had  time  to  remit. 

Vice-President  Gude:  That  is  being  taken  care  of  by  the  executive 
committee.  I  w^as  in  hopes  that  that  thing  would  be  here  for  your 
confirmation  at  this  meeting.  Without  objection,  the  committee  on 
Constitution  and  By-laws  will  be  continued,  and  they  are  to  report  at 
the  earliest  possible  date. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Neb. :  Messrs.  Philip  Breitmeyer,  Ernest  Wien- 
hoeber  and  George  Asmus  are  the  directors  whose  terms  expire  this 
year  with  this  Convention.  Why  not  pay  some  man  from  out  here 
the  compliment  of  electing  him  as  director? 

J.  L.  Pillsbury,  Galesburg,  111. :  The  representation  on  the  board 
of  directors  is  already  pretty  well  scattered,  I  think. 

Vice-President  Gude:  The  Chair  will  entertain  any  motion  you 
want  to  make. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Neb. :  I  nominate  Mr.  Frank  D.  Pelicano  of  this 
city  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors. 

Vice-President  Gude:  The  Chair  will  ask  for  nominations  for  three 
directors  to  serve  for  three  years,  as  three  of  the  directors'  terms  ex- 
pire with  this  Convention. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Neb.:  I  nominate  Mr.  F.  D.  Pelicano,  San  Fran- 
cisco; I  will  also  nominate  August  Lange,  of  Chicago,  and  Frank  X. 
Stuppy  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo. 

Vice-President  Gude:  Are  there  any  further  nominations?  Any- 
body who  wants  to  do  so  can  make  a  nomination. 

J.  L.  Pillsbury,  Galesburg,  111.:  I  wish  to  place  in  nomination  Mr. 
Joseph  Hill  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Vice-President  Gude:  Any  further  nominations?  If  not,  a  motion 
to  close  nominations  will  be  in  order. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Pillsbury,  nominations  closed. 

Vice-President  Gude:  Prepare  your  ballots  for  directors,  three  to 
be  elected,  to  serve  for  three  years.  Without  objection  the  Chair  will 
rule  that  the  three  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
declared  elected.  It  does  not  necessarily  require  a  majority.  I  will 
appoint  Messrs.  Eppstein  and  Mueller  as  tellers.  You  will  vote  for 
three  names  on  each  ballot.  The  tellers  will  collect  the  ballots  and 
announce  the  result. 

The  ballots  were  cast  and  counted,  and  the  result  announced  by 
the  tellers  as  follows :  F.  D.  Pelicano,  11  votes ;  August  Lange,  10  votes ; 
Frank  X.  Stuppy,  8  votes;  Joseph  Hill,  4  votes. 

The  Chair  declared  the  three  first  named  above  duly  elected  as 
directors  for  the  term  expiring  1918. 

Vice-President  Gude:  Is  there  any  further  business?  If  not,  a 
motion  to  adjourn  will  be  in  order. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hess,  the  meeting  now  adjourned  sine  die. 


THE  CLEVELAND  MEETING. 

The  meeting  in  Cleveland  was  held  at  the  Hollenden  Hotel  on  No- 
vember 11,  and  was  called  to  order  by  President  Irwin  Bertermann,  of 
Indianapolis,  Ind.,  who  immediately  turned  the  chair  over  to  Mr. 
J.  A.  Valentine,  of  Denver,  Colo.,  ex-president  of  the  Association. 

The  first  part  of  the  meeting  was  devoted  to  a  discussion  as  to  bills 
not  being  paid  within  the  time  limit  of  thirty  days,  the  time  stipulated 
by  the  By-laws.  The  discussion  was  participated  in  by  the  following 
members:  George  C.  Saltford,  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y. ;  George  Asmus, 
Chicago,  111.;  S.  A.  Anderson,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. ;  Irwin  Bertermann,  In- 
dianapolis, Ind.;  Philip  Breitmeyer,  Detroit,  Mich.;  J.  A.  Valentine, 
Denver,  Colo.;  R.  E.  Grohman,  Saginaw,  Mich.,  and  F.  C.  Weber,  Jr., 
St.  Louis,  Mo. 

Secretary  Pochelon  made  the  following  suggestions  regarding  rules 
and  regulations  for  members  of  the  organization: 

1.  You  must  be  a  good,  reliable  and  honest  retail  florist. 

2.  You  must  be  a  member  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.,  and  in  good 
standing. 

3.  You  must  give  a  bank  reference  as  to  your  standing  finan- 
cially, and  as  to  your  credit. 
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4.  You  must  make  a  guarantee  deposit.  The  amount  will  be  ac- 
cording to  the  population  of  your  town.     * 

5.  You  must  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  $5.00  to  join  the  F.  T.  D. 

6.  You  must  pay  your  annual  dues  each  year  in  September.  De- 
posits in  the  Guarantee  Fund  are  rated  according  to  population  of 
your  town. 

7.  You  must  not  wait  to  receive  orders  from  out  of  town,  but 
give  as  much  publicity  to  F.  T.  D.  service  in  your  own  locality  as  you 
can,  especially  to  your  patrons,  letting  them  know  you  are  con- 
nected with  this  service,  and  you  will  see  how  many  more  times  the 
public  will  make  use  of  the  F.  T.  D.  in  comparison  with  the  old 
practice  of  a  few  years  ago. 

8.  You  must  co-operate  at  all  times  with  the  F.  T.  D.  organization 
and  make  suggestions  to  improve  this  service,  for  your  own  good  as 
well  as  that  of  all  the  rest  of  the  florist  trade. 

9.  You  must  take  a  keen  interest  in  what  other  fellows  in  the 
retail  trade  are  doing  in  other  towns;  and  by  watching  the  trade 
papers  you  can  deliver  almost  the  same  style  of  floral  arrangement  the 
florist  in  the  large  city  has  the  order  for,  and  which  you  are  to  de- 
liver. Watch  the  floral  work  of  retailers  throughout  the  country,  aiul 
you  will  help  the  F.  T.  D.  service. 

10.  You  will  sometimes  be  called  upon  to  fill  an  order  which 
you  will  wish  had  not  been  sent  to  you;  but  close  one  eye  and  fill  the 
order  to  the  credit  of  the  man  who  meant  well  and  took  it.  Remember 
you  are  making  friends  when  you  put  yourself  out  a  little  once  in  a 
great  while. 

In  explanation,  Mr.  Pochelon  said  further:  Some  men  are  under 
the  impression  that  only  one,  two  or  three  men  are  running  this  Asso- 
ciation. That  is  not  so.  It  is  your  affair — everybody's  affair.  This 
F.  T.  D.  service  is  part  of  your  business.  It  Is  not  my  affair  only. 
If  you  have  a  bill  to  collect,  and  you  send  that  bill  to  me  the  minute 
you  know  the  man  is  not  going  to  pay  it,  I  will  get  after  it  right  away ; 
but  when  you  send  in  a  bill  that  is  six  and  eight  months  old,  I  can't 
know  whether  that  man  is  good  or  not.  Remember,  our  By-laws  say 
that  a  good,  reliable  retailer,  who  is  a  member  of  the  S.  A.  F.,  can 
join  the  F.  T.  D.  Now,  if  a  man  writes  in  from  a  small  town  down 
South,  for  instance,  and  wants  to  join  us,  we  want  to  be  in  a  position 
to  demand  bank  references  from  him — and  I  think  we  should  put  that- 
in  the  By-laws.  We  should  have  in  our  By-laws  a  provision  that 
nobody  can  become  a  member  of  this  Association  without  furnishing 
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bank  references.  And  then,  again,  when  a  bill  is  made  out,  and  is 
not  paid  within  thirty  days,  I  should  have  a  copy  of  that  bill  in  the 
office,  and  if  that  member  does  not  pay  I  can  get  after  him;  and  if 
he  still  declines  to  pay,  he  should  be  taken  off  the  list.  The  time  has 
come  when  a  lot  of  members  can't  afford  to  be  off  the  list.  This 
Association  is  just  what  you  make  it  yourselves.  It  is  business,  and 
it  is  business  all  the  way  through.  Now,  I  just  want  to  read  a  few 
things  that  I  have  written  down  here  as  suggestions.  In  order  to  make 
the  F.  T.  D.  service  more  efficient  for  our  patrons  as  well  as  for  our 
trade,  the  following  rules  and  regulations  must  be  carefully  observed: 

1.  Orders  must  be  sent  for  the  full  amount  taken  from  cus- 
tomers. 

2.  Orders  must  be  filled  for  the  amount  telegrams  state,  and  to 
the  best  possible  ability  of  recipients. 

3.  Orders  sent  by  telegraph  should  be  followed  up  by  a  postal 
card  or  letter,  and  bill  demanded  immediately  after  delivery. 

4.  Bills  must  be  made  out  immediately  after  delivery  and  mailed. 

5.  Checks  must  be  made  out  and  sent  within  twenty  to  thirty 
days. 

6.  Orders  not  paid  within  thirty  days  should  be  reported  im- 
mediately to  the  secretary. 

7.  Complaints  of  orders  filled  poorly,  and  other  complaints  should 
also  be  immediately  reported  to  the  secretary. 

8.  Orders  taken  for  Roses  or  other  flowers  should  be  taken  for 
a  stated  amount,  say,  three  dollars,  four  dollars,  or  five  dollars  worth, 
of  best,  medium,  or  short  Roses.  Do  not  say  "One  dozen  Roses,  one 
dollar,"  as  prices  may  be  different  in  the  other  section,  and  the  man 
who  fills  the  order  must  have  a  little  leeway. 

9.  An  order  for  one  dozen  American  Beauty  Roses  sent  without 
stating  price  has  many  times  caused  a  lot  of  trouble,  because  in  the 
town  where  the  florist  took  the  order  American  Beauty  may  be  plenti- 
ful, and  sell  at  $5.00  to  $6.00,  while  in  the  town  where  the  order  is  to 
be  filled,  they  may  sell  for  $8.00  and  $10.00. 

10.  The  Association  will  not  be  responsible  for  orders  not  paid 
for  by  members  of  the  F.  T.  D.  and  not  reported  to  the  secretary  within 
thirty  days. 

11.  Orders  sent  to  florists  who  are  not  members  of  the  F.  T.  D., 
when  followed  up  by  mail,  should  carry  a  remark  to  the  florist  who  is 
filling  the  order,  as  "Why  are  you  not  a  member  of  the  F.  T.  D.?" 
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12.  On  every  order  received  from  an  out-of-town  florist  and  filled 
by  you,  the  flowers  should  have  some  uniform  tag,  aside  from  your 
tag,  informing  the  public  that  "This  order  was  given  F.  T.  D.  service." 

13.  Be  very  careful  to  get  correct  addresses  for  out-of-town  or- 
ders. The  quantity,  too,  has  many  times  been  changed  in  error  by 
the  telegraph  operators,  such  as  relaying  an  order  for  $2.00  when  it 
should  have  been  $20.00,  and  vice-versa. 

14.  Telegraph  orders  should  state  whether  card  is  to  be  sent  or 
not. 

15.  If  you  hear  of  any  of  our  members  being  in  trouble  finan- 
cially, it  is  your  duty  to  report  this  immediately  to  the  secretary. 

16.  If  you  have  stores  in  more  than  one  city,  it  is  well  for  you  to 
have  both  listed  in  each  town  separately.  The  annual  dues  and  Guar- 
antee Fund  deposits  are  so  small  that  anyone  can  afford  to  do  that. 

Mr.  Valentine:  I  think  we  should  keep  on  with  the  discussion  con- 
cerning the  Guarantee  Fund. 

Treasurer  W.  L.  Rock,  Kansas  City:  I  would  suggest  that  the 
chairnian  go  ahead  with  the  discussion  of  the  points  brought  up  by  the 
secretary,  letting  the  secretary  make  his  suggestion  to  the  meeting  in 
the  rough  way  that  he  has  it,  and  then  let  the  members  make  sug- 
gestions.    The  secretary  has  something  here  to  start  on. 

Mr.  Pochelon:  There  was  a  committee  appointed  on  that.  Mr. 
Breitmeyer,  Mr.  Asmus,  Mr.  Gude  and,  I  think,  Mr.  Olson,  were  on 
that  committee. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer,  Detroit:  I  think  that  this  is  the  time.  We  are 
all  here  to  discuss  these  things.  We  should  talk  them  over  today,  in 
order  to  get  them  into  concrete  form.  Now,  the  question  that  you  have 
asked  for,  first  of  all,  is  as  to  the  Guarantee  Fund — how  much  ought  to 
be  guaranteed.  Probably  something  else  ought  to  be  discussed  before  we 
decide  on  that,  and  that  is  whether  we  should  not  raise  our  fee.  We  have 
a  fee  of  $2.50.  That  is  no  fee  at  all.  Why  can't  it  be  raised  to  $10.00,  or 
$25.00?  Is  it  possible  to  have  this  fee  raised?  Now,  we  need  the  men 
in  the  small  towns,  and  it  may  not  be  advisable  to  raise  the  fee  on 
account  of  them,  but  before  you  start  your  Guarantee  Fund  discussion, 
let  us  decide  first  whether  we  want  to  raise  these  fees. 

Mr.  Valentine :  The  men  in  the  small  towns  cannot  afford  to  pay 
much  for  joining  this  Association.  Here  is  a  little  man  in  a  town  in 
Missouri — we  would  like  very  well  to  see  him  on  the  list,  because  we 
have  to  fill  orders  there,  and  if  he  gets  an  order  sometime  during  a 
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year,  lie  talks  about  it  for  a  long  time  afterward.  Now,  iu  these  towns 
where  they  only  get  one  order  or  so  a  year,  the  whole  amount  of  the 
order  would  not  pay  the  dues.  I  think  we  shall  have  to  be  very 
careful  not  to  scare  the  little  fellows  out. 

Mr.  Pochelon :  Mr.  Valentine,  I  would  like  to  have  you  read  a  few 
lines  of  this  letter,  from  a  man  in  a  small  town. 

Mr.  Valentine:  I  will  read  part  of  a  letter  here  that  Mr.  Pochelon 
has  received: 

"At  the  time  I  joined  the  F.  T.  D.,  at  the  Minneapolis  Convention, 
it  did  not  occur  to  me  that  it  would  be  of  any  particular  benefit  to  a 
florist  in  a  town  of  this  size" — ^this  is  from  a  small  town — "other  than 
the  satisfaction  of  being  in  touch  with  the  leading  florists  of  the  coun- 
try, but  I  was  mistaken,  for  the  returns  both  from  incoming  and  out- 
going business  have  been  very  satisfactory  and  still  growing." 

George  Asmus,  Chicago :  As  to  the  amount  of  business  that  a  man 
gains  in  the  smaller  towns — when  I  get  an  order  for  the  smaller  town,  I 
prefer  to  send  the  order  to  a  shipping  town  near  that  town.  I  think  there  is 
too  much  danger  of  not  getting  your  order  filled  properly.  As  much  as 
we  would  like  to,  we  don't  dare  to  send  some  of  our  business  to  the 
small  town  dealer,  because  we  don't  know  whether  our  order  is  going 
to  be  filled  or  not,  and  therefore  I  think  for  a  town  that  is  of  any 
size  at  all,  we  should  have  a  minimum  fee.  I  don't  think  any  member 
ought  to  join  this  Association  unless  he  pays  at  least  $10.00.  I  think, 
as  the  man  says  in  that  letter,  there  is  no  doubt  that  much  benefit  is 
derived  from  this  Association,  as  from  any  other  similar  association, 
and  you  will  find,  if  you  allow  a  lot  of  small  dealers  in,  that  you  will 
have  to  be  very  careful  about  sending  them  orders.  You  can  give  your 
order  to  a  town  within  a  radius  of  a  hundred  miles,  and  let  them  ship 
from  that  town  to  the  small  town,  instead  of  taking  a  chance. 

Mr.  Pochelon:  Providing  you  have  the  time. 

Mr.  Valentine:  You  forget  a  little  about  geography.  If  you  hav« 
a  man  within  a  hundred  miles  of  you,  he  is  next  door. 

Mr.  Feast,  Baltimore:  I  heartily  agree  with  the  gentleman  that 
has  just  spoken,  that  the  little  man  is  not  always  a  dependable  charge, 
for  the  reason  that  he  probably  doesn't  have  the  stock,  the  kind  of 
stock  you  order;  and  it  has  been  our  experience  that  we  weekly,  and 
possibly  daily,  send  orders  to  some  of  the  larger  cities  and  have  them 
reship  for  us,  for  the  reason  that  we  were  afraid  to  depend  on  this 
individual  to  fill  our  order  as  it  has  been  given.  I  think  that  is  a 
good  point. 
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Mr.  Valentine:  I  am  inclined  to  agree  with  that  too.  But  sup- 
pose you  get  an  order  at  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  be  delivered  at 
11  o'clock  the  next  morning.    There  can  be  no  reshipping  there. 

Mr.  Rock:  That  is  why  a  $10.00  guarantee  wouldn't  make  that 
fellow  fill  that  order  any  better  than  if  he  had  a  $2.50  fee.  He  might 
not  fill  that  order  satisfactorily,  but  the  Guarantee  Fund  wouldn't 
make  him  fill  it  any  better.  The  orders  coming  from  the  small  towns 
are  very  few  and  far  between  compared  to  the  orders  going  to  them. 
And  there  they  rarely  amount  to  more  than  three,  or  four  or  five 
dollars.  His  customers  are  not  up  in  the  ten,  fifteen,  and  twenty-five 
dollar  class,  therefore,  if  you  are  going  to  put  a  Guarantee  Fund  on 
the  little  man,  just  to  fill  orders  on  short  notice,  it  will  tend  to  keep 
him  out.    I  say,  let  the  Guarantee  Fund  be  as  it  is  in  that  small  town. 

Mr.  Valentine:  I  would  like  to  hear  from  Mr.  Pochelon.  I  think 
our  secretary  has  been  a  wonderfully  live,  active  and  energetic  officer 
for  us.  I  am  glad  to  take  this  occasion  to  pay  a  tribute  to  what  he  has 
done  for  us.     I  think  he  can  tell  us  something  about  this  question. 

Mr.  Pochelon:  Gentlemen,  I  don't  think,  for  one  minute,  that  Guar- 
antee Fund  needs  to  be  changed,  nor  any  of  the  other  rules.  They  are 
laid  down  better  than  we  could  possibly  think  them  out,  but  we  ought 
to  add  a  few  things.  Now,  you  know  it  is  not  very  pleasant  if  a 
man  who  is  a  good  member  of  the  S.  A.  F.  joins  this  Association,  and 
then  somebody  in  the  same  town  or  in  a  neighboring  town,  writes  in 
and  says  "That  fellow  is  no  good."  I  have  heard  some  people  say  that 
a  certain  man  is  no  good,  and  I  found  out  later  that  that  man  was  a 
good  deal  better  than  the  man  that  complained.  And  I  know  we  have 
a  great  many  fellows  in  the  smaller  towns  that  are  every  bit  as  good 
as  the  fellows  in  the  large  towns.  There  ought  not  to  be  a  change  in 
your  Guarantee  Fund.  I  think  the  dues  are  what  we  ought  to  have 
them  now,  but  I  say  in  five  years  from  now,  or  maybe  two  or  three 
years  from  now,  when  we  have  grown  a  little,  we  ought  to  raise  them. 
I  think  the  dues  we  pay  at  the  present  time  a  joke — when  you  think 
of  four  dollars  from  a  town  of  two  hundred  thousand  inhabitants. 
Look  at  the  publicity  the  members  are  getting,  if  nothing  else.  If  I 
could  buy  newspaper  publicity  and  everything  else  on  that  basis,  I 
would  be  glad  to  do  it.  You  have  no  idea  how  this  thing  works  along 
all  the  time.  This  pulse  is  working  every  minute,  and  I  feel  it  every 
minute.  We  are  not  sending  out  this  advertising  just  to  one  or  two, 
we  are  going  to  send  it  out  to  every  retailer.  We  want  to  send  it  all 
over,  to  fellows  who  are  wide  awake  in  the  business ;  and  I  have  found. 
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gentlemen,  that  it  is  the  younger  fellows,  and  not  the  old  reliable  firms, 
that  are  more  keen  to  take  up  membership  in  the  F.  T.  D. 

S.  A.  Anderson,  Buffalo:  I  move  that  this  matter  be  laid  on  the 
table. 

This  motion  was  seconded. 

Mr.  Bertermann:  I  am  going  to  ask  the  president  to  read  the  By- 
law in  italics  at  this  time,  so  that  we  may  all  consider  and  see  if  it 
be  the  opinion  of  this  session  that  it  meets  our  requirements. 

The  portion  of  the  By-laws  which  is  in  italics  was  read  by  Mr. 
Valentine. 

Following  this  the  motion  to  lay  the  question  on  the  table  was 
put  to  a  vote  and  carried. 

Mr.  Gloeckner,  Albany,  N.  Y. :  Mr.  President;  I  think  the  sugges- 
tion made  by  our  secretary  in  reference  to  having  the  new  members  fur- 
nish bank  references  is  one  of  the  best  suggestions  made  here  to-day, 
if  we  are  looking  for  members  in  the  smaller  towns.  We  have  plenty 
of  members  in  Chicago,  New  York,  Buffalo,  Rochester,  and  other  such 
cities,  but  we  have  very  few  members  in  the  smaller  towns  ranging 
say  about  25,000  inhabitants,  and  to  require  these  men  to  furnish  their 
bankers  as  reference  to  show  that  they  will  settle  their  accounts,  I 
think  is  a  very  good  suggestion. 

Mr.  Pochelon:  Mr.  Gloeckner  mentions  the  best  suggestion.  I 
think  the  best  suggestion  that  will  help  you  along  more  than  anything 
else  is  this:  If  the  bill  is  not  paid  within  sixty  days,  the  20  per  cent, 
discount  is  lost.    Then  you  will  get  your  men  to  pay  their  bills. 

Mr.  Valentine:  They  should  be  paid  in  30  days. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer :  I  make  a  motion  that  bills  made  during  the  month 
must  be  paid  by  the  15th  of  the  following  month  or  the  discount  will 
be  lost. 

Mr.  Weber:  I  second  the  motion. 

Mr.  Valentine:  Will  you  put  that  in  the  form  of  a  resolution? 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  I  will  make  that  in  the  form  of  a  resolution. 

Mr.  Saltford:  I  think  it  should  be  from  the  time  that  the  account 
was  properly  entered  against  the  dealer  and  he  has  knowledge  of  it. 
You  see,  if  you  receive  an  order  and  you  fill  it,  you  are  supposed  to 
Bend  a  bill  back  so  that  it  can  be  charged  up,  and  from  that  to  the 
following  15th  would  be  all  right,  but  if  there  is  a  readjustment  of  that 
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account  in  between  and  you  have  to  lapse  your  15-day  limit,  it  might 
lead  to  an  argument. 

Mr.  Valentine:  That  point  is  well  taken. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  There  is  an  exception  in  every  case.  Let  us  not 
worry  about  that.     Let  us  have  onr  fundamental  rule  first. 

Mr.  Valentine :  I  think  we  might  add  to  the  resolution  :  "Where  the 
other  rules  of  the  Association  have  been  complied  with  by  the  seller." 
In  other  words,  if  he  has  not  mailed  you  the  bill,  you  are  not  respon- 
sible if  you  haven't  paid  it. 

Mr.  Anderson:  There  is  another  question  that  might  come  up  as 
to  express  charges,  or  something  of  that  kind,  or  that  the  flowers  were 
not  delivered.  If  a  controversy  arises  over  a  point  like  that,  it  ought 
to  be  settled  first.  Your  bill  may  be  $50.00,  and  you  are  not  going 
to  send  a  check  for  $50.00  if  it  is  in  dispute. 

Mr.  Bertermann:  I  think  the  proceeding  is  amply  covered  in  our 
By-laws.  We  have  an  arbitration  committee.  You  have  a  chance  to 
appeal  to  the  arbitration  committee. 

Mr.  Valentine:  I  think  the  arbitration  committee  covers  the  whole 
thing.     The  arbitration  committee  has  a  pretty  wide  power. 

Mr.  Asmus:  I  think  it  is  one  of  the  greatest  things  that  has  been 
thought  out.  I  think  Mr.  Saltford's  idea  is  covered  in  our  By-laws. 
I  think  this  will  bring  in  the  fellows  that  were  not  in  before.  It  is 
going  to  be  the  builder  of  the  whole  organization,  because  the  fellow 
outside  is  going  to  come  in  and  get  his  discount  and  pay  his  bills. 

The  resolution  was  put  to  a  vote  and  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Valentine:  I  would  like  to  make  one  suggestion  along  the  line 
of  two  or  three  talks  that  have  been  made,  that  is,  the  question  of 
eligibility  of  an  applicant  for  membership.  I  don't  believe  that  bank 
references  are  worth  a  cent.  If  I  bank  with  a  certain  man,  and  he 
knocks  me,  he  is  going  to  get  rid  of  my  account  if  I  find  it  out.  The 
banks  are  the  poorest  reference,  gentlemen,  that  you  could  get.  Now- 
then,  I  think  it  would  be  better  to  appoint  a  membership  committee, 
fairly  representative  of  the  business  men  scattered  around  over  the 
country,  and  that  committee  should  find  out  what  Dun  and  Bradstreet 
say  about  a  man.  But  better  than  Dun  and  Bradstreet,  find  out  what 
the  supply  man  can  tell  you  about  that  man,  how  he  settles  his  accounts 
month  after  month,  and  in  that  way  you  will  find  out  whether  that 
man  pays  his  bills  or  not,  and  that  is  the  only  way  you  will  find  out, 
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really.    Tne  best  way  is  to  find  out  how  he  pays  his  bills  to  men  in  his 
same  line  of  business. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  I  want  a  word  on  that  too.  I  know  how  hard 
our  secretary  has  worked  on  that  sort  of  thing.  I  think  the  best  refer- 
ence is  right  in  him.  He  has  not  taken  up  a  customer  who  is  not  right 
for  this  organization,  and  I  don't  think  he  has  asked  many  people 
either.  I  think  we  are  assuming  too  many  things.  Why  make  thieves 
before  we  have  them? 

Mr.  Valentine:  I  think  it  is  the  secretary's  idea  to  have  these  By- 
laws as  a  protection  to  himself.  I  believe  anybody  can  come  to  him 
and  say,  "You  have  got  to  let  me  in  the  organization,"  or  say  some  very 
unpleasant  things  to  him.  Now,  if  you  have  this  membership  com- 
mittee— it  is  a  fine  thing  to  have  a  partner  back  of  you  in  the  business, 
as  a  partner  of  mine  once  said.  He  said,  "A  fellow  has  to  be  a  darn 
scamp  in  the  business.  I  will  be  the  hard-hearted  man.  You  go  ahead 
and  be  the  good  fellow,  and  I  will  shoulder  all  the  blame  you  don't 
want  to  shoulder  yourself."  If  you  give  the  secretary  a  committee  to 
shoulder  some  of  the  work,  I  am  sure  he  will  be  very  glad. 

Mr.  Pochelon:  Absolutely.  There  seems  to  be  a  little  misunder- 
standing about  the  members  joining.  Now,  you  know  that  those  v*'ho 
joined  at  the  National  Flower  Show  at  New  York,  if  they  joined  a 
week  before  Easter,  they  wanted  their  name  on  for  Easter  w^eek.  If 
you  have  an  arbitration  committee  of  three  men,  with  one  in  St.  Paul, 
one  in  St.  Louis,  and  one  in  California  or  New  Orleans,  w^hen  you 
write  to  each  of  them  about  a  man,  that  man  won't  be  a  member  for 
six  months.  I  have  seen  the  workings  of  this.  I  feel  that  pulse  every 
minute.  I  like  to  do  things,  and  I  like  to  do  them  quick.  I  don't  like 
to  let  them  lay  on  the  table.  When  I  joined  the  F.  T.  D.,  I  wanted  to 
be  a  member.  I  didn't  want  to  wait  for  six  months  until  my  applica- 
tion was  passed  on. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  As  a  matter  of  form,  only,  I  move  you  that  a 
committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  act  as  they  really  acted 
here  before.  I  know  the  secretary  has  been  doing  it  all  alone  in  the 
past. 

Mr.  Valentine:  Wouldn't  it  be  a  good  plan  to  say  it  should  be  an 
advisory  committee  to  the  secretary;  in  other  words,  leave  the  power 
to  the  secretary  to  make  this  committee  one  which  he  can  appeal  to. 
It  seems  to  me  we  might  leave  that  with  the  secretary. 

Mr.  Asmus:  In  Chicago,  which  is  a  great  shipping  market,  I  am 
asked  almost  daily  to  give  references,  and  I  know  if  you  name  this 
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committee  from  towns  where  the  big  supply  houses  are,  you  can  get 
the  information  you  want.  We  can  find  out  things  about  the  man  that 
the  secretary  couldn't  find  out.  We  can  get  right  into  the  books  and 
see. 

Mr.  Valentine:  You  have  heard  the  motion  to  appoint  a  board  of 
five.     Is  there  any  further  discussion  on  that? 

Mr.  Asmus :  I  second  that  motion  if  the  committee  will  be  appointed 
from  the  towns  where  the  marketing  is  done,  New  York,  Chicago,  and 
those  large  cities. 

Mr.  Valentine:  The  motion  is,  gentlemen,  that  a  committee  of  five 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  Association  to  act  as  an  ad- 
visory committee  on  membership,  the  members  to  be  located  in  the 
principal  trade  centers  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Weber :  I  make  an  amendment  to  that,  Mr.  President.  I  would 
suggest  that  some  of  the  members  be  selected  from  the  large  cities 
and  some  of  the  members  from  the  far  sections  of  the  country,  so  that 
we  can  get  the  "dope"  on  members  making  applications  in  the  far 
parts  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Valentine:  It  won't  matter  where  he  is  located. 

Mr.  Pochelon:  If  you  appoint  a  committee  of  five  members,  and 
if  those  five  members  do  not  report  within  a  week's  time  after  they 
receive  the  letter,  what  will  the  secretary  do? 

Mr.  Valentine:  This  is  not  a  committee  which  will  restrict  the 
powers  of  the  secretary,  but  if  you  have  an  applicant  about  whom 
there  is  any  doubt,  and  you  want  the  assistance  of  the  committee,  you 
can  ask  the  committee  to  report  on  the  applicant;  otherwise  you  can 
admit  the  applicant  without  consulting  the  committee. 

Mr.  Pochelon:  In  other  words,  you  want  to  put  more  power  on  me. 

Mr.  Valentine:  We  cannot  change  the  power  of  the  secretary  at 
present.    You  admit  anybody  that  comes  if  you  want  to. 

Mr.  Pochelon:  I  have  a  little  too  much  responsibility. 

Mr.  Valentine:  You  won't  have  to  make  use  of  the  committee  if 
you  don't  want  to.  If  you  want  to  admit  a  member  without  consulting 
them,  all  well  and  good. 

Mr.  Pochelon:  I  want  it  put  in  there  that  every  time  a  member 
makes  an  application,  the  secretary  will  write  five  letters  to  this  com- 
mittee, and  the  five  of  them  must  reply  to  him. 

The  motion  was  put  to  a  vote  and  carried. 
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Mr.  Asmus :  I  think  this  is  important.  We  are  going  to  have  a 
National  Flower  Show  in  Philadelphia,  and  I  am  very  vitally  interested 
in  making  that  show  a  great  exhibition  from  a  retail  standpoint.  I 
have  blocked  out  space  there  for  this  Association  to  use  as  they  see  fit, 
to  put  up  an  exhibit  to  advertise  flowers  by  telegraph,  and  the  space 
is  worth  four  hundred  dollars  and  every  bit  of  the  space  is  to  be  sold. 
It  is  not  going  to  cost  the  members  of  the  Association  any  money,  but 
I  want  this  Association  to  have  the  right  man  and  the  right  spirit, 
and  put  it  up  in  the  right  style  at  that  show.  The  show  is  going  to 
be  a  very  large  one.  I  think  there  will  be  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
people  that  see  the  show,  and  I  think  it  is  the  proper  place  for  us  to 
have  an  exhibit.  I  think  it  will  help  the  sale  of  flowers.  If  the 
Association  wants  to  appoint  some  of  its  members  for  the  Philadelphia 
show,  I  want  to  know  it. 

Mr.  Pochelon:  Back  to  the  pulse  again.  Here  is  the  trouble:  Mr. 
Bertermann  was  good  enough  to  appoint  one  of  our  members  to  look 
after  this  meeting.  Mr.  Asmus  wrote  me  about  it,  so  we  appointed 
Mr.  So-and-so  down  there.  The  meeting  was  held,  and  he  couldn't  go 
there.  The  last  minute  I  heard  of  it,  and  he  was  going  to  appoint 
somebody  else.  Every  member  in  the  town  ought  to  be  in  the  tele- 
graph booth  at  this  show.  You  can't  expect  me  to  sit  in  the  booth 
all  day  long  and  plead  and  plead  with  fellows  to  join  the  F.  T,  D. 

Mr.  Valentine:  I  think,  gentlemen,  this  is  a  very  important  thing 
to  the  Association,  and  I  suggest  that  a  motion  be  made  that  the  Asso- 
ciation not  only  go  ahead  and  take  charge  of  the  exhibits  at  the  Na- 
tional Flower  Show,  but  that  we  make  an  appropriation  in  order  to 
make  it  an  effective  one. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer :  I  move  that  this  organization  devote  not  to  exceed 
five  hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose  outlined  here,  that  is,  advertising 
the  telegraph  business. 

Motion  seconded. 

Mr.  Bertermann:  I  would  like  to  hear  the  amount  of  funds  avail- 
able for  these  purposes  before  we  proceed  with  this  motion.  I  don't 
mean  to  say  that  I  have  objection  to  this  appropriation  at  all.  In 
fact,  I  am  in  favor  of  using  it,  but  I  would  like  to  have  this  matter 
fairly  considered  without  going  about  it  too  quickly. 

Mr.  Pochelon:  It  seems  to  be  a  little  doubtful  to  you,  gentlemen, 
what  our  National  income  is.  Our  income  from  dues  to-day  would 
be  $1,500.00.  Now,  $500.00  is  a  big  sum  of  money.  We  must  have  some 
money  for  publicity,  for  printed  matter  and  stuff  like  that,  and  for 
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stenographers'  services,  and  that  $500.00  looks  pretty  big.  Now,  I 
think  the  local  men  in  Philadelphia  ought  to  demonstrate  at  that  Na- 
tional Show,  and  I  think  they  can  do  quite  a  good  deal  with  two  or 
three  hundred  dollars.  I  don't  think  it  needs  $500.00  to  do  that.  We 
had  a  pretty  nice  affair  in  Boston.  We  can  do  that  in  the  National 
Flower  Show  too,  but  you  must  have  some  clerks  from  the  flower 
shops  there  that  know  the  work.  We  should  not  have  somebody  in 
that  booth  that  don't  know  anything  about  the  F.  T.  D.  Don't  draw 
on  the  secretary  or  treasurer  this  time.  There  are  lots  of  F.  T.  D. 
members. 

Mr.  Bertermann:  We  found  that  the  Cleveland  members  were  very 
anxious  to  contribute  half  of  the  expense  of  this  exhibit  here  and  fur- 
nish the  exhibit.  I  don't  doubt  a  bit  but  what  the  Philadelphia  mem- 
bers would  be  enthusiastic  about  doing  the  same  thing.  It  is  going  to 
be  great  publicity  for  them,  and  I  believe  they  will  step  in  and  help 
out  if  we  put  it  up  to  them. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  My  motion  is  "not  to  exceed  $500.00."  I  trust 
our  officers  will  keep  the  cost  down.  If  it  doesn't  cost  anything,  so 
much  the  better. 

The  motion  was  put  to  a  vote  and  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Valentine :  I  have  one  matter  which  I  have  been  asked  to  call 
to  the  attention  of  this  meeting,  and  I  am  a  little  loath  to  do  it,  that 
is,  the  practice  of  members  sending  their  orders  in  large  cities  to  the 
wholesaler  instead  of  to  the  retailer.  It  is  an  evil,  and  a  pernicious 
thing,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  some  consequence  to  us  all.  It  is  morally 
and  theoretically  a  bad  thing  and  affects  the  members  in  every  large 
city.  It  affects  Mr.  Rock  in  Kansas  City,  Mr.  Breitmeyer  in  Toledo,  Mr. 
Asmus  in  Chicago,  and  all  of  you.  And  there  has  been  advertising  done 
right  under  our  noses,  and  it  is  a  question  whether  you  undertake  any 
action  in  regard  to  it  or  not. 

Mr.  Pochelon:  I  don't  think  it  is  quite  fair  for  the  wholesale 
houses  to  advertise  this  very  fact  in  the  retailers'  columns,  I  have 
tseen  this  same  thing  come  up  two  or  three  times  at  our  meetings,  but 
nothing  was  done.  Remember,  all  of  us  are  paying  a  great  deal  for 
advertising  in  retailers'  columns.  We  ought  to  have  a  little  backing 
and  a  little  pressure  to  eliminate  the  wholesale  house  from  the  list. 

F.  C.  Weber,  Jr. :  In  the  city  of  St.  Louis  we  have  five  wholesale 
houses.  Previous  to  four  years  ago,  some  of  the  wholesalers  were  sell- 
ing at  retail,  but  we  organized  and  took  the  question  up  with  them, 
and  now  whenever  they  receive  an  order  from  an  out-to-town  concern 
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for  some  of  their  clients,  tlie  order  is  turned  over  to  a  retail  florist 
to  fill.  I  think  this  question  should  be  taken  up  with  the  wholesalers, 
telling  them  that  they  should  not  sell  at  retail. 

Mr.  Asmus :  I  move  that  the  secretary  give  the  sense  of  this  meet- 
ing, asking  them  to  withdraw  their  advertising,  and  that  the  members 
of  this  organization  be  notified  to  confine  themselves  as  much  as 
possible  to  all  retailers. 

Mr.  Valentine:  I  don't  think  we  can  do  anything  where  the  retail- 
ers have  wholesalers  in  another  town  that  they  would  rather  deal 
with,  but  I  think  we  can  put  in  a  rule  that  members  of  this  organiza- 
tion shall  give  orders  to  the  retail  dealers  wherever  possible. 

Mr.  Asmus:  I  don't  think  it  would  do  any  good  unless  you  add  a 
penalty.  You  ought  to  put  in  a  clause  about  a  penalty.  I  don't  be- 
lieve you  can  legally  drop  a  man  out  for  selling  at  wholesale  unless 
you  put  in  a  penalty. 

The  motion  was  put  to  a  vote  and  carried. 

(Mr.  Bertermann  now  presiding.) 

Mr.  Bertermann:  There  is  going  to  be  a  big  flower  show  in  Phila- 
delphia. Now,  is  it  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  we  should  pass  it 
by  without  a  meeting  of  the  F.  T.  D.,  or  shall  we  meet  again  before 
this  show? 

Mr.  Asmus:  We  ought  to  have  enough  retailers  at  Philadelphia  to 
have  a  meeting  if  we  can  get  them  together.  I  move  that  when  we  ad- 
journ, we  adjourn  to  meet  in  Philadelphia,  at  the  National  Flower 
Show. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  put  to  a  vote  and  carried. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  12  o'clock  noon.

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CHARTER,  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

SOCIETY  OF  AMERICAN  FLORISTS  AND  ORNAMENTAL 
HORTICULTURISTS 


CHARTER 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and  Orna- 
mental Horticulturists  within  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Be  It  Enacted   ly  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  Assembled: 

That  James  Dean  of  Freeport,  Charles  W.  Ward  of  Queens,  William 
Scott  of  Buffalo,  and  Charles  Henderson  of  New  York  City,  all  in  the 
State  of  New  York ;  William  J.  Stewart,  Michael  H.  Norton  and  Patrick 
Welch  of  Boston,  Edmund  M.  Wood  of  Natick,  and  Lawrence  Cotter 
of  Dorchester,  all  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts;  Edward  G.  Hill  of 
Richmond,  in  the  State  of  Indiana;  John  N.  May  of  Summit,  John  G. 
Esler  of  Saddle  River,  Patrick  O'Mara  of  Jersey  City,  William  A. 
Manda  of  South  Orange,  all  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey;  Benjamin 
Durfee,  William  R.  Smith,  William  F.  Gude  and  Henry  Small,  Jr.,  of 
Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  Willis  N.  Rudd  of  Chicago, 
Emil  Buettner  of  Park  Ridge,  John  C.  Vaughan  of  Chicago,  all  in  the 
State  of  Illinois;  Joseph  A.  Dirwanger  of  Portland,  in  the  State  of 
Maine;  Robert  Craig,  Edwin  Lonsdale,  W.  Atlee  Burpee  and  John 
Burton  of  Philadelphia,  H.  B.  Beatty  of  Oil  City,  and  William  Falconer 
of  Pittsburgh,  all  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania;  George  M.  Kellogg  of 
Pleasant  Hill,  in  the  State  of  Missouri;  John  T.  D.  Fulmer  of  Des 
Moines,  and  J.  C.  Rennison  of  Sioux  City,  in  the  State  of  Iowa;  L.  A. 
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Berckmans  of  Augusta,  in  the  State  of  Georgia;  H.  Papworth  of  New 
Orleans,  in  the  State  of  Louisiana;  Elmer  D.  Smith  of  Adrian,  and 
Henry  Balsley  of  Detroit,  in  the  State  of  Michigan;  F.  A.  Whelan  of 
Mount  Vernon  on  the  Potomac,  in  the  State  of  Virginia ;  Adam  Graham 
of  Cleveland,  in  the  State  of  Ohio;  William  Fraser  of  Baltimore,  in 
the  State  of  Maryland;  John  Spalding  of  New  London,  and  John 
Champion  of  New  Haven,  in  the  State  of  Connecticut;  and  Charles  W. 
Hoitt  of  Nashua,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  their  associates  and 
successors,  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  of  The  Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticul- 
turists, for  the  development  and  advancement  of  floriculture  and  horti- 
culture in  all  their  branches,  to  increase  and  diffuse  the  knowledge 
thereof,  and  for  kindred  purposes  in  the  interest  of  floriculture  and 
horticulture.  Said  association  is  authorized  to  adopt  a  constitution 
and  to  make  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  law,  to  hold  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  so  far  only  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  its  lawful  ends,  to  the  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  and  such  other  estate  as  may  be  donated  or  bequeathed  in  any 
State  or  Territory;  Provided,  That  all  property  so  held,  and  the 
proceeds  thereof,  shall  be  held  and  used  solely  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  the  Act.  The  principal  oflSce  of  the  association  shall  be  at 
Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  but  annual  meetings  may  be 
held  in  such  places  as  the  incorporators  or  their  successors  shall  de- 
termine: Provided,  That  this  corporation  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
occupy  any  park  of  the  City  of  Washington. 

Sec.  2.    That  Congress  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal 
this  Act  in  whole  or  in  part.

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OUR  CHARTER  POWERS 

Certain  questions  bearing  upon  the  Charter  powers  of  the  Society 
having  been  presented  to  President  Welch  for  his  consideration,  opinion 
of  counsel  was  obtained,  and  questions  and  answers  are  here  set  forth 
for  the  information  of  our  members : 

"What  powers  does  the  National  Charter  of  the  Society  of 
American  Florists'  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists  confer  upon  that 
body,  and  in  the  event  of  a  suit  being  brought  that  would  involve 
the  funds  of  the  organization,  such  as  a  suit  for  damages,  is  there 
any  responsibility  upon  the  individual  members?  Also,  what  powers 
under  the  charter  does  the  organization  possess  to  delegate  its  powers 
to  other  subsidiary  organizations,  individuals  or  committees?  What  is 
the  difference  between  an  organization  acting  under  a  National  charter 
and  a  corporation  acting  under  some  special  State  law?" 

My  answer  to  the  first  question,  "What  powers  does  the  National 
Charter  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  confer  upon  that  body,  and  in  the  event 
of  suit  being  brought  that  would  involve  the  funds  of  the  organization 
such  as  suit  for  damages,  is  there  any  responsibility  upon  the  in- 
dividual members?"  I  would  divide  into  two  parts.  As  to  the  powers 
created  by  the  National  Charter,  I  find  that  "certain  men  and  their 
associates  and  successors  are  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by 
the  name  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horti- 
culturists for  the  development  and  advancement  of  floriculture  and 
horticulture  in  all  their  branches  and  to  increase  and  diffuse  the 
knowledge  thereof,  and  for  kindred  purposes  in  the  interests  of  flori- 
culture and  horticulture.  The  said  organization  is  authorized  to  adopt 
a  constitution  and  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  law,  and  to  hold  real 
and  personal  estate  in  the  District  of  Columbia  as  far  as  may  be 
necessary  to  its  lawful  ends  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $50,000,  and 
such  other  estate  as  may  be  donated  or  bequeathed  in  any  State  or 
Territory."  I  interpret  that  clause  to  mean  that  your  Society  can 
advocate  and  advance  anything  of  interest  to  floriculture  and  horti- 
culture, but  that  its  powers  are  limited  strictly  to  this.  I  would  also 
interpret  your  charter  to  mean  that  your  organization  has  power 
to  take  part  in  any  business  connected  with  floriculture  or  horticulture, 
not  for  profit,  but  simply  for  the  advancement  and  development  of  its 
end.  Answering  the  second  part  of  the  question  I  would  say  that  if 
the  organization  at  its  annual  meeting  did  some  act  ultra  vires  that 
was  beyond  its  powers,  and  that  damages  resulted  therefrom  which 
created  right  of  action  on  which  suit  could  be  brought,  then  the  in- 
dividual members   might   possibly  be  held,   but  that  is  the  most  ex- 
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treme  case  that  I  can  think  of.  Ordinarily,  I  would  say  that  there  is 
no  responsibility  upon  the  individual  members  of  your  organization, 
as  by  law  the  members  of  any  corporation  are  protected  from  indi- 
vidual liability. 

In  answer  to  the  question,  "What  powers  under  the  Charter  does 
the  organization  possess  to  delegate  its  powers  to  other  subsidiary 
organizations,  individuals  or  committees?"  I  would  say  that  it  has  a 
perfect  right  to  delegate  some  power,  and  especially  such  powers  as 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  authorize,  to  any  subsidiary  organiza- 
tion, individual  or  committee  duly  appointed  as  its  agent  and  acting 
for  it  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Answering  the  question,  "What  is  the  difference  between  the  Na- 
tional Charter  and  a  corporation  under  some  special  state  law?"  I 
would  say  that  there  is  practically  no  difference,  as  Congress  has  the 
power  to  create  corporations  as  an  appropriate  means  of  executing  any 
of  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Constitution  from  the  general  Govern- 
ment. Congress  may  create  corporations  for  various  purposes,  and 
acts  as  a  local  legislature  for  the  District  of  Columbia.  Corporations 
created  in  the  District  of  Columbia  acting  in  any  States  of  the  Union 
are  considered  foreign  corporations,  the  same  as  any  corporation  act- 
ing in  a  different  State  than  that  in  which  it  was  created.  Ordinarily 
suits  against  foreign  corporations  may  be  brought  in  any  State  in 
which  they  are  acting,  under  the  laws  of  that  State.  Corporations 
created  by  Congress  are  held  by  implication  to  make  any  controversy 
to  which  that  corporation  may  be  a  party  a  controversy  arising  under 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution. 
Such  corporations  can  undoubtedly  ask  that  any  suit  against  them 
be  heard  in  a  Federal  Court. 

Briefly,  I  think  I  have  answered  the  questions  inquired  about.  In 
order  to  answer  them  fully,  and  bring  in  all  the  little  niceties  and  dis- 
tinctions, I  would  have  to  spend  a  great  deal  of  time,  but  for  your 
purposes  I  think  I  have  covered  the  ground.  If  I  have  not  I  should 
be  glad  to  answer  further  at  your  suggestion.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE    I. 

OBJECTS. 

The  objects  of  the  Society  are  to  advance  the  love  of  floriculture 
and  horticulture  in  America ;  to  promote  and  encourage  the  development 
of  their  industries;  to  classify  their  products;  to  hold  meetings  and 
exhibitions ;  to  co-operate  with  the  National  and  State  governments  and 
horticultural  bodies  in  disseminating  horticultural  knowledge. 

ARTICLE    II. 

OFFICEBS,  THEIB  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES. 

Section  1.  Officers. — The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a 
president,  first  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer  and  such  other 
officers,  agents  and  committees  as  the  president  or  executive  board 
shall  appoint,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec.  2.     Elections  and  Appointments: — 

(a)  The  president,  first  vice-president,  secretary  and  treasurer 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  and 
their  term  of  office  shall  begin  with  the  first  day  of  January  next  suc- 
ceeding the  election  and  shall  continue  for  one  year,  or  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

(b)  The  president  shall  appoint  on  the  first  day  of  January  of 
each  year,  (or  on  the  second  day  of  January  when  the  first  falls  on 
Sunday)  two  directors  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years.  He  shall  also 
appoint  at  the  same  time  one  or  more  State  vice-presidents  from  each 
State  and  Territory  represented  in  the  membership,  to  serve  for  a  term 
of  one  year.  Clubs,  societies  or  kindred  organizations  of  professional 
florists,  gardeners  and  horticulturists,  having  paid-up  membership  of 
one  hundred  or  more  members  in  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.,  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  representative  on  the  board  of  directors.  Such  repre- 
sentative shall  be  the  president  of  such  organization  and  must  be  a 
member  of  this  Society.  Any  elective  officer  or  appointed  director  shall 
not  be  eligible  as  a  representative  of  such  organization.  When  the 
president   of   any   such  organization   is   already  a    director,   the   vice- 
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president  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office.  Any  organization  applying  for 
representation  shall  submit  to  the  secretary  of  this  Society  a  complete 
list  of  its  membership.  It  shall  be  the  secretary's  duty  to  confirm  same 
and  submit  it  to  the  president  for  final  confirmation.  Such  list  shall 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  secretary  by  December  first  of  each  year. 
Announcement  of  such  director  shall  be  made  by  the  president-elect  on 
January  first  of  each  year. 

(c)  Nominations  for  elective  officers  shall  be  made  orally  at  the 
morning  session  of  the  second  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

(d)  The  secretary  shall  cause  official  ballots  to  be  prepared  ac- 
cording to  the  "Australian"  form  containing  the  names  of  all  candidates 
nominated  for  the  various  elective  offices.  Balloting  shall  take  place  at 
the  morning  session  of  the  third  day  of  the  annual  meeting.  The  presi- 
dent or  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  receive,  assort 
and  count  the  votes  given  and  report  the  number ;  the  polls  shall  remain 
open  from  10  a.  m.  to  11  a.  m.,  or  until  all  legal  voters  in  line  at  that 
time  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  cast  their  votes.  A  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  for  an  election;  and  the  president  or 
presiding  officer  shall  declare  who  is  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to 
elect  on  the  first  ballot,  the  president  shall  order  a  new  ballot  imme- 
diately, polls  to  remain  open  one  hour;  should  this  ballot  fail  to  elect, 
the  president  shall  order  a  third  ballot,  polls  to  remain  open  one  hour ; 
this  ballot  shall  be  limited  to  the  two  candidates  receiving  the  highest 
vote  on  preceding  ballot. 

(e)  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  whose  dues  for  the  current 
year  are  unpaid,  and  all  voters  shall  give  satisfactory  proof  of  their 
good  standing  in  the  Society,  as  defined  by  these  by-laws,  before  being 
allowed  to  deposit  their  ballot. 

(f )  No  ballot  shall  be  legal  or  shall  be  counted  in  the  result  ex- 
cept those  officially  prepared  by  the  Society  through  its  secretary. 

(g)  Vacancies  in  any  of  the  offices  of  the  Society  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  by  the  president,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  executive 
board. 

Sec.  3.    Duties  of  Officers  :— 

(a)  President. — The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Society,  and  exercise  a  general  supervision  of  its  affairs.  He  shall 
report  from  time  to  time  such  measures  as  seem  necessary  for  promot- 
ing its  objects  and  extending  its  usefulness.  He  shall  annually,  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  appoint  two  directors  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  one  botanist,  one  entomologist,  one  vegetable  pathologist,  and  one 
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State  vice-president  for  each  State  or  Territory  represented  in  the 
Society ;  he  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  executive  board  at  its  meetings 
and  sign  all  diplomas  and  certificates  of  the  Society. 

(b)  First  Vice-President. — In  the  event  of  the  absence,  resigna- 
tion, death  or  disability  of  the  president — said  disability  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  executive  board — the  first  vice-president  shall  exercise  all 
the  authority,  privileges  and  power  of  the  president.  He  shall  be  a 
resident  of  the  State  in  which  the  annual  meeting  is  held  during  his 
term  of  office  and  shall  be  the  official  representative  of  the  Society 
under  the  direction  of  the  executive  board  in  all  local  preparations  for 
said  meeting. 

(c)  Secretary. — ^The  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  Society  and  shall  have  charge  of  its  papers,  reports,  seal,  dies 
and  medals.  He  shall  audit  all  bills  against  the  Society,  receive  and 
receipt  for  all  fees  and  annual  assessments,  remitting  same  to  the 
treasurer,  and  shall  give  bonds  for  such  sum  as  the  executive  board 
may  from  time  to  time  deem  sufficient.  He  shall  keep  an  alphabetical 
list  of  all  members  and  shall  notify  each  member  by  mail  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Society.  He  shall  duly  record  the  proceedings  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Society  and  executive  board,  prepare  ballots,  act  as  editor 
of  such  publications  as  are  ordered  to  be  printed  and  shall  prepare  and 
countersign  all  diplomas  and  certificates  of  the  Society.  He  shall  keep 
a  registration  book,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  names  and  descriptions 
of  new  varieties  of  plants  under  the  rules  of  the  Society,  application 
for  same  having  been  duly  made  by  the  owner  thereof,  and  shall  give 
prompt  public  notice  of  each  registration  with  the  date  of  same  in 
such  horticultural  journals  as  the  executive  board  may  direct.  He  shall 
receive  for  his  services  such  salary  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  allowed 
by  the  Society,  and  traveling  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer.  By  action  of  the  Society  at 
the  convention  held  in  Baltimore  the  secretary  was  made  manager  of 
the  trade  exhibition  at  all  conventions. 

(d)  Treasurer. — The  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society,  and  shall  pay  all  bills  when  same  have  been  approved  by 
the  president  and  secretary.  He  shall  make  all  transfers  and  invest- 
ments under  the  direction  of  the  executive  board  and  shall  keep  a  cor- 
rect record  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  rendering  an  account  annu- 
ally to  the  Society,  the  same  having  been  duly  audited  at  the  preceding 
meeting  of  the  executive  board.  He  shall  give  bonds  in  such  sum  as 
the  executive  board  may  from  time  to  time  deem  sufficient,  the  expenses 
of  furnishing  such  bond  to  be  assumed  by  the  Society,  and  shall  receive 
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for  his  services  such  salary  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  allowed  by 
the  Society. 

(e)  Directors. — The  directors  shall  attend  all  executive  meetings 
as  hereinafter  provided  and  perform  such  duties  as  devolve  upon  them 
as  members  of  the  executive  board. 

(f)  State  Vice-Presidents.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  State 
vice-president  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Society  of  progress  and 
interesting  horticultural  events  that  have  occurred  in  his  State  during 
the  preceding  year,  to  assist  the  officers  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
and  in  general  to  promote  as  best  he  can  the  welfare  of  the  National 
Society.  He  shall  be  the  accredited  representative  of  the  Society  at  all 
meetings  and  exhibitions  of  importance  in  his  State. 

ARTICLE    III. 

GOVERNMENT,    EXECUTIVE    BOABD. 

Between  the  sessions  of  the  Society  its  government  shall  be  vested 
in  an  executive  board,  consisting  of  the  president,  junior  ex-president, 
first  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  six  directors.  A  regular 
meeting  of  the  board  shall  be  held  each  year  about  mid-Lent,  at  the 
call  of  the  secretary,  upon  such  date  as  the  president  may  direct,  at 
which  a  programme  for  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be 
considered  and  adopted,  and  special  rules  and  regulations  for  the  man- 
agement of  the  exhibition  shall  be  arranged.  At  this  meeting  the 
accounts  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  be  audited,  appropriations 
made  for  specific  purposes  and  such  other  action  taken  as  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  board  may  be  for  the  welfare  of  the  Society,  and  any 
action  taken  by  the  executive  board  at  its  meetings  shall  be  legal  and 
binding  upon  the  Society,  providing  that  it  is  not  inconsistent  with 
these  by-laws,  and  provided,  further,  that  no  expenditure  or  contract 
for  expenditure  in  excess  of  $100  for  any  special  purpose  shall  be 
valid  until  approved  by  vote  of  the  Society.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty 
of  the  executive  board  to  supervise  the  proceedings  and  exhibition  of 
the  Society  at  its  annual  meeting,  and  to  this  end  the  board  shall  hold 
during  the  annual  meeting  daily  sessions  at  the  call  of  the  secretary. 
Special  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  called  by  the  secretary  on  order 
of  the  president,  or  request  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  execu- 
tive board.  No  business  other  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  shall  be 
transacted  at  such  meeting.  Seven  members  of  the  board  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting.  The 
executive  board  may  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  conduct 
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of  their  meetings  and  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  these  by-laws.  Mileage  shall 
be  allowed  all  members  of  the  board  in  attendance  upon  regular  or 
special  meetings,  sessions  during  the  annual  convention  alone  excepted. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

MEMBEESHIP. 

Section  1.  Eligibility. — All  persons  interested  in  horticulture,  pro- 
fessional or  amateur,  and  manufacturers  of  and  dealers  in  horticultural 
supplies  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  individually  in  this  Society. 

Sec.  2. — Fees  and  Assessments. — Any  eligible  person  may  become  a 
member  of  the  Society  on  the  payment  of  $5.00,  and  such  payment  shall 
cover  the  annual  dues  for  the  balance  of  the  calendar  year. 

The  annual  dues  shall  be  $3.00  per  year,  payable  in  advance  on  the 
first  day  of  January.  Any  annual  member  in  good  standing  may  become 
a  life  member  on  payment  of  $25.00,  and  be  exempt  from  all  future 
assessments. 

ARTICLE    V. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  Meetings. — The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall 
be  held  at  Buffalo,  New  York,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  August,  1901,  and 
thereafter  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
August  in  each  year,  continuing  for  three  days  or  until  all  business  is 
completed,  the  location  of  the  next  following  meeting  to  be  selected  by 
ballot  at  the  evening  session  of  the  first  day  of  each  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  Quorum. — ^Thirty  members  present  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting. 

Sec.  3.     Proxy  Voting. — Proxy  voting  shall  not  be  allowed. 
Sec.  4.    Order  of  Business. — ^The  transaction  of  business  shall  be 
In  the  following  order: — 

Calling  to  order. 

President's  address. 

Report  of  secretary. 

Report  of  treasurer. 

Reports  of  State  vice-presidents.

Adjournment. 
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Sec.  5.  Exhibitions. — There  shall  be  held,  whenever  practicable, 
in  connection  with  each  annual  convention,  an  exhibition  of  materials 
and  manufactures  used  in  and  products  of  horticulture.  It  shall  be  in 
charge  of  a  superintendent,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  executive 
board  at  its  preliminary  annual  meeting,  and  shall  be  governed  by  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  executive  board  shall  adopt.  Judges  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  president  and  secretary  at  least  one  month  before 
the  exhibition. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

PLANT    EEGISTBATION. 

A  registration  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  secretary,  in  which  shall 
be  inscribed  names  and  descriptions  of  new  plants,  as  furnished  by 
the  owners  thereof,  under  the  rules  of  the  Society.  Names  so  inscribed 
shall  be  recognized  officially  as  the  proper  and  permanent  titles  respec- 
tively of  the  varieties  as  registered,  and  this  Society  shall  do  all  in  its 
power  to  prevent  the  subsequent  application  of  any  name  thus  registered 
to  any  other  plant  in  the  same  special  class,  or  the  distribution  of 
plants  so  recorded,  under  any  title  other  than  the  one  thus  given  it. 

On  receipt  of  application  for  registration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  secretary  to  give  public  notice  thereof,  and  if,  after  the  lapse  of 
three  weeks  from  date  of  said  application,  no  protest  shall  have  been 
filed  with  the  secretary,  due  annotincement  of  registration  shall  then 
be  made;  but  when  there  exists  a  permanent  committee  or  affiliating 
society  especially  devoted  to  the  interests  of  any  distinct  class  of  plants 
or  flowers,  the  secretary  shall,  on  receipt  of  application  for  registration 
of  a  plant  belonging  in  such  class,  refer  such  application  to  the  duly 
constituted  authorities  of  such  committee  or  society,  in  lieu  of  public 
notice,  and,  upon  the  return  of  said  application  regularly  approved  by 
such  authorities,  shall  make  public  announcement  accordingly.  Failure 
to  return  such  application  to  the  secretary  within  a  period  of  three 
weeks  shall  be  construed  as  approval  and  announcement  made  accord- 
ingly. 

Any  protest  under  the  above  provisions  shall  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  three  specially  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  S.  A.  F.,  for 
this  purpose.  The  committee  shall  act  promptly,  and  their  decision 
shall  be  accepted  as  final. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

BESEEVE   FUND. 

Money  accruing  from  life  membership  payments  shall  form  a  re- 
serve fund,  the  interest  of  which  may  be  appropriated  annually  for 
general  or  specific  purposes. 
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ARTICLE    VIII. 

DONATIONS   AND   BEQUESTS. 

Whenever  any  donation  or  bequest  shall  be  made  to  the  Society 
for  any  specific  purpose,  it  shall  be  so  applied  and  the  name  of  the 
donor  and  the  amount  and  the  description  of  each  donation  shall  be 
registered  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose.  The  Society  may,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  executive  board,  award  medals  or  other  testi- 
monials to  donors  or  benefactors  of  the  Society  who  have  advanced  its 
interests  or  promoted  its  usefulness. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

SPECIAL  APPROPBIATIONS. 

Every  resolution  involving  an  appropriation  of  money  must  be 
referred  to  the  executive  board  before  it  can  be  acted  upon ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  report  on  the  same  at  the  next  session  after 
the  one  at  which  such  resolution  is  Introduced ;  provided,  however,  that 
in  cases  of  urgency  the  executive  board  may  retire  for  consultation  and 
report  at  the  same  session  at  which  such  resolution  was  introduced. 

ARTICLE    X. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  constitution  and  by-laws  may  be  amended  or  altered  at  any 
regular  meeting  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  members  present,  notice  of 
such  alteration  or  amendment  having  been  submitted  to  the  Society  at 
a  previous  meeting  or  furnished  to  the  secretary  by  June  1st,  preceding 
the  meeting,  and  published  in  full  by  him  in  the  general  programme 
and  call  of  the  Society,  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting.

BEGTTLATIONS   GOVERNING  ACTION   AT   MEETINGS. 

Convention  Invitations.  At  the  Buffalo  convention,  1901,  a  resolu- 
tion was  passed  to  the  effect  that  no  verbal  invitations  as  to  the  place 
of  meeting  of  the  Society  be  presented  by  anjone  not  a  florist,  or  a 
member  of  the  Society.

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  the  Niagara  Falls  con- 
vention, August,  1908,  the  Society  debars  the  general  public  from  the 
annual  trade  exhibition,  except  on  the  Thursday  afternoon  of  conven- 
tion week. 

STANDARD  FLOWER  POTS. 

In  making  awards  on  exhibits  of  flower  pots,  the  judges  are  directed 
that  the  Society  will  not  recognize  any  flower  pots  other  than  those 
which  conform  to  the  standard  adopted  by  the  Society. 


LIFE  MEMBERS. 

Members  or  others  taking  out  life  memberships  in  the  Society  are 
entitled  to  engrossed  certificates  of  membership,  which  will  be  framed 
at  the  expense  of  the  Society,  and  forwarded  to  the  member,  who  is 
required  to  defray  the  express  charges  incident  to  forwarding.  Special 
and  permanent  badges  for  life  members  may  be  obtained  of  the  secre- 
tary for  75c.  each,  and  it  is  recommended  that  all  members  entitled  to 
them  procure  them.

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Berckmans  of  Augusta,  in  the  State  of  Georgia;  H.  Papworth  of  New 
Orleans,  in  the  State  of  Louisiana;  Elmer  D.  Smith  of  Adrian,  and 
Henry  Balsley  of  Detroit,  in  the  State  of  Michigan;  F.  A.  Whelan  of 
Mount  Vernon  on  the  Potomac,  in  the  State  of  Virginia ;  Adam  Graham 
of  Cleveland,  in  the  State  of  Ohio;  William  Fraser  of  Baltimore,  in 
the  State  of  Maryland;  John  Spalding  of  New  London,  and  John 
Champion  of  New  Haven,  in  the  State  of  Connecticut ;  and  Charles  W. 
Hoitt  of  Nashua,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  their  associates  and 
successors,  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  of  The  Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticul- 
turists, for  the  development  and  advancement  of  floriculture  and  horti- 
culture in  all  their  branches,  to  increase  and  diffuse  the  knowledge 
thereof,  and  for  kindred  purposes  in  the  interest  of  floriculture  and 
horticulture.  Said  association  is  authorized  to  adopt  a  constitution 
and  to  make  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  law,  to  hold  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  so  far  only  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  its  lawful  ends,  to  the  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  and  such  other  estate  as  may  be  donated  or  bequeathed  in  any 
State  or  Territory:  Provided,  That  all  property  so  held,  and  the 
proceeds  thereof,  shall  be  held  and  used  solely  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  the  Act.  The  principal  office  of  the  association  shall  be  at 
Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  but  annual  meetings  may  be 
held  in  such  places  as  the  incorporators  or  their  successors  shall  de- 
termine: Provided,  That  this  corporation  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
occupy  any  park  of  the  City  of  Washington. 

Sec.  2.    That  Congress  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal 
this  Act  in  whole  or  in  part.

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OUR  CHARTER  POWERS 

Certain  questions  bearing  upon  the  Charter  powers  of  the  Society 
having  been  presented  to  President  Welch  for  his  consideration,  opinion 
of  counsel  was  obtained,  and  questions  and  answers  are  here  set  forth 
for  the  information  of  our  members : 

"What  powers  does  the  National  Charter  of  the  Society  of 
American  Florists'  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists  confer  upon  that 
body,  and  in  the  event  of  a  suit  being  brought  that  would  involve 
the  funds  of  the  organization,  such  as  a  suit  for  damages,  is  there 
any  responsibility  upon  the  individual  members?  Also,  what  powers 
under  the  charter  does  the  organization  possess  to  delegate  its  powers 
to  other  subsidiary  organizations,  individuals  or  committees?  What  is 
the  difference  between  an  organization  acting  under  a  National  charter 
and  a  corporation  acting  under  some  special  State  law?" 

My  answer  to  the  first  question,  "What  powers  does  the  National 
Charter  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  confer  upon  that  body,  and  in  the  event 
of  suit  being  brought  that  would  involve  the  funds  of  the  organization 
such  as  suit  for  damages,  is  there  any  responsibility  upon  the  in- 
dividual members?"  I  would  divide  into  two  parts.  As  to  the  powers 
created  by  the  National  Charter,  I  find  that  "certain  men  and  their 
associates  and  successors  are  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by 
the  name  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horti- 
culturists for  the  development  and  advancement  of  floriculture  and 
horticulture  in  all  their  branches  and  to  increase  and  diffuse  the 
knowledge  thereof,  and  for  kindred  purposes  in  the  interests  of  flori- 
culture and  horticulture.  The  said  organization  is  authorized  to  adopt 
a  constitution  and  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  law,  and  to  hold  real 
and  personal  estate  in  the  District  of  Columbia  as  far  as  may  be 
necessary  to  its  lawful  ends  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $50,000,  and 
such  other  estate  as  may  be  donated  or  bequeathed  in  any  State  or 
Territory."  I  interpret  that  clause  to  mean  that  your  Society  can 
advocate  and  advance  anything  of  interest  to  floriculture  and  horti- 
culture, but  that  its  powers  are  limited  strictly  to  this.  I  would  also 
interpret  your  charter  to  mean  that  your  organization  has  power 
to  take  part  in  any  business  connected  with  floriculture  or  horticulture, 
not  for  profit,  but  simply  for  the  advancement  and  development  of  its 
end.  Answering  the  second  part  of  the  question  I  would  say  that  if 
the  organization  at  its  annual  meeting  did  some  act  ultra  vires  that 
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was  beyond  its  powers,  and  that  damages  resulted  therefrom  which 
created  right  of  action  on  which  suit  could  be  brought,  then  the  in- 
dividual members  might  possibly  be  held,  but  that  is  the  most  ex- 
treme case  that  I  can  think  of.  Ordinarily,  I  would  say  that  there  is 
no  responsibility  upon  the  individual  members  of  your  organization, 
as  by  law  the  members  of  any  corporation  are  protected  from  indi- 
vidual liability. 

In  answer  to  the  question,  "What  powers  under  the  Charter  does 
the  organization  possess  to  delegate  its  powers  to  other  subsidiary 
organizations,  individuals  or  committees?"  I  would  say  that  it  has  a 
perfect  right  to  delegate  some  power,  and  especially  such  powers  as 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  authorize,  to  any  subsidiary  organiza- 
tion, individual  or  committee  duly  appointed  as  its  agent  and  acting 
for  it  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Answering  the  question,  "What  is  the  difference  between  the  Na- 
tional Charter  and  a  ^  corporation  under  some  special  state  law  ?"  I 
would  say  that  there  is  practically  no  difference,  as  Congress  has  the 
power  to  create  corporations  as  an  appropriate  means  of  executing  any 
of  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Constitution  from  the  general  Govern- 
ment. Congress  may  create  corporations  for  various  purposes,  and 
acts  as  a  local  legislature  for  the  District  of  Columbia.  Corporations 
created  in  the  District  of  Columbia  acting  in  any  States  of  the  Union 
are  considered  foreign  corporations,  the  same  as  any  corporation  act- 
ing in  a  different  State  than  that  in  which  it  was  created.  Ordinarily 
suits  against  foreign  corporations  may  be  brought  in  any  State  in 
which  they  are  acting,  under  the  laws  of  that  State.  Corporations 
created  by  Congress  are  held  by  implication  to  make  any  controversy 
to  which  that  corporation  may  be  a  party  a  controversy  arising  under 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution. 
Such  corporations  can  undoubtedly  ask  that  any  suit  against  them 
be  heard  in  a  Federal  Court. 

Briefly,  I  think  I  have  answered  the  questions  inquired  about.  In 
order  to  answer  them  fully,  and  bring  in  all  the  little  niceties  and  dis- 
tinctions, I  would  have  to  spend  a  great  deal  of  time,  but  for  your 
purposes  I  think  I  have  covered  the  ground.  If  I  have  not  I  should 
be  glad  to  answer  further  at  your  suggestion.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE    I. 

OBJECTS. 

The  objects  of  the  Society  are  to  advance  the  love  of  floriculture 
and  horticulture  in  America ;  to  promote  and  encourage  the  development 
of  their  industries;  to  classify  their  products;  to  hold  meetings  and 
exhibitions ;  to  co-operate  with  the  National  and  State  governments  and 
horticultural  bodies  in  disseminating  horticultural  knowledge. 

ARTICLE    II. 

ELECTION    AND   APPOINTMENT   OF    OFFICERS,    DIEECTOES,    AND    COMMITTEE, 
AND  THEIE  EESPECTIVE  DUTIES. 

Section  1.  Officers. — ^The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a 
president,  first  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer  and  such  other 
officers,  agents  and  committees  as  the  president  or  executive  board 
shall  appoint,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec.  2.    Elections  and  Appointments  : — 

(a)  The  president,  first  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and 
two  directors  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  and  their  term  of  office  shall  begin  with  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary next  succeeding  the  election.  The  term  of  office  of  the  president, 
vice-president,  secretary,  and  treasurer  shall  be  one  year,  and  the  term 
of  office  of  the  directors  three  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 

(b)  The  president  shall  appoint  on  the  first  day  of  January  of 
each  year,  or  as  soon  afterward  as  may  be  possible,  one  or  more  State 
vice-presidents  from  each  State  and  Territory  represented  in  the  mem- 
bership, to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year.  Clubs,  societies  or  kindred 
organizations  of  professional  florists,  gardeners  and  horticulturists, 
having  paid-up  membership  of  one  hundred  or  more  members  in  the 
S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representative  on  the  board 
of  directors.    Such  representative  shall  be  the  president  of  such  organi- 
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zation  and  must  be  a  member  of  this  Society.  Any  elective  officer  or 
appointed  director  shall  not  be  eligible  as  a  representative  of  such 
organization.  When  the  president  of  any  such  organization  is  already 
a  director,  the  vice-president  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office.  Any  organi- 
zation applying  for  representation  shall  submit  to  the  secretary  of  this 
Society  a  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  their  organization 
that  they  wish  such  representation  on  the  board  of  directors,  together 
with  a  complete  list  of  its  membership.  It  shall  be  the  secretary's  duty 
to  confirm  same  and  submit  it  to  the  president  for  final  confirmation. 
Announcement  of  such  director  shall  be  made  by  the  president.  The 
president  shall  also  appoint  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year  a 
representative  at  Washington,  D.  C,  who  shall  as  such  also  be  a  member 
of  the  board  of  directors,  and  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  one  year. 

(c)  Nominations  for  elective  officers  shall  be  made  orally  at  the 
morning  session  of  the  second  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

(d)  The  secretary  shall  cause  official  ballots  to  be  prepared 
according  to  the  "Australian"  form  containing  the  names  of  all  candi- 
dates nominated  for  the  various  elective  offices.  Balloting  shall  take 
place  at  the  morning  session  of  the  third  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 
The  secretary  shall  prepare  four  election  books,  in  which  the  names  of 
members  eligible  to  vote  are  alphabetically  arranged.  Book  1  to  con- 
tain all  names  from  letter  "A"  to  letter  "D"  inclusive.  Book  2  to  con- 
tain all  names  from  letter  "E"  to  letter  "K"  inclusive.  Book  3  to  con- 
tain all  names  from  letter  "L"  to  letter  *'R"  inclusive.  Book  4  to 
contain  all  names  from  letter  "S"  to  letter  "Z"  inclusive.  The  secretary 
shall  provide  one  ballot  box  for  each  book.  The  president  or  presiding 
officer  shall  appoint  one  checker  for  each  book,  and  one  receiver  for 
each  ballot  box,  and  one  judge  of  election,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
checkers  and  receivers,  who,  together  with  him,  form  the  election  board. 
They  shall,  after  the  close  of  the  polls,  assort  and  count  the  votes  cast 
and  report  the  results  to  the  convention.  The  polls  shall  remain  open 
from  10  A.  M.  to  11  A.  M.,  or  until  all  legal  voters  in  line  at  that  time 
shall  have  an  opportunity  to  cast  their  votes.  A  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  for  an  election;  and  the  president  or  pre- 
siding officer  shall  declare  who  is  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  elect  on 
the  first  ballot,  the  president  shall  order  a  new  ballot  immediately,  polls 
to  remain  open  one  hour;  should  this  ballot  fail  to  elect,  the  president 
shall  order  a  third  ballot,  polls  to  remain  open  one  hour;  this  ballot 
shall  be  limited  to  the  two  candidates  receiving  the  highest  vote  on 
preceding  ballot. 
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(e)  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  wliose  dues  for  the  current 
year  are  unpaid,  and  all  voters  shall  give  satisfactory  proof  of  their 
good  standing  in  the  Society,  as  defined  by  these  by-laws,  before  being 
allowed  to  deposit  their  ballot. 

(f)  No  ballot  shall  be  legal  or  shall  be  counted  in  the  result  ex- 
cept those  officially  prepared  by  the  Society  through  its  secretary. 

(g)  Vacancies  in  any  of  the  offices  of  the  Society  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  by  the  president,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  executive 
board. 

Sec.  3.    Duties  of  Officers  :— 

(a)  President. — ^The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Society,  and  exercise  a  general  supervision  of  its  affairs.  He  shall 
report  from  time  to  time  such  measures  as  seem  necessary  for  promot- 
ing its  objects  and  extending  its  usefulness.  He  shall  annually,  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  appoint  one  botanist,  one  entomologist,  one  vege- 
table pathologist,  and  one  State  vice-president  for  each  State  or  Terri- 
tory represented  in  the  Society;  he  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  execu- 
tive board  at  its  meetings  and  sign  all  diplomas  and  certificates  of  the 
Society. 

(b)  First  Vice-President. — In  the  event  of  the  absence,  resigna- 
tion, death  or  disability  of  the  president — said  disability  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  executive  board — the  first  vice-president  shall  exercise  all 
the  authority,  privileges  and  power  of  the  president.  He  shall  be  a 
resident  of  the  State  in  which  the  annual  meeting  is  held  during  his 
term  of  office  and  shall  be  the  official  representative  of  the  Society 
under  the  direction  of  the  executive  board  in  all  local  preparations  for 
said  meeting. 

(c)  Secretary. — The  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  Society  and  shall  have  charge  of  its  papers,  reports,  seal,  dies 
and  medals.  He  shall  audit  all  bills  against  the  Society,  receive  and 
receipt  for  all  fees  and  annual  assessments,  remitting  same  to  the 
treasurer,  and  shall  give  bonds  for  such  sum  as  the  executive  board 
may  from  time  to  time  deem  sufficient.  He  shall  keep  an  alphabetical 
list  of  all  members  and  shall  notify  each  member  by  mail  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Society.  He  shall  duly  record  the  proceedings  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Society  and  executive  board,  prepare  ballots,  act  as  editor 
of  such  publications  as  are  ordered  to  be  printed  and  shall  prepare  and 
countersign  all  diplomas  and  certificates  of  the  Society.  He  shall  keep 
a  registration  book,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  names  and  descriptions 
of  new  varieties  of  plants  under  the  rules  of  the  Society,  application 
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for  same  having  been  duly  made  by  the  owner  thereof,  and  shall  give 
prompt  public  notice  of  each  registration  with  the  date  of  same  in 
such  horticultural  journals  as  the  executive  board  may  direct.  He  shall 
receive  for  his  services  such  salary  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  allowed 
by  the  Society,  and  traveling  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer.  By  action  of  the  Society  at 
the  convention  held  in  Baltimore  the  secretary  was  made  manager  of 
the  trade  exhibition  at  all  conventions. 

(d)  Treasurer. — The  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society,  and  shall  pay  all  bills  when  same  have  been  approved  by 
the  president  and  secretary.  He  shall  make  all  transfers  and  invest- 
ments under  the  direction  of  the  executive  board  and  shall  keep  a  cor- 
rect record  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  rendering  an  account  annu- 
ally to  the  Society,  the  same  having  been  duly  audited  at  the  preceding 
meeting  of  the  executive  board.  He  shall  give  bonds  in  such  sum  as 
the  executive  board  may  from  time  to  time  deem  sufficient,  the  expenses 
of  furnishing  such  bond  to  be  assumed  by  the  Society,  and  shall  receive 
for  his  services  such  salary  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  allowed  by 
the  Society. 

(e)  Directors. — The  directors  shall  attend  all  executive  meetings 
as  hereinafter  provided  and  perform  such  duties  as  devolve  upon  them 
as  members  of  the  executive  board. 

(f)  State  Vice-Presidents.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  State 
vice-president  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Society  of  progress  and 
interesting  horticultural  events  that  have  occurred  in  his  State  during 
the  preceding  year,  to  assist  the  officers  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
and  in  general  to  promote  as  best  he  can  the  welfare  of  the  National 
Society.  He  shall  be  the  accredited  representative  of  the  Society  at  all 
meetings  and  exhibitions  of  importance  in  his  State. 

See.  4.    Standing  Committees  and  Their  Duties : — 

(a)  Standing  Committee  on  Convention  Garden. — ^The  president, 
assuming  office  January  1,  1917,  shall  appoint  three  members,  one  serving 
three  years,  one  two  years,  and  one  one  year.  Each  next  elected  presi- 
dent, when  taking  office,  shall  appoint  one  memher  to  serve  three  years. 
This  committee  shall  have  full  charge  of  all  Convention  Garden  arrange- 
ment work  under  the  direction  of  the  executive  board.  The  members 
shall  elect  their  own  chairman,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  call  of  the 
president  and  the  executive  board. 

(b)  Publicity  Committee. — ^The  president,  assuming  office  January 
1,  1917,  shall  appoint  five  members,  one  to  serve  five  years,  one  four 
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years,  one  three  years,  one  two  years,  one  one  year.  Each  next  elected 
president,  when  taking  office,  shall  appoint  one  member  to  serve  five 
years.  The  members  shall  elect  their  own  chairman.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  this  committee  to  keep  up  an  efficient  campaign  of  proper  horti- 
cultural and  floricultural  advertisement  along  educational  and  progres- 
sive lines,  in  trade  papers,  periodicals,  and  the  press  in  general. 

(c)  American  Horticultural  Products  Committee. — ^The  president, 
assuming  office  January  1,  1917,  shall,  and  each  next  elected  president 
upon  taking  office  shall  appoint  three  members  to  serve  one  year.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  advocate,  induce,  promote,  and 
assist  in  every  possible  way  the  production  in  this  country  of  horticul- 
tural products  now  imported  from  foreign  lands. 

(d)  National  Credit  and  Collection  Department  Committee. — The 
president  assuming  office  January,  1917,  shall  appoint  nine  members  to 
be  selected  from  the  large  floral  centers  of  the  country,  to  consider  the 
above  and  present  its  findings,  conclusions  and  recommendations  to  the 
Society  at  annual  convention. 

ARTICLE    III. 

GOVEENMENT,    EXECUTIVE   BOABD. 

Between  the  sessions  of  the  Society  its  government  shall  be  vested 
In  an  executive  board,  consisting  of  the  president,  junior  ex-president, 
first  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  the  board  of  directors. 
A  regular  meeting  of  the  board  shall  be  held  each  year  about  mid-Lent, 
at  the  call  of  the  secretary,  upon  such  date  as  the  president  may  direct, 
at  which  a  programme  for  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall 
be  considered  and  adopted,  and  special  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
management  of  the  exhibition  shall  be  arranged.  At  this  meeting  the 
accounts  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  be  audited,  appropriations 
made  for  specific  purposes  and  such  other  action  taken  as  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  board  may  be  for  the  welfare  of  the  Society,  and  any 
action  taken  by  the  executive  board  at  its  meetings  shall  be  legal  and 
binding  upon  the  Society,  providing  that  it  is  not  inconsistent  with 
these  by-laws,  and  provided,  further,  that  no  expenditure  or  contract 
for  expenditure  in  excess  of  $100  for  any  special  purpose  shall  be 
valid  until  approved  by  vote  of  the  Society.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty 
of  the  executive  board  to  supervise  the  proceedings  and  exhibition  of 
the  Society  at  its  annual  meeting,  and  to  this  end  the  board  shall  hold 
during  the  annual  meeting  daily  sessions  at  the  call  of  the  secretary. 
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Special  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  called  by  the  secretary  on  order 
of  the  president,  or  request  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  execu- 
tive board.  No  business  other  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  shall  be 
transacted  at  such  meeting.  Seven  members  of  the  board  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting.  The 
executive  board  may  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  conduct 
of  their  meetings  and  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  these  by-laws.  Mileage  shall 
be  allowed  all  members  of  the  board  in  attendance  upon  regular  or 
special  meetings,  sessions  during  the  annual  convention  alone  excepted. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  Eligibility. — All  persons  interested  in  horticulture,  pro- 
fessional or  amateur,  and  manufacturers  of  and  dealers  in  horticultural 
supplies  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  individually  in  this  Society. 

Sec.  2. — Fees  and  Assessments. — Any  eligible  person  may  become  a 
member  of  the  Society  on  the  payment  of  $5.00,  and  such  payment  shall 
cover  the  annual  dues  for  the  balance  of  the  calendar  year. 

The  annual  dues  shall  be  $3.00  per  year,  payable  in  advance  on  the 
first  day  of  January.  Any  annual  member  in  good  standing  may  become 
a  life  member  on  payment  of  $25.00,  and  be  exempt  from  all  future 
assessments. 

ARTICLE    V. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  At  the  thirty-second  annual  meeting  to  be  held  August 
15  to  18  in  Houston,  Texas,  the  meeting  places  for  the  years  1917  and 
1918  shall  be  selected  by  ballot,  and  at  the  meeting  of  1917  and  at  every 
meeting  thereafter,  the  meeting  place  for  the  second  year  following  that 
meeting  shall  be  so  selected,  except  in  such  cases  when  the  convention 
is  held  in  such  sections  of  the  United  States  where  the  month  of  August 
is  not  considered  the  best  time  for  the  convention.  The  change  in  date 
will  not  be  considered,  however,  unless  a  petition  is  sent  by  the  conven- 
tion city  in  time  for  the  mid-Lent  meeting  of  the  executive  board  and 
setting  forth  its  reasons  for  such  change  of  date.  In  such  event  the 
board  will  have  the  power  to  change  the  dates  of  the  meeting.  The 
balloting  shall  be  done  at  the  evening  session  of  the  first  day  of  each 
annual  convention.  The  time  for  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  the  third 
Tuesday  of  August  in  each  year,  continuing  for  three  days,  or  until  all 
business  is  completed.  The  city  applying  for  the  meeting  shall,  with  its 
written  application,  provide  the  free  use  of  a  place  for  the  purposes  of  a 
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Convention  Garden,  which  place  shall  be  available,  if  desired,  from  the 
early  Spring  of  the  year  before  the  meeting  to  the  late  Fall  of  the  year 
of  the  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  Quorum. — Thirty  members  present  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting. 

Sec.  3.     Proxy  Voting. — Proxy  voting  shall  not  be  allowed. 

Sec.  4.  Order  of  Business. — The  transaction  of  business  shall  be 
In  the  following  order: — 

Calling  to  order. 

President's  address. 

Reading  minutes  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Report  of  secretary. 

Report  of  treasurer. 

Reports  of  State  vice-presidents. 

Reports  of  standing  committees.

Sec.  5.  Exhibitions. — There  shall  be  held,  whenever  practicable, 
In  connection  with  each  annual  convention,  an  exhibition  of  materials 
and  manufactures  used  In  and  products  of  horticulture.  It  shall  be  In 
charge  of  a  superintendent ;  such  superintendent  shall  be  the  secretary 
of  the  Society  and  shall  have  full  charge  of  the  trade  exhibitions  at  all 
conventions,  and  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
executive  board  shall  adopt.  Judges  shall  be  appointed  by  the  presi- 
dent and  secretary  at  least  one  month  before  the  exhibition. 

ARTICLE    VT. 

PLANT    REGISTRATION. 

A  registration  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  secretary,  in  which  shall 
be  Inscribed  names  and  descriptions  of  new  plants,  as  furnished  by 
the  owners  thereof,  under  the  rules  of  the  Society.  Names  so  inscribed 
shall  be  recognized  ofricially  as  the  proper  and  permanent  titles  respec- 
tively of  the  varieties  as  registered,  and  this  Society  shall  do  all  in  its 
power  to  prevent  the  subsequent  application  of  any  name  thus  registered 
to  any  other  plant  in  the  same  special  class,  or  the  distribution  of 
plants  so  recorded,  under  any  title  other  than  the  one  thus  given  It. 
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On  receipt  of  application  for  registration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  secretary  to  give  public  notice  thereof,  and  if,  after  the  lapse  of 
three  weeks  from  date  of  said  application,  no  protest  shall  have  been 
filed  v^ith  the  secretary,  due  announcement  of  registration  shall  then 
be  made;  but  when  there  exists  a  permanent  committee  or  affiliating 
society  especially  devoted  to  the  interests  of  any  distinct  class  of  plants 
or  flowers,  the  secretary  shall,  on  receipt  of  application  for  registration 
of  a  plant  belonging  in  such  class,  refer  such  application  to  the  duly 
constituted  authorities  of  such  committee  or  society,  in  lieu  of  public 
notice,  and,  upon  the  return  of  said  application  regularly  approved  by 
such  authorities,  shall  make  public  announcement  accordingly.  Failure 
to  return  such  application  to  the  secretary  within  a  period  of  three 
weeks  shall  be  construed  as  approval  and  announcement  made  accord- 
ingly. 

Any  protest  under  the  above  provisions  shall  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  three  specially  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  S.  A.  F.,  for 
this  purpose.  The  committee  shall  act  promptly,  and  their  decision 
shall  be  accepted  as  final. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

EESEBVE    FUND. 

Money  accruing  from  life  membership  payments  shall  form  a  re- 
serve fund,  the  interest  of  which  may  be  appropriated  annually  for 
general  or  specific  purposes. 

ARTICLE    VIIL 

DONATIONS    AND   BEQUESTS. 

Whenever  any  donation  or  bequest  shall  be  made  to  the  Society 
for  any  specific  purpose,  it  shall  be  so  applied  and  the  name  of  the 
donor  and  the  amount  and  the  description  of  each  donation  shall  be 
registered  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose.  The  Society  may,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  executive  board,  award  medals  or  other  testi- 
monials to  donors  or  benefactors  of  the  Society  who  have  advanced  its 
interests  or  promoted  its  usefulness. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

SPECIAL   APPEOPEIATIONS. 

Every  resolution  involving  an  appropriation  of  money  must  be 
referred  to  the  executive  board  before  it  can  be  acted  upon ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  report  on  the  same  at  the  next  session  after 
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the  one  at  which  such  resolution  is  introduced ;  provided,  however,  that 
in  cases  of  urgency  the  executive  board  may  retire  for  consultation  and 
report  at  the  same  session  at  which  such  resolution  was  introduced. 

ARTICLE   X. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  constitution  and  by-laws  may  be  amended  or  altered  at  any 
regular  meeting  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  members  present,  notice  of 
such  alteration  or  amendment  having  been  submitted  to  the  Society  at 
a  previous  meeting  or  furnished  to  the  secretary  by  June  1st,  preceding 
the  meeting,  and  published  in  full  by  him  in  the  general  programme 
and  call  of  the  Society,  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting. 
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PROCEEDINGS 


The  Thirty-second  Annual  Convention  of  the  Society  of  American 
Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists  was  held  in  the  Convention 
Hall  of  the  City  Auditorium,  Houston,  Texas,  on  August  15,  16  and  17, 
1916,  under  the  presidency  of  Daniel  MacRorie,  San  Francisco,  Cal. ; 
John  Young,  New  York  City,  secretary. 

While  there  was  not  the  attendance  from  the  North  and  East  at 
the  convention  that  had  been  confidently  expected,  an  enthusiastic  meet- 
ing was  held  and  a  pronounced  interest  was  awakened  locally  and  in  the 
entire  southwestern  territory.

Florists  from  other  sections  were  not  only  received  with  a  warm 
welcome  in  Houston,  but  the  Southern  florists  also  entertained  them 
en  route,  notably  at  New  Orleans  where  they  were  accorded  a  fine 
reception. 

The  Houston  Convention  Hall  is  a  fine  structure  admirably  adapted 
for  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  designed.  The  acoustics  were  good. 
The  weather  was  favorable,  and  less  inconvenience  was  experienced 
from  heat  than  at  many  previous  conventions  held  in  presumably  cooler 
cities.  The  Convention  Garden  reflected  great  credit  on  the  manage- 
ment  of    Superintendent   of   Parks,   C.   L.    Brock,   and   indirectly   has 
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advanced  the  cause  of  barticulture  greatly  in  Texas.  Both  the  city  of 
Houston  and  the  State  of  Texas  will  carry  out  improvements  the 
coming  year  which  may  be  indirectly  largely  attributed  to  the  influence 
of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  Convention.  On  Monday,  August  14th,  the 
day  preceding  the  opening  of  the  main  convention  the  Texas  State 
Florists'  Association  held  an  enthusiastic  and  well-attended  meeting; 
this  organization  being  now  in  the  third  year  of  its  existence,  its  affairs 
in  capable  hands,  with  every  prospect  of  continued  and  increased 
usefulness. 

Altogether,  although  it  was  a  matter  of  great  regret  that  a  larger 
number  of  florists  from  other  sections  that  contain  the  largest  percen- 
tage of  membership  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  were  not  able  to  attend 
the  convention,  the  threatened  railroad  strike  possibly  keeping  many  of 
them  away,  the  membership  of  the  Society  was  augmented  largely  by 
the  Houston  meeting  and  many  results  will  flow  from  it  that  will  con- 
tribute to  the  success  and  development  not  only  of  the  southwestern 
territory  but  of  the  parent  organization  as  well. 
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FIRST  SESSION-TUESDAY  AFTER- 
NOON. AUGUST  15,  1916 


The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  Vice-President  R.  C.  Kerr, 
in  his  capacity  as  chairman  of  the  Advisory  Committee  and  also  as 
Past  President  of  the  Texas  State  Florists'  Association. 

Vice-President  Kerr  requested  all  to  rise  while  the  invocation  was 
pronounced  by  Rev.  W.  S.  Jacobs,  as  follows : 

INVOCATION— REV.  W.   S.  JACOBS,  HOUSTON,  TEX. 

Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father:  With  grateful  hearts  we 
come  before  Thee  at  the  opening  of  this  convention,  to  express  our 
gratitude  for  the  journeying  mercies  that  Thou  hast  manifested  to  us, 
so  that  we  are  gathered  here  together  in  this  building  this  afternoon. 

We  thank  Thee  that  our  lives  and  health  have  been  precious  in 
Thy  sight ;  that  Thou  hast  kept  us  as  in  the  hollow  of  Thy  hand. 

As  we  are  assembled  here  we  pray  that  Thy  blessing  may  rest 
upon  each  member  of  this  convention  and  all  the  interests  that  are  dear 
to  our  hearts,  whether  of  a  temporal  or  spiritual  nature. 

We  thank  Thee  for  all  the  mercies  with  which  Thou  hast  crowned 
our  lives,  not  the  least  of  which  is  the  beauty  with  which  Thou  hast 
adorned  the  world  about  us  and  the  love  that  Thou  hast  put  into  our 
hearts  for  the  beautiful  everywhere. 

We  thank  Thee  that  Thou  hast  turned  our  hearts  away  from  the 
rude,  and  the  unattractive,  and  the  useless  things  of  this  life,  and  that 
Thou  hast  given  us  the  power,  and  the  wisdom,  and  the  grace,  to  love 
the  beautiful  and  cultivate  it  everywhere.  So  may  we,  as  co-workers 
with  Thee  strive  to  beautify  the  world  in  which  we  live. 

We  thank  Thee  for  the  message  of  love,  and  good  wishes,  and  of 
good  cheer  and  of  inspiration  that  can  be  borne  to  us  by  flowers  and 
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shrubs.  We  thank  Thee  for  their  reviving  and  uplifting  influence  upon 
mankind ;  and  we  pray  that  more  and  more  we  may  see  their  value  as 
a  means  of  grace  to  higher  and  nobler  things. 

From  the  beautiful  flowers  and  the  inspiring  things  of  nature 
round  about  us  may  we  see  through  nature,  nature's  God;  and  so  in 
our  love  of  the  beautiful  may  we  be  led  more  and  more  to  worship  Thee. 

And  now  wilt  Thou  be  with  us  who  are  gathered  here.  Bless  all 
those  who  are  associated  in  this  work  all  over  this  broad  land;  bless 
their  homes  and  their  loved  ones;  and  when  after  sojourning  with  us 
for  a  season  they  turn  their  faces  homeward,  may  the  loving  favor  of 
Almighty  God  attend  them,  and  keep  them  in  all  their  ways;  and  to 
Thee  will  we  give  the  praise  forever.    Amen. 

Vice-President  Kerr:  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  will  now  present  to 
you  Hon.  Ben  Campbell,  Mayor  of  Houston,  who  will  deliver  the 
Address  of  Welcome  in  behalf  of  the  city  of  Houston.     (Applause.) 

ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME— HON.  BEN  CAMPBELL,  MAYOR. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

We  are  ordinarily  favored  with  a  great  many  conventions  of  dif- 
ferent kinds — some  political,  and  some  of  other  kinds;  but  there  is  no 
convention  that  we  have  had  the  honor  of  entertaining  that  is  calcu- 
lated to  do  more  good  for  the  uplift  of  the  community  than  yours. 

We  might  say  that  your  profession  is  in  fact  the  forerunner  of  all 
real  civilization.  Without  flowers,  without  ornamental  shrubs,  without 
the  things  that  you  stand  for,  our  cities  would  be  barren  places,  and 
our  homes  would  be  equally  unattractive. 

In  Houston  we  boast  of  a  condition  that  does  not  exist  everywhere. 
In  Houston  the  flowers  grow  the  year  'round.  I  believe  we  have  the 
prettiest  flowers  in  the  Fall,  even  prettier,  finer,  and  better  developed 
than  in  the  Spring.  To  some  of  you  that  statement  may  seem  strange; 
but  the  fact  remains  that  our  climate  here  is  such  that  there  is  not  a 
day  in  the  whole  year  that  some  beautiful  shrub  cannot  be  made  to 
grow.  There  is  not  a  week  in  the  year  that  our  garden  cannot  be  made 
beautiful;  and  with  that  condition  permanently  existing  with  us  there 
is  no  city  that  ought  to  appreciate  and  that  ought  to  welcome  a  conveii- 
tion  like  yours  more  than  Houston  does. 

Now  I  appreciate  the  fact  that  whenever  you  can  get  a  community 
to  cultivate  flowers,  and  whenever  you  can  get  them  to  be  interested  in 
their  lawns  and  shrubbery,  right  then  you  can  mark  the  start  for  prog- 
ress and  the  start  for  civic  improvement. 
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It  is  the  rarest  thing  on  earth  to  see  a  lovely  lawn,  beautiful  shrubs 
and  flowers  that  you  do  not  find  a  pleasant  home.  It  is  the  rarest  thing 
for  you  to  find  a  person  interested  in  flowers  who  is  not  a  public-spirited 
citizen;  a  citizen  who  is  interested  in  his  community,  interested  in  the 
things  about  him. 

Now  in  Houston  we  want  to  cultivate  that  disposition.  We  want 
to  have  our  people  feel  that  the  city  of  Houston  is  nothing  more  or  less 
than  one  great  big  home.  It  is  indeed  a  very  big  home.  The  little 
homes  are  for  our  citizens  to  keep  up  individually;  but  the  big  home, 
the  city,  is  for  us  to  keep  up  together;  and  insofar  as  each  of  us  values 
the  flowers  and  shrubs  around  his  own  home,  to  that  extent  we  add  to 
the  beauty  and  attractiveness  of  our  city. 

We  appreciate  your  presence  here,  because  we  feel  just  at  this  time 
that  you  can  be  of  vast  help  to  us.  We  feel  just  at  this  time  we  need 
the  one  thing  that  you  can  bring  us,  a  stimulation  of  the  disposition  on 
the  part  of  our  people  to  cultivate  their  gardens  and  to  take  an  interest 
in  flowers.  Our  florists  here  will  bear  me  out  in  the  statement,  as  to 
the  truth  of  which  they  will  convince  you  while  you  are  here,  that 
Houston  is  the  Home  of  Roses,  that  it  is  the  home  of  all  the  beautiful 
plants.  We  can  grow  them  with  less  trouble  on  more  days  out  of  the 
three  hundred  and  sixty-flve  days  in  the  year  than  any  other  city  that 
I  know  of,  and  with  less  care  and  mth  more  ease. 

There  really  exists  no  reason  why  every  vacant  spot  in  Houston, 
every  place  that  is  now  a  waste  place,  should  not  have  upon  it  flowers 
and  shrubbery  instead  of  weeds.  Just  imagine  what  the  difference 
would  be  in  the  community,  in  a  city  like  Houston,  or  a  city  like  Dallas, 
or  in  any  other  city  of  consequence,  in  the  impression  made  upon 
visitors  to  the  city  where  they  find  flowers  and  shrubs  on  every  hand 
as  against  cities  that  are  full  of  barren  spots  and  waste  places  and 
neglected  surroundings ! 

We  feel  that  you  can  do  more  to  assist  us  in  stimulating  that  spirit 
among  our  people  than  almost  any  one  else.  We  would  like  for  you  to 
be  more  closely  identified  with  us  in  your  work  than  as  mere  visitors. 
We  want  you  to  feel  that  it  is  within  your  power  to  promulgate  a  dis- 
position and  a  desire  on  the  part  of  ttie  people  of  Houston  to  take  a 
greater  interest  in  flowers  and  a  greater  interest  in  shrubbery.  If  you 
will  do  this  it  will  certainly  be  good  business  and  you  will  be  well 
repaid. 

Now  we  have  a  hospitable  community;  we  have  a  real  Southern 
climate  and  a  Southern  community.    You  will  find  the  people  of  Hous- 
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ton  always  open-hearted  and  generous;  you  will  find  them  all  to  be 
friendly  and  more  than  friendly.  They  are  always  glad  to  welcome 
strangers. 

While  you  are  here  we  want  you  to  feel  that  you  are  among  your 
friends  and  in  a  place  that  it  might  be  well  for  you  to  make  your 
future  abode  and  place  of  business,  come  here  and  grow  flowers  and 
sell  them  in  our  market  instead  of  shipping  them  to  us.  I  am  satisfied 
that  we  can  offer  you  inducements  superior  to  most  places  that  you  can 
find.  In  addition  to  our  climatic  advantages,  our  soil  is  well  adapted 
to  your  business,  and  our  people  are  fast  arriving  at  a  point  where  they 
really  appreciate  flowers  and  want  them.  While  you  are  here  get  our 
friend  Kerr  to  put  in  a  bigger  plant ;  get  the  other  florists  here  to  take 
an  interest  in  the  development  of  everything  that  will  help  to  beautify 
Houston.  Make  them  see  that  it  is  their  place  to  help  us  get  the  city 
in  shape  as  well  as  ours,  and  we  will  everlastingly  thank  you  for  your 
help  in  that  direction. 

I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  our  florists  here  are  not  taking  a  lively 
interest  in  the  beautification  of  our  city;  but  I  do  mean  to  say  that 
there  is  just  a  little  bit  more  that  they  can  do,  and  we  want  them  to 
do  their  best.  We  want  them  to  work  for  the  interests  of  others  as 
well  as  their  own ;  and  in  this  growing  city  there  will  always  be  oppor- 
tunity for  all  of  the  work  that  they  can  do. 

Now  while  you  are  here  we  want  you  to  take  anything  you  see  that 
pleases  you,  and  keep  it  just  as  long  as  you  please;  take  the  name  of 
the  fellow  that  you  take  it  from,  and  send  it  back  to  him  when  you  are 
through  with  it.    That's  all. 

While  you  are  looking  around  for  pretty  flowers  and  pretty  places 
and  the  pretty  things  that  we  may  be  able  to  show  you,  do  not  let  any 
policeman  interfere  with  you.  Your  badges  spell  protection ;  and  if  the 
police  disturb  you  too  much  or  want  to  prevent  you  from  enjoying  your- 
self, just  show  them  your  badge,  or  call  me  up  on  the  'phone  and  I  will 
put  you  through. 

I  want  you  to  go  to  some  of  our  roof  gardens;  you  cannot  appre- 
ciate Houston  from  the  street  level,  you  cannot  see  half  of  what  we 
have.  You  cannot  appreciate  all  that  we  claim  to  have  here ;  but  if  you 
will  take  a  trip  to  some  of  the  roof  gardens,  the  Rice  Hotel,  or  the 
Carter  Building,  or  up  to  the  top  of  some  of  these  tall  buildings,  you 
will  get  a  bird's-eye  view  of  Houston,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  some  of 
you  will  be  inspired  with  the  desire  to  come  here  to  live. 
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We  have  not  been  careless  about  flowers  and  shrubbery  altogether; 
but  we  have  not  been  as  diligent  as  we  might  have  been  in  the  matter 
of  improving  our  civic  condition  by  cultivating  flowers.  We  have  not 
put  flowers  wherever  they  could  be  put.  We  have  tried  to  get  them  in 
our  front  yards,  and  some  of  us  have  been  content  with  growing  a 
little  grass  there  instead  of  flowers;  but  I  want  to  see  the  day,  and  I 
hope  to  see  the  day,  that  every  citizen  of  Houston  will  have  flowers  in 
his  yard  and  flowers  on  all  the  vacant  spots  around  him;  and  if  that 
comes  to  be  true  in  the  next  ten  years,  I  will  credit  this  convention 
with  the  work. 

We  sincerely  hope  while  you  are  here  that  you  will  have  a  pleasant 
stay  and  an  enjoyable  visit  in  Houston,  that  your  deliberations  will  be 
profitable;  and  when  you  leave  we  hope  that  you  will  carry  with  you 
such  memories  as  will  bring  you  back  soon  among  us  for  your  next 
convention.  We  want  you  to  know  that  the  latch-string  is  always  on 
the  outside  of  the  door,  and  that  whenever  you  come  we  will  always  be 
glad  to  do  our  best  to  make  your  stay  very  pleasant  among  us. 
(Applause.) 

Vice-President  Kerr:  Mr.  Wm.  F.  Gude,  our  Washington  Represen- 
tative, will  respond  to  Mayor  Campbell's  welcome. 

RESPONSE  TO  THE  MAYOR  BY  W.  F.  GUDE, 
WASHINGTON  REPRESENTATIVE. 

Mr.    Chairman,    Mr.    Mayor,    Members    of   the    S.    A.    F.,    Ladies   and 
Gentlemen : 

One  year  ago,  when  we  met  in  San  Francisco  and  an  invitation  was 
extended  to  come  to  the  city  of  Houston  the  word  went  around  that  it 
would  be  entirely  too  warm,  that  it  was  not  feasible  to  come  here. 
I  made  the  assertion  there  that  the  weather  in  recent  years  has  been 
no  respecter  of  localities  in  these  United  States  of  America,  and  that 
so  far  as  I  was  concerned,  Houston,  Texas,  was  the  place  for  me  and 
for  this  convention,  because  it  is  the  first  time  it  has  ever  been  south 
of  Asheville,  N.  C. 

And  I  want  to  say  to  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  and  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 
that  had  the  climate  been  made  to  order  for  this  occasion  it  could  not 
have  been  any  better  than  we  have  found  it. 

Your  suggestion  about  visiting  the  roof  gardens  is  an  excellent  one. 
I  personally  have  been  there  a  number  of  times  although  I  have  been 
in  your  city  hardly  forty-eight  hours;  and  I  want  to  say  to  you,  Mr. 
Mayor,  that  the  impression  I  have  received,  speaking  for  this  conven-

tion  has  convinced  me  we  have  miade  no  mistake  in  coming  to  Houston. 
The  real,  royal,  open-hearted  welcome  that  has  been  extended  to  us 
from  the  time  that  we  got  off  the  train,  at  the  Convention  Garden,  and 
at  the  hotel,  is  just  typical  of  that  Southern  hospitality  that  really  we 
Northerners  feel  we  must  come  and  grasp  you  by  the  hand  before  we 
can  fully  realize  that  royal  welcome  that  is  so  typical  of  the  Southern 
States.  (Applause.)  From  the  moment  that  our  train  reached  the 
Texas  border  it  really  seemed  that  the  atmosphere  was  different,  the 
people  were  different,  everything  seemed  to  breathe  hospitality  and 
welcome.  And  since  we  have  reached  the  city  of  Houston  that  feeling 
has  been  accentuated  to  a  large  degree  not  only  on  the  streets,  but  on 
the  roof  garden  on  the  eighteenth  floor. 

Mr.  Mayor,  I  have  been  to  a  great  many  conventions,  from  Minne- 
apolis to  Houston,  from  Boston  to  San  Francisco,  and  never  before  have 
we  had  pleasanter  quarters  or  hotel  accommodations  superior  to  those 
we  are  having  at  the  Rice  Hotel  across  the  way.  The  city  of  Houston 
may  well  be  proud  of  this  magnificent  institution  which  really  stands 
out  in  a  class  by  itself,  and  its  Roof  Garden  is  not  surpassed  anywhere 
in  these  United  States. 

Speaking  of  the  possibilities  of  floriculture  here,  I  have  been  im- 
pressed more  than  I  have  in  any  city  or  any  State  where  I  have  ever 
been.  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  spoke  of  Roses.  I  had  occasion  to  remark 
the  excellence  of  the  Roses  of  the  Convention  Garden  in  general,  and 
the  American  Beauties  in  particular,  as  superior  in  growth  to  any  that 
I  have  seen  in  the  United  States  of  America  anywhere.  I  am  told  by 
our  good  President  that  there  are  just  as  good  and  better  in  California. 
Be  that  as  it  may,  I  have  not  seen  them.  But  I  say  without  fear  of 
contradiction  that  the  North,  the  East,  and  the  Middle  West  does  not 
grow  Roses  superior  to  those  in  your  Convention  Garden  here  today  as 
we  saw  them  this  morning.  Those  of  you  who  would  like  to  do  so  can 
go  there  and  see  them  for  yourselves. 

I  had  occasion  to  say  to  the  Texas  State  Florists'  Association  that 
It  and  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  Association  are  still  in  their 
infancy.  This  national  organization  is  holding  its  Thirty-second  Annual 
Convention,  and  it,  too,  is  in  its  infancy  so  far  as  floriculture  and  horti- 
culture are  concerned.  With  all  the  progress  you  have  made,  Mr.  Mayor, 
in  the  State  of  Texas,  and  in  the  city  of  Houston,  there  is  an  unlimited 
field  for  development,  and  the  possibilities  here  are  second  to  none  in 
any  place  or  in  any  State  that  I  have  ever  been. 
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I  almost  feel  constrained  to  say  tliat  if  I  were  not  tied  down  as  I 
am  at  the  National  Capital,  where  my  life  work  is,  that  I  would  tele- 
graph home  that  I  was  not  coming  back  but  had  decided  to  pull  up 
stakes  at  Washington  and  remain  right  here.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  President,  and  Mr.  Mayor,  it  is  rather  warm,  and  I  will  con- 
tent myself  with  simply  extending  to  you  in  behalf  of  the  Society  of 
American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists  our  greetings  and 
our  thanks  for  your  warm  hospitality,  and  to  assure  you  that  we  appre- 
ciate the  fact  that  everything  has  been  done  for  us  that  can  be  done, 
and  that  everything  is  going  to  be  done  that  we  can  expect ;  all  of  which 
we  appreciate  from  the  bottom  of  our  hearts.    I  thank  you.    (Applause.) 

Vice-President  Kerr:  I  will  now  turn  over  the  further  conduct  of 
the  proceedings  to  the  executive  head  of  the  National  Society,  President 
Daniel  MacRorie,  of  San  Francisco,  who  will  deliver  his  address. 
(Applause.) 

President  MacRorie  addressed  the  convention  as  follows : 

PRESIDENT'S    ADDRESS. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

It  hardly  seems  a  year  ago  that  our  great  National  Society  sat  in 
convention  at  San  Francisco,  Cal.  I  distinctly  recall  the  genuine  pleas- 
ure and  the  pride  that  I  experienced  at  that  time ;  the  pleasure  of  seeing 
in  the  West  so  many  representative  members  of  our  National  Society, 
and  the  pride  of  being  honored  with  a  visit  by  these  men  who  had  trav- 
eled many  thousands  of  miles  to  further  the  interests  of  our  organiza- 
tion. To  you,  brethren,  in  this  beautiful  city  of  Houston,  I  bring  from 
California  and  the  West  the  hearty  good  wishes  of  all  the  craft.  Our 
brothers  from  the  East,  the  North  and  the  Middle  West,  by  their  pres- 
ence bespeak  their  loyalty.  This  convention  in  Houston  means  a 
great  victory  to  you,  and  you  should  likewise  feel  a  pleasure  and  a 
pride  in  the  work  that  you  have  accomplished.  It  has  not  been  a  simple 
matter  to  instill  into  the  minds  of  all  our  members  the  necessity  of 
making  our  Society  in  every  sense  a  National  one,  nor  was  it  a  simple 
matter  to  bring  this  convention  to  Houston,  but  when  I  look  about  me 
and  see  this  wonderful  representation,  I  feel  that  our  efforts  have  not 
been  in  vain.  I  feel  that  the  South  "knows  how"  and  I  feel  that  the 
Society  of  American  Florists  has  acquired  an  added  power,  the  power 
of  the  spirit  of  the  South.  We  need  that  spirit  and  we  welcome  it,  and 
hope  that  it  will  work  with  us,  not  only  today,  but  every  day  in  the 
future. 
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Witli  the  advent  of  the  first  convention  in  the  South,  the  Society  of 
American  Florists  has  opened  a  nevi^  chapter  in  its  history,  and,  of  those 
here  assemhled  in  convention  I  am  sure  that  there  is  not  one  member 
who  is  not  fully  convinced  that  our  move  to  this  wonderful  Southern 
field,  was  a  move  in  the  right  direction. 

It  is  my  sincere  desire  that  the  support  from  the  South  shall  be 
unwavering  and  constant.  When  I  say  support  I  allude  partly  to  a 
platform  of  increased  membership.  This  has  been  an  issue  of  our 
Society  for  several  years,  and  it  is  no  less  important  today  than  it  has 
been  in  the  past.  It  is  not  so  much  the  idea  that  any  one  of  us  should 
distinguish  himself  by  bringing  in  a  great  number  of  new  members. 
Everyone  of  us  individually  should  exert  himself  to  influence  every 
eligible  person  in  his  district  with  whom  he  comes  in  contact  to  join  our 
National  Society.  Our  members  number  today  about  two  thousand  and 
I  hope  that  before  another  year  is  over  that  we  can  boast  of  a  member- 
ship of  three  thousand.  The  effort  of  this  increase  should  not  rest 
entirely  upon  the  State  Vice-Presidents,  it  should  be  the  effort  of  every 
member  individually. 

It  should  not  be  necessary  for  me  to  expound  to  you  the  advan- 
tages to  be  gained  by  such  an  increased  membership.  Our  usefulness 
as  a  National  Society  increases  as  our  membership  increases.  I  would 
impress  upon  you  particularly  the  fact  that  when  this  convention  is 
over  the  work  of  enlargement  in  this  Southern  territory  will  continue 
with  the  same  unity  of  purpose  with  which  it  started,  for  in  such  unity 
there  is  strength,  and  we  need  that  strength  to  accomplish  the  work  that 
lies  before  us,  and  to  accrue  those  benefits  which  can  only  be  accomplished 
by  thorough  organization.  Although  this  is  the  first  convention  held  in 
the  South,  it  shall  not  be  the  last.  As  a  National  Society  we  must 
necessarily  convene  from  time  to  time  in  all  parts  of  the  country, 
without  discrimination,  and  our  Society  should  represent  every  man 
engaged  in  horticulture,  whether  he  be  from  the  North,  the  South,  the 
East  or  the  West. 

Reviewing  the  divers  matters  that  were  brought  before  the  Execu- 
tive Board  at  its  meeting  in  March  of  this  year,  I  wish  to  say  that  I 
am  heartily  in  accord  with  everything  that  has  been  set  down,  and 
touched  upon  by  my  predecessors,  but  would  ask  your  indulgence,  while 
I  review  some  of  the  matters  that  have  come  up  during  my  tenure  of 
oflace. 

NATIONAL  FLOWEE  SHOWS. 

The  greatest  and  most  successful  undertaking  in  the  history  of  our 
Society   was   the    Philadelphia    Flower    Show    of    1916.     Philadelphia 
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crowned  herself  witli  honors  at  that  show.  We  cannot  bestow  upon 
Chairman  Asmus  and  his  able  committees  too  much  praise  for  the 
splendid  work  they  accomplished  in  staging  this  exhibition,  and  we 
cannot  overlook  the  co-operation  of  our  subsidiary  societies  whose  won- 
derful displays  of  Roses,  Carnations  and  Sweet  Peas  made  the  show 
even  more  attractive,  and  whose  special  days  brought  many  thousands 
of  visitors  through  the  gates  who  had  already  visited  the  show.  The 
total  gate  receipts,  representing  over  one  hundred  thousand  paid  admis- 
sions, are  an  indication  of  how  wonderful  the  displays  were.  I  know 
that  this  show  will  pass  into  history  as  the  greatest  flower  show  ever 
held  on  the  American  Continent.  Taking  the  exhibition  from  every  point 
of  view  I  think  that  we  must  agree  that  the  exhibits  were  far  ahead  of 
anything  that  has  ever  before  been  attempted. 

At  this  point  I  wish  to  touch  upon  the  advisability  of  holding  our 
conventions  on  concurrent  dates  with  the  National  Flower  Shows; 
that  is  to  say,  I  believe,  that  every  second  year  our  annual  convention 
could  be  held  in  March  or  in  April,  or  at  such  a  time  as  we  decide  to 
have  our  National  Flower  Show.  The  old  idea  that  it  would  be  impos- 
sible to  secure  a  good  attendance  at  our  conventions  at  any  other  date 
than  August,  has  not  proved  itself  to  be  a  fact.  I  observed  with  keen 
interest  at  the  National  Flower  Show  in  Philadelphia,  that  a  great  many 
representative  men  of  our  profession  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada  were  present.  It  is  just  this  material  that  is  wanted  at 
our  National  conventions.  To  me  the  National  Flower  Show  had  more 
of  the  convention  spirit  than  many  of  the  conventions  that  I  have 
attended.  At  this  show  we  all  concentrated  our  thoughts  on  the  work 
that  is  common  among  us,  and  when  we  left  we  all  felt  that  we  had 
Jieamed  a  great  deal  that  would  help  us  in  the  future.  I  believe  that 
the  Spring  time  is  the  logical  time  for  our  National  shows.  A  great 
factor  in  making  a  National  show  a  success  in  the  Spring  time  is  the 
fact  that  all  humanity  awakens  with  a  keen  appreciation  of  the  beauti- 
ful, after  a  long  season  when  plant  life  has  been  practically  dormant. 
Just  as  the  flowers  burst  forth  to  welcome  the  sunsliine  of  the  Spring, 
so  the  spirit  of  human  nature  bursts  forth  with  a  keen  appreciation  and 
eager  desire  to  see  and  enjoy  the  beauties  of  nature.  There  are  many 
matters  of  interest  that  appertain  to  our  work  that  are  called  to  our 
attention  at  National  flower  shows.  These  matters  could  be  taken  up 
while  we  are  in  convention  and  I  believe  that  the  immediate  benefits 
that  would  be  derived  by  discussion  and  through  the  comparison  of 
notes,  would  be  of  far  more  benefit  to  us  than  the  social  programs 
which  of  late  years  have  been  Characterizing  our  August  conventions. 
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There  are  undoubtedly  from  six  to  eight  large  cities  in  the  United 
States  where  the  National  flower  shows  could  be  held  and  where  they 
would  be  very  successful.  With  this  number  of  cities  to  draw  on,  a 
number  of  years  would  naturally  elapse  before  we  would  complete  our 
circuit  and  no  one  city  would  ever  be  burdened  with  a  succession  of 
shows.  In  the  smaller  cities  where  we  could  convene  on  alternate  years, 
it  should  be  the  privilege  of  the  host-city  to  set  the  date  for  the  con- 
vention, for  when  a  man  invites  a  guest  to  his  home  he  aims  to  have  it 
at  its  very  best ;  so  the  Convention  City  should  also  have  that  privilege. 
Before  I  leave  the  matter  of  conventions  I  want  to  say  that  I  have 
noted  in  past  years  that  there  has  been  a  decided  tendency  to  indulge 
in  extended  social  programs.  This,  of  course,  has  been  very  pleasant, 
and  duly  appreciated,  but  it  seems  that  we  are  in  a  measure  losing  the 
purpose  for  which  we  assemble.  Our  conventions  are  primarily  for 
trade  benefits,  and  much  of  the  time  that  is  given  to  entertainment 
could  be  utilized  for  better  purposes.  Many  of  the  smaller  cities  that 
would  be  glad  to  have  a  convention  hesitate  because  of  the  expense  of 
entertaining  our  members,  and  this  condition  should  not  exist,  for  our 
purpose  as  a  National  Society  is  the  promotion  of  the  great  work  that 
lies  before  us.  I  would,  therefore,  urge  the  Board  of  Directors  to  care- 
fully weigh  these  matters.  First,  the  joint  sessions  of  the  National 
Flower  Show  and  the  annual  convention  on  every  second  year.  Second, 
the  elimination  of  elaborate  entertainment  at  annual  conventions,  and 
a  strict  adherence  to  matters  that  will  be  of  trade  benefit. 

CONVENTION    GAEDENS. 

Another  instructive  feature  of  our  conventions  is  the  "Convention 
Garden."  The  merits  of  such  displays  have  been  well  outlined  by  my 
predecessors,  Mr.  Theodore  Wirth,  and  Mr.  Patrick  Welch,  and  I  heartily 
agree  with  them  in  their  views.

still  another  phase  of  our  work  toward  which  I  would  direct  your 
attention  is  the  promotion  of  an  interest  in  Children's  Gardens.  We  all 
know  that  the  love  of  flowers  is  indicative  of  the  highest  form  of  civili- 
zation, and  it  is  the  mission  of  every  member  of  the  Society  of  Ameri- 
can Florists  to  help  to  instill  the  love  of  flowers  and  plant  life  in  the 
hearts  of  the  young.  I  do  not  think  that  we  fully  realize  the  extent  of 
the  influence  toward  the  moral  uplift  and  esthetic  development  that  is 
due  to  the  love  and  appreciation  of  flowers,  and  I  would,  therefore, 
urge  that  the  Society  give  its  fullest  support  toward  the  promotion  of 
the  school  gardens. 
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I  hope  that  every  member  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  has 
read  with  interest  the  excellent  report  of  our  School  Garden  Committee 
of  1915.  This  committee  must  have  stimulated  a  great  interest  in  school 
gardens  throughout  the  country.  However,  our  work  does  not  end  there. 
Further — ^reaching  influence  can  be  exerted  by  parental  oversight  and 
encouragement.  It  is,  therefore,  also  an  individual  duty  of  the  members 
of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  to  aid  in  the  promotion  of  school 
gardening  by  wisely  administering  encouragement  and  interest  in  the 
work  of  our  children,  for,  in  the  end  this  work  of  beautification  is  our 
chief  vocation. 

PERMANENT   SECRETARYSHIP. 

I  would  lask  you  to  review  with  me  also  a  matter  that  for  the  past 
months  has  been  of  considerable  concern  to  me.  I  have  noted  that  as 
our  Society  grows  the  administrative  work  also  assumes  larger  propor- 
tions. I  believe  that  we  are  now  large  enough  to  have  a  secretary  who 
devotes  his  entire  time  toward  the  furtherance  of  our  interests.  I  believe 
that  such  a  man  should  have  no  other  business  enterprises  to  occupy 
his  mind.  I  would  recommend  that  we  make  the  office  of  secretary  one 
with  sufficient  remuneration  to  keep  a  man  who  can  devote  his  entire 
time  toward  the  promotion  of  our  interests.  There  will  be  no  lack  of 
work  for  such  a  man.  He  will  be  constantly  occupied,  promoting  the 
interests  of  the  Society.  Should  the  convention  and  National  Flower 
Show  fall  on  concurrent  dates,  our  secretary  would  have  the  two-fold 
duty  of  attending  to  matters  appertaining  to  both  the  convention  and 
the  Flower  Show.  I  wish,  therefore,  that  the  Society  would  consider 
very  carefully  the  expediency  of  adopting  the  above  suggestion.  This 
office  should  not  be  a  temporary  one,  and  there  should  be  some  way 
of  establishing  its  permanency.  We  all  know  that  the  work  accom- 
plished by  our  Society  is  just  as  much,  if  not  more,  due  to  the  efforts 
of  the  secretary  as  it  is  to  the  president  or  the  board  of  directors, 
as  the  man  holding  this  office  acts  as  a  helmsman  and  should  be  fully 
qualified  to  handle  these  affairs,  and  his  mind  should  be  on  our  work 
at  all  times.  It  seems  to  me  that  if  this  were  the  case,  the  long  dor- 
mant period  that  our  Society  passes  through  from  the  date  of  one  con- 
vention to  the  date  of  another  w^ill  become  a  period  of  activity  and 
promotion.  To  be  a  successful  society  we  must  always  be  active.  I  do 
not  wish  my  remarks  to  be  construed  as  in  any  manner  criticizing  our 
present  secretary.  He  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  office  with  the 
greatest  efficiency  and  fidelity.  We  have  been  very  fortunate  to  have 
had  the  services  of  so  able  a  man  as  the  present  incumbent,  Mr.  John 
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Young.  I  simply  believe  that  it  would  be  to  the  interest  of  all  of  us 
that  this  official,  Whoever  he  may  be,  should  be  in  a  position  to  devote 
his  undivided  attention  to  the  Society. 

mother's  day. 

At  the  last  executive  meeting  of  our  Society  it  was  decided  that 
a  collection  be  made  from  our  members  from  different  parts  of  the 
country.  The  moneys  obtained  were  to  be  used  by  Miss  Jarvis  for  the 
furtherance  of  her  good  work — the  promotion  of  Mother's  Day.  This 
act,  I  believe,  was  a  good  one,  for  Mother's  Day  has  become  universally 
recognized  throughout  the  country,  and  it  is  up  to  the  florists  to  con- 
tinue to  advertise  and  promote  the  work  that  has  been  so  well  begun. 
However,  while  I  myself  approved  such  contributions  to  Miss  Jarvis, 
I  do  not  believe  that  such  a  method  of  securing  funds  for  this  work  is 
effective  or  business-like.  As  soon  as  the  fund  so  accrued  is  depleted, 
the  work  will  naturally  discontinue  and  we,  as  a  Society,  are  here  to 
perpetuate  "Mother's  Day"  I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the 
Society  of  American  Florists  appoint  a  permanent  committee  Whose 
duty  it  will  be  to  constantly  stimulate  interest  in  Mother's  Day,  and  I 
would  suggest  that  this  committee  look  into  the  matter  of  securing  a 
permanent  fund  to  promote  this  work.  As  regards  a  suitable  flower, 
emblematic  of  Mother's  Day,  I  will  say  that  considerable  discussion  was 
given  to  this  matter  at  the  convention  in  San  Francisco.  It  was  the 
consensus  of  opinion  that  the  Society  of  American  Florists  should  advo- 
cate the  use  of  the  white  flower  for  the  mother  who  has  passed  away, 
and  flowers  of  any  color  for  the  mother  living. 

CUB  LATE  TREASUEER. 

Before  closing  I  wish  to  say  a  word  of  praise  for  the  dear  brother 
whom  we  have  been  unfortunate  enough  to  lose  in  the  last  year.  On 
Thursday,  June  15th,  our  beloved  treasurer,  Mr.  William  F.  Kasting, 
was  taken  from  us.  Our  Society  lost  one  of  its  most  ardent  champions 
and  we  all  lost  a  very  dear  friend.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  review 
all  the  good  work  that  Mr.  Kasting  performed,  as  his  work  was  made 
known  to  all  of  us.  Although  he  had  many  duties  to  perform  he  never 
begrudged  the  Society  of  American  Florists  his  time  or  his  services. 
Earnest,  conscientious,  far-sighted,  outspoken  as  an  opponent,  a  char- 
acter with  a  strong  sense  of  the  courage  of  his  convictions,  loyal  as  a 
friend  and  generous,  Mr.  Kasting's  memory  will  always  remain  dear  to 
every  member  of  our  Society. 
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CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  as  president  of  this  Society,  I  want  to  thank  the 
various  committees  who  have  worked  with  me  during  the  year  in  carry- 
ing out  their  duties,  and  I  want  to  thank  every  individual  member  who 
has  shown  an  interest  in  our  work,  and  who  has  given  his  support  to 
our  institution.  There  is  no  more  charming  art  or  occupation  than  that 
of  horticulture;  there  is  no  vocation  more  conducive  to  human  welfare 
than  our  own.  Let  us,  therefore,  unite  our  efforts  toward  making  the 
Society  of  American  Florists  a  greater  and  more  glorious  institution. 

Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  thank  you  for  your  kind  attention,  and 
hope  it  will  not  be  many  years  before  we  again  enjoy  the  unbounded 
hospitality  of  the  South.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gude  the  treasurer's  report  was  received  and 
approved  and  a  recommendation  of  the  treasurer  as  to  the  $5,000  bonds 
at  Fort  Wayne  concurred  in;  his  action  on  exchange  of  securities  was 
also  approved.

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REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    AMENDMENTS. 

Gentlemen:  The  committee  appointed  at  the  San  Francisco  Con- 
vention to  consider  and  report  on  the  recommendations  contained  in  the 
President's  Address,  recommended  five  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  to  comply  with  the  recommendations  of  President  Patrick 
Welch.  The  convention  adopted  the  committee's  report,  and,  as  in- 
structed, the  president  appointed  a  special  committee  of  three  to  draft 
the  proposed  amendments,  the  committee  to  report  to  the  Executive 
Board  at  its  next  meeting. 

This  committee  in  its  report  refers  to  the  amendments  in  the  order 
in  which  the  recommendations  were  made,  and  has  strictly  followed  the 
instructions  as  it  understood  them  to  be  from  the  printed  proceedings 
of  the  San  Francisco  convention.  The  amendments  for  which  definite 
instructions  were  given  are  herein  presented  as  Part  I  of  the  report. 
Part  II  contains  an  amendment  made  necessary  through  the  Affiliation 
Amendment  adopted  at  the  Boston  convention  and  amendments  sug- 
gested through  recommendations  contained  in  President's  Welch's  ad- 
dress and  favorably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  the  President's 
Address,  but  without  distinct  instructions  for  amendments.

Your  committee  approves  of  the  idea  of  changing  the  time  of 
selecting  a  convention  city  so  that  the  selection  shall  be  made  two  years 
in  advance,  and  would  suggest  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed 
to  draft  the  necessary  changes  in  the  By-Laws  to  carry  out  this  idea, 
and  to  present  such  proposed  amendments  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Board  for  approval  and  subsequent  submission  to  the  entire 
membership  as  represented  at  the  convention.  We  heartily  endorse  the 
statement  of  the  president  of  the  importance,  both  from  an  educational 
and  cultural  point  of  view,  of  the  establishment  of  Convention  Gardens.

Note:  The  committee  believes  that  all  other  standing  committees 
created  by  the  Society  at  its  different  annual  meetings  should  be  classed 
under  this  new  Section  4. 

In  regard  to  Item  4  in  the  list  of  special  recommendations — 
National  Credit  and  Collection  Department  Committee — the  committee 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  convention  intended  that  President  P.  Welch 
or  his  successor,  President  D.  MacRorie,  appoint  a  committee  of  nine 
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members  to  consider  the  question  presented,  and  that  committee  should 
present  its  findings,  conclusions,  and  recommendations  to  the  Executive 
Board.  There  is  nothing  in  the  printed  proceedings  that  would  indicate 
that  a  standing  committee  is  to  be  created  at  this  time.

On  motion,  it  was  decided  to  consider  the  amendments  seriatim. 
By  request  of  President  MacRorie,  Vice-President  Kerr  took  the  chair. 

The  proposed  amendment  to  Article  V,  Section  I,  pertaining  to  the 
Convention  Garden,  was  read  by  Secretary  Young. 

A  very  lengthy  discussion  then  ensued,  during  which  several  mo- 
tions were  made  involving  changes  in  the  amendment  to  meet  various 
conditions.  There  was  pronounced  opinion  on  the  part  of  some  mem- 
bers that  if  a  convention  city  were  named  two  years  ahead,  lack  of 
interest  would  result,  in  that  few  cities  would  care  to  obligate  them- 
selves to  the  extent  of  offering  to  take  care  of  a  convention  at  such  a 
distant  date,  even  though  the  proper  establishment  of  a  convention 
garden  might  make  such  a  step  advisable. 

Mr.  Kasting  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  better  for  all 
interests  if  the  Executive  Committee  had  the  power  to  fix  or  change  the 
convention  dates,  which  opinion  was  shared  by  Messrs.  Wirth  and  Kerr. 
Ex-President  Welch  did  not  favor  this  view.  He  said:  "If  a  city  gets 
the  convention  two  years  ahead,  and  then  you  get  part  of  the  Executive 
Board  to  come  in  and  change  it,  all  of  the  arrangements  of  that  city  in 
regard  to  the  convention  garden  would  be  of  no  avail,  and  it  is  per- 
fectly clear  to  the  mind  of  any  man  that  such  a  city  could  not  go  on 
because  of  the  uncertainty  as  to  whether  it  would  be  allowed  to  go  on 
or  not;  but  if  it  knew  two  years  ahead  that  the  convention  would  be 
held  the  third  week  in  August,  and  that  it  was  to  get  the  convention, 
then  preparations  could  be  made  for  the  garden.  The  reason  I  brought 
in  these  amendments  to  be  considered  was  that  in  the  past  such  amend- 
ments were  not  asked  for  by  the  president  but  were  just  suggested  at 
the  convention,  then  accepted  by  a  committee,  subsequently  going  into 
legislation.  But  I  though  it  was  right  before  I  asked  to  have  these  put 
through  in  San  Francisco  to  give  this  board  an  opportunity  to  consider 
very  carefully  these  different  propositions.     I  think  we  ought  to  throw 
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more  safeguards  around  this  new  legislation  that  we  are  about  to 
introduce.  This  is  a  very  important  matter  and  we  have  to  give  it  very 
grave  consideration.  Every  one  of  you  gentlemen  know  that  you  can- 
not prepare  a  convention  garden  between  the  third  week  of  August  in 
one  year  and  August  of  next  year  and  make  it  a  credit  to  our  organiza- 
tion and  to  our  Society.  I  want  every  man  here  to  give  this  due  con- 
sideration, because  it  is  a  very  important  change.  We  must  do  some- 
thing or  we  cannot  progress  as  a  society.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  a 
movement  in  the  direction  of  progress,  although  I  do  not  think  it  is  a3 
much  progress  as  we  ought  to  make;  but  there  are  some  elements  of 
progress  in  it,  and  I  hope  that  we  shall  have  the  assistance  of  all  here 
to  put  these  suggestions  into  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  our 
Society.  Everywhere  you  go  they  say:  'What  have  you  done?  You 
have  never  done  anything.'  Now,  we  should  be  able  to  tell  them  that 
we  have  done  something,  or  that  we  are  doing  something.  The  garden 
can  be  the  means  of  educating  five  hundred  thousand  people  in  a  city. 
At  our  Flower  Show  here  today  we  cannot  get  that  many  people, 
because  we  charge  them  admission ;  but  those  people  would  be  admitted 
free  to  a  convention  garden,  and  it  is  a  splendid  way  to  educate  them. 
I  think  it  would  do  no  harm  to  try  this  out.  I  wish  you  would  let  us 
try  it  out." 

Finally,  with  the  different  motions  abandoned  or  unsupported,  a 
rising  vote  was  taken  on  a  motion  by  Mr.  Gude  that  the  amendment  as 
presented  in  the  committee's  report  be  adopted,  the  vote  resulting  as 
follows:  Yeas — Messrs.  Young,  Hess,  Peterson,  Nicholson,  Keimel, 
Baum,  Hill  and  Welch  (8).  Nays — Messrs.  Kerr,  Kasting,  Rossi,  Pen- 
nock,  Bertermann  and  Weston  (6). 

President  MacRorie  here  resumed  the  chair,  and  presented  the  pro- 
posed amendment  to  Article  II,  Section  2,  and  also  paragraph  (a)  of 
Section  3,  Article  II,  which  amendments  were  read  by  the  secretary. 

Ex-President  Welch,  in  support  of  the  proposed  amendments,  said: 

"This  is  on  the  question  of  the  Board  of  Directors  being  elected 
instead  of  being  appointed  by  the  president.  I  suppose  it  is  right  and 
proper  that  I  should  explain  my  reasons  why  this  is  introduced  here. 
There  is  a  strong  sentiment  throughout  the  country  among  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Society  that  these  two  directors  should  be  elected  every 
year.  In  times  past,  when  the  Board  of  Directors  consisted  only  of 
about  eight  or  nine  members,  it  was  always  valuable  for  the  president 
to  have  two  friends  on  the  board.  It  was  nice  for  him  to  have  some- 
body to  meet  when  he  went  to  the  convention  and  other  places,  etc.,  and 
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he  always  appointed  a  couple  of  his  friends,  and  generally  saw  to  it 
that  he  had  good  parliamentarians  selected,  and  they  were  always 
valuable  to  him.  But  you  know  things  have  changed.  You  have  now  a 
board  of  almost  twenty  members,  and  the  greater  part  of  them  the 
Society  as  a  whole  has  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  selecting.  They 
are  elected  to  come  here  by  their  respective  affiliated  societies.  I  believe 
that  affiliation  was  a  splendid  idea,  and  I  hope  there  will  be  societies 
enough  in  the  near  future  to  make  this  board  still  larger — although  I 
•do  not  mind  telling  you  that  it  costs  an  awful  lot  of  money  to  get  you 
people  here  together.  We  are  supposed  to  pay  your  mileage,  and  some 
of  you  live  a  very  long  distance  from  here.  The  only  chance  we  have 
of  averaging  it  up  is  when  we  have  somebody  attending  to  whom  we 
do  not  have  to  pay  anything.  Now,  it  was  recommended  by  Mr.  Pierson 
six  years  ago,  and  he  was  firm  in  his  opinion,  that  we  ought  to  more 
nearly  follow  out  the  idea  of  democratic  government  by  electing  rather 
than  appointing  the  directors;  and  so  your  Committee  on  President's 
Address  last  year  came  in  with  this  report  on  that  subject:  'We  en- 
dorse the  recommendation  of  the  president  favoring  the  election,  instead 
of  the  appointment,  of  the  two  annually  retiring  members  of  the  Board 
of  Directors;  and  further  recommend  the  concurrence  of  the  conven- 
tion in  the  same,  and  the  reference  to  the  same  committee  hereinbefore 
provided  for  to  draft  suitable  amendment  to  the  Constitution  to  carry 
this  into  effect.'  Now  that  says  'to  draft  a  suitable  amendment,'  and 
that  is  just  what  our  distinguished  chairman  of  the  committee  (Ex- 
President  Wirth)  has  done  when  he  brought  in  this  report." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kasting,  the  amendments  were  approved  and 
concurred  in. 

The  amendment  to  Article  II,  Section  2,  Paragraph  (b),  was  next 
read  and  discussed. 

Ex-President  Welch  explained  the  nature  of  this  amendment.  He 
said:  "I  am  going  to  take  a  few  minutes  to  explain  to  you  what  the 
nature  of  this  is.  Heretofore  the  president  of  an  affiliated  society  came 
here  automatically  as  soon  as  he  was  elected  president  of  the  affiliated 
society  and  took  a  seat  on  this  board.  Some  of  them  came  without  any 
written  authority  from  their  clubs  at  all.  They  did  not  even  bring  here 
the  vote  of  their  organization  attested  by  their  secretary  accepting  our 
invitation;  and  all  I  ask  is  that  a  certified  copy  of  the  resolution 
adopted  by  their  organization  that  such  representation  on  the  Board  of 
Directors  is  wished,  together  with  a  complete  list  of  its  membership,  be 
furnished  us,  attested  by  their  secretary." 
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Past-President  Asmus,  wlio  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
President's  Address  at  the  San  Francisco  Convention,  objected  to  the 
wording  of  the  amendment,  in  the  belief  that  the  original  report  of  his 
committee  recommended  that  an  affiliating  organization  should  have  the 
right  to  elect  as  its  representative  a  member  other  than  its  president  if 
it  so  desired.  In  the  absence,  however,  of  any  other  record,  that  of  the 
official  reporter  was  acted  upon  in  the  matter,  and  the  recommendation 
therein  found  appeared  to  meet  the  views  of  the  majority  of  those 
present.  Mr.  Kasting  said  it  was  to  be  taken  that  "if  a  man  was  big 
enough  to  represent  a  society  as  its  president,  he  was  certainly  picked 
out  as  the  best  timber,"  and  if  such  a  man  were  elected  at  any  time 
other  than  the  annual  meeting  of  such  society  it  was  doubtful  whether 
it  would  get  out  as  many  votes. 

Mr.  Rossi  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  selection  of  a  representative 
should  be  left  open,  and  moved  the  following  amendment : 

Article  II.     Section  2. — Elections  and  Appointments : 

(b)  The  president  shall  appoint  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each 
year,  OR  AS  SOON  AFTERWARD  AS  MAY  BE  POSSIBLE,  one  or 
more  State  vice-presidents  for  each  State  and  Territory  represented  in 
the  membership,  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year.  Clubs,  societies  or 
kindred  organizations  of  professional  florists,  gardeners  and  horticul- 
turists, having  paid-up  membership  of  one  hundred  or  more  members 
in  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representative  on  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Such  representatives  shall  be  any  member  of  said 
organizations  in  good  standing,  and  must  be  a  member  of  this  Society. 
Any  organization  applying  for  representation  shall  submit  to  the  secre- 
tary of  this  Society  A  CERTIFICATED  COPY  OF  THE  RESOLUTION 
ADOPTED  BY  THEIR  ORGANIZATION  THAT  THEY  WISH  SUCH 
REPRESENTATION  ON  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS,  TOGETHER 
WITH  A  COMPLETE  LIST  OF  ITS  MEMBERSHIP.  It  shall  be  the 
secretary's  duty  to  confirm  same,  and  submit  it  to  the  president  for  final 
confirmation.  Announcement  of  such  director  shall  be  made  by  the 
president. 

A  vote  being  taken  on  Mr.  Rossi's  amendment,  it  was  rejected,  the 
vote  being  as  follows :  Yeas — Messrs.  Kerr,  Kasting,  Hess,  Peterson  and 
Rossi  (5).  Nays — Messrs.  Young,  Nicholson,  Keimel,  Baum,  Pennock, 
Hill,  Bertermann,  Weston  and  Welch  (9). 

The  amendment  as  proposed  by  the  committee  was  then  offered  for 
vote,  and  was  adopted. 
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Secretary  Young  read  the  proposed  amendment  to  Article  II,  with 
reference  to  the  Washington  representative.  Past-President  Welch 
moved  its  adoption,  which  motion  was  seconded,  and  on  being  put,  was 
carried. 

Secretary  Young  read  the  proposed  amendment  to  Section  2,  Article 
II,  and  Past-President  Welch  moved  that  it  be  concurred  in.  The 
motion  carried. 

Secretary  Young  read  the  proposed  amendment  to  Article  III  (page 
8),  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Peterson,  seconded  by  Vice-President  Kerr,  the 
same  was  concurred  in. 

Ex-President  Welch  explained  that  the  balance  of  the  proposed 
amendments  were  simply  to  get  the  privilege  of  appointing  the  Conven- 
tion Garden  Committee,  the  Committee  on  Publicity,  Committee  on 
American  Horticultural  Products,  and  Committee  on  National  Credit 
and  Collections  Bureau.  "All  we  want,"  he  said,  "is  the  privilege  of 
making  them  permanent  committees  of  this  Society,  to  be  appointed 
from  year  to  year  by  the  president;  and  all  of  these  amendments  that 
are  now  before  you  simply  call  for  that ;  and  also  the  members  that  are 
now  on  these  committees  remain  this  year.  I  w^ant  them  for  1916,  and 
I  am  asking  that  they  be  left  in  office  this  year,  and  Pl-esident  MacRorie 
has  no  objection  to  that.  I  want  these  committees  to  be  permanent  and 
appointments  to  be  made  on  them  every  year.  That  is  all  that  this 
calls  for." 

As  to  the  Committee  on  National  Credit  and  Collections  Bureau,  he 
said :  "I  think  you  can  create  a  committee  who  can  bring  in  a  report  as 
to  the  best  means  of  putting  this  system  into  operation ;  but  whether  we 
make  it  the  work  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  is  another  ques- 
tion." 

Frank  H.  Traendly,  chairman  Special  Committee  on  Credit  and  Col- 
lections Bureau,  being  present,  said :  "In  my  opinion,  the  committee 
would  really  have  to  consist  of  dealers  and  jobbers.  I  really  do  not 
see  where  the  retailers  would  come  in  on  a  committee  of  that  kind,  or 
where  they  would  be  interested.  It  is  the  sense  of  our  committee  that 
we  get  up  some  sort  of  organization  on  the  lines  of  the  one  the  whole- 
sale florists  of  New  York  have.  Mr.  Smith  was  asked  to  get  up  a  set  of 
rules  and  regulations  based  on  those  lines.  It  would  be  a  difficult  matter 
for  any  committee  on  credits  to  make  a  hard  and  fast  rule  to  take  in  the 
whole  of  our  Association,  because  there  are  so  many  different  divisions 
of  the  trade.     I  hardly  see  how  the  bulb  men  would  come  in  on  our 
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organization,  because  they  do  not  give  the  same  credit  time  as  the 
wholesale  florists,  growers  or  the  plantsmen.  So  we  decided  we  would 
endeavor  to  fix  up  something  and  bring  it  before  you ;  but  there  is  not 
much  that  we  could  do  except  to  try  and  get  together  and  submit  some- 
thing at  a  later  time,  when  we  can  get  the  whole  committee  together,  or 
else  let  it  go  over  to  the  next  convention.  I  do  not  see  anything  in 
particular  that  we  can  do.  Everybody  seems  to  think  there  is  need  of 
an  organization  to  control  credit.  The  wholesalers  seem  to  think  that 
some  people  who  are  not  entitled  to  credit  are  getting  it.  Some  retailers 
claim  that  some  in  their  line  get  credit  that  do  not  intend  to  pay  for 
the  goods  supplied,  and  then  they  undersell  others  who  do  pay  for  their 
goods.  I  think  it  would  be  a  good  thing  for  the  florists  in  general  if  we 
had  some  sort  of  an  association  that  would  regulate  credit.  There  are 
lots  of  associations  that  will  give  information  to  anybody  that  wants  it 
if  you  pay  for  it,  but  they  generally  get  the  man's  own  report  as  to  his 
standing  and  his  ability  to  pay  for  whatever  he  buys.  We  have  in 
New  York  an  organization  that  is  practically  compulsory.  A  man  who 
buys  goods  is  given  a  certain  length  of  time  in  which  to  pay  up.  There 
are  four  of  us  here  now  who  belong  to  that  association,  including  Mr. 
Weston,  Mr.  Pennock  and  myself.  We  have  an  organization  that  is 
very  satisfactory  to  its  own  members  and  to  people  in  the  business.  I 
do  not  know  that  there  is  anything  else  to  do  except  to  have  the  com- 
mittee continued  until  we  can  bring  in  some  plan  that  may  meet  the 
approval  of  either  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  Society  in  general.  It 
will  have  to  be  understood  that  any  organization  of  this  kind  would  not 
be  connected  with  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.,  although  it  would  be  necessary 
to  require  that  anybody  joining  it  would  have  to  be  a  member  of  the 
S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  We  figured  it  out  that  it  would  hardly  do  for  the 
S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  to  take  up  the  matter  of  a  credit  and  collection  depart- 
ment themselves,  and  that  it  would  have  to  be  a  branch  like  the  Flo- 
rists' Hail  Association,  that  would  conduct  the  business  on  an  indepen- 
dent line,  but  which  would  be  composed  of  such  members  of  the  S.  A.  F. 
and  O.  H.  as  would  care  to  join." 

Mr.  Pennock  also  spoke  on  the  matter,  as  follows :  "We  have  stores, 
as  you  all  know,  in  Baltimore,  Washington,  Philadelphia  and  New 
York.  Our  collections  in  New  York  are  infinitely  better  than  in  any 
one  of  the  other  three  places.  The  credit  business  gets  worse  every 
day;  there  are  more  beats  getting  into  the  business.  We  want  to  form 
some  association  on  a  business  basis.  This  thing  of  giving  credit  to  a 
man  just  because  you  know  him  is  a  thing  of  the  past.    We  have  cut  it 
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out  for  our  own  self-preservation.  It  seems  to  me  tliat  this  committee 
could  get  together  and  formulate  some  sort  of  a  working  plan  that  prob- 
ably would  not  work  out  in  all  details  at  first ;  but  you  cannot  start  any 
organization  and  plan  it  entirely  as  you  want  it  right  at  the  beginning 
so  as  to  do  its  work  satisfactorily;  but  surely  we  can  start  with  some 
sort  of  a  plan  and  can  afterwards  enlarge  it  and  work  it  up  so  as  to 
Ihave  something  that  will  be  worth  while.  A  friend  of  mine  the  other 
day  told  me  he  had  never  lost  so  many  accounts  as  he  had  lost  this 
year,  because  there  are  so  many  dead-beats  in  a  prosperous  year  and 
they  are  given  too  much  credit.  But  if  a  man  is  in  an  association  like 
this,  he  is  going  to  be  more  careful.  If  a  retailer  knows  that  when  the 
15th  or  20th  of  a  month  comes  he  must  pay  up,  he  will  watch  his  busi- 
ness, and  it  is  much  better  for  him  if  he  has  to  watch  his  own  business. 
A  man  who  is  given  a  loose  credit  is  not  helped,  because  if  he  knows  he 
has  an  indefinite  credit  he  does  not  watch  his  business.  I  think  we 
ought  to  do  something  and  that  this  is  a  thing  that  will  elevate  the 
business.  I  do  not  think  that  we  want  to  do  anything  hastily,  or  in  a 
hurry ;  I  think  we  ought  to  do  it  carefully  and  get  the  best  plan  we  can 
to  work  out.  Our  present  New  York  plan  is  not  ideal  by  any  means, 
but  it  is  a  whole  lot  better  than  giving  credit  promiscuously." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Rossi  the  various  recommendations  under  Part  II 
were  approved  and  concurred  in. 

On  motion  the  various  proposed  amendments  submitted  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Amendments  were  finally  adopted  as  a  whole  as  submitted  by 
the  committee. 

Appointment  of  Auditing  Committee. 

President  MacRorie  appointed  as  the  Auditing  Committee,  Messrs. 
Bertermann,  Peterson  and  Hill. 

The  Houston  Trade  Exhibition  and  Convention  Gabden. 

Vice-President  Kerr  made  a  report  in  detail  covering  the  prepara- 
tions in  progress  for  the  establishment  of  the  Trade  Exhibition  and  the 
Convention  Garden  at  Houston.  With  the  aid  of  a  blue  print  he  was 
able  to  show  that  accommodations  for  housing  the  convention  and  exhi- 
bition were  both  excellent  and  adequate.  While  support  in  the  garden 
project  was  yet  a  little  weak,  there  was  every  probability  that  it  would 
improve  and  a  creditable  display  result.  "We  are  going  to  set  a  little 
precedent  at  Houston,"  he  said,  "in  not  putting  on  an  expensive  enter- 
tainment."   He  outlined  a  pleasurable  program  of  sight-seeing,  most  of 
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which  would  be  furnished  by  the  Houston  Chamber  of  Commerce.  An 
effort  would  be  made,  he  intimated,  to  eliminate  entertainment  while  the 
business  sessions  of  the  convention  were  in  progress. 

Appeopeiation  fob  Convention  Gaeden. 
On   motion  the  Committee   on   Convention   Garden   was   voted   an 
appropriation  not  to  exceed  $500  for  the  Convention  Garden. 

SECOND  SESSION— WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  MARCH  29,  1916. 
The  board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  President  MacRorie  in  the 
chair. 

Mr.  Bertermann  read  the  report  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  as 
follows : 

Repoet  of  Auditing  Committee. 
To  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists. 

Gentlemen:  We,  the  undersigned  Auditing  Committee  of  Secre- 
tary's and  Treasurer's  reports,  January  1st  to  December  31st,  inclusive, 
1915,  wish  to  report  as  follows: 

1.  A  general  examination  has  been  made  and  the  figures  found 
correct. 

2.  A  comparison  has  been  made  of  the  vouchers  and  voucher  checks 
with  the  treasurer's  report. 

3.  The  secretary's  statement  examined  and  approved. 

The  committee  wishes  to  compliment  the  respective  officers  upon 
their  efficient  work  as  shown.

On  motion  the  report  was  received  and  ordered  filed. 

The  Houston  Teade  Exhibition. 
After  considerable  discussion,  it  was  decided  to  charge  40  cents  per 
square  foot  for  exhibition  space  at  the  Houston  convention. 

Repoet  of  the  Publicity  Committee. 
For  this  committee,  Mr.  Bertermann,  chairman,  made  the  following 
report:  A  Publicity  Committee  was  named  at  the  last  convention,  and 
we  expected  to  have  held  a  meeting  at  this  time.    I  have  looked  up  the 
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members  of  our  committee  here.  We  tried  to  have  a  meeting,  but  there 
are  only  two  of  us  here  of  the  committee,  Mr.  J.  C.  Vaughan  and 
myself.  We  have  conferred  together  but  are  not  prepared  to  make  a 
full  committee  report.  However,  I  have  given  the  matter  quite  a  little 
thought,  and  if  this  body  wishes  I  will  be  glad  to  report  what  I  have 
worked  up  along  that  line  after  speaking  with  Mr.  Vaughan.  From 
time  to  time  I  have  received  publicity  reports  from  all  the  large  cities  of 
the  country.  In  New  York,  for  instance,  a  publicity  man  has  given  me  a 
rate  of  $15,000  to  $25,000  for  a  campaign  in  New  York  City.  That  is 
based  on  advertising  paid  for  by  large  automobile  concerns;  and  the 
amount  is  away  beyond  comprehension  from  our  standpoint.  Now,  the 
thought  of  the  Publicity  Committee  as  to  doing  anything  of  that  sort  is 
very  remote.  The  amount  that  I  or  any  committee  might  do  personally 
is  a  mighty  small  item.  It  has  been  my  judgment,  and  that  of  a  good 
many  men  with  whom  I  have  spoken,  that  indirect  publicity  is  perhaps 
all  that  this  organization  can  ever  hope  to  accomplish.  The  committee 
can  be  kept  up  and  a  publicity  man  be  hired  for  a  reasonable  amount, 
to  whom  we  could  refer  from  time  to  time  to  write  up  matters.  A  man 
of  this  caliber  could  be  gotten  for  from  $500  to  $1,000  a  year.  One  of 
our  members  said :  "Why  don't  this  committee  get  together  and  tell  the 
florists  to  get  up  a  big  fund  of  $5,000  or  $10,000?"  Now,  that  might  be 
done,  but  I  doubt  the  wisdom  of  so  doing.  I  believe  that  until  the 
S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  is  a  richer  body  that  they  can  do  more  good  in  other 
ways  than  in  getting  up  a  big  fund  for  advertising.  I  have  been  talking 
with  the  publicity  man  who  has  broken  the  record  with  regard  to  the 
amount  of  publicity  received  for  any  flower  show.  Last  Sunday  there 
were  fourteen  full  pages  of  publicity  in  the  Philadelphia  Sunday  papers. 
He  has  up  until  yesterday  had  over  400,000  lines  in  the  local  newspapers. 
He  has  stories  going  all  over  the  country  through  the  Associated  Press 
reports.  The  amount  of  advertising  which  this  publicity  man  has  ob- 
tained to  date  for  this  show  could  not  have  been  bought  for  $50,000. 
The  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  has  sent  out  300  telegrams  and  has 
received  notice  from  150  to  200  papers  over  the  country  for  this  show. 
Now,  in  view  of  all  this,  it  strikes  me  that  the  work  of  the  various 
organizations  and  the  great  work  of  the  Flower  Show  along  publicity 
lines  is  the  cheapest  publicity  which  we  could  hope  to  obtain.  If  we 
maintain  our  Flower  Shows  and  support  them,  and  support  the  Rose 
Society,  all  of  our  members,  and  the  florists  generally  support  the  vari- 
ous other  societies,  principally  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.,  we  are  doing  all 
the  publicity  that  we  can  possibly  hope  to  do ;  and  my  recommendation 
is,  and  I  believe  the  committee  joins  with  me  in  that  recommendation, 
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that  we  have  some  modest  sum  appropriated,  say  $500  or  $1,000,  to  hire 
a  man  who  is  well  versed  in  these  things  to  take  up  publicity  in  a  small 
way  and  be  at  the  beck  and  call  of  our  officers  from  time  to  time. 

A  prolonged  discussion  then  ensued,  during  which  ways  and  means 
of  securing  publicity  for  flowers  were  considered,  as  well  as  the  prob- 
able expense  connected  with  a  publicity  campaign.  It  was  ultimately 
decided,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Kasting,  that  a  man  be  engaged  at  $15  per 
week  to  undertake  publicity  work  under  the  direction  of  the  secretary 
and  the  Publicity  Committee,  and  that  if  the  committee  should  see  fit 
to  send  out  an  appeal  for  funds  they  be  authorized  to  do  so. 

Mother's  Day. 

Secretary  Young  read  the  following  letter: 

Philadelphia,  March  26,  1916. 
Mr.  John  Young,  Secretary, 

National  Flower  Show, 

Widener  Bldg.,  Philadelphia. 

My  Dear  Mr.  Young :  We  are  quite  annoyed  with  clubs  and  other 
organizations  and  persons  endeavoring  to  have  Mother's  Day  celebra- 
tions throughout  the  year  at  all  kinds  of  odd  times  and  occasions.  If 
the  florists  of  the  country  would  co-operate  with  us  in  having  the  second 
Sunday  in  May  and  the  week  preceding  known  as  set  apart  for  the 
Mother's  Day  celebrations  we  would  appreciate  it. 

Also,  we  very  much  wish  our  emblem  to  remain  the  white  Carna- 
tion, as  emblematic  of  the  beauty,  purity  and  fidelity  of  mother  love. 

We  do  feel  that  because  Mother's  Day  has  been  of  business  profit  to 
the  trade  in  a  large  way  this  should  'be  the  reason  for  florists  co-operat- 
ing with  this  association's  work  in  a  manner  they  would  gladly  do  with 
a  work  of  no  benefit  to  them  whatever. 

We  have  spent  much  time  and  effort  and  not  a  little  money  trying 
to  have  the  Mother's  Day  celebrations  at  a  fixed  annual  season,  and  the 
emiblem  a  distinctive,  special  flower,  and  we  ask  you  to  be  our  friends  in 
preference  to  co-operating  with  women's  societies  and  clubs  and  chari- 
ties in  no  way  helpful  to  our  work,  and  who  never  made  a  Mother's 
Day  possible.  Respectfully, 

Mother's  Day  International  Association. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kasting  the  board  went  on  record  as  desirous  of 
co-operating  with  the  Mother's  Day  International  Association  in  desig- 
nating the  second  Sunday  in  May  as  Mother's  Day,  and  to  that  end  this 
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resolve  was  ordered  to  be  communicated  to  the  Associated  Press  forth- 
with. The  press  was  duly  notified  by  the  official  reporter,  under  the 
direction  of  Secretary  Young. 

APPBOPEIATIONS. 

Secretary  Young  announced  that  the  next  matter  to  be  taken  up 
was  that  of  appropriations,  and  the  following  appropriations  were 
made :

Past-President  Welch  made  a  motion  that  the  salary  of  the  secre- 
tary be  fixed  at  $1,000  per  annum,  with  an  additional  amount  of  $300 
per  annum  for  office  rent;  and  in  consideration  of  the  added  work  of 
Superintendent  of  the  Trade  Exhibition,  that  he  be  paid  an  additional 
$500  per  annum,  with  an  additional  allowance  of  $200  to  cover  the 
expenses  of  a  thirty  days'  stay  in  the  convention  city  prior  to  the  open- 
ing of  the  convention.    The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Motheb's  Day  Fund. 

On  motion  the  secretary  was  instructed  to  send  an  appeal  to  all 
members  for  a  subscription  toward  a  Mother's  Day  Fund,  to  be  turned 
over  to  Miss  Jarvis,  as  originator  of  Mother's  Day,  the  appeal  not  to  be 
confined  to  florists  alone. 

Essays  at  the  Convention. 

On  motion  the  secretary  was  instructed  to  invite  the  presentation  of 
two  essays  to  be  read  before  the  Houston  convention. 

THIRD  SESSION— WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON,  MARCH  29,  1916. 

The  board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  Vice-Ptesident  Kerr  in  the 
chair. 
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An  Official  Dibectoby  of  Floeists. 

Mr.  Baum  brought  up  tlie  question  of  tlie  necessity  of  an  official 
directory  of  florists,  and  one  to  be  controlled  by  the  Society.  The  one 
now  available,  he  said,  was  in  many  ways  inaccurate.  He  was  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Society  should  own  such  a  publication,  which  could  be 
sold  to  florists. 

GENEEAL  FUND. 

After  some  discussion,  during  which  the  advisability  of  also  pub- 
lishing a  bulletin  or  other  publication  in  the  interests  of  the  Society  was 
considered,  it  was  resolved,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Peterson,  amended  by 
Mr.  Welch,  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  look  into  the 
matter  of  the  advisability  of  the  issuance  of  a  trade  directory  by  the 
Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists,  or  any 
other  publication,  the  committee  to  report  at  the  Houston  convention. 

Obdee  of  Business  foe  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kasting,  the  secretary  was  instructed  to  prepare 
an  Order  of  Business  for  the  convention,  and  also  one  for  the  Executive 
Board  meeting,  for  the  guidance  of  its  members,  anything  not  covered 
to  be  proceeded  with  under  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

Prof.  H.  B.  Dorner,  Assistant  Professor  of  Floriculture  and  Assis- 
tant Chief  of  Floriculture  Experiment  Station  of  the  University  of 
Illinois,  Urbana,  being  present,  was  given  the  courtesy  of  the  floor,  and 
in  a  lengthy  address  he  cited  the  work  done  by  the  various  universities 
in  the  way  of  horticultural  research  and  experiment,  and  the  great 
interest  taken  in  florists'  work  by  the  different  heads  of  departments 
who  were  members  of  the  Society.  He  explained  that  the  interests  of 
all  members  could  be  further  served  were  these  college  members  organ- 
ized as  a  section  of  the  Society,  and  given  the  privilege  of  quarters  for 
meeting  florists  at  the  different  conventions  and  meetings  of  the  Society, 
where  they  could  discuss  personally  any  problems  that  the  florists  had 
to  submit,  and  consider  and  advise  as  to  the  best  course  to  follow  for 
their  solution.  After  considerable  discussion  the  following  resolution 
was  passed : 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  interested  in 
the  line  of  floricultural  education  and  research  be  recognized  as  a  sec- 
tion of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  under  the  title  of  "The  College  Florists  of 
the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H." 
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The  meeting  then  engaged  in  informal  discussions  on  different  sub- 
jects, the  principal  being  facilities  for  the  exhibition  of  new  plants  for 
award  by  a  committee  on  exhibits,  express  rates  on  plants,  and  postal 
rates  on  catalogues. 

After  a  direction  to  the  secretary  to  write  a  letter  of  thanks  to  the 
local  committees  of  the  National  Flower  Show  for  courtesies  extended 
to  the  board,  adjournment  was  taken  until  August  14,  to  meet  at  Hous- 
ton, Texas. 

President  MacRorie:  Next  in  order  is  the  report  of  the  Secretary, 
Mr.  John  Young. 

The  Secretary's  report  was  read  in  abstract,  and  distributed  in 
printed  form.    It  follows  in  full : 

REPORT    OF    THE    SECRETARY. 

Mr.  President  and  Members : 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that  in  point  of  member- 
ship our  Society  is  stronger  than  a  year  ago.  This  condition  should 
incite  gratification,  the  more  because  our  convention  of  last  year  was- 
held  in  a  city  remotely  West,  and  our  gathering  this  year  takes  place  in 
a  city  almost  equally  remote  to  the  South.  Our  convention  last  year 
was  the  means  of  our  securing  a  large  and  valuable  addition  to  our 
membership,  our  rolls  at  the  close  of  1915  showing  an  increase  in  the 
State  of  California  alone  of  112  members  in  good  standing.  There  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  the  convention  of  this  year  will  result  also 
in  a  substantial  influx  of  members.

CUB   CONVENTIONS. 

Our  conventions  continue  to  hold  the  interest  of  the  trade  at  large, 
and  friendly  competition  for  the  honor  of  taking  care  of  a  convention 
is  still  keen,  as  may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  there  are  likely  to  be 
several  invitations  for  the  1917  convention. 

There  is  noticeable,  however,  very  generally  throughout  our  ranks  a 
desire  to  eliminate  much  of  the  entertainment  which  has  of  recent  years 
characterized  our  conventions.  Our  membership  is  now  so  large  that 
the  attendance  at  some  of  our  gatherings  is  much  too  great  to  allow  of 
the  extension  of  the  hospitality  which  many  cities  would  consider  as 
befitting  the  occasion,  and  the  expense  and  work  incident  thereto  is 
necessarily  such  as  to  deter  many  cities  from  attempting  to  assume  the 
role  of  "host."  Our  hosts  in  the  South  have  recognized  this  sentiment 
and  have  established  a  precedent  which  is  worthy  of  continual  observ- 
ance, by  cutting  out  all  extravagant  entertainment  and  arranging  a 
simple  yet  most  enjoyable  series  of  trips  and  functions  which  shall  not 
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in  any  way  tend  to  diminish  the  attendance  at  our  business  sessions,  or 
through  expense  create  a  burden  the  carrying  of  which  might  prove 
embarrassing  in  many  ways. 

PEOPOSED  CHANGES  IN  BY-LAWS. 

At  the  present  convention  the  Society  is  to  act  upon  several  changes 
in  our  By-Laws  affecting  the  policy  hitherto  followed  in  the  conduct  of 
our  affairs.  These  changes  have  been  thoroughly  considered  by  our 
Executive  Board  and  endorsed  by  that  body  as  tending  to  the  better  and 
more  equitable  conduct  of  our  work. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  through  the  affiliation  plan  now  incorporated 
in  our  By-Laws  our  Executive  Board  is  greatly  increased  in  size,  lend- 
ing greater  strength  to  its  deliberations  and  work.  It  should  be  the 
object  of  many  more  clubs  and  societies  to  so  increase  their  member- 
ship in  this  Society  as  to  enable  them  to  obtain  seats  upon  our  Board, 
and  thus  extend  the  usefulness  of  our  organization  and  increase  the 
value  of  its  work  along  horticultural  lines. 

The  establishment  of  the  Committees  on  Convention  Garden,  pro- 
posed Bureau  of  Collections  and  Credits,  Publicity,  and  American  Prod- 
ucts may  naturally  be  expected  to  result  in  action  which  should  prove 
highly  conducive  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  trade.  State  Vice-Presi- 
dents, by  explaining  the  work  expected  of  these  committees,  should  be 
able  to  induce  many  florists  not  at  present  conversant  with  our  work  to 
join  our  Society.  In  this  connection  I  would  invite  State  Vice-Presidents 
to  more  closely  co-operate  vnth  the  secretary's  office  in  the  work  of 
extending  our  membership.  While  the  secretary  during  this  year  has 
sent  out  numerous  appeals  to  florists  in  the  different  States,  necessitat- 
ing considerable  expense  and  much  labor,  the  response  has  not  been  as 
great  as  expected.  The  influence  of  our  State  representatives  should  be 
highly  effective  in  this  work,  especially  when  exercised  in  a  personal 
way,  and  any  assistance  the  secretary  is  able  to  give  in  furthering  it  is 
at  all  times  available.  Although  through  the  growth  of  the  Society  and 
the  extension  of  its  plans  the  work  of  the  secretary's  office  has  been 
greatly  increased,  requests  from  other  officers  for  assistance  in  their 
work  will  have  immediate  and  cheerful  attention. 

mother's  day. 

Considerable  interest  has  been  shown  by  our  members  in  the  work 
of  the  International  Mother's  Day  Association,  which  is  headed  by  Miss 
Anna  Jarvis,  the  originator  of  Mother's  Day,  and,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
published  list,  a  substantial  fund  has  been  raised  for  the  use  of  Miss 
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Jarvis  in  the  prosecution  of  lier  work.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the 
movement  to  raise  a  fund  had  inception  with  more  than  one  organiza- 
tion, but  it  may  be  that  the  organizations  acting  as  sponsors  for  the 
fund  may  another  year  arrange  matters  so  that  the  work  of  all  bodies 
may  be  in  harmony. 

OUE  TEADE  EXHIBITION. 

While  our  Trade  Exhibition  this  year  is  most  commendable,  it  has 
suffered  somewhat  in  its  extent  owing  to  distance  from  Eastern  mar- 
kets, with  resultant  high  transportation  charges.  The  great  European 
war,  too,  is  still  responsible  for  the  dimlnishment  of  exhibits  of  the 
novelties  of  foreign  manufacture  which  for  many  years  have  helped  our 
displays. 

THE   NATIONAL  FLO  WEE  SHOW. 

Our  National  Flower  Show,  which  was  inaugurated  at  Philadelphia 
last  March,  proved  to  be  a  huge  success.  Chairman  George  Asmus,  of 
the  National  Flower  Show  Committee,  in  the  report  which  he  will  make 
to  the  convention,  will  deal  with  the  work  incident  to  the  preparations 
for  the  Show  and  the  results  accomplished.  The  Society  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated upon  having  for  the  fourth  time  successfully  organized  and 
carried  out  an  exposition  showing  the  advance  of  horticulture  in  Amer- 
ica, an  exposition  eclipsing  all  predecessors.

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It  is  with  profound  regret  that  in  this  list  I  have  to  chronicle  the 
death  of  three  more  than  ordinarily  prominent  members  of  our  trade: 
Edwin  Lonsdale,  W.  Atlee  Burpee  and  William  F.  Kasting. 

Mr.  Lonsdale  was  a  past  president  of  our  Society,  and  for  one  year 
served  as  its  secretary.  He  was  a  pioneer  member,  and  keenly  inter- 
ested in  our  organization.  His  services  were  at  all  times  available  in 
any  work  of  the  Society  in  which  his  knoMedge  and  skill  were  of  use, 
and  he  gave  them  unstintingly,  oflBcially  or  otherwise.  His  willingness 
to  help  a  fellow  member  whenever  possible  to  solve  horticultural  prob- 
lems was  heartily  appreciated,  and  he  will  be  greatly  missed  by  many 
of  us  who  have  sought  his  counsel. 

Mr.  Burpee  was  a  life  member,  his  membership  dating  from  1886, 
the  second  year  of  the  Society's  existence.  He  took  a  great  interest  in 
the  Society's  affairs,  and  gave  evidence  of  Ms  interest  by  his  earnest 
support  of  everything  tending  to  advance  our  work.  He  was  one  of  the 
most  widely  known  members  of  our  organization,  and  his  delightful 
personality  endeared  him  to  all  who  came  in  contact  with  him. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Kasting,  our  late  highly  esteemed  treasurer, 
our  Society  sustains  a  great  loss.  His  sudden  demise  on  June  15  came 
as  a  shock  to  us  all.  Few  there  are  in  the  Society  who  did  not  know 
him,  and  expressions  of  sorrow  at  the  time  he  was  called  away  were 
general.  His  interest  in  the  affairs  of  our  Society  was  most  intense  in 
character,  and  his  counsel  was  sought  in  all  our  plans  and  projects. 
He  was  a  life  member,  and  served  as  president  in  1906.  His  efficient 
services  as  our  treasurer  for  several  years  have  played  an  important 
part  in  our  advancement,  and  his  business  sagacity  was  ever  a  protec- 
tion to  us  against  unwise  investment.  We  shall  miss  him  for  his  com- 
panionship and  his  business  acumen,  both  of  which  we  could  ill  afford 
to  lose.

Dear  Sir:  We  have  audited  the  books  of  Wm.  F.  Kasting  as  Treas- 
urer of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists, 
verif3dng  the  moneys  coming  into  his  possession  from  statements  sent 
htm  by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  John  Young,  which  accompanied  the  various 
remittances  which  Mr.  Young  made  to  him,  and  verifying  the  interest 
on  the  various  deposit  accounts  from  the  credits  made  by  the  banks. 
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Statements  covering  tlie  cash  receipts  deposited  with  Mr.  Kasting  by 
the  Secretary  were  found  for  every  item  with  the  exception  of  moneys 
deposited  in  the  Rittenhouse  Trust  Company,  and  wliich  we  are  in- 
formed came  from  the  National  Flower  Show.  We  have  no  detail  show- 
ing the  source  of  these  deposits  and  the  statements  attached  cover  an 
accounting  of  the  moneys  which  came  into  the  Treasurer's  hands  and 
not  of  the  sources  of  such  receipts. 

All  disbursements  from  these  funds  have  been  made  on  checks 
signed  by  the  Treasurer  accompanied  by  duly  approved  vouchers  with 
the  exception  of  three,  which  are  specified  in  the  remarks  on  Schedule 
No.  2. 

We  have  verified  the  bank  balances  shown  in  the  attached  state- 
ments, and  also  found  the  bonds  and  mortgages  to  be  on  hand. 

The  interest  allowed  by  the  banks  in  the  General  Fund,  amounting 
to  $235.41  has  been  credited  to  the  Permanent  Fund,  as  requested  by 
Miss  Cassity,  and  checks  will  have  to  be  made  transferring  this  interest 
to  one  of  the  banks  in  the  Permanent  Fund. 

It  must  be  understood  that  this  audit  covers  only  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  with  the  Society,  no  audit  having  been  made  of  the  Secretary's 
accounts  at  this  time.

Treasurer  Hess  after  beginning  the  reading  of  the  foregoing  report 
of  the  convention,  was  interrupted  by  Mr.  Gude,  as  follows: 

W.  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative:  If  I  may  be  pardoned 
for  a  moment,  I  want  to  suggest  that  all  of  these  details  are  of  no  vital 
importance,  providing  that  we  can  have  just  the  totals,  as  these  accounts 
are  all  audited  by  an  Auditing  Committee,  the  Treasurer  is  under  bond 
and  he  cannot  get  away  with  the  money.  Therefore  I  would  suggest 
that  these  details  be  omitted. 

Secretary  Young :  I  would  like  to  say  that  the  Treasurer  has  only 
just  recently  come  into  possession  of  thiese  papers,  but  that  the  report 
of  the  Certified  Public  Accountants  in  Buffalo,  will  show  that  all  of  the 
money  has  been  accounted  for.  I  second  Mr.  Gude's  motion  that  the 
reading  of  the  particulars  be  omitted. 

Treasurer  Hess:    I  can  give  you  the  Auditor's  report,  if  desired. 

President  MacRorie :    If  there  is  no  objection,  we  will  pass  it  up. 
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Treasurer  Hess  enumerated  the  totals  as  set  forth  in  the  report, 
omitting  the  details  which  are  fully  given  above. 

Secretary  Young:  I  would  like  to  say  regarding  the  National 
Flower  Show  Fund,  it  is  quite  evident  that  the  Auditors  were  not  given 
all  the  papers  in  regard  to  this  Fund.  The  Auditors  in  considering  the 
figures  evidently  have  only  taken  the  balance  as  shown  by  the  Ritten- 
house  Trust  Company  of  Philadelphia  which  covers  an  amount  of  some 
$34,000,000,  the  general  receipts  of  the  recent  National  Flower  Show. 
The  net  profit  of  the  recent  show  must  be  included  in  the  National 
Flower  Show  Fund  already  existing. 

Treasurer  Hess :  To  verify  those  totals,  here  is  a  letter  addressed 
to  Mr.  MacRorie,  and  a  verified  statement  from  each  and  every  bank 
in  which  the  funds  are  deposited. 

W.  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative:  Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  the  Treasurer's  report  be  received  and  filed. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

President  MacRorie :  Now  the  report  of  the  Washington  Represen- 
tative, reports  of  other  committees,  and  reports  of  State  Vice-Presidents, 
we  will  pass  over  for  the  present  if  you  have  no  objection,  and  go  to  the 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  By-laws. 

W.  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative:  I  believe  I  understood 
the  Chair  just  now  to  remark  that  the  next  order  of  business  would  be 
the  amendments  as  presented  to  the  Constitution  and  By-laws.  Mr. 
President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  do  not  want  to  do  all  the  talking 
here.  I  simply  wish  to  facilitate  matters,  and  make  this  statement: 
We  worked  under  the  old  By-laws  some  thirty  years.  There  seems  to 
be  need  for  amendments  to  those  By-laws,  and  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed two  or  three  years  ago  consisting  of  Mr.  Theodore  Wirth,  of 
Minneapolis,  Minn.,  Chairman,  Mr.  W.  A.  Manda,  of  South  Orange, 
N.  J.,  and  Mr.  John  F.  Huss,  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  all  three  of  whom 
have  long  been  members  of  this  Association.  They  studied  these  laws 
carefully,  and  came  before  the  Executive  Board  at  Philadelphia  last  year 
with  their  recommendations,  these  were  taken  up  seriatim  and  thor- 
oughly discussed  before  the  Executive  Board,  whose  names  appear  on 
this  program,  about  eighteen  members  of  the  National  Association,  from 
the  East,  the  West,  the  North,  and  the  South.  The  amendments  now 
come  before  this  organization  with  the  unanimous  recommendation  from 
that  Board  that  they  be  adopted.  I  am  going  to  offer  a  motion,  which 
may  be  a  little  unusual;  these  proposed  amendments  have  been  printed 
in  our  programs  and  generally  distributed  to  all  members,  in  order  to 
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facilitate  matters  I  will  move  that  the  proposed  amendments  to  the 
By-laws  be  adopted  as  a  whole  as  presented  by  that  Committee  who 
have  studied  them  for  the  last  two  years. 

Vice-President  Kerr :  I  want  to  second  that  motion,  and  to  say 
further,  that  these  amendments  have  been  carefully  studied  out  by  one 
of  the  most  conservative  men  in  our  Society ;  they  have  been  referred  to 
a  Committee  who  thoroughly  understand  and  know  what  we  need  to 
promote  the  interests  of  this  organization;  this  Committee  referred  the 
matter  to  the  Board  of  Directors  with  a  favorable  report.  The  Board 
of  Directors  passed  upon  these  amendments  and  recommend  them  too; 
and  it  is  now  up  to  this  organization  to  vote  on  these  amendments,  I 
believe,  as  a  whole  as  moved  by  Mr.  Gude.  I  second  that  motion,  and 
call  for  the  question.     (Cries  of  "Question!") 

President  MacRorie :  You  have  heard  the  motion,  gentlemen ;  what 
is  your  pleasure?  (Cries  of  "Question!")  All  in  favor  of  the  motion 
will  say  "Aye";  contrary,  "No."  The  ayes  have  it  and  the  motion  is 
carried  and  the  amendments  adopted.

President  MacRorie:     The  next  order  of  business,  ladies  and  gen- 
tlemen, is  consideration  of  invitations  for  next  place  of  meeting. 

INVITATIONS    FROM    CITIES   DESIRING   THE    CONVENTION 
FOR  1917  AND  1918. 

In  extending  the  invitation  of  New  York  City  to  entertain  the  con- 
vention in  1917,  Mr.  John  Young  said : 


Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

I  want  to  digress  from  the  routine  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
S.  A.  F.  for  a  few  minutes  and  appear  before  you  as  the  Secretary  of 
another  organization,  which  I  have  had  the  honor  to  represent  as  Secre- 
tary for  over  twenty-six  years,  viz. :  the  New  York  Florists'  Club. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  New  York  Florists'  Club,  held  last 
March,  a  resolution  was  introduced  and  unanimously  passed  inviting 
the  Society  of  American  Florists  to  hold  its  Annual  Meeting  in  1917  in 
New  York  City. 
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I  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  that  invitation  to  you  at  this 
time.  We  have  here  with  us  the  usual  ofiBcial  invitations  from  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State,  the  Mayor  of  New  York  City,  the  Merchants'  Asso- 
ciation, and  also  invitations  from  the  New  York  Botanical  Garden  and 
the  Horticultural  Society  of  New  York. 

I  will  not  take  up  your  time  by  reading  these  communications  at 
this  time.  When  the  suggestion  was  first  broached  that  the  New  York 
Florists'  Club  invite  this  Society  to  meet  in  New  York,  we  were  con- 
fronted with  the  difficulty  of  getting  a  suitable  site  for  the  Convention 
Garden,  but  through  our  affiliation  with  the  Horticultural  Society  of 
New  York,  which  Society  co-operates  with  us  in  conducting  the  Annual 
Flower  Shows,  we  have  been  able  to  overcome  that  obstacle,  for  through 
the  influence  of  Mr.  Frederic  Newbold,  Treasurer  of  the  Horticultural 
Society  of  New  York,  and  also  a  Trustee  of  the  Botanical  Garden,  a 
plot  of  ground  in  the  Botanical  Garden,  Bronx  Park,  containing  about 
six  acres,  has  been  placed  at  our  disposal  for  Convention  Garden  pur- 
poses. This  plot  of  ground  will  be  put  in  condition  for  planting,  and 
the  Garden  itself  will  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Prof.  N.  L. 
Britton,  Director-in-Chief  of  the  Botanical  Garden. 

We  have  also  received  an  invitation  from  the  International  Garden 
Club,  to  have  the  Convention  Garden  located  in  their  grounds,  near 
City  Island,  and  later  an  invitation  was  received  to  have  the  Conven- 
tion Garden  located  in  Prospect  Park,  Brooklyn.  We  have  the  choice 
of  two  very  fine  buildings  in  which  the  Trade  Exhibit  can  be  taken 
care  of,  one  of  these  is  the  Madison  Square  Garden,  the  other,  the 
Grand  Central  Palace,  where  the  Third  National  Flower  Show  was  held, 
and  where  the  big  New  York  Flower  Shows  have  been  held  each  year 
since  that  time,  and,  in  all  probability,  this  will  be  the  building  selected, 
if  the  invitation  is  accepted  to  meet  in  New  York. 

You  will  remember  that  the  New  York  Florists'  Club  has  not  had 
the  privilege  of  entertaining  the  National  Society  since  1900.  You  will 
find  among  its  list  of  members  the  leading  horticulturists,  greenhouse 
builders,  representative  supply  houses,  and  the  foremost  men  in  the 
private  gardening  profession. 

I  am  satisfied  that  if  you  decide  to  go  to  New  York  in  1917,  you 
will  all  have  a  royal  good  time,  and  every  member  of  our  Organization 
pledges  himself  to  make  your  visit  a  successful  and  pleasant  one. 

As  I  said  in  my  Annual  Report  as  Secretary  of  this  Society,  the 
S.  A.  F.  has  now  met  in  the  Far  West,  and  we  are  meeting  now  in  almost 
the  remote  South,  and  we  must  have  a  still  broader  vision  as  to  the 
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sphere  of  this  Society;  and  if  we  want  to  keep  up  interest  in  this 
Society,  and  have  all  the  old  members  pay  up  their  dues  and  remain  in 
good  standing,  it  will  be  necessary  for  this  Society  to  meet  in  the  East. 

There  has  been  distributed  through  this  hall  a  pamphlet,  entitled 
"New  York  Invites  You,"  which  will  give  you  a  little  idea  of  what  you 
are  likely  to  see  outside  of  the  things  that  will  interest  you  in  our 
profession. 

I  will  not  burden  you  longer  with  further  talk,  but  wish  to  say  that 
I  would  like  to  see  an  unanimous  vote  of  this  convention  cast  for 
New  York  for  the  Convention  City  in  1917,  as  the  guest  of  the  New 
York  Florists'  Club. 

I  thank  you. 

Past-President  Vincent:  As  a  memher  of  the  New  York  Florists' 
Club,  and  one  who  has  been  in  New  York  recently  since  Secretary  Young 
left  there,  and  knowing  the  wishes  of  the  New  York  Club  and  I  would 
say  that  I  have  journeyed  here  to  this  city  with  a  number  of  New  York- 
ers, who  wish  for  the  convention  for  that  city,  and  I  beg  to  second  that 
motion  and  move  that  nominations  for  1917  Convention  City  be  closed. 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

W.  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative:  I  would  like  to  move  to 
amend  that,  as  the  ballot  has  to  be  cast  at  eight-thirty  tonight,  that  the 
Secretary  of  this  Society  be  authorized  to  cast  the  unanimous  ballot 
of  this  organization  at  the  proper  time  today  for  New  York  City  as  the 
1917  meeting  place. 

The  amendment  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Vincent. 

President  MacRorie:  If  there  is  no  objection,  that  motion  as 
amended  will  be  considered  carried.  The  Chair  hears  no  objection,  and 
it  is  so  ordered.  Nominations  for  1918  Convention  City  are  now  in 
order. 

Vice-President  Kerr:  I  wish  to  place  in  nomination  for  1918  con- 
vention a  city  that  I  think  is  close  enough  south  that  practically  all  the 
Southern  florists  can  attend  the  1918  convention;  and  since  the  amend- 
ment has  been  so  changed  that  we  can  change  the  date  of  the  conven- 
tion if  necessary  and  hold  it  in  connection  with  the  National  Flower 
Show,  it  is  more  than  likely  that  we  will  have  the  great  privilege  of 
the  convention  and  the  National  Flower  Show  in  conjunction  with  each 
other;  therefore,  I  put  in  nomination  the  city  of  St.  Louis  for  1918. 
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Past-Ptesident  Asmus,  Chicago,  111. :  I  would  like  to  say  a  word 
in  the  possible  absence  of  the  St.  Louis  people.  Our  delegation  stopped 
off  at  St.  Louis  and  had  the  pleasure  of  taking  breakfast  with  our 
St.  Louis  Brothers,  who  are  very  anxious  and  who  have  been  corre- 
siponding  with  me  for  over  a  year  trying  to  get  the  National  Flower 
Show  in  St.  Louis.  The  National  Flower  Show  Committee  have  been 
considering  the  next  place  of  meeting,  and  also  considering  the  advisa- 
bility of  holding  shows  two  years  apart,  in  view  of  the  great  good  that 
these  shows  are  doing  horticulture  and  the  necessity  of  their  being 
carried  on  around  the  country.  We  knew  that  St.  Louis,  and  we  also 
know  Cleveland  was  in  the  field  for  the  show.  I  want  to  refer  to  that 
because  some  of  you  have  heard  talk  that  Cleveland  wanted  the  next 
show  and  are  maybe  wondering  why  Cleveland  is  not  considered  for 
the  next  show.  We  found  that  the  city  of  Cleveland  does  not  want  the 
show  until  their  new  Convention  Hall  is  finished,  which  will  not  be  for 
three  or  four  years.  We  think  the  most  logical  place  for  the  show  is 
not  the  place  where  we  can  make  the  most  money  but  where  horticul- 
ture most  needs  support.  The  National  Flower  Show  is  for  the  purpose 
of  promoting  horticulture  and  bringing  it  to  the  fore.  St.  Louis  wants 
it  and  we  think  that  is  the  spot  for  it.  St.  Louis  will  be  glad  to  wel- 
come the  Society  at  that  time  at  the  convention,  if  it  is  deemed  wise  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  to  hold  the  convention  and  the  show  at  the 
same  time — ^because  I  think  the  next  National  Flower  Show  will  be  at 
St.  Louis.  I  second  the  nomination  of  St.  Louis  for  Convention  City 
for  1918. 

A.  T.  De La  Mare,  New  York:  Will  the  dates  be  in  March,  or 
early  Spring? 

Past-President  Asmus:     In  the  Lenten  season  as  usual. 

A.  T.  De  La  Mare,  New  York :     I  move  that  nominations  close. 

President  MacRorie:  If  there  are  no  objections,  nominations  will 
be  closed  for  1918  Convention  City,  and  the  Secretary  will  be  author- 
ized to  so  cast  the  ballot. 

There  was  no  objection,  and  it  was  so  ordered. 

President  MacRorie :  We  will  now  listen  to  the  report  of  the  Wash- 
ington Representative,  Mr.  Wm.  F.  Gude. 

Which  was  submitted,  as  follows: 
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REPORT  OF  THE  WASHINGTON  REPRESENTATIVE  OF  THE 
SOCIETY  OF  AMERICAN  FLORISTS  AND  ORNAMENTAL 
HORTICULTURI STS. 
Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H. 

Gentlemen:  Your  representative  in  the  National  Capital  begs  to 
submit  the  following  report : 

The  last  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Washington  representa- 
tive. While  there  are  no  specific  duties  to  be  performed  by  that  officer, 
yet  there  are  daily  calls  to  answer  questions,  both  locally  and  by  mail 
on  all  manner  of  propositions,  and  also  to  contribute  such  information 
as  he  can  to  all  members  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  seeking  the  same. 
He  is  particularly  called  on  to  assist  the  various  committees.  There  has 
been  much  legislation  under  discussion  in  Congress  during  the  past  year, 
affecting  our  industry,  such  as  the  Unfair  Competition  or  Anti-dumping 
Law,  Mail  Censorship,  Freight  Embargo,  a  bill  to  enlarge  the  Botani- 
cal Gardens  at  Washington,  D.  C,  and  also  a  bill  making  the  Mountain 
Laurel  the  National  flower  of  the  United  States.  Other  matters  have 
also  been  brought  to  my  attention,  all  of  which  have  been  dealt  with 
through  the  proper  committees,  and  will  be  reported  on  later  at  this 
session. 

The  Rose  Gardens  at  the  Arlington  Experimental  Farm  are  pro- 
gressing nicely.  While  they  have  not  advanced  as  rapidly  as  we  had 
hoped,  yet  they  promise  to  be  in  fine  shape  in  another  year  or  two. 
We  have  to  date  687  varieties  of  Roses  in  this  Rose  Test  Garden,  includ- 
ing many  from  foreign  countries  (Germany,  France,  and  Ireland),  and 
a  consignment  in  the  latter  part  of  July  from  Australia.  This  is  as  it 
should  be,  and  we  hope  our  friends  and  fellow-florists  from  all  parts  of 
the  world  will  continue  to  send  Roses  for  this  Garden.  Again,  we  ask 
that  anyone  having  new  stock  to  be  tested  or  any  varieties  of  Roses 
that  are  not  already  planted  in  the  Test  Gardens  at  Washington,  D.  C, 
contribute  such  plants  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  which  will  have 
them  properly  placed  and  tested.  This  particular  garden  is  for  the 
benefit  of  all  the  members  of  this  Association,  and  in  due  time  will 
prove  of  untold  value  to  all  concerned.  Your  committee  also  urges  that, 
wherever  practical,  names  for  all  plants  and  particularly  Roses,  be 
confined  to  two  words. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  at  the  National  Capital,  the  parks  and 
school  grounds  are  being  more  and  more  embellished  with  artistic  plant- 
ing, beautiful  flowers  and  shrubbery,  all  of  which  tend  to  create  a  love

for  the  beautiful,  not  only  for  the  residents  of  Washington,  but  to  the 
thousands  of  visitors  who  come  annually  to  the  National  Capital  from 
every  section. 

A  notable  step  in  the  right  direction  was  taken  on  May  31st  of  this 
year  by  the  introduction  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  by  Mr. 
Gallinger  of  a  bill  to  increase  the  area  of  the  United  States  Botanical 
Gardens  in  the  city  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbia.  The  bill  pro- 
vides for  adding  some  twenty  acres  of  ground  to  the  present  site  of  the 
Botanical  Garden.  After  thorough  consideration  by  men  qualified  to 
know,  this  would  seem  to  be  the  proper  place  for  the  Botanical  Garden. 
To  remove  it  five  or  six  miles  from  the  present  location  where  it  would 
be  inaccessible  to  the  many  thousands  who  visit  Washington  each  year, 
would  be  most  unwise,  yet  such  a  move  has  been  advocated.  We  hope 
the  bill  will  pass  at  this  session;  at  any  rate,  it  would  be  in  order  for 
this  body  to  stamp  its  approval  upon  such  course,  after  you  have  heard 
the  argument  by  Mr.  Gallinger  on  the  bill  which  is  hereto  attached. 

Business  in  all  lines  and  branches  in  the  National  Capital  during 
the  past  year  has  been  generally  good,  reports  from  all  sections  of  the 
country  indicate  that  business  has  improved  wonderfully,  and  that 
brighter  days  are  in  store  for  the  florists  and  their  profession. 

With  renewed  thanks  to  our  president  and  the  officers  for  uniform 
courtesies  extended  to  me  and  also  to  all  members  for  assistance  readily

President  MacRorie :  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the 
report  of  the  Washington  Representative,  Mr.  Wm.  F.  Gude.  What  1« 
your  pleasure? 

A.  T.  De  La  Mare,  New  York :  I  move  that  the  report  be  received 
and  placed  on  file. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

President  MacRorie:  We  will  next  have  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Tariff  and  Legislation,  W.  F.  Gude,  Chairman. 

W.  F.  Gude,  Chairman :  I  might  explain  to  the  friends  from  Texas 
who  are  so  far  away  from  the  National  Capital,  that  while  the  members 
composing  this  committee  are  from  all  over  the  eastern  section  of  the 
United  States,  yet  the  majority  of  the  work,  in  fact  all  of  it,  has  been 
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done  at  Washington,  with  the  exception  of  some  work  that  has  neces- 
sarily been  done  in  New  York  City  at  the  Custom  House;  and  that 
accounts  for  my  bringing  this  report  here  also.  I  simply  make  that 
statement,  because  some  of  you  might  think  it  strange  that  one  man 
should  bring  so  many  reports. 

Mr.  Gude  then  read  the  report  of  the  committee,  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  TARIFF  AND  LEGISLATION. 

Gentlemen : 

Your  committee  to  whom  is  entrusted  the  matter  of  legislation 
affecting  our  Society  begs  to  submit  the  following  report : 

Many  matters  have  been  brought  to  our  attention  affecting  the  dif- 
ferent branches  of  our  business  profession.  Early  in  the  year,  the 
matter  of  postage  on  catalogs  and  circulars  was  taken  up  on  the  request 
of  several  of  the  large  mail  order  seed  houses.  The  request  made  was 
not  for  a  reduction  in  postage,  but  simply  for  permission  to  mail  circu- 
lars and  catalogs  at  the  pound  rate  (irrespective  of  zone)  at  the  same 
rate  that  now  pertains  to  the  mailing  of  catalogs. 

The  bill  was  introduced  in  the  United  States  Senate  to  bring  relief 
to  the  members  requesting  this  change,  but  after  conferring  with  the 
powers  that  be,  it  was  found,  to  have  this  permission  granted  might 
materially  affect  other  lines  of  business,  as  well  as  our  own,  adversely, 
and,  we,  therefore,  decided  not  to  press  the  matter. 

Mail  Censorship.  During  the  Spring  months  a  serious  condition 
menaced  the  interests  of  importing  florists  by  reason  of  the  British 
censorship  of  the  mails.  The  consular  invoices  and  bills  of  lading  were 
removed  by  the  censors  from  the  ships  bringing  the  goods,  and  without 
the  documents  these  perishable  shipments  could  not  be  released  or 
removed  from  the  docks.  As  cables  were  suppressed  and  no  relief  from 
this  intolerable  condition  was  in  sight,  your  committee  interviewed  the 
State  Department  Officials,  also  the  British  Embassy,  with  the  results 
that  arrangements  were  made  whereby  such  important  documents  would 
be  in  future  placed  in  a  separate  mail  bag  and  would  not  be  removed 
by  the  British  censors  with  ordinary  mail. 

Freight  Embargo.  As  a  result  of  the  withholding  of  shipping 
documents  by  the  censors,  large  shipments  of  perishable  freight  accumu- 
lated on  the  docks  at  the  ports  of  entry — causing  a  tremendous  freight 
congestion.  In  the  effort  to  relieve  this  blockade,  the  railroads  embar- 
goed all  outgoing  and  incoming  freight  from  the  terminals,  which  made 
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it  impossible  to  forward  freight  after  it  was  released  by  tbe  receipt  of 
the  delayed  shipping  documents.  In  this  crisis,  your  committee  inter- 
viewed railroad  officials,  and  as  a  result  of  its  action,  the  railroads  were 
ordered  to  lift  the  blockade  as  applied  to  shipments  of  Holland  and 
Belgian  plants  which  were  then  arriving  in  large  volume. 

Belgian  Shipments.  Your  committee  is  able  to  report  that  in  most 
instances  permits  have  been  given  by  the  British  and  German  govern- 
ments to  Belgian  shippers,  and  that  unless  some  unforeseen  difficulty 
develops,  the  Fall  shipment  of  Azaleas,  etc.,  will  arrive  from  Belgium  on 
schedule  time  from  Rotterdam. 

Joint  Resolution.  The  following  Joint  Resolution  was  introduced 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  on  June  1,  1916. 

To  officially  recognize  a  floral  emblem  for  the  United  States  of  America. 

Wheeeas  :  The  United  States  of  America  have  no  National  flower, 
and  the  adoption  of  the  mountain  Laurel  would  open  up  a  wide  field  of 
interest  for  artists  in  many  lines  of  creative  and  original  work.  It  is 
in  bloom  on  three  of  our  greatest  National  holidays — Independence  Day, 
Decoration  Day,  and  Flag  Day.  Its  flowers  are  red  and  white,  two  of 
the  colors  in  our  flag,  the  red  for  courage,  the  white  for  purity,  and 
the  leaves  combining  as  they  do  yellow  for  wisdom  and  blue  for  truth, 
blended  together,  forming  the  green  fruitfulness,  are  surely  typical  of 
our  country.  The  seed  pod  on  opening  forms  a  perfect  five-pointed  star. 
The  flower  is  wonderfully  formed  like  a  chalice,  with  five  delicately 
curved  edges,  the  blossoms  clustered  together  like  the  constellation  of 
the  States,  and  would  mean  "The  Union  forever" :    Now,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  that  on  and  after  the 
approval  of  this  resolution  the  official  and  recognized  floral  emblem  of 
the  United  States  of  America  shall  be  the  flower  commonly  known  as 
the  Mountain  Laurel. 

This  resolution,  if  enacted  into  law,  would  make  the  Mountain 
Laurel  the  National  flower  of  the  United  States  of  America.  We  imme- 
diately requested  the  introducer  of  the  resolution  not  to  push  the  bill 
until  this  organization  could  pass  upon  it.  We  were  assured  that  every 
opportunity  would  be  afforded  this  organization  to  flle  its  recommenda- 
tion in  the  matter.  We  also  asked  the  horticultural  press  to  give  this 
matter  wide  publicity,  and  to  request  suggestions  for  or  against  the 
resolution.  In  every  instance,  except  one,  the  replies  were  in  favor  of 
the  Mountain  Laurel  as  the  National  flower.  We  might  further  state 
that  as  far  back  as  1881,  the  Mountain  Laurel   was   advanced   as   a 
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National  flower,  but  no  oflicial  action  has  been  taken.  We,  therefore, 
ask  for  an  endorsement  of  the  joint  resolution  above  referred  to,  and 
that  your  committee  be  instructed  to  co-operate  with  our  legislators  at 
Washington  along  said  lines. 

We  also  ask  the  endorsement  of  this  Society  of  Senate  Bill  No. 
6227,  to  increase  the  area  of  the  Botanical  Gardens  of  the  city  of  Wash- 
ington, District  of  Columbia.  The  bill  on  file  provides  for  the  taking 
in  of  East  Seaton  Park  and  West  Seaton  Park,  bounded  by  3d  and  6th 
streets,  and  Maine  and  Missouri  avenues. 

If  the  above  bill  becomes  a  law,  we  will  in  time  have  a  Botanical 
Garden  worthy  of  the  National  Capital  of  the  United  States. 

Unfair  Competition  oe  Anti-dumping  Law.  There  is  now  before 
Congress  a  so-called  Unfair  Competition  or  Anti-dumping  law,  to  pro- 
hibit the  sale  in  the  United  States  of  foreign  goods  at  prices  substan- 
tially below  the  prices  prevailing  in  the  country  of  origin. 

In  reference  to  the  above  matter,  the  enactment  of  this  law  would 
materially  benefit  the  legitimate  florist  and  dealer  who,  as  a  rule,  buys 
his  goods  at  a  fair  market  price  and  expects  to  pay  for  them,  inasmuch 
as  the  bill  before  Congress  prohibits  the  dumping  on  American  markets 
of  goods  to  be  sold  at  public  auction,  particularly,  surplus  bulbs  and 
nursery  stock  which  is  annually  offered  in  the  United  States.  Your 
committee  has  therefore  done  what  they  could  in  personal  interviews 
and  have  sent  copies  of  the  following  letter  to  the  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee  having  the  matter  in  charge : 

Washington,  D.  C,  August  3,  1916. 
Hon.  F.  M.  Simmons,  Chairman, 

Finance  Committee,  U.  S.  Senate, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Gentlemen : 

As  National  Representative  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and 
Ornamental  Horticulturists,  I  wish  to  endorse  Title  VII — "Unfair  Com- 
petition," contained  in  the  so-called  "General  Revenue  Bill,"  now  under 
consideration  by  your  committee,  and  to  urge  that  Title  VII  be  favor- 
ably recommended  to  and  adopted  by  the  Senate  in  its  present  form. 

In  this  provision  we  see  protection  from  unfair  competition,  of  a 
type  not  generally  known — where  foreign  producers  of  the  various  kinds 
of  nursery  stock    (bulbs  in  particular)    sell  to  growers  in  the  United 
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States  on  individual  orders  at  ruling  market  prices,  only  to  later  "dump" 
into  the  auction  houses,  the  same  class  of  merchandise  at  much  lower 
prices.  Then  there  arises  in  respect  to  these  a  competition,  unfair  and 
detrimental  to  our  interests.

W.  F.  Gude,  Chairman :  Surely  we  ought  to  be  heard  as  to  whether 
we  want  the  Mountain  Laurel  adopted  as  the  National  flower.  Surely 
members  of  Congress  should  not  pledge  themselves  to  do  anything  in 
that  regard  until  they  hear  from  this  organization. 

President  MacRorie :  You  have  heard  the  reading  of  the  Report  on 
Tariff  and  Legislation.    What  is  your  pleasure? 

On  motion,  the  report  was  received,  and  spread  upon  the  record. 

President  MacRorie:  We  will  now  hear  the  report  of  the  W.  R. 
Smith  Memorial  Committee. 

The  report  was  read  by  W.  F.  Gude,  Chairman,  as  follows : 


REPORT   OF  THE   COMMITTEE    ON   MEMORIAL   TO   THE    LATE 

WM.  R.  SMITH. 

Gentlemen : 

We  beg  to  submit  the  following  brief  report: 

Your  committee  has  been  rather  inactive  the  past  year  on  account 
of  matters  pending  before  the  National  Government  on  measures  now 
under  consideration,  which  might  materially  affect  the  form  that  the 
Memorial  to  the  late  Wm.  R.  Smith  should  take.  Your  committee  has 
therefore  deemed  it  best  to  go  slow  with  the  matter,  and  ask  to  be 
continued. 

We  have  in  bank  in  the  Munsey  Trust  Company,  Washington,  D.  C, 
to  the  credit  of  the  Wm.  R.  Smith  Memorial  fund,  $1,778.44  and  pledges, 
outstanding,  $625.

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President  MacRorie:  We  will  now  listen  to  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  School  Gardens,  Mr.  Benjamin  Hammond,  Beacon,  N.  Y., 
Chairman. 

Secretary  Young:  I  have  been  requested  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Ham- 
mond, Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  School  Gardens,  to  read  this 
report,  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  GARDEN  COMMITTEE. 

The  first  suggestion  for  the  American  Florists  to  interest  themselves 
in  school  gardening  was  made  by  Mr.  Robert  Farquhar  of  Boston,  at  the 
S.  A.  F.  convention  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  August,  1892. 

The  practical  value  of  this  work  has  become  recognized  the  country 
over  because  it  is  the  means  of  inculcating  into  the  habits  of  youth 
industrial  application  of  mind  and  bodily  vigor,  with  the  result  of  home 
benefit. 

At  the  National  Educational  Association  convention  held  in  New 
York  City  in  July  last,  special  sessions  were  held  by  the  School  Garden 
Association  of  America  devoted  to  the  reports  from  school  workers  in 
this  line.  The  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education,  Mr.  Claxton, 
was  present,  and  representatives  from  Quebec  and  Ontario  and  from 
the  chief  centers  of  population  in  the  United  States.  On  one  of  the 
programs  allusion  was  made  to  the  suggestive  work  of  the  Society  of 
American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists.  Your  committee 
the  past  year  has  carried  out  the  plan  of  sending  as  usual  a  nicely  illus- 
trated circular  letter  to  each  of  the  Departments  of  Education  in  the 
States  and  Territories  and  to  the  school  authorities  of  cities  and  towns 
wherever  there  is  a  member  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  located. 

There  is  this  much  certain,  an  interest  in  this  work  locally  is  good 
business  for  flower  and  seed  trade.  If  the  idea  among  the  children  is 
encouraged  it  will  grow  until  the  United  States  will  become  the  nation 
of  pretty  homes.  One  thing  none  of  us  should  forget,  and  that  is  the 
value  of  the  initiative,  for  it  is  the  characteristic  that  laid  the  founda- 
tion of  Americanism.  The  florist  in  his  home  town  can,  with  spare 
material,  set  an  example  of  pretty  home  surroundings  that  no  other 
tradesman  can  so  well  do,  and  these  examples  point  the  way  and  create 
a  demand  for  flowers,  seeds  and  shrubs.  The  many  letters  which  have 
come  to  hand  from  these  efforts  relative  to  home  gardening  for  children 
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prove  beyond  question  tlie  general  interest  this  work  has,  and  it  carries 
with  it  the  truth,  "On  Earth  Peace  and  Good  Will  Toward  Men."

Vice-President  Kerr:  I  move  that  the  report  be  received,  adopted, 
and  spread  upon  the  record. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

President  MacRorie :  We  will  now  listen  to  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Publicity,  Mr.  Irwin  Bertermann,  Chairman,  of  Indianapolis, 
Ind. 

Secretary  Young :  I  have  also  been  requested  by  Mr.  Irwin  Berter- 
mann, Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Publicity,  to  read  this  report, 
as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLICITY. 

In  view  of  the  impossibility  of  holding  a  majority  committee  meet- 
ing at  Philadelphia  or  since  that  time,  the  chairman  wishes  to  submit 
the  following: 

Mr.  J.  H.  Pepper  was  engaged  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Young, 
secretary,  as  per  the  instructions  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Society 
of  American  Florists.  Mr.  Pepper  wrote  and  disseminated  numerous 
articles  for  Mother's  Day,  Memorial  Day,  and  for  special  features  such 
as  new  Roses,  Carnations  and  other  meritorious  commodities.  These 
were  distributed  to  the  leading  papers  of  the  country  and  responses 
from  the  editors  showed  that  a  great  many  of  them  were  being  used. 
It  soon  became  evident  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee  that  as  the 
matter  of  publicity  was  such  a  big  undertaking,  it  was  better  to  go 
slowly  and  not  waste  any  funds  of  the  parent  organization. 

Mr.  Pepper  submitted  numerous  plans  for  national  advertising,  but 
as  many  of  them  were  necessarily  expensive  it  was  deemed  best  to 
submit  the  whole  thing  to  the  committee  once  more  for  maturity. 
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The  start  that  has  been  made  by  our  National  body  is  certainly 
along  good  lines.  There  cannot  be  too  much  publicity  or  too  much 
thought  given  this  important  topic,  but  the  amount  spent  must  com- 
pare with  the  returns  gained  therefrom.  Of  course  every  particular 
line  of  business  thinks  it  ought  to  be  exploited  directly,  but  is  it  not 
true  that  if  any  one  line  is  exploited,  the  others  are  sure  to  benefit  in 
proportion?  Many  retailers  in  particular  have  expressed  a  desire  for 
national  advertising  and  are  willing  to  contribute  to  a  fund  for  this 
purpose. 

Mr.  Pochelon,  secretary  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  is  at 
this  time  endeavoring  to  raise  a  special  fund  for  advertising.  Would  it 
not  be  best  for  the  S.  A.  F.  to  co-operate  with  the  Florists'  Telegraph 
Delivery  and  each  of  them  devote  a  certain  amount,  say  fifteen  hundred 
to  two  thousand  dollars  for  a  common  purpose?  There  is  much  doubt 
as  to  the  advisability  of  direct  advertising,  as  the  expense  is  too  great, 
but  an  unlimited  amount  of  good  can  be  accomplished  by  a  central 
bureau  such  as  has  been  undertaken  in  a  small  way  which  would 
co-operate  with  the  Florists'  Clubs  of  the  country,  with  the  individuals 
of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  and  with  the  editors  of  the  leading  papers  for 
indirect  advertising.  The  chairman  at  the  request  of  President  Welch 
undertook  the  work  simply  for  a  start.  He  mentioned  at  that  time  that 
he  would  only  undertake  the  same  for  a  limited  period,  and  as  it  is 
impossible  for  him  to  devote  the  proper  amount  of  attention,  he  begs 
leave  to  have  someone  else  appointed  in  his  place  as  chairman,  but  is 
perfectly  willing  to  add  his  smaller  part  as  a  member  of  the  committee. 

The  amount  spent,   $190,  is  well  accounted  for  in  the  matter   of 
publicity  received  and  accounted  for  by  Mr.  Pepper.

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Secretary  Young:  Mr.  Bertermann  has  submitted  a  lot  of  detailed 
correspondence,  also  letters  from  editors  of  the  daily  and  weekly  press 
from  different  parts  of  the  country  showing  that  Mr,  Pepper  performed 
his  part  of  the  work  very  satisfactorily. 

President  MacRorie:  You  have  heard  the  rei>ort.  What  is  your 
pleasure? 

On  motion  of  Secretary  Young,  the  report  was  received  and  the 
committee  continued. 

Secretary  Young:  Regarding  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  De- 
velopment of  American  Products.  I  have  a  report  from  Mr.  H.  P. 
Knoble,  Cleveland,  O.,  and  also  a  very  lengthy  report  from  Mr.  C.  W. 
Ward,  of  Eureka,  Cal.  I  would  suggest  that  as  we  have  had  a  lengthy 
session  today,  that  these  reports  go  over  to  some  later  session. 

There  being  no  objection,  it  was  so  ordered. 

President  MacRorie :  Next  in  order  is  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  National  Credit  and  Collections  Bureau,  F.  H.  Traendly,  Chairman, 
New  York  City. 

Secretary  Young:  Mr.  Traendly  appeared  before  the  Executive 
Board  in  Philadelphia  and  gave  a  report  of  the  work  that  was  being 
done.  The  committee  seemed  to  be  divided ;  so  by  vote  of  the  Executive 
Board  they  were  given  more  time  and  authorized  to  continue  their  work. 
Mr.  Traendly,  as  chairman,  writes  me  under  date  of  August  10th,  as 
foUows :

President  MacRorie:     We  will  now  have  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Publication  of  Trade  Directory. 

The  said  report  was  now  read  by  Secretary  Young,  as  follows : 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TRADE  DIRECTORY. 

Mr.  President,  and  Members  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H. : 

Gentlemen : 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  held  in  Philadelphia  last 
March  the  president  of  the  Society  was  authorized  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee for  the  purpose  of  taking  up  the  question  of  preparing  a  reliable 
Trade  Directory  of  the  florists  of  this  country. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  of  this  committee  is,  that  the  Society  can 
well  afford  to  publish  such  a  Directory;  that  it  should  be  published, 
owned  and  controlled  by  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  and  that  it  should  be 
done  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  secretary  of  the  S.  A.  F. 
and  O.  H. ;  also  that  it  should  be  revised  every  two  to  five  years. 

To  provide  funds  for  such  an  undertaking,  an  appropriation  of 
about  three  thousand  dollars  would  be  necessary;  this  to  be  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  secretary.  When  completed,  it  should  be  sold  at  a  price 
which  would  cover  its  cost;  then  it  would  not  be  a  burden  upon  the 
Society,  but  perhaps  a  small  revenue. 

It  would  be  necessary  that  such  a  publication  contain  a  full  and 
complete  list  of  all  persons  engaged  in  commercial  horticulture,  and 
should  include  growers,  retail  and  wholesale  florists,  Park  and  Cemetery 
Superintendents,  dealers  in  florists'  supplies,  and  all  allied  trades. 

We  would  also  suggest  that  the  secretary  be  allowed  a  sufficient 
compensation  for  the  extra  work  involved  in  the  compilation  of  said 
Directory. 

Advertisements  in  the  back  and  on  inside  covers  of  the  book  would, 
no  doubt,  prove  a  considerable  source  of  revenue. 
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Tlie  assistance  of  the  vice-president  of  eacli  State  would  be  a  valu- 
able aid  in  the  compilation  of  this  Directory.

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SECOND  SESSION-TUESDAY  NIGHT, 
AUGUST  15,  1916 


Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  an 
evening  session  was  held  on  Tuesday,  August  15th,  at  the  Rice  Hotel, 
for  the  purpose  of  balloting  for  meeting  places  for  1917  and  also  1918.

William  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative:  Mr.  President  aud 
Members,  on  account  of  the  duplication  of  work  on  different  committees 
which  have  been  in  session  this  morning  at  nine  o'clock,  and  several 
yesterday  afternoon,  it  has  been  impossible  for  the  Committee  on  Presi- 
dent's Address  to  get  together.  If  it  is  possible  to  make  that  report  at 
the  evening  session  today  we  would  like  to  do  it ;  if  not  I  would  ask 
that  it  be  set  down  for  the  first  order  of  business  tomorrow  morning. 
Is  there  any  business  session  this  afternoon  at  which  we  could  bring  in 
this  report? 

Secretary  Young:    There  is  not. 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative :  Then  I  ask  leave  to 
bring  it  in  tomorrow  morning. 

President  MacRorie :  If  there  is  no  objection,  it  will  be  so  ordered. 
We  will  now  hear  the  report  of  the  National  Flower  Show  Committee, 
Mr.  George  Asmus,  chairman. 

George  Asmus,  Chairman,  Flower  Show  Committee:  It  seems  too 
bad  to  have  to  take  up  the  time  on  a  hot  day  with  any  kind  of  a  report 
that  will  take  a  little  time  to  present;  but  it  seems  to  me  that  out  of 
respect  for  those  who  had  charge  of  this  show  that  this  report  particu- 
larly should  be  read. 

You  will  notice  in  this  printed  pamphlet  a  detailed  account  of  every 
penny  that  has  been  taken  in.    It  is  necessary,  however,  to  read  part  of 
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this  report.    I  will  read  it  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  will  take  only  so 
much  of  your  time  as  is  necessary. 

The  report  follows  the  minutes  of  the  National  Flower  Show  Com- 
mittee. 

MINUTES  OF  NATIONAL  FLOWER  SHOW  COMMITTEE. 

A  meeting  of  this  committee  was  held  at  the  Bellevue-Stratford 
Hotel,  Philadelphia,  on  Monday,  October  18,  at  3  p.  m.  There  were  also 
present  several  members  of  the  Local  Executive  Committee,  and  David 
Rust,  representing  the  Pennsylvania  Horticultural  Society. 

The  report  of  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Publicity  was 
received,  and  action  on  the  recommendations  contained  in  same  was 
taken.  Samples  of  "stickers"  and  posters  were  considered  and  estimates 
on  quantities  of  same  examined.  On  motion,  Chairman  Therkildson  of 
the  Publicity  Committee  was  authorized  to  order  5,000  posters  at  a  cost 
of  $490,  and  3,000  window  posters  at  $110  per  1,000,  and  2,000  smaller 
card  posters  at  $80  per  1,000. 

After  full  consideration  of  the  matter  of  the  official  program,  it  was 
decided  to  authorize  the  printing  of  50,000  copies  for  free  distribution, 
and  that  the  details  of  the  printing  and  make-up  be  left  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Kleinheinz,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Exhibits,  reported 
in  detail  his  work  in  connection  with  obtaining  exhibits  for  the  show, 
and  that  his  committee  were  satisfied  that  success  would  result  from 
their  efforts. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Grakelow,  it  was  decided  that  a  centrally  located 
oflice  in  Philadelphia  be  secured,  and  the  services  of  a  stenographer,  for 
purposes  of  the  Local  Executive  Committee. 

Reports  were  forthcoming  from  the  Committees  on  Lectures,  Adver- 
tising, Trade  Tickets,  Information,  Decorations,  Special  Features,  Music, 
Printing,  Concessions  and  Aquariums,  and  the  same  showed  that  the 
work  of  these  committees  was  well  in  hand.  The  many  recommenda- 
tions in  them  were  considered,  and  such  as  were  favored  endorsed,  for 
reference  to  the  National  Flower  Show  Committee  at  its  meeting  later. 

An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  National  Flower  Show  Committee  was 
held  at  the  Bellevue-Stratford  Hotel,  Philadelphia,  on  Tuesday,  October 
19,  at  10  a.  m.     The  following  were  in  attendance :  Chairman  George 
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Asmus,  Secretary  Jolm  Young,  Treasurer  Wm.  F.  Kasting,  A.  Farenwald, 
C.  H.  Totty,  Thomas  Roland,  Wm.  P.  Craig,  P.  Welch,  and  Arthur  A. 
Niessen,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Local  Executive  Committee. 

The  secretary,  as  superintendent  of  the  Trade  Exhibition,  having 
also  in  charge  the  sale  of  trade  space,  the  matters  of  obtaining  adver- 
tisements for  the  Official  Souvenir  Program,  and  raising  the  Guarantee 
Fund,  reported  progress.  It  was  the  understanding  of  the  committee 
that  the  secretary  was  to  receive  the  same  remuneration  for  his  work 
on  the  forthcoming  National  Flower  Show  as  at  the  National  Flower 
Show  held  in  New  York  in  1913. 

It  was  resolved  that  50  per  cent,  of  the  amount  subscribed  to  the 
Guarantee  Fund  be  called  for  on  February  1,  1916. 

The  following  appropriations  were  made: 

$1,000  for  the  purchase  of  decorative  material  for  use  in  the 
exhibition  hall,  for  foliage  and  florist's  material  only,  and  exclusive 
of  labor  in  placing  same. 

$5,000  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Publicity  and  Advertis- 
ing, this  amount  to  include  expense  of  posters,  distribution  and 
newspaper  advertising,  and  all  other  expense  covering  publicity. 

$4,000  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Lease,  Contract  and 
Hall,  the  amount  to  cover  rent,  heating,  lighting,  labor  of  installa- 
tion and  dismantling  of  the  show,  and  all  labor  incidental  to  the 
operation  of  the  show. 

$1,000  for  the  use  of  the  Local  Executive  Committee  in  securing 
office  quarters  and  maintaining  same  with  the  necessary  clerical 
assistance. 

$300  for  the  services  of  an  exhibition  manager. 

It  was  decided  that  the  secretary  and  the  treasurer  of  the  S.  A.  F. 
and  O.  H.  have  charge  of  the  box  office  and  the  printing  of  all  tickets, 
and  that  they  should  furnish  all  trade  tickets  to  the  Committee  on  Trade 
Tickets  as  required,  taking  proper  receipts  therefor. 

The  Committee  on  Trade  Tickets  were  given  permission  to  offer 
any  desirable  purchaser  blocks  of  not  less  than  5,000  tickets  at  a  price 
of  not  less  than  15c.  each,  for  use  on  the  first  night  of  the  show  only. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  price  of  trade  tickets  be  placed  at  one 
straight  rate — ^25c.  each — with  the  exception  of  those  on  the  5,000  block 
plan,  and  that  not  less  than  25  tickets  be  sold  to  any  one  under  this 
plan. 
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On  motion  of  the  secretary,  Mr.  Totty  was  appointed  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Jurors. 

The  committee  adjourned  to  meet  at  Convention  Hall  at  3  p.  m. 

Adjourned  meeting  at  Convention  Hall,  Philadelphia,  Tuesday,  Oc- 
tober 19,  at  3  p.  m. 

The  committee,  with  many  of  the  chairmen  of  the  local  committees, 
assembled  promptly  and  looked  over  the  building.  The  facilities  for  the 
proper  housing  of  the  different  departments  of  the  show  were  inspected 
and  examined,  and  locations  selected  for  many  of  the  departments.  The 
lack  of  sufficient  room  being  very  apparent,  several  changes  in  the 
layout  of  the  show  as  previously  determined  upon  were  discussed  and 
adopted,  and  the  secretary  was  instructed  to  issue  a  new  plan  if  the 
same  were  thought  necessary. 

Space  was  allotted  to  the  Pennsylvania  Horticultural  Society  for 
the  erection  of  a  booth  for  the  use  of  its  members  and  friends  ttirough- 
out  the  show  period,  and  by  unanimous  vote  it  was  decided  that  the 
same  society  be  allowed  a  season  ticket  for  each  member,  such  ticket  to 
cover  the  admission  of  a  member  "and  one." 

The  secretary  was  given  permission  to  set  aside  space  in  some 
part  of  the  building  for  the  use  of  the  officers  of  the  co-operating  socie- 
ties as  headquarters  during  the  time  of  the  show. 

Adjournment  was  then  taken  to  Wednesday,  October  20,  at  10  a.  m. 

In  the  evening  the  committee  held  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Florists' 
Club  of  Philadelphia,  at  the  latter's  rooms.  The  attendance  was  large. 
While  no  business  was  transacted,  it  was  a  most  enthusiastic  gathering, 
and  evidenced,  in  stirring  addresses,  the  great  support  being  given  to 
the  project  of  the  National  Flower  Show.  During  the  meeting  Chair- 
man Asmus  announced  that  Mr.  Wm.  Graham  had  been  the  unanimous 
choice  of  the  National  Flower  Show  Committee  as  manager  of  the  show. 

Adjourned  meeting  held  at  the  Bellevue- Stratford  Hotel,  Philadel- 
phia, on  Wednesday,  October  20th. 

The  matter  of  the  award  of  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  medals  and  certifi- 
cates by  the  National  Flower  Show  Committee  came  up  for  discussion. 
The  recommendation  of  the  judges  of  the  Trade  Exhibition  at  the  San 
Francisco  Convention,  that  a  gold  medal  be  awarded  for  a  display  of 
seedling  Gladioli  to  Richard  Diener,  was  not  adopted.  The  committee 
decided  that,  inasmuch  as  it  was  their  rule  to  confer  the  medal  awards 
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only  upon  new  and  meritorious  plants  wliich  had  been  named  and  regis- 
tered in  the  Department  of  Registration  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.,  they 
could  not  act  favorably  on  the  recommendation ;  they,  however,  in  view 
of  the  fine  exhibit  described  by  the  judges,  awarded  a  cultural  certifi- 
cate to  Mr.  Diener. 

On  Secretary  Young's  motion,  Messrs.  Totty  and  Roland  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  draft  rules  covering  the  award  of  the  S.  A.  F. 
and  O.  H.  medals  at  exhibitions. 

On  motion,  S.  S.  Pennock  and  Louis  Burk  were  added  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Lease,  Contract  and  Hall. 

Secretary  Young  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Totty,  that  when  appro- 
priations are  made  by  any  committee,  the  same  must  be  governed  by 
a  majority  vote  of  such  committee.    It  was  so  ordered. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned. 

NATIONAL    FLOWER    SHOW    COMMITTEE. 
A  meeting  of  the  National  Flower  Show  Committee  was  held  in 
Philadelphia,  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  January  11  and  12,  1916. 

FIEST  SESSION. 

The  first  session  was  held  in  the  executive  office  of  the  National 
Flower  Show,  Widener  Building,  on  Tuesday  morning,  January  11th, 
10  a.  m.  There  were  present:  Chairman  George  Asmus,  Secretary 
John  Young,  Treasurer  William  F.  Kasting,  C.  H.  Totty,  Thomas  Roland 
and  W.  P.  Committee.  Patrick  Welch,  of  the  National  Flower  Show 
Committee,  telegraphed  his  inability  to  be  in  attendance  before  6  p.  m. 
Vice-Chairman  A.  Farenwald  was  absent  through  illness.  Mr.  Dove, 
of  the  Municipal  Department,  was  also  present,  by  invitation,  and 
assured  the  committee  of  the  support  of  the  municipal  authorities  in  the 
holding  of  the  show. 

Various  matters  in  regard  to  the  show  were  discussed,  and  at  the 
suggestion  of  Fred  Cowperthwaite,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  In- 
formation, it  was  ordered  that  six  guides,  or  attendants,  be  employed  at 
the  show  for  the  purpose  of  imparting  information  to  visitors. 

At  noon  the  Automobile  Association  entertained  the  committee  at 
lunch  in  the  association's  rooms,  and  a  proposed  contract  for  the  acqui- 
sition of  the  flooring,  heating  plant  and  decorations  used  in  the  Conven- 
tion Hall  during  the  automobile  show  was  very  fully  discussed.  The 
proposition  was  that  the  National  Flower  Show  Committee  take  over 
the  use  of  the  flooring,  heating  plant  and  decorations  for  a  considera- 
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tion  of  $2,500.  The  committee  afterwards  adjourned  to  the  Convention 
Hall,  where  the  matter  was  further  discussed,  and  it  was  decided  to 
enter  into  the  proposed  contract. 

SECOND    SESSION. 

At  a  session  held  in  the  evening  at  the  Bellevue-Stratford  Hotel, 
all  the  detail  work  of  the  show  was  taken  up  and  fully  discussed. 
Mr.  Welch  was  in  attendance  at  this  meeting. 

THIRD  SESSION. 

A  third  session  opened  on  Wednesday  morning,  January  12th,  at 
Convention  Hall. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  P.  Martin,  president,  and  Miss  Goodman,  secretary, 
of  the  Garden  Club  of  Philadelphia,  were  in  attendance,  and  space  in 
the  hall  meeting  the  ladies'  requirements  was  allotted  for  purposes  of  a 
tea  garden,  flower  booth  and  headquarters.  It  was  understood  that  the 
National  Flower  Show  Committee  was  to  furnish  the  necessary  en- 
closure and  decorations. 

A  few  changes  were  made  in  the  locations  of  other  departments  of 
the  show. 

Adjournment  was  made  at  noon  to  the  executive  office,  Widener 
Building,  where  the  committee  met  the  officers  of  the  Automobile  Asso- 
ciation and  closed  the  contract  for  the  use  of  the  flooring,  heating 
plant  and  decorations.  There  were  also  present  Louis  Burk,  S.  S.  Pen- 
nock  and  Secretary  A,  A.  Niessen,  of  the  Local  Executive  Committee. 
Our  committee  was  represented  at  this  meeting  by  counsel,  Mr.  D.  C. 
Donoghue,  who  had  prepared  the  necessary  contract.  On  motion 
of  Mr.  Kasting,  it  was  resolved  that  the  National  Flower  Show  Com- 
mittee of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticul- 
turists execute  and  deliver  the  contract  as  and  for  the  act  of  the  cor- 
poration, and  the  vote  being  polled,  each  member  voted  "aye."  It  was 
understood  that  prior  to  the  delivery  of  the  contract  and  the  payment 
of  the  consideration — $2,500 — letters  were  to  be  delivered  to  the  Na- 
tional Flower  Show  Committee  from  Innes  &  Company,  A.  Raymond 
Raff,  and  Moyer  Art  &  Decoration  Company,  stating  that  they  will  not 
remove  the  heating  apparatus,  flooring  and  decorations  prior  to  April 
5,  1916,  and  also  stating  exactly  what  the  obligations  of  the  Automobile 
Association  to  these  parties  were  at  this  time. 

Mr.  Craig  announced  that  officials  of  the  John  Wanamaker  estab- 
lishment had  donated  the  sum  of  $500  towards  the  flooring,   heating

and  decorations  account,  so  that  their  organization  could  have  the  use 
of  these  conveniences  at  the  annual  athletic  meeting  of  the  employees 
of  the  house. 

Adjournment  for  lunch  was  then  taken. 

FOUETH    SESSION. 

The  fourth  session  of  the  committee  was  held  at  3  p.  m.  on 
Wednesday,  January  12th,  in  conjunction  with  a  meeting  of  the  Local 
Executive  Committee,  at  the  rooms  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  reports  of  the  chairmen  of  the  different  local  committees  were 
received,  all  showing  that  the  work  of  the  show  was  well  in  hand. 

William  Kleinheinz,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Exhibits,  made 
an  especially  favorable  report,  and  announced  the  donation  of  several 
special  premiums.  He  also  suggested  a  few  additions  to  the  classes  in 
the  schedule,  and  his  suggestions  were  adopted. 

Several  new  offers  of  special  prizes  were  considered  and  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Secretary  Young  the  question  of  printing  the  final 
schedule  was  left  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Therkildson  and  the  secretary. 
It  was  decided  to  print  30,000  covers  for  the  program,  the  same  to  be 
printed  from  the  lithographic  stones  already  prepared;  and  upon 
motion  of  Mr.  Therkildson,  it  was  decided  that  a  charge  of  ten  cents  be 
made  for  each  copy  of  the  program. 

The  official  minutes  of  this  session  were  taken  by  Secretary  A.  A. 
Niessen  of  the  Local  Executive  Committee. 

REPORT   OF  THE   FOURTH  NATIONAL  FLOWER    SHOW, 
PHILADELPHIA,  MARCH  25  to  APRIL  2,  1916.

The  above  detailed  report  has  been  amended  to  date. 

During  the  course  of  the  reading  of  the  foregoing  report  Chairman 
Asmus  made  some  comments  aside  from  the  report.  He  particularly 
called  attention  to  the  gross  amount  of  receipts  and  expenses,  and  to 
the  fact  that  there  was  a  net  profit  realized  of  $12,396.97.  This  an- 
nouncement was  received  with  pronounced  applause  by  the  convention. 

Aside  from  the  report,  Chairman  Asmus  remarked  as  follows  : 

My  report  is  concluded  except  the  printing  of  it ;  but  I  want  to  call 
attention  to  the  necessity  of  permanently  providing  for  the  National 
Flower  Show  committee,  and  to  the  dangers  that  are  incidental  to  an 
exhibition  of  this  kind  if  it  is  not  properly  guarded  and  looked  after 
as  a  business  venture.  When  you  have  an  exhibition  whose  expenses 
exceed  $45,000,  there  is  danger  as  to  whether  you  are  going  to  make 
good  or  not.  You  can  very  easily  lose  $20,000  or  $80,000  if  your  show 
is  improperly  managed.  If  that  much  of  a  loss  had  been  experienced 
in  Philadelphia  you  would  not  have  had  much  left  in  your  treasury 
now;  I  am  going  to  recommend  that  the  Guaranty  Fund  be  made 
$20,000.  ;  1 

It  has  been  the  custom  in  the  past  to  call  for  50  per  cent,  of  the 
Guaranty  Fund  and  only  pay  10  per  cent;  but  the  committee  thought 
that  as  everybody  was  liable  to  the  full  amount  they  ought  to  be  recom- 
pensed in  the  full  amount. 

And  at  another  point  Mr.  Asmus  said : 

I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  one  thing,  and  that  is  that  the 
general  chairman  who  conducts  the  show  should  be  recompensed.  I 
will,  of  course,  send  in  my  resignation,  as  has  been  the  custom,  and 
somebody  may  be  elected ;  but  you  have  to  figure  on  the  fact  that  who- 
ever that  somebody  is  he  should  be  recompensed  for  his  time  in  the 
future.    It  means  a  good  deal  for  a  man  to  be  connected  with  an  affair 
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of  this  kind  for  two  years,  visiting  the  city  where  the  show  is  held 
probably  once  a  month,  overseeing  everything,  and  having  to  look  after 
two  or  three  stenographers  at  a  time  in  your  office  in  your  own  city. 
It  really  means  two  years  of  work.  When  you  handle  a  $60,000  propo- 
sition I  do  not  have  to  tell  you  that  there  is  some  work  connected  with 
it,  and  it  takes  about  60  per  cent,  of  your  business  time.  As  the  result 
of  the  National  Flower  Show  at  Philadelphia,  and  it  can  easily  be 
corroborated,  they  have  sold  $150,000  more  flowers  in  Philadelphia  than 
they  ever  sold  before.  Mr.  Heacock  can  bear  me  out  in  that.  That  is 
what  the  show  is  for.  That  is  why  it  is  well  worth  while  to  pay  the 
expense  of  that  committee.  Arrangements  should  be  made  so  that  when 
the  next  National  Flower  Show  is  held  whoever  gives  up  his  time  to 
do  the  work  should  know  that  there  is  going  to  be  some  recompense 
for  it 

Mr.  Asmus  also  especially  commended  the  work  of  the  Trade  Ticket 
Committee  and  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  six  miles  away  from 
the  flower  show  there  were  over  40,000  paid  admissions  sold  by  this 
committee  and  entirely  through  their  eft'orts — something  never  before 
attempted  or  thought  of. 

Benjamin  Hammond,  Beacon,  N.  Y. :  1  would  move  that  this 
Society  extend  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  George  Asmus,  chairman  of  the 
National  Flower  Show  Committee,  for  the  most  excellent  work  that 
was  done  in  connection  with  the  Philadelphia  National  Flower  Show. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Neb. :  I  would  move  an  amendment  to  that 
motion.  It  is  impossible  to  thank  Mr.  Asmus  sutficiently.  He  has  spent 
a  lot  of  money  and  a  lot  of  time,  and  the  affair  was  an  immense  success. 
When  a  man  gets  $12,000  for  the  Society,  I  think  he  ought  to  have  more 
than  a  vote  of  thanks.  I  move  that  this  be  referred  to  the  board  of 
directors  to  compensate  Mr.  George  Asmus,  and  also  to  decide  as  to 
future  National  flower  shows  what  the  chairman  of  the  National  Flower 
Show  Committee  should  receive  as  compensation  for  his  work. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  J.  A.  Peterson,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and 
the  question  being  taken,  the  motion  carried,  as  above  amended. 

E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  I  don't  know  whether  we,  as  a  society, 
appreciate  to  the  full  extent  the  great  benefit  that  these  shows  are  to 
the  profession  at  large.  I  think  that  Robert  Craig  and  others  will  bear 
me  out  in  the  statement  that  a  few  of  the  older  members,  with  myself, 
have  insisted  and  emphasized  the  fact  that  we  must  go  into  the  show 
business  largely  and  entirely ;  this  has  been  repeated  from  year  to  year 
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ever  since  the  organization  of  tlie  National  Society.  I  was  deeply 
impressed  with  the  value  of  trade  exhibitions,  as  seen  in  Europe,  espe- 
cially in  Paris  at  the  National  Flower  Show,  and  also  when  I  visited 
the  shows  in  England  and  in  Germany.  Every  man  engaged  in  our  pro- 
fession over  there  said  that  those  shows  were  educational  factors  of 
immense  value  and  that  they  could  never  have  built  up  their  trade  or 
disposed  of  the  stock  grown  in  Europe  had  it  not  been  for  the  shows 
held  throughout  the  different  countries  over  there. 

The  great  International  Show  in  London  was  a  marvelous  thing. 
What  did  it  do?  It  brought  to  the  men  in  the  trade,  just  as  the  Phila- 
delphia show  did,  in  this  country,  additional  revenue  through  a  larger 
sale  of  their  products. 

I  want  to  say  to  you  people  here  of  the  Southwest,  do  not  get 
discouraged  in  showing  your  products.  You  ought  to  hold  a  show  in 
every  city  in  the  State  of  Texas.  If  you  will  put  your  shoulders  to  the 
wheel,  prepare  exhibits,  and  hold  those  shows,  you  will  find  that  your 
trade  will  advance  by  leaps  and  bounds.  It  works  that  way  every 
time.    It  never  has  failed ;  it  never  will  fail. 

What  the  American  people  want  is  education  on  these  lines.  I  tell 
you,  I  think  that  the  work  done  by  this  committee  has  been  the  greatest 
thing  that  ever  happened  in  this  Society.  I  think  it  is  a  splendid  thing 
that  these  National  exhibitions  have  come  to  be  permanent.  That  is 
just  as  it  should  be.  I  hope  the  day  will  come  when  our  meetings  such 
as  we  have  been  having  in  Midsummer  will  be  called  for  during  these 
great  exhibitions  in  the  Spring  or  Fall  of  the  year;  because  then  we 
can  get  men  to  remain  over  to  attend  them  who  have  never  had  the 
privilege  of  seeing  these  great  exhibits  as  presented  by  the  people  of 
the  East. 

And  so  I  want  to  heartily  commend  the  work  of  this  committee.  I 
think  the  chairman  should  be  compensated.  I  do  not  think  a  vote  of 
thanks  Is  suflBcient  for  him.  I  tell  you,  he  has  done  a  tremendous 
amount  of  work — and  marvelously  done  it,  too!  I  know  that  we  are 
all  grateful  to  him ;  but  that  should  not  end  our  appreciation. 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  say  that  this  is  the  happiest  day  of  my 
life  €is  I  listen  to  this  report.  It  is  the  consummation  of  what  I  have 
devoutly  desired. 

Mr.  Craig,  and  a  number  of  others  have  felt  all  along  the  same 
way.     We  have  said,  "Exhibit!    Exhibit!    And  show  what  you  have. 
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Get  it  out  before  the  people.  Then  will  our  profession  become  exalted 
and  take  the  place  that  it  should  in  the  estimation  of  the  whole  people !" 
(Applause.) 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative:  Mr.  President,  be- 
fore proceeding  with  the  next  order  of  business,  I  would  like  to  know 
just  what  was  done  with  the  chairman's  report?  Was  it  adopted  and 
the  recommendations  concurred  in?    How  was  that  fixed? 

Secretary  Young:  The  motion  of  Mr.  Hess  was  that  the  report  be 
accepted  and  that  the  question  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Board  to 
properly  compensate  George  Asmus,  chairman  of  the  National  Flower 
Show  Committee,  for  his  work  in  connection  with  the  last  National 
Flower  Show,  and  it  is  also  recommended  that  the  Executive  Board 
make  provision  for  the  compensation  to  be  allowed  any  future  chair- 
man of  that  committee. 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative:  I  am  fully  in  ac- 
cord with  and  appreciate  everything  that  the  chairman  of  that  com- 
mittee has  done,  and  I  realize  how  well  he  did  it.  There  is  not  one  of 
our  members,  east,  west,  north  or  south  who  could  have  done  it  better. 
Dan.  Donoghue  of  Philadelphia  is  a  warm  personal  friend  of  mine — 
I  go  fishing  with  him  and  I  know  him  personally  as  an  estimable 
gentleman,  while  he  was  attorney  for  the  flower  show.  At  the  National 
Capital  in  Washington,  in  my  capacity  as  Representative  there  I  have 
had  the  privilege  of  spending  $1,000,  and  I  have  not  spent  it.  There 
are  attorneys  there,  and  if  we  need  National  attorneys  and  National 
recognition  we  should  go  to  the  National  Capital  v^^here  all  the  business 
emanates  and  is  finally  concluded,  rather  than  to  St.  Louis  or  to  any 
other  place.  I  would  suggest  that  Mr.  Donoghue,  in  recognition  of  his 
services,  be  made  counsel  for  the  Flower  Show  Committee,  and  not  for 
the  National  Society.     I  believe  that  agrees  with  the  chairman's  idea. 

George  Asmus,  Chairman:  I  agree  with  what  Mr.  Gude  says.  I 
wish  to  say  that  my  idea  was  to  compliment  Mr.  Donoghue.  It  was 
requested,  and  I  said  I  would  propose  the  matter,  but  I  could  not 
promise  that  it  could  be  done.  I  think  it  will  be  all  right,  as  suggested 
by  Mr.  Gude. 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative :  I  would  like  it  to  be 
put  on  record  that  Dan  Donoghue  is  one  of  the  finest  fellows  in 
America,  and  if  consistent,  I  would  like  him  to  be  National  attorney; 
but  as  he  is  not  located  at  the  Nation's  Capital,  the  attorney  should  be 
there. 
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(xeorge  Asmus,  Chairman:  Mr.  Hill's  talk  reminded  me  of  one  ol 
the  greatest  features  that  we  carried  out  at  the  flower  show.  I  think 
we  had  one  of  the  most  complete  organizations  of  a  Bureau  of  Infor- 
mation that  we  could  possibly  have  had,  a  working  force  of  sixty  people 
who  knew  every  branch  of  floriculture.  Some  120  organizations  derived 
the  benefit  of  those  people  and  even  sent  classes  of  children  out  at 
different  times  to  be  instructed.  We  had  more  questions  to  answer 
than  those  sixty  people  could  take  care  of ;  but  I  think  the  public  were 
grateful  for  it  all;  and  that  is  one  of  the  things  that  I  hope  we  will 
keep  up. 

President  MacRorie:  I  am  asked  to  announce  that  the  Ladies' 
S.  A.  F.  are  holding  a  meeting  at  the  Rice  Hotel. 

The  next  order  of  business  is  nomination  of  officers  for  1917. 

The  chair  recognized  Mr.  Gude. 

William  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative:  Mr.  President  and 
Friends:  There  is  an  old  axiom  that  "all  the  world  loves  a  lover." 
That  might  be  paraphrased  by  saying  that  every  real  man  who  is  worth 
while  loves  a  doer. 

I  have  in  mind,  for  president,  to  guide  our  destinies  of  this  Asso- 
ciation in  1917,  a  man  who  is  truly  a  doer.  It  has  been  said  that  he 
has  not  been  a  member  as  long  as  some  of  us;  but  from  my  personal 
knowledge  he  is  a  man  who  does  things.  Those  of  you  who  are  in  busi- 
ness know  that  when  you  employ  a  messenger  boy,  or  a  middle  man, 
or  a  head  man,  or  a  manager,  you  want  him  to  be  able  to  deliver  the 
goods  and  not  to  make  excuses  why  he  does  not  do  thus  and  so.  For 
that  reason,  and  for  many  other  reasons,  it  is  absolutely  apparent  to 
me  that  an  Association  like  this,  holding  a  charter  from  the  United 
States  Government,  and  having  the  right  to  meet  in  every  city  of  the 
Union,  should  have  as  its  executive  head  a  man  who  can  deliver  the 
goods,  without  fear  or  favor. 

The  man  I  have  in  mind  ingratiated  himself  in  my  estimation,  first 
at  the  Boston  convention,  in  talking  with  him  privately  and  publicly 
about  some  of  the  things  that  were  said  and  done  there.  Again,  at  the 
San  Francisco  convention,  where  he  was  prematurely  called  away, 
necessarily  as  I  knew. 

And,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  from  the  time  that  we  got  off  the  train 
here  until  this  morning,  when  nominations  were  in  order  he  has  been 
always  on  hand  to  look  after  our  comfort,  while  also  carrvin^  on  his 
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duties  as  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Texas  State  Association.  Surely, 
with  one  accord,  we  all  must  say  of  him,  "well  done,  good  and  faithful 
servant!"  With  these  facts  proven  he  surely  is  good  enough  to  be  the 
next  president  of  this  Society  of  the  American  Florists  and  Ornamental 
Horticulturists  of  the  United  States  of  America;  I  want  to  nominate 
Mr.  Robert  C.  Kerr,  president  of  the  Texas  State  Florists'  Association, 
of  the  Lone  Star  State — ^Texas — the  greatest  State  in  the  world — as 
President  of  this  Association  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Charles  L.  Baum,  Knoxville,  Tenn. :  I  do  not  know  that  I  can  add 
anything  at  all  to  what  Mr.  Gude  has  said.  I  rise  to  second  the  nomi- 
nation of  this  live  Texas  wire,  Mr.  Robert  C.  Kerr. 

President  MacRorie:  Mr.  Robert  C.  Kerr,  of  Houston,  Texas,  is 
placed  in  nomination  for  president  of  this  Association  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

H.  O.  Hannah,  Sherman,  Texas :  There  are  two  classes  of  people 
in  Kentucky;  there  is  the  Blue  Grass  region,  and  then  there  is  the 
I>ennyroyal  district.  I  have  known  Mr.  Kerr  from  boyhood,  have  known 
him  all  his  life.  He  comes  from  the  black  land  district  of  Texas,  and 
he  is  worthy  of  any  honor  that  can  be  bestowed  upon  him.  He  deserves 
this  promotion,  which  also  will  be  a  great  honor  to  our  State.  I  take 
deep  interest  in  having  him  elected  president.  I  think  it  is  an  honor 
that  is  due  him.  I  move  that  nominations  close,  and  that  the  secretary 
be  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  convention  for  his  unanimous 
election. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered.  (Cries  of  "Speech!"  and  "Hurrah 
for  Kerr!"    "Come  up  front!") 

Vice-President  Kerr:  It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  I  deeply 
appreciate  the  great  honor  that  you  have  bestowed  upon  me  in  electing 
me  president  of  the  greatest  horticultural  organization  in  existence 
today. 

President  MacRorie :    You  are  not  elected  yet.    Sit  down. 

Vice-President  Kerr :    Did  they  not  call  on  me  for  a  speech  ? 

President  MacRorie:  I  know,  but  you  are  not  elected  yet.  Tell 
them  something  else. 

Vice-President  Kerr :  I  want  to  say  that  I  take  it  for  granted  that 
in  this  action  you  have  taken  it  is  a  recognition  of  the  work  of  the 
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Southern  florists.     We  hope  to  do  some  good  work  for  this  Society  in 
the  South  this  coming  year.    I  thank  you.     (Applause.) 

Secretary  Young:  Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  according 
to  our  constitution  and  by-laws  the  vice-president  of  this  Society  must 
be  a  resident  of  the  State  in  which  the  annual  meeting  is  held  during 
his  term  of  oflice.  I  have  in  mind  a  gentleman  whom  I  wish  to  place 
in  nomination,  who  is  a  live  wire  and  a  great  worker.  If  elected,  1 
know  he  will  carry  out  the  work  of  his  office  to  the  satisfaction  of 
every  member  of  this  Society.  He  is  a  man  who  has  been  been  on 
every  important  committee  of  the  New  York  Florists'  Club.  He  is  a 
Past  President  of  this  club,  and  was  the  originator  of  the  famous  day 
known  as  "Brooklyn  Day"  at  the  National  Flower  Show  in  New  York 
and  of  the  subsequent  big  shows  that  have  been  held  there.  He  is  a 
man  who,  when  he  starts  things,  sees  to  it  that  they  are  finished  up  in 
good  shape.  He  was  also  the  organizer  of  "New  York  Day"  at  the 
National  Flower  Show  in  Philadelphia.  A  great  many  ridiculed  even 
the  suggestion  of  such  a  thing;  but  the  man  whom  I  have  in  mind, 
Abraham  L.  Miller,  of  Jamaica,  N.  Y.,  carried  his  plan  through,  en- 
gaged a  special  train,  got  together  a  party  of  almost  300  who  took 
advantage  of  the  trip  to  visit  Philadelphia  and  see  the  National  Flower 
Show.  The  day  that  was  selected  turned  out  to  be  one  of  the  most 
stormy  and  disagreeable  days  of  the  entire  flower  show  week,  still  the 
"New  York  Day"  was  a  most  successful  event,  owing  to  the  efforts  of 
Mr.  Miller.  When  the  convention  comes  to  New  York  It  is  necessary 
that  we  have  a  "live  wire"  at  the  helm  to  take  care  of  many  important 
arrangements  that  will  be  necessary,  and  to  help  make  the  convention 
the  success  that  we  desire  to  have  it.  I  am  satisfied  if  word  goes  back 
to  New  York  that  he  has  been  elected  vice-president,  that  the  work  of 
the  1917  convention  will  have  been  begun  even  before  the  delegates  to 
this  convention  get  back  home. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  placing  in  nomination  Abraham  L.  Miller, 
of  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  for  Vice-President  of  this  Society  for  1917. 

Past-President  Vincent :  Mr.  President,  and  Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 
I  want  to  second  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Miller.  I  have  had  some  little 
experience  with  Mr.  Miller,  and  I  know  that  he  is  everything  that 
Mr.  John  Young  says  he  is.  He  was  vice-president  of  the  Society  of 
American  Florists  for  New  York — East — when  I  was  its  president,  and 
he  is  known  all  over  this  great  country.  Mr.  Miller  made  an  efficient 
vice-president  and  brought  in  a  number  of  new  members,  and  he 
worked  without  any  urging.    I  have  known  him  for  a  number  of  years; 
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I  have  the  greatest  respect  for  Mr.  Miller.  I  do  not  think  in  the  whole 
membership  of  the  New  York  Florists'  Club  or  in  the  State  of  New  York 
that  you  can  find  a  better  man  for  the  position  of  vice-president  than 
Mr.  Miller. 

I  second  his  nomination,  Mr.  President,  and  I  move  that  nomina- 
tions be  closed  and  that  the  secretary  cast  the  ballot  of  the  convention 
for  the  election  of  Abraham  L.  Miller  for  Vice-President. 

Benjamin  Hammond,  Beacon,  N.  Y. :  I  simply  want  to  back  up  what 
Mr.  Vincent  has  said  in  regard  to  Mr.  Abraham  L.  Miller,  of  Jamaica, 
Long  Island.  If  we  make  him  vice-president  we  will  get  somebody  who 
can  be  depended  upon,  and  you  will  find  the  people  all  through  the 
United  States  will  be  sending  back  word,  "We  are  coming,  Father 
Abraham,  three  hundred  thousand  strong!" 

President  MacRorie:  You  have  heard  the  motion.  All  those  in 
favor  say  "Aye";  those  opposed,  "No."    It  is  carried  unanimously. 

Nominations  for  secretary  are  now  in  order. 

Past-President  Asmus,  Chicago:  It  seems  fitting  that  one  who  has 
been  in  close  touch  with  the  gentleman  whom  I  shall  nominate  and 
who  has  known  intimately  of  the  hard  work  that  he  has  done,  should 
say  a  few  kind  words  in  his  behalf.  I  do  not  believe  that  I  could  find 
words  enough  to  express  the  good  opinion  that  I  have  of  this  gentleman 
whom  I  am  going  to  place  in  nomination  for  secretary.  I  \vill  simply 
say  that  I  think  his  conduct  of  that  office  has  been  perfect.  He  has 
made  one  of  the  best  secretaries  and  performed  his  work  most  efficiently. 
He  has  helped  every  committee  and  everybody  else  in  the  Society  to 
such  an  extent  that  we  could  not  afford  to  lose  his  services. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  placing  in  nomination  Mr.  John  Young, 
of  New  York  City,  for  secretary  of  this  organization  for  the  coming 
year.     (Applause.) 

A.  T.  De  La  Mare,  New  York  City:  I  wish  to  second  that  nomina- 
tion. I  think  we  all  look  upon  John  Young,  not  only  as  the  most  faith- 
ful, but  as  the  most  eflBcient  secretary  that  the  Society  has  ever  had. 

W.  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative:  I  also  wish  to  add  my 
word  of  commendation.  I  know  John  Young  to  be  yard  wide,  all  wool, 
and  non-tearing.     (Applause.) 

President  MacRorie:  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the 
nomination  of  John  Young  for  secretary. 
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Past-President  Vincent:  I  move  that  the  president  be  instructed 
to  cast  the  ballot  for  the  election  of  John  Young,  New  York  City,  as 
secretary  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Motion  seconded  by  Past-President  Asmus. 

Secretary  Young :    The  polls  will  be  open  for  one  hour  tomorrow. 

Past-President  Asmus:    All  right;  when  the  time  comes. 

President  MacRorie:    Nominations  are  now  in  order  for  treasurer. 

J.  A.  Peterson,  Cincinnati:  I  take  great  pleasure  in  nominating 
Mr.  J.  J.  Hess,  of  Omaha,  Neb.,  for  treasurer.  We  all  know  Mr.  Hess. 
I  do  not  think  we  can  get  a  better  man. 

W.  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative:  I  am  going  to  get  up 
and  second  the  nomination  of  John  Jacob  Hess,  of  Omaha,  Neb.  I 
know  him  to  be  a  splendid  gentleman ;  a  man  who  is  a  true  friend ;  the 
man  that  you  should  have  to  conserve  the  resources  of  this  National 
Organization;  a  man  that  you  can  trust  in  every  way,  shape  or  form. 
If  John  is  elected  our  treasurer,  I  am  sure  the  president  and  secretary 
need  not  worry  that  the  moneys  are  not  well  cared  for,  because  not  a 
cent  will  be  spent  unless  John  knows  why  it  is  spent.  I  second  his 
nomination,  move  that  nominations  be  closed  and  that  the  secretary 
cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of  this  organization,  at  the  proper  time,  for 
the  election  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Neb.,  as  treasurer  for  the  ensu- 
ing year. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

President  MacRorie:  The  next  order  of  business  is  nomination  of 
two  directors  to  serve  for  terms  of  three  years  each. 

T.  J.  Wolfe,  Waco,  Texas:  Mr.  President  and  Brothers  of  the 
Convention,  you  have  heard  about  Bob,  Abraham  and  John  Jacob  from 
ail  of  these  fine  elocutionists,  and  about  the  man  that  will  do  things. 
I  think  the  directorate  should  be  made  up  from  different  portions  of 
the  United  States.  You  have  already  favored  the  South  by  electing  a 
Southern  president,  a  man  from  the  black  land  territory.  Now  we 
want  to  get  a  man  for  director  from  somewhere  else.  I  want  to  nomi- 
nate a  man  who  is  a  great  ladies'  man;  he  will  bring  a  whole  bunch  of 
ladies  up  here  to  the  convention.  He  is  a  handsome  man.  He  is  "from 
Missouri"  and  he  is  going  to  "show  us."  I  have  the  pleasure  to  nomi- 
nate my  friend,  Frank  H.  Stuppy,  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.     (Applause.) 

The  nomination  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Adolph  Gude,  of  Washington, 
D.  C. 
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John  A.  Evans,  Richmond,  Ind. :  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen : 
I  wish  to  place  in  nomination  for  this  office,  a  man  who  is  a  charter 
member  of  this  Society.  He  is  one  of  the  few  who  have  made  it  pos- 
sible for  us  to  meet  here  today,  and  I  think  now  is  the  proper  time  to 
recognize  and  elect  this  man  whom  I  shall  name,  for  his  faithful  work. 
I  also  think  it  is  a  good  time  to  elect  him  at  the  lirst  election  under 
the  new  constitution.  I,  therefore,  place  in  this  nomination  for  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  directors,  W.  W.  Coles,  of  Kokomo,  Ind.  He  is  a 
live  member  and  a  good  worker. 

Mr.  Benjamin  Hammond,  Beacon,  N.  Y. :  In  making  up  this  board 
we  should  remember  what  an  influence  was  exerted  by  William  R. 
Smith,  who  was  for  so  many  years  the  honored  superintendent  of  the 
Botanical  Gardens  of  the  United  States  at  Washington,  D.  C.  No  man, 
I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying,  ever  had  the  power  to  do  more  for  the 
Society  of  American  Florists,  or  as  much,  as  William  R.  Smith  did. 
He  is  dead  and  gone,  but  so  eminent  were  his  services  and  so  generally 
were  they  recognized  that  there  has  been  started  a  movement  for  a 
permanent  monument  or  memorial  to  him  at  the  Nation's  Capital.  It  is 
fitting  that  the  man  who  took  his  place  should  also  hold  office  in  this 
Society  even  as  William  R.  Smith  did  for  so  many  years,  where  he  can 
reflect  honor  on  this  organization;  and  I  therefore  take  pleasure  in 
placing  in  nomination  for  director  the  man  who  is  now  at  the  head  of 
the  U.  S.  Botanical  Garden,  Mr,  Geo.  W.  Hess,  of  Washington,  D.  C. 

Mr.  Adolph  Gude:  It  gives  me  very  great  pleasure  to  second  that 
nomination,  and  to  heartily  endorse  everything  that  Mr.  Hammond  has 
said  about  honoring  our  friend  and  companion,  George  W.  Hess,  who 
is  at  the  head  of  the  Botanical  Garden  in  Washington,  D.  C.  He  there 
comes  in  contact  with  more  eminent  lawraakers,  more  Congressmen  and 
Senators,  and  other  Government  functionaries,  than  any  other  member 
of  our  Society,  whether  he  hails  from  the  East  or  from  the  West. 
I  believe  that  you  will  make  no  mistake  when  you  elect  George  W.  Hess 
to  your  board  of  directors  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists;  and  I 
am  glad  to  second  his  nomination. 

President  MacRorie:  Messrs.  Pi-ank  H.  Stuppy,  St.  Joseph,  Mo., 
W.  W.  Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind.,  and  George  W.  Hess,  Washington,  D.  C, 
have  been  placed  in  nomination  for  director  for  the  ensuing  term. 
Are  there  any  other  nominations? 

W.  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative:  Before  closing  nomina- 
tions, gentlemen  of  the  S.  A.  F.,  those  of  you  who  know  me  best  know 
that  there  is  not  in  my  veins  a  drop  of  narrow  blood.     I  am  one  of 
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those  who  voted  for  the  Society  to  go  to  San  Francisco,  to  go  to  Minne- 
apolis, to  come  to  Houston,  Texas,  not  because  I  henefited,  but  because 
I  thought  it  was  for  the  benefit  of  the  Society  of  the  American  Florists 
at  large,  and  that  although  we  might  not  make  as  much  money  going 
to  California  or  coming  here,  either  in  membership  or  trade  exhibits; 
yet  on  the  other  hand  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number  should 
stand  out  pre-eminently  as  our  aim. 

While  I  am  from  the  National  Capital,  by  your  vote  today  you 
have  made  me  until  the  first  of  next  January  a  voting  member  of  your 
Executive  Board.  A  great  many  of  you  do  not  know  that  while  I  have 
been  in  Washington  doing  some  work  I  did  not  have  a  vote  on  the 
Board  until  today.  When  those  by-laws  go  into  effect  I  shall  have  a 
vote  on  the  Executive  Board  as  your  National  Representative.  Whom 
the  next  president  will  appoint  as  Washington  Representative,  of  course 
I  do  not  know,  and  he  probably  does  not  know  himself;  but  being 
familiar  with  our  National  Government  in  a  small  degree,  and  the 
Society  holding  a  National  charter  as  it  does  from  the  United  States 
Government,  to  me  it  seems  one  of  the  most  opportune  times  now  to 
elect  as  one  of  the  directors  on  the  Executive  Board  Mr.  George  W. 
Hess,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  irrespective  of  what  becomes  of  me.  I  am 
simply  looking  for  the  greatest  good  for  the  greatest  number;  I  ask 
you  all  when  the  time  comes  to  vote — I  would  like  to  say  to  make  it 
unanimous  (but  since  there  are  others  in  the  field  let  us  have  a  ballot), 
for  Mr.  George  W.  Hess. 

Whether  I  be  your  Washington  Representative  or  not  makes  no 
difference  to  me,  I  will  serve  you  just  the  same.     (Applause.) 

It  did  not  occur  to  me  until  yesterday  that  while  this  convention 
is  not  so  largely  attended  as  many  have  been,  yet  there  are  three  Gudea 
present,  and  all  three  have  a  vote;  there  are  also  three  Hess's  present, 
and  all  three  of  them  have  a  vote.  I  would  like  to  have  it  distinctly 
understood  when  the  vote  is  cast,  if  you  are  going  to  vote  for  Hess  to 
vote  for  George  W.  Hess. 

Adolph  Gude,  Washington,  D.  C. :  I  would  like  to  amend  that  sug- 
gestion, that  all  votes  cast  for  Mr.  Hess  shall  be  for  Geo.  W.  Hess  of 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Secretary  Young :  I  would  like  to  say  to  both  of  the  Messrs.  Gude, 
that  the  ballots  are  printed  showing  the  full  names  of  candidates,  and 
there  cannot  be  any  possibility  of  a  mistake. 
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W.  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative:  For  those  few  kind 
words,  I  thank  you. 

President  MacRorie :  We  will  now  have  the  Report  of  the  Botanist, 
Mr.  John  Dunbar,  of  the  city  of  Rochester,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  John  Dunbar,  Botanist,  Rochester,  N.  Y. :  Mr.  President, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen :  This  Report  deals  entirely  with  new  trees  and 
shrubs  introduced  from  Western  China  and  North  America  during  the 
past  ten  to  eighteen  years.  The  Report  is  somewhat  lengthy,  containing 
about  4,000  words,  and  I  think  I  had  better  not  read  it,  as  the  weather 
is  rather  warm  today ;  and  if  that  is  agreeable  to  the  president  and  to 
the  members,  I  will  make  a  few  remarks. 

This  Report  deals  with  18  genera  and  117  species,  varieties  and 
hybrids  of  trees  and  shrubs.  These  have  all  come  under  my  own  per- 
sonal observation  and  cultivation  in  the  parks  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  The 
park  system  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  contains  about  4,000  species  and  varie- 
ties of  hardy  trees  and  shrubs  from  all  parts  of  the  North  Temperate 
zone.  We  have  a  large  number  of  trees  and  shrubs  collected  from 
Western  China  during  the  past  16  years  by  E.  H.  Wilson.  I  mention 
in  this  Report  a  few  of  the  more  prominent.  The  Report  is  headed: 
"Some  Important  Trees  and  Shrubs,  New  or  Little  Known."  Many  of 
the  florists  grow  a  great  many  trees  and  shrubs.  Unfortunately  a 
great  many  nurserymen  specialize  on  a  few  shrubs,  such  as  Spiraja,  Van 
Houttei,  Berberis  Thunbergii,  Hydrangea  Paniculata  grandiflora,  phila- 
delphus  coronarius,  Viburnum  opulus  sterilis,  and  a  few  others,  and 
many  gardens  and  parks  are  so  abundantly  planted  with  these,  that 
they  present  a  somewhat  monotonous  appearance.  If  nurserymen  would 
propagate  and  offer  many  of  the  new  good  things  amongst  trees  and 
shrubs,  our  gardens  and  parks  would  be  much  more  interesting  than 
they  are. 

Mr.  President,  I  submit  the  Report  herewith. 
The  Report  follows  in  full: 

SOME  IMPORTANT  NEW  OR  LITTLE  KNOWN  TREES 
AND    SHRUBS. 

During  the  past  eighteen  years  a  large  number  of  species  of  hardy, 
or  relatively  hardy  trees  and  shrubs  have  been  introduced  to  cultiva- 
tion from  eastern  Asia  and  North  America,  to  scientific  institutions, 
imrks  and  gardens,  and  a  large  number  of  varieties,  crosses,  and  hy- 
brids amongst  some  genera  of  ornamental  shrubs,  have  been  introduced

from  various  sources  to  cultivation.  We  propose  to  mention  a  limited 
number,  that  have  been  partially  tested,  and  appear  promising  in  the 
city  parks,  Rochester,  N.  Y. 

Syringas.  Perhaps  the  most  popular  of  all  garden  Shrubs  are  the 
Lilacs,  and  our  parks  and  gardens  have  been  wonderfully  enriched  dur- 
ing late  years  with  superb  varieties  and  hybrids  that  have  completely 
outclassed  many  older  varieties  that  we  thought  could  not  be  improved 
upon.  The  introduction  of  new  species  of  Lilacs  from  Western  China, 
by  E.  H.  Wilson,  through  the  Arnold  Arboretum,  has  been  a  wonderful 
revelation. 

Syringa  reflexa  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  Lilacs  from  Western 
China  and  has  flowered  with  us  for  two  years.  It  has  curving  panicles 
of  rosy  pink  flowers,  eight  to  ten  inches  long,  about  June  1st.  It  has 
good,  ample  foliage.  Syringa  Sweginzowii,  from  eastern  Asia,  has  loose 
dainty  clusters  of  fragrant  white  flowers,  shading  to  pink.  It  flowers 
about  June  10th  and  Is  a  strong,  vigorous  shrub.  Syringa  tomentella, 
from  Western  China,  has  a  compact,  much-branched  habit  and  pro- 
duces clusters  of  rosy-pink  flowers  about  June  7th.  Mr.  Wilson  states 
that  when  he  first  saw  this  Lilac  growing  in  the  wild,  he  thought  it  was 
the  most  beautiful  Lilac  he  had  ever  seen.  It  is  very  variable  in  its 
character  and  some  forms  of  it  were  named  S.  Wilsonii,  and  S.  Rehderi- 
ana.  The  specific  name  tomentella,  however,  stands  for  the  group. 
Syringa  Wolfii  is  a  native  of  Manchuria,  and  came  into  cultivation 
through  Petrograd  botanists  a  few  years  since.  It  is  in  full  flower 
from  June  1st  to  5th,  and  has  panicles  six  to  seven  inches  long  of  rosy- 
purple  flowers,  and  blooms  most  profusely.  It  has  very  distinct  oval- 
shaped  leaves. 

A  few  years  since,  the  Lemoines  of  France  introduced  a  most  im- 
portant race  of  early-flowering  Lilacs  to  cultivation  by  hybridizing 
Syringa  affinis  Giraldi  with  some  of  the  earliest  flowering  vulgaris 
forms.  The  former  is  an  early  blooming  Lilac  from  northern  China 
that  has  been  in  cultivation  a  good  many  years.  These  new  hybrids 
blossom  much  earlier  than  the  vulgaris  group.  Four  of  them  have 
flowered  with  us  for  several  years.  Lamartine  has  single,  elegant  pan- 
icles of  mauve  pink  flowers;  Mirabeau,  single  panicles  of  mauve  lilac 
blossoms.  Berreyer  has  double,  large  panicles  of  mauve  flowers,  and 
Vauban,  double,  numerous,  prominent,  panicles  of  rosy  mauve  flowers. 

It  is  a  somewhat  difficult  task  to  select  a  few  of  the  best  of  the 
most  recent  single  and  double  flowering  Lilacs  amongst  the  vulgaris 
varieties   and  hybrids,   when   these   varieties   run   into   the   hundreds.

Amongst  single,  various  shades  of  blue  and  bluish  lilac,  and  bluish 
violet,  we  would  recommend  Crampel,  Decaisne,  Gilbert,  President  Lin- 
coln, and  Ronsard;  in  single,  Ulac  pink  shades,  lilarosa,  Lovanlensis, 
macrostachia,  and  Schermerhornii ;  (lilarosa,  Lovaniensis,  and  Scher- 
merhornii  have  been  in  cultivation  for  a  good  many  years)  ;  a  very 
distinct  shade  in  salmon  pink  is  shown  in  Lucie  Baltet,  and  in  this 
particular  color  it  stands  alone;  in  shades  of  purple  red  to  violet  red, 
Cavour,  Danton,  Laplace,  Marceau,  Milton,  and  Monge;  in  single, 
white,  Kate  Harlin,  Madame  Florent  Stepman,  and  Vestale.  ^'estale  is 
perhaps  the  best  single,  white  flowering  Lilac  in  cultivation.  The  large, 
pure  white  blossoms,  partly  reflexed,  on  large  compound  clusters,  give 
it  a  most  distinctive  appearance. 

In  double,  crimson  red,  purple  red,  and  violet  red,  we  would  recom- 
mend, Adelaide  Dunbar,  Charles  Joly,  De  Saussure,  and  Paul  Hariot; 
double,  blue,  bluish  lilac,  and  bluish  violet,  Godrou,  Marechal  Lannes, 
Olivier  de  Serres,  President  Viger,  and  Victor  Lemoine;  double  lilac 
pink  shades,  Comte  de  Kerchove,  Edouard  Andre,  Louise  Henry,  Presi- 
dent Fallieres,  and  Waldeck-Rousseau ;  double,  white;  Dame  Blanche, 
Jeanne  d'Arc,  Madame  de  Miller,  Miss  Ellen  Willmott,  and  Rabelais. 

Deutzias.  Some  beautiful  Deutzias  have  been  introduced  from 
western  China  and  a  large  array  of  most  beautiful  hybrids  and  varie- 
ties have  been  introduced  by  the  Lemoines.  The  long  branching  sprays 
of  these  new  hybrid  Deutzias  in  white,  rosy  pink,  and  purplish  red 
flowers,  should  be  splendid  plants  for  cut  flower  purposes  for  florists. 
Deutzia  discolor  with  its  white,  dense  corymbs  of  flowers  is  a  very 
showy  shrub.  Although  discovered  a  good  many  years  since,  it  is  only 
lately  that  we  secured  it.  Deutzia  glomeruliflora  is  a  neat  shrub  from 
western  China,  with  grayish  white  leaves,  and  produces  very  numerous, 
dense,  white,  small  flower  corymbs.  Deutzia  longifolia  is  an  upright 
branching  shrub  with  oblong  leaves.  The  flowers  are  exceedingly  vari- 
able, shading  through  rosy  pink  to  purplish  red. 

Amongst  the  numerous  hybrids  and  varieties,  perhaps  some  of  the 
most  distinct  are:  D.  rosea  campanulata,  in  which  the  long  curving 
branches,  covered  with  the  bell-shaped,  white  flowers  are  remarkably 
beautiful;  D.  rosea  carminea  has  profuse  light  pink  flowers,  tinted  car- 
mine outside;  D.  rosea  floribunda  has  very  large  blossoms,  porcelain 
white,  tinted  with  rosy  pink  outside  of  the  petals;  D.  rosea  grandiflora 
is  a  gem,  and  has  large,  well  expanded  blossoms,  white,  flushed  with 
pink,  and  carmine  buds;  D.  carnea  lactea  has  milky  white  blossoms  in 
great  profusion,  and  sulphur  white  anthers;  D.  excellens  has  most  dis- 
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tinct  flowers,  bearing  a  resemblance  to  hawthorn  blossoms.  The  pure 
white  flowers  are  borne  on  loose  panicles ;  D.  elegantissima  is  an  elegant 
flowering  shrub  with  slender  branches  thickly  covered  with  corymbs  of 
rose  tinted  flowers,  and  with  carmine  buds.  It  is  true  that  some  of  the 
above  hybrid  Deutzias  were  produced  twelve  to  fifteen  years  since,  but 
they  are  still  little  known. 

Philadelphus.  Philadelphus  Magdalense  is  an  interesting  new 
species  from  western  China,  with  showy,  white  flowers  and  distinct, 
ovate,  acuminate  toothed  leaves.  It  was  first  introduced  from  China  by 
Maurice  de  Vilmorin  and  re-introduced  by  E.  H.  Wilson.  P.  purpuras- 
cens  is  another  new  Chinese  species.  It  is  a  strong  growing  shrub  with 
somewhat  drooping  branches.  The  pleasingly  fragrant,  white,  bell- 
shaped  blossoms  are  produced  freely  from  all  of  the  branchlets. 

A  very  large  number  of  beautiful  varieties  and  hybrids  of  Philadel- 
phuses  have  been  sent  out  by  the  Lemoines  during  recent  years, 
and  we  will  mention  only  a  few  of  them.  Philadelphus  Albatre  is 
very  floriferous  and  the  slender  branches  produce  dense  clusters  of  pure 
white,  very  double  flowers  which  are  particularly  attractive  to  many 
people.  P.  Argentine  is  an  erect  growing  shrub  and  produces  large, 
double  white  flowers,  over  two  inches  wide.  The  petals  have  a  dis- 
tinctly imbricated  appearance.  P.  Banniere  is  a  gem.  It  is  a  tall  grow- 
ing shrub  and  the  semi-double,  very  large,  pure  white  blossoms  are 
borne  abundantly  on  the  branches  and  branchlets.  P.  Mer  de  Glace  is  a 
tall  growing  shrub  and  has  perhaps  the  largest  blossoms  of  any  Phila- 
delphus. The  snow  white  blossoms  are  double  to  semi-double  and  have 
somewhat  the  appearance  of  a  Rose.  P.  Virginal  is  surely  a  shrub  for 
the  florists  to  grow.  It  is  vigorous  in  habit  and  produces  an  extra- 
ordinary profusion  of  pure  white  double  flowers  in  dense  clusters,  and 
the  branches  hang  down  under  their  weight.  It  would  appear  to  be  a 
fine  shrub  for  cut  flower  purposes.  A  number  of  years  since,  there  was 
considerable  attention  given  in  some  nursery  circles,  to  the  first  appear- 
ance of  P.  purpureo  maculatus,  which  showed  a  distinct  reddish  pink 
color  on  the  lower  part  of  the  corolla.  I  remember  how  enthusiastic 
the  late  John  Charlton  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  was  in  describing  this  Phila- 
delphus to  me,  some  time  before  I  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  it. 
A  number  of  varieties  in  this  group  have  since  appeared,  and  have  all 
flowered  with  us.  Amongst  them  are  P.  Etoile  Rose,  P.  Romeo,  P. 
Sibylle,  and  P.  Sirene,  and  they  all  show  single  flowers  in  various 
shades  of  rosy  pink  to  purplish  red  on  the  lower  part  of  the  corolla. 
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They  are  small  growing  bushes  and  are  somewihat  tender.  The  red 
color  has  been  derived  from  a  Mexican  species.  In  our  judgment  they 
are  very  pretty  and  are  desirable  garden  plants. 

CoTONEASTEEs.  If  Mr.  Wilsou  had  done  nothing  more  than  intro- 
duce the  large  number  of  species  of  beautiful  hardy  Cotoneasters  for 
the  embellishment  of  the  gardeps  and  parks  of  Northeastern  America, 
he  woul-d  then  have  achieved  a  splendid  success.  We  have  a  number  of 
them  under  cultivation  and  some  of  the  most  distinctive  are  as  follows : 
Ootoneaster  amoena  is  a  dense,  compact  shrub.  The  flowers  are  incon- 
spicuous but  the  globose,  orange-red  berries  are  very  ornamental  in 
October  and  November.  C.  divaricata  is  an  upright,  robust  shrub, 
thickly  covered  with  small,  deep  green,  glossy  leaves.  The  ovoid, 
bright  red  fruits  are  remarkably  pretty  in  September.  C.  foveolata  is 
a  most  vigorous  growing  species,  with  larger  leaves  than  most  of  the 
other  kinds.  The  flowers  have  a  reddish  appearance,  and  the  fruit  is 
black.  The  foliage  turns  to  orange-red  in  the  Autumn.  C.  Franchetii 
is  a  most  graceful  shrub,  with  branches  somewhat  pendulous.  The 
leaves  are  most  attractive,  deep  green  above,  and  whitish  beneath.  The 
small  flower  corymbs  have  a  pinkish  appearance.  The  ovoid,  orange- 
red  fruits  rii)en  in  October  and  November,  and  are  very  attractive. 
C.  Henryana  is  a  low  spreading  shrub  with  distinct,  oblong,  dark  green 
leaves.  The  whitish  flower  clusters  are  attractive.  The  fruit  is  red. 
C.  multiflora  is  perhaps  the  showiest  flowering  of  all  of  the  Cotoneasters. 
The  white  flowers,  borne  on  the  arching  branches,  are  very  beautifuL 
The  roundish,  bluish  green  leaves  are  very  attractive.  C.  Zabelii  is  a 
beautiful  shrub,  with  slender,  graceful,  spreading  branches  and  oval 
leaves,  dull  green  above,  yellowish  white  below.  It  has  pinkish  flower 
corymbs,  and  roundish,  red,  drooping  fruit  clusters  in  September. 

Beebebis.  a  large  number  of  beautiful  new  Barberries  have  come 
from  western  China.  Berberis  aggregata  is  an  upright,  dense  growing 
shrub  with  brownish  red  stems,  smallish,  tapering  leaves,  deep  green 
above,  pale  below.  The  dense  spikes  of  yellow  flowers  are  borne  on  the 
branchlets  during  the  first  week  in  July.  B.  dictyophylla  is  the  most 
distinct  of  all  of  the  Barberries.  The  angular  branchlets  are  covered 
with  a  white  bloom.  The  leaves  are  pale  green  above,  and  chalky 
white  beneath,  which  gives  the  whole  plant  a  whitish  aspect.  The  fruit 
is  dark  blue  with  a  glaucous  bloom.  It  is  a  very  interesting  species. 
B.  polyantha  is  a  very  dense,  upright  species,  with  the  lower  branches 
spreading.  The  small  leaves  are  obovate,  olive  green  above,  whitish 
beneath.  It  has  dense  comiwund  spikes  of  yellow  flowers  during  the 
first  week  in  July.    B.  Poiretii  latifolla  is  a  beautiful,  dense  shrub,  with

a  drooping  habit,  and  has  showy  red  fruit  in  the  Autumn.  B.  verrucu- 
losia  is  a  hardy,  handsome  low  evergreen  Barberry  from  western 
Szechuan.  A  really  hardy  evergreen  Barberry  is  very  desirable.  Our 
plants  are  about  one  foot  high.  The  dense  branches,  thickly  covered 
with  small,  deeply  lustrous  green  leaves,  render  it  most  attractive.  The 
small  deep  yellow  flowers  are  very  pretty.  B.  Wilsonse  is  a  dense  com- 
pact bush,  thickly  covered  with  very  small,  tapering  leaves.  It  is  the 
latest  of  all  Barberries  to  flower  with  us  and  blossoms  about  the  middle 
of  July.  The  coral  red  fruits  are  remarkably  pretty  in  late  Autumn. 
The  tips  of  the  branches  are  occasionally  winter-killed  with  us. 

ViBUENUM.  Some  important  new  Viburnums  have  been  introduced. 
V.  Oarlesii,  from  Korea,  is  perhaps  one  of  the  handsomest  plants  intro- 
duced into  American  gardens  in  recent  years.  The  splendid  merits  of 
this  shrub  have  already  appealed  to  some  American  nurserymen.  It 
blooms  with  us  about  the  end  of  April  and  first  week  of  May.  The 
unfolding  pink  buds  and  white,  or  faintly  blush  fragrant  flowers,  which 
follow,  are  remarkably  attractive.  The  habit  is  compact.  V.  Buddlei- 
folium  from  western  China,  has  oblong  leaves  from  five  to  six  inches 
long,  and  two  inches  wide,  dark  green  and  rugose  above,  densely  cov- 
ered with  a  felty  white  tomentum  beneath.  About  the  middle  of  May 
it  produces  pinkish  tinted  flower  clusters,  not  particularly  showy.  It  is 
quite  hardy  and  its  foliage  is  very  ornamental.  V.  rhytidophyllum  is  a 
handsome  evergreen  species.  The  rugose  leaves  are  six  inches  long  and 
two  Inches  wide  and  covered  with  a  pale  rusty  tomentum  beneath. 
The  whitish  flower  corymbs  open  about  the  middle  of  May,  and  the 
black  fruits  ripen  in  September.  V.  Veitchii  has  leaves  that  bear  a 
resemblance  to  V.  lantana,  but  they  are  much  handsomer.  This  species 
has  not  yet  flowered  with  us  but  it  appears  to  be  hardy. 

LoNicERA.  Amongst  the  new  bush  Honeysuckles  from  western 
China,  there  are  none  so  distinctive  as  Lonicera  Maackii  var.  podocarpa. 
It  is  a  tall,  robust,  spreading  bush  with  showy,  white  flowers.  It  Is 
about  the  latest  of  all  Loniceras  to  blossom.  The  handsome  red  fruits 
are  very  showy  in  October  and  November.  The  type,  L.  Maackii,  has 
very  showy,  white  flowers,  but  the  fruits  are  less  conspicuous. 

Spir^a.  a  number  of  Spirseas  have  been  introduced  from  China. 
Spiraea  Henryi  is  one  of  the  best  and  is  a  vigorous  shrub,  five  to  six 
feet  tall.  The  branches  are  festooned  with  numerous  clusters  of  white 
flowers  about  the  middle  of  .Tune.  It  has  good  characteristic  foliage, 
and  this  can  hardly  be  said  of  a  great  many  Spirseas  now  in  cultivation. 
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Spiraea  Veitchii  has  a  more  upright  habit  of  growth  than  S.  Henryi  and 
smaller  leaves,  which  are  very  distinctive.  The  branchlets  produce 
terminal  clusters  of  showy  white  flowers  about  the  end  of  June. 

CoENUs.  Cornus  paucinervis  is  a  beautiful,  low  growing  shrub, 
from  Szechuan.  Occasionally  individuals  have  a  semi-prostrate  habit. 
It  has  numerous  small,  lance-shaped  leaves,  deep  green  above.  The  con- 
spicuous white  flower  clusters  are  borne  on  terminal  branchlets,  from 
July  15th  to  20th,  and  it  is  the  latest  of  all  the  Dogwoods  to  flower. 

Hamamelis.  Hamamelis  mollis,  the  handsome  Chinese  Witch 
Hazel,  was  first  introduced  to  cultivation  by  E.  H.  Wilson  through  the 
late  Veitchian  nurseries  of  England.  The  large,  orbicular  shaped 
leaves,  deep  green  above,  are  very  ornamental.  The  showy  yellow 
flowers  appear  sometimes  in  Midwinter  if  the  weather  is  mild.  It  is 
usually  in  good  bloom  about  the  first  of  March. 

Indigofeba. — Indigofera  Kirilowii  is  a  handsome,  low  shrub  from 
Korea,  and  spreads  into  a  compact  mass.  The  showy  panicles  of  pink 
flowers  come  into  bloom  in  July.  This  handsome  shrub  was  found  in 
Korea  a  number  of  years  since  by  J.  G.  Jack. 

ExocHOEDA.  Exochorda  Giraldi,  from  western  China,  is  a  most 
handsome  flowering  slirub  and  an  important  addition  to  the  Chinese 
Pearl  Bushes.  The  flowers  are  larger  than  those  of  E.  racemosa.  Our 
plants  are  small  but  I  have  seen  large  individuals  in  the  gardens  of 
Bayer  Thayer,  Lancaster,  Mass. 

Malus.  There  are  no  more  beautiful  small  flowering  trees  in  our 
parks  and  gardens  in  the  Spring  time  than  the  different  Crab-apples  of 
North  America  and  Asia.  Mains  Amoldiana  is  a  seedling  that  appeared 
from  M.  floribunda  a  few  years  since,  in  the  Arnold  Arboretum.  It  is 
shrubby  in  habit  and  the  branches  are  densely  covered  with  large, 
showy,  rosy  pink  flowers  during  the  third  week  in  May.  M.  glaucescens 
is  a  native  American  species,  first  detected  by  myself,  growing  spon- 
taneously in  one  of  the  Rochester  parks,  about  sixteen  years  since. 
It  is  now  found  distributed  from  western  New  York  to  the  Carolinas. 
It  blooms  during  the  latter  part  of  May,  and  flowers  about  a  week 
earlier  than  M.  coronarius,  and  the  fruit  ripens  about  a  week  earlier. 
The  unopened  flower  buds  are  reddish  pink,  and  before  opening  have  a 
seemingly  inflated  appearance,  at  this  stage  it  is  remarkably  beautiful. 
The  expanded,  delightfully  fragrant  flowers  are  rosy  pink.  Malus 
glaucescens  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  North  American  small  trees 
when  in  bloom.    M.  Sargentii  is  unique  amongst  Crab-apples  in  its  com- 
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pact,  shrubby,  spreading,  intricately  branched  habit  and  seldom  exceeds 
six  feet  in  height.  It  blossoms  about  the  third  week  in  May,  and  the 
branches  are  covered  with  the  pure  white,  large  flowers,  which  look 
very  effective  in  the  foreground  of  ornamental  plantations.  In  the 
Autumn  the  red  fruits  are  very  interesting.  Although  introduced  from 
Japan  by  Dr.  Sargent  twenty-four  years  since,  this  Crab-apple  is  still 
little  known  in  American  gardens  and  parks.  M.  Zumi  is  a  small  sized 
tree  with  a  somewhat  thin  branching  habit,  and  the  leaves  on  the  strong 
vegetative  shoots  are  often  deeply  lobed.  The  flower  buds  are  faintly 
tinged  pink  but  are  pure  white  when  fully  open.  M.  Zumi  is  a  beautiful 
object  when  In  bloom,  covered  with  its  large  pure  white  blossoms.  It 
was  introduced  by  Dr.  Sargent  from  Japan,  twenty-four  years  since. 

Pbunus.  Sargent's  Cherry,  Prunus  Sargentii,  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  of  Japanese  Cherries.  It  was  introduced  from  Japan  by 
Dr.  Sargent  twenty-four  years  since,  but  at  that  time  its  botanical 
status  was  not  understood.  Mr.  Wilson,  studying  Japanese  Cherries  in 
Japan  in  1914,  found  an  avenue  of  this  Cherry,  three  miles  long,  at 
Koganei,  near  Tokio,  and  some  of  these  trees  were  sixty  to  seventy-five 
feet  tall.  They  were  planted  in  1735.  The  clusters  of  large,  pink  or 
rose  colored  blossoms  are  produced  in  great  abundance  just  before  the 
leaves  begin  to  unfold.  It  has  handsome,  ample  foliage  and  it  should 
be  widely  planted  in  American  gardens  and  parks.  Our  largest  individ- 
uals are  about  eighteen  feet  tall.  Prunus  mira  is  a  new  species  of 
Peach,  found  by  Mr.  Wilson  in  western  Szechuan  near  Tachien-lu. 
Mr.  Wilson  regarded  this  as  a  remarkable  discovery,  as  previous  to  this 
only  one  true  species  of  Peach  was  known.  It  has  the  peculiarity  of 
having  a  perfectly  smooth  stone.  The  leaves  are  much  narrower  than 
in  the  common  Peach,  deep  glossy  green  and  perfectly  smooth.  We 
have  an  individual  nine  to  ten  feet  tall  and  fifteen  feet  in  spread  of 
branches,  but  I  am  surprised  and  disappointed  that  it  has  not  produced 
a  single  flower,  and  the  young  wood  passes  the  Winter  in  perfect  condi- 
tion. We  sincerely  hope  that  it  will  flower  next  Spring.  This  tardiness 
in  flowering  seems  surprising  as  the  common  Peach  flowers  so  freely  in 
a  small  state. 

^scuLUs.  During  recent  years  a  number  of  new  species  of  Buck- 
eyes have  been  discovered  in  different  parts  of  Texas,  Missouri,  Georgia, 
and  adjacent  regions.  All  of  them  are  excellent  garden  plants.  We 
will  call  special  attention  to  one  form;  iEsculus  discolor  var.  mollis 
(^sculus  Austrina),  is  a  shrub  or  sometimes  a  small  tree,  and  is  dis- 
tributed through  southeastern  Missouri  and  from  Georgia  to  Texas. 
It  flowered  with  us  last  Spring  for  the  first  time.    The  scarlet  flowers 
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far  surpass  in  brilliancy  any  of  the  cultivated  red-flowering  Horse- 
cliestnuts  that  are  cultivated  in  parks  and  gardens.  It  is  quite  remark- 
able that  it  seems  to  be  quite  hardy  so  far  north  of  the  region  of  its 
natural  geographical  distribution. 

EvoDiA.  The  Evodias  are  entirely  new  features  in  Northern  gar- 
dens. All  of  the  known  Evodias,  until  these  new  species  were  found  in 
western  China,  were  warm  greenhouse  shrubs  or  small  trees.  We  have 
three  species,  but  E.  Danielii  seems  to  be  the  hardiest  and  is  the  only 
one  that  has  flowered  with  us,  it  has  blossomed  for  several  years.  It 
has  opposite,  large,  handsome,  compound  leaves,  with  seven  to  eleven 
leaflets,  which  have  a  strongly  pungent  aromatic  odor  when  bruised  in 
the  hands.  The  terminal,  compound,  corymbose,  whitish  flower  clusters 
are  borne  on  the  branches  and  branchlets  about  the  second  week  in 
August. 

Ceat^gus.  The  discovery  and  description  of  about  one  thousand 
species  of  American  Hawthorns,  and  the  raising  from  seed  of  most  of 
them,  and  their  cultivation,  is  surely  one  of  the  most  extraordinary 
botanical  and  horticultural  features  of  modern  times,  which  has  been 
accomplished  at  the  Arnold  Arboretum.  Twenty-five  years  ago  only 
fourteen  species  were  recognized  by  American  botanists.  The  American 
Hawthorns  are  widely  distributed  throughout  Eastern  North  America. 
They  are  particularly  abundant  along  the  streams  and  rivers  that  run 
into  Lake  Ontario.  I  have  studied  and  collected  them  throughout 
western  New  York,  and  Ontario,  Canada,  from  Ix)ndon  to  Ottawa  and 
down  the  St.  Lawrence  River  as  far  as  Prescott.  It  Is  quite  remarkable 
that  this  vast  array  of  species,  in  one  genus,  all  come  true  to  seed. 
Observation  has  shown  that  the  progeny  of  the  type  species  comes 
absolutely  true  to  the  parents.  When  we  consider  that  Crataegus  is 
close  to  some  genera  like  Apples,  Pears,  Plums,  and  Amelanchiers,  that 
hybridize  freely,  this  phenomenon  appears  quite  remarkable.  They  are 
excellent  subjects  for  the  planting  of  gardens  and  private  estates.  They 
are  very  showy  in  bloom  in  Spring  and  early  Summer,  and  the  showy 
fruits,  in  varying  tints  of  scarlet,  crimson,  and  vermilion  red,  which 
extend  throughout  the  different  species,  from  August  to  early  Winter, 
make  them  splendid  objects  for  landscape  adornment.  They  are  ex- 
ceedingly virile  and  hardy. 

I  was  asked  by  a  prominent  American  landscape  gardener,  about 
two  months  since,  if  I  would  name  a  dozen  showy  species  that  would 
show  representative  characters  in  habits,  flowers,  and  fruits,  for  land- 
scai)e  planting.  I  confess  that  this  is  a  hard  problem  with  such  a  vast 
number  of  species  and  many  of  them  of  splendid  merits.     I,  however, 
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submit  twelve  species  tliat  are  very  ornameutal  and  vary  in  liabit  from 
trees  of  considerable  size  to  arborescent  shrubs,  and  give  a  fine  display 
of  fruits  from  August  to  early  Winter.  I  do  not  say  that  the  following 
are  the  best,  but  that  they  are  highly  ornamental :  Crataegus  Arnoldiana, 
C.  Arkansana,  C.  Dunbarii,  C.  Durobrivensis,  C.  EUwangeriana,  C.  fe- 
cunda,  C.  gloriosa,  C.  Jackii,  C.  Laneyi,  C.  nitida,  C.  opulens,  and  C. 
submoUis. 

Davidia.  Davidia  involucrata  is  a  remarkably  handsome  flowering 
tree  from  Northwestern  Szechuan  and  has  received  the  common  name 
of  Dove  Tree.  It  is  described  as  having  two  large,  unequal,  creamy 
wliite  bracts,  proceeding  from  the  base  of  the  flowers,  which  are  re- 
markably conspicuous  at  a  long  distance.  We  have  one  individual  over 
ten  feet  high  which  has  not  flowered  with  us  yet.  I  do  not  think  it  has 
flowered  in  cultivation,  except  in  France  and  in  England.  We  are 
extremely  anxious  to  see  it  flower.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  resents 
pruning.  We  have  lost  a  few  plants,  we  believe,  on  account  of  this. 
Removing  suckers  or  pruning  to  one  stem  as  we  treat  an  Elm,  Oak,  or 
Maple,  we  think  it  resents.  We  shall  leave  it  alone  hereafter  and 
allow  it  to  grow  in  its  natural  manner. 

Past-President  Asmus:  It  seems  a  little  out  of  the  ordinary  to 
have  the  Botanist  in  person  give  us  a  scientific  paper.  I  know  we  have 
all  felt  great  pleasure  in  hearing  Mr.  Dunbar,  who  is  an  authority  on 
the  subject  treated  by  him.  I  move  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  given  him 
for  his  time  and  his  services  coming  away  down  here.  I  think  he 
deserves  it. 

The  motion  carried  by  unanimous  vote. 

President  MacRorie:    Mr.  Dunbar  has  the  thanks  of  the  Society. 

Past-President  Asmus :  I  move  we  now  adjourn  until  10  a.  li. 
tomorrow  morning,  Thursday,  August  17th. 

Motion  carried,  and  the  convention  adjourned  accordingly.

The  convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  President  MacRorie 
in  the  chair. 

President  MacRorie :  The  i>olls  are  now  open.  It  is  10  o'clock,  and 
we  will  proceed  to  balloting  after  the  appointment  of  tellers,  which  the 
secretary  will  announce.

There  may  be  one  or  two  names  not  on  the  lists,  but 
the  secretary's  office  is  right  handy,  and  in  case  of  any  doubt  any  error 
can  be  corrected  immediately.

President  MacRorie:  I  appoint  the  foregoing  committees  at  this 
early  date  so  that  they  can  prepare  their  reports  and  present  the  same 
later  during  this  session. 

The  next  order  of  business  is  report  of  the  Committee  on  E^esi dent's 
Address. 

The  said  report  was  read  by  W.  F.  Gude,  chairman,  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 
To  the  President  and  Members  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H. : 

In  Convention  Assembled  at  Houston,  Texas; 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  several  recommendations 
in  the  address  of  the  president,  Mr.  Daniel  MacRorie,  respectfully  report 
as  follows : 

President  MacRorie  has  the  following  to  say  with  reference  to  hold- 
ing our  conventions  on  concurrent  dates  with  the  National  Flower 
Shows :  "I  believe  that  every  second  year  our  annual  conventions  could 
be  held  in  March  or  in  April,  or  at  such  time  as  we  decide  to  have  our 
National  Flower  Show;  the  old  idea  that  it  would  be  impossible  to 
secure  a  good  attendance  at  our  conventions  at  any  other  date  than 
August  has  not  proved  to  be  a  fact."  *  *  *  "There  are  undoubtedly 
from  six  to  eight  large  cities  in  the  United  States  where  the  National 
Flower  Shows  could  be  held  and  where  they  would  be  very  successful. 
With  this  number  of  cities  to  draw  on,  a  number  of  years  would  natu- 
rally elapse  before  we  would  complete  our  circuit  and  no  one  city  would 
ever  be  burdened  with  a  succession  of  shows,  etc."  In  reference  to  this 
matter  your  committee  having  given  the  subject  careful  consideration 
are  of  the  opinion  that  no  specific  recommendation  is  required  from  this 
committee  inasmuch  as  this  suggestion  has  been  acted  on  practically  by 
the  convention  in  selecting  St.  Louis  for  the  convention  city  for  1918, 
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the  National  Flower  Show  Committee  having  already  selected  said  city 
for  the  National  Flower  Show  the  same  year,  and  it  is  probably  the 
intention  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  call  the  convention  on  dates  in 
conjunction  with  the  National  Flower  Show,  they  having  under  the 
amendments  as  adopted  the  power  to  change  the  dates  of  the  conven- 
tion as  conditions  may  demand.  This  will  try  out  the  new  idea  in  actual 
practice  at  that  time. 

The  President's  Address  contains  a  warm  endorsement  of  the  idea 
of  children's  gardens,  and  your  committee  highly  commend  his  remarks 
in  connection  therewith,  and  would  recommend  concurrence  in  his  recom- 
mendation that  this  Society  give  its  fullest  supi>ort  toward  the  promo- 
tion of  school  gardens  as  a  potent  influence  for  moral  uplift  and  esthetic 
development  of  the  whole  people.  We  deem  it  also  the  duty  of  individual 
florists  whether  affiliated  with  organizations  or  not  to  also  encourage 
this  movement  which  has  now  received  such  a  strong  impetus  in  this 
country. 

Referring  to  that  part  of  his  address  wherein  the  president  con- 
curs in  the  views  of  his  various  predecessors  who  have  supported  the 
idea  of  convention  gardens,  your  committee  fully  recognize  the  educa- 
tive influence  and  uplift  of  the  convention  gardens  and  not  only  do  we 
believe  that  this  influence  is  felt  in  every  city  where  such  gardens  have 
been  established  and  will  be  so  felt  in  the  future,  but  where  these  gar- 
dens afterwards  crystallize  into  permanent  features,  as  it  is  not  impos- 
sible in  many  cases  that  they  will,  the  effect  becomes  a  permanent  and 
lasting  one  that  does  not  expire  with  the  occasion.  Nevertheless  your 
committee,  while  sensible  of  the  truth  of  this  proposition  and  rejoicing 
in  what  has  been  accomplished,  believe  that  tact  must  be  used  in  this 
as  in  all  matters  that  require  co-operation,  and  therefore  if  in  some 
cases  it  is  found  that  in  order  to  have  a  convention  garden  too  many 
other  equally  valuable  matters  must  be  sacrificed,  in  such  case  the  idea 
might  be  relaxed  a  little  rather  than  be  strained  to  the  breaking  point ; 
and  therefore  we  believe  that  the  convention  gardens  ought  to  be  en- 
couraged wherever  feasible  in  the  locality  where  we  assemble,  if  not 
too  great  a  burden  on  the  Society  inviting  us. 

The  idea  always  should  be,  the  garden  for  the  Society  rather  than 
the  Society  for  the  garden. 

In  regard  to  the  recommendations  of  the  president  as  to  a  perma- 
nent secretary,  the  experience  of  the  largest  and  best  organizations  in 
this  country  has  been  along  the  idea  of  retaining  in  office  a  competent 
secretary  so  long  as  he  continues  to  serve  acceptably  as  absolutely  neces- 
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sary  to  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Association  affairs;  and  we  believe 
that  such  a  man  should  be  retained  under  conditions  that  would  permit 
him  to  give  full  time  and  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office;  and  it  is 
to  be  desired  that  the  governing  body  or  the  Board  of  Directors  will  be 
able  to  work  out  this  problem  satisfactorily  in  the  very  near  future. 

With  regard  to  the  recommendation  by  the  president  with  reference 
to  Mother's  Day  being  permanently  fostered  and  protected,  we  under- 
stand this  to  mean  that  the  president  wishes  to  see  the  work  carried  on 
thoroughly  and  efficiently  rather  than  spasmodically  and  inefficiently, 
and  that  it  be  in  the  hands  of  a  permanent  committee  from  our  own 
organization  who  could  best  enlist  the  support  of  our  membership.  We 
heartily  endorse  this  idea  and  would  further  suggest  that  the  committee 
if  made  permanent  be  also  given  charge  of  looking  after  the  proper 
observance  of  any  similar  days  that  may  hereafter  be  established. 

President  MacRorie  is  moved  to  make  most  feeling  mention  of  the 
decease  during  the  past  year  of  one  of  the  beloved  members  of  this 
Society,  he  who  was  known  and  universally  esteemed,  our  late  treasurer, 
Brother  William  F.  Kasting.  Your  committee  feel  that  they  but  voice 
the  universal  feeling  wlien  they  suggest  that  a  committee  be  named  by 
the  president  to  prepare  a  suitable  memorial  in  the  form  of  engrossed 
resolutions  commemorating  the  work  of  Mr.  Kasiting  and  expressive  of 
our  sense  of  bereavement  in  his  taking  away. 

In  conclusion  we  beg  to  add  our  Avork  of  appreciation  of  the  evident 
desire  of  President  MacRorie  to  contribute  the  best  that  is  in  him  to 
the  advancement  of  the  aims  and  objects  of  this  Society,  and  we  not 
only  commend  his  suggestions  but  admire  the  broad  and  catholic  spirit 
in  which  he  has  treated  the  problems  thajt  confronted  him  during  his 
administration,  and  the  national  view-point  that  he  has  manifested.

President  MacRorie:  Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  report  of  the 
Judges  of  Trade  Exhibits.    What  is  your  pleasure? 

T.  J.  Wolfe,  Waco,  Tex. :  I  move  the  adoption  of  the  Judge's  Re- 
port 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

Secretary  Young:  I  would  like  to  say  that  the  report  of  the 
Judges  of  Convention  Garden  Exhibits  has  been  prepared,  but  I  have 
been  unable  to  obtain  a  copy  of  their  report.  Mr.  Manda  promised  to 
have  it  here  at  this  time,  but  up  to  the  present  he  has  not  shown  up. 
If  there  is  no  objection,  this  report  will  be  submitted  later. 

The  following  communication  was  presented  by  the  secretary. 

Rotterdam,  April  15,  19ia 
To  the  Society  of  American  Florists : 
Secretary :  John  Young,  Esq., 

53  West  28th  Street,  New  York. 

Dear  Sirs: 

We  herewith  take  the  liberty  of  addressing  your  esteemed  Society 
for  the  following  matter : 

Our  first  is  largely  interested  as  brokers  in  the  insurance  of  bulbs 
and  plants  for  the  transit  from  Holland  to  your  country.  The  condi- 
tions on  which  these  insurances  are  placed,  are  so  wide  that  practically 
'any  damage  by  whatever  cause  (except  by  frost)  is  to  be  paid  for  by 
underwriters.  Although  the  results  of  the  insurance  were  never  very 
satisfactory,  in  particular  last  year  the  whole  business  has  been  a  very 
unfavorable  one,  as  owing  to  overheating,  etc.,  the  larger  part  of  vari- 
ous shipments  arrived  rotten,  mouldy,  or  in  such  a  condition  that  they 
didn't  give  flowers  or  were  of  no  use  for  growing  at  all. 

The  documents  on  which  the  claims  were  settled  were  rarely  those 
required  by  the  terms  of  the  policy,  which  ask  for  a  statement  of  Lloyd's 
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agent  or  some  other  authority  at  the  place  of  destination.  For  those 
consignees,  who  are  dwelling  in  places  where  no  such  agency  is  estab- 
lished, it  is  rather  diflBcult,  if  not  imi>ossible,  to  produce  the  statement 
required,  and  most  of  them  therefore  hand  only  an  affidavit. 

Generally  speaking  this  is,  however,  not  the  kind  of  document  we 
should  like  to  substantiate  our  claim  with,  and  on  which  underwriters 
like  to  settle  any  longer,  as  although  sworn  to  before  a  notary  public  it 
cannot  be  denied,  that  the  damage  and  the  indemnity  is  fixed  by  the 
receivers  themselves,  and  not,  as  is  customary  in  insurance  business,  by 
independent  and  competent  surveyor.  Moreover  the  damage  must  be 
ascertained  as  soon  as  possible  after  arrival  of  the  hulbs  at  the  place 
of  destination.  In  a  great  many  cases,  however,  this  is  only  when  the 
bulbs,  after  having  been  grown,  don't  show  flowers. 

According  to  the  wishes  of  the  underwriters,  we  are  now  trying  to 
get  these  things  altered  and  this  is  the  reason  why  we  are  writing  this 
letter.  From  friends  of  ours  in  the  bulb  district  we  had  the  pleasure  of 
learning  the  name  and  address  of  your  Society,  as  being  the  most  promi- 
nent and  scientific  association  of  florists,  and  we  presume,  therefore, 
that  you  have  subsections  spread  all  over  the  United  States.  It,  there- 
fore, appears  to  us  that  if  we  could  get  the  co-operation  of  your  es- 
teemed Society  and  its  members,  so  that  their  services  would  be  avail- 
able for  the  survey  of  bulbs  and  plants  in  case  of  damage,  the  whole 
business  would  be  put  on  a  much  sounder  basis  and  would  improve 
materially  in  future. 

If,  as  we  hope,  this  might  be  the  case,  then  we  would  suggest,  that 
the  receiver  of  goods,  that  arrive  in  a  damaged  condition,  could  apply 
to  the  local  subsection  of  your  Society  (or  in  places  where  no  such 
subsection  is  founded,  that  of  the  nearest  place),  which  would  then 
appoint  an  able  florist  or  grower  of  good  reputation  for  the  survey  of 
the  bulbs  and  plants.  This  survey  must  be  held  as  soon  as  possible 
after  arrival  of  the  goods,  and  the  report  ought  to  be  legalized  by  the 
authorities  of  the  local  subsection. 

Of  course,  this  is  only  a  scheme,  which  we  roughly  planned  for 
ourselves.  We  don't  know  the  circumstances  on  your  side  neither  the 
difficulties  which  such  a  system  would  entail  upon  the  parties  inter- 
ested. The  only  indication  we  can  then  give  you  in  fact  is  that  the 
survey-reports  must  be  issued  by  competent  men,  and  are  in  fact  docu- 
ments which  underwriters  can  rely  upon  when  submitted  to  them. 
By  acting  thus,  the  Interests  of  exporters  and  importers  both  will  be 
beneflted  equally.     We  quite  understand  that  your  Society  is  founded 
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on  quite  other  principles  as  now  suggested  in  the  above  lines.  We 
should  feel  obliged  however,  if  you  would  give  the  matter  your  careful 
consideration.  The  gentlemen,  who  are  handing  this  letter  to  you,  and 
which  we  have  the  pleasure  of  introducing  to  you,  are  Mr.  John  Van- 
derm  ey  and  Mr.  H.  Wilden,  both  representatives  of  two  bulb  exporting 
firms  of  high  standing,  who  would  be  very  pleased  to  talk  the  matter 
over  with  you. 

Hoping  to  receive  your  favorable  reply  and  thanking  you  before- 
hand for  the  trouble  taken,  we  are,  dear  sirs,

Secretary  Young:  I  will  say  that  the  two  gentlemen  referred  to 
in  that  letter  called  upon  me  and  went  into  details  in  regard  to  this 
question  of  insurance  on  shipment  of  bulbs  from  Holland.  They  claim 
to  have  more  trouble  each  year  in  placing  insurance  on  bulbs  consigned 
to  this  country;  and  that  they  believe  that  the  insurance  companies  in 
Holland  would  be  willing  to  continue  the  practice  of  issuing  policies  on 
such  shipments  provided  this  Society  would  appoint  a  committee,  or 
sub-committees  in  the  various  large  cities  of  this  country,  so  that  in 
the  event  of  goods  being  received  in  damaged  condition,  these  com- 
mittees could  act  as  inspectors  and  see  how  badly  the  bulbs  were  dam- 
aged and  make  a  report  to  the  underwriters  of  their  findings.  They 
believe  that  the  underwriters  and  insurance  companies  would  accept 
such  reports  as  a  basis  for  the  adjustment  of  claims. 

President  MacRorie:  Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  reading  of 
this  communication ;  what  is  your  pleasure? 

E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  That  letter  bears  upon  a  very  vital 
question  in  which  we  are  deeply  interested  on  this  side  of  the  water. 
I  was  wondering  during  the  reading  of  the  letter  whether  or  not  our 
State  Vice-Presidents  could  not  be  authorized  to  undertake  the  inspec- 
tion of  these  goods,  with  authority  to  call  in  say  one  or  two  local  mem- 
bers to  assist  them  in  the  localities  where  the  goods  are  presented  for 
inspection.  I  understand  that  the  letter  intimates  that  the  transporta- 
tion lines  refuse  to  assume  any  responsibility  whatever  either  for  over- 
heating or  damage  or  delay,  or  anything  of  the  kind.  Now  if  our 
State  Vice-Presidents  will  undertake  this  matter,  perhaps  it  would  be 
one  solution  of  the  problem. 

Secretary  Young:  In  reply  to  Mr.  Hill,  I  would  say  that  I  dis- 
cussed this  question  with  this  committee  that  waited  upon  me,  and  1 
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believe  that  it  would  meet  with  their  approval  if  the  State  Vice-Presi- 
dents would  appoint  men  locally,  and  that  reports  made  by  the  State 
Vice-Presidents  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  underwriters. 

Past-President  Vincent:  I  think  the  State  Vice-Presidents  would 
be  the  most  competent  men  to  carry  this  idea  out,  because  it  would 
puzzle  any  president  to  find  men  over  the  country  more  competent  than 
the  State  Vice-Presidents  for  this  work.  Therefore  I  would  second 
Mr.  Hill's  ideas  on  that  point. 

Past-Pl'esident  Asmus:  I  happen  to  have  several  cases  pending 
now  of  damage  to  two  or  three  shipments.  I  have  been  thinking  it 
over  a  great  deal.  I  think  what  we  are  doing  now  is  merely  a  step 
toward  what  we  will  have  to  do  in  the  future  in  this  Society  with 
reference  to  importations.  We  have  heretofore  kept  away  from  this 
matter,  in  the  belief  that  the  Society  did  not  want  to  act  as  a  business 
agent  in  anybody's  financial  affairs.  We  have  always  tried  to  keep  our 
skirts  clean  from  any  one's  individual  business  transactions  or  respon- 
sibilities. On  the  other  hand,  where  it  pertained  to  the  general  good 
and  was  not  of  the  substance  of  a  contract  between  two  parties,  the 
Society  took  a  stand  in  that ;  but  it  never  wanted  to  get  involved  in  any 
one's  personal  business.  But  I  believe  the  time  is  coming  when  we 
will  have  to  look  into  these  losses  and  protect  our  people,  that  is  in  a 
general  way. 

What  this  communication  says  is  all  right;  but  if  we  can  get  the 
insurance  company  to  write  us  and  say  that  there  will  be  no  liability 
on  the  Society's  belialf,  and  that  they  will  be  glad  to  have  us  act  with 
that  understanding,  it  would  be  a  nice  thing.  I  think  that  we  have  to 
look  into  the  matter  of  protecting  ourselves  under  the  laws.  At  the 
present  time  we  cannot  blame  them  the  way  ocean  transportation  is 
under  war  conditions  in  withholding  the  payment  of  losses.  We  can 
hardly  blame  the  insurance  companies  when  we  consider  the  conditions 
surrounding  ocean  transportation  at  present.  Tliey  really  have  to  take 
that  stand  now.  The  few  available  steamers  are  not  able  to  carry 
hulbs ;  and  if  one  were  to  go  down  to  the  holds  he  would  wonder  that 
some  of  them  did  not  burst  into  fire  because  of  the  high  degree  of  heat 
there.  It  is  no  wonder  that  all  those  men  were  killed  because  of  heat 
and  escaping  gases  when  the  boat's  hold  was  opened  at  New  York. 

I  think  we  ought  to  have  a  committee  appointed  to  look  up  the 
status  of  the  matter  as  between  the  different  parties  in  interest ;  and  1 
think  it  ought  to  be  a  New  York  committee.    I  think  there  ought  to  be 
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one  of  the  Legislative  Committee  members  in  New  York,  a  good  man 
like  Hutchison  or  O'Mara,  or  that  class  of  men,  to  go  up  there  and 
look  into  the  way  that  those  people  are  doing  business.  Most  of  them 
are  brokers  in  New  York.  I  think  that  might  do  a  lot  of  good.  Then 
let  them  report  back  to  the  Executive  Board. 

I  move  that  such  committee  be  appointed,  with  instructions  to  re- 
port back  their  recommendations  to  the  Executive  Board  at  their  next 
meeting. 

Secretary  Young:  From  conversations  with  some  of  the  brokers 
in  New  York  City,  I  was  given  to  understand  that  that  is  not  what 
they  want.  They  want  committees  appointed  at  points  of  destination, 
so  that  the  goods  can  be  examined  when  they  are  opened  up;  and  if 
they  are  over-heated  or  damaged  they  want  an  inspector  with  authority 
from  this  Society  to  examine  them  so  that  there  will  be  a  basis  for 
adjustment. 

Vice-President  Kerr :  What  expense  will  be  attached  due  to  the 
inspector  making  a  trip  to  the  city  where  the  goods  are  delivered? 

Secretary  Young:  The  expenses  will  be  paid  by  the  underwriters. 
They  will  agree  to  do  this,  and  the  time  of  the  man  who  does  the 
inspecting  or  examining  will  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  day. 

Past-President  Asmus :  At  the  present  time  the  Lloyd  people  make 
the  inspection  and  charge  for  it  in  our  section  of  the  country. 

Secretary  Young:  In  some  sections  of  the  country  there  are  no 
Lloyd  representatives. 

President  MacRorie:  There  are  no  Lloyd  representatives  in  some 
sections.    You  have  heard  the  motion. 

Secretary  Young:    What  are  you  voting  on — Mr.  Asmus'  motion? 

W.  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative:  A  committee  appointed 
to  look  into  this  surely  will  be  powerless  to  do  anything.  What  these 
men  want  is  someone  that  they  can  trust  and  who  will  see  that  they 
are  not  robbed.  They  want  to  be  fair,  I  have  had  some  experience 
with  half  a  dozen  of  these  cases ;  in  fact,  within  the  last  month  a  New 
York  agency  appealed  to  me  and  the  man  that  received  the  goods  ap- 
pealed to  me  at  the  same  time.  We  were  fortunate  in  straightening 
out  the  thing  in  good  shape,  and  in  satisfying  both  parties.    It  does  not 
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require  a  committee.  The  original  motion  was  tliat  tlie  question  be 
referred  to  tlie  State  Vice-Presidents.  I  will  ask  Mr.  Hill  to  re-state 
Ms  motion. 

E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  I  move  that  the  matter  of  adjustment 
of  losses  in  transportation  be  referred  to  the  State  Vice-Presidents. 
That  letter  read  here  is  a  very  reasonahle  request.  I  take  it  that  those 
men  simply  want  protection.  They  are  entitled  to  it.  Conditions  are 
very  trying  just  now,  we  all  know  that.  Of  course  after  the  war  is 
over  things  will  be  on  a  different  basis ;  but  for  the  present,  in  order  to 
?save  time,  it  seems  that  leaving  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  State 
Vice-Presidents  is  the  right  method  of  procedure. 

Secretary  Young:  I  hope  that  this  convention  will  not  do  anything 
that  will  cause  any  further  delay  in  the  matter.  There  has  been  con- 
siderable time  lost  since  the  receipt  of  this  letter.  They  desire  some 
immediate  action  in  regard  to  protection  of  shipments  that  will  be  made 
almost  immediately.  If  you  start  by  appointing  a  committee  now  that 
will  have  to  report  back  to  the  Executive  Boiard,  these  people  will  not 
have  the  assurance  they  are  asking. 

Past-President  Asmus :  Mr.  Hill's  suggestion  is  that  the  State  Vice- 
Presidents  act  at  once,  and  that  it  be  not  referred  to  a  committee. 

E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  I  will  state  my  motion  again :  I  move 
that  the  matter  of  adjustment  of  claims  on  bulbs  and  plants  from 
Europe  be  immediately  referred  to  the  State  Vice-Presidents,  with 
power  to  act,  and  that  they  be  empowered  to  ask  assistance  from  local 
members  in  the  adjustment  of  these  claims  and  in  the  preparation  of 
any  statements  that  should  be  made  to  the  insurance  companies.  I 
believe  that  covers  it. 

W.  F.  Gude,  Washington  Representative:  I  would  like  to  add, 
with  your  permission,  "without  any  financial  obligation  whatever  fall- 
ing upon  this  Society."    That  should  be  stated  as  part  of  that  motion. 

Mr.  Bill  accepted  the  above  amendment,  and  the  motion  as  last 
above  stated  together  with  Mr.  Gude's  amendment  was  duly  carried. 

Past-President  Asmus:  Now  I  move  that  the  Tariff  and  Legisla- 
tive Committee  be  asked  to  look  into  this  question  and  give  all  the  data 
they  obtain  to  the  secretary  and  report  their  recommendations  to  the 
Executive  Board  at  the  next  meeting  as  to  this  method  of  procedure. 

Motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 
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Secretary  Young:  I  now  have  the  report  of  the  Judges  of  Con- 
vention Garden  Exhibits,  which  is  as  follows:

The  American  Association  of  Nurserymen  at  its  last  annual  meet- 
ing appointed  a  Committee  on  Nomenclature  as  follows:  J.  Horace 
McFarland,  chairman;  Harlan  P.  Kelsey,  Henry  Hicks,  L.  A.  Berck- 
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mans,  C.  J.  Maloy.  The  Ornamental  Growers'  Association  appointed 
the  following  at  its  meeting  last  Fall:  Harlan  P.  Kelsey,  chairman; 
C.  J.  Maloy,  T.  B.  Meehan.  To  these  committees  has  been  added  Prof. 
Frederick  V.  Coville  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  I  under- 
stand that  there  is  a  similar  committee  of  the  American  Seed  Trade 
Association,  Mr.  H.  G.  Hastings,  chairman,  Atlanta,  Ga. 

It  is  hoped  to  fix  the  nomenclature  of  at  least  the  notable  varieties 
of  trees,  shrubs  and  plants,  both  as  to  scientific  and  common  names,  so 
there  will  not  be  the  untold  confusion  and  misinformation  that  is  now 
prevalent  throughout  the  country. 

In  such  an  important  work  as  this  the  Society  of  American  Florists 
and  Ornamental  Horticulturists  should  be  represented  by  a  strong  com- 
mittee and  they  should  also  be  authorized  to  make  reasonable  expendi- 
ture as  this  is  a  difficult  and  arduous  task  which  will  require  the 
services  of  some  one  or  two  people  for  quite  a  length  of  time.  Of 
course  the  committees  work  without  pay. 

Please  let  me  know  if  you  are  interested  in  this  matter  and  what 
your  Society  could  do.

The  report  above  referred  to  follows: 

INSECT  PROBLEMS  OF  THE  FLORIST  AS  SEEN  BY  AN 
ENTOMOLOGIST. 

BY  THOMAS  J.  HEADLEE,  ENTOMOLOGIST  FOR  1916  OF  THE  SOCIETY  OF 
AMERICAN  FLORISTS  AND  ORNAMENTAL  HORTICULTURISTS 

When  invited  by  your  worthy  secretary  to  address  you,  it  occurred 
to  the  writer  that  the  Entomologist's  view  of  your  insect  problems 
might  bring  something  suggestive  and  perhaps  useful,  and  his  invitation 
was  accepted  at  once.  It  should  be  understood  at  the  outset  that  the 
writer  is  and  has  for  many  years  been  a  professional  entomologist  and 
that  his  view  will  necessarily  differ  from  that  of  many  florists. 

The  insects,  which  the  florist  must  combat  successfully  or  make  a 
failure  of  his  business,  depend  very  largely  on  the  kind  of  crops  which 
he  grows  and  to  a  minor  extent  upon  the  locality  in  which  he  works. 
The  parasites  which  trouble  the  Rose  grower  in  a  period  of  five  or  ten 
years  are  pretty  much  the  same  wherever  his  plant  may  be  located, 
and  the  longer  he  grows  the  crop  continuously  the  larger  and  more 
complete  will  his  list  of  Rose  parasites  become.  This  is  true  because 
the  principal  enemies  of  the  Rose  form  a  more  or  less  well  defined 
group  and  the  practice  of  importing  plants  from  other  growers  provides 
for  the  distribution  of  the  parasites. 

Perhaps  the  species  that  come  into  the  Roses  directly  from  the 
local  environment  will  exhibit  the  greatest  irregularity  in  type  and 
number  because  their  attempts  to  enter  are  continuous  and  the  condi- 
tions must  be  especially  favorable  to  permit  them  to  persist  at  all.  The 
florist  is  in  a  class  quite  by  himself  in  the  ability  to  sterilize  his  soil, 
and  to  practice  clean  culture  and  rotation  of  crops.  His  extremely 
intensive  sy^em  of  cultivation  justifies  a  procedure  in  these  matters 
that  would  be  prohibitive  for  the  farmer,  fruit  grower  or  even  the 
trucker.  Furthermore,  the  florist  who  grows  under  glass  has  the  cli- 
mate under  his  control. 

With  the  climate  and  the  soil  at  his  beck  and  call  it  would  seem 
that  the  insect  problems  of  the  florist  should  be  easy  of  solution.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  crops  of  the  florist  pay  their  toll  to  the  plant  para- 
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site  to  almost  if  not  quite  as  great  an  extent  as  do  those  of  the  farmer, 
fruit  grower  or  trucker. 

It  seems  to  the  writer  that  there  are  two  reasons  for  this  condi- 
tion— one  that  the  plants  are  grown  under  forcing  conditions  and  do 
not  therefore  have  the  strength  and  resistance  of  those  grown  under 
more  natural  circumstances,  and  second,  that  florists,  acting  much  like 
other  growers  of  plants  do  not  take  advantage  of  their  opportunities 
to  rid  their  crops  of  plant  parasites. 

It  seems  reasonable  to  consider  cleaning  the  soil  as  an  important 
step  toward  getting  rid  of  plant  parasites.  Under  field  conditions  this 
can  best  be  brought  about  through  good  drainage,  clean  culture  and 
rotation  of  crops.  Under  glass-house  conditions  this  can  best  be  accom- 
plished by  sterilization  with  steam,  formaldehyde  or  carbon  bisulphide. 
Cleaning  the  soil  does  not  mean  that  its  liveliness  shall  be  destroyed, 
but  rather  that  its  life  and  response  shall  be  improved.  Indeed,  where 
the  most  severe  treatments  are  used  desirable  bacteria  that  may  be 
killed  in  the  process  can  be  largely  replaced. 

It  is  reasonable  to  consider  the  practice  of  absolute  cleanliness 
about  the  field  and  glass-house  as  another  important  step  in  the  con- 
trol of  plant  parasites.  Under  field  conditions  this  state  of  things  is 
incidental  to  cleaning  the  soil  but  under  glass  it  is  not  necessarily  so. 
As  often  as  the  crop  is  removed  the  house  should  be  given  a  complete 
cleaning  and  sterilization. 

With  a  clean  soil  in  a  clean  environment  clean  plants  are  needed 
to  produce  a  clean  crop.  In  obtaining  plants  free  from  parasites  the 
florist  finds  his  chief  difficulty  and  there  appears  to  be  no  very  good 
way  of  getting  around  it.  Perhaps  the  best  method  is  that  of  carefully 
examining  all  incoming  plants  and  rejecting  or  treating  all  that  exhibit 
signs  of  infestation  by  serious  parasites.  Where  the  crops  grown  are  of 
such  a  character  that  the  plants  live  for  a  period  of  years,  the  placing 
of  the  recently  arrived  plants,  which  seem  healthy,  in  an  entirely 
separate  part  of  the  glass  house  system  where  they  may  remain  for  a 
time  sufficient  for  the  parasitism  to  develop,  followed  by  a  ruthless 
weeding  out  of  the  sickly,  should  prove  a  good  practice. 

After  the  crop  has  started  the  first  step  in  its  protection  from  para- 
sites is  to  keep  it  healthily  growing,  for  a  vigorous  plant  resists  attack 
more  successfully  than  one  the  nutrition  of  which  is  abnormal.  The 
second  step  is  to  keep  the  sharpest  possible  lookout  for  trouble  and 
treat  it  as  soon  as  it  appears. 
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It  is  in  the  treatment  of  the  plant  after  the  parasite  has  appeared 
that  florists'  practice  appears  to  have  reached  its  most  bewildering 
diversity.  Measures  advocated  by  our  grower  as  a  specific  for  a  given 
species  are  completely  discounted  by  another  and  an  opposite  type  of 
remedy  substituted  for  them.  This  difference  of  opinion  is  partly  due 
to  the  fact  that  florists  are  able  to  and  do  produce  their  wares  under 
so  widely  different  conditions,  that  in  some  instances  what  works  for 
one  more  will  fail  for  another,  and  partly  due  to  a  failure  to  compre- 
hend the  general  principles  which  underlie  proper  practice.  The  first 
is,  of  course  an  entirely  legitimate  cause  for  difference,  but  the  latter 
is  inexcusable. 

The  treatment  which  shall  be  administered  to  plants  infested  with 
parasites  depends  upon  whether  the  injury  has  reached  a  stage  where 
treatment  other  than  prompt  destruction  is  worth  while,  what  the 
plant  itself  will  stand  without  damage  to  growth  and  appearance,  and 
the  nature  of  the  parasite.  Injury  beyond  a  point  where  the  plant  may 
readily  recover  or  of  such  a  character  (say  borers  in  the  main  stem 
of  herbaceous  plants)  that  treatment  is  impracticable  must  be  followed 
by  prompt  destruction  of  the  plant  and  the  parasite  infesting  it. 

If  the  injury  is  one  from  which  the  plant  may  readily  recover,  the 
question  of  treatment  then  becomes  one  of  nature,  time  and  methods 
of  applying.    The  nature  depends  on  the  parasite  and  upon  the  plant. 

If  the  parasite  is  an  animal,  the  question  whether  it  consumes  foli- 
age or  sap  must  first  be  determined.  If  the  former,  arsenicals  should 
be  used  if  the  plant  will  stand  the  necessary  dosage  without  injury  to 
its  structures  or  to  its  appearance.  If  the  latter,  nicotine  or  oil  should 
be  employed  if  the  plant  will  stand  the  necessary  treatment  without 
serious  injury  to  structure  or  to  appearance.  In  the  former  case  it  is 
quite  suflicient  to  coat  the  foliage  which  is  being  consumed  while  in  the 
latter  the  insect  itself  must  be  thoroughly  drenched.  This  procedure 
will  answer  for  the  bulk  of  the  florist's  insect  pests. 

There  are,  however,  certain  species  to  which  these  general  rules 
will  not  apply  and  each  of  them  may  be  considered  on  its  merits.  For 
instance  many  scale  insects  do  not  yield  to  contact  sprays  of  strength 
which  will  leave  the  plants  uninjured  and  hand  removal  becomes  neces- 
sary. Many  of  the  scales  infesting  palms  are  illustrations  of  this  sort. 
Some  chewing  insects  attack  plants  of  such  a  nature  that  arsenical 
staining  is  inadmissable  and  contact  insecticides  must  be  used,  as  is 
the  case  with  the  Florida  fern  caterpillar. 
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There  are  crops,  such  as  Tomatoes  under  glass,  the  insect  pests  of 
which  yield  most  easily  to  fumigation,  which  will  destroy  a  chewing 
insect  as  readily  as  a  sucking  one. 

For  the  purpose  of  bringing  these  methods  together  and  giving  them 
some  sort  of  organization  the  writer  has  induced  Mr.  Harry  B.  Weiss 
of  his  department  to  prepare  a  bulletin  on  greenhouse  insects.  Especial 
attention  has  been  given  to  this  phase  of  the  florists'  business  because  it 
has  seemed  to  us  that  knowledge  of  that  part  of  the  field  has  been  in 
more  chaotic  condition  than  any  other.  It  is  purposed  to  distribute  this 
bulletin  to  the  members  of  this  Association  who  express  a  desire  to 
consult  it. 

No  entomologist  has  made  the  insect  pests  of  the  florist's  crops  a 
subject  of  sufficiently  extended  study  and  research,  and  no  really  com- 
prehensive and  helpful  scheme  of  procedure  can  be  suggested  until 
something  of  the  sort  has  been  done. 

A  live  research  committee  of  this  organization  might  set  such  a 
piece  of  work  going  by  co-operating  with  persons  already  in  experi- 
mental work  who  are  interested  along  this  line,  and  thus  initiate  a 
movement  that  would  prove  a  large  factor  in  promoting  American 
floriculture. 

Secretary  Young:  I  also  have  two  interesting  reports  from  the 
Committee  on  Development  of  American  Products,  one  from  Mr.  Knoble 
and  one  from  Mr.  C.  W.  Ward.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  have  given 
considerable  time  and  attention  to  the  matter.  Mr.  Knoble's  report  is 
brief  but  Mr.  Ward's  is  very  comprehensive  and  well  prepared,  cover- 
ing a  number  of  closely  typewritten  pages.  I  will  be  pleased  to  read 
them  both  if  it  is  so  desired.

My  Dear  John: 

In  presenting  my  report  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Develop- 
ment of  American  Products,  it  is  almost  impossible  for  me  to  make  an 
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extensive  report  at  this  particular  time,  owing  to  the  nature  of  the 
work  to  be  undertaken. 

I  have  done  considerable  corresponding  with  the  agricultural 
authorities  at  Washington,  trying  to  secure  their  co-operation.  They 
are,  at  the  present  time,  doing  good  work  in  spreading  this  before  the 
people  who  might  be  interested.  Upon  the  occasion  of  a  recent  visit  to 
Boston,  in  consultation  with  Mr.  Shea  and  Professor  Wilson,  I  went 
into  this  situation  in  detail,  spending  the  best  part  of  one-half  day, 
going  over  its  many  phases. 

The  problem  that  seems  to  confront  the  American  producer,  and 
particularly  at  this  time,  is  that  of  American  labor  at  its  high  price, 
competing  against  foreign  labor.  I  am  given  to  understand  that  Mr. 
Ward  is  making  extensive  experiments  along  these  lines,  particularly 
with  the  Azalea,  and  I  am  also  given  to  understand  that  numerous  Pacific 
Coast  Horticultural  Establishments  are  making  extensive  experiments 
on  Hybrid  Tea  Roses.  Only  recently,  in  conversation  with  Mr.  Totty, 
he  tells  me  that  he  is  now  experimenting  to  see  whether  these  Roses 
will  be  as  efficient  as  the  imported  stock,  since  he  maintains  that 
through  their  system  of  irrigation,  the  roots  obtain  unusual  long 
lengths,  and  he  is  under  the  impression  that  if  these  roots  are  cur- 
tailed, it  might  affect  them. 

So  then  in  reality  the  only  report  we  can  make  at  this  particular 
time  is  some  progress.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    DEVELOPMENT    OF    AMERICAN 

PRODUCTS. 

Your  committee  has  scarcely  had  sufficient  time  to  make  a  full 
personal  investigation  of  the  conditions  now  existing  in  the  production 
of  florists'  and  nursery  products  in  the  United  States.  Consequently 
much  of  this  report  must  be  compiled  from  statistics  and  to  a  certain 
extent  from  information  derived  at  second  hand. 

Rhododendrons  foe  Landscape  Woek.  The  Rhododendron,  par- 
ticularly those  hardy  varieties  usually  known  as  Catawbiense  hybrids, 
is  used  to  a  large  extent  in  ornamental  landscape  plantings  along  the 
Atlantic  Coast.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  principal  source  of  the 
Rhododendron  stock  for  this  purpose  has  been  derived  from  Holland. 
It  has  been  propagated  to  some  extent  at  the  Cottage  Gardens  Nur- 
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series  at  Queens,  Long  Island,  and  at  Eureka,  Cal.,  and  is  now  being 
propagated  in  several  nurseries  along  the  Atlantic  Coast  and  is  grown 
to  a  limited  extent  in  several  of  the  Pacific  Coast  nurseries. 

Rhododendeons  for  Florists'  Use.  These  up  to  the  present  time 
have  been  derived  almost  exclusively  by  importation  from  Holland, 
Belgium  and  England.  The  principal  varieties  used  are  Pink  and 
White  Pearl,  Cynthia,  Chevalier  de  Felix  Sauvage,  Catawbiense  Gran- 
diflora,  Catawbiense  Alba,  Jacksonii,  Gomer  Waterer,  Prince  Camille  de 
Rohan  and  several  other  Catawbiense  hybrids.  These  are  being  now 
largely  propagated  at  the  plant  of  the  Cottage  Gardens  Nurseries  in 
Eureka,  Cal.  The  importations  of  Rhododendrons  of  all  varieties  from 
European  countries  reach  a  great  many  thousands  of  plants  annually. 
All  of  these  can  be  grown  to  the  hest  advantage  either  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  or  in  certain  favored  locations  on  the  Atlantic  Coast,  particu- 
larly on  Long  Island. 

Azalea  Indica.  This  plant,  which  is  so  largely  used  for  forcing 
for  Christmas  and  Easter  sales,  has  been  almost  exclusively  imported 
from  Belgium,  where  it  is  grown  in  immense  quantities,  particularly 
in  the  vicinity  of  Ghent.  The  annual  importations  probably  reach 
400,000  plants,  possibly  a  half  million  at  times.  All  of  this  stock  can  be 
grown  to  better  advantage,  under  certain  conditions  and  in  certain  soils, 
along  the  Pacific  Coast  than  they  are  grown  in  Belgium  and  if  ship- 
ments are  made  in  refrigerator  cars  they  can  be  delivered  to  the  con- 
sumer in  much  better  condition  than  the  imported  plants  arrive  from 
Belgium,  as  the  plant  will  arrive  at  its  destination,  when  carried  in 
refrigerator  cars,  in  exactly  the  same  condition  as  it  leaves  the  point 
of  shipment.  There  is  no  chance  for  the  losing  of  foliage  or  blasting 
of  buds  by  either  freezing  or  heating.  The  propagation  and  growing 
of  Azalea  Indica  is  now  established  at  the  Cottage  Gardens  Nurseries 
plant  at  Eureka,  Cal.  Many  acres  of  slat  houses  have  been  erected; 
grafting  stock  is  being  propagated;  extensive  experiments  are  being 
made  to  determine  which  stocks  are  best  adapted  to  the  production  of 
Azalea  Indica  in  that  climate.  Within  a  few  years  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  these  plants  of  the  very  best  quality  will  be  produced  and 
marketed  from  the  Eureka  plant.  The  Azalea  Indica  does  particularly 
well  upon  certain  soils  and  in  certain  favored  climatic  conditions  close 
to  the  Pacific  Coast.  At  Eureka  it  is  practically  a  hardy  plant  as  it 
will  live  out  of  doors  for  a  number  of  years,  budding  and  blooming 
profusely  annually.  The  growth  is  much  faster  and  more  vigorous  than 
the  growth  in  Belgium  and  as  all  plants  on  the  Pacific  Coast  show  a 
strong  precocity  to  bud  and  flower,  the  Pacific  grown  stock  will  un- 
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doubtedly  prove  superior  to  any  imported  stock  so  far  as  profusion  of 
bloom,  color  of  the  bloom  and  size  of  the  floret  is  concerned.  There  is 
another  point  strongly  in  favor  of  the  Pacific  Coast  grown  stock  and 
that  is  it  buds  earlier  upon  the  Pacific  Coast  than  in  Europe,  conse- 
uently  when  the  time  for  shipment  arrives  the  buds  are  all  thoroughly 
matured,  the  result  being  a  more  floriferous  plant  than  the  imported 
one. 

The  English  Holly  is  largely  used  as  a  berried  plant  for  Christ- 
mas sales.  It  is  almost  exclusively  imported  from  Holland,  when  it  is 
grown  in  large  quantities  and  shipped  to  this  country  either  balled  and 
burlapped  or  in  boxes  or  tubs.  The  shipments  are  often  very  unsatis- 
factory as  the  plants  are  heated  in  the  holds  of  the  vessels  and  fre- 
quently lose  their  foliage.  The  English  Holly  is  being  now  largely 
grown  at  several  points  along  the  Pacific  Coast.  Upon  the  Island  of 
Vancouver  there  are  large  and  permanent  plantings  of  selected  speci- 
men seedling  plants.  The  berried  branches  of  these  plants  are  marketed 
in  considerable  quantities,  being  shipped  as  far  east  as  Chicago.  It  is 
also  grown  to  some  extent  in  the  vicinity  of  Portland,  Ore.,  but  the 
berried  branches  are  almost  all  locally  consumed.  At  the  Cottage  Gar- 
dens Nurseries  at  Eureka,  Cal.,  it  is  now  being  grown  by  the  thousands. 
Not  less  than  10,000  plants  are  under  culture  at  the  present  time. 
The  Holly  grows  luxuriantly  and  produces  tremendous  crops  of  large 
highly  colored  berries  annually.  Its  disposition  to  produce  berries  is 
much  stronger  when  grown  upon  the  Pacific  Coast  than  in  any  other 
part  of  the  world  of  which  we  have  any  knowledge.  Here  again  the 
Pacific  Coast  grown  stock  will  prove  superior  to  the  imported  stock. 
When  shipped  in  refrigerator  cars  the  plants  will  arrive  at  destination 
without  injury  and  without  dropping  either  berries  or  foliage.  Within 
a  few  years  Pacific  Coast  grown  stock  should  entirely  supplant  all 
imported  stock. 

Ebicas  and  Heather.  These  are  grown  in  large  quantities  in  a 
wholesale  way  at  several  points  along  the  Pacific  Coast.  The  same 
superiority  that  exists  in  the  Pacific  Coast  grown  Rhododendrons,  Hol- 
lies and  Indian  Azaleas  also  exists  with  the  Heather  and  Erica.  The 
plants  can  be  much  cheaper  grown  than  in  almost  any  other  part  of  the 
United  States  and  can  be  shipped  to  destination  without  injury. 

Coniferous  Evergreens.  The  hardy  native  evergreens  are  grown 
in  immense  quantities  at  a  number  of  nurseries  in  Illinois,  Massachu- 
setts, Michigan,  Kansas,  Nebraska  and  along  the  Pacific  Coast.  Their 
production  is  so  thoroughly  established  that  at  the  present  time  there 
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are  scarcely  any  importations  from  foreign  countries.  The  rapid 
growth  of  the  business  of  producing  hardy  native  evergreens  during 
the  past  ten  years  ought  to  serve  as  an  example  as  to  what  might  be 
done  in  the  production  of  practically  all  of  the  coniferous  evergreen 
stock  now  imported  from  Belgium,  Holland,  Germany,  France,  England 
and  Japan.  The  propagation  of  what  is  known  as  Holland  stock  is 
practiced  to  some  extent  at  the  Cottage  Gardens  Co.  at  Queens,  Long 
Island,  Bobbink  &  Atkins  at  Rutherford,  N.  J.,  and  the  Andorra  Nur- 
series near  Philadelphia.  It  has  recently  been  established  upon  a  large 
scale  at  the  Cottage  Gardens  Nurseries  plant  at  Eureka,  Cal.,  where 
all  of  the  varieties  of  coniferous  evergreens  that  are  now  used  either 
as  florists'  decorative  stock  and  sold  in  tubs  and  boxes  or  for  landscape 
work  are  now  being  produced  by  hundreds  of  thousands.  So  far  as 
your  committee  can  judge  the  American  grown  stock  is  far  superior  to 
the  imported  stock  and  should  supplant  the  imported  stock  as  soon 
as  the  American  production  is  equal  to  the  demand. 

The  Peony  is  now  grown  extensively  in  several  nurseries  in  Massa- 
chusetts, at  the  Cottage  Gardens  Co.  of  Queens,  Long  Island,  the  H.  A. 
Dreer  Co.  and  Andorra  Nurseries  of  Philadelphia,  the  Peterson  Nur- 
series near  Chicago  and  also  by  a  number  of  growers  in  Ohio,  New 
Jersey  and  at  least  two  or  three  large  growers  in  Missouri  and 
Nebraska,  all  of  whom  grow  Peonies  for  the  sale  of  the  roots.  There 
are  also  extensive  plantations  of  Peonies  in  many  portions  of  the 
United  States  that  are  grown  exclusively  for  cut  flowers. 

LiLiUM  LoNGiFLOBUM.  This  has  been  successfully  grown  to  a  lim- 
ited extent  for  some  years  by  a  number  of  Creole  women  near  New 
Orleans,  La.  The  variety  is  known  as  "Creole  Lily"  and  is  a  very 
vigorous  type  of  the  tall  growing  longiflorum. 

ORNAMENTAL    NURSERY    STOCK, 

Ornamental  nursery  stock  is  grown  to  some  extent  by  the  Cottage 
Gardens  Nurseries  at  Eureka,  Cal.,  the  California  Nursery  Co.,  near 
Niles,  the  MacRorie-McLareu  Co.  at  San  Mateo;  the  Pilkington  and 
Oregon  nurseries  near  Portland,  Oregon;  the  Layritz  nurseries  near 
Victoria,  B.  C,  and  several  other  Coast  nurseries.  The  Pacific  Coast 
nurseries  have  heretofore  devoted  the  bulk  of  their  attention  to  the 
production  of  coniferous  and  broad  leaved  evergreens  suitable  for 
Pacific  Coast  consumption.  There  is  no  reason  why  many  of  these 
nurseries  should  not  devote  considerable  energy  to  the  production  of 
certain  classes  of  evergreen   stock  for  shipment  to  Eastern   States  to 
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replace   the   stock   now   imported   from   foreign   countries.     The   only 
obstacle  heretofore  has  been  the  prohibitory  freight  rates. 

Teanscontinental  Freight  Rates.  Within  the  past  18  months  a 
reduction  in  the  eastbound  rates  on  nursery  stock  has  been  published 
so  that  nursery  stock  may  now  be  shipped  in  carload  lots  from  Pacific 
Coast  points  to  points  in  the  Mississippi  Valley  and  along  the  Atlantic 
Coast  at  $1.25  per  100  pounds.  At  the  present  time  the  Japanese  nur- 
seryman is  favored  with  a  rate  of  $1.00  per  100  pounds  from  Pacific 
Coast  points  to  the  Mississippi  Valley  and  Atlantic  Coast  points.  There 
is  no  reason  why  the  Japanese  nurseryman  should  be  favored  to  the 
disadvantage  of  the  Pacific  Coast  producer.  Applications  have  recently 
been  made  to  the  transcontinental  railways  for  the  reduction  of  the 
eastbound  rate  on  nursery  stock  to  $1.00  per  100  pounds  and  thus 
enable  the  Pacific  Coast  producer  to  compete  not  only  with  the  Japa- 
nese producer  but  with  the  producer  in  Belgium  and  Holland  in  the 
Eastern  market.  In  case  the  transcontinental  railways  refuse  to  grant 
this  $1.00  per  100  pound  rate  there  is  no  question  but  what  the  case 
will  be  taken  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the  rate 
secured.  The  favoring  of  foreign  producers  with  railway  rates  that 
place  the  American  producers  at  a  disadvantage  and  operate  to  nullify 
the  protective  tariff,  should  be  taken  up  by  the  Society  of  American 
Florists  and  the  case  should  be  followed  up  until  the  American  pro- 
ducer is  placed  upon  an  equal  basis  with  the  foreign  producer.  When 
this  is  done  it  will  open  up  a  new  and  vast  field  for  the  sale  of  this 
class  of  stock  which  has  been  heretofore  exclusively  imported  from 
the  European  continent  but  which  will  be  grown  in  this  country.  This 
will  begin  a  new  era  in  the  American  nursery  business  which  will 
develop  upon  a  broad  scale  as  soon  as  the  practicability  and  profitable- 
ness of  producing  that  class  of  commercial  nursery  stock  has  been 
fully  demonstrated  and  it  will  result  in  the  investment  of  a  large 
amount  of  capital  in  the  enlargement  of  this  phase  of  the  nursery 
business  and  will  add  a  large  amount  of  wealth  to  the  country  by  keep- 
ing money  at  home  which  is  now  sent  abroad  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
for  imported  stock. 

HOLLAND  BULBS. 

Up  to  the  present  time  almost  all  of  the  Holland  bulbs  used  for 
forcing  or  for  bedding  outside  have  been  imported  from  Holland. 
Extensive  experiments  in  growing  Narcissus,  Tulips  and  Hyacinths 
have  been  carried  on  by  the  United  States  Government  at  what  is 
known  as  the  "Government  Bulb  Farm"  near  Bellingham,  Wash.,  where 
many  millions  of  bulbs  have  been  grown  and  more  or  less  distributed 
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through  Senatorial  courtesy  during  the  past  six  or  eight  years.  The 
practicability  of  growing  the  Narcissus  and  Tulip  commercially  has 
been  fully  demonstrated  at  the  Bellingham  Farm. 

The  Holland  Bulb  Farm  located  at  Victoria,  B.  C,  was  established 
about  five  years  ago  upon  a  commercial  scale.  The  commercial  grow- 
ing of  the  Tulip  and  Narcissus  has  been  fully  demonstrated  and  large 
quantities  of  bulbs  have  been  propagated  and  grown  to  commercial  size 
and  sold. 

The  chairman  of  your  committee  is  also  informed  that  a  Hollander 
by  the  name  of  Van  den  Bosch  has  established  a  Holland  Bulb  Farm 
in  the  vicinity  of  Spokane,  Wash.  While  he  has  been  unable  to  get 
much  information  or  to  connect  up  with  the  proprietor  of  that  estab- 
lishment, he  has  been  informed  that  Van  den  Bosch  met  with  consider- 
able success. 

Narcissus  and  Tulips  have  also  been  grown  to  some  extent  at 
Ukiah,  Cal.,  and  near  Santa  Cruz,  Cal. 

Both  the  Narcissus  and  Tulip  are  grown  at  present  to  some  con- 
siderable extent  for  the  purpose  of  marketing  the  flowers  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Pacific  Coast  cities  such  as  Los  Angeles,  Oakland,  San  Fran- 
cisco, in  California,  and  Portland,  Ore.,  Seattle,  Wash.,  and  in  Vic- 
toria and  Vancouver,  B.  C.  He  is  also  informed  that  Narcissus  are 
grown  to  some  extent  in  the  Carolinas.  There  is  also  one  grower  near 
Oswego,  N.  Y. 

The  Cottage  Gardens  Nurseries  have  been  growing  Holland  bulbs  in 
an  experimental  way  for  the  past  three  years  near  Eureka,  Cal.  In 
the  Fall  of  1915  approximately  50,000  bulbs  were  planted,  consisting 
mainly  of  Narcissus  and  Tulips  and  some  Hyacinths.  The  major  por- 
tion of  this  stock  was  imported  from  Holland.  The  result  in  the  growth 
of  the  Tulip  and  Narcissus  was  highly  satisfactory;  the  bulbs  pro- 
duced were  larger  in  size;  more  solid  and  firm,  better  ripened  than  the 
imported  stock.  The  Increase  was  also  exceedingly  satisfactory,  being 
so  far  as  the  writer  can  learn,  from  20  to  25  per  cent,  greater  than  the 
usual  increase  with  the  same  varieties  of  bulbs  when  grown  in  Hol- 
land. With  the  Hyacinth  the  results  were  not  so  satisfactory,  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  imported  stock  was  to  a  large  extent  affected  with 
disease.  Wherever  the  stock  was  healthy  and  free  from  disease  the 
results  were  equally  satisfactory  as  those  attained  with  the  Narcissus 
and  Tulip. 

Sample  bulbs  grown  both  at  Victoria,  B.  C,  and  at  the  Cottage 
Gardens  nurseries  in  Eureka  will  be  exhibited  at  the  S.  A.  F.  meeting 
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at  Houston,  Texas,  and  it  is  possible  that  some  of  tlie  other  growers 
on  the  Pacific  Coast  will  participate  in  this  exhibition.  I  would  call 
the  particular  attention  of  the  members  of  the  S.  A.  F.  attending  the 
annual  meeting  at  Houston  to  closely  examine  these  Pacific  Coast  grown 
Holland  bulbs.  In  the  opinion  of  the  chairman  of  your  committee,  the 
Pacific  grown  Narcissus,  Tulips  and  Hyacinth,  whenever  the  propa- 
gating stock  can  be  freed  from  disease,  will  possess  several  important 
advantages  over  the  imported  bulbs  for  the  following  reasons: 

The  time  of  blooming  for  these  bulbs  on  the  Pacific  Coast  com- 
mences about  the  middle  of  February  and  as  a  rule  the  bulbs  are  all 
through  blooming  by  the  end  of  April.  The  foliage  dies  thoroughly 
during  the  month  of  May  and  the  bulbs  are  thoroughly  ripened  and 
ready  to  dig  not  later  than  the  middle  of  July.  The  earlier  varieties  of 
Tulips  can  generally  be  dug  by  the  15th  of  June.  All  of  these  varieties 
of  bulbs  may  be  thoroughly  cured  and  ready  for  shipment  by  the  10th 
to  the  20th  of  August  and  can  all  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  con- 
sumer by  the  1st  to  the  lOtlj  of  September. 

On  account  of  the  rainless  season,  which  begins  in  May  upon  the 
Pacific  Coast,  and  also  on  account  of  the  soils  most  favorable  to  the 
growth  of  Holland  bulbs  possessing  the  attribute  of  retaining  the  mois- 
ture accumulated  during  the  Winter  rains  and  giving  it  off  slowly, 
these  bulbs  have  a  much  longer  period  of  steady  ripening  than  is  the 
case  with  the  Holland  bulbs.  As  the  principal  growth  of  the  bulb 
takes  place  after  the  foliage  dies,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  Pacific 
Coast  bulb  will  be  on  an  average  much  the  larger,  more  solid  and  dense 
and  more  thoroughly  ripened  than  is  the  case  with  the  Holland  grown 
stock. 

Another  point  strongly  in  favor  of  the  Pacific  grown  bulb  is  that 
in  Holland  the  bulbs  are  grown  upon  low  flat  lands  reclaimed  from 
the  sea;  the  water  level  oftentimes  comes  within  2%  to  3  feet  of  the 
surface.  Holland  has  no  steady  rainless  season  commencing  with  the 
month  of  May  and  extending  through  to  the  end  of  the  bulb  ripening 
season.  Frequently  there  are  copious  rains  during  this  season  and 
sometimes  the  ripening  of  the  Holland  bulb  is  so  retarded  that  it  is 
necessary  to  lift  them  and  dry  them  off  on  top  of  the  ground  under  a 
cover  of  straw  and  artificially  ripen  them.  This  leads  to  the  production 
of  bulbs  that  are  difficult  to  force  and  many  of  these  bulbs  fail  to  bloom, 
which  causes  considerable  loss  to  the  American  forcer.  The  Pacific 
grown  bulb  on  the  contrary  is  grown  upon  deep  friable  well  drained 
loam  which  retains  the  moisture  as  soon  as  the  dry  season  sets  in. 
These  soils  give  off  their  moisture  slowly,  consequently  the  ripening 
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season  is  a  long  one  and  the  ripening  of  the  bulb  proceeds  slowly  and 
without  interruption  until  the  bulb  is  thoroughly  ripened.  Experiments 
in  forcing  the  Pacific  grown  stock  have  demonstrated  that  it  takes  from 
14  to  17  days  less  time  to  bring  these  bulbs  into  flower  than  it  does  the 
Holland  grown  stock. 

Another  point,  these  bulbs  being  thoroughly  ripened  from  six  weeks 
to  two  months  before  the  Holland  grown  stock  can  be  ripened,  are 
much  better  for  forcing  purposes  and  the  American  florist  is  assured  of 
bringing  his  forcing  stock  in  upon  time.  With  the  Pacific  grown  stock 
it  is  not  necessary  to  send  bulbs  grown  in  the  northern  part  of  Cali- 
fornia, Washington  and  Oregon  or  on  Vancouver  Island  into  a  warmer 
climate  for  a  period  of  time  in  order  to  produce  better  flowering  stock. 
Bulbs  grown  anywhere  on  the  Pacific  Coast  under  the  coastal  climatic 
conditions,  when  cultivated  upon  proper  soils,  are  much  more  suitable 
for  forcing  than  any  of  the  imported  stock. 

There  is  another  point  in  favor  of  the  Pacific  Coast  grown  stock 
that  should  not  be  lost  sight  of,  and  that  is  the  larger,  better  ripened 
and  more  vigorous  bulbs  produce  much  larger  blooms,  upon  longer  and 
stronger  stems  and  much  more  brilliant,  clearer  colored  flowers  than 
the  Holland  stock. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  the  experiments  in  the  forcing  of 
Holland  bulbs  have  been  carried  on  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  thor- 
oughly demonstrate  that,  given  healthy,  disease-free  stock,  the  Pacific 
Coast  grower  can  produce  a  better  Tulip,  Narcissus  and  Hyacinth  than 
is  sold  at  present  to  the  American  consumer.  The  only  question  to  be 
determined  is  whether  these  bulbs  can  be  produced  at  a  cost  that  will 
enable  the  American  grower  to  compete  with  the  Holland  producer. 
In  our  judgment  this  will  soon  be  practically  proven.  The  Cottage  Gar- 
dens Nurseries  will  plant  during  the  coming  bulb  planting  season  not 
less  than  one  and  one-half  millions  of  Narcissus,  Hyacinths  and  Tulips. 
One  half  of  this  stock  will  have  been  propagated  and  grown  in  America 
and  the  other  half  imported  from  Europe.  The  policy  will  be  to  grow 
those  varieties  that  are  proven  desirable  for  the  American  market  in 
immense  quantities  and  to  take  advantage  of  the  use  of  labor  saving 
machinery  so  far  as  it  may  prove  practical  to  do  so. 

When  one  takes  into  consideration  the  superiority  of  American 
grown  stock  over  the  imported  stock  and  the  fact  that  the  increase  in 
the  Pacific  grown  stock  Is  sensibly  greater  than  in  the  Holland  stock, 
also  the  fact  that  there  are  no  frosts  or  excessive  rains  during  the 
ripening  season  to  interfere  with  the  successful  growth  and  maturing

of  the  bulbs,  it  will  be  readily  appreciated  ttiat  the  American  grown 
stock  will  be  worth  more  to  the  American  florist  and  he  should  be 
willing  to  pay  a  slight  advance  upon  the  lowest  prices  at  which  the 
Hollander  can  afford  to  sell  his  stock. 

The  writer  of  this  report  has  no  doubt  whatever  but  what  the 
American  grown  stock  can  compete  with  the  Holland  grown  stock 
provided  the  American  producer  is  treated  fairly  in  the  matter  of 
freight  rates  and  provided  further  that  no  unjust  discrimination  in 
favor  of  the  foreign  producer  in  the  matter  of  these  rates  is  permitted 
to  stand.  In  his  judgment  there  is  not  the  slightest  reason  why  all  of 
the  hulbs  now  imported  from  Holland,  France  and  other  European 
countries  should  not  be  produced  by  American  growers  upon  the  Pacific 
Coast.  The  American  florist  will  get  a  much  better  article,  more  profit- 
able for  him  to  handle,  the  money  will  be  kept  at  home  and  the  general 
interest  of  floriculture  will  be  materially  benefited  by  the  change. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Geo.  L.  Peltier  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  Urbana,  111.  Mr.  Peltier 
does  not  ask  to  have  it  read,  but  desires  it  to  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Board.  As  there  are  several  matters  mentioned  in  this  report  that 
would  have  to  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Board,  I  move  that  his  com- 
munication be  received  and  published  in  the  Annual  Report. 

Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  Gude,  carried,  and  so  ordered. 
The  communication  follows :

My  dear  Mr.  Young: 

Your  letter  of  July  7th  came  during  my  absence  from  the  Univer- 
sity. While  I  do  not  care  to  make  a  formal  report  to  the  Society,  I 
would  like  to  lay  the  following  proposition  before  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors at  their  coming  meeting. 

When  I  was  appointed  to  the  office  of  pathologist  by  President 
MacRorie  I  immediately  sent  a  circular  letter  to  the  officers  and  direc- 
tors of  the  Society,  in  which  I  raised  the  question  as  to  how  the  office 
of  pathologist  could  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  members. 
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The  majority  of  the  men  who  replied  stated  that  this  office  in  the 
past  had  not  been  of  any  great  assistance  and  was  in  a  more  or  less 
dormant  state.  However,  every  one  agreed  that  the  office  should  be  in 
the  hands  of  a  man  able  and  willing  to  do  some  positive  good  for  the 
permanent  benefit  of  the  Society  and  its  members. 

I  have  given  the  subject  considerable  thought,  and  believe  that 
what  the  members  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  florists  in  general  need  is  a  com- 
pilation in  book  form  of  our  present  knowledge  of  the  fungous  diseases 
of  floricultural  and  ornamental  crops.  The  book  which  I  have  in 
mind  would  be  entitled,  'Fungous  Diseases  of  Floricultural  and  Orna- 
mental Plants,'  and  would  be  written  in  a  clear  style,  particular  empha- 
sis being  laid  on  control  measures.  To  make  the  material  easily  acces- 
sible a  so-called  Post  index  would  be  compiled,  so  that  under  a  given 
plant  all  the  diseases  of  that  plant  would  be  listed.  Photographs  of 
every  type  of  disease  would  be  included,  making  it  much  easier  for  the 
reader  to  identify  his  troubles. 

The  time  necessary  to  gather  the  material  for  such  a  book  would 
naturally  extend  over  a  period  of  several  years,  as  it  would  have  to  be 
done  outside  of  office  hours.  It  would  also  entail  some  expense  for 
assistance  in  gathering  the  material,  obtaining  desirable  photographs 
and  stenographic  work. 

To  make  such  a  book  possible,  I  would  like  to  present  the  follow- 
ing points: 

1.  That  it  be  understood  that  the  office  of  pathologist  be  retained 
by  myself  for  the  next  two  years,  so  that  I  may  have  the  benefit  of  the 
appropriation  of  $100  a  year  to  assist  me  in  editing  the  book. 

2.  That,  upon  completion  of  the  manuscript  it  shall  be  turned  over 
to  the  Society  for  their  sanction  and  approval.  It  shall  then  be  pub- 
lished by  a  reliable  firm  and  the  book  to  be  sold  to  the  members  of  the 
Society  for  a  nominal  sum. 

If  this  proposition  strikes  you  as  a  good  thing,  I  stand  ready  to 
begin  work  at  once.  I  am  extremely  sorry  that  I  am  unable  to  take 
this  matter  up  with  the  directors  personally,  but  the  Carnations  for 
next  season's  work  are  demanding  attention  at  this  time. 

Trusting  that  I  have  made  myself  clear  and  that  I  will  receive  a 
favorable  reply  in  the  near  future,  I  am.

All  men  may  be  born  free  and  equal,  but  it  comes  about  that  through 
environment  and  development  some  men  become  pre-eminently  distin- 
guished above  their  fellows  for  certain  talents,  although  not  necessarily 
superior  in  all  things. 

W.  Atlee  Burpee  was  pre-eminently  distinguished  among  men. 
Possessed  of  talents  in  every  direction  and  with  ability  to  make  him- 
self famous  in  whatever  avocation  he  might  choose  to  take  up,  his 
wonderful  understanding  of  men,  his  magnetism  with  men,  individuals 
if  not  in  the  mass;  his  highest  gift  of  endearing  himself  to  others,  will 
always  remain  fixed  in  the  memory  of  those  whose  good  fortune  it  was 
to  know  him.    No  man  was  ever  better  loved  by  his  friends. 

For  the  rest,  a  highly  successful  business  man  of  unblemished  repu- 
tation; a  devoted  father  and  husband;  a  man  and  a  friend  whose  loss 
is  irreparable;  we  mourn  his  death,  and  spread  this  brief  tribute  to  his 
memory  in  the  pages  of  our  Proceedings,  that  all  who  read  may  gauge 
the  affection  in  which  we  held  him  while  he  was  living  and  would 
hallow  his  memory  now  that  he  has  gone.

On  motion,  the  convention  now  took  recess  until  11.30  a.  m.,  at 
which  time  the  convention  re-assembled.  President  MacRorie  in  the 
chair,  and  proceedings  were  resumed  as  follows: 

President  MacRorie :    We  will  now  have  the  report  of  the  Tellers. 
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REPORT  OF  TELLERS  OF  ELECTION. 

Charles  L.  Baum,  Chairman  of  Tellers:  Your  Tellers  report  that 
they  find  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  convention  cast  for  the  election  of 
Robert  C.  Kerr,  Houston,  Texas,  president;  Abraham  I.  Miller,  Jamaica, 
L.  I.,  vice-president;  John  Young,  New  York,  secretary;  J.  J.  Hess, 
Omaha,  Neb.,  treasurer. 

For  directors  we  find  the  total  vote  cast,  207 ;  of  which  Walter  W. 
Coles,  Kokomo,  Ind.,  received  45  votes;  Frank  X.  Stuppy,  St.  Joseph, 
Mo.,  89  votes;  George  W.  Hess,  Washington,  D.  C,  73  votes;  we  there- 
fore find  that  Frank  X.  Stuppy  and  George  W.  Hess,  having  received 
the  majority  of  all  votes  cast,  have  been  duly  elected  directors  for  the 
ensuing  term.     (Applause.) 

President  MacRorie  declared  the  election  of  the  successful  candi- 
dates as  reported  above  by  the  tellers. 

President  MacRorie:  Gentlemen,  I  think  we  should  have  a  com- 
mittee appointed  to  prepare  a  tribute  to  Mr.  Albert  McCullough,  of 
Cincinnati,  and  Mr.  William  Tricker,  and  any  others  who  have  passed 
away  since  the  last  convention.  I  would  like  Mr.  J.  G.  Esler,  Mr. 
De  La  Mare  and  Mr.  Peterson  to  act  as  that  committee. 

We  will  now  listen  to  resolutions  on  the  death  of  our  late  treas- 
urer, William  F.  Kasting,  which  will  be  presented  by  the  chairman  of 
the  Special  Committee  appointed  to  draft  the  resolutions,  Mr.  George 
Asmus.  I  would  like  you  all  to  rise  and  remain  standing  and  in  silence 
while  this  report  is  read. 

The  entire  assembly  rose  and  remained  standing  and  in  silence 
while  the  following  was  read  by  Past-President  Asmus : 


MEMORIAL    TO    WILLIAM    F.    KASTING. 

"Whom  the  Gods  love  die  young!"  To  none  can  this  be  more 
truthfully  applied  than  to  William  F.  Kasting,  one  time  president  of 
this  Society  of  American  Florists  and  for  many  years  its  honored  treas- 
urer. Intensely  loyal  to  his  friends,  with  malice  in  his  heart  toward 
no  man,  outspoken,  honest,  fearless,  he  had  every  quality  that  might 
become  a  man  and  bind  to  him  his  friends  with  hooks  of  steel.  So 
frank  and  sincere  was  his  character,  so  little  there  was  of  any  of  the 
lesser  frailties  of  human  nature  that  make  for  envy,  jealousy  or  spite, 
that  William  F.  Kasting  caused  none  to  envy  but  all  rejoiced  in  his 
progress  and  success. 
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His  affiliations  were  many;  lie  belonged  to  a  large  number  of  or- 
ganizations, to  each  of  whom  he  gave  his  best,  and  to  none  more  than 
to  the  florists  whom  he  loved  and  whose  calling  he  was  always  proud  to 
represent.  In  addition  to  his  honors  in  the  National  Society  he  was 
president  of  the  New  York  Federation  of  Floral  Clubs,  had  served  as 
president  of  the  Buffalo  Florists'  Club,  and  was  a  member  of  many 
local  florists'  clubs  in  other  cities,  including  New  York,  Chicago  and 
San  Francisco.  He  was  a  member  of  numerous  secret  and  fraternal 
orders  and  of  many  philanthropic  and  social  organizations,  including 
the  Rotary  Club,  the  Orpheus  and  other  German  singing  societies. 
Rarely  it  has  been  said  has  one  man  had  so  many  friends  in  such 
various  conditions  of  life  and  activity  as  this  one;  rarely  has  a  man  of 
more  humble  beginnings  achieved  such  high  success  or  risen  higher  in 
the  respect  and  esteem  of  all  his  associates  and  neighbors — those  who 
knew  him  best. 

Peace  to  his  fragrant  memory.  Here  let  us  all  drop  a  floweret  of 
memory  to  him  who  was  our  friend  and  our  helper  in  all  that  we  held 
dear.    He  fell  asleep  and  woke,  let  us  fondly  hope,  in  a  fairer  land.

TRIBUTE    TO    EDWIN    LONSDALE,    LOMPOO,    CAL. 

In  the  death  of  Edwin  Lonsdale,  of  Lompoc,  Cal.,  the  Society  of 
American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists  has  lost  one  of  its 
most  valued  and  tried  friends  of  its  earlier  days. 

Mr.  Lonsdale  served  in  the  capacity  of  secretary  and  also  was 
president  of  the  Association;  and  he  gave  of  his  time  and  money  with- 
out stint.    Much  of  the  growth  and  development  which  has  since  taken 
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place  in  this  Society  was  due  to  the  work  of  Edwin  Lonsdale  in  no 
small  degree  in  laying  the  foundations  well.  His  intelligent  help  was 
always  forthcoming  when  the  demand  arose. 

Edwin  Lonsdale  was  gifted  by  nature  with  a  genial  happy  disposi- 
tion, and  he  was  ever  ready  to  give  information  and  cheer  to  those 
engaged  in  floricultural  pursuits.  He  was  a  great  student  of  plant  life, 
and  contributed  many  valuable  articles  not  only  in  regard  to  the 
hybridization  of  plants  but  also  their  care  and  culture.  He  was  greatly 
interested  in  the  Carnation  in  its  earlier  career,  and  also  was  an  excel- 
lent grower  of  Roses.  The  Society  had  the  services  of  Mr.  Lonsdale 
upon  any  and  all  occasions,  and  few  men  belonging  to  our  organization 
have  contributed  so  much  as  did  Mr.  Lonsdale  to  its  advancement.

TRIBUTE    TO    JOHN    W.    POEHLMANN. 

John  William  Poehlmann,  president  of  the  Poehlmann  Bros.  Co., 
well-known  Chicago  florists,  died  at  his  late  residence  on  Beacon  street, 
July  14,  aged  forty  years.  He  was  born  in  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  of  German 
parentage,  and  was  associated  with  his  father,  John  George  Poehlmann, 
in  the  retail  grocery  trade  in  that  city  until  1890,  when  he  and  his 
brothers,  Adolph  and  August,  formed  a  partnership  and  engaged  in  the 
florist  business  at  Morton  Grove,  111. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Poehlmann  the  Society  of  American  Florists 
has  lost  one  of  its  most  successful  members.  Starting  only  a  few  years 
ago  with  very  limited  means,  he  was  largely  instrumental  in  the  de- 
velopment of  his  firm's  splendid  business,  said  to  be  the  largest  of  its 
kind  in  existence.  He  was  a  hard  worker,  constantly  at  his  post,  and 
always  kindly  to  his  associates  and  employees. 
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Mr.  Poehlmann's  industry  has  left  deep,  lasting  imprints  on  the 
sands  of  American  floriculture  and  his  many  friends  deeply  mourn  the 
early  passing  of  one  so  gifted  and  so  unassuming.

LUNCHEON  WITH  HOUSTON  ROTARY  CLUB, 
THURSDAY  NOON,  AUGUST  17th. 

A  pleasing  courtesy  extended  to  the  visiting  florists  was  the 
luncheon  tendered  them  by  the  Houston  Rotary  Club  upon  the  occasion 
of  their  annual  meeting  and  installation  of  officers,  at  their  regular 
weekly  dinner,  Thursday  noon,  August  17th.  President-elect  Kerr  being 
a  prominent  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  it  was  out  of  special  courtesy 
to  him  as  well  as  to  the  visiting  florists  that  this  invitation  was  ex- 
tended. 

A  most  enjoyable  time  was  had.  After  the  tables  had  been  cleared 
and  the  menu  disposed  of,  the  retiring  president  of  the  club  invited 
attention,  and  said  that  as  an  addition  to  the  usual  roll-call  each  mem- 
ber and  visiting  florist  would  be  asked  to  rise  in  turn,  announce  his 
name  and  state  his  favorite  flower.  There  were  some  100  members  of 
the  Rotary  Club  and  110  visiting  florists  in  attendance  at  the  luncheon ; 
and  out  of  these  52  answered  that  they  preferred  the  Rose,  giving 
various  varieties,  led  by  the  American  Beauty.  For  the  rest,  there  was 
an  amazing  variety  of  choice,  too  numerous  to  schedule  except  at  great 
length.  Some  jocular  replies  were  made:  "Wall-flowers,"  "Pillsbury 
Flo(w)ur,"  "Tuberose  reciprocus,"  "100  pounds  in  the  sack,"  "Aunt  Jemi- 
ma's Pancake  Flour,"  "Old  Maids,"  "Buckwheat,"  "Hot  Air" ;  then  fol- 
lowed Carnations,  10  votes ;  Texas  Blue  Bell,  6  votes ;  scattering  votes  for 
Mountain  Laurel,  Pansy,  Sweet  Pea,  Lily  of  the  Valley,  Orchids,  Vio- 
lets, Easter  Lily,  Lemon  Blossom,  Magnolia,  Jasmine,  Sunflower,  Snap- 
dragon, Goldenrod,  Daisy,  Shamrock,  Amaryllis,  Forget-me-not,  Acacia, 
Cyclamen,  Cape  Jasmine,  Colorado  Columbine,  Zinnia,  Dahlia,  Narcissus, 
bull-rushes.  Geranium,  3  votes;  Orange  Blossoms,  Water  Lily,  Texas 
Blue  Bonnet,  Old  Bachelor,  Tulips,  Dandelion,  Viola,  Mayflower,  Olean- 
der, Stephanotis,  Freesia,  Golden  Poppy  of  the  West,  etc. 

After  the  outgoing  president,  Mr.  Coles,  had  presented  a  very  inter- 
esting report,  the  incoming  president,  Mr.  Wilcoxen,  proposed  a  toast 
in  Adam's  Ale  to  retiring  officers  of  the  Rotary  Club,  which  was  drank 
with  enthusiasm. 
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The  installation  of  the  officers-elect  of  the  club  followed,  and  Past- 
President  Asmus  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  was  then  introduced  and 
remarked  as  follows : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Rotary  Club, 
and  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H. : 

It  seems  fitting  at  this  time  that  a  few  remarks  be  made  in  behalf 
of  our  organization  in  commendation  of  the  man  whom  we  have  placed 
at  the  head  of  our  organization,  who  has  proved  so  worthy.  (Applause.) 
It  is  also  fitting  at  this  time  that  you  should  be  given  a  brief  outline 
of  the  aims  and  objects  of  our  organization.  The  Society  of  American 
Florists  is  not  an  organization  for  profit;  there  is  nothing  ever  said  in 
its  meetings  about  prices;  it  is  the  advancement  of  a  love  for  flowers 
that  we  are  teaching,  and  ours  is  the  only  organization  in  the  United 
States  that  has  the  distinct  honor  of  enjoying  a  National  charter 
granted  by  Act  of  Congress  and  signed  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States. 

We  have  doubly  honored  your  fellow  member,  Mr.  Robert  Kerr,  by 
not  only  making  him  the  head  of  an  organization  with  a  National 
charter  but  of  a  Society  which  is  the  mother  of  five  hundred  organiza- 
tions, locally,  that  are  teaching  the  love  of  flowers  and  of  the  beautiful 
in  nature  tending  to  the  betterment  of  home  and  school  life  throughout 
the  country. 

We  have  at  present  at  the  head  of  this  big  Organization  a  big  man, 
Mr.  Daniel  MacRorie,  of  San  Francisco,  partner  of  Mr.  McLaren,  the 
man  who  last  year  was  responsible  for  the  beautification  by  landscape 
gardening  and  floral  enhancement  of  the  great  Panama-Pacific  Exposi- 
tion ;  the  man  who  made  of  the  sand  dunes  of  San  Francisco  a  thing  of 
beauty  in  the  shape  of  a  wonderful  park,  where  there  had  been  desola- 
tion. 

He  said  when  he  was  made  president  at  San  Francisco  last  year 
that  he  would  present  to  the  man  that  made  the  largest  increase  of 
membership  in  the  Society  during  the  year  a  prize  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  in  gold.  Just  as  soon  as  news  of  this  offer  came  to  Chicago 
there  was  a  scouring  around  to  see  if  we  could  capture  that  prize  in 
Chicago ;  but  we  could  not  do  it ;  it  remained  for  a  Texan  to  show  us 
how;  and  it  was  Robert  C.  Kerr  who  earned  that  prize!     (Applause.) 

Now  Brother  Kerr,  I  have  the  pleasure  today  of  handing  you  that 
prize  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  gold.  (Applause.)  And, 
Mr.  Kerr,  you  ought  to  be  thankful  not  for  the  gold,  but  because  you 
have  made  eighty-three  men  happy  in  becoming  members  of  the  greatest 
organization  in  the  country.     (Applause.) 
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Mr.  Frank  Jones,  a  prominent  member  of  the  Houston  Rotary  Club, 
of  the  legal  profession,  at  once  jumped  up  and  moved  that  Mr.  Kerr 
give  a  dinner  to  the  Rotary  Club  with  the  loot  that  he  had  just  cap- 
tured.    ( Laughter. ) 

President  Kerr :    The  motion  is  lost ! 

Mr.  Frank  Jones:  I  accept  the  amendment  that  a  vote  of  thanks 
be  tendered  him  for  the  invitation. 

President  Kerr :  I  want  to  say  to  the  members  of  the  Rotary  Club 
and  to  the  citizens  of  Houston  that  this  prize  will  enable  me  to  reduce 
the  price  of  flowers  this  coming  year.    That  ought  to  be  good  news ! 

(A  Voice:     "Credit  it  on  my  bill!") 

President  Kerr:  We  have  several  of  our  members  on  the  list  of 
speakers  that  we  want  to  introduce  to  you,  who  will  make  short  talks. 
One  man  in  particular  I  want  you  to  hear  from;  he  is  the  man  who  is 
at  the  National  Capital,  who  carries  on  the  work  there  for  the  S.  A.  F. 
He  is  a  wonderful  help  to  us ;  he  is  also  a  big  Rotarian,  and  one  of  the 
leaders  of  that  organization  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  we  want  to 
have  a  few  words  from  Mr.  W.  F.  Gude,  of  Washington,  D.  C. 

RESPONSE    BY    W.    F.    GUDE,    WASHINGTON   REPRESENTATIVE 

S.  A.  F. 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Fellow  Rotarians,  Florists  and  Friends  All: 

I  bring  to  my  brother  Rotarians  greetings  from  the  National  Capi- 
tal. (Applause.)  We  have  a  Rotary  Club  there  that  we  think  is  some 
club;  some  of  you  boys  do  not  believe  it  perhaps,  but  as  you  rotate 
there,  drop  in  and  we  will  see  if  we  cannot  make  you  rotate. 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  said  about  our  good  friend  Bob  Kerr, 
but  I  just  want  to  add  a  further  word.  Our  organization  has  rotated 
some  in  the  past  four  or  five  years.  We  met  in  Minneapolis,  rotated 
from  there  to  Boston,  from  Boston  to  San  Francisco,  and  from  San 
Francisco  to  Houston,  Texas;  and  gentlemen,  you  can  tell  this  in  the 
newspapers,  or  tell  it  to  any  one,  I  do  not  fear  contradiction,  but  it  was 
the  Houston  Rotary  Club  more  than  any  other  one  influence  that 
brought  the  florists  here  with  you  today.  (Applause.)  It  was  that 
letter  that  was  read  on  the  floor  of  the  convention  at  San  Francisco 
from  the  Houston  Rotary  Club  that  turned  the  scale.  Objection  had 
been  made  that  the  invitation  to  Houston  should  not  be  considered 
because  it  should  have  been  presented  in  person  by  a  Houston  florist; 
I  was  able  then  to  say  that  the  letter  from  the  Rotary  Club  of  this 
city  was  sufficient  evidence  that  we  would  be  welcome  here,  because

when  a  Rotary  Club  says  you  are  welcome  anywhere  that  is  a  guaranty 
that  you  will  have  a  successful  convention,  receive  a  warm  welcome  and 
have  a  good  time. 

Gentlemen,  my  promise  has  been  carried  out  to  the  letter ;  you  boys 
have  made  good. 

Now  as  I  walked  into  the  room  here  somebody  suggested  some- 
thing about  the  size  of  our  retiring  president,  Mr.  MacRorie.  We  knew 
that  we  were  to  start  a  big  work  here,  and  we  thought  we  would  get  a 
big  man  at  our  head  to  see  that  we  did  it.  Again,  we  believe  in  prac- 
tising what  we  preach;  we  have  preached  big  things  in  a  horticultural 
way  and  in  an  organization  way;  if  you  do  not  believe  it,  look  at  our 
National  president,  see  his  size!  I  want  the  president  of  our  Society 
to  just  rise;  our  time  is  limited,  and  I  would  like  you  to  see  the  size 
of  the  man!     (Applause  and  laughter.) 

And  then  President  MacRorie,  he  of  the  massive  build  and  the  clear 
straight-seeing  eye,  modestly  rose  and  was  greeted  with  applause.  He 
remarked  as  follows: 

RESPONSE  BY  PRESIDENT  DANIEL  MacRORIE, 
SAN  FRANCISCO,  CAL. 

Friends,  I  do  not  know  as  I  have  much  to  say  after  you  have 
heard  our  silver-tongued  orator  from  Washington,  who  as  a  rule  does 
most  of  the  "spieling" ;  he  is  noted  for  his  ability  in  that  way ;  but 
there  is  one  thing  I  want  to  impress  upon  you,  that  we  have  all  been 
most  agreeably  surprised  at  climatic  conditions  here.  Everybody  we 
met  North,  West  and  in  the  Eiast,  said:  "Oh!  Mac,  you  won't  have 
•anybody  out  there  at  all,  it  will  roast  you  alive!"  Now  they  so  judged 
largely  because  they  know  how  warm  it  was,  and  has  been,  in  their 
own  sections  of  the  country  for  the  last  two  or  three  weeks;  but  you 
have  regular  Coney  Island  weather  here  or  Atlantic  City,  I  should  say. 

I  want  to  especially  thank  the  Rotary  Club,  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  the  newspapers  here,  for  the  way  that  they  have  worked  to 
make  this  convention  a  success.    They  have  entertained  us  royally. 

And  another  thing  I  want  to  say  is,  that  you  will  greatly  further 
beautify  your  city  if  you  will  still  more  extensively  plant  trees  along 
your  streets  and  thoroughfares.  It  greatly  adds  to  their  attractiveness. 
You  have  started  it  here,  and  I  hope  you  will  continue  it. 

And  now,  as  there  are  more  gentlemen  who  would  like  to  say  some- 
thing, I  will  conclude.    I  thank  you.     (Applause.) 
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This  concluded  tliat  part  of  the  proceedings  having  to  do  with  the 
visiting  florists,  and  the  remainder  of  the  hour  was  devoted  to  routine 
business  of  the  club. 

The  occasion,  it  is  needless  to  say,  proved  a  very  enjoyable  one  to 
the  visitors. 

PRESENTATION  TO  PRESIDENT  MacRORIE. 

On  Thursday,  August  17,.  following  the  luncheon  given  by  the 
Rotary  Club  of  Houston,  in  the  Rice  Hotel,  the  delegates,  their  friends 
and  families  boarded  special  cars  which  left  in  front  of  the  Auditorium 
at  2.30  p.  M.,  and  were  taken  to  Harrisburg  by  trolley,  where  they  trans- 
ferred to  the  good  ship  Nicholaus,  which  made  the  20  mile  journey  down 
the  ship  channel  to  San  Jacinto  in  less  than  two  hours.  The  trip  was 
cool,  and  liquid  refreshments  on  board  made  it  very  pleasant.  At  San 
Jacinto  the  party  was  much  interested  in  the  old  battle  ground,  on 
which  Texas  won  her  independence  from  Mexico. 

The  monuments  were  inspected  and  a  pleasing  afternoon  was  spent, 
culminating  in  the  barbecue  at  six  o'clock,  at  which  time  full  justice 
was  done  to  the  Water  Melons  and  other  food.  After  dinner  the  visit- 
ors were  summoned  to  the  dance  hall  where  John  S.  Kerr  of  Sherman, 
Texas,  gave  an  historical  sketch  of  the  San  Jacinto  battle,  which  was 
very  interesting. 

Following  this,  E.  G.  Hill  said,  on  behalf  of  the  visitors,  that  they 
had  had  an  excellent  convention  and  a  most  pleasing  time,  and  he 
thought  that  the  man  who  was  president  of  the  S.  A.  F.  was  a  big  man 
and  one  who  had  made  successful  a  big  convention.  What  he  had  to 
say  he  could  best  illustrate  by  telling  a  little  story.  Up  in  Richmond 
they  have  a  very  eloquent  old  colored  preacher,  who  is  addicted  to  the 
use  of  big  words.  One  Sabbath  day  he  was  preaching  on  some  subject 
and  he  used  the  words  "phenomenon"  and  "phenomenal,"  and  he  re- 
peated them  again  and  again.  The  next  day  old  Rastus,  who  had  been 
much  puzzled  by  the  words,  met  him  on  the  street  and  asked  him  what 
the  words  meant.    The  preacher  willingly  consented  to  explain. 

"Well,"  said  the  preacher,  "you  know's  a  cow  when  you  see's  one?" 
"Yes,"  said  Rastus.  "Ef  you  see's  a  cow  grazing  in  the  pasture,  that 
aint  no  phenomenon.  Now,  did  you  ever  see  a  thistle  blooming  by  the 
wayside?"  Rastus  agreed  that  he  had.  "Well,  that  aint  no  phenomenon, 
either.  And  did  you  ever  look  up  in  the  trees  and  see  a  little  bird  sing- 
ing sweetly?"  Rastus  certainly  had.  "Well,  that  aint  no  phenomenon. 
But  if  you  walked  through  that  same  field  and  saw  the  same  cow  sitting 
on  a  thistle  and  singing  like  a  bird,  that  would  be  a  phenomenon." 
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The  story  proved  very  entertaining  and  brought  forth  much  laugh- 
ter. Mr.  Hill  concluded  his  remarks  by  saying:  "Now,  we  have  got  a 
great  president,  and  we  are  going  to  sit  him  down  on  a  thistle  pretty 
soon.  So,  in  token  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  National  Society  in  the 
interests  of  floriculture,  a  goodly  number  of  our  president's  friends  have 
decided  to  give  him  a  little  token  in  remembrance  of  the  good  things 
he  has  done  and  the  interest  he  has  taken.  I  have  the  honor  to  present 
to  you,  President  MacRorie,  this  gift.    I  thank  you." 

Mr.  MacRorie  was  then  presented  with  a  handsome  chest  of  flat 
silver.  In  expressing  his  thanks,  Mr.  MacRorie  said:  "This  is  cer- 
tainly a  great  surprise,  your  giving  me  this  beautiful  present.  I  know  it 
will  be  greatly  appreciated  in  my  home  by  my  wife  and  family.  Many 
years  from  now  we  will  look  back  with  pleasant  memories  to  Houston. 
I  thank  you  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart.  I  can  say  no  more.  It  is 
certainly  a  beautiful  gift." 

Shortly  afterward,  the  party  re-embarked  on  the  Nicholaus — a 
better  boat  than  it  sounds  like — and  made  the  return  trip  quickly  and 
without  accident,  arrival  being  made  at  the  Auditorium  about  9.30  p.  m., 
after  a  most  enjoyable  afternoon.

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NATIONAL  FLOWER  SHOW  COMMITTEE 

Following  the  recommendation  of  President  George  Asmus  made 
in  his  address  at  tlie  convention  held  in  Baltimore,  August,  1911,  the 
convention  unanimously  appointed  and  authorized  the  appointment  of 
a  permanent  flower  show  committee  of  six  members  with  the  president 
and  secretary  as  ex-officio  members,  this  committee  to  be  appointed  at 
once  and  the  Executive  Board  was  given  power  to  fix  its  members  term 
of  office  and  as  to  details  and  limitations.  Subsequently  at  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  held  in  Detroit,  January  11,  1912,  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted : 

"The  committee  shall  be  called  the  National  Flower  Show  Com- 
mittee. The  present  chairman  shall  hold  membership  for  a  term  of  six 
years  from  January  1,  1912.  The  balance  of  the  committee  shall  cast 
lots  for  one  member  to  retire  annually,  beginning  January  1,  1913. 
The  vacancies  so  made  shall  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  one  member 
by  the  president,  to  serve  six  years.  The  president  shall  also  fill  the 
vacancies  arising  by  death  or  other  causes.  Members  may  be  removed 
for  cause  on  the  affirmative  vote  of  seven  members  of  the  Executive 
Board.  The  treasurer  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  shall  be  ex-officio, 
treasurer  of  the  committee.  Money  appropriations  for  the  use  of  the 
committee  made  by  the  Society  or  coming  into  the  committee's  hands 
during  the  course  of  their  work,  shall  be  subject  to  expenditure  by  it 
under  such  rules  as  it  may  adopt.  The  chairman  shall  be  re-elected  by 
the  committee  under  such  rules  as  the  committee  may  formulate.  The 
committee  shall  have  full  charge  of  all  matters  relating  to  exhibitions 
held  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  or  under  its  auspices, 
except  the  trade  exhibition  at  the  annual  convention,  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  Executive  Board.  It  shall  control  the  offering  and  award- 
ing of  medals,  trophies  and  certificates.  Its  members  shall  be  reim- 
bursed for  traveling  expenses,  but  not  for  hotel  bills,  when  traveling  on 
business  of  the  committee  under  call  of  the  chairman.  It  shall  make  a 
full  report  to  the  Executive  Board  each  year  on  August  1." 

At  the  convention  held  in  Chicago,  August,  1912,  this  action  of  the 
Executive  Board  was  unanimously  approved.

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REPORTS  OF  STATE  VICE-PRESIDENTS 

FOR  1916 

ALABAMA. 

Since  my  last  year's  report,  business  conditions  have  improved  con- 
siderably, having  a  slight  increase  over  the  year  previous  to  the  Euro- 
pean war,  although  the  high  price  of  supplies,  labor,  etc.,  has  cut  down 
the  profit. 

Endeavoring  to  get  all  the  information  I  could  from  the  State  flo- 
rists, I  sent  out  the  following  questions : 

1.  What  addition  to  glass  area  have  you  made  in  the  last  year? 

2.  If  there  has  been  an  increase  in  business  over  previous  year, 
what  per  cent? 

3.  What  part  of  your  business  has  increased  the  most,  plants  or 
cut  flowers? 

4.  Has  there  been  any  increase  in  a  growing  taste  for  ornamental 
grounds,  porch  boxes,  garden  vases,  etc.? 

5.  By  what  means  do  you  think  we  could  increase  the  interest  in 
the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.? 

6.  Don't  you  think  it  is  near  time  we  were  organizing  a  State 
society?    Give  your  views  on  this  subject. 

The  answers  I  received  from  the  florists  tend  to  show  that  nearly 
everyone  is  increasing  his  glass  area ;  that  the  increase  in  business  is 
from  10  to  25  per  cent. ;  that  there  has  been  a  notable  increase  in  the 
sale  of  blooming  plants,  not  only  at  holiday  times,  but  all  during  the 
year.  This  seems  to  be  due,  especially  at  holiday  times,  to  the  high 
price  of  cut  flowers. 

There  also  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  sale  of  plants  for  porch 
boxes,  garden  vases,  urns  and  hanging  baskets.  No  doubt  part  of  this 
can  be  attributed  to  the  publicity  given  in  the  home  and  ladies'  maga- 
zines. 

The  florists  in  our  State  all  seem  to  think  that  by  organizing  a 
State  society  we  would  have  an  increased  interest  in  the  S.  A.  F.  and 
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O.  H.     We  hope  that  by  next  year's  report  we  will  have  a  thoroughly 
organized  State  society  and  a  greater  interest  in  the  mother  Society.

ARKANSAS. 

During  the  past  year  business  in  most  lines  was  good  in  Arkansas, 
with  the  exception  of  some  sections  where  drought  has  prevailed  for 
the  last  eight  weeks.  The  best  information  I  am  able  to  get  from 
florists  throughout  the  State  indicates  that  business  as  a  w'hole  is  some- 
what better  than  was  the  case  last  year.  Some  sections  report  trade 
much  better  and  the  supply  of  stock  not  equal  to  the  demand,  while 
others  report  a  lighter  demand.  One  grower  reports  trade  in  his  local- 
ity as  much  demoralized,  owing  to  a  campaign  of  price-cutting  which 
had  been  carried  on  previous  to  his  locating  at  that  i>oint,  a  city  of 
several  thousand.  This  is  an  unfortunate  condition,  and  I  hope  price- 
cutting  will  be  discouraged  by  every  State  organization,  as  well  as  our 
National  Society. 

There  was  the  usual  active  demand  for  cut  flowers  and  plants  dur- 
ing the  Christmas  holidays,  as  well  as  other  special  days,  the  greatest 
increase  being  noted  in  the  demand  for  Mother's  Day.  Stock  was  fairly 
plentiful  up  to  the  last  eight  weeks,  since  becoming  very  scarce,  owing 
to  the  extremely  hot,  dry  weather. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  interest  every  florist  in  the  State  in 
becoming  a  member  of  our  Society,  although  up  to  the  present  time  I 
have  not  much  in  the  way  of  visible  results  to  report.  It  is  a  pleasure, 
however,  to  report  the  name  of  one  grower,  whose  application  blank  and 
check  is  enclosed  herewith.  I  am  hoping  that  other  applications  will 
come  in  before  the  year  closes. 

It  is  my  purpose  to  continue  a  campaign  for  membership,  although 
it  is  discouraging  to  see  the  lack  of  interest  shown  by  failure  to  answer 
correspondence.  It  seems  that  the  only  way  to  get  results  in  this,  as  in 
other  undertakings,  is  to  keep  constantly  at  it.

CONNECTICUT. 

During  the  past  year,  noted  progress  has  been  made  among  the 
retail  and  wholesale  florists  of  Connecticut.  Some  glass  has  been  added 
and  much  rebuilding  has  taken  place. 

A.  N.  Pierson,  Inc.,  of  Cromwell,  Conn.,  have  added  one  large  green- 
house for  nursery  use,  also  a  cold  storage  packing  room  for  the  nursery 
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department.  A  new  coal  pocket  was  also  added  during  the  past  year. 
They  have  rebuilt  several  houses  and  will  also  rebuild  their  Palm  sec- 
tion. Their  plant  consists  of  upwards  of  a  million  square  feet  of  glass. 
During  the  past  season,  almost  1,000,000  Roses  were  propagated,  and 
over  700,000  of  these  were  grafted.  Their  nursery  and  landscape  de- 
partments, too,  have  made  extensive  increases. 

John  Coombs,  Hartford,  Conn.,  has  also  built  one  large  house,  about 
doubling  his  plant.    This  will  be  used  principally  for  growing  Roses. 

The  retail  stores  throughout  the  State  report  an  increase  in  busi- 
ness during  the  past  year. 

Paul  Hubbard,  Bristol,  Conn.,  has  purchased  the  retail  store  of 
B.  O.  Barnard  on  Main  street,  and  is  conducting  same  in  connection 
with  his  nursery  business. 

The  problem  of  employing  help  in  Connecticut  will,  no  doubt,  result 
in  an  advance  in  price  in  the  line  of  all  pot  plants,  both  wholesale  and 
retail. 

Many  florists  prefer  to  defer  membership  in  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H. 
until  the  convention  is  again  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  country.  A  few 
new  members  have  been  secured,  and  many  application  blanks  have 
been  distributed.  Every  florist,  large  or  small,  should  become  a  member 
of  the  Society,  whether  he  is  able  to  attend  conventions  or  not.  The 
wholesale  and  retail  florists  of  Connecticut,  as  well  as  those  of  other 
States,  must  work  together  for  general  welfare  and  success.

DISTRICT    OF    COLUMBIA. 

As  State  Vice-President  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  I  beg  to  sub- 
mit the  following  report: 

Trade  conditions  in  the  District  have  been  better  this  year  than 
last,  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  they  should  not  continue  to  be  so. 
At  all  times  during  the  past  year  the  grower  who  produced  good  stock 
could  find  a  ready  market  for  it. 

We  have  had  new  florists  added  to  the  District,  and  two  have  dis- 
continued business. 

There  has  been  only  a  small  amount  of  building  going  on,  total 
about  6,000  feet.  A  hailstorm  last  June  caused  about  $500  damage,  the 
heaviest  amount  falling  on  our  United  States  Propagating  (hardens. 
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Plant  trade  has  been  very  good,  and  each  year  more  demand  is 
being  made  for  plants,  especially  at  Christmas  and  Easter;  as  the 
prices  of  cut  flowers  are  out  of  reach  for  the  general  trade. 

We  are  at  present  experiencing  extremely  hot  weather,  this  being 
the  hottest  Summer  in  many  years;  although  the  country  as  a  whole 
looks  beautiful,  in  return  for  the  many  rains  we  have  had. 

In  concluding  my  short  report,  I  may  say  that  I  think  the  coming 
year  will  be  a  good  one  in  general,  and  that  the  florists  will  reap  their 
share  of  the  prosperity  which  seems  to  be  crossing  the  country. 

I  regret  very  much  not  being  able  to  attend  the  convention  this 
year,  but  wish  you  the  best  of  success.

FLORIDA. 

Conditions  in  the  florist  trade  continue  about  the  same  as  last 
year;  some  slight  improvement  in  the  way  of  repairs  to  greenhouses 
and  small  additions  have  been  noted.

large  sizes,  that  the  florist  and  nurserymen  have  had  on  hand.

ILLINOIS— NORTH. 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  a  report  for  Northern  Illinois  this  year, 
as  follows : 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  quite  a  large  increase  in  glass 
area — ^at  least  as  large  as  last  year.  Some  modern  and  also  some  novel 
new  building  construction  is  being  watched  with  a  great  deal  of  interest. 

The  very  wet  Summer  had  an  unfavorable  effect  on  outdoor  grown 
stock,  and  as  a  result  later  there  was  a  considerable  shortage  in  Car- 
nations. 

Trade  in  general  has  been  good — the  plant  trade  especially,  which 
averaged  from  20  to  30  per  cent,  ahead  of  last  year. 

The  present   Summer  shows  a  great  shortage  in  good  labor,   and 
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considerable  increase  in  production  costs.  Coal  contracts,  in  spite  of 
an  advance  in  wages  to  miners,  are  being  let  at  about  the  same  prices 
as  last  year. 

In  construction  work,  glass  has  advanced  probably  25  per  cent., 
steel  very  heavily,  one-third,  also  all  fittings,  such  as  heating  plants, 
wood,  etc.,  to  a  slight  extent.

ILLINOIS— SOUTH. 

In  submitting  my  report  as  State  Vice-President  of  Illinois — 
South,  can  say  I  have  questioned,  and  seen  very  little  change  in  the 
business  conditions  of  the  florists  in  this  part  of  the  State.  There  has 
been  a  slight  increase  in  glass,  but  very  few  new  plants  of  any  conse- 
quence built. 

The  Spring  trade  in  plants  and  cut  flowers  was  good;  but  a  short- 
age of  bedding  stock  was  felt  all  around  our  locality. 

The  outlook  for  Fall  business  is  reported  very  good.  Though 
Chrysanthemums  in  the  local  vicinity  are  not  plentifully  grown,  the 
nearness  of  the  St.  Louis  market  enables  any  demand  to  be  quickly  and 
satisfactorily  supplied. 

Carnations  are  looking  well,  notwithstanding  the  dry  spell  of 
weather  this  Summer. 

I  regret  to  say  I  have  failed  to  interest  our  florists  in  the  work  of 
the  Society,  but  expect  to  keep  the  matter  before  them,  and  hope  to 
win  a  number  of  them  in  the  future  by  the  efforts  that  have  failed — 
and  some  good  for  the  cause  will  result  therefrom.

INDIANA— SOUTH. 

In  submitting  my  report  as  State  Vice-President,  Indiana — South, 
I  would  say  that  business  since  last  year's  report,  as  a  whole,  has  been 
in  a  healthy  condition.  In  the  Fall  of  1915,  Chrysanthemums  sold  well 
and  at  fair  prices.  There  was  a  marked  improvement  in  the  sale  of  all 
stock  over  the  previous  year,  and  better  prices  prevailed. 

The  call  for  pot  plants  for  Christmas  was  unusually  strong,  and 
Easter  business  was  up  to  that  of  former  years.  Owing  to  the  lateness 
of  this  holiday,  bulbous  stock  was  in  many  instances  short  of  the 
demand. 
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Business  for  Mother's  Day  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  this 
day;  the  call  was  largely  for  Carnations,  which  were  short  of  the 
demand. 

Decoration  Day  business  was  in  most  localities  equal  to,  if  not 
greater,  than  that  of  previous  years,  with  the  call  for  Peonies  in  the 
lead. 

Weather  conditions  as  a  whole  for  the  year  have  not  been  very 
favorable.  A  very  wet  Spring,  and  early  Summer  with  hot,  dry  weather 
caused  outdoor  stock  to  suffer,  making  it  very  difficult  to  procure 
enough  cut  flowers  to  take  care  of  the  Summer  business. 

Bedding  plant  business  has  been  normal. 

Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  material,  with  a  few  exceptions,  not 
much  new  glass  has  T3een  added. 

The  State  society  is  doing  excellent  work  along  the  line  of  promot- 
ing the  general  interests  of  the  florist  business.  y 

Prospects  for  the  coming  season  are  very  favorable.

IOWA. 

According  to  the  reports  of  many  of  the  florists  in  this  State,  they 
all  seemed  to  have  had  a  wonderful  business  in  the  past  season,  and 
everyone  is  looking  forward  and  preparing  for  a  big  increase  in  sales 
this  Fall  and  Winter. 

There  has  not  been  much  new  building,  or  extensions  during  the 
past  year,  although  several  have  done  some  rebuilding  and  remodeling. 
This  is  apparently  due  to  the  high  cost  of  all  material,  including  glass, 
pipe,  lumber,  paint,  and  every  other  item. 

While  Iowa  is  not  adding  many  members  to  the  Society  of  Ameri- 
can Florists,  plans  are  now  under  consideration  to  organize  the  members 
of  the  trade  more  closely  this  Fall,  to  consider  further  development  and 
improvements  of  conditions  and  methods  of  handling  business.  How 
many  florists  know,  or  have  much  of  an  idea  of  cost  of  production? 
How  many  have  business  terms  of  credit  and  enforce  them.  These  two 
factors  alone  are  worthy  of  more  careful  attention  and  we  recommend 
that  the  board  of  directors  of  this  National  Society  give  the  matter 
consideration  and  aid,  by  preparing  suitable  plans  and  systems  which 
can  be  more  universally  adopted  and  followed.  It  will  be  of  great 
interest  and  benefit  to  all  of  our  members.

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KANSAS. 

The  past  year  was  one  of  the  dryest  that  has  ever  visited  the  State 
of  Kansas.  A  long,  hot,  dry  Summer  played  havoc  with  the  farm  crops, 
and  as  we  Kansans  are  an  agricultural,  rather  than  a  manufacturing 
or  a  mining  people,  whatever  affects  the  farmers,  affects,  directly  or 
indii'ectly,  the  rest  of  us.  The  shortage  in  the  crops  was  partly  offset 
by  the  price  received,  due  largely,  I  suppose,  to  the  Great  War  across 
the  sea. 

As  in  past  years,  I  have  tried  to  interest  the  Kansas  florists  in  the 
8.  A.  F.  to  the  extent,  at  least,  of  sending  me  brief  reports  concerning 
their  trade  and  trade  conditions  in  general  in  their  community.  And  as 
usual,  I  received  very  few  replies.  Those  that  I  did  receive  seemed 
to  indicate  an  increased  business  in  all  lines — ^plants,  cut  flowers,  land- 
scape work.  All  the  florists  in  the  State  suffered  more  or  less  by 
reason  of  having  their  foreign  shipments  of  Azaleas,  Rhododendrons, 
etc.,  frozen  in  transit. 

Thei'e  is  a  growing  desire  on  the  part  of  the  florists  in  this  section 
of  the  country  to  have  the  S,  A.  F.  convention  held  nearer  to  us,  logi- 
cally in  Kansas  City,  Mo.  With  the  convention  jumping  from  Boston  to 
San  Fi-ancisco,  to  Houston,  and  now  to  New  York,  we  people  of  the 
Middle  West  do  not  get  a  chance  to  attend  these  wellsprings  of  infor- 
mation for  members  of  oui*  trade.  The  remoteness  of  the  Convention 
City  makes  it  more  difficult  to  secure  members  for  the  S.  A.  F.,  for  the 
prospective  members  can  see  no  benefit  to  be  derived  from  an  organiza- 
tion when  they  have  to  travel  half  way  across  the  United  States  to 
attend  a  convention,  and  to  mix  with  other  florists  and  exchange  ideas. 
This  item  of  travel  is  considerable  for  some. 

Conditions  are  very  favorable  and  prospects  are  good  for  a  pros- 
perous year  during  1917.

There  has  been  very  little  glass  put  up  during  the  year.  A  number 
of  florists  remodeled  their  greenhouses. 
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I  am  much  disappointed  that  the  florists  of  Kentucky  are  not 
willing  to  do  their  part  towards  assisting  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  I  have 
used  my  best  endeavors  with  the  information  at  hand  to  tell  them  of 
what  benefit  the  Association  is  to  the  florists,  and  I  really  believe  it  is 
up  to  the  Society  of  American  Florists  to  get  busy  and  spend  some  of 
their  good  cash  to  enlighten  the  florists  as  to  any  benefits  which  may 
be  derived  by  being  associated  with  this  big  organization.  I  read  most 
all  the  items  in  the  trade  journals  pertaining  to  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H., 
but  none  of  them  have  ever  been  along  educational  lines,  and  while  I 
have  made  a  study  of  some  of  the  trade  conditions,  still  there  is  a  great 
deal  that  I  do  not  know  about  the  organization  myself. 

The  above  remarks  are  made  merely  as  a  matter  of  suggestion, 
and  principally  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  time  and  money  I  have 
wasted  in  trying  to  get  new  members  has  been  fruitless;  naturally,  I 
do  not  feel  in  a  very  good  humor.  If  there  is  any  information  at  hand 
which  will  be  of  some  help  to  me  to  get  hold  of  these  fellows,  same  will 
be  appreciated.

MARYLAND— NORTH. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  some  increase  of  glass  but  only 
what  would  be  considered  quite  normal.  A  similar  condition  prevails 
relative  to  the  commercial  florist  business.  The  outdoor  line  of  horti- 
culture, as  orcharding,  ornamental  planting,  etc.,  has  increased  beyond 
that  of  the  business  of  the  commercial  florist. 

One  condition  which  forces  itself  into  recognition  is  the  higher  cost 
of  production,  as  it  affects  the  commercial  grower  of  plants  and  flowers. 
Matters  of  this  nature,  which  are  nation-wide  in  results,  require  that 
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efforts   for    their   amelioration    be   conducted    with    broad    vision    and 
united  purpose. 

Mere  local  effort  will  avail  but  little  in  the  improvement  of  condi- 
tions that  are  well-nigh  universal. 

This  may  not  be  the  opportune  time,  nor  the  ideal  place  to  offer 
what  may  be  regarded  as  a  criticism  on  the  comhined  wisdom  of  the 
heads  of  our  national  organization,  nevertheless,  it  has  always  im- 
pressed the  writer  that  the  infusion  of  a  little  more  altruism  into  the 
commercialism  of  our  National  Association  would  tend  to  produce  a 
finer  esprit  de  corps  therein,  and  which  might  communicate  the  spirit 
beneficially  to  local  organizations.

MASSACHUSETTS— WEST. 

The  past  year  on  the  whole  was  a  satisfactory  one ;  trade  good,  and 
collections  much  better  than  a  year  ago. 

Christmas  greens  found  a  ready  sale,  and  in  spite  of  the  severe 
Winter,  the  outlook  is  promising  for  a  good  run  of  business  in  this  line 
of  goods  the  coming  season. 

The  State  Agricultural  College  at  Amherst  is  giving  every  assist- 
ance in  fighting  the  White  Pine  blister,  which  is  becoming  serious  in 
this  part  of  the  State,  and  the  Lenox  Horticultural  Society  has  made 
a  determined  fight  for  the  extermination  of  the  tent  caterpillar,  with 
excellent  results,  some  80,000  egg  masses  having  been  gathered  by  chil- 
dren, for  a  premium  of  fifty  cents  per  thousand  masses,  paid  by  the 
Society.  Such  work  should  commend  itself  to  all  horticultural  bodies 
throughout  the  country. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  continued  progress  all  along  horticultural 
lines  in  Massachusetts — West.

MICHIGAN— WEST. 

Business  conditions  in  the  western  half  of  Michigan  during  the 
past  year  have  been  exceptionally  good.  This,  perhaps,  may  be  attrib- 
uted to  the  miraculous  growth  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  which  is  the 
largest  flower  market  in  this  section ;  also  to  the  efforts  of  the  growers, 
who  have  greatly  increased  their  production,  and  at  the  same  time 
improved  the  quality  of  their  stock. 
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The  past  year  has  seen  an  enormous  increase  in  the  business  of 
old  established  firms;  also  the  opening  of  many  new  stores.  Although 
the  area  of  glass  has  been  increased  the  past  year,  the  supply  of  stock 
has  been  less  than  equal  to  the  demand  at  times,  and  we  have  experi- 
enced no  serious  gluts.  During  the  Fall  and  Winter  months  there  was 
a  general  shortage  in  all  lines,  but  more  especially  in  Carnations. 

The  merits  of  co-operative  advertising  have  been  demonstrated  in 
this  section  thoroughly.  For  Mother's  Day,  a  thorough  advertising 
campaign  was  carried  on,  all  florists  co-operating,  witli  the  result  that 
the  largest  business  ever  experienced  for  that  holiday  was  done.  Every 
retailer  was  taxed  to  his  utmost  to  handle  the  business,  and  by  evening 
there  were  few,  if  any,  flowers  left  in  the  stores.  For  Decoration  Day, 
which  closely  followed,  no  advertising  was  done,  with  the  result  that 
little  business  was  carried  on,  which  goes  to  prove  that  florists  must 
advertise.  The  attention  of  the  flower  buying  public  must  be  attracted 
to  make  our  holidays  a  real  success,  and  to  increase  the  business  gener- 
ally. 

The  sudden  growth  of  Detroit,  and  the  development  of  her  many 
industries,  especially  the  automobile  industry,  has  caused  the  growers 
here  much  worry  and  serious  thought.  It  has  made  a  shortage  in  the 
labor  market ;  also  caused  an  enormous  increase  in  wages.  Many  of  the 
largest  establishments  are  running  with  one-half  the  usual  men,  the 
pay  roll,  however,  remaining  about  the  same,  wages  being  just  about 
double  what  they  were  at  this  time  last  year.  Much  of  the  work  is 
being  left  undone. 

Nature,  too,  has  been  against  the  grower  this  Spring.  It  rained 
almost  continuously  up  to  the  middle  of  June,  causing  much  delay  in 
planting  out.  Then  conditions  changed,  and  for  the  last  six  weeks 
there  has  been  the  hottest  and  driest  spell  ever  experienced  here,  caus- 
ing the  plants  to  dry  up  in  the  fields.  The  prospects  for  next  Winter 
do  not  look  very  well. 

I  regret  very  much  that  this  district  will  not  be  better  represented 
at  this  convention.  Owing  to  the  extreme  and  unusual  heat,  many  of 
our  brother  florists  have  gone  farther  north  to  seek  relief.

MICHIGAN— EAST. 

Business  was  very  good  the  past  season.  The  one  drawback  was 
the  scarcity  of  labor. 
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Greenhouse  building  has  not  been  very  active,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the 
high  cost  of  building  materials  and  labor. 

Collections  are  good. 

I  have  turned  in  one  life  and  one  annual  membership,  and  have  had 
the  promises  of  more,  but  which  at  this  time  have  not  materialized. 
It  seems  to  be  a  hard  job  to  secure  new  members. 

I  believe  it  is  time  that  we  had  a  State  Society,  so  that  we  would 
be  better  able  to  combat  adverse  legislation.  Also  we  should  have  more 
weight  with  the  agricultural  College,  so  as  to  have  them  try  out  things 
that  would  be  of  some  benefit  to  the  florist,  which  work  is  very  much 
neglected  at  the  present  time. 

We  have  had  a  very  good  growing  season  and  crops  are  good. 

I  shall  be  unable  to  attend  the  convention  this  year,  but  hope  that 
It  will  be  a  most  successful  meeting.

MINNESOTA. 

I  herewith  submit  a  short  summary  of  business  conditions  in  Minne- 
sota as  they  have  been  during  1916 : 

Growers  and  retailers  are  unanimous  as  to  the  increased  business 
of  the  year;  especially  when  compared  to  the  previous  year  it  is  very 
favorable.  There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  pot  plants  which  is  very 
gratifying  to  the  trade  in  general. 

The  Summer  was  very  hot  and  dry,  while  the  Spring  was  a  cold, 
wet  season,  and  because  of  these  weather  conditions  growers  were 
unable  to  supply  Carnations  and  Roses  as  they  had  done  in  the  past. 

There  are  always  large  shipments  coming  in  from  the  East,  Chi- 
cago and  Milwaukee  leading.  Large  quantities  are  also  sent  in  from 
Council  Bluffs,  la.,  and  La  Crosse,  Wis. 

Undoubtedly,  the  high  cost  of  building  material  prevented  the  erec- 
tion of  any  new  glass.  While  there  was  some  new  glass,  there  wasn't 
enough  to  speak  of. 

We  experience  great  difficulty  in  getting  imports  of  Lily  of  the 
Valley  and  Azaleas,  but  this  condition  is  probably  found  everywhere 
at  this  time.  Large  shipments  of  Azaleas  and  other  stock  came  in  the 
Fall,  but  some  were  badly  frozen,  while  others  were  overheated.     Bulb- 
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ous  stock,  such  as  Tulips,  Hyacinths,  etc.,  are  of  much  better  quality 
than  they  were  a  year  ago. 

The  outlook  for  Christmas  is  very  promising,  as  is  also  the  pros- 
pect for  continued  prosperity  along  our  varied  lines  of  work.

O.  H.  now  to  become  interested  and  join.

Conditions  in  the  western  half  of  Missouri,  which  section  it  is  my 
pleasure  to  represent,  may  be  said  to  be  in  the  best  of  shape. 

Growers,  retailers  and  nurserymen  all  have  shared  in  an  unusually 
good  season,  both  from  point  of  production,  and  sales.  Retailers  espe- 
cially  have  enjoyed  the  best  Spring  business  in  their  history  of  this 
locality.

Besides  the  successful 
holding  of  a  mammoth  Spring  show,  we  have  had  an  outdoor  Summer 
show,  and  the  shows  of  the  various  horticultural  societies  have  been 
numerous  and  well  attended.  There  is  no  doubt  whatever  but  that  the 
florist  trade  deiives  much  benefit  from  these  shows,  and  the  well  sus- 
tained interest  in  them  on  the  part  of  the  public  proves  conclusively 
that  the  efforts  of  our  horticultural  enthusiasts  are  meeting  with  a  sub- 
stantial reward. 

There  has  been  little  activity  noticeable  in  greenhouse  building  this 
year,  in  so  far  as  the  florists  are  concerned.  But  I  understand  that  a 
great  deal  of  business  has  been  done  with  private  estates,  and  owners 
of  suburban  homes. 

There  appears  to  be  nothing  on  the  business  horizon  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year  of  a  disturbing  character,  and  a  continuance  of 
fairly  prosperous  conditions  is  confidently  looked  for.

During  the  past  fiscal  year  business  as  a  whole  has  been  very  good. 
Except  on  a  few  occasions  the  supply  of  stock  in  the  market  has  been 
large,  and  sufficient  to  satisfy  every  demand  upon  it.  At  times  the 
market  would  be  glutted  in  some  line  or  other,  but  the  gluts  were  hardly 
as  bad  as  in  some  of  the  past  years.  The  shipping  of  flowers,  supplies, 
accessories,  and  fancy  and  decorative  greens  from  Cincinnati,  the  me- 
tropolis of  this  district,  was  greater  than  in  previous  years. 

Building  and  re-building  of  greenhouses  has  been  very  limited  in 
this  part  of  the  State.  Fortunately  for  the  growers,  they  did  not  have 
to  contend  with  the  heavy  destructive  storms  of  the  previous  year. 

Since  Spring  of  tMs  year  the  weather  in  this  district  has  been  very 
different  from  that  of  the  corresponding  period  last  year.  Fairly  cool 
weather,  together  with  plenty  of  rain,  prevailed  last  year.  This  year, 
however,  we  have  had  a  hot  spell  and  very  little  rain.  The  effect  of  the 
weather  this  year  upon  the  outdoor  crops  can  hardly  be  ascertained  as 
yet.

Through  the  advertising  of  our  business,  professional  men  are  being 
educated  to  the  fact  that  gifts  of  flowers  are  appropriate  and  most 
appreciated  on  every  occasion.  This  is  a  big  factor  in  making  the 
florist  business  more  profltable. 

Along  educational  lines  the  florists  are  in  a  State-wide  campaign 
for  cleaner,  lighter,  brighter  and  more  attractive  stores  and  displays 
for  the  windows.  The  desire  created  for  flowers  by  the  attractive  win- 
dows and  store  displays  is  immeasurable;   we  have  people  ordering 
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flowers  nearly  every  day,  to  be  delivered  by  wire,  and  tbey  mention  the 
fact  that  they  had  seen  our  "telegraph"  window  two  years  ago. 

Furrow  &  Co.,  Guthrie,  Okla.,  have  just  completed  four  large  houses. 
This  company  recently  purchased  sixteen  acres  of  valuable  land  at 
Oklahoma  City,  and  will  erect  a  range  of  houses  in  the  near  future. 

Mr.  O.  O.  Boston,  who  has  been  with  Furrow  &  Co.  at  Oklahoma 
City  for  the  past  two  years,  will  open  a  flower  store  at  Tulsa,  Okla., 
on  or  about  September  15th.  The  new  establishment  will  be  conducted 
under  the  name  of  The  Boston  Floral  Company. 

We  have  been  unable  to  secure  as  many  members  for  the  S.  A.  F. 
and  O.  H.  as  we  had  hoped,  from  the  fact  that  the  State  is  new,  and 
particularly  new  in  floriculture.  From  the  information  I  gained  by 
meeting  the  florists  of  the  State,  it  seems  only  a  question  of  time  until 
Oklahoma  will  take  her  place  with  any  State  of  like  size  with  regard  to 
representation  in  the  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  they  believe  the  Association  is 
the  means  of  promoting  the  florist  business,  and  as  soon  as  their  busi- 
ness will  permit  they  will  gladly  come  in.

The  society  people  of  Allegheny  County,  mostly  residents  of  Pitts- 
burgh, have  organized  a  garden  club,  which  they  call  the  Garden  Club 
of  Allegheny  County.  They  intend  holding  a  show  some  time  in  June, 
1917.  They  have  already  guaranteed  five  thousand  dollars  to  be  dis- 
tributed in  prizes.  Competition  will  be  open  to  both  commercial  and 
private  gardeners.  I  am  enclosing  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  officers 
and  members.    The  object  of  this  club  is  for  civic  improvement.

RHODE    ISLAND. 

The  florists  and  seedsmen  generally  throughout  the  State  have  had 
a  busy  and  prosperous  year.  The  later  part  of  the  year  1915  was  very 
favorable  to  late  crops.  It  is  seldom  that  frost  holds  off  as  late  as  it 
did  in  1915.    Nearly  every  florist  in  the  State  now  has  an  auto  truck  of

The  Rhode  Island  Horticultural  Society  had  very  interesting  lec- 
tures during  the  year,  and  the  Florists  and  Gardeners'  Club  has  held 
interesting  meetings,  with  occasional  suppers  and  entertainments. 

The  Newport  Horticultural  Society  has  made  special  inducements 
to  secure  new  members,  and  seems  to  be  enjoying  very  interesting  meet- 
ings, with  occasional  exhibits  of  novelties,  and  instructive  lectures. 

The  growing  of  Gladioli  has  been  taken  up  by  Geo.  Carmichael  of 
Shannock,  R.  I.,  and  bulb-growing  on  a  large  scale  for  the  trade  by  the 
Hoxie  Brothers,  at  Hoxie,  R.  I. ;  this  is  one  of  Rhode  Island's  new 
industries. 

The  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  John  J.  Dunn,  of 
Westerly,  employed  a  large  force  of  men  this  Spring  to  fight  the  brown 
tail  gypsy  moth,  and  thereby  accomplished  a  very  desirable  purpose. 

Much  interest  is  shown  throughout  the  State  in  the  National  Flower 
Shows,  and  good  delegations  attended  the  show  at  Philadelphia  this 
year,  from  Newport,  Providence,  Pawtucket,  and  Westerly. 

Easter  Sunday  was  rather  a  disappointment  this  year  to  the  flo- 
rists, on  account  of  the  wet  weather. 

The  Gardeners  Assistants'  Association  of  Newport  seems  to  be  in 
a  flourishing  condition,  as  49  new  members  were  elected  at  one  meeting 
in  June.

UTAH. 

The  flower  business  of  Utah  and  adjoining  States  the  past  year  was 
exceptionally  good,  on  account,  no  doubt,  of  the  abundance  of  money  in 
the  country  brought  about  by  the  European  war.  Utah  and  neighboring 
States,  being  great  ore  producing  States,  were  specially  benefited  on 
account  of  the  great  demand  for  lead,  silver,  copper,  zinc,  and  other 
metals,  and  together  with  the  great  demand  for  and  increase  in  prices 
of  these  metals,  more  money  poured  into  the  laps  of  these  States  than 
ever  before,  and  everybody  was  thereby  benefited.  These  same  States 
are  great  producers  of  range  cattle  and  horses,  which  have  been  in 
great  demand  for  war  purposes,  and  which  also  added  to  our  income; 
and  the  same  may  be  said  about  sugar,  which  has  gone  sky  high  in  price 
and  which  is  produced  here  in  great  quantities. 

The  florists,  naturally,  all  come  in  for  their  share  of  this  influx  of 
coin,  which  goes  to  show  that  when  people  have  money  a-plenty  they  are 
willing  to  blow  in  a  fairly  good  portion  of  it  in  flowers,  and  we  hoi>e  It 
will  prove  to  be  a  habit  with  them  that  they  cannot  well  give  up  after 
the  war  is  over. 

The  flower  business  throughout  the  intermountain  States  is  not 
so  well  developed  as  in  the  Eastern  or  Pacific  Coast  States,  on  account 
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of  the  greater  difficulty  in  producing  plants  and  flowers,  and  in  the 
newness  of  the  country ;  but  the  demand  for  flowers  is  increasing  all  the 
time,  and  the  prices  received  probably  are  as  good  on  an  average  as  in 
most  parts  of  the  country. 

The  long,  dry  and  very  hot  Summers  here  make  it  rather  difficult 
and  expensive  to  grow  good  Roses  and  pot  plants  successfully ;  but  when 
well  grown,  a  fair  return  on  the  money  invested  can  be  made.  On  the 
other  hand,  Carnations  are  easier  to  grow,  and  some  very  fine  stock 
is  produced  throughout  all  of  the  intermountain  country,  just  as  good 
as  anywhere  in  the  United  States ;  but  for  some  unknown  reason,  or  for 
some  unavoidable  reason,  they  are  a  losing  proposition  to  most  growers, 
and  unless  some  way  is  found  to  make  them  a  more  profitable  crop  the 
retailers  will  lose  out  on  them  also,  as  the  growers  will  not  be  able  to 
grow  enough  of  them  to  make  it  profitable  for  the  retailer. 

The  growing  of  bulbous  stock  of  all  kinds,  and  the  growing  of 
Azaleas  and  other  imported  stock,  is  a  very  uncertain  business  on  ac- 
count of  the  long  haul  and  expense  connected  with  it,  and  the  conse- 
quent impaired  condition  of  the  goods  on  arrival;  but  a  fair  amount  of 
business  is  done  here  on  this  stock  with  but  very  little  profit  to  it. 

Several  attempts  have  been  made  here  to  organize  florist  societies,  but 
all  of  them  failed,  and  very  few  of  the  florists  here  take  any  interest 
in  any  of  the  national  societies  on  account  of  distance  from  active 
centers ;  but  we  are  glad  to  report  that  through  a  little  missionary  work 
we  are  sending  you  five  new  members,  which  makes  seven  members  alto- 
gether for  Utah,  and  we  hope  to  send  you  a  few  more.  Now,  in  order 
to  hold  the  interest  of  these  members  and  maintain  them  in  your  So- 
ciety, and  to  encourage  them  to  get  more  members  for  you  and  work 
for  the  general  interests  of  the  business,  you  must  give  each  one  of 
them  some  individual  attention.  Send  them  interesting  and  beneficial 
literature  and  keep  them  posted  on  everything  the  Society  is  doing,  and 
show  them  that  the  Society  is  giving  them  value  for  their  money,  and 
how  they  are  being  benefited  by  their  affiliation  with  the  Society.  To 
send  them  a  book  about  a  foot  thick  once  a  year  with  enough  dry 
reading  in  it  to  sink  a  submarine  is  not  enough  to  hold  or  increase  your 
membership,  and  we  would  suggest  that  you  print  and  put  into  pam- 
phlet form  every  especially  good  lecture  or  written  article  on  all  impor- 
tant and  vital  matters  connected  with  the  business,  and  mail  them  to 
all  of  your  members  as  the  articles  appear  or  lectures  are  given,  and 
thereby  keep  your  members  interested  the  whole  year  round  instead  of 
giving  them  one  big  blowout  once  a  year  at  your  conventions,  and  sup- 
plying them  with  a  ton  of  reading  in  one  bunch,  which  they  put  in  waste 
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basket  or  throw  on  a  dusty  shelf  in  the  boiler  house  or  basement  of  the 
store. 

The  trade  papers,  no  doubt,  publish  all  good  stuff  they  hear  of,  and 
most  members  read  them,  but  there  are  many  in  the  business  who  don't, 
and  a  personal  communication  in  the  form  of  pamphlet  letters  to  each 
member,  and  particularly  the  members  who  are  so  far  removed  from  the 
large  flower  centers  and  florists'  clubs,  and  who  cannot  possibly  attend 
the  conventions,  might  have  a  tendency  to  keep  up  their  interest  and 
make  them  work  harder  for  the  Society.

VIRGINIA. 

Trade  conditions,  generally  speaking,  were  very  satisfactory  the 
past  year.

I  was  in  hopes  of  getting  enough  members  to  enable  us  to  have  the 
convention  held  in  Virginia,  but  it  is  hard  work  trying  to  make  our  fel- 
low florists  see  the  good  of  the  Association.

WASHINGTON. 

In  presenting  to  you  my  third  annual  report  for  this  State,  I  have 
little  further  to  say  from  what  has  been  reported  before. 

Business  conditions  generally  have  not  greatly  improved  from  what 
they  were  a  year  ago,  consequently  flowers,  which  are  generally  con- 
sidered a  luxury,  have  not  been  so  much  in  demand  as  had  been  hoped. 

Our  State  covers  such  an  extensive  territory  that  conditions  differ 
entirely  on  the  Coast  from  what  they  do  in  the  Eastern  section. 

There  have  been  no  extensive  additions  of  glass,  and  only  a  few 
new  establishments.     Plant  growing  has  been  in  better  condition  than 
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tlie  growing  of  cut  flowers.  During  the  holiday  season  sales  were  good, 
and  I  do  not  think  that  there  was  either  a  grower  or  retailer  but  who 
was  well  satisfied  with  the  business  done. 

The  growing  of  flowers  out  of  doors  has  largely  increased,  and 
almost  every  home-owner  has  done  more  or  less  ornamental  and  decora- 
tive plantings.  I  believe  that  the  plantings  done  by  the  Park  Depart- 
ments of  the  three  large  cities,  Seattle,  Tacoma  and  Spokane,  are  largely 
responsible  for  this,  for  with  the  introduction  of  new  and  rare  varieties 
of  trees,  shrubs,  Roses  and  herbaceous  plants  there  is  surely  a  larger 
number  of  people  improving  and  beautifying  their  home  grounds. 

Almost  all  varieties  of  herbaceous  and  alpine  plants  and  Roses, 
trees,  shrubs,  etc.,  flourish  in  our  climate,  and  nature,  too,  has  worked 
wonders  in  beautifying  the  landscape  with  many  rare  species  of  flora. 

I  wish  to  mention  two  plants  that  are  especially  well  and  exten- 
sively grown  among  amateurs — ^the  Rose  and  the  Dahlia.  It  is  surpris- 
ing to  find  how  many  of  the  latest  European  varieties  of  Roses  are  in 
cultivation  here,  especially  among  the  Hybrid  Teas.  In  Dahlias  also, 
all  of  the  better  varieties  are  grown.  Our  climate,  with  few  warm 
nights  during  the  Summer,  is  ideal  for  both  of  these  plants  as  well  as 
many  others.

WISCONSIN. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  and  enthusiasm  that,  as  State  Vice-Presi- 
dent, I  am  able  to  report  the  flourishing  conditions  of  our  brother  flo- 
rists in  the  great  State  of  Wisconsin.  Such  a  change  has  been  welcome, 
after  the  uncertain  business  of  the  year  that  has  passed.  From  all 
reports,  business  has  been  the  best  Wisconsin  has  ever  had.  The  flo- 
rists have  been  alive  to  their  interests,  and  taken  advantage  of  condi- 
tions. Most  growers  and  florists  report  business  rushing,  and  all  have 
been  very  busy  attending  to  the  different  problems  of  detail  in  labor, 
seasou,  insects,  and  other  matters.  There  has  been  some  scarcity  of 
skilled  and  ordinary  labor  during  the  Spring  and  Summer,  even  with 
the  highest  wages  ever  paid  in  greenhouse  work.  Common  labor  has 
been  the  hardest  to  get,  and  the  most  in  demand. 

The  demand  for  cut  flowers  and  plants  has  been  steady,  and  the 
prices  on  cut  flowers  have  held  up  through  the  season,  with  little  or  no 
slump,  such  as  is  usual  in  the  Spring.  The  demand  has  kept  pace  with 
a  generous  supply.  The  Winter  was  not  very  cold,  and  with  less  sun- 
(^ine  than  the  average,  still  stock  averaged  well. 
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In  cut  flowers,  Carnations  sold  at  a  higher  average,  I  may  say  the 
highest  in  years,  with  a  good  cut. 

The  Spring  was  very  late  and  cloudy.  Easter  being  late  crowded 
those  who  grow  bedding  stock  as  well  as  flowering  plants  for  Easter. 
The  three  great  Spring  days  for  the  florist  were  bunched  together  al- 
most— Easter,  Mother's  Day,  and  Decoration  Day.  Mother's  Day  called 
for  great  quantities  of  cut  flowers  and  potted  plants,  with  equal  satis- 
faction to  grower,  florist  and  consumer. 

The  Summer  started  in  very  cool,  then  changed  to  the  longest  hot 
spell  "Wisconsin  has  record  of,  with  the  three  last  weeks  of  July  aver- 
aging from  92  degrees  to  104  degrees,  the  latter  part  with  heavy  rain, 
hail,  and  windstorms,  and  some  of  the  old  New  Jersey  thunderstorms, 
hail  in  one  storm  doing  considerable  damage  to  florists  located  in  the 
city  of  Milwaukee.  Some  stock  has  suffered  from  the  excessive  heat, 
otherwise  greenhouse  stock  looks  fairly  well.  About  the  usual  planting 
is  done  in  Chrysanthemums,  Carnations  and  Roses  as  in  former  years. 
Very  little  new  building  this  year. 

Insect  and  fungous  diseases  demand  more  of  the  growers'  time  and 
thought  each  year,  so  that  spraying  and  fumigating  has  become  a  neces- 
sity. 

Many  new  private  homes  are  being  built,  and  will  give  the  land- 
scape artist  a  chance  to  show  his  skill  to  advantage ;  and  along  with  a 
civic  movement  on  foot  for  a  "City  Beautiful"  we  may  anticipate  a  busy 
and  prosperous  year  for  1917. 

As  far  as  I  can  learn,  the  pressure  of  business  and  the  fear  of  hot 
weather  prevents  any  attending  the  convention  this  year.  Personally 
I  would  go,  but  business  prevents.  Have  been  unable  to  secure  any  new 
members. 

Hoping  and  wishing  the  Society  an  interesting,  prosperous  and  well 
attended  meeting,  and  regretting  that  our  great  State  can  only  be  repre- 
sented by  this  report.

HAVANA,    CUBA. 

Horticultural  activities  were  very  pronounced  in  this  section  of  the 
Island  during  the  year  just  passed.  Plenty  of  business  has  been  offer- 
ing, but  labor  is  scarce,  consequently  the  fullest  advantage  cannot  be 
taken  of  opportunities. 

The  florist  business  is  not,  as  a  rule,  very  flourishing  here,  and  has 
been  confined  very  largely  to  supplying  and  planting  fruit  trees.    Within 
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the  last  year  or  two,  however,  there  has  sprung  up  a  demand  for  orna- 
mental stock,  which  one  or  two  concerns  are  trying  to  supply.  The 
demand  runs  largely  for  plants,  such  as  Crotons,  Aralias,  Acalypha, 
Araucarias,  Palms,  Cycas,  Circinallis,  Ixoras,  Stephanotis,  Rhyncosper- 
mum.  Jasmine,  Allamandas,  Clerodendron,  Bougainvillea,  Oleanders, 
Hibiscus,  Poinsettia,  Heliotrope,  Cannas,  and  some  varieties  of  Roses, 
Hybrid  Teas  particularly.  Chrysanthemums  and  Carnations  do  only 
fairly  well,  but  single  Violets  thrive  nicely. 

None  of  the  shade  trees  that  flourish  with  you  in  the  North  are 
used  here,  such  as  Maples,  Elms,  Oaks,  etc.  The  trees  used  here  are 
the  Alamo,  Laurel  de  la  India,  Ficus  elastica,  Grevillea  robusta,  the 
Caimito  bianco  and  0.  morado,  the  Mango,  Mamey  Colorado  and  San 
Domingo.  The  latter  three  are  fruit  trees  of  fine  growth  and  habit,  as 
also  are  Yapote,  Largo  and  Redondo.  The  Aguacate,  or  Alligator  Pear, 
is  not  a  handsome  tree  like  the  others  I  have  mentioned,  but  the  fruit  is 
very  good  peeled  and  cut  up  for  salad. 

There  is  one  plant  and  seed  store  in  Havana,  started  within  a  year. 
It  also  carries  a  line  of  garden  tools,  but  everything  is  very  expensive, 
and  none  too  good. 

There  is  another  pretty  good  firm  engaged  in  the  decorative  and 
general  florist  line.  They  have  eight  to  ten  men  employed  generally  in 
make-up  work. 

The  Cuban  people  are  very  fond  of  flowers,  and  use  them  extrava- 
gantly. There  is  a  fine  opportunity  here  for  a  young  florist  who  has 
the  backing  of  a  few  thousand  dollars  with  which  to  become  established, 
as  there  is  much  wealth  in  Cuba. 

There  are  some  beautiful  plants  in  the  gardens  of  the  rich  in  the 
Vedada,  Havana's  aristocratic  suburb,  one  of  the  most  gorgeous  being 
the  Bougainvillea,  beautiful  plants  30  feet  high,  with  sprays  of  flowers 
7  to  9  feet  long;  the  variety  is  a  deeper  purple  than  either  glabra  or 
Sanderiana. 

There  is  a  nursery  near  Havana  run  by  two  Chinese  brothers. 
They  appear  to  get  big  prices  for  everything — seedling  Pansies,  $2  i>er 
dozen;  seedling  Phlox  Drummondi,  $10  per  100;  Carnations,  2%  inch, 
50c.  each;  Heliotrope,  3-inch  tins,  50c.  each — ^they  do  not  use  pots  in 
Cuba,  nothing  but  tins,  or  cans — Violets,  40c.  each,  and  so  on. 

This  is  not  much  of  a  report,  but  it  pretty  well  covers  conditions, 
such  as  they  are.

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FLORISTS'  HAIL  ASSOCIATION 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Florists'  Hail  Association  of  America  was 
held  in  the  City  Auditorium,  Houston,  Texas,  Augustj  16,  1916,  at  9  a.  m.. 
President  E.  G.  Hill  calUng  the  meeting  to  order. 

The  reports  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer  were  adopted  as  read. 

Secretary's  Report  for  Year  Ending  August  1,  1916 

The  insurance  in  effect  amounts  to  43,101,590  sq.  ft.  of  glass. 

The  number  of  memhers  at  date  of  closing  this  report  is  1,658. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  year  ending  August  1,  1916,  and  including 
last  year's  balance,  as  per  Treasurer's  Report,  are  $73,780.37. 

The  total  expenditures,  as  per  Treasurer's  Report,  for  the  year 
ending  August  1,  1916,  are  $64,572.52. 

The  cash  balance  on  hand  is  $9,207.85,  of  which  $743.04  belongs  to 
the  Reserve  Fund. 

The  Reserve  Fund  now  amounts  to  $38,743.04,  of  which  $38,000  is 
invested  in  first-class  municipal  bonds,  and  $743.04  cash  in  hands  of  the 
Treasurer. 

The  amount  of  interest  collected  on  bank  deposits  for  the  year  is 
$426.86. 

The  amount  of  interest  collected  on  Reserve  Fund  investments  for 
the  year  is  $1,912.50. 

Two  thousand,  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  losses  have  been  ad- 
justed since  the  organization  of  the  F.  H.  A.,  involving  a  total  expendi- 
ture of  over  $370,000. 

An  equivalent  of  270,913  sq.  ft.  of  single  thick  glass  was  broken  by 
hail  during  the  past  year,  for  which  the  Association  paid  $13,545.65. 
And  an  equivalent  of  597,530  sq.  ft.  of  double  thick  glass  was  broken, 
which  cost  the  Association  $41,827.10. 

The  only  liabilities  of  the  Association  at  the  close  of  this  Report 
are  three  unadjusted  losses,  amounting  to  less  than  $200. 

The  F.  H.  A.  has  paid  out  more  money  for  losses  during  the  past 
year  than  In  any  previous  year  since  its  organization. 

It  has  more  glass  insured  than  at  any  previous  time.  It  has  taken 
in  more  new  business  than  in  any  previous  year  of  its  history. 

The  F.  H.  A.  is  equalizing  risks  by  charging  a  greater  premium 
upon  risks  that  have  entered  the  hazardous  class. 
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It  lias  a  large  Reserve  Fund,  whieti  is  rapidly  growing,  increasing 
thereby  its  stability. 

The  F.  H.  A.  stands  for  a  square  deal,  and  a  prompt  adjustment 
of  losses  and  the  Officials  of  the  Organization  desire  to  extend  their 
thanks  for  the  many  letters  of  commendation  which  they  have  received 
from  members  who  approve  of  their  methods  of  administration.

that  risk. 

Sec.  8.  Should  one  or  more  losses  be  paid  on  a  Hazardous  Risk, 
ten  per  cent,  of  the  regular  assessment  shall  be  added  to  the  assessment 
on  that  risk  for  each  loss  paid  while  said  risk  continues  to  be  a  Hazard- 
ous Risk  and  such  increase,  together  with  the  previous  increase  or 
Increases,  shall  continue  until  the  risk  ceases  to  be  a  Hazardous  Risk 
by  the  payment  of  five  regular  assessments  without  the  payment  of  a 
loss  in  the  interim.

HOUSTON,  TEXAS.  AUGUST,  1916

on  current  matters  and  on  account  of  other  matters,  tlie  meeting  ad- 
journed until  seven  o'clock  the  same  evening  at  the  Rice  Hotel,  when 
the  annual  election  was  entered  into  with  the  following  results :  Presi- 
dent, W.  F.  Gude;  vice-president,  George  Asmus;  treasurer,  Wm.  L. 
Rock;  secretary,  Albert  Pochelon.  The  following  directors  for  three 
year® :  L.  D.  Thompson,  Atlanta,  Ga. ;  Karl  P.  Baum,  Knoxville,  Tenn. ; 
T.  J.  Wolfe,  Waco,  Texas. 

After  the  election  was  over,  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H.  entered  the  hall  and  addressed  the  meeting.  Where- 
upon the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  meeting  in  Chicago  on  October  9th. 


PROCEEDINGS  ADJOURNED  ANNUAL  MEETING 
AT  CHICAGO,  OCTOBER  11  AND  12.  1916 

Pursuant  to  adjournment  taken  at  Houston,  Texas,  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  was  resumed  at  the  Hotel  La 
Salle,  Chicago,  111.,  on  October  11-12,  1916,  President  Wm.  F.  Gude, 
Washington,  D.  C,  in  the  chair. 

There  was  an  attendance  of  about  eighty. 


FIRST  SESSION 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING.  OCTOBER  11,  1916 

The  first  session  was  called  to  order  by  President  W.  F.  Gude, 
Washington,  D.  C,  promptly  at  9  a.  m.,  Wednesday  morning,  October 
11th. 

In  opening  the  proceedings  President  Gude  said : 

First  of  all,  I  want  every  one  of  you,  and  those  who  may  come  in 
later,  to  feel  perfectly  at  home,  and  there  is  no  better  way  of  making 
you  feel  at  home  and  causing  the  officers  to  feel  at  ease  than  by  becom- 
ing acquainted.  In  order  to  do  this  at  once,  we  ask  each  of  you  to  rise, 
in  rotation,  give  your  name,  state  the  firm  you  represent,  and  your 
address.  I  will  also  ask  each  one  of  you  to  write  this  on  a  slip  of  paper 
in  plain  English,  so  that  the  Secretary  can  read  it  and  have  it  for  his 
records.  We  expect  to  have  a  great  deal  of  business  at  this  session, 
and  hope  to  do  a  great  deal  of  good.    I  will,  therefore,  ask  all  of  yon 
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who  have  matters  to  present  to  be  as  brief  and  concise  as  possible,  con- 
fining your  remarks  to  things  of  national  interest  rather  than  local,  and 
to  look  to  the  greatest  good  of  the  greatest  number  rather  than  the 
discussion  of  any  small  differences  that  may  have  arisen  in  your  own 
localities,  which  should  be  settled  right  there  and  not  by  the  national 
organization.  We  will  now  hear  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  read 
by  the  secretary. 

The  minutes  were  read  by  Secretary  Pochelon,  and,  on  motion, 
approved  as  read. 

President  Gude  then  addressed  the  convention,  as  follows : 
ADDRESS    OF    PRESIDENT    GUDE. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  Members  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery 
Association :  Although  our  Association  is  young  in  years,  it  has  already 
proved  itself  to  be  a  mighty  power  for  the  retail  florists.  We  have  been 
more  or  less  drifting  since  our  organization,  and  I  believe  very  few  of  us 
expected  the  results  that  have  already  been  obtained  by  this  mutual 
co-operation.  This  meeting  today,  held  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  is  the  first 
real  convention  ever  called,  to  my  knowledge,  in  the  United  States  of 
America  for  retail  florists  alone,  and  I  think  we  might  well  congratulate 
ourselves  on  the  splendid  attendance,  unselflshness  displayed,  and  the 
general  enthusiasm  that  seems  to  be  in  the  air  this  morning  for  the 
Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  Association. 

I  flrst  want  to  thank  all  the  members  for  unanimously  electing  me 
president  of  this  organization.  I  want  to  give  you  my  assurance,  that 
if  there  is  anything  I  can  do  to  further  the  interests  of  the  Florists' 
Telegraph  Delivery,  I  will  be  at  the  service  of  the  Association,  morning, 
noon  and  night. 

I  wish  to  present  a  few  suggestions  as  to  matters  that  might  be  well 
considered  at  this  meeting,  and  I  hope  and  trust  that  every  one  of  you 
present  will  be  pleased  to  express  your  opinion  on  every  phase  of  the 
business  that  may  come  before  us.  To  my  mind,  there  has  not  been 
known,  and  certainly  not  held  in  recent  years,  a  meeting  of  as  much 
importance  to  floriculture  in  general,  including  growers,  wholesalers  and 
retailers,  artists  or  decorators,  as  this  meeting  should  prove  to  be. 

I  cannot  make  myself  believe  that  the  development  of  the  Florists' 
Telegraph  Delivery  will  minimize  in  any  way  the  work  of  the  Society  of 
American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists.  So  long  as  the 
Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  requires  as  a  pre-requisite  to  membership 
in  its  body  that  membership  shall  be  confined  to  florists  who  are  retail- 
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ers  and  members  in  good  standing  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists 
and  Ornamental  Horticulturists,  the  effect  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph 
Delivery  will  be  to  broaden  the  scope  of  the  parent  society.  If  this  be 
true,  and  I  believe  it  is,  then  the  more  interest  in  our  organization  the 
better  for  the  Society. 

Interest  cannot  be  maintained  without  annual  meetings,  and  the 
interest  of  annual  meetings  cannot  be  maintained  unless  there  be  dis- 
cussions on  live  topics.  This  means  that  other  matters  will  be  consid- 
ered at  meetings  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery,  besides  merely  and 
only  exchange  of  orders.  The  better  salesman  any  retailer  is  in  his  own 
community,  the  greater  will  be  his  efficiency  in  obtaining  business  for 
his  brother  florists  in  other  communities.  It  follows  from  this,  there- 
fore, that  all  of  those  matters  which  tend  to  make  the  retailers  more 
efficient  as  retailers  are  germane  to  the  objects  and  work  of  the  Florists' 
Telegraph  Delivery.  Undei*  such  matters  will  come:  salesmanship,  ad- 
vertising, methods  of  publicity,  best  methods  of  appeal  to  human  sym- 
pathy and  affection,  cost  accounting,  credits  and  collections,  and,  gener- 
ally speaking,  the  commercial  end  of  the  business.  Many  of  these 
things  while  not  directly  affecting  either  the  grower,  wholesaler,  green- 
house builder  or  supply  man,  yet,  in  so  far  as  they  make  the  retailer  a 
better  retailer  will  profit  all  interests  concerned,  and  there  should  be  an 
opportunity  for  their  full  discussion.  I  think  that  these  matters  may 
well  be  considered  when  we  are  having  in  view  the  framing  of  the 
By-laws  and  Constitution,  because  the  By-laws  and  Constitution  are  the 
chart  and  compass  of  the  organization. 

With  these  things  in  view,  let  us  look  at  the  present  Constitution  and 
see  wherein  it  measures  up  to  the  scope  of  the  opportunities  and  objects, 
as  we  may  conceive  them  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery.  In  the 
first  place,  it  may  be  said  that  any  Constitution  and  By-laws  will  much 
better  meet  the  purpose  if  separated  into  (1)  Constitution  and  (2)  By- 
laws, and  that  the  difference  between  these  two  departments  be  kept 
well  in  mind.  The  Constitution  proper  should  contain  the  general  guid- 
ing principles  of  the  Association,  should  outline  its  policy,  and  should 
comprise  those  things  which  the  framers  of  the  organization  consider 
most  fundamental,  and  which  should  not  he  changed  with  every  shifting 
air  current.  Therefore  it  is  that  in  all  constitutions  different  rules  are, 
for  instance,  applicable  to  amendments  of  the  Constitution  proper,  and 
to  the  By-laws ;  in  almost  all  constitutions,  the  restrictions,  surrounding 
possible  amendments  of  the  Constitution  proper  are  more  stringent  than 
those  applicable  to  the  By-laws.  In  the  By-laws  are  placed  the  details, 
those  things  which  properly  should  be  subject  to  quick  change  when 
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necessary.  The  fundamental  principle  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Deliv- 
ery is  co-operation  between  retailers.  This  principle  in  the  Constitution 
may  be  stated  in  general  form ;  then  descend  to  particulars — ^f or  instance, 
the  sending  of  orders  by  wire,  etc.,  properly  belongs  to  the  By-laws; 
also  provisions  as  to  the  payment  of  bills,  etc.  What  has  been  said  so 
far  merely  relates  to  the  form.  There  are  some  other  matters  that  might 
be  given  attention  that  relate  to  things  more  fundamental. 

No  organization  in  these  days  can  afford  to  draw  up  a  constitution 
and  by-laws  without  taking  into  account  all  matters  that  have  any  legal 
bearing,  matters  that  affect  the  responsibility  of  members  between  them- 
selves and  also  between  themselves  and  the  organization;  also  matters 
as  between  the  organization  and  the  public  generally. 

Any  association  w^hich  lays  down  rules  that  must  be  complied  with 
by  the  members,  and  which  in  the  event  of  non-compliance  impose  a 
penalty,  must  look  to  it  that  the  body  is  first,  able  to  enforce  the  penalty 
upon  the  member ;  and,  second,  that  when  the  penalty  is  so  enforced  the 
party  suspended  shall  not  have  any  legal  claims  for  redress  for  damage 
or  loss  to  property  or  reputation.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  present 
Constitution  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  is  sufficiently  safe- 
guarded in  this  respect. 

I  would  suggest  that  at  the  proper  point  in  the  Constitution  of  the 
Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  with  reference  to  expulsions,  some  such 
clause  as  the  following  be  inserted:  "This  Association  does  not  in 
calling  for  the  resignation  of  any  member  thereby  imply  any  stigma 
upon  such  member  or  any  reflection  upon  his  character  or  reputation; 
but  such  action  in  demanding  the  resignation  of  such  member,  in  the 
event  of  such  demand,  is  taken  pursuant  to  the  Constitution  and  By- 
laws of  the  Association,  and  as  part  of  the  carrying  out  by  such  mem- 
ber of  his  pledge  subjecting  him  to  the  operation  of  said  Constitution 
and  By-laws" ;  or  such  other  wording  as  may  be  framed  by  legal  coun- 
sel for  the  Association  to  carry  out  this  idea  of  waiver  of  responsibility 
for  any  loss  of  character  or  reputation  suffered  by  such  member, 
through  his  own  act  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  to 
which  he  has  voluntarily  subscribed. 

With  reference  to  the  trustee  fund,  membership  fee  and  annual 
dues,  is  it  desirable  that  any  change  shall  be  made  in  these  from  the 
present  rating? 

As  to  officers,  is  it  desirable  that  there  shall  be  more  than  one  vice- 
president,  and  should  the  duties  of  the  officers  be  more  specifically 
stated? 
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There  appears  to  be  no  provision  in  the  present  Constitution  as  to 
the  number  constituting  a  quorum  both  at  the  annual  meetings  and  at 
the  meetings  of  the  board  of  directors.  Is  it  desirable  that  in  the  pro- 
vision for  a  quorum  at  the  annual  meetings  a  certain  percentage  of  the 
board  of  directors  shall  be  required  to  constitute  part  of  that  quorum, 
and  what  shall  be  the  total  quorum? 

Under  the  head  of  membership,  there  are  no  provisions  at  present 
for  passing  upon  the  applicant's  qualifications,  and  there  is  no  provision 
for  method  of  election  of  members.  Is  it  desirable  that  each  applicant 
for  membership  shall  fill  out  a  written  application  stating  certain  par- 
ticulars, such  as  name,  location,  correct  style  of  firm,  length  of  time 
in  business,  whether  or  not  the  applicant  retails  exclusively,  population 
of  city  in  which  located,  name  of  party  or  parties  recommending  appli- 
cant, or  other  details  that  may  be  deemed  essential  in  the  application? 
Some  associations  require  that  applicants  shall  be  passed  upon  in  the 
interval  between  annual  meetings  by  an  executive  committee.  Other 
associations  place  this  i>ower  in  the  hands  of  the  secretary,  subject  to 
ratification  by  an  executive  committee.  Some  associations  require  that 
applications  shall  be  pasted  upon  the  bulletin  board  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing for  twenty-four  hours,  any  complaints  to  be  registered  with  a  mem- 
bership committee,  and  no  applicant  to  be  considered  unless  favorably 
reported  by  such  membership  committee  to  the  convention. 

The  present  paragraph  as  to  directors  is  very  inadequate,  as  it  is 
entirely  lacking  in  definition  of  the  duties  and  powers  of  directors. 
In  considering  this  question  regard  must  be  had  as  to  whether  the 
Association  desires  to  place  the  larger  proportion  of  the  administrative 
functions  of  the  organization  in  the  hands  of  its  directors.  This  Is 
done  by  many  organizations,  especially  where  the  greater  proportion  of 
the  members  do  not  attend  the  annual  meetings,  but  remain  at  home 
and  trust  to  the  officers  exclusively  to  do  the  work  of  the  Association. 

In  some  associations  the  major  portion  of  the  functions  of  an  or- 
ganization are  performed  by  a  board  of  directors,  and  the  board  of 
directors  in  turn  erect  within  themselves  a  smaller  working  body  termed 
the  executive  committee.  This  is  often  done  to  save  expense  and  to 
render  possible  quicker  and  more  effective  action  in  important  matters. 
The  functions  that  are  turned  over  to  the  board  of  directors  have  a 
bearing  upon  the  duties  of  the  officers.  Therefore,  before  the  duties  of 
the  officers  can  be  specified  in  detail  it  is  necessary  to  decide  how  much 
leeway  shall  be  given  the  board  of  directors.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
if  a  man  serves  as  a  director  of  such  an  organization  for  nothing,  he 
ought  to  be  allowed  at  least  to  use  the  discretion  that  the  good  Lord  has 
given  him.

With  regard  to  the  provision  as  to  annual  meetings,  it  is  up  to  the 
Association  to  decide  what  they  want  to  do  about  this,  but  there  should 
be  some  provision  for  calling  special  meetings  by  a  certain  proportion 
of  the  board  of  directors,  or  upon  the  request  of  a  specified  number  of 
active  members,  a  specified  number  of  days'  notice  to  be  given  to  all 
members  of  the  date  and  place  of  such  meeting  and  of  the  purpose  of 
same. 

With  reference  to  the  matter  of  the  annual  meeting,  careful  con- 
sideration should  be  given  as  to  whether  it  should  ever  be  held  any- 
where else  than  where  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental 
Horticulturists  meet ;  and  in  the  event  that  it  is  to  be  held  at  the  same 
time  and  place,  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  hold  it  either  on 
the  day  before  or  the  day  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  so 
that  its  proceedings  would  not  have  to  be  hurried  and  spasmodic. 

In  the  provision  as  to  terms  of  office  there  should  be  added  a  j>ro vi- 
sion, which  is  absent  apparently  from  our  present  Constitution,  to  the 
following  effect:  "or  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected  and 
qualified."  The  experience  of  all  organizations  has  proved  the  wisdom 
of  such  a  provision,  and  the  fact  of  its  absence  from  the  present  Consti- 
tution simply  proves  that  while  the  originators  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph 
Delivery  worked  well,  they  evidently  prepared  this  Constitution  too 
hurriedly  and  without  giving  due  attention  to  precedents  that  long  ex- 
perience has  given  approval  to. 

I  can  find  no  explicit  declaration  in  the  Constitution  anywhere  with 
regard  to  how  many  votes  anyone  may  cast.  This  seems  to  have  been 
taken  for  granted,  whereas  in  a  constitution  it  certainly  should  be  stated 
that,  for  instance,  "each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.  Where 
persons,  firms  or  corporations  are  represented  by  more  than  one  indi- 
vidual, said  member  is  entitled  to  one  vote  only." 

One  of  the  great  objects  of  a  constitution  and  by-laws  is  to  prevent 
misunderstandings  in  the  event  of  personal  disagreement.  This  is  illus- 
trated in  the  matter,  for  instance,  of  resignations,  as  to  which  many 
associations  are  very  specific ;  yet  we  do  not  find  one  word  in  our  pres- 
ent Constitution  as  to  the  matter.  Various  organizations  make  different 
rules  as  to  resignations,  and  as  to  delinquents.  Whether  any  additions 
to  our  present  Constitution  have  been  made  that  cover  this  I  am 
uncertain.  Tlie  records  should  show.  I  would  suggest  some  such  sec- 
tions as  the  following:  "The  resignation  of  any  member  should  be  ten- 
dered to  the  secretary  of  the  Association  in  writing,  and  shall  be  ac- 
cepted at  a  regular  meeting  only  when  said  member's  dues  are  fully 
paid.     A  member  may   be  requested  to  resign  for  cause   by  a  three- 
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fourths  vote  of  those  present  at  any  regular  or  called  meeting  of  the 
Association." 

With  regard  to  the  membership  committee,  I  would  suggest  that 
there  be  a  provision  in  our  By-laws  at  the  proper  place  that  the  nomi- 
nating, auditing,  membership,  program  and  resolution  committees 
shall  each  consist  of  three  persons;  the  membership  and  program  com- 
mittees to  serve  throughout  the  year;  all  of  the  above-named  com- 
mittees to  be  submitted  by  the  president  to  the  convention  for  its  ap- 
proval. 

Now  with  reference  to  the  provisions  of  the  trustee  fund,  I  am 
quite  satisfied  that  these  are  open  to  improvement;  whatever  regula- 
tions are  made  in  this  respect  should  be  so  worded  that  the  applicant 
for  membership  when  signing  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  will  be 
bound  by  something  definite  that  will  be  a  legal  defense  to  the  Associa- 
tion and  a  waiver  of  any  recourse  by  a  member  whose  resignation  is 
requested. 

The  wording  of  the  article  referring  to  notice  of  called  meetings 
should  be  carefully  considered,  and  no  loop-hole  left  whereby  a  meeting 
could  be  smuggled  in  without  due  notice  to  the  membership;  and  the 
same  with  regard  to  called  meetings  of  the  board  of  directors. 

There  should  be  a  provision  in  the  Constitution  with  reference  to  a 
mail-vote  under  certain  contingencies.  This  matter  should  be  in  the 
By-laws ;  It  should  not  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  any  officer  as  to  how 
much  time  should  be  allowed  within  which  the  votes  would  have  to  be 
received  and  counted,  but  this  should  be  specifically  covered  by  the 
wording  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws. 

By  all  means  let  the  Constitution  be  in  the  form  that  long  usage  has 
approved,  that  is,  a  separate  Constitution  and  By-laws,  each  article  and 
section  to  be  numbered.  Our  Association  Is  of  sufficient  dignity  and 
importance  to  justify  its  putting  on  at  least  this  much  style. 

The  Association  at  its  conventions  shall  make  such  laws,  define 
such  policies,  adopt  such  resolutions  and  render  such  decisions  as  shall 
further  the  interests  of  the  Association;  and  the  acts,  resolutions  and 
decisions  of  a  convention,  or  of  Its  board  of  directors  when  acting 
within  its  powers  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  all  its  members. 

It  should  be  well  In  order  to  avoid  any  controversies  at  any  time 
to  mention  some  parliamentary  rules,  either  Roberts'  or  Cushing's,  that 
would  be  binding  as  to  parliamentary  rules  in  the  conduct  of  a  conven- 
tion. 
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There  is  nowhere  to  be  found  in  the  present  Constitution  and  By- 
laws any  "Order  of  Business,"  and  this  should  appear  in  the  By-laws. 

Some  discussion  has  taken  place  as  to  an  original  order  being  trans- 
mitted by  the  florist  who  receives  it  without  deduction  or  draw-back  or 
change  of  any  kind,  subject,  of  course,  to  regular  commission;  and  the 
statement  has  been  repeatedly  made  that  the  Association  will  not  coun- 
tenance any  double  dealing  in  this  respect.  Should  not  there  be  some 
expression  to  this  effect  in  the  By-laws,  and,  if  so,  should  there  not  also 
be  an  expression  covering  the  same  in  the  pledge,  if  a  pledge  is  decided 
upon? 

These  are  just  a  few  thoughts  that  I  have  jotted  down,  and  which 
I  thought  might  well  be  considered  and  embodied  in  the  By-laws  which 
we  are  going  to  bring  before  you  this  forenoon.     (Applause.) 

Through  our  indefatigable  secretary,  our  hard-working  treasurer, 
and  one  or  two  others  of  the  wheel  horses  of  our  Association,  there  have 
been  three  drafts  of  constitutions  considered,  and  a  final  draft  is  ready 
to  be  presented  to  you  this  morning.  The  three  drafts  were  put  together 
yesterday  afternoon,  and  Mr.  Rock,  Mr.  Pochelon  and  four  or  five 
others  were  hard  at  work  on  it  until  an  early  hour  this  morning.  Those 
of  you  who  know  what  the  preparation  of  by-laws  means  will  under- 
stand that  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  prepare  a  draft  in  a  full 
meeting  without  anything  to  work  on  and  get  anywhere;  but  at  the 
proper  time  we  will  ask  you  to  consider  them  in  detail  and  adopt  them 
after  they  have  been  thoroughly  considered.  If  any  one  has  any  objec- 
tions, or  anything  to  say,  now  is  the  time,  at  this  meeting.  This  is  im- 
portant, because  these  by-laws  should  be  as  correct  as  we  can  get  them. 
Of  course,  we  cannot  hope  to  have  them  so  that  they  will  satisfy  every- 
body. The  least  we  can  do  is  to  have  them  so  as  to  satisfy  the  greatest 
number. 

Philip  Breitmeyer,  Detroit,  Mich. :  Do  I  understand  that  you  have 
drawn  up  three  sets  of  by-laws? 

President  Gude :    There  were  three.    We  have  condensed  them  now. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer :  Why  cannot  we  take  them  up  and  have  them 
read  now? 

President  Gude:  At  once,  if  you  are  ready.  Let  us  have  strict 
attention,  please. 

President  Gude  then  read  the  first  article  of  the  proposed  Constitu- 
tion and  By-laws. 

E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind. :  Mr.  President,  I  move  the  adoption  of 
that  article  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  as  read. 


254      PROCEEDINGS     OF    THIRTY-SECOND     CONVENTION 

A.  F.  Borden,  Los  Angeles,  Cal. :  I  may  be  entirely  wrong,  but  I 
think  it  would  be  wise  to  take  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  up  article 
by  article  after  first  reading  it  completely  through.  I  merely  suggest 
that.    If  the  majority  is  against  it,  why  let  them  say  so. 

President  Gude:  Is  it  the  will  of  the  convention  that  this  whole 
thing  be  first  read?  May  I  understand  it  that  it  is  regularly  moved  and 
seconded  that  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  as  prepared  by  the  com- 
mittee of  your  officers,  with  the  assistance  of  other  members,  be  now 
read  as  a  whole? 

Mr.  Hill ;  I  will  withdraw  my  motion  that  we  adopt  the  clause  you 
have  just  read,  with  the  consent  of  my  seconder. 

Irwin  Bertermann,  Indianapolis,  Ind. :    I  will  withdraw  my  second. 

President  Gude  then  read  the  proposed  Constitution  and  By-laws  in 
full,  as  follows: 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

FLORISTS'  TELEGRAPH  DELIVERY  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE    I. 

NAME    AND    OFFICE    OF    ASSOCIATION. 

Section  1.  The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  Florists'  Tele- 
graph Delivery  Association,  and  its  general  office  shall  be  located  at 
the  residence  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Association,  or  wherever  he  may 
establish  his  office,  provided  that  the  offices  of  the  President  and 
Treasurer  shall  be  at  their  respective  residences,  or  wherever  they 
may  establish  their  offices. 

ARTICLE    IL 

OBJECTS. 

Section  1.  This  Association  has  for  its  objects:  To  promote  the 
mutual  exchange  of  orders  between  retail  florists  in  the  different  cities 
and  towns  in  the  United  States  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada ;  to  edu- 
cate its  members  in  the  proper  handling  and  promotion  of  the  exchang- 
ing of  orders  by  telegraph,  telephone,  and  by  mail;  to  give  publicity 
to  the  service  rendered  by  members  of  the  Association  in  order  to 
promote  the  out-of-town  business  of  each  member  of  the  Association; 
to  promote  and  encourage  the  exchange,  between  members  of  the 
Association,    of   ideas,    principles,    policies,    methods    and   manner   of 
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handling  and  conducting  the  retail  floral  business,  for  the  betterment 
and  education  of  the  members ;  to  promote  good  feeling  and  honest  deal- 
ing between  all  members  of  the  Association;  to  insure  the  prompt  pay- 
ment of  all  accounts  contracted  between  members  of  the  Association; 
and  to  further  generally  the  Interest  of  the  retail  floral  business  and 
encourage  the  co-operation  of  retail  florists. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  Membership  in  this  Association  shall  be  confined  to 
florists  who  are  proprietors  or  oflBcers  of  retail  flower  stores  in  cities 
and  towns  in  the  United  States  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  who 
are  members  in  good  standing  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  and 
Ornamental  Horticulturists. 

Section  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership,  and  who  desires  to 
become  a  member  of  this  Association,  shall  file  with  the  Secretary  a 
written  application,  on  form  prescribed  by  the  Association,  accom- 
panied by  a  membership  initation  fee  of  $5.00.  The  Secretary  shall 
pass  upon  all  applications,  and  if  the  applicant  is  eligible  and  accept- 
able to  membership  in  the  Association,  he  shall  so  notify  the  applicant, 
and  require  him  to  pay  the  guarantee  fee  and  one  year's  annual  dues 
prescribed  in  these  By-Laws  before  he  shall  become  a  member  of  the 
Association. 

Section  3.  Any  member  of  the  Association  who  operates  two  or 
more  retail  stores  in  any  one  city,  may,  without  additional  cost,  file 
with  the  Association  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  his  stores,  pro- 
vided that  he  must  head  the  list  with  the  main  store  to  which  he 
wishes  orders  sent. 

Section  4.  Any  member  of  the  Association  who  operates  stores  in 
two  or  more  cities  may  list  all  of  his  stores  with  the  Association  with- 
out the  payment  of  membership  initiation  fee  after  the  first  payment, 
provided  that  he  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  annual  dues  and  the 
guarantee  fee,  prescribed  in  these  By-Laws,  for  each  city  in  which 
he  has  stores  listed  with  the  Association. 

Section  5.  Persons  becoming  members  of  the  Association  after 
June  1st  of  any  year  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  annual  dues 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  July  31st  of  the  same 
year;  but  their  dues  shall  begin  as  of  August  1st  of  the  same  year. 
Any  person  becoming  a  member  of  the  Association  after  February  1st 
of  any  year  and  before  June  1st  of  the  same  year,  shall  pay  six  months' 
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dues  for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year,  of  the  Association,  in  which 
he  becomes  a  member. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

ANNUAL    DUES    AND    GUABANTEE    FEE. 

Section  1.  Each  member  of  this  Association  shall  pay  annual 
dues  to  the  Association  on  the  following  graduated  scale :  The  annual 
dues  of  members  whose  store  or  stores  are  located  in  cities  having  a 
population  of  150,000  or  more  shall  be  determined  by  taking  each  of 
said  cities  separately  and  dividing  the  total  population  thereof  by  the 
number  of  members  operating  a  store  or  stores  therein;  on  the  quo- 
tient thus  obtained,  each  of  said  members  shall  pay  $20.00  for  every 
150,000  or  majority  fraction  thereof,  provided  that  the  minimum 
annual  dues  shall  be  $20.00  and  the  maximum  $30.00.  The  annual 
dues  of  members  whose  store  or  stores  are  located  in  cities  having 
a  population  of 

100,000  and  less  than  150,000  shall  be  $20.00

shall  be 

15.00 

25,000  and  less 

than 

50,000 

shall  be 

10.00 

10,000  and  less 

than 

25,000 

shall  be 

8.00

5.00 

Section  2.  The  annual  dues  of  the  Association  shall  be  due  and 
payable  in  advance,  on  the  first  day  of  August  of  each  year. 

Section  3.  Each  member  at  the  time  of  his  admission  into  the 
Association,  shall  pay  a  guarantee  fee,  to  form  a  Guarantee  Fund  of 
the  Association,  to  insure  the  payment  of  accounts  contracted  between 
members  of  the  Association,  on  the  following  graduated  scale:  Mem- 
bers whose  store  or  stores  are  located  in  cities  having  a  population  of 

500,000  and  over  shall  pay  $50.00 

250,000  and  less  than  500,000  shall  pay     30.00 
100,000  and  less  than  250,000  shall  pay    20.00 
50,000  and  less  than  100,000  shall  pay    15.00 
25,000  and  less  than    50,000  shall  pay     10.00 
25,000  and  less  shall  pay      5.00 

Section  4.  The  amount  paid  by  each  member  as  guarantee  fee 
shall  be  placed  in  the  Guarantee  Fund  and  kept  separate  from  all  other 
funds  of  the  Association.  The  Guarantee  Fund  shall  be  disbursed  only 
in  payment  of  accounts  due  by  a  member  or  members  to  another  mem- 
ber or  members  of  the  Association,  which  have  not  been  paid  by  the 
debtor  member  or  members. 

Section   5.     The   amount  paid   into  the   Guarantee   Fund   by   any 
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member  who  has  failed  to  pay  his  obligations  to  other  members  of  the 
Association,  shall  be  first  used,  or  so  much  thereof  as  is  necessary,  to 
pay  his  said  obligations.  If  the  amount  so  paid  into  the  Guarantee 
Fund  by  a  member  is  not  suflScient  to  pay  his  obligations  to  other 
members  of  the  Association,  which  he  has  not  paid  himself,  the  defi- 
ciency shall  be  paid  out  of  the  amount  paid  into  the  Guarantee  Fund 
by  other  members  of  the  Association. 

Section  6.  Any  member  who  has  defaulted  in  the  payment  of  his 
obligations  to  other  members,  and  who  severs  his  membership  from  the 
Association,  shall  be  refunded,  within  six  months  thereafter,  the  amount 
paid  into  the  Guarantee  Fund  after  deducting  therefrom  the  amount 
paid  by  the  Association  to  other  members  in  payment  of  his  obligations. 

Section  7.  Any  member  who  voluntarily  withdraws  from  the 
Association,  and  who  has  paid  all  of  his  obligations  to  other  members 
of  the  Association,  shall  be  refunded,  after  sixty  days  from  date  of 
his  withdrawal,  the  amount  paid  by  him  into  the  Guarantee  Fund,  after 
deducting  therefrom  that  part  of  his  guarantee  fee  which  has  been 
previously  used  by  the  Association  in  payment  of  the  obligations  of 
other  members  who  have  defaulted  in  the  payment  of  their  obligations 
to  members  of  the  Association. 

Section  8.  The  interest  received  by  the  Association  on  the  Guar- 
antee Fund  shall  be  credited  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  Association 
and  used  for  general  purposes,  except  that  when  a  part  of  the  Guar- 
antee Fund,  made  up  of  fees  paid  into  the  fund  by  members  in  good 
standing,  has  been  used  by  the  Association  to  pay  the  indebtedness  of 
members  who  have  defaulted  in  the  payment  of  their  obligations  to 
other  members  of  the  Association,  the  interest  collected  thereafter  shall 
be  credited  to  the  Guarantee  Fund  until  the  fund  shall  have  been 
reimbursed  for  the  full  amount  paid  for  the  defaulted  members. 

Section  9.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  population  of  any 
city  or  town  the  last  available  United  States  Census  shall  be  used. 

ARTICLE    V. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Vice-President,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  and  their  duties  shall 
be  the  duties  usually  devolving  upon  officers  in  similar  associations, 
except  where  their  duties  are  specifically  stated  in  these  By-Laws. 

Section  2.  The  President  and  the  Vice-President  shall  be  elected 
by  the  members  of  the  Association  at  each  annual  meeting  to  serve  for 
a  term  of  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualify. 
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The  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association  may  or  may  not 
be  a  member  of  the  Association,  ,and  each  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  a  term  of  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  qualify.  The  terms  of  oflBce  of  all  officers  shall 
begin  on  the  first  day  of  January  next  following  the  annual  meeting. 
Section  3.  The  officers  and  directors  of  this  Association  shall 
serve  without  compensation,  except  officers  giving  bond  to  the  Asso- 
ciation for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  who  shall  be  paid 
Twelve  Dollars  ($12.00)  per  annum.  The  officers  of  the  Association 
shall  be  allowed  the  reasonable  expense  of  maintaining  their  offices  and 
the  salaries  of  assistants  employed  by  them,  subject,  however,  to  regu- 
lations by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

DUTIES    OF    OFFICEBS. 

Section  1.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President, 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  ex-officio, 
a  director  of  the  Association,  and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-President,  in  the  absence  of  the  President, 
shall  perform  all  duties  devolving  upon  the  President.  In  the  event 
the  office  of  the  President  becomes  vacant  by  reason  of  the  resignation, 
death,  or  disqualification  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall 
succeed  to  the  Presidency;  and  by  virtue  of  his  succession  to  the 
Presidency  shall  have  and  assume  all  rights  and  duties  of  the  office  of 
the  President,  including  the  right  to  act  as  a  director  of  the  Association. 

Section  4.  The  Secretary  shall  send  out  notices  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Association  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors;  and  shall  keep  a 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  all  such  meetings,  and  of  all  other  matters 
of  which  record  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Association,  or  by  the  Board 
of  Directors.  He  shall  notify  persons  elected  to  membership,  and  shall 
keep  a  register  of  the  members  of  the  Association  and  their  addresses. 
He  shall  furnish  each  member  of  the  Association  with  the  names  and 
addresses  of  all  members  of  the  Association;  and  on  the  first  and 
fifteenth  days  of  each  month  shall  furnish  each  member  with  the  name 
and  address  of  all  new  members,  and  of  all  members  who  have  ceased 
to  be  members  of  the  Association.  He  shall  collect  all  monies  due  to 
the  Association  and  make  prompt  remittance  of  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer.  He  shall  keep  such  books  of  accounts  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  make   proper   record   of   all   financial   matters   connected   with   his 
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office,  and  keep  such  other  records  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
require;  and  shall  perform  all  other  duties  required  by  these  By-La wa 
to  be  performed  by  him,  or  that  may  be  required  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  or  Arbitration  Committee,  and  all  other  duties  usually  per- 
taining to  the  ofBce  of  Secretary. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  chief  financial  officer  of  the 
Association.  He  shall  receive  and  give  the  Secretary  receipt  for  all 
monies  collected  by  the  Secretary  and  remitted  to  him,  and  shall 
deposit  same  in  bank  to  the  credit  of  this  Association.  He  shall  collect 
all  interest  on  investments  of  the  funds  of  the  Association,  and  deposit 
same  in  bank.  He  shall  furnish  the  Secretary  with  a  copy  of  all  deposit 
slips  for  money  deposited  in  bank.  He  shall  make  all  disbursements  of 
the  Association  by  check  upon  bills  or  invoices  approved  by  the  Presi- 
dent, the  Secretary  and  himself.  He  shall  give  bond  to  the  Association 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  the  expense  of  the  bond  to 
be  paid  by  the  Association.  He  shall  keep  books  of  account  showing 
the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  all  monies  of  the  Association.  He  shall 
furnish  detailed  reports  of  all  finances  of  the  Association,  and  of  such 
other  matters  as  may  come  under  his  management,  as  and  when  re- 
quired to  do  so  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  His  books  of  account  and 
records  shall  be  audited  annually,  and  a  report  thereon  certified  to  by 
a  firm  of  certified  public  accountants. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

DIEECTOBS. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  President 
of  the  Association,  the  Junior  Past  President,  and  of  nine  other 
directors,  three  of  whom  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association  to  serve  for  a  period  of  three  years  from  the  first  day 
of  January  next  following  such  election. 

Section  2.  Six  directors  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 

Section  3.  The  President  shall  preside  as  Chairman  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  in  his  absence  the  directors  present 
may  elect  one  of  their  number  to  preside  as  Chairman. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting 
immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, at  which  time  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  appointed 
for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Secretary  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  Presi- 
dent, call  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  time,  and  he 
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shall  call  a  meeting  on  the  request  of  three  or  more  directors.  At 
least  ten  days'  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
be  sent  to  each  director  by  first-class  mail  to  the  last  known  address 
of  each. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  transact  any  business  by 
mail,  without  holding  a  meeting,  provided  a  notice  is  mailed  to  each 
director  containing  the  question,  or  questions,  submitted  and  stating 
the  time  when  the  votes  received  in  reply  will  be  counted.  The  ques- 
tion, or  questions,  so  submitted  must  be  so  worded  as  to  be  answered 
in  the  affirmative  "Yes,"  or  in  the  negative  "No."  Questions  so  sub- 
mitted shall  be  sent  to  each  director  by  registered  mail  and  the  replie8 
shall  be  made  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  enter  the  full  proceedings 
upon  his  minute  book  and  retain  in  his  files  all  the  votes  received. 

Section  6.  Any  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Directors  by  reason  of 
resignation,  death  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Association,  at  which  time  the  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  election  of  a  director  for  the  unexpired  term  of 
the  director  vacating  the  office. 

Section  7.  In  the  event  the  office  of  the  Vice-President  becomes 
vacant  by  reason  of  resignation,  death,  disqualification,  or  succession 
to  the  Presidency,  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  appoint  a  Vice-President 
to  serve  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  Vice-President  vacating  the  office. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting,  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  said  meeting  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, each  year,  and  the  Secretary  shall  give  each  member  of  the  Asso- 
ciation ninety  days'  notice  before  the  holding  of  said  meeting.  The 
notice  shall  be  sent  by  first-class  mail,  directed  to  each  member  at 
the  last  known  address  of  each. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  may,  by  a  two-thirds'  majority, 
call  special  meetings  of  the  Association.  Thirty  days'  written  notice  of 
any  special  meeting,  stating  the  time  and  place  the  meeting  is  to  be 
held,  shall  be  given  to  each  member  of  the  Association.  The  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  first-class  mail,  directed  to  each  member  at  the  last 
known  address  of  each.  The  notice  shall  specify  what  business  will 
be  transacted  at  said  special  meeting,  and  only  the  business  specified 
in  said  notice  shall  be  transacted  at  said  meeting. 

Section  3.  Any  member  whose  dues  and  all  other  obligations  to 
the  Association  are  paid,  and  who  is  otherwise  in  good  standing  as  a 
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member  of  the  Association,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Association. 

Section  4.  Eleven  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  necessary 
to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Association. 

Section  5.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Association,  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  of  the  Arbitration  Committee,  "Roberts'  Rules  of 
Order"  shall  govern  the  procedure  in  the  absence  of  specific  rules  of 
order  provided  by  these  By-Laws. 

Section  6.  The  annual  election  of  officers  shall  take  place  at 
the  annual  meeting.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  prepare  a  list  of 
not  more  than  three  nominees  for  President,  three  for  Vice-President, 
and  nine  for  Directors,  which  list  of  nominees  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association;  but  this  shall  not  be  construed 
as  restricting  the  right  of  any  member  to  make  other  nominations  if 
he  desires  so  to  do. 

Section  7.  The  meeting  shall  first  take  an  informal  ballot,  and 
when  the  result  is  announced  all  names  shall  be  dropped  except  the 
two  candidates  for  President  and  Vice-President,  respectively,  and  the 
six  candidates  for  Directors  who  have  received  the  highest  number  of 
votes.    The  meeting  shall  then  proceed  to  take  a  formal  ballot. 

Section  8.  The  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the  candidates  whose 
names  have  been  retained  in  accordance  with  the  last  preceding  section 
and  who  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  President  and 
for  Vice-President,  respectively,  and  the  three  such  candidates  receiv- 
ing the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  the  office  of  Directors,  shall  be 
declared  elected. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

AEBITRATION    COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  Immediately  after  the  newly  elected  President  assumes 
office  each  year,  he  shall  appoint  an  Arbitration  Committee,  to  consist 
of  the  Secretary  of  this  Association  and  two  members  taken  from  the 
Board  of  Directors,  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year,  or  until  their 
successors  are  appointed. 

Section  2.  The  Arbitration  Committee  shall  have  power  to  pass 
upon,  adjudge  and  decide  all  disputes  between  members.  The  Commit- 
tee shall  have  power  to  order  and  require  the  payment  or  cancellation 
of  any  disputed  claim  or  account  between  members  of  the  Association. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Arbitration  Committee  to 
take  action  upon  any  matter  by  mail,  without  holding  a  meeting.  The 
Secretary  shall  submit  to  the  members  of  the  Arbitration  Committee, 
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by  miiil,  any  qiiostion  or  (luestions  for  the  decision  of  the  Committee, 
niul  the  question  or  questions  shall  be  so  worded  as  to  be  answered 
by  an  afllnnative  vote  "Yes,"  or  negative  vote  "No."  The  notice  sub- 
mitting quoHtions  to  the  Arbitration  Committee  shall  state  the  time 
when  the  votes  received  by  the  Secretary  will  be  counted.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Arbitration  Coniuiittee  shall  send  their  votes,  on  all  ques- 
tions so  subniitlod  to  them,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Association.  The 
Secretary  shall  record  the  votes  of  the  Arbitration  Committee,  and 
shall  enter  the  full  proceedings  upon  his  minute  book,  and  retain  in 
his  flics  all  the  votes  received.  He  shall  notify  each  member  of  the 
Arbitration  Committee,  and  the  persons  submitting  the  question  or 
questions,  the  result  of  the  vote. 

Section  4.  Any  member  or  othcer  of  the  Association  aggrieved  by 
the  action  of  the  Arbitration  Committee  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal 
to  the  Board  of  Directors,  who  shall  review  the  action  of  the  Arbitra- 
tion Committee,  and  give  their  decision  thereon,  which  shall  be  final. 

ARTICLE    X. 

DISTRICT     KEPRKSENTATIVKB. 

Section  1.  The  newly  elected  President,  each  year,  shall  appoint 
District  Representatives  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year.  The  repre- 
sentatives  shall   be   geographically   districted. 

Section  2.  The  duties  of  the  District  Representatives  shall  be  to 
promote  the  interest  of  the  retail  floral  business  in  their  respective 
districts;  to  promote  the  exchange  of  orders  between  members  of  the 
Association ;  to  give  publicity  to  the  out-of-town  service  rendered  by 
members  of  the  Association ;  to  solicit  all  trustworthy  retail  florists 
In  the  respective  districts  of  each  representative  to  become  members 
of  the  Association,  and  to  that  end  to  furnish  all  prospective  members 
with  all  Information  desired,  and  explain  to  them  tlie  benetlt  derived 
from  mend>ershlp  In  the  Association ;  to  otter  suggestions  to  the  Asso- 
ciation for  the  proper  handling  of  the  interest  of  the  Association;  and 
to  assist  the  Secretary  in  tlie  promotion  of  all  the  affairs  of  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE    XI. 

RIGHTS  AND  DUTIES   OF   MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  All  members  must  use  care  and  discretion  in  taking  orders 
to  be  transmitted  to  other  members  to  be  filled.  Members  taking  orders 
to  be  filled  by  other  members  must  transmit  the  order  for  the  full 
amount  as  taken  from  the  customer,  and  the  members  to  whom  orders 
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are  traiisauitted  shall  till  them  to  the  best  of  their  ability  in  accordance 
with  the  iiistruotious  of  the  members  transmitting  the  onlers. 

Section  2.  All  members  taking  orders  shall  explain  to  their  cus- 
tomers that  dilTerent  prices  prevail  in  the  different  cities  and  towns. 
Where  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  orders  is  limlteil  by  tlie  customer, 
tlie  order  sliall  be  transmitte<l  by  both  Quantity  and  amoimt  in  order 
to  give  the  member  receiving  the  order  some  leeway  in  filling  it :  but 
the  member  rei'eiving  the  onler  must  fill  it  as  si>ecifled  in  tlie  order 
to  the  best  of  his  ability  without  suffering  an  actual  loss. 

Sci^tlon  X  All  orders  sent  by  telegraph  must  be  contirmetl  imme- 
diately by  letter.  The  member  receiving  an  order  by  telegraph  from 
another  member  shall  acknowledge  receipt  thereof  by  letter  immediately 
upon  reivipt  of  the  order. 

Section  4.  All  orders  shall  be  exchangeil  between  members  at 
retail  prices.  On  all  orders  given  by  any  member  to  anotlier  member 
of  the  Association  the  member  giving  the  order  shall  take  a  discount 
of  21)  per  cent,  of  the  gross  auunint  of  the  order  when  rcinitting  to  the 
member  filling  the  order. 

Section  5.  The  offering  or  allowing  a  larger  discount  tlian  20 
per  cent,  slmll  l>e  construed  as  evidence  of  exorbitant  v>rlct\^  or  Inferior 
service.  The  acceptance  of  a  smaller  dls^vuiit  than  20  vun*  cent,  shall 
be  construed  as  evidence  of  inferior  servitv.  Members  are  iH^sitively 
prohibited  from  submitting  orders  to  others  than  those  in  the  retail 
trade.  Any  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  submitteti  to  the  Arbitra- 
tion Committee, 

Section  6.  Invoices  for  orders  exchangeil  between  members  shall  l>e 
maileii  within  ten  days  after  the  order  is  transmitteil  and  the  remit- 
tance therefor  shall  be  made  within  forty-five  days  thereafter. 

Section  7.  Any  invoice  not  paid  within  forty-five  days  after  being 
rendered,  the  discount  of  20  ivr  tvnt  provided  In  tluv^e  l>y-l>;iws  shall 
become  forfeited,  and  the  gross  amount  thereof  sliall  become  due  and 
payable,  and  payment  shall  be  made  through  the  Secretary  of  tlie  Asso- 
ciation. The  member  rendering  all  such  Invoices  shall  send  an  itemized 
statement  of  the  account  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  within 
sixty  days  after  rendition  thereof,  and  for  his  failure  to  do  so  he  shall 
forfeit  his  right  to  receive  payment  for  the  account  out  of  the  Guar- 
antee Fimd. 

Section  8.  The  Secretary  shall  at  once  notify  tJie  delinquent  debtor 
that  such  bin  has  been  fikni  with  him,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  each 
account  so  filed  with  him.  If  the  debtor  disputes  the  account,  he  shall 
at  once  remit  to  tlie  Secretary  the  amomit  claimeii  as  due,  and  ask 
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to  have  the  matter  referred  to  the  Arbitration  Committee.  If  there  is 
only  a  portion  of  the  amount  in  dispute,  the  uncontested  portion  shall 
be  remitted  to  the  claimant  by  the  Secretary  and  the  remainder  held 
to  await  the  award  of  the  Arbitration  Committee. 

Section  9.  If  any  member  fails  to  remit  to  the  Secretary,  as  pro- 
vided above,  within  ten  days  after  the  mailing  of  such  notice  by  the 
Secretary,  the  account  presented  shall  be  paid  by  the  Association  out 
of  the  Guarantee  Fund. 

Section  10.  The  delinquent  debtor  shall  be  notified  of  the  payment 
of  his  debt  by  the  Association,  and  that  if  he  does  not  reimburse  the 
Association  for  the  amount  paid  within  ten  days  his  membership  in 
the  Association  shall  cease. 

Section  11.  Any  member  who  has  an  account  against  any  florist 
who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Association  may  refer  the  same  to  the 
Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  every  effort  to  collect  the 
account  the  same  as  if  it  were  against  a  member  of  the  Association. 
When  such  account  is  paid  direct  to  creditor  the  Secretary  shall  be 
notified  immediately  so  the  account  can  be  credited  by  him  to  save 
unpleasant  complications. 

Section  12.  Any  member  guilty  of  a  violation  of  any  provision 
of  these  By-Laws,  or  of  action  detrimental  to  the  Association,  may  be 
suspended  or  expelled  from  the  Association  by  the  Arbitration  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE    XII. 

FUNDS    OF    ASSOCIATION. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  general  management 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  and  shall  direct  the  disbursement 
of  all  funds  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Directors  may  instruct  the  Treasurer  to  invest 
the  Guarantee  Fund  of  the  Association,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  not 
be  required  to  meet  current  disbursements  out  of  said  fund  for  the 
purposes  provided  in  these  By-Laws. 

Section  3.  The  oflBcers  of  the  Association  shall  have  power  to 
incur  such  obligations  as  the  duties  and  necessities  of  their  oflBcers 
shall  warrant,  and  said  obligations  shall  be  paid  by  the  Association 
upon  bills  properly  approved  by  the  President,  the  Secretary  and  the 
Treasurer. 

Section  4.  The  receipts  of  the  Association  shall  be  divided  into  a 
Guarantee  Fund  and  a  General  Fund.  The  Guarantee  Fund  shall  be 
credited  with  the  receipt  of  guarantee  fees  and  shall  be  charged  with 
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the  disbursements  made  out  of  the  fund,  as  provided  in  these  By-Laws. 
The  General  Fund  shall  be  credited  with  all  receipts  except  those  that 
it  is  specifically  provided  shall  be  credited  to  the  Guarantee  Fund.  All 
disbursements  for  purposes  other  than  those  that  it  is  specifically 
provided  to  be  made  from  the  Guarantee  Fund  shall  be  made  from 
the  General  Fund. 

Section  5.  The  fiscal  year  of  this  Association  shall  begin  on  the 
first  day  of  August  of  each  year,  and  shall  end  on  the  thirty-first 
day  of  July  of  the  following  year.  The  annual  dues  of  this  Association 
shall  begin  and  end  with  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  6.  The  members  of  this  Association  are  not,  in  any 
sense,  associated  as  co-partners.  No  member  shall  have  the  right 
or  power,  by  virtue  of  his  membership  in  the  Association,  to  act  as 
agent  for  any  other  member  of  the  Association.  The  rights  and  pow- 
ers of  the  oflScers  of  this  Association  are  limited  to  those  conferred 
upon  them  by  these  By-Laws,  and  such  as  are  reasonably  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  functions  of  their  oflfices.  No  oflBcer  of  this  Associa- 
tion, by  virtue  of  his  office,  shall  have  the  right  or  power  to  act  as 
an  agent  for  any  member  or  members  of  this  Association,  nor  to  make 
any  member  personally  liable  for  any  obligation  incurred  by  him. 
The  liabilities  of  the  members  of  this  Association  are  specifically 
limited  to  the  membership  initiation  fee,  annual  dues  and  guarantee 
fee,  as  provided  in  these  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE    XIII. 

INCREASE    IN    ANNUAL    DUES    AND    GUARANTEE    FEES — EFFECTIVE    WHEN. 

Section  1.  The  increase  in  the  annual  dues  and  guarantee  fee 
provided  in  these  By-Laws  shall  become  effective,  after  adoption  by 
this  Association,  on  August   1,   1917. 

ARTICLE    XIV. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  1.  The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  this  Association  may 
be  amended,  altered  or  repealed  by  a  two-thirds'  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  any  regular  meeting,  provided  that  notice  shall  have  beefi 
given  in  writing  to  each  member  of  the  Association  at  least  thirty  days 
prior  to  such  regular  meeting. 

President  Gude:  Gentlemen,  Mr.  John  Young,  secretary  of  the 
Society  of  American  Florists  and  Ornamental  Horticulturists  and  Mr. 
Charles  H.  Totty.  of  Flower  Show  fame,  have  just  entered :  also  Mr. 
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Max  Schling,  of  New  York  City,  a  man  small  in  stature  but  big  in  ideas, 
from  a  big  city,  and  wlio  do^  big  things. 

(At  this  time  a  magnificent  vase  of  American  Beauty  Roses  was 
presented  to  President  Gude,  with  the  compliments  of  the  Poehlmann 
Bros.  Co.) 

President  Gude:  We  are  honored  with  the  presence  this  morning 
of  Mr.  J.  A.  Valentine,  of  Denver,  Col.,  our  first  president,  and  Mr. 
Irwin  Bertermann,  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  whom  you  later  honored  by 
election  as  your  president  before  you  accepted  the  present  make-shift. 

Past-President  Valentine:  Mr.  President,  may  I  have  the  fioor  a 
moment  now? 

President  Gude:    Yes,  Mr.  Valentine. 

Past-President  Valentine:  I  do  want  at  this  time  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  enormous  amount  of  painstaking  work  that  it  is 
evident  this  committee  has  given  to  the  preparation  of  this  proposed 
Constitution  and  By-laws.  Those  of  you  who  never  have  undertaken 
work  of  that  kind  perhaps  cannot  appreciate  how  much  labor,  how 
much  thought,  and  how  much  detail  there  is  in  the  work,  that  when  it  is 
finished  it  will  be  complete  and  consistent.  I  do  not  want  to  be  taken 
as  attempting  to  pass  an  opinion  on  all  these  different  articles ;  but  con- 
sidered as  a  whole  it  seems  to  me  that  they  represent  a  mighty  success- 
ful effort  to  furnish  us  with  a  new  suit  of  clothes ;  and  before  anybody 
attempts  to  pass  on  or  modify  any  of  these  articles  which  are  submitted 
to  you  by  the  committee,  he  should  pretty  carefully  consider  whether 
be  has  anything  better  to  offer. 

Secretary  Poohelon :  I  want  to  tell  you  that  Mr.  Valentine  worked 
hard  on  this  organization  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery,  long  be- 
fore any  of  us  perhaps  thought  of  it.  He  was  the  man  who  got  up  the 
fii*st  set  of  By-laws.  Those  first  By-laws  were  good,  they  were  fine; 
and  Mr.  Bertermann  worked  hard  for  the  organization,  and  after  all  of 
his  hard  work  he  did  not  receive  sufficient  co-operation.  It  must  be 
gratifying  to  Mr.  Valentine  to  see  this  gathering  of  ladies  and  gentle- 
men here,  all  taking  an  interest  in  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery 
affairs.  (Applause.)  I  have  been  accused  of  being  the  father,  or  the 
mother  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery,  but  I  want  to  disclaim 
that,  because  the  idea  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  was  thought 
of  long  before  my  time.  I  consented  to  act  as  a  sort  of  nurse  for  this 
baby.  I  nursed  it  along  for  four  years  and  at  times  it  was  something 
of  a  hard  job.  Sometimes  it  had  a  little  overloaded  stomach,  g^ometimes 
a  little  colic,  there  was  always  some  trouble  somewhere ;  but  finally  this 
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baby  is  no  longer  a  baby,  but  a  boy,  and  has  to  go  to  school.  He  has 
to  go  to  the  school  of  publicity.  The  time  will  come  when  this  boy  will 
be  as  old  as  Sam  Hill — I  came  pretty  near  saying  as  old  as  Gurney 
Hill — and  I  want  this  man  to  be  looked  upon  with  the  same  esteem  that 
we  look  upon  Mr.  Hill.     (Applause.) 

President  Gude;  With  your  permission,  since  more  members  have 
come  in,  I  want  to  refer  to  my  opening  remarks  for  just  a  few  moments, 
and  reiterate  now  what  I  said  in  the  beginning,  that  as  your  president 
you  cannot  imagine  how  proud  I  feel  to  see  the  many  faces  before  me 
from  far  and  near.  East,  West,  North  and  South.  I  see  here  represented 
New  York,  Boston,  the  Middle  West,  and  all  the  way  through.  It  shows  the 
interest  in  the  retail  business  that  you  take,  the  awakening  of  a  spirit 
that  should  have  awakened  15  or  20  years  ago.  At  that  time  I  want 
to  say  to  the  gentlemen,  and  to  the  ladies  in  particular — because  with- 
out the  ladies  there  would  be  no  florist  business  (Applause)  and  when- 
ever I  omit  saying  ladies  first,  please  remember  that  it  is  in  my  heart 
and  I  mean  it  just  the  same — this  meeting  this  morning  is  largely  pos- 
sible because  of  the  efforts  of  the  few  men  who  have  worked  to  bring 
you  here.  A  good  many  of  us  have  simply  paid  our  dues  and  gone  our 
ways.  Proper  co-operation  has  not  been  given  in  my  estimation;  but 
this  meeting  is  going  to  evidence  such  a  co-operation  as  we  have  never 
had  before.  The  meeting  would  not  be  possible  were  it  not  for  our 
Past-President,  Mr.  Valentine,  who  spoke  to  you  a  few  moments  ago, 
who  worked  so  long  alone  to  put  this  thing  on  its  feet.  At  its  first 
inception  it  was  looked  upon  as  a  little  side  issue.  I  think  we  had 
fifty-six  members,  was  that  it?  (A  Voice:  "Fifty-seven.")  Today 
there  are  close  to  four  hundred  members,  and  what  we  lack  in  num- 
bers— we  ought  to  be  two  or  three  thousand — is  made  up  in  quality; 
because,  to  my  personal  knowledge — and  I  know  a  great  many  of  you — 
you  are  the  peers  of  everybody  engaged  in  any  business  in  the  United 
States.  Some  of  you,  perhaps,  do  not  possess  as  much  money  as  the 
other  fellow,  but  you  make  up  for  it  in  honor  and  integrity,  and  that  is 
worth  a  whole  lot.  After  Mr.  Valentine  comes  my  good-looking  young 
friend  here,  Mr.  Irwin  Bertermann,  who  has  worked  unceasingly  morn- 
ing, noon  and  night,  for  the  success  of  this  Association,  and  who  is 
largely  responsible  for  the  meeting  we  are  holding  here  today,  and  for 
my  being  present.  I  think  it  would  he  very  fitting  at  this  time  to  record 
a  vote  of  thanks  to  these  two  past  presidents  of  this  organization  for 
the  arduous  work  that  they  have  done.  The  chair  is  ready  to  entertain 
a  motion  to  that  effect. 

I.  L.  Plllsbury,  Galesburg,  111. :  I  move  that  we  tender  the  thanks 
of  this  organization  to  the  two  past  presidents  of  this  organization. 
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Mr.  J.  A.  Valentine,  Denver,  Col.,  and  Mr.  Irwin  Bertermann,  Indian- 
apolis, Ind.,  and  that  the  vote  be  taken  by  rising. 

Motion  seconded  and  carried  by  rising  and  unanimous  vote. 

Mr.  Borden :  Mr.  President,  I  want  to  move  that  we  tender  a  like 
vote  of  thanks  to  Secretary  Poohelon,  if  somebody  will  second  the 
moition. 

President  Gude:  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  did  not  by  any  means 
mean  to  slight  our  secretary.  No  one  knows  better  than  I  do  what  that 
man  has  gone  through.  He  seldom  ever  sleeps.  He  actually  had  me  up 
until  half-past  two  this  morning,  and  then  got  me  out  of  bed  at  five 
o'clock.  Think  of  that,  keeping  me  on  the  job  in  that  way !  But  I  do 
not  care  when  a  man  goes  to  bed  or  when  he  gets  up  as  long  as  he 
delivers  the  goods.  Secretary  Pochelon  has  been  delivering  the  goods, 
and  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  entertain  this  motion,  that  we 
tender  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Secretary  Pochelon  for  the  hard  work  that 
he  has  done,  and  for  which  I  am  sure  a  whole  lot  of  you  give  him 
credit.  (A  Voice:  "Also  Mr.  Rock.")  There  are  a  lot  of  us  who  perhaps 
think  that  the  treasurer  has  nothing  to  do  but  take  our  money,  put  it 
in  the  bank  and  sign  checks ;  but  Will  Rock  has  done  more  than  that. 
I  want  to  say  that  this  document  that  I  have  just  read  is  largely  his 
work.  Out  of  the  three  drafts  that  we  amalgamated  into  one,  the 
larger  amount  of  the  work  on  this  Constitution  and  By-laws  was  done 
by  Will  Rock,  our  treasurer,  of  Kansas  City.  (Applause.)  It  must  be 
apparent  to  all  present  that  to  get  up  a  document  like  that  which  I  have 
just  hurriedly  read  requires  a  great  deal  of  time,  thought  and  careful 
study.  It  would  have  been  impossible  for  you  to  come  to  a  meeting  of 
this  kind  and  to  transact  your  business  expeditiously  had  it  not  been 
that  some  one  framed  this  up  for  you ;  so  that  our  thanks  are  largely 
due  to  Mr.  Rock  for  these  By-laws,  although,  of  course,  other  members 
had  something  to  do  with  the  real  wok.  It  is  moved  and  seconded  that 
a  rising  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  at  this,  our  first  formal  meeting,  to 
our  secretary  and  to  our  treasurer,  for  the  wonderful  work  they  have 
done  for  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  and  for  the  retail  trade  in 
general. 

The  motion  carried  by  rising  and  unanimous  vote. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  I  thank  you,  but  your  presence  here  is  a 
sufficient  vote  of  thanks,  isn't  it?  I  know  Mr.  Rock  and  myself  will 
accept  it  in  that  light  willingly. 

Chas.  H.  Brown,  New  York  City :  Pardon  me.  but  I  think  that  we 
have  perhaps  gone  at  this  vote  of  thanks  business  a  little  backward; 
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and  I  want  to  propose  a  vote  of  'thanks  to  your  humble  self  for  the 
work  you  have  done.  At  any  rate,  it  was  your  postal  card  that  brought 
me  here. 

President  Grude:  It  is  very  gratifying  to  think  that  I  could  send 
out  at  least  one  postal  card  that  brought  one  member  here. 

Mr.  Brown's  motion  was  now  seconded,  and  was  put  to  vote  by 
Vice-President  George  Asmus,  who  asked  all  in  favor  to  please  rise. 

The  motion  carried  unanimously,  Mr.  Asmus  so  informing  President 
Gude. 

President  Gude:  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  thank  you  with  all  my 
heart.  If  there  is  anything  that  I  can  do  for  you  at  the  National  Capital 
any  time  I  am  at  your  service.  We  do  not  want  any  of  you  who  eame 
in  late  to  leave  the  hall  until  you  have  left  your  name  and  address  with 
the  secretary.  One  of  the  prime  objects  here  today  is  for  everybody  to 
meet  everybody  else.  Now  the  treasurer  has  a  few  remarks  to  make 
before  we  go  ahead  with  the  By-laws. 

Treasurer  W.  L.  Rock :  As  one  of  those  who  had  something  to  do 
with  getting  up  these  By-laws,  I  thought  perhaps  a  little  paper  that  I 
had  written  out  might  be  interesiting  to  you,  touching  upon  several 
points  that  are  embodied  in  this  Constitution  and  By-laws.  As  you  may 
not  all  know,  I  sent  out  350  letters  to  all  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery 
members  asking  for  replies  to  certain  questions.  I  received  in  return 
about  seventy  answers,  representing  about  one-fifth  of  the  membership. 
The  balance  of  them  I  thought  might  be  here,  but  it  looks  as  though  we 
were  going  to  have  a  good  part  of  them  here  that  did  not  answer.  With 
your  permission,  and  the  permission  of  the  Chair,  I  will  take  up  just  a 
little  of  your  time  to  read  a  short  paper  that  I  have  prepared.  Is  it 
agreeable  to  you,  Mr.  President? 

President  Gude:     Yes,  sir.    The  treasurer  will  proceed. 

Mr.  Rock  then  read  the  following: 

ADDRESS  BY  WM.  L.  ROCK,  KANSAS  CITY,  MO, 

It  has  been  evident,  for  some  time  past,  that  the  Florists'  Telegraph 
Delivery  has  outgrown  its  original  By-laws.  In  the  days  when  our 
organization  was  young  and  we  had  only  a  few  members,  our  By-laws 
covered  the  government  of  our  organization — thanks  to  the  framers, 
particularly  our  worthy  member  Mr.  Valentine.  But  our  growth  has 
been  rapid,  bringing  up  many  new  and  strange  complications,  which 
were  unthought  of  during  the  early  days  of  our  organization.     Unques- 
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tionably,  the  future  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  is  at  stake. 
The  further  growth  is  hampered  on  account  of  the  opposition  which  the 
present  By-laws  impose.  Some  members  have  seen  fit  to  criticize  cer- 
tain of  our  officers  for  their  management  of  affairs  in  the  past.  Few 
have  paused  long  enough  to  realize  that  those  officers  are  actually  ham- 
pered, in  their  duties,  on  account  of  the  inadequacy  of  our  By-laws. 
We  need  only  to  look  at  our  present  organization,  one  moment,  to  grasp 
the  bigness  of  it.  Why,  at  present  we  have  a  membership  of  350  live, 
wide-awake  florists,  who  do  things,  and  who  represent  the  best  there  is 
in  the  profession.  All  must  experience  a  certain  feeling  of  gratitude  to 
our  past  officers,  who  have  mothered  this  organization  to  its  present 
proportions.  Especially  do  we  owe  a  huge  debt  of  gratitude  to  our 
faithful,  big-hearted  secretary,  Mr.  Pochelon,  who  has  unselfishly  guided 
us;  who  has  settled  petty  personal  differences;  who  has  collected, 
through  his  cleverly  arranged  clearing  house,  many  accounts,  not  only 
for  and  from  members,  but  from  many  who  do  not  belong  to  our  organi- 
zation. All  this,  and  hundreds  of  other  things  he  has  done,  and  all 
without  any  compensation  whatever  from  the  Florists'  Telegraph  De- 
livery, save  what  is  due  him  in  the  nature  of  business  actually  handled 
in  his  establishment. 

With  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  consensus  of  opinion  concerning 
certain  important  matters  of  policy  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery, 
I  recently  sent  out  some  300  letters  to  members,  asking  their  opinions 
on  certain  questions.  Answers  were  received  from  only  66  members,  or 
a  little  over  one-sixth  of  the  number  of  letters  sent  out.  My  first  im- 
pression was  that  only  one-sixth  of  the  members  thought  of  the  im- 
portance of  attending  to  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  matters.  My 
second  thought,  however,  was  that,  perhaps,  the  rest  of  the  members 
would  attend  this  meeting,  and  here  give  their  suggestions.  But  the 
66  answers  received  contained  much  valuable  information  and  many 
good  suggestions. 

The  first  question  in  the  letter  concerns  the  changing  of  the  name 
of  the  Association,  suggesting  as  the  reasons  therefor  that  the  present 
name  is  too  long ;  it  is  difficult  to  use  in  the  average  advertising  copy ; 
is  rather  complicated,  and  fails  to  make  instantaneous  impression  on 
the  public  mind;  a  short  snappy  name  should  be  applied.  The  consen- 
sus of  opinion  seems  to  be  that  the  present  name  is  appropriate,  and 
cannot  be  improved  upon.  The  summary  of  the  answers  to  this  ques- 
tion shows  that  27  members  are  opposed  to  changing  the  name;  18  did 
not  answer  the  question;  and  21  suggested  different  names.  I  know 
of  no  more  appropriate  name  than  the  present  name  of  our  Association. 
If  we  were  to  change  the  name,  we  would,  to  a  certain  extent,  lose  our 
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identity.  Those  who  are  familiar  with  our  name  would  not  recognize 
us  under  another  name.  We  would  have  to  do  some  of  the  same  work 
over  again  to  gain  identity  under  the  new  name.  Therefore,  I  believe 
the  name  of  our  Association  should  remain  "Florists'  Telegraph  De- 
livery." 

The  second  question  was  relative  to  an  increase  in  dues  and  guar- 
antee fee,  which  asks  the  opinion  of  members  as  to  a  decided  increase 
in  dues,  classifying  the  cities  according  to  population,  and  in  such  man- 
ner, that  dues  for  members  in  small  cities  shall  be  relatively  small  in 
proportion  to  the  members  in  larger  cities.  The  consensus  of  opinion 
seems  to  be  opposed  to  such  a  decided  increase  in  the  dues.  A  sum- 
mary of  the  answers  to  this  question  shows  33  members  for  the  increase ; 
18  are  opposed  to  it;  15  did  not  answer  it;  and  3  would  resign  from 
the  Association  if  the  proposed  schedule  of  dues  should  become  effective. 
Of  the  33  members  in  favor  of  an  increase,  13  are  members  of  Class  E, 
and  8  of  Class  D,  whose  dues  would  be  increased  very  little,  if  any. 
Two  members  of  Class  C,  4  of  Class  B,  4  of  Class  A,  and  2  of  Class  AA, 
are  in  favor  of  an  increase.  Of  the  18  members  opposed  to  an  increase, 
4  are  of  Class  AA,  2  of  Class  A,  5  of  Class  B,  5  of  Class  C,  1  of  Class  D, 
and  1  of  Class  E.  Thus,  the  members  on  whom  the  greater  part  of  the 
decided  increase  in  dues  would  fall  are  opposed  to  such  a  decided 
increase. 

The  decided  increase  in  dues  scheduled  in  the  question  is,  no  doubt, 
too  much — that  is,  it  would  be  a  deterrent  to  florists  becoming  mem- 
bers of  our  Association,  and  we  do  not  wish  to  have  any  member  with- 
draw because  of  an  increase  in  dues.  But  there  should  be  some  increase 
in  the  dues  and  guarantee  fee,  because  the  benefits  derived  from  mem- 
bership in  the  Association  have  increased,  and  will  continue  to  increase, 
and  so  will  the  expense  of  the  Association. 

Unquestionably,  the  members  in  the  larger  cities  should  pay  more 
dues  than  the  members  in  smaller  cities,  because  their  business  is 
greater  than  that  of  the  members  in  the  smaller  cities.  But  as  the 
number  of  members  in  the  large  cities  increases,  the  business  of  the  city 
will  be  divided  among  all  members;  therefore,  granting  that  the  busi- 
ness in  large  cities  is  greater  than  in  smaller  cities,  after  the  division  of 
the  business  among  the  members  in  the  larger  cities  is  made  they  do  not 
get  any  more  business  per  capita  on  the  population  divided  by  the  num- 
ber of  members  in  each  city  than  do  the  members  in  smaller  cities.  In 
other  words,  if  we  divide  the  population  of  a  large  city  by  the  number 
of  members  therein,  we  have  the  per  capita  for  each  member  In  the 
city,  and  his  dues  should  be  based  upon  the  per  capita  per  member, 
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rather  than  the  total  population ;  therefore,  'the  dues  should  be  on  a 
graduated  scale,  and  the  following  scale  would  seem  to  be  an  equitable 
one,  and  reasonable  dues  for  all  members  to  pay  : 

The  annual  dues  of  memhers  whose  store  or  stores  are  located  in 
cities  having  a  population  of  150,000  or  more  shall  be  determined  by 
taking  each  of  said  cities  separately  and  dividing  the  total  population 
thereof  by  the  number  of  members  operating  a  store  or  stores  therein; 
on  the  quotient  thus  obtained,  each  of  said  members  shall  pay  $20  for 
every  150,000  or  majority  fraction  thereof,  provided  that  the  minimum 
annual  dues  shall  be  $20  and  the  maximum  $30.  The  annual  dues  of 
members  whose  store  or  stores  are  located  in  cities  having  a  popula- 
tion of — 

100,000  and  less  than  150,000  shall  be  $20.00 
50,000  and  less  than  100,000  shall  be  15.00 
25,000  and  less  than  50,000  shall  be  10.00 
10,000  and  less  than  25,000  shall  be  8.00 
10,000  and  less  shall  be       5.00 

Now  if  we  take  New  York  City,  on  this  scale,  assuming  the  popula- 
tion to  be  5,500,000,  each  member  would  pay  the  maximum  dues  of  $30 
per  annum  until  the  membership  reached  25,  after  which  the  dues  would 
drop  down  to  the  minimum  $20  per  annum.  Take  the  city  of  Chicago, 
and  assuming  the  population  to  be  2,500,000.  the  dues  of  each  memher 
would  be  the  maximum  of  $30  per  annum  until  the  membership  reached 
11,  after  which  the  dues  would  drop  down  to  the  minimum  of  $20  per 
annum.    Is  not  this  fair  and  equitable  to  all? 

Now  the  guarantee  fee  proposed  is  that  members  whose  store  or 
stores  are  located  in  cities  having  a  population  of — 

500,000  and  over                          shall  pay  $50.00 

250,000  and  less  than  500,000  shall  pay  25.00 

100,000  and  less  than  250,000  shall  pay  15.00 

50,000  and  less  than  100,000  shall  pay  10.00 

25,000  and  less  than    50,000  shall  pay  5.00 

25,000  and  less                           shall  pay  3.00 

This  is  certainly  reasonable.  As  the  amount  of  the  accounts  con- 
tracted between  members  increases,  the  greater  should  the  guarantee 
[fund  be.  The  guarantee  fee  is  paid  only  once.  Our  old  By-laws  pro- 
vide for  a  trustee  fund.  The  payment  which  is  here  termed  the  "guar- 
antee fee"  is  termed  the  "trustee  fee"  in  the  old  By-laws,  which  provide 
that  the  fee  shall  remain  the  absolute  property  of  the  member,  and  shall 
be  used  only  to  pay  the  debts  of  the  member  putting  up  the  fee.     The 
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amount  is  so  nominal  tliat  this  is,  in  effect,  no  protection  at  all  to  the 
members.  Sometimes  the  amount  owed  by  one  member  to  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  amounts  to  as  high  as  two  or  three  thousand 
dollars  in  one  month.  Fifty  dollars  is  the  maximum  fee  paid  by  any 
member.  How  far  would  this  go  to  pay  debts  to  other  members  amount- 
ing to  two  or  three  thousand  dollars?  To  have  protection,  gentlemen, 
we  must  make  this  fund  what  it  is  supposed  to  be — a  guarantee  fund. 
The  whole  fund  must  be  made  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  of 
any  member  to  other  members.  Of  course,  the  guarantee  fee  of  each 
member  who  fails  to  pay  his  debts  to  other  members  shall  be  first  used 
to  pay  his  debts,  but  if  this  is  not  sufficient,  then  the  whole  guarantee 
fund  shall  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  deficiency.  Gentlemen,  this 
can  be  said  to  be  assurance  of  the  payment  of  accounts,  the  old  trustee 
fund  cannot.  It  behooves  us  to  make  this  important  change  in  the 
By-laws. 

Treasurer  Rock :  I  have  simply  read  the  part  of  that  which  I 
had  prepared  which  relates  to  the  By-Laws  which  are  now  up  for 
your  consideration.  I  do  not  think  it  proper  to  take  up  more  of  your 
time  just  now  with  anything  else. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  I  believe  the  Committee  that  has  had  this  work 
in  charge  has  done  everything  that  is  necessary  and  that  could  be 
done.  As  in  all  organizations,  there  will  be  changes  necessary  from 
time  to  time.  I  should  think  if  there  were  any  changes  to  be  made 
at  all,  they  should  be  made  afterwards  by  the  method  provided.  I 
feel  that  we  ought  to  adopt  these  By-Laws  as  prepared,  as  they  stand 
to-day;  and  I  make  a  motion  to  that  effect,  Mr.  President. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Gloeckner,  and  stated  by  the 
Chair,  with  the  consent  of  Mr.  Breitmeyer,  in  the  following  form : 

WHEREAS  :  The  Constitution  and  By-laws  and  amendments  thereof 
of  this  Association  are  inadequate  for  the  proper  government  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Association:  and 

WHEREAS :  It  is  desired  to  adopt  a  Constitution  and  By-laws  of 
the  Association  adequate  and  complete  enough  to  cover  the  proper 
government  of  the  affairs  of  the  Association;  now,  therefore, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  and  all 
amendments  thereto  of  the  Association  now  in  effect  shall  be  repealed, 
and  the  attached  Constitution  and  By-laws  enacted  as  the  Constitution 
and  By-laws  of  the  Association.  (Signed  by  the  Officers  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. ) 
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Max  Schling,  New  York  City:  I  would  just  like  to  speak  on  one 
or  two  of  these  items  before  it  is  decided  on  with  reference  to  the 
By-laws. 

President   Gude:     You  have   the   floor,   sir. 

Mr.  Schling:  Thank  you.  I  will  not  address  you  as  "Ladies  and 
Gentlemen,"  I  will  address  you  as,  "Fellow  Members  of  the  F.  T.  D." 
We  are  here  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States.  We  possibly  may 
not  come  together  again  in  ten  years  as  we  are  here.  The  business 
that  we  have  in  hand  is  so  important  that  we  should  think  it  carefully 
over,  we  should  be  well  aware  of  what  we  are  doing.  The  By-laws, 
whether  they  were  set  up  by  Mr.  Rock  or  Mr.  Pochelon,  I  do  not  know 
which,  are  fine,  and  I  only  wish  to  speak  of  two  little  things  which 
are  important  things  for  us.  First  is  the  Guarantee  Fund ;  and  second, 
is  the  payment  out  of  the  Guarantee  Fund  of  debtors  to  us.  That  is 
a  wrong  thing  to  do  to  ourselves.  There  are  possibly  some  other  things 
which  if  I  have  a  chance  I  will  bring  up  later.  Possibly  you  are  well 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  bad  payers  are  always  bad  payers,  and  with 
respect  to  the  good  payers  we  do  not  need  anything  in  our  By-laws. 
It  happens,  personally,  that  I  have  quite  a  good  many  accounts  through- 
out the  United  States  and  among  them  some  very  good  houses.  It 
often  happens  that  along  at  Christmas  or  Easter  they  have  a  lot  of 
bookkeeping  to  do,  and  they  simply  let  my  bill  lie  until  they  are  at 
leisure  to  go  over  it.  Now  why  should  not  such  a  man  be  entitled 
to  his  commission  even  though  he  is  two  days  late?  I  think  he  is 
entitled  to  every  courtesy  that  I  can  show  him,  regardless  of  five,  ten, 
or  thirty  days.  Then,  again,  we  have  a  few  little  members  who  pay 
Into  the  Guarantee  Fund  $1.00  or  $2.00.  If  I  get  an  order  from  some 
of  those  smaller  men,  am  I  to  fill  the  order  without  knowing  anything 
about  him  and  then  send  it  on  to  the  Secretary  to  get  it  paid?  The 
Association  should  not  guarantee  anybody  unless  he  is  perfectly  clear 
from  all  debts.  The  Association  should  not  guarantee  any  one  unless 
the  Secretary  can  assure  every  single  member  that  the  man  deserves 
credit.  A  bad  payer  is  always  a  bad  payer,  and  the  good  payer  the 
Association  does  not  need  a  Guarantee  Fund  for.  Now,  in  regard  to 
the  Guarantee  Fund,  it  says  that  for  cities  of  less  than  5,000  popula- 
tion it  shall  be  $5.00,  whereas  if  a  man  gets  two  orders  for  $10.00 
each  in  one  month  and  he  sends  them  out,  although  the  man  may  be 
good,  he  may  suffer  a  loss;  a  hail-storm  may  strike  his  greenhouse,  or 
some  crop  of  his  may  fail,  and  he  will  lose  more  than  he  can  make  In 
one  or  two  years.  In  that  case,  if  the  man  is  not  good  his  $5.00  in  the 
Guarantee  Fund  would  not  help  the  Association.    I  would  propose  that 
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we  put  our  Guarantee  Fund  in  the  form  of  a  bond.  A  man  in  a  large 
city  who  gets  orders  from  all  parts  of  the  country  can  well  afford  to 
put  up  $100.00  for  the  Guarantee  Fund.  The  Guarantee  Fund  should 
be  taken  in  small  bonds  of  $25.00  each,  and  the  interest  on  these 
bonds  might  be  used  for  part  of  the  Association  expenses.  Even  the 
little  fellow  in  a  city  of  5,000  or  6,000  could  put  up  a  $25.00  bond. 
Then  you  are  going  to  get  in  a  Guarantee  Fund  which  will  enable  us 
to  feel  strong  and  healthy,  and  the  interest  will  help  pay  part  of  the 
Association  expenses.  I  do  not  know  that  it  can  be  done  in  any  simpler 
way;  but  I  think  it  is  entirely  wrong  for  us  to  guarantee  everybody. 
It  is  wrong  for  us  to  make  rules  that  apply  to  good  people  which  are 
really  only  made  to  apply  to  bad  people.    I  thank  you,  gentlemen. 

The  Chair  recognized  Secretary  Pochelon. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  I  think  Mr.  Schling  brought  up  a  very  good 
point ;  but  when  you  sum  it  right  up,  during  the  past  four  years  it  has 
been  proved  that  we  did  not  need  to  be  so  strict  about  the  Guarantee 
Fund.  Our  rules  and  regulations  cover  everything.  When  it  comes 
down  to  bad  people,  it  is  up  to  you  to  find  out  who  is  bad.  Do  not  call 
them  bad  before  you  know  anything  about  them.  If  you  live  up  to 
your  rules  and  regulations,  you  will  send  in  your  bill  and  then  the 
man  will  not  get  a  chance  to  owe  that  bill  very  long  unless  he  ceases 
to  be  a  member.  Our  rules  will  cover  that.  During  all  of  the  last  four 
years  we  have  only  had  to  pay  $6.00  out  of  the  Guarantee  Fund ;  and 
to  show  you  the  strength  of  this  organization,  during  that  time  we 
have  only  lost  two  members,  one  of  whom  was  a  man  who  sold  out 
his  business,  and  his  successor  is  one  of  our  strong  members.  The 
other  man  died,  so  we  could  not  keep  him  any  longer.  I  do  not  see 
why  we  need  fear  anything.  This  set  of  rules  was  drafted  in  order 
that  you  may  have  somethihg  to  live  up  to.  If  you  send  me  a  bill  of 
a  man  who  owes  you,  and  if  the  account  has  been  running  on  five  or 
six  months,  you  cannot  expect  me  to  go  out  and  get  that  money  for 
you,  nor  can  you  threaten  him  providing  he  is  an  outsider.  Even  if 
he  is  a  member,  you  should  have  sent  the  bill  in  sooner.  The  loss  of 
his  twenty  per  cent,  commission  is  one  of  the  things  that  will  make 
him  pay  his  bills  more  promptly  in  the  future. 

Mr.  Pillsbury,  Galesburg,  111. :  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  this  Constitution  and  By-laws  as  read.  As  far  as  I  can  see,  I  think 
they  are  splendid;  but  it  seems  to  me  it  would  be  a  mistake  for  this 
body  of  men  to  accept  them  all  at  once.  Some  of  us  may  have  some 
little  thing  that  we  may  want  to  have  changed,  and  it  seems  to  me  It 
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would  be  bol.tor  if  thoy  wcmc  adopted  one  at  a  time  as  suggested  in 
tlio  first  place. 

Mr.  Bordon  :  I  would  like  to  have  that  article  about  dues  ex- 
l)laiiied  a^aiu.  I  live  Id  llu^  city  of  liOS  Angeles,  which  has  a  population 
of  about  nOO.OOO.  I  a  in  the  only  florist  there  who  belongs  to  the  F.  T.  D. 
I  do  not  just  understand  what  my  dues  are  to  be  according  to  the  new 
By-laws. 

I'rcasurer  Rock :     You  will  pay  a  minimum  of  .$30.00. 

Mr.  Rorden  :  I  understood  that  I  was  to  pay  $30.00  on  each  50,000 
of  population. 

Treasurer  Rock  read  the  scale  of  rates  as  provided  by  the  new 
By-laws  and  called  attention  to  the  minimum  and  maximum  provision. 

Mr.  Borden  :  I  am  the  only  florist  in  Los  Angeles  tliat  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  F.  T.  1).  If  there  were  ten  they  would  produce  $200.00  a 
year  for  the  Association  at  $20.00  apiece,  as  I  understand  you. 

J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Neb.:  I  would  lilce  to  ask  what  is  the  idea  of 
raising  the  dues? 

Treasurer  Rock :     We  are  not  raising  them  very  perceptibly, 

Mr.  Hess :  There  ought  to  be  some  explanation  given  as  to  what 
we  are  going  to  do  with  the  money.  I  think  it  would  be  a  good  Idea 
before  we  vote  on  this  proposition  to  aslt  wliat  we  are  going  to  do 
with  the  money,  and  wliat  tlie  idea  is? 

Secretary  Pocbehm :  The  great  trouble  is  that  a  good  many  of 
our  members  do  not  seem  to  understand  the  workings  of  this  organiza- 
tion. They  have  never  interested  themselves  in  it  deeply  enougli.  I 
think  some  of  our  members  have  an  idea  that  the  annual  income  of  the 
F.  T.  D.  is  now  about  $10,000.00.  Four  years  ago  you  had  an  annual 
Income  from  dues  of  $203.00.  You  now  have  thirteen  members  who 
pay  $2.00  annually,  making  $20.00;  91  members  who  pay  $10.00  an- 
nually, making  $910.00.  You  have  224  members  who  pay  $4.00  a  year. 
Members  in  towns  of  300,000  population  get  this  service  for  $4.00  a  year, 
when  the  F.  T.  I),  is  paying  out  nearly  $4.00  for  postage  stamps  alone 
for  every  one  of  the  members  per  year. 

Mr.  Ilill:  It  seems  to  me  that  you  ought  io  put  the  inolion  as  to 
whether  you  accept  Mr.  Breitmeyer's  motion,  or  are  going  to  take  up 
the  sections  seriatim. 

Vice-President  Asmus :   You  have  all  heard   this   read,  gentlemen. 
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If  you  wore  to  attempt;  to  tak(;  up  ('U(;h  (tno.  of  those  and  (IIhcuhs  t!iem 
now  it  will  mean  a  wliole  lot  of  time  which  1  think  you  Hhould  .save. 
I  think  they  are  ideal  for  our  i)reHent  eonditiouH  and  put  no  hardship 
on  anybody.  If  any  necesHity  for  clian^'o  comes  up  at  any  one  of  the 
meetings  they  can  be  changed.  The  Secretary,  who  has  done  all  the 
work  of  that  Committee,  knows  the  ins  and  outs  of  it.  The  President, 
the  I'ast  Presidents,  and  the  directors  got  tog(;ther  and  put  them 
into  good  concise  shape,  and  if  you  are  to  go  :j11  over  them  and  talk 
alM)ut  them  it  will  ttiko  a  great  dcsil  of  valuable  time.  I  think  after 
hearing  tliem  rojid  you  will  agn^e  with  nut,  when  you  understand  them, 
that  they  are  perfect.  Mr.  Schling  started  talking  about  the  (iuarantee 
Fund.  That  is  a  great  check  to  protect  us.  I  would  like  to  see  Mr. 
Breitmeyer's  motion  carried    (Several   Voices:  "Question!  Question!"). 

President  Oud(; :  Fellow  members,  there  is  a  motion  before  the 
body  to  the  effect  that  this  n(!W  C'onstitution  and  IJy-laws  as  rend 
be  adopted  as  a  whole.  Are  you  ready  for  the  cpiostionV  All  in  favor 
will  say  "aye";  those  opposed,  "no."  The  moti<m  is  carri(Ml  unnnimously, 
and  the  By-laws  stand  adopted.  Personally,  I  want  to  extend  the 
thanks  of  the  Committee  for  the  confidence  that  you  have  rei)osed  in 
them  by  your  vote.  Remember,  please,  if  there  is  anything  in  these 
By-laws  when  you  get  them  in  print  tliat  you  are  not  thoroughly  en- 
liglitened  on,  do  not  lu^sitato  to  (constitute  yourself  a  ('ommittcio  of 
One  and  write  the  Secn^tary  for  enlightenment,  which  he  will  cheer- 
fully giv(i  you  at  any  time.  At  this  time,  before  proceeding  witli  any 
other  business,  our  Vice-President  Mr.  Asm  us,  who  lives  in  Chicago, 
has  some  announcements  to  make.  Please  give  attention  to  our  Vice- 
President. 

Vice-President  Asmus  in  behalf  of  the  Chicago  Florists,  wholesale 
and  retail,  who  were  looking  to  the  entertainment  of  the  visitors,  now 
announced  a  luncheon  at  the  Hotel  LaSalle  at  a  quarter  after  twelve 
o'clock,  after  which,  he  stated,  autos  would  bo  in  readiness  to  take  tlie 
visitors  to  the  wholesale  houses.  He  furth(!r  announced  tlujt  for  the 
morrow  an  automobile  ride  had  been  planned  for  Unt  visitors,  through 
the  various  pnrks,  to  be  followcMl  l)y  n  luncheon,  but  this  was  all  subject 
to  whatever  the  Convention  might  d(;sire.  H(!  hoped  that  everyone 
would  stay  and  have  lunch,  and  afterwards  spend  an  hour  at  the 
markets  and  be  ready  to  get  down  to  busiriess  again  at  three  o'clock. 

A.  F.  I'.ordoii,  Los  Angel(!s,  Cn\.  :  Wliiit  time  will  we  jidjoiirii  tonight  V 

Vice-I'resident    Asmus:     I    do    not    know    just    when    we    will    get 
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through.    I  think  perhaps  it  will  be  necessary  that  we  have  a  night 
session. 

President  Gude:  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  you  have  all  heard  the 
kind  invitation  extended  by  Mr.  Asmus.  We  will  endeavor  to  adjourn 
here  at  twelve  o'clock,  but  do  not  think  that  you  have  to  hurry  up. 
Everything  to  be  done  at  this  meeting  will  be  of  importance  to  you 
to  take  back  home  with  you.  We  have  up  for  consideration  publicity, 
we  have  collections,  we  have  a  hundred  and  one  things  to  talk  over. 
Any  of  you  can  come  along  with  ideas,  and  here  is  the  place  to  exploit 
them,  at  this  meeting.  We  are  going  to  adjourn  at  twelve  until  three 
o'clock.  No  matter  where  you  go  after  lunch,  be  sure  to  be  back  here 
at  three  o'clock  promptly.  In  that  way  you  will  benefit  yourselves  and 
benefit  the  oflScers. 

Past  President  Valentine:  Before  we  leave  the  matter  of  the 
adoption  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws,  I  want  to  say  just  one 
thing  that  has  occurred  to  me.  I  would  have  preferred  to  have  had 
the  Constitution  taken  up  seriatim,  article  by  article,  so  that  you 
would  have  heard  it  read  again  and  it  would  have  sunk  in  a  little 
bit  deeper.  I  am  glad  they  are  adopted.  I  do  not  mean  that  these  remarks 
be  taken  as  criticism.  I  want  you  to  read  them  over  sufficiently  so 
that  you  may  know  what  the  rules  are  that  you  are  working  under. 
When  you  go  home  copies  will  be  furnished  to  you  and  you  can  make 
it  your  business  to  make  yourselves  familiar  with  them.  You  have 
to  know  the  rules  of  every  game  you  play,  so  just  study  these  rules 
and  play  this  game  according  to  the  rules. 

Geo.  W.  Kay,  Youngstown,  O. ;  I  come  from  the  biggest  little 
town  in  this  country.  For  one  thing,  we  produce  more  steel,  which 
does  not  go  into  the  making  of  ammunition,  to  the  square  mile 
than  any  other  city  in  the  world.  Our  five  banks  in  the  Youngstown 
clearing-house  clear  close  to  ten  million  dollars  a  week,  which  I  think 
is  not  surpassed  by  any  one  city  in  this  country.  I  want  to  make  an 
offer  to  the  Association,  and  the  Secretary  can  facilitate  this.  If  there 
is  any  florist  in  Youngstown,  Ohio,  who  owes  a  bill  that  cannot  be 
collected,  just  present  the  bill  to  the  Kay-Dimond  Company,  and  we 
will  take  care  of  it.  We  have  in  our  expense  account  an  item  that  we 
devote  to  charity,  and  which  comprises  contributions  to  the  Y.  M.  O.  A., 
the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  the  Boy  Scouts,  the  Fresh  Air  Fund,  and  a  couple  of 
other  little  items.  This  fund  represents  one  per  cent,  of  our  receipts; 
and  we  have  a  matter  of  a  little  over  $1,000.00  in  our  fund  with  which 
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we  can  take  care  of  any  account  that  any  of  our  florists  owe  to  any- 
other  florist  in  Youngstown,  Ohio. 

I  thank  you  (Applause). 

President  Gude :  Mr.  Kay,  I  thank  you  very  much  for  these  remarks. 
I  see  that  you  are  in  a  very  good  position  to  be  appointed  District  Repre- 
sentative in  your  section.  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  will  ask  those  of  you 
who  are  standing  up  to  kindly  be  seated.  Right  now  I  want  to  know  who 
you  are,  and  will  ask  you  to  rise  in  your  seats,  face  the  audience,  and 
give  your  names  in  plain  English,  and  whom  you  represent,  then  take 
your  seat  again.    Do  it  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

(The  request  was  at  once  complied  with,  and  all  those  present 
announced  their  names  and  business  in  rotary  fashion.) 

President  Gude,  with  a  few  complimentary  remarks,  next  intro- 
duced Mr.  C.  E.  Schulz,  of  the  Jacob  Schulz  Co.,  Louisville,  Ky. 

Mr.  Schulz :  I  want  to  thank  Mr.  Gude  for  his  very  complimentary 
remarks.  I  do  not  know  of  anything  that  I  have  ever  done  that  would 
justify  his  making  such  a  spiel  in  my  behalf.  I  have  taken  an  interest 
in  the  F.  T.  D.  ever  since  its  inception,  and  I  have  used  every  en- 
deavor to  get  members  in;  but  in  my  opinion  our  organization  has 
never  made  the  progress  that  it  should  have  made.  "We  to-day  have 
350  members,  as  I  understand,  whereas  we  ought  to  have  1500  and 
not  until  we  reach  that  point  will  we  be  able  to  do  big  things.  How 
to  go  about  that  is  hard  to  say.  One  thing  that  I  could  never  figure 
out  in  my  mind  is,  why  should  we  aflaiiate  with  the  S.  A.  F.?  I  figure 
that  we  are  retail  business  men  engaged  in  the  retail  flower  business, 
and  to  promote  the  retail  flower  business  as  well  as  create  a  demand 
for  flowers.  Now  what  is  the  S.  A.  F.  doing  to  help  us?  That  is  one 
thing  that  I  would  like  to  be  enlightened  on.  Another  matter,  is  the 
question  of  publicity.  We  in  our  town  have  always  been  believers 
in  newspaper  advertising,  direct  advertising,  and  so  forth.  I  presume 
all  of  you  here  know  about  the  F.  T.  D.  and  what  it  is,  but  the 
general  public  do  not  know  about  it ;  and  until  we  get  them  interested 
so  that  they  know  what  the  F.  T.  D.  stands  for  we  will  not  accomplish 
anything.  I  presume  at  this  meeting  that  question  will  be  taken  up, 
at  least  I  hope  so.  I  shall  be  disappointed  in  my  trip  if  we  do  not 
get  somewhere  along  that  line.  The  name  of  our  organization  has 
never  been  given  proper  publicity,  so  that  people  will  know  what  it 
stands  for.    I  would  have  a  trademark  that  could  be  placed  on  our

cut  flower  boxes,  and  everything  that  we  send  out,  that  would  immedi- 
ately tell  the  public  what  the  F.  T.  D.  means. 

I  thank  you   (Applause). 

Mr.  Schling :  I  advertise  pretty  heavily  in  magazines,  and  I  think  the 
only  way  to  do  is  to  put  up  at  least  $12,000.00  a  year  to  advertise  our  busi- 
ness successfully.  Even  to  advertise  it  half  way  successfully,  $12,000  is  a 
very  small  amount  for  such  a  large  body  of  men.  We  should  treble  our 
dues  at  least  over  what  we  want  to  increase  them  to  in  order  to  get  some 
benefit ;  we  should  take  a  whole  page  ad.  even  if  it  costs  $12,000.00  or  $15,- 
000.00  a  year,  and  insert  the  names  of  each  one  of  our  members.  We  should 
advertise  to  the  effect  that,  "If  you  need  any  flowers  any  place  in  the 
world,  the  F.  T.  D.  can  attend  to  it,  they  will  do  it  for  you."  That  is  the 
only  advertising  we  can  do.  It  would  not  help  us  to  put  in  a  small 
ad.  once  in  a  while.  If  you  say  that  the  "Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery 
Association  covers  every  city  in  the  United  States.  Write  to  the  Secre- 
tary for  Particulars",  that  would  not  help  us.  Why,  they  can  write 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States.  We  have  to  put  in  a  list  of 
all  of  our  members  so  that  they  can  go  to  the  man  in  their  own 
city.  Such  advertising  will  cost  money,  and  I  do  not  think  we  are 
ripe  enough  to  go  into  it  on  such  a  large  scale  for  the  F.  T.  D.,  because 
there  are  too  many  men  that  want  to  see  their  names  in  the  advertise- 
ment, and  consequently  we  would  have  to  take  a  big  space  in  the 
magazine,  which  we  have  not  got  money  to  pay  for  at  present. 

Fred  C.  Weber,  Jr.,  St.  Louis,  Mo. :  We  are  great  supporters  of 
the  F.  T.  D.,  and  before  we  take  up  the  matter  of  dues  with  another 
organization  we  belong  to,  we  will  give  it  more  consideration.  But 
if  the  F.  T.  D.  would  increase  the  dues  of  the  members  we  are  perfectly 
willing  to  pay  three  or  four  times  as  much  for  our  dues  per  year  if 
we  could  devise  some  way  of  advertising  flowers  and  carrying  out  a 
general  scheme  of  publicity  all  over  the  country.  That  is  a  very  good 
thing,  and  I  think  we  really  ought  to  do  it,  and  increase  the  dues  of 
each  florist  all  over  the  country.  If  they  would  just  stop  to  think,  they 
would  realize  the  amount  of  business  they  would  get  from  all  over  the 
world  by  just  paying  slightly  more  money  to  reach  the  public  direct. 
We  do  not  reach  the  public  enough. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  I  am  very  glad  you  started  this.  At  the  same 
time  I  would  like  to  see  this  publicity  discussion  put  over  to  another 
session,  because  there  is  so  much  of  it  that  we  ought  to  go  through  it 
the  same  as  you  went  through  your  By-laws.  Now  Mr.  Schling  says 
that  we  cannot  get  our  lists  in  the  publications.    How  big  do  you  sup-

pose  our  list  is?    How  much  does  a  page,  for  instance,  cost  in  the 
Saturday  Evening  Post? 

Mr.  Schling:  I  have  the  prices  with  me  but  not  just  here  at  this 
minute. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  So  have  I.  If  you  cannot  furnish  them,  there 
are  a  half  dozen  advertising  men  here  from  all  over  the  country. 

Mr.  Schling:  There  are  better  papers  than  the  Post. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  Our  dues  are  $2.00,  $4.00  and  $10.00  a  year. 
Figure  that  up  and  you  will  find  that  it  does  not  leave  much  to  be 
paid  for  advertising  the  retailers  in  the  columns  of  the  trade  papers. 
You  are  paying  $4.00  a  year  for  $10.00  worth  of  publicity  that  you  get 
out  of  your  list.  I  hope  some  day  they  will  all  see  it  the  same  way 
that  I  do,  that  we  have  the  opportunity  for  the  greatest  business  propo- 
sition that  anybody  ever  saw.  People  who  are  outside  of  the  F.  T.  D. 
see  the  possibilities  much  more  than  we  do  ourselves.  For  Heaven's 
sake,  don't  let  us  wait  and  let  any  other  corporation  do  all  the  adver- 
tising. I  am  going  to  tell  you  something  in  regard  to  the  Philadelphia 
Flower  Show.  They  allowed  me  then  $1,000.00  for  clerical  force  and  so 
forth.  Well,  I  was  allowed  to  spend  that  $1,000.00  as  I  saw  fit,  and 
I  used  $750.00  for  the  clerical  force,  and  the  rest  of  it  I  put  into  this 
advertising  to  try  it  out.  This  thing  cost  $177.00,  and  I  want  to  tell 
you  that  I  was  surprised  at  the  results,  the  replies  that  we  got.  We 
got  replies  showing  what  would  happen  if  we  did  it  on  a  larger  scale. 
But  that  was  a  trial.  I  have  done  many  things  on  my  own  hook  which 
if  Mr.  Bertermann  had  ever  found  out  beforehand  he  would  not  have 
let  me  do,  he  would  have  sat  down  on  me.  When  I  got  an  idea  I  tried 
to  carry  it  out  if  I  thought  it  was  a  good  one.  I  know  I  have  made 
mistakes,  I  know  I  have  been  criticised,  and  I  am  willing  to  take  the 
criticism;  but  if  you  do  not  try  anything  you  will  not  find  out  any- 
thing, you  will  not  know  which  way  the  wind  blows.  If  I  did  wrong  I 
am  still  within  my  allowance,  and  I  cannot  be  called  down  unless 
by  the  Directors  and  the  President.  I  have  not  spent  it  for  myself. 
Often  some  one  has  remarked  perhaps,  "He  has  a  new  car,  he  is 
surely  making  a  lot  of  money  out  of  the  F.  T.  D.";  but  I  have  still  a 
little  side  issue  in  my  own  concern  of  which  I  am  proprietor,  I  don't 
have  to  make  any  money  out  of  the  F.  T.  D.,  or  out  of  the  Western 
Union,  or  anybody  else. 

Geo.  W.  Kay,  Youngstown,  O. :  I  would  like  to  find  some  way  by 
which  the  F.  T.  D.  could  finance  the  cost  of  obtaining  a  list  of  all 
florists  who  do  not  pay  their  bills.    Such  information  would  benefit  the 
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members  of  the  F.  T.  D.  I  have  a  few  figures  here  that  will  interest 
some  of  you  with  regard  to  the  distribution  of  our  receipts,  and  which 
show  that  we  spend  five  per  cent,  of  our  money  for  advertising.  There 
is  not  a  man,  woman  or  child  in  Youngstown,  Ohio,  who  does  not  know 
that  we  are  in  business  and  that  they  can  have  flowers  delivered  any 
place  in  the  world  through  us  by  wire  or  letter  (Applause).  We  send 
magnolia  wreaths  for  soldiers  killed  in  battle  in  Austria,  Italy,  Russia, 
England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  delivered  by  the  Adams  Express  Com- 
pany. 

President  Gude:  We  are  drawing  close  to  the  noon  hour,  and 
there  are  one  or  two  more  we  want  to  hear  from  before  we  adjourn  this 
session.  I  realize  that  there  has  been  no  motion  before  the  house  and  that 
these  talks  have  been  a  little  informal;  but  these  things  are  all  very 
good  relating  to  the  publicity  proposition,  which  we  will  take  up  at 
three  o'clock  this  afternoon  or  to-morrow  morning.  We  would  like  to 
hear  at  this  time  from  Mr.  George  A.  Washburn. 

President  Gude:  We  would  like  to  hear  next  from  Mr.  Irwin 
Bertermann,  Past  President  of  the  Association. 

Past  President  Bertermann:  Mr.  President,  I  notice  that  we  have 
with  us  two  representatives  of  the  Western  Union.  Now  in  my  admin- 
istration, and  I  believe  in  Mr.  Valentine's  administration,  this  Western 
Union  matter  has  been  bandied  back  and  forth.  The  first  time  we  had 
any  meeting  with  the  Western  Union  people  we  were  skeptical  in  re- 
gard to  them,  we  rather  looked  askance  at  them,  and  wondered  what 
they  were  going  to  do  (A  Voice:  "The  Postal  also.")  The  Postal  Tele- 
graph Company  also.  We  were  skeptical  in  regard  to  those  companies, 
we  did  not  know  why  they  were  interested.  In  fact,  I  had  calls  as 
often  as  twice  a  month  from  one  of  those  gentlemen,  and  have  had 
their  officials  come  to  me  time  and  again  for  suggestions,  wondering 
what  our  Association  was  going  to  do.  For  a  while  I  thought  the  Western 
Union  was  going  to  try  to  take  this  business  away  from  us.  They  are  a 
great  big  corporation,  weightier  and  more  powerful  than  we  are,  and 
I  thought  perhaps  they  were  going  to  take  up  the  business  of  telegraph- 
ing flowers  for  financial  gain.  I  investigated  further  and  I  found  that 
the  Western  Union  has  no  legal  right  to  engage  in  business  not  covered 
by  its  charter,  that  they  could  not  legally  engage  directly  in  the  sale 
of  any  commodity ;  and  I  believe  I  would  be  backed  up  in  that  assertion 
by  their  own  representatives.  The  Western  Union  has  been  very  kind  to 
us  in  many  ways.  On  the  other  hand,  I  feel  that  this  Association  has 
been  a  source  of  great  inspiration  to  the  Western  Union;  in  fact,  I 
understand  that  some  of  the  employes  of  the  Western  Union  are  to  be 
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advanced  because  of  their  taking  up  this  matter,  it  having  put  thous- 
ands of  dollars  into  the  treasury  of  the  Western  Union.  I  would  like 
to  hear  from  the  representatives  of  the  Western  Union  at  this  time 
stating  just  what  their  position  is  toward  the  Florists'  Telegraph  De- 
livery. I  would  like  also  to  hear  from  the  representatives  of  both  the 
Western  Union  and  the  Postal  as  to  in  what  way  they  can  be  of  direct 
benefit  to  this  Association,  and  in  what  way  they  can  contribute  toward 
the  success  of  flower  business  by  telegraph.   I  thank  you,  gentlemen. 

President  Gude:  We  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  Mr.  F.  D.  Bermke 
of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company.  Come  to  the  front,  Mr. 
Bermke. 

F.  D.  Bermke,  W.  U.  T.  Co.,  Chicago,  111.:  Mr.  Chairman,  ladies 
and  gentlemen,  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  is  primarily 
engaged  in  the  telegraph  business;  but  the  delivery  of  flowers  by  tele- 
graph, while  not  new,  received  as  far  as  we  are  aware  its  flrst  wide- 
spread publicity  last  Easter  and  Mother's  Day.  The  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company  spent  a  considerable  sum  of  money  in  the  develop- 
ment— mind  you,  in  the  development — and  furtherance  of  this  business. 
The  orders  that  we  received  and  filled  were  purely  developed  orders,  and 
it  is  highly  probable  that  these  orders  would  have  never  been  executed 
or  evolved  unless  through  our  advertising  <?ampaign.  The  idea  that 
prompted  us  to  develop  this  business — mind  you,  the  idea  that  prompted 
us  to  develop  this  business — was  that  there  are  thousands  of  people 
away  from  home  who  need  only  to  be  reminded  that  their  dear  ones 
back  home  would  appreciate  a  flower  above  all  other  gifts  by  reason 
of  the  love  and  sentiment  that  it  conveys.  In  order  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  this  service,  we  had  to  remodel  and  revamp  our  money-order 
system  so  that  the  money  and  the  purchase  could  be  sent  in  one  and 
the  same  telegram.  The  Western  Union  stands  ready  to  co-operate  with 
you  to  the  fullest  extent  in  the  development  of  this  business;  it  being 
understood  that  we  have  no  interest  in  these  orders  save  as  to  the 
telegraph  tolls  only.  With  your  enthusiastic  co-operative  work  the  idea 
of  flowers  by  telegraph  should  prove  profitable  to  both  parties  of  the 
first  and  second  part.   I  thank  you,  gentlemen. 

Mr.  Pillsbury :  I  believe  we  all  appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  Western 
Union  Telegraph  Company.  We  could  not  do  business  by  telegraph 
without  them.  Last  Easter  or  last  Christmas  they  brought  around  a 
card  to  put  in  my  window,  "Leave  orders  with  the  Western  Union  Tele- 
graph Company  for  flowers." 

Karl  P.  Baum,  Knoxville,  Tenn. :    Before  I  left  they  brought  me 
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the  same  kind  of  a  sign.  I  used  part  of  the  sign  and  covered  the 
balance  of  it  up  with  my  own  advertisement. 

President  Gude :  Is  there  a  representative  of  the  Postal  Telegraph 
Company  here?  (There  was  no  response  at  this  time.)  It  might  not 
be  amiss  just  before  adjourning  for  me  to  say  that,  as  most  of  you 
know,  I  am  at  the  National  Capital  where  we  probably  meet  more  of 
the  traveling  public  from  all  over  the  world  than  in  any  other  city, 
certainly  we  come  in  contact  with  this  telegraph  delivery  business  there 
very  much.  If  the  Western  Union  has  any  intention  of  going  into  the 
florist  business  they  have  not  given  any  evidence  of  it  at  Washington, 
and  I  believe  that  the  more  flowers  that  they  induce  orders  to  be  sent 
for  the  better  it  will  be  for  the  F.  T.  D.  I  do  not  care  very  much  just 
how  they  handle  their  orders,  because  a  retail  man  somewhere  will  get 
the  profit  out  of  the  orders  that  they  are  handling  with  all  the  machin- 
ery that  they  have.  They  are  certainly  better  equipped  than  the  average 
retail  florist  in  small  cities.  Let  me  give  you  an  illustration  that  hap- 
pened within  the  last  ten  days.  I  am  one  of  the  favored.  The  Western 
Union  favor  me  when  they  can.  An  order  came  for  two  dozen  roses, 
a  telegram  from  the  State  of  Washington  to  the  Western  Union  Com- 
pany in  Washington.  The  order  was  turned  over  to  me  and  they  tried 
two  or  three  times  to  deliver  the  flowers,  and  the  people  were  not  there, 
so  the  only  thing  to  do  was  to  bring  the  order  to  me  and  let  me  attend 
to  it.  That  same  thing  may  happen  in  your  town  or  any  other  town. 
It  is  the  fellow  who  does  things  that  will  get  the  returns.  I  say,  more 
power  to  the  telegraph  companies  for  all  that  they  have  done.  The 
Western  Union  representative  spoke  of  Easter  and  Mother's  Day  busi- 
ness. He  probably  is  not  as  familiar  as  some  of  us  are  with  what  this 
map  means. 

Mr.  Bermke :  What  I  referred  to  was  the  wide-spread  publicity 
given  on  our  part. 

President  Gude :  I  do  not  know  whether  all  the  members  know 
about  this.  This  map  (pointing  to  a  large  map  of  the  United  States  that 
hung  behind  the  President's  table)  was  on  exhibition  before  440,000 
people  who  paid  admissions  into  the  Flower  Show  in  Philadelphia.  We 
sent  out  telegrams  to  a  number  of  our  members  to  deliver  flowers  to 
their  respective  Mayors.  We  got  acknowledgements  from  some  three 
hundred  of  them,  and  we  got  newspaper  reading  notices  which  if  paid 
for  as  advertisements  would  have  cost  us  thousands  and  thousands  of 
dollars.  If  we  had  not  had  the  co-operation  of  the  Western  Union  in 
sending  out  those  three  hundred  telegrams  so  that  everybody  got  them 
promptly,  we  would  not  have  had  the  result  that  we  did — all  sorts  of 
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notices  that  advertised  the  Flower  Show.  It  all  went  toward  educating 
the  people  on  the  broad  plan  of  creating  sentiment  through  flowers  that 
words  will  not  convey — letting  God  Almighty's  flowers  carry  them.  Now, 
whatever  the  Western  Union  does  in  this  direction  it  is  better  for  you, 
better  for  me,  and  better  for  all  of  us;  so  I  say,  more  power  to  them. 
Let  us  take  a  great  big  broad  view  of  it  and  advertise  flowers  every- 
where. When  the  war  is  over,  I  hope  to  have  a  good  business  on  the 
other  side  of  the  ocean. 

President  Gude :  It  is  now  a  few  minutes  to  twelve  o'clock  and  we 
cannot  take  up  any  formal  matter  at  this  time,  but  will  hear  from  any 
one  who  wants  to  address  us  for  five  minutes. 

Mr.  Schling :  I  have  something  that  is  of  importance  to  all  florists. 
This  does  not  relate  to  the  F.  T.  D.  solely,  but  to  all  of  the  florists  in 
general — ^any  of  us  who  has  a  box  of  flowers  to  be  shipped  anywhere, 
whether  by  Wells  Fargo,  Adams  or  American  Express,  going  to  some 
little  town  in  the  mountains  or  elsewhere.  In  such  cases  the  express 
agent,  if  the  package  is  beyond  his  delivery  limits,  will  write  a  postal 
card  to  the  consignee  to  call  for  the  package.  Sometimes  it  is  for  a 
funeral,  sometimes  for  a  wedding — and  flowers,  from  their  very  nature, 
do  not  get  any  better  when  they  are  allowed  to  lay  over-night  or  a 
whole  day  in  the  express  office.  Sometimes  it  is  a  little  town  where  there 
is  a  small  local  express  company  that  will  shove  the  flowers  ahead,  but 
oftener  they  write  a  postal  card  for  the  people  to  call.  I  was  in  Florida 
for  some  time,  and  they  sent  me  flowers  from  the  store,  two  or  three 
times  a  week,  so  that  I  should  not  miss  my  home  and  family.  The  hotel 
was  about  fifteen  minutes'  walk  from  the  steamer  landing,  but  the  local 
express  agent  would  send  me  a  postal  card  to  call  and  get  the  package. 
Sometimes  I  would  not  get  the  postal  card  until  the  second  day.  I  took 
this  matter  up  in  correspondence  with  the  presidents  or  vice-presidents 
of  the  different  express  companies,  and  I  have  now  accomplished  this 
much — that  they  have  agreed  to  do  something  in  the  matter,  and  I  am 
going  to  get  the  New  York  Association  of  Retail  Florists  also  interested. 
The  companies  have  agreed  to  have  labels  printed  advising  their  respec- 
tive agents  in  small  cities  or  towns  that  any  flowers  received  by  tliem 
for  delivery  are  to  be  forwarded  to  destination,  and  cost  collected  at 
the  home  office ;  or,  in  other  words,  from  the  original  shipper,  the  florist. 
They  have  gone  so  far  in  my  own  personal  case  as  to  hire  a  taxicab  to 
send  a  wedding  order  something  like  six  and  a  half  miles.  The  wedding 
order  represented  $75.00,  and  they  sent  me  a  bill  for  $2.10.  They  know 
me,  and  they  take  chances  of  my  paying  the  charges  whatever  they  are. 
In  these  little  towns  the  local  express  company  will  collect  twenty-five 
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or  fifty  cents  for  delivering  a  box  from  the  express  office.  Now,  when 
you  gentlemen  go  home  I  wish  you  would  speak  to  your  respective 
clubs,  and  if  they  want  to  take  care  of  their  members  in  this  way, 
have  them  write  to  me  and  give  me  authority,  so  that  when  I  close  the 
matter  up  for  our  Association  in  New  York  I  can  close  it  up  for  the 
whole  craft.  I  think  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  every  one  of  us. 

(A  formal  resolution  repealing  the  former  Constitution  and 
By-laws  was  offered  at  this  time  and  adopted  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Valentine,  with  the  understanding  that  it  was  to  be  ef- 
fective nunc  pro  tunc  and  appear  as  if  offered  and  adopted 
as  the  motion  adopting  the  new  Constitution  and  By-laws  as 
heretofore  set  out.) 

President  Gude:   We  will  now  stand  adjourned  until  three  o'clock 
when  we  will  re-convene  here  for  further  business. 

The  Session  adjourned  accordingly. 


SECOND  SESSION.  WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON, 
OCTOBER  n,  1916 

The  convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  President  Gude  in 
the  Chair. 

President  Gude :  The  hour  of  three  has  arrived.  There  are  not  as 
many  back  here  as  I  hoped,  but  I  suppose  it  is  due  to  the  hospitality  of 
the  Chicago  people.  We  will  proceed  with  the  reading  of  the  sugges- 
tions by  Mr.  Rock  in  reference  to  the  By-laws  and  other  matters.  After 
that  the  next  order  of  business  will  be  the  question  of  publicity.  Mr. 
Rock  will  give  us  what  he  has  to  say. 

Treasurer  Rock :  What  I  am  about  to  read  was  somewhat  in  answer 
to  the  questions  I  sent  out  in  the  circular  letter  of  July  14th  (reading 
the  same  as  follows) : 

PLEASE  CONSIDER  CAREFULLY  THESE  PROPOSALS  AND 
INDICATE  YOUR  VIEWS  RELATIVE  TO  EACH: 

1. — Suggesting  that  the  name  of  our  organization.  Florists'  Tele- 
graph Delivery  be  changed.  Contending  that  the  present  name  is  too 
long.  It  is  difficult  to  use  in  the  average  advertising  copy,  is  rather  com- 
plicated and  fails  to  make  instantaneous  impression  on  the  public  mind. 
A  short  snappy  name  should  be  applied.    What  is  your  suggestion?

5. — Have  you  any  suggestion  as  to  other  clauses  which  should  be 
embodied  in  the  proposed  by-laws. 

At  the  Houston  Convention  it  was  decided  to  adjourn  the  meeting 
to  Chicago  on  October  11  and  12,  1916. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  F.  T.  D.  has  outgrown  its  child's  clothes, 
and  is  in  need  of  a  full  grown  outfit.  Our  constitution  and  by-laws  are 
antique  and  inadequate  to  meet  the  present  demands  of  our  organiza- 
tion. Committees  have  been  appointed  at  different  times  to  draft  new 
by-laws,  but  thus  far  have  not  been  heard  from.  It  is  the  earnest  desire 
of  the  officers  to  gather  a  consensus  of  opinions  from  members  to  be 
presented  at  the  Chicago  meeting  not  necessarily  for  immediate  adop- 
tion, but  merely  to  have  material  for  discussion. 

Opportunity  is  here  afforded  every  member  to  express  his  views 
which  will  be  given  careful  consideration  and  incorporated  into  the 
proposed  by-laws.  Moreover  it  is  your  duty  and  to  your  own  welfare 
to  lend  what  assistance  you  can  in  this  work. 

Please  be  prompt  with  your  reply  as  the  time  is  growing  short.

The  third  and  fourth  questions  of  the  letter  sent  to  members  have 
to  do  with  the  methods  of  gaining  funds  for  publicity  advertising,  speci- 
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fically  asking  the  opinions  of  the  members  as  to  whether  the  funds 
should  be  gained  by  pro  rata  assessment  or  by  voluntary  subscription, 
and  for  an  expression  of  ideas  as  to  the  most  effective  methods  of  dis- 
bursing such  fund.  The  opinions  on  these  questions  are  quite  divergent. 
A  summary  of  the  answers  shows  that  34  members  suggest  that  the 
funds  be  raised  by  pro  rata  assessment;  6  suggest  voluntary  subscrip- 
tions ;  4  suggest  the  use  of  dues ;  2  suggest  that  each  member  do  his 
own  advertising;  21  have  undecided  views;  and  2  would  be  satisfied 
with  either  pro  rata  assessment  or  voluntary  subscription.  Thus,  it 
might  be  supposed  that  the  consensus  of  opinion  is  fully  in  accord  with 
pro  rata  assessment  of  all  members  to  raise  funds  for  publicity  adver- 
tising. As  to  the  disbursement  of  the  funds,  the  consensus  of  opinion 
seems  to  be  the  use  of  some  weekly  magazines  with  a  wide  circulation, 
such  as  the  Saturday  Evening  Post  and  other  similar  magazines.  In 
many  of  the  answers  to  my  letter  sent  out  there  was  plenty  of  advice, 
and  some  very  good  suggestions,  but  no  offer  of  real  actual  work.  What 
we  need,  and  need  very  much,  is  several  wide-awake  committees — men 
who  will  not  begrudge  the  Association  a  very  small  portion  of  their 
time,  who  will  be  willing  to  work,  or  canvass  a  certain  district,  line 
up  new  members,  and  instruct  florists  how  to  advertise  Florist  Tele- 
graph Delivery  service  to  the  public.  Plenty  of  publicity  has  been  done 
from  florist  to  florist — it's  the  public  that  needs  Florist  Telegraph  De- 
livery service  pounded  at  them;  not  spasmodically,  but  regularly,  and 
with  system.  In  the  present  day  of  unfortunate  wars  across  the  waters, 
the  American  people  are  traveling  and  seeing  their  own  country,  visit- 
ing at  home.  We  should  grasp  the  opportunities  and  let  them  know  of 
this  flower  service.  There  are  hundreds  of  ways  of  placing  it  before 
them.  I  will  not  take  your  time  here  to  enumerate  all  of  them,  but  there 
should  be  publicity  committees  appointed  to  gather  all  the  data  possible, 
and  from  time  to  time  put  it  up  in  printed  form  and  distribute  it  to 
members.  The  cost  would  be  nominal  as  compared  with  results.  For 
the  life  of  me,  I  cannot  understand  why  every  florist  in  America  don't 
jump  at  this  service  and  push  it  to  the  limit.  We  are  all  pretty  well 
satisfied  that  the  business  is  here  and  can  be  had,  but  why  don't  we 
get  it?  Any  amount  spent  annually  in  trade  papers  will  not  get  it, 
although  we  must  admit  that  it  has  helped  a  great  deal.  Spend  a 
similar  amount  annually  on  advertising  to  the  public  and  results  will 
surprise  you.  Unfortunately,  several  very  good  opportunities  of  ad- 
vertising our  service  in  the  past  three  years  have  been,  without  thought, 
overlooked  at  the  National  Flower  Shows  held  at  Boston,  New  York 
and  Philadelphia,  and  the  big  Flower  Show  held  at  Cleveland  last  Fall. 
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All  of  these  opportunities  were  lost  through  lack  of  local  interest.  At 
Philadelphia  there  were  several  pledges  offered  toward  a  fund  that 
would  be  used  to  secure  new  members  and  work  up  interest  in  small 
towns.  Gentlemen,  we  should  at  this  meeting  decide  how  funds  shall 
be  raised  to  pay  the  expense  of  advertising,  what  mediums  of  advertis- 
ing shall  be  used,  and  arrange  definite  plans  and  methods  to  carry 
out  this  most  important  function  of  our  Association.  I  will  not  take 
any  more  of  your  valuable  time.  The  Secretary  has  a  resolution  offer- 
ing a  new  and  revised  set  of  By-laws.  I  have  given  considerable  time 
to  the  preparation  of  these  By-laws.  They  are  based  upon  the  necessi- 
ties of  our  Association  gained  from  past  experience  of  the  inadequacy 
of  the  old  By-laws,  and  are  complete  and  elastic  enough  to  cover  the 
future  requirements  for  the  government  of  our  Association.  A  good  part 
of  what  I  have  said  was  to  explain  some  of  the  provisions  of  the 
By-laws,  as  well  as  to  impress  upon  you  some  of  our  most  urgent 
needs.  After  you  have  heard  the  Secretary  read  the  By-laws  I  would 
ask  that  you  give  them  your  consideration  and  urge  their  adoption. 

President  Gude :  These  are  simply  thoughts  and  suggestions,  gen- 
tlemen. Since  coming  here,  and  knowing  that  the  publicity  proposition 
was  to  be  taken  up,  personally  I  feel  that  it  is  a  big  job  for  a  member 
of  the  Association  who  has  his  living  to  make  out  of  flowers,  and  that  we 
had  better  have  some  other  advice  or  the  assistance  of  other  minds 
on  the  subject.  Several  people  have  come  in  and  volunteered  to  give 
us  such  enlightenment  as  they  could ;  and  we  have  here  Mrs.  Ella  Grant 
Wilson,  from  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  we  have  several  local  people  here. 
I  have  the  card  here  of  Mr.  Jenkins,  who  represents  the  Gundlach  Adver- 
tising Agency  of  Chicago,  Illinois.  It  would  seem  to  me  right  and 
proper  to  hear  these  different  people  and  learn  from  them  what  we 
can.  This  will  enable  us  the  better  to  make  up  our  minds  just  how 
to  proceed  about  this  matter  of  advertising  the  F.  T.  D.  Right  off  the 
reel,  It  would  seem  that  it  is  a  very  easy  proposition;  but,  gentlemen, 
it  costs  so  much  money  that  when  you  start  into  it  you  find  that  it 
is  a  whole  lot  bigger  job  than  might  have  been  anticipated.  But  we 
are  here  to  thrash  that  out,  and  every  man  here  is  entitled  to  his  views, 
and  they  will  enlighten  the  officers  and  enable  us  to  arrive  at  some  con- 
crete result  or  plan  upon  which  we  can  proceed.  Is  it  the  wish  of  the 
Convention  that  we  should  hear  from  these  advertising  people? 

(The  convention  apparently  wished  to  hear  from  Mr.  Jenkins,  and  he 
was  recognized  by  the  Chair  and  asked  how  much  time  he  would  like 
to  occupy;  to  which  he  replied  that  he  would  like  five  minutes  or  more.) 
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President  Gude:  All  right,  suppose  we  say  ten  minutes.  Mr. 
Jenkins  will  have  the  floor  first,  gentlemen. 

REMARKS    OF    MR.    H.    JENKINS. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen: 

In  our  organization  this  subject  of  advertising  for  florists  has  been 
a  live  matter  of  discussion  for  some  little  time.  It  seems  a  very  happy 
coincidence  that  this  meeting  has  come  about  in  Chicago  just  now.  We 
have  been  trying  to  figure  out  a  plan  to  present  to  progressive  local 
florists.  That  was  our  original  idea;  and  when  we  found  that  this 
Convention  was  coming  to  Chicago,  we  naturally  became  interested  in 
some  of  the  purposes  and  objects  which  you  have  in  view.  I  was  talk- 
ing to  one  of  your  members,  who  suggested  that  you  might  like  to 
hear  some  of  the  ideas  that  we  might  have  that  would  have  a  bearing 
upon  the  advertising  plans  that  you  might  adopt.  Before  I  make  any 
concrete  suggestion  as  to  such  a  plan,  I  would  like  to  bring  to  your 
minds  first,  what  is  the  object  of  advertising— what  is  it  for?  As  we 
see  it  in  a  pretty  general  way,  advertising  has  a  double  purpose,  first, 
to  create  demand  for  an  article;  second,  to  make  the  article  or  the 
service  mean  something.  It  is  to  enhance  the  value  of  the  article  or 
service  in  the  minds  of  the  people ;  in  other  words,  just  as  a  very  emin- 
ent advertising  man  once  said  to  me,  the  whole  definition  of  advertis- 
ing is  comprised  in  the  statement  that  it  is  to  influence  the  minds  of 
the  people.  We  can  realize  what  that  means  when  we  see  a  woman 
go  into  a  grocery  store  and  say,  "Give  me  a  cake  of  Ivory  soap."  She 
could  as  well  say  "a  cake  of  soap"  without  naming  the  brand.  Why 
does  she  say  "Ivory  Soap"?  Because  through  advertising  the  Proctor 
&  Gamble  Company  have  made  that  word  "Ivory"  have  a  meaning  to 
her  that  the  word  "soap"  does  not  have.  You  have  a  somewhat  differ- 
ent proposition  than  that  of  a  manufacturer  who  can  place  a  trade- 
mark on  his  articles;  you  cannot  trade-mark  a  particular  timver.  Of 
course,  I  understand  that  flowers  are  given  different  names,  such  as 
"American  Beauty  Roses" ;  but  there  is  nothing  that  one  florist  can 
ever  have  that  all  the  rest  of  you  cannot  have.  But  you  have  what 
is  just  as  important  as  the  article  itself,  that  is,  the  service.  That  is 
what  it  seems  to  me  you  people  of  this  organization  have  to  offer  as 
much  as  anything,  namely,  the  service,  and  it  is  that  service  that  you 
want  to  give  a  special  meaning  in  the  minds  of  the  public. 

What  does  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  mean  today  to  the 
average  man  or  woman,  as  you  may  meet  them  on  the  street?   Suppose 
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you  were  to  step  out  on  Madison  Street  here  and  ask  the  first  person 
that  came  along  what  he  knew  about  the  F.  T.  D.,  what  it  is,  and  so 
forth;  do  you  think  that  he  would  be  able  to  tell  you  anything  about 
it?  How  many  people  today  have  an  acute  appreciation  of  what  it 
means  to  be  able  to  send  a  telegraphic  order  for  the  delivery  of  flowers 
in  a  distant  city?  I  think  that  most  people  have  a  very  vague  idea 
that  that  can  be  done.  I  know  it  can  be  done,  because  I  have  once  or 
twice  myself  done  it  practically.  I  had  never  before  thought  much 
about  it;  but  I  honestly  believe  that  if  the  subject  had  been  presented 
to  me  more  or  less  regularly  through  the  medium  of  advertising,  I 
would  have  used  that  service  a  great  deal  more  and  sent  more  flowers 
to  friends  at  a  distance  than  I  have  done.  I  do  not  ordinarily  think 
of  it  very  much  unless  it  happens  to  be  presented  to  me  directly  by 
my  wife  saying,  "So  and  so  is  going  on  a  trip;  let  us  present  thein 
some  flowers." 

You  people  have  a  great  deal  of  work  to  be  done  before  you  can 
really  feel  that  you  have  this  thing  on  an  established  basis.  The  pub- 
lic must  be  made  to  have  an  appreciation  of  this  service  and  to  know 
something  about  it.  It  strikes  me  that  if  you  could  familiarize  every- 
body through  the  proper  mediums  with  what  the  F.  T.  D.  can  do,  if 
you  can  educate  them  to  an  appreciation  of  what  this  service  is,  that 
you  would  accomplish  more  in  a  year  than  you  could  in  five  years 
by  individual  members  trying  to  carry  on  the  advertising  themselves  in 
their  various  towns ;  in  other  words,  I  mean  a  broad  national  campaign 
to  which  all  of  you  would  contribute,  and  then  let  each  local  florist 
hook  his  business  up  to  that  national  campaign  by  his  local  advertis- 
ing in  a  way  that  would  make  any  person  who  had  seen  that  national 
advertisement  in  the  Saturday  Evening  Post,  or  whatever  medium  might 
be  selected,  know  where  to  go  and  exercise  his  preference.  He  would 
not  only  exercise  a  preference  when  he  wanted  to  send  flowers  to  a 
distant  point,  but  he  would  become  familiar  with  the  trade-mark  or 
slogan  of  your  organization;  and  if  this  national  advertising  of  the 
service  was  repeated  in  the  florist's  windows,  newspapers  and  circulars, 
or  in  any  other  way,  he  is  going  to  feel  that  the  local  florist  has  a 
standing  that  is  somewhat  higher  than  that  of  the  man  who  is  not 
connected  with  this  national  organization. 

Another  point ;  it  seems  to  me  that  one  of  the  biggest  forces  in  this 
world  in  putting  anything  over  is  team  work.  I  believe  that  every 
member  of  this  organization  will  feel  more  like  taking  hold  and  push- 
ing, or  pulling,  as  the  case  may  be,  if  he  first  becomes  a  contributor  to 
this  national  advertising,  and  that  such  contributions  will  develop  a 
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co-operative  spirit  which  will  extend  throughout  your  organization. 
This  would  be  the  case  to  a  greater  degree  because  of  that,  than  if 
each  individual  is  left  to  work  out  his  own  salvation  in  his  own  way. 

Furthermore,  the  strength  of  any  organization  is  very  largely  Its 
numerical  strength;  the  more  members  you  have  of  the  right  kind,  the 
stronger  each  individual  unit  is  going  to  be,  and  the  stronger  any  na- 
tional campaign  that  will  be  carried  out  under  your  auspices.  I  think 
there  are  about  three  hundred  and  fifty  of  you,  and  you  are  all  high- 
grade  florists  in  the  cities  where  you  are  located.  When  other  florists 
see  these  advertisements  going  out,  they  will  say,  "Well,  that  is  a  pretty 
good  thing  to  get  into."  I  honestly  believe  that  you  can  double  your 
membership  after  you  have  started  your  national  campaign,  because  in 
that  way  you  will  find  that  other  florists  will  appreciate  the  advantages 
of  the  organization.  You  ought  to  be  able  to  quadruple  your  present 
membership. 

Another  thing,  it  means  if  you  get  together,  if  your  advertising 
men  or  your  Secretary,  or  whoever  may  have  charge  of  the  work  of 
disseminating  this  news  throughout  the  body  of  your  members,  will  take 
care  that  each  member  shall  be  informed  of  the  ideas  and  plans  which 
other  members  have  and  which  they  have  found  to  work  well  in  their 
towns;  I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  you  cannot  publish  a  little  house 
organ  to  which  each  of  you  will  contribute  some  ideas  that  are  good 
for  the  florists'  business. 

In  our  organization  we  have  discussed  this  thing  in  order  to  see  if 
we  could  not  find  some  plan  that  would  facilitate  this  movement  toward 
national  advertising  which  we  believe  will  instil  enthusiasm  into  every 
one  of  your  members  and  impress  the  public  as  a  whole  that  this 
Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  is  a  service  that  means  something  to  them. 

Now  then,  so  far  as  creating  a  demand  goes,  advertising  in  these 
national  mediums  is  going  to  make  more  demand  for  flowers.  I  know 
from  personal  experience  that  suggestive  advertising  will  make  one 
spend  more  money  for  flowers.  A  short  time  ago,  my  wife  was  going  to 
give  a  little  tea  party  at  her  house,  and  she  was  figuring  on  decorations. 
She  was  going  to  have  some  flowers,  of  course,  and  she  stepped  over 
to  a  local  florist  to  give  her  order.  I  think  she  had  in  mind  to  spend 
about  ten  dollars  for  flowers,  not  any  more.  They  had  a  pretty  bright 
fellow  over  there  and  he  said  to  her,  "Mrs.  Jenkins,  I  hear  you  are 
going  to  have  a  little  party  at  your  house.  How  are  you  going  to  deco- 
rate?" She  said,  "Oh,  I  am  going  to  have  just  a  little  center  piece  of 
flowers,  and  some  music,  and  some  nice  things."   "Now,"  he  said,  "here 
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Is  an  idea,  why  don't  you  have  a  nice  flower  piece  over  here,  why  not 
have  another  one  over  there,  and  a  nice  bank  of  flowers  on  the  mantel- 
piece?" She  said,  "That's  fine,  you  just  go  ahead."  And  I  don't  like  to 
tell  you  how  much  that  bill  was.  I  was  sort  of  put  out  about  it;  but 
it  showed  just  what  suggestion  will  do.  When  she  started  out  she 
didn't  intend  to  spend  more  than  ten  dollars,  but  she  spent  several 
times  ten  dollars.  It  is  simply  putting  the  idea  into  other  people's  minds 
to  have  something  that  they  would  not  have  thought  of  otherwise.  That 
is  one  of  the  greatest  factors  in  advertising ;  that  is  one  of  the  greatest 
elements  in  making  people  buy. 

Now  your  central  organization  might  offer  suggestions  for  floral 
decorations  which  your  members  could  carry  out  locally.  They  might 
prepare  a  booklet  that  you  would  publish,  showing  every  woman  how  to 
decorate  her  home  for  special  purposes;  what  flowers  to  procure  for 
certain  occasions,  how  to  get  up  little  decorative  effects  with  flowers; 
then  if  an  inquiry  comes  along  from  a  town  where  one  of  your  members 
resides,  he  could  present  that  pamphlet  with  his  compliments,  and  the 
prospective  customer  would  be  glad  to  get  it.  In  other  words,  you 
would  create  a  demand  in  that  way,  and  you  would  be  in  a  position 
through  your  national  advertising  to  send  out  such  a  booklet  from 
headquarters,  the  result  of  which  would  react  favorably  to  your  local 
member.  That  is  the  thought  that  we  have  had  in  our  organization.  I 
do  not  know  how  it  appeals  to  you  people,  but  we  have  given  a  good 
deal  of  thought  to  this  matter  of  florists'  advertising,  because  we  have 
faith  in  the  business  which  means  the  expenditure  of  millions  of  dollars 
yearly,  and  it  is  a  business  that  deserves  more  publicity  than  it  gets. 
We  believe  that  the  reason  why  the  florists  have  not  advertised  more  is 
because  they  have  not  had  a  concrete  plan  put  up  to  them  that  would 
enable  them  to  do  so  and  show  them  how  they  would  get  their  money 
back  from  it.  If  any  of  you  gentlemen  will  appoint  a  committee,  or 
any  of  you  want  to  investigate  this  thing,  there  will  be  no  obligation 
involved  should  you  care  to  discuss  the  matter  with  us,  we  will  be  glad 
to  give  you  any  ideas  we  have.  We  like  to  talk  business  with  any  one 
who  is  interested.  We  want  to  give  you  the  benefit  of  any  ideas  we 
have.  Of  course,  there  is  a  great  deal  more  to  our  work  which  we  can 
only  get  at  in  a  concrete  way,  and  which  would  mean  more  time  than 
you  can  give  to  me  to  elaborate  (Applause). 

President  Gude :  Does  any  one  wish  to  ask  Mr.  Jenkins  any  question 
before  he  retires? 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  How  much  of  a  fund  would  be  required  to  begin 
work? 
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Mr.  Jenkins:  Of  course,  we  would  have  to  make  out  a  schedule 
laying  out  a  plan,  and  I  could  only  give  you  an  approximation  of  the 
amount;  but  if  I  were  advising  this  Association,  I  should  say  that 
if  you  cannot  go  into  this  thing  in  an  adequate  way,  you  had  better 
not  go  into  it  at  all;  because  there  is  more  money  lost  in  advertising 
by  just  putting  your  toe  in  and  not  going  in  all  the  way,  thus  not  ob- 
taining adequate  results  and  losing  what  you  have  spent.  My  idea  would 
be  to  make  an  overhead  assessment.  I  should  judge  that  if  the  members 
of  this  Association  would  consent  to  spend  during  the  course  of  a  year 
and  a  half,  $200.00  each  on  this  national  advertising,  that  it  would 
mean  the  fulfilment  of  my  prophecy,  and  that  you  would  gain  a  great 
many  members  by  it.  I  do  not  believe  you  would  do  anything  on  $50.00 
apiece.  Even  if  you  were  to  spend  on  this  national  advertising  in  the 
year  and  a  half  a  couple  of  hundred  dollars  apiece,  I  am  sure  that 
every  member  would  more  than  get  it  back. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer :  Our  membership  is  300  now,  and  that  would  mean 
$60,000. 

Mr.  Jenkins :  There  may  be  some  seasons  in  which  you  would  drop 
out  and  not  have  it.  You  want  your  advertising  to  run  consecutively, 
of  course;  but  there  are  certain  months  in  which  it  is  better  to  dis- 
continue your  advertising  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

A  Member:  Can  Mr.  Jenkins  state  what  mediums  he  would  use? 

Mr.  Jenkins:  We  would  naturally  give  preference  to  mediums  of 
large  general  circulation,  such  as  the  Saturday  Evening  Post,  the  Ladies' 
Home  Journal,  some  of  the  weekly  supplements  of  the  big  metropolitan 
newspapers,  magazines  like  the  Cosmopolitan — ^publications  of  very  wide 
circulation  which  would  give  you  a  big  effect  and  which  would  reach 
the  greatest  number  of  people  at  the  minimum  cost  to  you. 

President  Gude:  Does  any  one  wish  to  ask  any  further  questions? 
of  Mr.  Jenkins?  Mr.  Jenkins,  we  thank  you  very  much  for  your  at- 
tendance here. 

Mr.  Jenkins  expressed  his  appreciation  and  left  the  room. 

President  Gude :  Mr.  Swenson  has  sent  us  a  proposition  here,  com- 
prising statistics,  etc.  Unless  there  is  objection.  I  will  have  the  Treas- 
urer read  it.  Treasurer  Rock  then  read  a  lengthy  document  outlining  an 
advertising  campaign. 

President  Gude :  Mr.  Swenson  is  here,  if  anybody  wants  to  ask  him 
any  questions. 
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A  Member:  It  seems  to  me  that  there  is  not  much  use  for  pub- 
licity at  seasons  of  the  year  when  we  are  all  rushed  to  death.  We  do 
not  want  publicity  at  such  times  as  Christmas,  Easter  and  Mothers' 
Day,  when  we  cannot  even  get  flowers  enough  to  make  our  deliveries; 
we  do  not  need  telegraphic  delivery  orders  at  those  times,  when  it  is 
impossible  to  get  the  flowers  we  need. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  In  all  of  this  advertising  proposition  there  is 
one  thing  that  comes  out  very  strongly,  and  that  is,  the  telegraph  propo- 
sition. Why  should  this  be  called  telegraph  altogether?  This  is  also  a 
mail  order  service,  or  can  be  supplied  on  long  distance  call,  or  in  any 
other  way;  but  you  are  making  the  impression  on  the  public  now  that 
we  are  absolutely  relying  on  our  orders  by  telegram.  Mr.  Swenson  and 
Mr.  Jenkins  all  the  way  through  have  been  talking  on  that  telegraph 
proposition,  and  I  think  we  should  get  a  little  away  from  that.  Every 
one  of  our  advertisements  calls  attention  to  the  telegraph  feature. 

President  Gude:  That  is  on  account  of  our  being  the  Telegraph 
Delivery.  I  presume  we  can  treat  all  orders  the  same  way,  no  matter 
how  they  are  transmitted. 

Vincent  J.  Gorly,  Grim  &  Gorly,  St.  Louis,  Mo. :  I  get  Mr.  Pochelon's 
idea  very  clearly.  We  are  not  using  the  term  "Mail  Order  Service"  In 
connection  with  this;  but  I  do  believe  if  we  engage  in  the  telegraph 
business  that  the  natural  result  will  be  that  the  public  will  infer  that 
if  we  can  deliver  flowers  ordered  by  telegraph  that  we  will  be  able  to 
deliver  them  just  as  promptly  if  the  orders  are  received  by  mail.  I 
know  what  Mr.  Pochelon's  idea  is;  but  I  believe  if  we  put  all  our 
efforts  on  this  one  thing,  that  there  is  no  quqestion  but  what  we  can 
take  care  of  others  as  we  go  along.  I  have  a  number  of  customers  who 
call  at  my  store  and  say,  "Do  you  belong  to  that  Telegraph  Association?" 
It  seems  to  me  that  that  word  "telegraph"  is  a  common  word  that  seems 
to  stick  in  the  minds  of  the  public;  but  the  word  "delivery"  sort  of 
mixes  them  up.  From  my  own  experience  and  my  own  opinion,  we  are 
an  organization — 

President  Gude :  The  By-laws  that  you  adopted  this  morning  rati- 
fied the  name  "Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery,"  and  that  was  thoroughly 
discussed.  If  you  have  any  proposition  to  make,  please  put  it  in  writing 
and  send  it  in  to  the  Secretary,  as  to  any  name  you  have  in  mind. 

Mr.  Gorly:    I  think  "delivery"  is  too  much. 

President  Gude:    What  would  you  substitute  in  place  of  it? 

Mr.  Gorly:  Florists'  Telegraph  Association  is  easy  to  convey  to 
the  people.   As  soon  as  you  use  the  word  "delivery,"  you  give  them  too 
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much  to  think  of.  Of  course,  I  am  only  expressing  my  own  opinion.  I 
would  like  to  see  the  Association  adopt  a  certain  day  or  a  certain  week 
in  the  year,  and  have  it  noticed  in  every  telegraph  office  in  the  United 
States  as  well  as  in  every  florist's  window,  also  have  literature  bearing 
on  the  subject,  and  calling  attention  to  the  "Florists'  Telegraph  Associa- 
tion Week."  I  would  like  to  have  both  the  Western  Union  and  the 
Postal  Telegraph  offices  display  that  in  their  windows  for  two  or  three 
days,  or  a  week,  whichever  the  Association  sees  fit.  That  would  give 
us  a  great  deal  of  publicity,  and  there  would  be  a  great  deal  of  talk 
about  it,  at  very  small  cost.  I  am  satisfied  that  florists  in  all  the  small 
towns  would  be  glad  to  donate  bouquets  to  the  Western  Union  Telegraph 
office,  and  they  could  have  cards  printed  stating  that  "Flowers  can  be 
sent  to  points  at  a  distance  and  delivered  within  three  or  four  hours' 
time  to  any  city  in  the  world;  for  further  information  call  upon  your 
nearest  florist."  I  would  like  to  bring  before  the  meeting  the  idea  of 
National  Flower  Day,  or  Week,  so  that  every  florist  in  the  whole  country 
would  know  that  that  certain  week  or  time  was  set  aside  to  push  this 
one  thing.  When  you  consider  the  cost  of  it,  it  would  be  so  little  that 
it  might  be  worth  while  taking  some  action. 

H.  P.  Knoble,  Knoble  Bros.,  Cleveland,  Ohio:  Approximately,  how 
much  money  under  the  new  plan  of  By-laws  would  we  have  for  publicity 
with  our  present  membership?   Can  any  one  answer  that  question? 

Secretary  Pochelon :  Our  new  By-laws  will  not  go  into  effect,  and 
our  new  dues  will  not  be  coming  in,  until  the  first  of  September,  1917; 
so  we  do  not  want  to  figure  on  the  money  that  we  can  get  then.  Ac- 
cording to  my  figures,  we  are  getting  in  about  $2,000.00  in  dues  the  way 
it  is  arranged  now.  I  should  think  we  ought  to  have  about  $4,500.00  in 
dues  anyhow  under  the  new  arrangement.  I  may  be  wrong  on  that,  and 
perhaps  Mr.  Rock  can  bring  that  out  a  little  stronger. 

Treasurer  Rock:  I  think  that  would  have  to  be  figured  out.  W« 
can  get  at  it  in  a  few  moments.  I  should  imagine  about  four  or  fire 
thousand  dollars. 

Mr.  Knoble :  While  we  are  talking  about  different  plans  of  pub- 
licity, we  really  ought  to  get  down  to  some  one  plan  that  is  adapted  to 
the  size  of  our  purse.  Half  a  dozen  plans  might  be  suggested  that 
would  be  very  good,  but  we  have  only  four  thousand  dollars,  and  none 
of  that  is  available  before  November,  1917;  is  that  correct?  Between 
now  and  November,  1917,  we  will  have  opportunities  to  hold  further 
meetings.  I  think  we  ought  to  discuss  ways  and  means  of  giving  this 
as  much  publicity  as  we  can  get  at  a  normal  expenditure.    How  much 
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can  we  appropriate  for  advertising  for  the  coming  year?    How  much 
can  we  hope  to  have  for  spending  for  publicity  for  the  coming  year? 

Secretary  Pochelon:  The  way  suggested  was  to  receive  voluntary 
subscriptions.  That  was  the  way  it  was  started  in  Philadelphia.  We 
have  now  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  about  $1,000.00,  but,  of  course, 
we  have  not  called  for  any  of  this.  What  we  want  to  know  is  what  you 
would  like,  not  what  ive  want  to  do. 

Mr.  Knoble :  My  object  is  to  get  down  to  some  concrete  basis.  I  do 
not  know  that  I  can  solve  this,  but  I  might  in  a  small  way  be  able  to 
facilitate  it. 

Treasurer  Rock:  We  have  $1,983.00  in  the  General  Fund.  How 
much  of  that  amount  will  be  used  for  the  Secretary's  office  I  cannot 
say;  or  how  much  we  have  coming  in  for  this  year.  Have  you  any  ideas 
as  to  how  the  dues  have  been  paid  in? 

Mr.  Knoble:  I  heard  you  say  that  you  spent  about  one  thousand 
dollars  this  past  year  on  publicity,  so  that  according  to  your  Budget 
you  would  have  only  an  approximate  income  of  about  one  thousand 
dollars.  I  am  going  to  get  away  from  the  F.  T.  D.  business  for  just  a 
minute.  In  my  judgment,  the  florists'  business  is  altogether  too  little 
advertised.  I  hope  you  will  pardon  me  for  making  personal  references, 
but  in  Cleveland  we  have  a  little  Association  that  collects  annually 
about  $2500.00.  and  which  we  put  into  a  fund  for  general  publicity^ 
We  disburse  it  In  various  ways  and  have  gotten  very  excellent  results. 
I  think  that  every  city  in  this  country  of  any  importance  at  all  should 
have  a  fund  of  that  character  devoted  to  giving  the  business  some  pub- 
licity. I  believe  that  the  flower  business  is  just  in  its  infancy,  that 
there  are  wonderful  opportunities  for  development  along  a  great  many 
lines.  I  am  also  satisfied  that  the  growers  and  wholesalers  have  al- 
lowed too  much  of  the  burden  of  the  expense  of  the  business  to  fall 
upon  the  retailer.  I  am  not  complaining  because  that  has  been  the 
condition,  but  just  want  to  call  it  to  your  attention  and  to  point  oilt 
the  fact  that  there  is  opportunity  for  a  large  amount  of  revenue  that 
really  ought  to  come  from  those  sources.  I  think  the  grower  depends 
upon  the  retailer,  and  the  commission  man  depends  upon  the  retailer, 
and  since  those  interests  together  get  more  or  less  of  the  money  that 
is  handled  through  the  retailer,  they  ought  to  proportionally  pay  their 
share  of  the  expense.  I  should  like  to  see  the  time  come  when  the  S.  A. 
P.  and  O.  H.  would  have  an  annual  fund  of  fifteen  or  twenty  thousand 
dollars  to  be  used  for  general  national  publicity.  In  the  absence  of 
that»  I  just  simply  want  to  suggest  that,  because  this  is  the  first  time 
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that  there  has  ever  been  a  congregation  of  retailers  like  this  present  at 
one  time.  It  is  pretty  hard  to  have  to  say  it,  but  Mr.  Wholesaler  and 
Mr.  Grower  have  never  spent  much  money  along  that  line,  and  perhaps 
for  that  reason  it  would  be  like  pouring  water  on  a  duck's  back.  So 
much  for  that.  To  get  the  greatest  amount  of  publicity  out  of  our  mem- 
bers with  the  least  amount  of  expenditure,  I  think  that  every  member 
of  this  Association  in  his  advertising  should  put  at  the  bottom  of  it,  for 
Instance,  a  phrase  like  this :  "Being  members  of  the  F.  T.  D.  Associa- 
tion, we  can  send  flowers  to  any  part  of  the  world  on  short  notice." 
We  have  had  ads  appearing  in  the  daily  papers  three  or  four  times  a 
week  ever  since  the  F.  T.  D.  has  been  in  existence,  and  that  has  always 
been  at  the  bottom  of  our  ads.  It  does  not  cost  any  more  money  when 
you  are  advertising  to  also  bring  that  matter  before  the  public.  We 
also  use  It  as  inserts  in  statements,  which  can  be  printed  at  nominal 
expense  and  distributed  in  that  way.  I  believe  when  you  get  your 
members  interested  enough  they  will  see  that  those  inserts  are  en- 
closed with  everything  they  send  out,  and  that  will  give  us  good  pub- 
licity. The  local  organization  ought  to  do  a  great  deal  toward  giving 
this  business  publicity.  In  Cleveland,  at  every  Flower  Show  we  put  in 
an  F.  T.  D.  Exhibit,  and  we  have  found  that  it  has  always  paid  us. 
Whenever  we  have  an  opportunity  to  bring  it  before  the  public  in  a 
general  way,  we  do  not  forget  to  put  in  "F.  T.  D.,"  and  we  have  found 
that  it  pays  us  very  well.  The  telegraph  companies  are  more  than 
anxious  to  assist  us  in  every  possible  way.  This  is  particularly  the 
case  with  the  Western  Union,  since  our  business  is  mostly  through  their 
oflBce.  I  find  that  they  are  more  than  willing  to  co-operate,  and  if  they 
make  an  error  through  some  mistake  on  their  part,  they  are  very  glad 
to  reimburse  you  for  the  loss,  or  for  anything  you  might  have  spent  on 
that  account.  They  will  do  anything  they  can  in  the  way  of  loaning 
you  instruments  or  equipment  for  putting  in  windows.  They  have  at 
various  times  furnished  to  florists  in  Cleveland  such  equipment,  and 
supplied  men  to  set  it  up.  That  same  thing  can  be  done  in  every  one 
of  your  cities.  We  have  in  Cleveland,  as  I  said  before,  an  annual  ad- 
vertising fund  of  $2500.00.  We  set  aside  a  certain  portion  of  it  to 
employ  the  lady  who  is  present  here  today.  I  hate  to  have  to  say  what 
I  am  going  to  say  about  her  in  her  presence,  but  I  will  say  that  we  in 
Cleveland  are  most  fortimate  to  have  had  some  one  like  Mrs.  Ella  Grant 
Wilson  to  give  the  flower  business  the  publicity  that  she  has  given  it 
at  a  merely  nominal  expenditure.  The  papers  are  always  glad  to  get 
news  items,  if  you  are  an  advertiser  in  a  small  way,  relating  to  the  line 
of  business  in  which  you  are  engaged,  even  if  they  have  not  received 
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any  business  from  you  for  a  while.  They  are  willing  to  co-operate 
with  you  along  this  line.  We  have  gotten  all  the  co-operation  that  we 
could  ask  for  from  the  newspapers  in  Cleveland.  Whenever  we  have 
had  a  good  story,  we  have  had  from  half  a  page  to  a  full  page  in  our 
Simday  and  daily  editions.  That  is  good  publicity.  In  the  past  year 
we  have  received  publicity  that  if  paid  for  as  advertising  would  have 
measured  up  something  like  $3500.00,  at  a  cost  approximately  to  us  of 
about  $450.00.  Such  matter  can  be  syndicated  and  copies  made  of  it, 
and  distributed  around  to  the  different  cities  all  over  the  United  States. 
I  realize  that  a  good  many  newspapers  have  different  widths  of  column ; 
but  I  believe  in  a  general  way  that  would  work  out.  I  earnestly  rec- 
ommend that  you  try  to  get  down  to  some  basis,  or  some  plan  of  gen- 
eral publicity,  and  that  you  get  at  it  as  quickly  as  you  possibly  can.  I 
think  that  we  should  take  more  into  consideration  the  fact  that  we  have 
not  as  yet  suflBcient  members;  that  we  have  not  a  suflBciently  reliable 
source  of  information  as  to  who  would  be  a  good  man  to  send  an  order 
to  in  say  Saskatchewan  or  Oskaloosa,  or  some  other  seaport  of  that 
description.  After  we  have  gone  Into  this  matter  for  another  year,  I 
am  thoroughly  satisfied  that  there  will  be  quite  a  number  of  recom- 
mendations for  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  F.  T.  D.  relating  to 
publicity,  and  that  we  will  all  be  willing  to  spend  a  larger  amount  of 
money  because  we  will  all  feel  sure  that  we  will  get  more  or  less  benefit 
from  it.  The  business  can  be  increased  a  great  deal  along  these  lines. 
It  offers  wonderful  possibilities.  We  have  not  as  yet  even  scratched  the 
surface.  Now  is  our  opportunity  to  lay  a  proper  foundation,  and  then 
come  back  next  year  with  plans  that  will  mean  a  large  national  propa- 
ganda.    I  thank  you.     (Applause.) 

President  Gude :  We  have  another  proposition  here,  I  think,  from 
Detroit,  which  I  will  ask  the  Treasurer  to  read.  Treasurer  Rock  then 
read  a  communication  from  The  Campbell-Ewald  Company  outlining  a 
publicity  plan,  embracing  an  advertising  plan  covering  national  maga- 
zines. 

Mr.  Schling:  What  Mr.  Knoble  advises  should  be  done,  we  are 
doing.  I  think  eighty-five  per  cent  of  our  members  are  doing  local 
advertising.  For  some  five  or  six  years  our  transfer  business  by  tele- 
graph has  amounted  to  so  much  that  we  have  not  known  how  to  return 
the  courtesy  to  our  brother  florists.  We  started  in  and  advertised 
heavily.  We  did  not  advertise  anything  but  out  of  town  orders.  We 
kept  on  advertising  in  some  of  the  best  papers,  and  have  advertised 
about  five  years.  Now  it  begins  to  pay.  For  five  years  we  have  spent 
about  $5000  a  year  in  this  type  of  advertising.    Last  week  we  sent  out 
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five  thousand  booklets— not  a  colored  booklet,  just  plain  print,  but  of 
a  character  that  no  butler  or  chamber-maid  will  throw  in  the  waste 
basket;  but  it  goes  right  where  it  will  do  the  most  good,  to  the  best 
people  that  there  are.  The  only  one  of  the  advertising  men  who  gave 
us  the  truth  was  Mr.  Jenkins;  that  is  the  only  thing  that  will  help 
us,  to  put  up  a  few  thousand  dollars  and  go  into  it,  not  taking  just 
one  month  or  two  months  out  of  the  year,  but  carrying  it  along  con- 
secutively through  the  year,  keep  on  hammering,  keep  on  telling  the 
people  that  we  will  send  flowers  anywhere  they  want,  and  do  anything 
for  them  they  like.  We  must  tell  them  that  every  week  and  every 
month  in  the  year.  For  space  in  those  two  leading  papers  it  would  cost 
us  $4685.00  for  one  issue;  we  cannot  afford  that.  The  only  thing  we 
can  do  is  what  Mr.  Knoble  advises,  keep  on  hammering  in  our  own 
home  towns  individually,  telling  our  clients  and  our  customers  what 
we  can  do;  and  when  our  Association  gets  strong  enough  to  start 
advertising  nationally,  not  locally,  then  we  must  still  keep  on  ham- 
mering; but  if  they  start  with  four  or  five  thousand  dollars,  putting 
an  ad.  in  for  two  months  and  then  stopping  it,  it  will  not  amount  to 
anything.  If  anything  worth  while  is  taken  up,  I  will  be  one  of  the 
first  to  go  in  it;  in  fact,  I  am  trying  to  arrange  some  advertising  indi- 
vidually, because  I  know  that  the  large  mass  of  our  members  would 
not  put  up  two  hundred  dollars  a  year.  We  should  take  whole  pages, 
because  we  have  so  many  names  to  put  in.  It  is  no  use  to  advertise 
that  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  Association  will  send  flowers 
everywhere,  and  then  give  our  Secretary's  name ;  we  must  advertise  the 
names  of  the  people  who  can  do  this.  Whenever  we  have  enough  money 
to  do  that,  we  shall  be  successful;  otherwise,  we  must  do  what  we  can 
locally  to  help  ourselves  and  our  brother  florists  in  the  other  cities. 

Mr.  Hill:  Now,  to  get  down  to  hardpan  business:  the  first  thing 
we  want  to  do  is  to  get  our  florists  all  over  the  country  to  take  an 
interest  in  this  work  of  the  F.  T.  D.  I  just  wonder  what  per  cent,  of 
the  florists  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity?  Now  at  Richmond 
the  E.  G.  Hill  Floral  Company  have  been  out  of  the  retail  business  for 
eight  or  ten  years,  but  there  is  scarcely  a  week  that  passes  that  we 
do  not  get  telegrams  from  all  over  the  country  to  send  some  flowers 
to  such  and  such  a  person  on  such  and  such  a  date,  to  a  certain  amount. 
My  son-in-law  is  in  business  there,  and,  of  course,  we  turn  those 
orders  over  to  him.  What  we  want,  it  seems  to  me,  is  to  get  before 
the  people  of  this  country  the  fact  that  they  can  have  flowers  delivered 
at  any  time  by  telegram.  There  is  only  a  small  percentage  of  the  peo- 
ple who  know  about  this  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  business,  yery 
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few;  but  when  a  person  has  a  sick  friend  in  a  hospital,  or  some  one 
dies  who  is  near  and  dear  to  them,  or  some  one  is  about  to  be  married, 
why,  the  thing  that  naturally  comes  into  the  minds  of  their  friends 
wherever  they  might  be  is,  "How  can  I  get  some  flowers  to  that 
friend?"  If  we  can  get  this  knowledge  spread  abroad  throughout  the 
country  that  flowers  can  be  delivered,  and  that  those  ordering  them 
will  be  treated  fairly  and  honestly,  why,  it  seems  to  me  that  that  is 
the  prime  consideration  and  the  first  thing  to  do.  I  have  thought  in 
regard  to  our  Shows, — I  believe  they  said  120,000  people  attended  the 
Flower  Show — and  it  has  seemed  to  me  that  this  Association  could 
afford  to  have  an  electric  sign  of  a  striking  character  put  up,  cover- 
ing say  fifty  feet  in  length,  and  displayed  in  such  a  place  and  in  such 
a  way,  and  gotten  up  in  such  an  artistic  manner,  that  every  one  visit- 
ing that  show  would  recognize  the  fact  that  they  could  send  flowers 
to  the  distant  cities  all  over  this  continent,  or  even  in  Europe.  Now 
that  is  the  first  thing  to  do,  I  think.  That  was  a  splendid  suggestion 
made  with  regard  to  the  telegraph  companies.  I  believe  that  the 
Western  Union  and  the  Postal  will  work  in  harmony  with  this  Associa- 
tion, and  that  they  would  be  glad  to  have  nice  signs  put  up  in  each  and 
every  one  of  their  offices — not  too  large,  and  it  might  be  an  electric  sign. 
Mr.  Knoble :  The  telegraph  companies  will  not  allow  anything  but 
their  own  signs  in  their  offices. 

Mr.  Hill :  I  understood  the  telegraph  companies  were  very  anxious 
to  promote  this  very  thing  that  we  are  aiming  at,  and  I  had  thought  that 
they  would  favor  it.  It  might  be  tried.  The  other  day  in  going  down 
the  street  in  Richmond  I  saw  a  poster  10  x  8,  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  a  photograph  was  a  fine  thing  to  send  at  Christmas  time, 
and  "Now  is  the  time  to  have  your  picture  taken."  It  went  on  to  tell 
about  what  they  had,  and  down  below  were  the  names  of  a  lot  of 
photographers  in  our  city.  Now  the  florists  could  do  something  like 
that;  perhaps  it  has  been  done.  That  is  one  way  of  reaching  the 
people.  But  there  is  another  way  that  we  could  get  up  indirect  adver- 
tisements based  on  the  fact  that  flowers  can  be  sent  by  telegraph,  and 
that  flowers  are  suitable  for  this,  that,  and  the  other  occasion;  and  a 
good  many  papers  will  accept  matter  of  that  kind,  if  it  is  done  not  in 
the  ordinary  way  of  an  advertisement,  but  indirectly.  I  think  that 
Irwin  Bertermann  got  up  one  of  the  finest  things  on  the  death  of  James 
Whitcomb  Riley,  which  he  wove  into  a  story  for  the  Indianapolis 
News  and  Star;  it  was  very  effective,  and  I  think  such  things  help 
florists  everywhere.  I  would  like  to  hear  from  Mr.  Irwin  Bertermann 
on  the  subject. 
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F.  C.  W.  Brown,  Cleveland,  Ohio:  I  would  just  like  to  pass  a 
remark  or  two,  Mr.  President,  on  this  subject.  Now  that  we  are  in 
this  way  of  talking  about  spending  money,  it  seems  to  me  that  we  will 
not  have  a  great  deal  of  money  for  at  least  two  years  to  come,  and  that 
we  ought  to  confine  our  talk  as  much  as  possible  to  the  expenditure 
of  that  money  and  to  the  expenditure  of  money  by  individual  florists 
to  advertise.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  could  not  do  better  with  the 
funds  that  we  have  on  hand  in  the  treasury  of  the  F.  T.  D.  than  to 
spend  it  in  trying  to  get  our  members  in  different  cities  to  advertise 
the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  after  the  manner  in  which  Mr.  Knoble 
has  told  how  they  are  trying  to  do  in  Cleveland.  I  have  not  heard  any 
person  speak  of  the  relative  value  of  this  Telegraph  Delivery  to  other 
branches  of  their  business.  We  employ  twenty-two  or  twenty-four  peo- 
ple; we  have  a  pretty  fair  sized  institution  for  a  retail  department, 
and  in  our  store  today  there  is  no  single  factor  in  our  business  that 
is  more  important  than  our  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  business.  We 
have  no  other  section  that  brings  us  as  much  of  a  return  as  our 
Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery,  and  we  are  spending  less  money  on  it 
today  than  on  any  one  of  the  ten  other  branches,  yet  it  is  bringing  us  the 
best  returns.  We  are  willing  to  put  out  money  in  any  one  of  the  number 
of  different  ways  if  we  are  requested.  It  seems  to  be  the  consensus 
of  opinion  of  the  members  of  the  F.  T.  D.  that  they  should  not  be 
asked  to  put  sufBcient  money  into  the  institution,  or  not  enough  to 
exploit  it.  My  suggestion  is  that  the  money  that  we  have  to  expend 
should  not  be  put  into  any  general  publicity  campaign,  we  should  not 
consider  any  newspaper  advertising;  but  it  should  be  devoted  entirely 
in  trying  to  get  our  members  to  advertise  the  Florists'  Telegraph  De- 
livery. We  send  out  something  like  2500  invoices  every  month,  and 
printed  right  on  each  invoice  is  the  official  motto  which  we  obtained 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  F.  T.  D.,  and  we  have  noticed  that  during 
the  last  year,  or  year  and  a  half,  our  business  has  at  least  doubled  on 
the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  end.  We  have  used  every  method 
that  we  possibly  could  to  get  it  before  the  public.  There  is  one  thing 
that  we  lack  very  seriously,  and  that  is  that  we  have  no  official  stamp 
of  any  kind  to  display.  I  think  we  ought  to  have  a  card  or  something 
designating  the  F.  T.  D.,  or  delivery  of  flowers  anywhere  in  the  world, 
something  of  that  kind;  something  uniform  should  be  adopted.  I 
would  like  to  say  a  word  with  regard  to  the  publicity  that  has  been 
done  in  Cleveland  through  the  efforts  of  a  lady  who  is  present.  I 
would  like  very  much  if  the  President  would  call  on  her.  I  do  not 
know  whether  she  would   get  up  herself,   or  not ;  but  she  has  done 
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wonderful  things  for  the  florists  of  Cleveland,  and  with  hardly  any 
expenditure  of  money  at  all.  Our  firm  is  willing  to  donate  a  certain 
amount  of  money — we  will  donate  a  considerable  amount  of  money; 
I  will  pledge  myself  for  $100.00  a  year  to  devote  to  purposes  of  thrft 
kind  until  such  time  that  you  can  get  the  florists  to  see  that  it  is  to 
their  advantage  to  donate  for  a  general  publicity  campaign.  I  have 
here  a  number  of  articles  that  have  been  given  space  on  the  principal 
pages  of  our  Sunday  papers  absolutely  free  of  charge  and  at  a  cost  of 
the  little  money  that  we  have  paid  for  the  writing  of  the  article.  Those 
things  should  be  circulated  all  over  the  country,  and  the  newspapers 
would  gladly  publish  them.  The  gist  of  them  is  that  flowers  can  be 
delivered  anywhere  in  the  world  at  any  time  for  very  little  cost,  and 
without  any  additional  cost  to  the  sender  than  the  price  of  a  telegram 
over  what  they  would  have  to  pay  if  delivered  in  his  home  city.  I 
would  like  very  much  if  at  some  time  during  this  meeting  you  would 
call  on  Mrs.  Wilson,  Mr.  President;  I  am  sure  her  remarks  would  be 
very  interesting. 

The  Chair  at  this  time  recognized  Mr.  Williams,  representative  of 
the  Postal  Telegraph  Company. 

Mr.  Williams :  I  am  representing  the  Postal  Telegraph  and  Cable 
Company.  I  have  heard  several  things  said  here  in  favor  of  the 
Western  Union.  One  gentleman  made  a  remark  about  the  Telegraph 
Company  not  displaying  any  advertisements  in  their  windows.  It  is 
the  rule  of  the  Telegraph  Company  not  to  permit  anything  to  detract 
from  the  word  "Telegram."  That  is  very  important  in  your  line  of 
business,  as  I  understand.  I  think  some  of  the  local  people  will  con- 
firm the  fact  that  that  runs  through  all  the  work  of  your  Association. 
We  have  displayed  our  instruments  in  fiorists'  windows,  and  we  are 
willing  at  all  times  to  aid  you  in  every  way  we  can. 

President  Gude :    We  will  be  glad  to  have  you  come  again  tomorrow. 

W.  C.  Bohannon,  Chicago,  Ills. :  Our  discussion,  in  my  opinion, 
has  sifted  down  to  this,  it  rather  reminds  me  of  the  picture  I  saw 
some  time  ago  and  which  probably  some  of  you  also  saw,  of  the  poor 
little  girl  who  only  had  so  much  money  every  week  and  had  to  take 
it  home  to  mother.  Mother  took  the  money  and  kept  promising  the 
girl  a  pair  of  shoes,  and  kept  putting  it  off  until  she  had  to  have  them 
because  she  was  making  a  living  for  the  family.  My  idea  is,  that  this 
little  girl  had  just  so  much  money  to  spend  and  she  wanted  a  pair 
of  shoes.  Now  she  walked  by  the  window  every  day  and  she  would 
see  in  that  window  a  pair  of  shoes  worth  six  dollars  marked  down 
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probably  to  two  dollars.  She  finally  got  the  two  dollars.  Now  if  we 
have  only  four  thousand  dollars  to  spend  here,  why  we  have  got  to 
fit  our  expenditure  to  that  four  thousand  dollars.  We  will  have  to 
keep  inside  of  what  we  have  and  pass  up  all  proposals  that  cost  more 
than  that,  unless  the  gentlemen  in  this  hall  wish  to  invest  a  little 
money  in  advertising.  If  so,  it  is  up  to  this  crowd  to  decide  that. 
These  suggestions  are  all  very  good ;  but  we  must  first  decide  how  we 
are  going  to  invest  our  money,  then  let  each  man  put  up  a  sum  of 
money  and  let  us  decide  what  we  are  going  to  do  with  it. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  I  am  a  good  deal  like  Mr.  Hill,  one  of  the  old 
standbys.  We  are  here  to  get  all  the  food  for  thought  that  we  can 
get.  We  are  not  going  to  decide  today  or  tomorrow,  but  we  are  trying 
to  find  out  how  to  do  advertising.  One  gentleman  gives  a  very  good 
suggestion  about  advertising  in  your  store  windows.  How  many  of 
you  florists  have  noticed  the  advertisement  of  the  store  window  of  the 
Breitmeyer  establishment  that  has  been  in  every  one  of  the  trade 
papers?  How  many  have  noticed  it?  What  you  need  is  an  awakening 
and  a  little  education.  That  is  what  these  meetings  are  for.  We 
ought  to  hear  the  views  of  everybody  here,  Mr.  President.  I  was 
.  pleased  to  hear  from  Mr.  Hill,  because  he  hit  the  gong  right  away,  there 
is  no  question  about  that.  Get  your  organization,  get  the  men  that 
sell  flowers  to  realize  that  there  is  something  in  this  F.  T.  D.,  that  is 
what  you  want  to  do ;  and  what  little  money  you  have  to  spend,  spend 
it;  but  first  of  all  get  a  publicity  committee  in  your  organization  that 
will  do  the  work.  The  great  trouble  is  the  work  is  not  done.  I  wish 
we  had  Mrs.  Wilson  in  Detroit.  I  saw  some  of  her  work  this  morning. 
That  is  the  kind  of  stuff  that  we  all  need.  We  have  to  have  a  fellow 
that  makes  a  business  of  advertising  come  in  and  tell  us  what  to  do. 
We  have  had  a  man  writing  our  advertising  for  five  or  six  years;  we 
do  not  attempt  to  do  it  ourselves,  because  we  want  it  to  look  right 
and  be  a  credit  to  the  organization  it  represents.  I  see  one  man  here 
who  makes  a  business  of  advertising.  I  do  not  want  his  stock  stuff, 
because  everybody  else  might  want  it.  When  we  come  here  we  get  a 
lot  of  mental  food,  which  is  what  we  want.  We  want  everybody  to 
give  us  ideas  as  to  how  they  carry  on  their  business.  Five  years  ago 
our  books  showed  that  we  did  three  hundred  dollars  worth  of  business 
In  the  F.  T.  D.  for  that  year.  This  year  it  shows  ten  thousand  dollars. 
Some  of  you  fellows  may  have  done  a  little  more,  and  others  perhaps 
not  as  much.  But  it  encourages  the  fellow  that  has  not  been  doing 
anything  to  hear  what  others  have  done.  I  had  a  talk  with  a  party 
in  a  small  town,  who  said  he  had  received  ten  dollars*  worth  of  bus!- 
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ness  this  year  over  the  wire.  Of  course  that  is  too  little.  If  he  had 
advertised  properly  he  would  probably  have  had  ten  thousand  dollars' 
worth  of  business.  I  would  be  glad  to  show  to  our  publicity  committee 
the  things  that  we  do.  The  F.  T.  D.  business  is  not  a  new  one.  I 
remember  when  Mr.  Valentine  proposed  it  years  and  years  ago  we  did 
not  take  it  up  as  we  ought  to  have  done;  but  don't  let  us  leave  this 
room  with  the  idea  that  we  have  not  done  something,  because  we  have. 
It  takes  years  to  build  up  these  things,  we  cannot  do  it  all  in  a 
minute;  we  have  to  keep  on  pegging.  Some  very  nice  results  have 
been  obtained.  I  made  the  statement  in  Philadelphia  that  the  business 
had  increased  to  $5,000,000  per  annum;  I  do  not  know  whether  I  was 
half  way  right  in  that,  but  it  has  been  increased  a  whole  lot.  The 
florists'  business  is  on  the  map,  and  it  is  up  to  you  florists  to  keep 
it  on  the  map.  I  do  not  like  to  see  a  dirty  shop  window.  How  many 
of  you  people  advertise  on  your  wagons  that  go  about  the  city  every 
day?  Not  many  of  you.  I  want  to  give  credit  to  Mr.  Pochelon,  who 
was  the  first  man  that  did  that  thing  two  years  ago.  We  followed 
his  example,  although  he  was  a  competitor  of  ours,  because  we  thought 
it  a  wise  thing  to  do,  and  there  are  now  three  or  four  wagons  going 
about  the  city  covering  sixty-five  or  seventy  miles  of  territory.  Just 
think  how  much  good  it  would  do  if  all  those  wagons  advertised  the 
F.  T.  D. !  What  we  need  is  for  the  publicity  men  to  come  in  here 
and  tell  us  how  to  spend  $50,000  or  $100,000.  That  would  give  us  some 
food  for  thought.     (Applause.) 

President  Gude :  I  am  sure  that  the  members  at  this  time  would 
be  very  glad  to  hear  from  Mrs.  Ella  Grant  Wilson.  I  think  you  have 
all  seen  her  work  in  the  papers  in  this  line  of  indirect  advertising. 

Mrs.  Wilson :  Do  not  imagine  that  I  am  loaded  up  to  the  gunwales. 
Really  I  am,  but  I  am  not  going  to  shoot  it  off  at  you.  Some  two 
years  ago  in  Cleveland  our  people  got  to  talking  about  a  little  more 
publicity,  and  it  struck  me  that  I  could  help  them.  I  went  to  Mr. 
Knoble  and  said,  "Don't  you  think  that  if  I  wrote  a  few  little  stories 
in  a  suggestive  way  about  flowers  that  It  might  help  out?"  And  he 
said,  "All  right,  do  it."  We  had  been  endeavoring  to  get  the  other 
side,  the  psychology  of  flowers — get  it  to  sink  into  the  people's  minds 
through  simple  suggestion.  We  pushed  flowers  to  the  very  best  of  our 
ability.  (Applause.)  Now  we  have  taken  it  up  on  a  little  different 
basis  than  I  have  ever  seen  carried  out.  As  soon  as  I  got  back  into 
the  newspaper  game  I  ran  against  certain  conditions,  namely,  that  they 
wanted  strictly  original  cuts,  that  the  news  must  be  timely,  and  abso- 
lutely ours.    My  game  was  to  build  up  the  publicity  of  the  Cleveland 
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florists  in  four  papers.  We  furnished  the  matter  in  such  a  way  that 
it  was  acceptable  both  to  the  newspapers  and  to  our  clubs,  and  helped 
boost  their  game.  Now,  I  have  just  a  very  few  suggestions.  Here  is 
an  article  that  appeared  in  one  of  our  Sunday  papers,  entitled  "Har- 
nessing Electricity  as  a  Carrier  of  Flowers."  You  see  that  is  a  sug- 
gestive heading  which  alone  attracts  attention.  I  had  the  advantage 
of  not  only  having  done  a  little  work  in  the  newspaper  line,  but  I  have 
had  the  best  editors  in  Cleveland  assisting  me.  It  is  they  who  have 
put  the  pep  and  the  vim  into  the  thing  that  put  it  over.  We  have  been 
furnishing  such  pictures  as  this  (displaying  photos  in  scrap-book). 
I  do  not  know  that  you  can  see  this.  This  one  on  this  side  we  are 
going  to  use  as  a  cover  to  advertise  Easter  business  this  year.  We 
have  acquired  in  this  work  some  four  hundred  or  five  hundred  pictures. 
Here  are  our  Valentine  Day  pictures.  If  any  of  you  who  is  interested 
will  come  and  see  me  after  the  meeting,  I  will  be  very  much  pleased. 
Here  is  our  photograph  and  here  is  our  story.  This  was  for  Memorial 
Day  and  Preparedness.  We  just  go  to  work  and  tie  up  local  events 
and  the  local  business.  The  preparedness  was  one  of  the  thoughts 
that  we  tied  up  with.  We  also  brought  the  children  into  it.  My  thought 
was  that  Memorial  Day  was  getting  to  a  point  that  it  was  passing, 
and  pretty  soon  our  florists  would  not  be  able  to  put  it  over,  so  I  got 
the  children  into  it.  For  Mother's  Day  we  also  played  up  not  only 
mothers  with  Carnations,  but  as  the  florists  said  to  me,  "Mrs.  Wilson, 
keep  away  from  Carnations,"  I  went  to  work  on  the  basis  of  Roses. 
We  had  mothers  in  all  the  various  forms.  I  took  some  of  the  leading 
club  women  in  the  city  and  posed  them.  Then  we  got  the  girl  grad- 
uates from  the  technical  schools  and  had  them  pose,  with  flowers  of 
the  colors  of  their  schools.  We  put  that  across  the  whole  front  page. 
I  got  into  trouble  on  account  of  the  Plain  Dealer.  I  put  this  across 
with  the  Plain  Dealer,  and  then  the  other  people  came  to  me  and  said, 
"Mrs.  Wilson,  you  didn't  give  us  as  good  a  story  as  you  did  the  Plain 
Dealer."  1  said,  "Well,  what  do  you  suggest?"  They  said,  "Haven't  you 
got  anything  good  for  us?"  I  said,  "June  weddings  are  the  right  thing 
now,"  and  so  I  gave  them  June  weddings,  and  we  went  to  work  and 
had  these  pictures  taken.  Here  is  a  beautiful  bride.  We  had  one  of 
our  leading  florists  make  a  bridal  bouquet  up,  and  he  posed  them,  and 
here  is  a  full  page  story.  Then  they  asked  me  for  a  funeral  effect, 
and  I  gave  them  something  on  that  line.  If  they  want  something  a 
little  bit  sensational,  I  try  something  like  I  have  here.  Here  I  have 
the  professors  and  some  of  the  teachers  of  the  Art  School,  which  gave 
it  social  standing  in  that  way.     These  photographs  I  have  here  are 
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samples.  In  this  case  we  got  two  of  the  leading  society  women  of 
Cleveland  to  pose  with  Chrysanthemums  in  their  arms,  something  they 
had  positively  refused  to  do  for  any  one  else.  Then  here  we  have  girls 
with  umbrellas  covered  with  flowers.  I  think  that  this  will  probably 
give  you  a  suggestion  as  to  the  line  of  work  that  has  been  done.  We, 
of  course,  tie  up  with  current  events.  Then  the  thought  came  to  me, 
why  should  not  this  work  be  extended?  It  has  put  across  the  flower 
business  in  Cleveland,  and  I  think  our  friends  in  Cleveland  will  endorse 
the  idea  of  its  being  carried  out  somewhere  else.  Why  could  not  any 
local  club  take  up  this  work,  say  at  Detroit,  San  Francisco,  Los 
Angeles,  or  any  other  point?  We  could  supply  the  matter,  we  could 
give  them  photographs.  All  you  have  to  do  is  to  let  your  newspaper 
know  how  to  do  it  locally  anywhere.  At  the  same  time  we  can  give 
the  F.  T.  D.  something  to  do.  (Applause.)  I  didn't  know  but  what 
you  would  be  interested.  These  are  a  few  of  the  subjects  that  have 
been  exploited.  Here  is  a  basket  of  flowers  for  Christmastide  decora- 
tion. I  have  acquired  in  the  two  and  a  half  years  I  have  been  work- 
ing at  this  thing  over  500  pictures  suitable  for  any  florist  to  use.  They 
are  all  live  subjects.  Here  is  another  Christmas  thing.  Here  is  a 
story  in  the  Plain  Dealer,  which  has  a  circulation  of  168,000,  decora- 
tions of  a  church  at  Christmas  time.  That  we  used  in  our  Town  Topics, 
which  is  strictly  a  society  paper.  As  our  Cleveland  florists  felt  that  at 
Christmas  and  Easter  time  they  absolutely  did  not  want  church  decora- 
tion business,  at  least  any  small  orders,  I  wrote  a  story  telling  how  a 
church  could  be  decorated  for  fifty  dollars,  seventy-five  or  one  hundred 
dollars,  giving  estimates  of  quantities  of  things  which  they  would  re- 
quire to  do  it  themselves,  but  they  had  to  go  to  the  florists,  of  course, 
to  buy  the  materials,  so  the  florists  got  the  sale  of  the  stuff  but  didn't 
have  to  do  that  work  when  they  were  pushed  with  other  work.  Of 
course,  we  do  not  play  that  up  at  times  when  the  florists  have  time 
to  do  it.  For  valentines  we  played  up  not  only  the  girl,  but  the  wife 
and  mother.  Here  is  an  article  headed,  "Don't  You  Think  Mother 
Loves  a  Valentine?"  We  suggested  that.  It  was  in  the  form  of  a 
suggestion.  We  got  some  pretty  girls  and  some  pretty  good  looking 
wives,  and  some  really  swell  looking  mothers,  to  pose  for  us,  and  we 
put  our  story  over  under  the  heading,  "You  can  make  flower  valentines 
speak  the  language  of  the  heart."  That  is  in  great  big  letters  away 
across  the  papers.  That  was  suggestive.  Flowers  speak  a  language 
which  even  a  baby  may  understand.  Here  are  Easter  corsages  as 
arranged  by  a  florist.  I  will  not  say  anything  about  that,  I  think  the 
gentlemen   themselves    can   best   express   the   Cleveland    view    of   the 
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corsage  business.  We  put  a  beautiful  corsage  bouquet  on  every  gown 
shown  in  our  pictures.  I  have  been  approached  by  the  Home  Journal 
to  know  if  I  could  give  them  a  first-class  flower  story,  and  I  have 
assured  them  that  I  thought  I  could.  Now  then  I  think  myself  it 
would  help  the  F.  T.  D.  if  I  could  get  that  story  across.  Couldn't  we 
do  something  with  stories  in  the  Saturday  Eventing  Post  and  in  the 
Sunday  magazines,  or,  for  that  matter,  in  all  of  the  papers  that  have 
from  200,000  to  2,000,000  circulation?  It  seems  to  me  what  we  want  is 
suggestions  as  to  the  use  of  flowers,  the  educating  of  the  public  to  it. 
Then  our  Cleveland  florists  have  followed  that  up  with  community 
advertising,  they  have  emphasized  that.  I  have  a  book  here  full  of 
clippings  of  community  advertising.  If  the  convention  is  interested 
in  the  material  that  they  use  there,  I  should  be  very  glad  to  show  It 
to  you  out  in  the  corridor. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  Gentlemen,  I  am  going  to  talk  to  you  in 
figures  now.  We  are  getting  reports  from  advertising  agencies  on  the 
advertising  end  of  it.  They  can  tell  you  how  you  can  reach  4,000,000 
of  people  with  the  Saturday  Evening  Post.  Each  one  of  you  has  one 
automobile,  some  of  you  have  four;  so  there  are  perhaps  a  thousand 
automobiles  represented  in  this  bunch  of  F.  T.  D.  members.  Suppose 
that  each  one  of  you  had  placed  on  each  automobile  a  single  line  call- 
ing attention  to  the  F.  T.  D.  service  or  Association.  Gentlemen,  that 
would  reach  millions,  for  each  one  of  you  in  the  larger  cities  would 
reach  100,000  people  each  day  in  that  way.  Probably  in  some  cities 
you  could  only  reach  1000,  but  in  others  a  whole  lot  more.  Then  you 
can  place  some  advertising  on  your  envelopes,  on  your  bills,  on  your 
letter-heads,  on  your  flower  boxes,  and  in  your  windows,  and  at  that 
rate  how  much  of  a  circulation  could  a  good  professional  advertising 
man  flgure  out?  Gentlemen,  it  is  not  up  to  us  to  spend  a  whole  lot  of 
money,  but  we  must  flrst  do  it  amongst  ourselves,  get  as  much  as  we 
can  out  of  this.  I  have  watched  Mrs.  Wilson's  advertising  in  Cleve- 
land. I  watched  it  during  that  Flower  Show  as  keenly  as  anybody; 
and  I  want  to  tell  you  there  were  a  lot  of  things  put  across  in  the 
newspapers  that  it  takes  somebody  to  put  across.  I  do  not  believe 
anybody  except  Henry  Ford  ever  got  anything  across  like  that.  Figure 
out  the  circulation  I  have  mentioned,  and  see  what  it  would  cost  to 
advertise  this  service.  Why,  every  one  of  your  customers  in  your  own 
towns  knows  that  you  are  making  bridal  bouquets,  funeral  wreaths, 
and  so  on.  They  know  that;  but  tell  them  something  they  do  not 
know,  and  see  how  quick  they  will  grasp  the  idea  and  how  quickly 
they  will  come  in  your  store.    This  happened  to  a  certain  florist  the 
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other  day:  A  lady  came  into  his  store  and  said,  "Are  you  connected 
with  this  out  of  town  service,  with  this  F.  T.  D.  service?"  Well,  he 
had  to  acknowledge  that  he  was  not  a  member.  It  was  very  embar- 
rassing to  him ;  and  the  time  is  coming,  and  I  warn  you  men  who  have 
stayed  out  of  this,  when  you  cannot  remain  out  without  losing  money 
by  it.     (Applause.) 

The  Chair  recognized  Past  President  Irwin  Bertermann: 
Past  President  Bertermann :  In  regard  to  our  national  advertising 
campaign,  it  is  put  up  to  us  as  to  whether  to  spend  $25,000  to  $60,000 
in  direct  advertising,  or,  on  the  other  hand,  a  few  hundred,  or  perhaps 
a  few  thousand  dollars,  in  indirect  advertising.  We  have  a  member- 
ship here  of  350.  It  will  not  be  long  before  this  will  be  increased  to 
500.  I  dare  say  that  if  these  350  or  500  members  were  put  to  work 
seriously  from  headquarters,  that  we  could  carry  on  a  national  adver- 
tising campaign  in  this  country  that  would  be  worth  twenty-five  or 
fifty  thousand  dollars  every  few  months.  We  want  to  harness  up  our 
members,  and,  to  use  a  slang  expression,  we  want  to  put  them  through 
and  have  them  understand  what  indirect  advertising  means.  I  know 
that  there  were  over  2,000,000  folders  put  out  last  year  in  the  interest 
of  the  F.  T.  D.  I  do  not  think  that  we  are  ready  for  any  great  big 
amount  of  money  to  be  spent  in  advertising.  We  will  have  to  proceed 
in  this  thing  slowly.  We  ought  to  use  the  strength  of  our  organiza- 
tion to  put  forth,  as  I  say,  a  national  advertising  campaign  that  would 
be  worth  twenty-five  or  fifty  thousand  dollars  every  few  months.  But 
to  do  that  I  believe  a  moderate  sum  is  necessary  at  the  outset,  and 
this  should  be  used  judiciously.  I  believe  that  the  retail  florists  who 
are  members  of  the  S.  A.  F.  and  members  of  the  F.  T.  D.  will  not  only 
sell  Poinsettias  by  the  thousands,  yes,  by  the  millions,  but  it  will  be 
quite  possible  to  do  that  with  just  an  inkling  from  headquarters  or  a 
national  campaign  indirectly  and  inexpensively  staged. 

A.  Lange,  Chicago,  Ills. :  We  are  going  to  have  a  little  entertain- 
ment tomorrow  at  one  o'clock.  We  want  you  all  to  take  an  automo- 
bile trip.  There  will  be  twenty-five  machines  here.  We  are  going  to 
leave  here  at  one  o'clock  tomorrow  afternoon  in  machines.  We  figure 
on  about  125  of  you,  including  wholesalers.  We  are  going  to  the 
Country  Club  from  here,  from  there  to  all  the  parks,  south,  west  and 
north,  including  Lincoln  Park;  then  we  will  stop  at  the  Bismarck  for 
a  little  coffee.  At  five  o'clock  we  expect  to  be  at  the  Bismarck.  Now 
about  this  publicity  business.  The  cheapest  thing  that  I  know  of  in 
the  United  States  would  be  the  Sunday  magazines.  It  would  not  cost 
much.     It  would  cost  about  three  hundred  or  five  hundred  dollars  to 
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get  a  card  of  that  size  to  7,000,000  people  every  Sunday.  It  covers 
all  the  large  cities  of  the  United  States.  That  is  what  we  want  for 
the  F.  T.  D. 

Mr.  Bertermann :  In  order  to  bring  this  into  some  concrete  shape, 
I  wish  to  introduce  the  following  resolution  in  the  form  of  a  motion: 
That  the  Secretary  of  this  Association  be  authorized  to  ask  for  funds 
to  be  used  for  advertising  the  F.  T.  D.  throughout  the  United  States 
of  America;  to  be  used  at  his  discretion  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
members  of  the  F.  T.  D. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  I  beg  your  pardon,  but  I  think  that  ought 
not  to  be  left  to  the  Secretary  alone.  There  should  be  a  committee  of 
at  least  two  besides  your  Secretary.  You  are  putting  too  many  things 
on  my  shoulders. 

President  Gude:  Do  you  accept  that  as  an  amendment,  Mr.  Ber- 
termann ? 

Mr.  Bertermann :  I  accept  the  amendment. 

The  Chair  stated  the  motion,  and  called  for  remarks. 

Mr.  Gorly :  As  I  understand  it,  it  is  up  to  the  point  of  using 
money,  or  part  of  the  money,  that  is  now  taken  in  to  run  the  Asso- 
ciation; and  if  it  is  in  order,  I  want  to  make  a  motion  on  which  I 
would  like  to  hear  from  some  of  the  members.  Would  it  be  possible 
for  the  members  to  stand  for  an  assessment  of  say  fifty  per  cent,  of 
what  they  are  now  paying  into  the  Association?  For  instance,  we  pay 
$30.00  a  year,  and  I  will  be  satisfied  to  stand  an  assessment  of  fifty 
per  cent,  of  that,  or  $15.00,  to  be  used  as  a  separate  fund  for  this 
advertising  purpose  in  our  own  way,  not  for  publicity  from  the  out- 
side standpoint.  I  mean  to  say  that  we  should  establish  a  fund  for 
advertising,  apart  from  the  monies  received  from  the  Association,  and 
I  would  say  that  every  member  would  be  satisfied  to  spend  fifty  per 
cent,  of  what  he  is  paying  now  for  a  fund  to  be  used  in  our  own  way. 

President  Gude:  I  want  to  put  this  resolution  that  is  before  us 
now  offered  by  Mr.  Bertermann,  in  order  that  the  Secretary  may 
explain  the  fund  that  is  already  pledged.  The  Secretary  has  already 
something  like  $900.00  I  believe  pledged.  I  dare  say  some  of  you  have 
not  made  any  pledges.  Of  course,  it  would  be  gratifying  to  the  offi- 
cers, and  you  would  be  benefiting  yourselves,  if  you  would  pledge 
yourselves  to  contribute  to  this  fund,  and  that  we  may  call  upon  you 
when  necessary. 

Mr.  F.  C.  W.  Brown:    I  have  been  listening  to  all  the  ideas  that 
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have  been  expressed  in  regard  to  this  advertising  matter,  and  a  little 
thought  has  come  into  my  mind,  that  after  all,  if  our  advertising  is 
to  be  a  success,  hasn't  it  got  to  be  local?  Could  not  the  Society  be 
relieved  of  a  whole  lot  if  each  town  did  its  own  advertising  individually? 
They  could  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Association  to  consider  the  best  means  of  advertising  in  their  home 
towns,  for  after  all  we  cannot  advertise  Chicago  people  in  our  town. 
I  might  cite  an  instance  of  how  that  would  work  out.  A  lady  walked 
into  my  place  shortly  after  we  became  a  member  of  the  F.  T.  D.,  and 
she  said  to  me,  "You  are  a  member  of  the  F.  T.  D.?"  I  said,  "Yes,  I 
am."  "Well,"  she  said,  "will  you  let  me  see  your  list?"  I  said,  "Why?" 
She  said,  "I  want  to  send  some  flowers  to  some  friends  out  of  town, 
and  I  want  to  send  the  order  direct  myself."  She  was  a  lady  of  a 
peculiar  persuasion.  I  said,  "Why,  the  business  is  not  transacted  that 
way.  I  am  a  member  of  this  Association  to  derive  some  benefit  in  the 
form  of  twenty  per  cent,  of  your  order."  She  turned  around  and 
walked  out  of  my  place,  would  not  leave  her  order.  If  the  names  were 
published  in  the  papers  or  in  any  magazine  giving  the  names  of  the 
different  members  of  the  F.  T.  D.,  would  not  the  people  take  advantage 
of  that  and  send  the  orders  direct  to  those  people?  Would  it  not  be 
the  destruction  of  the  Association? 

Secretary  Pochelon:    Wouldn't  it  be  a  benefit,  even  in  that  case? 

Mr.  F.  C.  W.  Brown :  Yes,  it  would  be  in  a  way.  I  see  your  point. 
I  had  not  thought  of  it  from  that  angle  before  (laughter),  I  will  admit 
that.  When  Mr.  Breitmeyer  spoke  of  advertising  on  our  wagons,  or 
something  of  that  kind,  I  was  struck  with  the  thought  that  it  would 
be  a  splendid  idea.  In  New  York  we  have  fifteen  members;  I  do  not 
know  how  many  we  have  in  Chicago.  If  we  could  get  together  and 
get  up  some  standard  sign  of  some  kind  to  put  on  our  wagons,  and  if 
we  could  get  together  and  spend  a  little  money  for  advertising  to 
further  the  interests  of  the  F.  T.  D.,  I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  it 
would  not  be  a  good  idea. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  You  can  do  a  great  deal  right  amongst  your- 
selves. 

Mr.  Kay:  Talking  about  getting  experts  to  do  your  advertising 
business,  I  have  been  doing  some  figuring.  On  the  21st  we  are  going  to 
have  our  first  opening,  and  every  school  child  knows  that  by  simply 
coming  down  to  the  Kay-Dimond  Company  they  will  get  a  two-quart 
aquarium  with  a  half  dozen  fish  in  it.  There  are  18,000  school  children 
in  Youngstown,  and  that  many  mothers  and  fathers,  which  makes  18,000 
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people  who  will  know  that  the  Kay-Dimond  people  are  in  the  flower 
business  after  the  21st  of  this  month. 

Karl  P.  Baum,  Knoxville,  Tenn. :  I  think  as  to  advertising  on 
automobiles,  it  is  necessary  to  adopt  an  official  emblem  that  we  can 
use  in  that  way,  and  also  on  our  windows  and  our  stationery.  It 
would  be  a  great  help.  I  think  there  ought  to  be  a  committee  ap- 
pointed of  one  or  more  to  work  out  some  kind  of  an  emblem  that  we 
can  use  to  advantage  in  our  advertising,  which  might  be  done  in  a 
co-operative  way.  I  think  one  of  the  best  things  that  we  could  do  is 
to  start  an  educational  campaign  amongst  our  own  members.  That  is 
something  that  has  not  been  brought  up  here  today.  A  lot  of  our 
members  do  not  know  what  the  F.  T.  D.  is.  They  get  long  letters  from 
Mr.  Pochelon  and  different  people,  and  they  just  throw  them  in  their 
waste-baskets.  One  of  our  competitors  in  our  town  belongs  to  the 
F.  T.  D.,  and  I  know  they  don't  advertise  it  one  bit.  Easter  a  year 
ago  we  sent  out  ten  F.  T.  D.  telegrams.  We  started  into  an  advertis- 
ing campaign,  using  inserts  on  all  of  our  stationery  and  on  all  our 
invoices,  of  which  we  send  out  something  like  1000  or  1200  a  month. 
We  do  not  use  the  same  thing  any  two  consecutive  months.  One  month 
I  would  use  an  ordinary  rubber  stamp  2x3  inches,  and  stamp  that 
right  across  the  face  of  the  writing.  They  cannot  help  but  see  it.  It 
cost  me  thirty-five  cents.  It  takes  but  a  second  to  put  it  on.  Not  a 
single  customer  fails  to  see  that  stamp.  It  advertises  the  Florists' 
Telegraph  Delivery,  stating  that  they  deliver  flowers  anywhere  in  the 
United  States  on  short  notice.  The  next  month  I  used  a  more  expensive 
one,  and  last  Easter  I  sent  out  100  telegrams.  I  think  one  of  the 
strongest  things  that  we  could  do  would  be  to  educate  every  one  of  our 
members  along  some  advertising  line  that  would  be  as  little  expensive 
as  that.    It  don't  cost  very  much. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  Mr.  Baum,  can  I  ask  you  to  put  it  this  way, 
to  make  our  members  see  that  the  outgoing  business  is  more  impor- 
tant than  the  incoming  business? 

Mr.  Baum :  I  would  rather  have  the  outgoing  business  than  the 
incoming  business.  I  think  that  is  a  feature  that  we  ought  to  work  out, 
to  get  up  some  kind  of  an  educational  campaign  with  our  own  mem- 
bers. Our  town  is  small,  we  have  some  65,000  population,  with  five 
florists  there.  In  the  last  two  years  our  firm  has  spent  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $400.00  advertising  our  own  city  in  the  work  of  the  F.  T.  D. 
We  have  a  sign  24  feet  long  and  10  feet  high,  featuring  the  F.  T.  D. 
business  alone.     We  have  made  up  several  windows,  and  things  like 
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that.     We  have  sent  out  thousands  of  announcements  to  the  public 
throughout  the  year  at  a  very  small  cost  per  individual. 

Mr.  Knoble:  I  think  we  ought  to  get  this  thing  down  to  some 
concrete  basis.  We  have  now  available  say  $2000.00  for  publicity  in  a 
general  way.  I  think  a  committee  ought  to  be  appointed  who  can 
handle  this  properly,  and  let  them  go  along  this  line;  use  as  much  of 
that  money  in  notifying  florists,  particularly  members  of  the  F.  T.  D., 
and  others  all  over  the  country,  of  the  urgent  necessity  for  impressing 
the  public  locally  that  they  can  buy  flowers  out  of  the  city  through 
them,  or  through  some  form  of  handling  it  by  this  institution.  We 
have  the  power  to  do  that  much  today,  and  we  ought  to  do  at  least 
that  much.  We  have  $2000.00.  We  can  write  to  the  secretaries  of  the 
local  clubs  and  to  the  leading  wholesalers  and  retailers,  and  in  that 
way  get  something  stirred  up.  In  addition  to  that,  I  think  that  every 
city  ought  to  have,  wherever  the  city  is  large  enough,  an  organization 
within  themselves  to  provide  a  fund  such  as  we  have  in  Cleveland,  for 
giving  the  floral  business  some  publicity;  and  in  that  event  they  could 
set  aside  a  certain  amount  for  the  kind  of  newspaper  publicity  that 
is  suggested  by  Mrs.  Wilson.  I  know  this,  as  I  have  had  a  great  deal 
of  experience  along  this  line,  that  when  you  go  to  the  editor  of  a 
newspaper,  or  to  the  advertising  manager  of  a  newspaper,  and  say  to 
him,  "Mr.  Advertising  Manager,  or  Mr.  Editor,  we  have  in  this  city  a 
fund  of  one  thousand  or  fifteen  hundred  dollars  that  we  are  going  to 
spend  for  publicity,  and  out  of  that  you  are  going  to  get  six  or  seven 
hundred  dollars  in  cash  for  paid-for  space  in  your  paper;  now  In 
return  for  that  we  want  you  to  use  some  articles  that  we  will  provide 
you  that  will  be  newsy  topics,  although  they  will  more  or  less  exploit 
our  business."  I  am  satisfied  that  he  will  assist  you  in  every  possible 
way,  and  I  believe  that  is  the  best  way  to  proceed  to  get  the  greatest 
amount  of  publicity  for  the  least  amount  of  expenditure. 

President  Gude :  I  think  this  resolution  is  broad  enough  to  cover 
that  (reading  the  resolution  over  again  as  previously  presented  by  Mr. 
Bertermann).  We  know  that  our  Secretary  will  know  how  to  uae  thli 
money  just  along  those  lines. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  Have  you  got  in  there  a  provision  about  a 
Committee  of  Three? 

President  Gude:    Yes,  that  goes  in  there. 

Mr.  Bohannon :  I  thought  that  the  suggestion  that  was  made,  that 
the  money  be  spent  in  localities  where  we  can  get  the  most  benefit  out 
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of  it,  is  a  good  thing.  In  Cleveland  they  are  receiving  a  great  deal 
of  benefit ;  but  if  the  same  method  were  employed  in  Chicago,  it  might 
not  be  as  successful  as  it  is  in  Cleveland,  and  it  won't  be  as  successful 
in  some  very  small  towns  as  it  is  in  Cleveland,  or  some  other  large 
town  like  New  York  or  Philadelphia.  For  that  reason,  I  think  that 
the  money  spent  in  advertising  should  be  appropriated  by  the  members 
of  the  F.  T.  D. ;  and  the  members  in  Chicago,  or  in  any  other  city, 
should  get  together  and  decide  in  what  way  the  money  should  be 
spent.  The  members  in  Kansas  City,  for  instance,  should  get  together 
and  decide  how  they  would  spend  their  proportion,  or  a  certain  amount 
of  the  money;  then  that  committee  could  work  with  this  other  com- 
mittee. But  if  you  put  all  the  work  on  to  our  Secretary,  it  is  pretty 
hard  for  him  to  get  all  over  the  country;  but  we  might  have  these 
committees,  one  in  St.  Louis,  one  in  Kansas  City,  one  in  Chicago,  and 
so  on;  and  those  committees  should  be  comprised  of  the  members  of 
this  Association.  I  think,  however,  through  getting  together  at  these 
meetings,  a  great  many  things  can  be  discussed  that  would  be  a  benefit, 
not  only  to  the  F.  T.  D.,  but  In  many  ways  would  benefit  the  entire 
retail  florists'  business. 

(Cries  of  "Question!") 

The  question  was  now  put,  and  the  motion  carried,  and  so  ordered. 

President  Gude:  Since  this  question  has  been  settled,  I  would 
ask  you  to  bear  with  me  two  or  three  minutes.  Mr.  Bohannon  re- 
ferred to  the  fact  that  it  might  not  work  out  In  Chicago,  New  York 
or  Philadelphia  in  the  same  way  that  it  does  in  Cleveland  or  any  other 
city,  or  in  a  small  town.  To  my  mind  that  would  fall  of  its  own 
weight,  because  there  never  was  a  better  advertised  Flower  Show,  or 
one  that  did  more  for  flowers,  than  the  Philadelphia  Flower  Show  last 
year,  where  they  got  advertising  which,  if  measured  up,  would  have 
amounted  to  over  $27,000,  for  a  cost  of  less  than  $5000.  At  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  four  years  ago,  the  florists  went  in  for  this  thing,  and  one 
paper  gave  us  eight  solid  pages  for  the  florists.  The  people  wondered 
what  it  all  meant — flowers — flowers — flowers!  It  put  flowers  on  the 
map.  It  can  be  done.  At  this  point  I  am  authorized  to  say,  as  you 
were  saying  a  good  deal  about  a  trade-mark,  our  Treasurer,  Mr.  Rock, 
offers  $25.00  in  cash  for  the  production  of  the  best  trade-mark  designed 
for  the  F.  T.  D.,  the  designs  to  be  produced  within  three  months,  he 
says.  Now  I  want  to  make  an  offer;  I  will  include  that  twenty-five 
dollars  and  make  it  $50.00,  if  you  want  to,  as  a  prize  for  the  most 
effective  advertisement  to  be  used  in  any  city  for  the  F.  T.  D.  on  the 
line  of  an  automobile  Ad. 
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Secretary  Pochelon:  It  has  got  to  be  something  absolutely  orig- 
inal, that  is  the  point. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  I  have  on  my  wagons,  "Flowers  By  Wire  To  All 
The  World" ;  and  I  do  not  want  to  change  that  for  some  petty  idea. 
I  would  like  you  to  make  it  clear  what  you  mean  by  that. 

President  Gude :  My  idea  is,  we  have  been  talking  a  whole  lot 
about  a  txade-mark;  Mr.  Rock  offers  $25.00  for  the  most  effective  and 
best  design  for  a  trade-mark  for  the  F.  T.  D.  to  use  on  its  stationery 
and  everything  else. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  On  stationery,  or  on  wagons?  Don't  go  too  far 
or  too  fast.    Is  it  a  trade-mark  for  wagons,  or  for  stationery? 

President  Gude:    You  can  use  it  on  anything. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:   Not  as  a  rule,  you  can't. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  You  owe  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  man  who 
put  in  the  first  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  window.  I  bet  that  none 
of  you  can  tell  me  who  that  man  was.  I  want  to  tell  you  that  it  was 
one  of  the  best  advertisements  and  it  was  original.  I  suggested  to 
have  a  prize  offered  for  something  absolutely  never  heard  of  before  to 
advertise  this  F.  T.  D. 

A.  F.  Borden:  How  many  of  you  boys  know,  right  off  the  reel, 
what  the  emblem  of  the  Santa  Fe  Railway  is?  They  have  got  something 
that  you  can  recognize  the  moment  you  see  it,  a  white  cross  in  a  blue 
ring. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  That  National  Florists*  design  is  one  of  the 
cleverest  things  that  was  ever  put  across. 

Sam  Seligman:  On  behalf  of  the  American  Bulb  Company,  we 
will  give  you  $25.00  for  the  snappiest,  breeziest  and  best  piece  of 
publicity. 

President  Gude:  I  think  after  all  we  have  got  hei'e  we  ought  to 
get  the  breeziest  thing  there  is. 

Paul  Klingsporn,  Chicago,  Ills.:  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  trade-mark  of  the  United  Cigar  Company,  which  is  the  first  thing 
you  see  when  you  go  to  any  branch  store  of  that  company  in  any  city; 

President  Gude:  Mrs.  Wilson,  I  believe  you  wanted  to  say  some- 
thing.   You  have  the  floor  now. 

Mrs.  Wilson:    I  see  that  everybody  is  boosting  their  own  game. 
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I  had  not  thought  of  boosting  my  own  especially,  but  if  any  of  the 
florists  or  the  clubs  in  the  different  cities  want  to  have  me  come  up 
and  talk  to  them  and  possibly  enthuse  them  on  this  publicity  idea,  I 
will  be  glad  to  come  up  and  visit  any  city  that  will  send  for  me,  if 
they  will  be  kind  enough  to  pay  my  expenses  from  my  home  city. 

President  Gude :  The  members  will  please  take  notice.  You  will 
agree  with  me  that  some  of  the  most  valuable  things  said  and  done 
here  this  afternoon  came  from  Mrs.  Wilson. 

Mr.  Lange:  All  who  want  to  go  to  the  show  tonight  will  be  pro- 
vided with  tickets.  All  we  want  is  to  know  how  many  wish  to  go. 
The  gentlemen  will  please  leave  their  names.  (A  Voice:  "What  kind 
of  a  show  is  It?") 

President  Gude:    The  suggestion  has  been  made,  is  it  breezy? 

Mr.  Lange,  Chicago :  The  Wholesale  Florists  are  inviting  you  as 
our  guests  to  the  show  here  tonight. 

President  Gude :  Gentlemen,  we  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  time 
this  afternoon  in  talking.  I  certainly  feel  repaid  for  all  the  time  I 
have  put  in  through  hearing  the  different  ideas  and  different  viewi 
expressed.  I  think  many  things  have  been  said  that  any  of  us  can  take 
home  with  profit  to  work  out  something;  but  there  is  still  a  number 
to  be  heard  from.  When  we  adjourn  here  tonight,  I  think  we  had  bet- 
ter adjourn  until  tomorrow  morning.  Some  of  our  members  want  to 
get  away,  particularly  Mr.  Hess,  our  National  Treasurer.  He  must  come 
up  here  and  say  something.  The  Treasurer  of  the  National  Association, 
Mr.  J.  J.  Hess,  Omaha,  Nebraska,  gentlemen.  He  is  an  F.  T.  D. 
member.     ( Applause. ) 

J.  J.  Hess,  Treasurer  S.  A.  F.  and  O.  H. :  I  heard  some  good  news 
in  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Breitmeyer  at  the  first  session  when  he  said  that 
he  made  $300.00  a  few  years  ago  from  the  F.  T.  D.,  but  that  this  last 
year  it  was  $10,000.  So  you  see  you  are  not  suffering.  You  are 
breaking  your  heads  as  if  you  were  suffering,  when  you  are  not  suffer- 
ing any  of  you.  You  are  getting  in  fine  shape.  If  you  go  ahead  the 
way  you  are  now,  you  will  do  still  better.  This  lady  from  Cleveland 
is  able  to  give  you  a  lot  of  good  suggestions.  All  you  have  to  do  is  to 
advertise  the  F.  T.  D.  locally.  Some  say  that  you  ought  to  put  the 
name  on  the  delivery  wagons,  "Florists'  Telegraph."  If  you  were  to 
do  that  the  people  might  think  that  it  was  a  telegraph  company  wagon 
Instead  of  a  florist's  wagon.  I  think  none  of  the  florists  have  suffered ; 
we  are  now  passing  through  very  fortunate  times  when  we  are  all 
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doing  a  splendid  business;  and  so  far  as  the  F.  T.  D.  is  concerned,  we 
can  look  forward  to  a  gradual  growth,  but  you  have  to  wait  and  grow 
up  gradually  just  as  you  would  build  up  any  other  business.  I  thank 
you  yery  much  and  beg  to  be  excused. 

President  Gude :  You  all  see  how  prosperous  he  looks.  Remember 
he  holds  the  money-bags  of  the  National  Association,  from  which  we 
hope  to  get  a  liberal  fund  for  advertising  the  F.  T.  D. 

Mrs.  Wilson :  This  is  not  advertising,  Mr.  President,  but  here  Is 
a  suggestion  in  regard  to  starting  this  publicity  campaign.  Would  it 
not  be  a  practical  suggestion  and  one  that  can  be  worked  out,  to  have 
each  florist  come  up  here  and  tell  us  how  much  they  have  received  from 
the  F.  T.  D.  business  this  year?  Now  the  gentlemen  who  are  getting 
the  benefit  of  this  thing,  why  couldn't  their  contribution  to  the  pub- 
licity fund  be  proportioned  somewhat  on  the  basis  of  the  returns  that 
they  are  receiving,  and  let  those  that  get  the  biggest  amount  of  busi- 
ness contribute  the  larger  amounts? 

Mr.  Breitmeyer :  I  want  to  answer  that.  I  want  to  ask  this : 
How  many  know  how  much  they  have  got  out  of  the  F.  T.  D.  business? 
When  I  say  that,  I  do  not  insinuate  that  there  is  anybody  here  that 
has  not  got  out  of  it  what  they  say  they  do;  but  I  say  that  there  are 
many  who  do  not  know  how  much  they  are  getting  out  of  it.  I  do  not 
think  there  is  anybody  here  that  knows  how  much  they  pay  out  for 
advertising.  Big  institutions  know  that,  but  the  florists  do  not.  Here 
is  another  thing  that  the  florists  do  not  do :  my  bookkeeper  told  me 
last  year  that  the  advertising  cost  was  two  per  cent,  of  our  gross 
business  last  year,  that  he  had  the  figures  there  and  there  was  no  get- 
ting away  from  it.  It  is  a  good  thing  to  look  into  your  business,  and 
if  you  can  afford  to  spend  more  money  for  doing  business,  why  do 
it.  Somebody  spoke  about  Ivory  Soap  being  advertised;  but  you 
must  have  the  goods  back  of  it  all  the  time. 

Past  President  Valentine:  I  would  like  to  offer  a  suggestion. 
We  were  talking  about  the  work  that  Mr.  Breitmeyer  had  done,  and 
this  publicity  work  that  has  been  done  In  Cleveland.  Now  do  not  for- 
get that  while  they  have  been  doing  a  lot  of  good  work  for  themselves, 
it  has  also  been  a  lot  of  good  work  for  you.     (Applause.) 

F.  C.  W.  Brown:  I  think  it  would  be  a  little  bit  unfair  to  assess 
a  man  according  to  the  amount  of  business  that  he  is  doing,  for  this 
reason,  that  if  he  is  doing  a  large  business  he  is  paying  correspondingly 
more  to  do  it.     He  is  not  only  paying  for  doing  that  business,  but  he 
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is  giving  a  lot  of  business  to  other  florists,  and  if  he  is  doing  a  larger 
business,  I  think  we  should  look  up  to  him  and  give  him  credit  rather 
than  take  money  from  him,  because  he  has  evidently  spent  a  lot  of 
money  to  procure  that  money. 

President  Gude:  Mr.  Seligman,  is  there  anything  you  want  to 
say  about  some  advertising  matter? 

Sam  Seligman,  American  Bulb  Co. ;  You  all  realize  that  there  is  a 
commercial  end  to  your  business,  and  that  is  true  whether  the  florist 
is  rated  at  five  thousand,  ten  thousand,  twenty  thousand  dollars,  or 
has  a  commercial  rating  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  It  is  true 
in  your  business  just  the  same  as  it  is  in  any  other  business.  I  have 
noticed  in  the  past  year,  since  the  Gude  Bros,  at  Washington  have  been 
handling  the  flower  business  for  the  President  and  Mrs.  Wilson,  in  the 
various  Pathe  weeklies  and  Mutual  weeklies,  and  various  other  mov- 
ing pictures,  Mrs.  Wilson  on  all  occasions  is  displayed  as  wearing  some 
kind  of  a  corsage  bouquet,  or  some  floral  decoration;  and  that  has  all 
been  in  a  way  a  contribution  to  direct  publicity  for  the  beneflt  of  the 
florists  throughout  the  country.  Now  I  asked  one  of  the  newspaper  men 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  how  it  came  about  that  there  was  so  much 
publicity  in  the  various  papers  throughout  the  United  States,  always 
speaking  about  Orchids  that  Mrs.  Wilson  wears  or  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson 
get;  and  this  newspaper  man  told  me  that  it  came  about  through  his 
personal  friendship  with  one  of  the  Gudes — which  one  I  don't  know; 
that  he  always  found  that  there  was  a  certain  amount  of  sentiment 
attached  to  flowers,  and  wherever  Mrs.  Wilson  appears  in  any  city  the 
newspaper  cuts  always  show  her  with  a  gorgeous  bunch  of  Orchids  or 
a  special  bouquet  of  flowers.  That  is  good  advertising.  Again,  I  have 
noticed  in  certain  parts  of  the  country  that  newspapers  have  copied 
articles  taken  from  a  Nashville,  Tennessee,  paper.  Now  I  found  that 
the  Joy  Company  there  have  employed  moving  pictures  as  a  matter 
of  publicity.  They  have  gone  to  considerable  expense,  taking  a  moving 
picture  director  out  to  their  plant  and  showing  their  greenhouses  and 
their  retail  store.  That  is  a  matter  of  publicity.  You  remember  during 
the  National  Flower  Show  there  was  quite  a  lot  of  publicity  about 
certain  things  that  occurred.  Many  florists  perhaps  did  not  take 
notice  of  that,  but  I  did.  Max  Schling  was  written  up  as  having  made 
up  a  bridal  bouquet  inside  of  eight  minutes,  while  he  was  being  con- 
veyed in  a  taxicab  from  the  Plaza  Hotel  to  the  Grand  Central  Palaoa 
That  gave  him  a  lot  of  publicity.  You  will  notice  all  through  the 
country  that  flower  shops  are  making  an  effort  to  take  advantage  of 
such  things  that  can  be  worked  up  into  stories,  and  they  have  got  a 
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lot  of  benefit  out  of  it.  I  know  on  one  occasion  I  saw  at  Montgomery 
here  a  short  time  ago,  a  film  of  the  soldiers  departing  from  Cleveland 
with  the  streets  strewn  with  flowers.  That  was  not  the  effort  of  any 
committee,  that  was  the  effort  of  a  local  man.  That  is  attributable  to 
Herman  Knoble  or  somebody  else.  That  was  sent  the  world  over.  It 
was  shown  in  moving  pictures  and  reproduced  in  lots  of  newspapers. 
It  is  my  habit  to  watch  out  for  such  things.  I  could  mention  hundreds 
and  hundreds  of  little  things  that  have  appeared  in  the  newspapers 
like  that.  Of  course,  advertising  is  an  art,  and  florists  have  not  begun 
to  make  their  business  a  commercial  business.  They  have  not  looked 
at  the  publicity  side  of  it  as  they  have  done  in  the  theatrical  business. 
The  theatrical  people  spend  all  kinds  of  money  in  advertising  their 
business.  They  never  appear  before  the  public  without  having  some 
publicity  side-issue  connected  with  it.  I  think  that  every  florist 
throughout  the  United  States  should  look  after  the  publicity  part  of 
his  business,  and  he  can  easily  do  many  things  that  will  cause  a  lot 
of  comment  and  a  lot  of  notice  from  which  he  will  derive  benefit. 

Mr.  Lange:  Before  the  audience  leaves  I  want  to  say  that  Mr. 
Bohannon,  Mr.  Seligman  and  myself  will  be  at  the  Palmer  House 
tonight.  We  want  to  know  how  many  are  going  to  the  theatre.  Wo 
will  distribute  these  tickets  at  the  ladles*  entrance  of  the  Palmer  House 
at  7:30  tonight. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  I  remember  one  time  that  Herman  Ennoble 
made,  I  think,  one  of  the  most  perfect  speeches  he  ever  made;  it  was 
at  the  banquet  at  the  Flower  Show.  He  said  something  that  went 
right  home  to  me. 

Mr.  Knoble:    Was  I  dressed  up  that  evening? 

Secretary  Pochelon:  Yes.  I  know  I  was.  What  he  said  at  that 
time  reminds  me  that  we  not  only  want  to  talk  about  these  things, 
but  we  want  to  act  on  them.  He  said  that  night,  "There  are  so  many 
of  you  fellows  who  have  the  brightest  ideas  and  talk  about  them  a 
little  while,  and  then  let  them  go  to  sleep."  Now  let  us  go  home  from 
this  meeting  and  advertise  this  thing. 

President  Gude:  Gentlemen,  we  have  had  more  or  less  of  a 
strenuous  day.  Never  before  have  so  many  retailers  been  gathered 
together  at  one  time.  I  expect  to  call  this  meeting  to  order  at  9:00 
o'clock  tomorrow  morning — sixty  minutes  after  eight.  I  want  enough 
people  here  to  start  the  meeting  and  I  expect  you  all  to  be  here.  If 
there  are  any  ideas  that  have  been  overlooked  today,  try  to  think  up 
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what  you  can  tonight  and  let  us  have  the  benefit  of  it  tomorrow.  Jot 
it  down  and  bring  it  here,  and  we  will  thrash  it  out  tomorrow  morning. 
The  first  order  of  business  tomorrow  morning  will  be  the  best  method 
of  handling  collections,  and  some  other  things  that  the  Secretary  has 
in  mind.  When  we  adjourn  this  meeting  and  you  go  back  to  your 
homes,  I,  as  the  presiding  officer,  want  to  feel  that  we  have  done  every- 
thing that  we  possibly  could  do;  and  I  want  every  member  of  thia 
organization  to  feel  the  same  way.  That  cannot  possibly  be  the  case 
unless  you  keep  up  the  spirit  that  you  have  shown  today.  Be  here  at 
9:00  o'clock  tomorrow  morning  chock  full  of  ideas,  and  prepared  to 
take  part  in  all  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting.     I  thank  you. 

Thereupon   the   convention   adjourned   to  9:00   A.    M.,   Thursday, 
October  12,  1916. 


THIRD  SESSION.   THURSDAY  MORNING. 
OCTOBER   12.    1916 


The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  President  Gude  in 
the  Chair. 

President  Gude:  Gentlemen,  please  come  to  order.  The  time  has 
arrived  to  begin  our  session.  First  I  want  to  read  a  telegram  from 
one  of  our  Directors,  as  follows :  "San  Francisco,  Calif.,  Oct.  11,  1916. 
Wm.  F.  Gude,  President  F.  T.  D.,  La  Salle  Hotel,  Chicago.  Regret  that 
I  am  unable  to  attend  the  meeting.  Approve  copy  of  the  By-laws  sent 
me.  Wish  the  meeting  every  success.  Frank  D.  Pelicano."  Also  the 
following  from  Fargo,  N.  D.,  addressed  to  Albert  Pochelon,  La  Salle 
Hotel,  Chicago,  111. :  "Dear  Sir :  Regret  exceedingly  my  inability  to 
be  present  at  this  October  meeting  of  the  F.  T.  D.  as  planned.  The 
Association  has  been  a  valuable  asset  to  us  and  is  worthy  and  should 
have  the  support  of  every  florist.  Though  unable  to  be  with  you,  I 
assure  you  of  our  hearty  co-operation.  Very  truly  yours,  T.  D.  Smed- 
ley."  These  are  two  telegrams  that  have  come  in  since  yesterday  morn- 
ing. We  also  have  a  communication  from  T.  J.  Wolfe,  president  of  The 
Texas  State  Association,  as  follows:  "I  think  the  Constitution  and 
By-laws  are  fine,  other  than  paragraph  three,  which  should  be  more 
strenuous.  I  really  do  not  think  there  is  enough  of  a  Guarantee  Fund. 
Other  than  that  I  think  they  are  all  right.  I  am  sorry  I  cannot  attend 
the  meeting  in  Chicago,  but  I  have  to  attend  another  meeting  in 
Dallas  in  regard  to  the  Flower  Show.     With  kindest  regards,  I  am 
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yours  truly,  T.  J.  Wolfe."  I  want  to  say  that  I  also  received  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Wolfe  expressing  his  regrets  at  inability  to  be  present.  I 
believe  the  first  order  of  business  this  morning  to  come  before  the 
members  is  the  question  of  collections.  This  is  a  matter  that  I  do  not 
believe  has  been  thrashed  out  The  Secretary  also  has  some  matters 
that  he  wishes  to  present.  I  would  like  to  ask  all  of  you  to  take  part  in 
the  discussions,  and  if  you  have  any  personal  matters  between  other 
florists  and  yourselves,  do  not  mention  any  names,  but  just  confine 
yourself  to  the  subject  matter,  please,  and  as  far  as  possible  to  mat- 
ters of  national  importance.  A  little  question  of  a  few  dollars  between 
ourselves  ought  to  be  settled  by  ourselves  and  not  by  this  Association, 
and  should  not  enter  into  this  meeting.    Mr.  Secretary,  are  you  ready? 

Secretary  Pochelon:    Yesterday  we  heard  a  great  deal  about  pub- 
licity, but  you  want  to  look  around  you  before  you  commence  to  buy 
publicity  and  see  what  you  can  get  for  nothing.    There  is  a  lot  that 
you  can  get  that  is  good  publicity  that  will  not  cost  you  anything.    It 
might  cost  you  a  two-cent  stamp,  it  might  cost  you  a  little  letter  to 
write  to  your  Secretary.     Have  you  ever  figured  that  if  all  of  our 
members  when  they  send  an  order  to  a  good  retailer — and  there  are  a 
lot  of  good  retailers  outside  of  our  350  members — when  you  send  him 
an  order  say,  and  say  it  very  strongly,  "Why  are  you  not  a  member 
of  the  F.  T.  D.?    Why  don't  you  join?     That  has  helped  us  a  great 
deal ;  you  will  notice  that  there  are  not  any  of  them  that  ever  drop  out, 
so  there  must  be  some  good  reason  for  it."     After  you  write  such  a 
letter  as  that,  let  me  have  the  address  of  the  fellow,  tell  me  that  you 
sent  him  an  order,  and  then  let  me  write  him  a  letter  too,  and  the 
thing  will  come  to  him  from  two  directions.     Suppose  somebody  else 
also  sends  him  an  order  and  also  sends  him  a  letter,  we  will  get  him 
eventually  that  way.    Just  think  how  this  works  in  the  collection  end 
of  it.    Here  is  every  one  of  you  350  members  sending  in  bills  that  are 
over  forty-five  days  old.    Now,  I  would  not  call  them  all  undesirable, 
as  some  people  try  to  term  it,  because  some  of  these  men  are  not  unde- 
sirable, they  are  simply  negligent  or  a  little  lazy  in  paying  their  bills 
and  you  want  to  show  them  the  right  way,  put  down  some  rules  for 
them,  and  they  will  come  across.    They  will  be  just  like  Mr.  Rock  and 
myself,  who  are  not  going  to  wait  until  the  tenth  of  the  month.    We 
are  going  to  pay  the  minute  we  get  the  bills.    Just  as  soon  as  we  get  a 
bill  from  a  florist  who  has  made  a  delivery  for  us  we  want  to  send 
them  a  check  by  return  mail.    Today  I  could  name  you,  I  would  say, 
fifteen  or  twenty  people  that  you  and  I  would  fill  orders  for,  yet  those 
very  same  parties  have  most  terrible  reputations  around  the  country. 
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I  do  not  see  how  they  ever  could  get  away  with  it;  yet  some  of  them 
are  very  prominent  florists  in  their  localities.  I  think  this  organiza- 
tion is  not  only  for  your  interest  and  my  interest,  and  for  you  and  me 
to  gain,  but  it  is  also  for  the  purpose  of  educating  all  these  fellows, 
to  just  show  them  how  they  can  do  it;  and  this  showing  can  be  done 
in  a  nice  diplomatic  way.  You  are  not  unreasonable  when  you  ask  a 
man  to  pay  a  bill  that  is  over  forty-five  days  old.  He  says,  perhaps, 
"Oh,  I  pay  my  bills  when  I  feel  like  It" ;  but  the  time  will  come  when 
all  bills  must  be  paid  within  thirty  days.  Now  here  we  come  with 
this  collection  end  of  it  from  one  central  point.  All  of  you  send  In 
to  the  Secretary  your  bills  that  are  forty-five  days  old.  Here  is  a  man, 
Smith,  or  Jones,  whatever  his  name  may  be,  away  out  in  San  Francisco, 
he  has  been  buying  from  a  number  of  our  members,  we  will  say,  and 
they  all  send  their  bills  against  him  in  to  the  Secretary,  and  he  is 
told  that  he  must  pay  within  forty-five  days  or  his  discount  is  lost. 
Now  that  man  begins  to  wake  up.  Just  think  of  the  awakening  when 
he  gets  seven,  eight,  or  fifteen  letters  from  fifteen  members  of  the 
F.  T.  D. ;  if  that  is  not  a  sure  cure  for  him  I  would  like  to  know  what 
is.  If  he  doesn't  pay  those  fifteen  bills  you  might  just  as  well  make 
up  your  mind  that  you  never  want  to  have  anything  to  do  with  that 
man.  He  is  getting  fifteen  bills  from  fifteen  different  members  of  the 
F.  T.  D.  from  fifteen  different  towns.  I  would  change  my  name  if  I 
did  anything  like  that  and  was  caught  at  it. 

A  Member:  Make  that  a  little  clearer,  make  it  a  specific  case 
between  you  and  me. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  I  hate  to  do  that;  but,  for  instance,  here  is 
Smith  from  Cleveland,  we  will  not  mention  any  names,  here  is  a  man 
who  is  not  an  F.  T.  D.  member  but  a  florist  in  good  standing.  (A  Voice : 
"In  Nashville,  Tenn.")    No,  we  haven't  anything  like  that  in  Nashville. 

President  Gude:    Say  Mr.  Thompson  in  Halifax. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  I  do  not  want  to  step  on  anybody's  toes.  We 
will  say  here  is  a  town  in  the  center  of  the  United  States  and  here  is 
a  retail  florist  who  has  a  good  establishment.  If  you  ask  the  public 
of  his  town  they  will  tell  you  he  is  the  leading  florist,  but  nevertheless 
every  traveling  salesman  who  visits  your  shop  will  tell  you  that  this 
Mr.  So-and-So  doesn't  pay  his  bills.  I  tell  you  those  traveling  salesmen 
are  good  field  agents,  they  are  a  sort  of  a  clearing-house.  Now  we  will 
say  here  is  Mr.  Knoble  of  Cleveland,  who  has  made  a  delivery  for  this 
man  in  that  central  town  amounting  to  $15.00,  the  delivery  was  made 
over  two  months  ago,  it  Is  not  paid  and  the  bill  sent  in  to  the  Sec- 
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retary.  Here  is  Pelicano  in  San  Francisco  that  may  have  made  deliv- 
eries for  this  man;  here  is  another  man  of  New  Orleans  that  has 
made  a  delivery  for  him;  here  are  hundreds  of  others  that  we  do  not 
perhaps  know  anything  about  that  have  made  deliveries  for  him.  Now 
then,  all  these  bills  after  they  are  forty-five  days  old,  Instead  of  your 
trying  to  collect  them  yourselves,  you  send  them  to  your  Secretary  as 
a  clearing-house;  and  the  first  thing  in  one  morning's  mail  this  man 
gets  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  calling  his  attention  to  the  fact  that 
all  these  bills  have  been  sent  in  by  the  F.  T.  D.  members  from  various 
points  and  that  they  must  be  paid  immediately;  that  he  has  lost  his 
discount  if  he  doesn't  pay  them  by  return  mail.  If  he  doesn't  pay  within 
fifteen  days  he  loses  his  discount.  Think  of  the  position  in  which  he 
stands  with  those  fifteen  or  twenty  different  members.  They  do  not 
send  their  bills  direct  but  they  send  them  through  this  central  agency. 
Why,  it  is  harder  on  him  than  it  would  be  If  the  bills  are  sent  direct, 
even  though  you  wrote  him  a  nasty  letter. 

A  Member :  Do  you  tell  him  to  make  the  payment  to  you,  or  to  me  ? 

Secretary  Pochelon:  According  to  your  rules  now  the  bills  must 
be  paid  to  the  Secretary,  because  if  he  pays  it  to  you  and  takes  off 
the  twenty  per  cent,  and  you  take  his  check,  you  are  going  against  the 
rules.  You  might  say,  "Oh  well,  I  will  be  easy."  On  the  other  hand, 
if  you  refuse  his  check,  which  represents  the  twenty  per  cent,  off,  and 
send  it  back  to  him,  he  will  write  you  a  nasty  letter  and  will  get  mad 
at  you  and  will  never  send  you  another  order.  So  you  can  make  the 
clearing-house  a  bumper  for  you,  see?  And  not  accept  that  check  from 
him  but  let  it  go  direct  to  the  Secretary  who  will  then  send  his  check 
to  you.  I  dare  not  accept  a  check  from  him  with  the  twenty  per  cent, 
off,  but  must  demand  the  full  amount  of  the  money  on  this  delivery.  Is 
that  fairly  clear?  I  have  had  a  lot  of  interesting  letters  on  this  proposi- 
tion— a  lot  of  them.  And  let  me  tell  you  that  some  of  the  most  successful 
and  some  of  the  most  enthusiastic  letters  about  it  were  from  retail  florists 
who  are  not  F.  T.  D.  members  but  who  have  owed  bills  to  F.  T.  D. 
members,  and  through  this  collecting  from  them  they  sat  up  and  took 
notice.  Any  of  you  sometimes  may  let  a  bill  slide  along  during  the 
summer  time  when  perhaps  you  are  away  two  or  three  weeks  on  a 
vacation  and  had  not  paid  up  your  bills  before  leaving.  You  see  after 
your  bill  is  thirty  days  old  it  is  allowed  only  fifteen  days  longer;  and 
when  some  of  our  prominent  members  might  get  lax  in  that  way  and 
then  get  a  little  letter  from  your  collecting  agency  they  would  hustle 
that  check  to  the  other  fellow  mighty  quick,  I  will  tell  you.  Now  that 
talks  money,  dollars  and  cents  to  you;  and  when  you  can  talk  dollars 
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and  cents  to  your  membership  that  means  something.  We  have  tried  to 
get  every  one  of  you  members  to  do  this  in  your  correspondence  with 
non-members,  when  you  send  them  an  order  to  ask  them  to  join.  I 
bet  you  there  is  very  little  of  that  being  done.  But  now  with  this 
collecting  agency  I  think  you  will  do  it,  because  nothing  will  bring 
you  results  quicker  than  this  will.  It  means  your  own  personal  gain. 
I  have  found  out  one  thing,  and  that  is  that  there  is  no  more  selfish 
lot  of  men  than  the  retail  florists,  selfish,  actuated  by  petty  jealousy, 
and  sometimes  very  narrow-minded,  so  that  they  do  not  look  at  it  from 
the  broad  end  of  it.   It  is  just,  what  am  I  going  to  get  out  of  it? 

Mr.  Brown:  May  I  ask  you  a  question?  You  spoke  about  re- 
questing people  to  join  the  F.  T.  D.  Of  course,  I  believe  in  that;  but 
is  such  a  man  as  this  to  be  asked?  A  lady  came  in  and  asked  me  to 
deliver  in  another  city  a  $25.00  standing  cross  of  Lilies.  I  took  her 
order  and  sent  it  to  a  certain  florist.  After  Easter  she  came  in  to 
me  and  she  said,  "Mr.  Brown,  my  sister  attended  the  church  where 
the  cross  of  Lilies  was  sent,  and  there  were  only  three  Lilies  in  it. 
There  were  three  Lilies  in  it  and  half  a  dozen  Tulips  of  different 
colors,  and  that  was  all  the  flowers  there  were  in  the  piece."  I  said, 
"Well,  I  will  see  what  I  can  do  for  you."  I  started  a  correspondence 
with  this  man,  and  the  result  was  that  lie  split  the  price,  allowing 
me  twenty  per  cent,  out  of  the  split  price.  Do  you  want  to  get  such 
people  in  the  F.  T.  D.? 

Secretary  Pochelon ;  I  want  to  tell  you  this,  that  if  you  take  for 
granted  every  statement  about  orders  that  customers  may  come  into 
your  store  and  tell  you, — I  wouldn't  believe  it  ahvays.  There  was 
never  a  cross  made  for  $25.00  with  three  Lilies  and  six  Tulips.  There 
is  too  much  of  that  misrepresentation  b.y  customers.  Many  a  customer 
will  come  in  and  say,  "I  can  get  so  and  so  for  that  money." 

Mr.  Brown :  But  don't  you  think  that  the  fact  that  he  cut  his- 
price  in  two  after  some  lengthy  correspondence  incriminates  him? 

Secretary  Pochelon:  I  believe  when  you  have  anything  to  arbi- 
trate, the  quicker  you  get  it  out  of  the  way  the  better,  even  if  you 
have  to  split  the  price  in  half.  If  it  is  positively  necessary  to  do 
that,  do  it  and  get  it  out  of  the  way  and  you  will  be  better  friends 
afterwards;  but  remember,  when  you  come  before  your  membership 
here  and  you  say,  "Mr.  Brown,  you  must  put  twenty-five  Lilies  in 
each  $5.00  wreath  that  I  send  you  an  order  for,  or  that  the  F.  T.  D. 
is  going  to  send  you,"  let  me  tell  you  this  now  that  you  will  never 
make  a  success  of  that;  you  cannot  dictate  how  they  shall  run  their 
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bosiness  or  how  they  shall  make  their  deliveries.  That  is  up  to  them. 
But  I  want  to  tell  you,  I  have  the  greatest  confidence  when  I  get  an 
order  for  any  town  where  we  have  an  F.  T.  D.  member,  I  know  it  is 
going  to  be  filled  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

Mr.  Brown :    This  man  is  not  an  F.  T.  D.  member. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  You  forget  one  thing — of  course  in  a  large 
town  this  may  not  always  hold  good — but  there  is  one  thing  that 
perhaps  you  have  not  sufficiently  considered;  I  have  an  order,  for 
Instance,  and  you  know  this  order  will  be  going  perhaps  to  a  customer 
of  a  correspondent  of  yours  in  St.  Paul.  Will  he  make  a  poor  delivery? 
He  cannot  afford  to  make  a  poor  delivery.  Now  in  smaller  towns 
the  same  holds  good. 

Mr.  Brown :  In  this  case  this  woman  said  that  this  man  had  been 
their  florist  for  years  when  they  had  formerly  lived  in  that  town,  and 
that  he  filled  the  order  for  her  father's  funeral  some  few  months  prior 
to  that,  amounting  to  nearly  a  thousand  dollars,  for  which  they  had 
paid;  but  at  this  time  there  were  none  of  their  family  living  in  that 
town,  and  she  said  that  she  supposed  that  he  did  not  expect  any  of 
them  to  be  there.  That  is  the  way  the  customer  represented  it  to  me. 
She  said  there  were  about  three  Lilies  and  half  a  dozen  Tulips.  Of 
course,  you  know  how  a  customer  will  speak  about  those  things. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  Of  course,  there  is  no  use  of  getting  into 
an  argument  about  a  thing  like  that,  you  have  to  just  keep  quiet. 

W.  H.  Wienhoeber,  Chicago,  111. :  As  I  understand  it,  bills  should 
be  sent  in  to  the  Secretary  after  they  are  forty-five  days  old,  and  there- 
fore you  see,  as  I  remember  in  some  previous  statement,  this  notice 
should  not  be  sent  later  than  that,  or  otherwise  it  would  not  be  the 
right  thing  to  do.  Suppose,  in  my  judgment,  that  I  consider  that  this 
man  has  neglected  his  bill,  but  I  don't  find  it  out  until  three  months 
that  he  didn't  pay  the  bill,  and  then  I  send  this  bill  three  months  old 
to  you,  and  you  say,  "Why  didn't  you  send  this  bill  before?"  It  might 
have  been  in  my  judgment  best  not  to  send  the  bill  sooner.  Supposing 
he  has  neglected  it  and  that  it  was  not  his  fault,  would  it  not  be 
unjust  for  the  man  to  send  his  bill  to  you  and  get  him  on  record? 

Secretary  Pochelon:  Oh  no,  if  he  neglected  to  pay  this  bill,  that 
is  negligence.     We  want  to  cut  all  negligence  out  of  business. 

Mr.   Wienhoeber:     If   you   can   get   the    florist   down   to   a    strict 
business  basis  you  will  succeed  better  than  any  one  else  ever  did. 
Secretary  Pochelon:    We  have  succeeded  in  that  a  good  deal. 
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President  Gude:  In  answer  to  Mr.  Wienhoeber,  I  want  to  state 
that  before  you  send  that  bill  to  the  Secretary  you  will  again  send 
the  bill  to  the  party  with  a  letter  simply  stating,  "Failing  to  hear  from 
you  by  return  mail  I  will  be  forced  to  send  this  bill  to  the  Secretary 
for  such  action  as  he  deems  best."  That  puts  him  on  notice,  and  then 
you  are  out  of  it.  He  has  forfeited  his  twenty  per  cent,  after  the 
forty-five  days,  if  he  don't  pay  you  before  forty-five  days  it  is  a  case 
for  the  Secretary. 

Mr.  Wienhoeber :   I  want  to  be  just  to  both  parties. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  Perhaps  this  will  help  you.  I  have  collected 
all  this  correspondence  on  all  these  different  things  and  I  will  give  you 
the  general  feeling  expressed  by  the  majority.  I  want  to  tell  you  that 
there  are  some  of  the  most  prominent  men,  real  good  fine  fellows  whom 
you  and  I  will  never  miss  a  chance  to  shake  hands  with,  who  might 
be  negligent  about  the  payment  of  a  bill.  They  might  have  been  off 
on  a  vacation  and  forgotten  to  pay  this  bill;  but  they  have  taken 
letters  sent  them  on  this  subject  in  the  grandest  spirit  and  have  written 
back  to  me,  "We  will  immediately  settle  this.  We  certainly  feel  proud 
that  we  have  such  a  clearing-house."  You  may  know  that  a  florist 
is  well  known  by  others,  but  what  do  you  know  about  a  man  that  is 
away  out  in  California?  He  may  be  a  good  man,  but  he  is  liable  to 
be  away  for  two  or  three  weeks.  If  you  send  that  bill  to  the  Secretary, 
a  good  man  will  never  take  offense  on  getting  this  bill  from  the  Sec- 
retary's office.  He  is  willing  to  forfeit  this  little  twenty  per  cent, 
for  his  negligence,  and  it  will  cure  him  of  his  negligence.  The  next 
time  he  will  pay  the  day  before  the  thirty  days  run  out,  he  will  do 
as  I  do  and  a  lot  of  fellows  who  think  it  is  the  proper  thing  to  do, 
that  the  money  ought  to  be  sent  promptly,  that  it  belongs  to  the  man  that 
fills  the  order  more  than  it  does  to  the  party  who  takes  it.  I  ask 
for  a  bill  immediately  after  my  correspondent  makes  a  delivery.  When 
he  sends  that  bill  it  means  that  he  has  made  the  delivery.  Sometimes 
you  get  an  order  two  weeks  ahead,  and  when  that  bill  comes  to  me  I 
don't  wait  even  ten  days,  I  have  a  check  made  out  at  once  and  sent 
by  return  mail.  You  may  say  that  you  have  a  contra  account  with 
another  man;  but  I  want  to  tell  you  that  some  of  those  accounts 
between  one  and  the  other  cause  a  good  many  misunderstandings  and 
are  the  means  of  dragging  out  collections  sometimes  for  quite  a  while. 
Say  you  mail  me  an  order  and  I  send  you  a  check  for  it,  why  not  let 
it  go  all  the  way  through  on  a  cash  basis?  The  other  way,  at  the  end 
of  the  month  you  have  made  so  many  deliveries  for  me,  and  I  have 
made  so  many  for  you,  and  here  is  the  balance.     I  believe  that  the 
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time  will  come  wlien  every  one  of  you  will  have  a  system  of  keeping 
books  for  outgoing  as  well  as  incoming  orders,  because  you  have  to 
do  it  in  order  to  reciprocate  with  the  other  man.  I  am  not  casting 
any  reflection  on  any  one.  We  send  orders  to  a  whole  lot  of  our  mem- 
bers and  also  to  retail  florists  who  are  not  members  even  where  we 
may  have  a  member  in  the  same  town.  Why?  Because  we  must  re- 
ciprocate, we  must  send  orders  to  the  man  who  sends  orders  to  us, 
we  must  deal  with  men  that  buy  in  our  shop.  We  patronize  the  people 
that  come  to  us.  You  would  not  criticise  that,  you  practice  that  in 
your  own  towns,  do  you  not?  (A  Voice:  "Surely!")  Therefore, 
I  say  that  a  man  should  look  better  after  his  outgoing  business  than  his 
Incoming,  and  if  he  does  that  I  think  in  the  long  rim  he  is  the  winner. 

Mr.  Wienhoeber:    I  think  that  is  the  only  way  to  do. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  It  was  a  good  many  years  before  New  York 
florists  ever  even  thought  of  sending  an  order  outside  of  New  York, 
they  never  bothered  very  much  with  it,  they  never  thought  of  looking 
out  for  the  outgoing,  all  they  wanted  was  steamer  business  coming 
into  New  York.  They  never  thought,  "What  are  we  going  to  do  in 
return  for  this" ;  not  in  any  case  did  they  ever  think  of  that,  because 
if  they  had  they  would  not  have  been  so  narrow-minded  as  to  say 
that  they  would  not  fill  orders  in  New  York  for  $5.00.  They  would  not 
be  so  narrow-minded,  why?  Because  now  they  have  to  have  this  service 
out  of  town  themselves.  Supposing  that  all  of  you  fellows,  you  big 
broad-minded  men,  would  some  day  say,  "If  a  man  refuses  to  take 
and  fill  our  orders  in  New  York  why  should  we  fill  his  in  Chicago?" 
If  a  man  is  too  big  to  be  associated  with  you  who  are  in  the  same 
profession,  I  would  not  do  a  stroke  of  work  for  him — I  would  not. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  Gentlemen,  there  is  a  lot  of  correspondence, 
a  lot  of  things  here  that  I  would  be  glad  to  enlighten  you  upon,  and 
to  give  you  any  kind  of  information  you  want,  either  with  regard  to 
collections  or  retail  florists'  directory.  There  are  a  lot  of  things  that 
can  be  made  as  interesting  as  the  subject  of  publicity. 

Mr.  Wienhoeber:  Suppose  I  get  a  telegram  for  a  fimeral  piece 
and  it  is  rather  doubtful  about  my  getting  my  pay  from  that  party, 
or  I  do  not  know  him  at  all.  Now  the  order  comes  in,  my  belief  is 
that  I  should  fill  that  order  regardless  of  whether  I  get  paid  or  not. 
From  a  moral  standpoint  I  think  that  is  the  right  thing  to  do;  but 
yet  from  a  financial  standpoint  it  is  a  question  in  my  mind  what  a 
person  should  do  in  such  a  case.  If  I  knew  that  the  florist  himself 
would  be  the  sufferer  I  would  not  question  it ;  but  as  long  as  the  florist 
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who  sends  out  the  order  is  the  one  that  is  going  to  suffer  I  am  doubtful, 
and  I  want  to  be  enlightened  about  that. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  You  want  to  know  what  you  would  do  if 
one  of  your  customers  came  in  the  store  and  gave  you  such  an  order? 

Mr.  Wienhoeber :     When  I  know  beforehand  that  he  won't  pay. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  Every  business  has  to  lose  a  certain  amount 
of  money.  If  we  could  collect  all  the  money  that  we  have  ever  had  stand- 
ing out  we  would  all  be  greatly  ahead.  But  every  business  must  lose  some 
money.  I  think  you  have  to  look  at  this  the  same  as  you  would  any 
other  branch  of  your  own  business;  you  have  to  take  orders  from  your 
customers  even  though  some  of  them  are  not  paid. 

Mr.  Wienhoeber :    No  doubt  about  that. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  Now  why  stop  on  business  going  out  of  town? 
There  is  not  after  all  so  much  money  lost  through  out-of-town  florists. 

Mr.  Wienhoeber :  Would  you  say  that  the  view  that  I  have  been 
taking  is  correct? 

Secretary  Pochelon:     Surely. 

Mr.  Borden :  There  is  only  one  view  to  take  in  that,  and  that 
is  to  follow  the  Golden  Rule.  In  Los  Angeles  we  have  never  refused 
to  supply  a  funeral  piece  even  if  we  didn't  know  we  would  ever  get 
a  cent  for  it ;  but  the  young  Johnny  that  hangs  around  the  stage  door 
has  to  put  down  the  money.  Any  old  man  or  widow  that  wants  a 
funeral  piece  from  us  can  have  all  they  want  from  us,  whether  we 
ever  get  the  money  or  not. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  We  cannot  perhaps  make  all  retail  florists 
good  paying  people;  but  let  us  make  our  own  membership  good  paying 
ones,  and  then  you  will  see  what  an  effect  that  will  have  on  the  rest 
of  them.  This  is  not  a  greedy  business  organization  only,  and  there- 
fore this  F.  T.  D,  should  be  somewhat  of  an  educational  organization, 
it  should  educate  the  retail  florist  trade  from  A  to  Z,  so  that  Mr. 
Wienhoeber  will  know,  for  instance,  what  kind  of  a  floral  design  Mr. 
Gude  makes  in  Washington — see?  He  should  be  posted  about  that. 
Gude  is  only  working  for  him,  after  all,  he  is  only  one  of  my  employees. 
Let  us  feel  that  way.  If  you  send  him  an  order  he  becomes  immediately 
your  employee,  don't  he?  Now  if  you  haven't  any  confidence  or  any 
faith  in  your  employees,  where  are  you  going  to  land?  I  will  tell  you 
what  I  would  like  to  have  for  this  F.  T.  D. ;  I  would  like  to  have  a 
book  containing  the  photograph  of  every  member,  of  his  store  and  his 
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surroundings,  and  some  of  his  work,  on  one  page.  That  is  perhaps  far 
fetched;  but  do  you  know,  the  better  we  know  each  other,  the  more 
familiar  we  are  with  each  other's  work,  the  better  we  can  conduct 
business  with  each  other.  I  have  a  rule  when  I  want  to  find  out  all 
about  a  fellow  I  take  him  fishing,  I  live  with  him  for  about  a  week. 
If  he  is  any  good,  I  take  him  again;  if  he  is  no  good,  I  let  him  go 
fishing. 

A  Voice :  In  other  words,  if  you  want  to  find  out  about  somebody 
you  want  to  live  with  him  a  little  while. 

Treasurer  Rock:  Wouldn't  it  be  just  as  well  to  let  the  members 
know  some  of  your  methods  as  to  bringing  pressure  to  bear  upon  fel- 
lows that  do  not  pay  their  bills,  what  methods  you  employ?  You  went 
on  to  say  that  you  went  after  them,  but  you  didn't  say  how  you  went 
after  them.  I  think  it  would  be  a  good  thing  to  show  the  members 
here  how  quickly  you  can  bring  him  to  time. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  I  do  not  think  you  can  employ  any  better 
system  than  you  could  in  your  own  business.  In  my  business  I  first 
come  at  a  slow  payer  very  politely,  and  make  him  see  that  his  bill 
is  overdue.  If  he  doesn't  come  across  then  the  next  letter  will  be  a 
little  stronger.  If  he  is  a  member  of  the  F.  T.  D.,  I  do  not  have  to 
write  very  much,  but  just  call  his  attention  to  the  rule  that  unless 
he  comes  right  across  he  will  lose  the  twenty  per  cent,  commission. 
Our  members  have  never  kicked  on  that.  If  he  is  not  a  member  of 
the  F.  T.  D.,  I  simply  say,  "Well,  of  course  the  argument  of  losing 
your  discount  unless  the  bill  is  paid  in  forty-five  days  I  cannot  apply 
to  you,  as  you  are  not  a  member,  but  in  behalf  of  our  membership  we 
certainly  will  have  to  guard  against  anybody  that  doesn't  pay  their 
bills  and  pay  them  promptly."  I  don't  tell  him  how  I  guard  our  mem- 
bership. You  can't  imagine  how  quickly  some  of  these  things  work. 
You  know  the  F.  T.  D.  has  got  some  pressure,  not  only  on  its  member- 
ship, but  just  as  I  said  before,  there  are  not  any  of  you  that  have  joined 
the  F.  T.  D.  that  can  afford  to  drop  out.  We  have  a  hold  on  you  now. 
What  we  want  to  do  is  to  carry  that  pressure  further.  We  want  to 
use  every  bit  of  that  pressure  to  make  retail  florists  see  that  the  best 
way  to  do  is  to  pay  bills  promptly.  I  do  not  have  to  start  a  suit 
against  anybody.  A  few  of  them  have  come  back  and  written  me  some 
very  nasty  letters;  but  when  they  do  that  I  tell  them  that  I  have  a 
dictionary  that  contains  the  same  language  but  I  wouldn't  use  it. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  I  have  listened  now  for  about  fifteen  or  twenty 
minutes  to  the  same  old  wind-jamming  right  through.    There  is  a  lack 
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of  education,  we  all  know  that,  so  what  is  the  use  of  arguing  about 
that  very  long?  How  much  of  your  florist  outgoing  business  is  on 
your  books  after  sixty  days?  Has  anybody  ever  watched  that?  Be- 
cause we  have  one  fellow  that  owes  us  a  little  money,  we  are  blaming 
fifty  or  sixty  more  who  do  not.  That  is  all  poppy-cock.  In  well  regu- 
lated business  everything  has  to  be  done  promptly.  You  have  to  be 
prompt  in  getting  your  bills  paid  and  in  getting  your  money  in.  The 
average  fellow  sees  that  his  bills  are  paid  but  doesn't  always  pay  as 
much  attention  to  the  bills  that  come  to  him ;  that  is  where  the  trouble 
is.  Your  bookkeeping  system  should  be  so  arranged  that  you  could 
follow  up  your  bills  and  get  your  money.  As  I  was  telling  Mr.  Pochelon, 
you  are  all  talking  about  what  this  Association  can  do  to  help  train 
the  business  man  that  becomes  a  member,  in  calling  his  attention  to  a 
few  things.  There  are  a  few  paragraphs  in  your  By-laws  that  mean 
that  he  shall  pay  his  bills  promptly.  We  have  made  it  a  rule  since 
the  1st  of  July  that  if  a  man  doesn't  send  a  statement  to  us  promptly 
our  bookkeeper  is  expected  to  go  and  get  that  statement.  It  is  up  to 
us  to  get  the  bill  in  order  to  get  it  paid  promptly.  All  our  members 
should  be  trained  to  send  their  invoices  as  soon  as  the  goods  are 
delivered,  and  if  a  statement  is  received  promptly  there  is  no  reason 
why  the  bill  cannot  be  paid  in  ten  or  fifteen  days  after  its  receipt. 
Now  there  are  a  few  fellows  that  are  not  up  to  that,  and  we  have  to 
teach  them.    It  is  a  matter  of  education,  and  that's  all. 

Mr.  Borden:  I  have  seen  a  little  slip  of  paper,  about  so  wide, 
and  so  long,  that  has  on  it  what  was  called  the  "Ten  Commandments." 
Would  it  not  be  right  in  line  with  what  the  speaker  here  has  just  said 
for  our  Secretary  to  have  a  slip  about  that  long  containing  the  Ten 
Commandments  of  the  F.  T.  D.,  to  pin  on  every  one  of  his  letters 
that  go  out  to  other  florists?  Whenever  he  writes  a  letter,  he  could 
have  those  little  slips  on  his  desk  and  just  attach  that  little  slip 
which  would  do  something  toward  educating  the  florist  who  received  it. 

Past  President  Valentine:  I  agree  with  one  of  the  previous 
speakers,  that  we  are  talking  about  something  that  doesn't  really 
amount  to  very  much,  or  at  least  is  not  a  matter  of  any  magnitude. 
I  do  not  believe  that  our  experience  is  very  much  different  from  that 
of  other  florists.  I  do  not  use  any  particular  caution  as  to  who  we 
give  credit  to;  but  we  follow  our  collections  up,  and  we  get  the  money 
In  ten  days  or  less,  and  have  not  lost  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  on  the 
average  of  our  charge  accounts;  so  that  the  percentage  of  loss  is 
negligible.  So  far  as  our  experience  with  florists  goes  we  find  that  a 
little  good  work  in  the  way  of  letters  will  very  soon  make  them  improve 
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their  habits.  When  we  find  a  man  is  systematically  slow,  we  write  him 
a  nice  courteous  letter  calling  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  his  slow- 
ness makes  a  great  deal  of  trouble  for  his  bookkeeper  and  more  trouble 
for  ours,  and  that  he  ought  to  remedy  it.  We  had  one  man  who  is  not 
a  member  of  the  F.  T.  D.  who  had  been  systematically  slow  in  paying 
his  account.  We  sent  him  a  statement  in  the  first  place  with  a  rubber 
stamp  showing  the  amount  charged  to  him,  and  saying  at  the  bottom 
that  if  paid  by  the  15th  the  discount  would  be  such  and  such  an  amount. 
If  he  didn't  pay  it  within  a  certain  time  we  would  send  him  another 
bill  with  the  gross  amount  on  it;  finally,  we  write  him  a  letter  saying 
that  we  believe  that  any  firm  that  is  hard  up  or  so  systematically 
negligent  that  it  fails  to  take  the  benefit  of  a  twenty  per  cent,  discount 
is  going  to  get  on  the  rocks  and  finally  will  meet  with  disaster.  We 
make  a  rule,  if  we  find  a  firm  is  systematically  negligent  in  taking  its 
discounts,  that  we  prefer  not  to  keep  their  account ;  and  we  write  them 
that  it  simply  means  our  losing  a  little  account  so  far  as  we  are  con- 
cerned, but  so  far  as  they  are  concerned  it  means  that  they  will  lose 
their  whole  business.  We  got  a  remittance  from  a  letter  of  that  sort 
in  one  instance  from  a  man  who  wrote,  "I  thank  you  very  much  for 
the  lesson  you  have  taught  me.  I  believe  it  is  worth  the  price  of  the 
discount." 

President  Gude:  I  believe  that  explains  the  whole  thing.  It  is, 
as  was  stated,  only  a  question  of  education;  but  I  do  not  think  that 
the  proposition  of  collections  is  big  enough  for  anybody  to  take  a  great 
deal  of  our  time  here  over;  however,  I  am  here  to  give  you  all  the 
time  you  want.  You  can  have  another  session  to-morrow  if  you  want 
it.  I  would  like  to  have  a  motion  in  concrete  form,  then  we  will  have 
something  definite  before  us. 

Mr.  Pillsbury :  How  would  it  do  to  make  out  a  printed  slip  stating 
that  the  flowers  were  delivered  to  a  certain  person  at  a  certain  time 
upon  an  order  coming  from  a  certain  place,  and  then  let  the  delivering 
florist  send  that  back  with  his  bill  immediately,  so  that  the  person 
that  sent  the  order  would  know  that  it  had  been  delivered.  It  might 
even  have  the  signature  of  the  party  who  received  it. 

President  Gude :  Right  there  I  would  suggest  the  great  importance 
of  having  a  signature  showing  delivery  of  any  out-of-town  orders.  It 
helps  wonderfully.  I  do  not  know  how  much  experience  any  of  you 
have  had,  but  in  our  city  when  people  out  of  the  city,  or  a  young  man, 
for  instance,  sends  a  young  lady  a  bouquet  of  flowers,  she  may  refuse 
to  acknowledge  them.    If  she  refused  to  acknowledge  them  the  sender 
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may  say,  "You  never  delivered  the  flowers."  For  that  reason  we  take 
a  receipt  for  them.  I  had  three  cases  last  month  where  I  had  the 
signature  showing  the  flowers  were  delivered,  but  for  some  reason  the 
party  who  received  them  would  not  acknowledge  their  receipt  to  the 
sender.  That  is  very  important,  and  I  am  glad  that  you  mentioned 
that.  For  all  out-of-town  orders  there  should  be  a  receipt  and  a 
duplicate  of  it  sent  to  the  man  that  sent  you  the  order. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  There  was  one  thing  that  came  up  that  was 
not  entirely  clear  to  me.  Some  of  our  members  carry  on  also  a  whole- 
sale department;  that  means  that  they  are  growers  and  retailers. 
They  may  be  in  a  place  where  there  is  no  strictly  retailer  located, 
but  the  grower  also  runs  a  store  and  sells  at  wholesale  a  great  many 
plants  and  ships  them.  Now  there  were  two  or  three  bills  that  came 
in  for  me  to  collect  for  100  Geranium  cuttings  or  100  Carnation  plants, 
or  something  like  that.  Now  I  am  not  quite  clear  whether  we  are 
really  responsible  for  bills  of  that  kind. 

President  Gude :  I  do  not  think  that  we  are  responsible  for  any 
bills;  but  I  think  that  might  well  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  Sec- 
retary. Personally,  I  do  not  feel  that  as  the  Retail  Florists'  Section 
comprised  in  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery  Association  we  are  at  all 
obligated  or  bound  to  bother  with  any  wholesale  orders  in  which  the 
commission  is  not  involved.  That  probably  does  not  affect  anybody 
more  than  it  would  my  own  firm,  as  we  are  wholesalers  in  a  sense  to 
quite  a  degree,  and  in  a  class  all  by  ourselves.  We  have  three  prices 
at  our  place,  and  they  are  all  standard  prices.  We  have  a  wholesale 
price ;  we  have  a  retail  price ;  we  have  an  accommodation  price.  It 
don't  make  any  difference  how  good  a  man  is  to  us,  if  he  wants  50 
Gardenias,  no  matter  whether  it  is  the  last  that  we  have  got^  he  can 
always  have  them,  but  he  must  expect  to  pay  the  accommodation  price. 
When  we  pay  $4.00  per  100  for  Lilies  of  the  Valley,  and  somebody 
wants  one  dozen,  he  can  afford  to  pay  us  75  cts.  That  is  the  "accom- 
modation price."  Perhaps  a  great  many  of  you  have  not  thought 
of  that. 

Secretary  Pochelon:    I  think  that  is  a  very  good  idea. 

President  Gude:  I  hate  to  think  it,  but  there  are  some  people 
who  are  very  jealous  of  somebody  else  that  seems  to  be  successful. 
There  is  always  some  fellow  who  if  he  can  do  a  little  nasty  thing  to 
the  other  fellow  without  the  other  fellow  knowing  it  will  do  it;  but, 
thank  heaven,  there  is  not  a  jealous  bone  in  my  body ;  and  if  an  enemy 
comes  to  my  place  he  knows  when  he  comes  in  that  if  I  have  anything 
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he  wants  I  will  give  it  to  him  at  the  accommodation  price.    I  am  under 
no  obligation  to  give  it  to  you  except  at  the  accommodation  price. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  I  think  if  that  was  practiced  throughout  the 
retail  florist  trade  it  would  make  a  good  many  sales  for  the  retail  florist 
trade.  I  believe  in  one  retailer  helping  the  other.  We  practice  that 
in  Detroit  every  Spring,  and  we  never  have  had  any  trouble  with  it; 
but  we  never  thought  of  this  accommodation  price.  I  think  this  ac- 
commodation price  idea  is  a  good  one. 

President  Gude :  If  you  go  to  a  wholesale  house  they  will  not 
break  a  bunch  of  Lilies  of  the  Valley  for  you. 

Mr.  Knoble:  We  have  always  had  an  "accommodation  price," 
although  we  do  not  term  it  that  way. 

President  Gude:  During  the  twenty-five  years  that  I  have  been 
located  at  Washington  we  have  probably  had  as  wide  an  experience 
in  trusting  people  as  anybody,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  our  losses 
have  been  very,  very  small.  Of  course,  we  have  a  loss  once  in  a  while. 
We  had  one  loss  to  charge  up  to  this  city  where  we  are  meeting, 
American  Beauties  for  Christmas  for  which  we  never  got  a  cent.  The 
man  made  an  assignment  and  scooted.  All  the  collection  agencies  in 
the  world  could  not  help  that.  I  remember  in  one  case  where  I  was 
frightened  that  the  bill  would  not  be  paid,  and  within  three  days  I 
got  a  check  with  a  letter  thanking  me.  We  get  telegraph  orders  from 
florists  who  are  not  F.  T.  D.  men  from  sometimes  as  far  away  as 
California,  also  from  New  York,  or  from  Boston,  reading  like  this: 
"Train  No.  96  will  pass  through  Washington  at  seven  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning.  Kindly  deliver  to  Mrs.  So-and-So  on  that  train  a  handsome 
bunch  of  American  Beauties,  and  send  us  bill."  We  may  never  have 
seen  the  man  that  signs  the  order,  yet  I  do  not  know  one  case  of  such 
orders  where  we  have  lost  money.  It  is  usually  the  fellow  that  we 
know  that  we  lose  money  on.  So  I  have  always  felt  that  we  were 
justified  in  filling  every  order  whether  we  got  the  money  or  not,  to 
the  extent  of  $5.00.  We  will  deliver  a  $2.00  order  if  need  be  to 
accommodate  somebody  and  do  something  the  other  fellow  didn't  think 
could  be  done. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  I  always  like  to  hear  from  the  fellow  on  the 
other  end.  I  only  know  about  this  collecting  clearing-house  from  my 
end;  is  there  anybody  here  that  I  have  collected  bills  for? 

J.  S.  Wilson,  Des  Moines,  la. :  I  had  two  orders  sent  me  from  the 
East.     The  senders  never  paid  any  attention  to  my  bills  and  letters. 
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and  I  got  tired  and  wrote  you  about  it.  You  came  back  with  a  letter 
stating,  "Please  send  me  your  bill,  and  I  will  see  if  I  cannot  collect 
it."  I  sent  you  the  bill,  and  within  two  weeks  I  had  a  check  with  a 
letter  of  apology.  You  wrote  me  that  you  had  got  my  money  for  me 
and  had  landed  the  party  for  a  member,  that  it  was  a  good  firm  and 
just  a  case  of  negligence  on  his  part. 

President  Gude :  I  have  on  my  desk  two  letters  that  I  got  in- 
directly through  your  office,  very  nice,  courteous  letters.  I  ought  to 
have  had  them  here.  Probably  some  of  you  members  do  not  know 
it,  but  in  a  few  instances  I  sort  of  helped  the  Secretary  out.  I  got 
several  people  on  the  'phone  and  I  said,  "We  are  going  to  have  a 
meeting  in  Chicago  and  if  you  are  not  there  you  will  be  hurting  your- 
self." I  received  some  beautiful  letters  in  return,  and  I  think  the 
Secretary  did  too. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  It  seems  strange  that  some  people  for  a 
small  amount  of  two  or  three  dollars  will  spoil  their  reputations,  not 
among  our  membership  only,  but  with  traveling  men  who  go  from  one 
end  of  the  United  States  to  the  other.  They  come  and  tell  me  that 
So-and-So  doesn't' pay  their  bills.  Every  one  of  them  does  that.  Now 
the  man  who  doesn't  pay  his  bills  had  better  go  to  his  banker  and 
borrow  a  hundred  dollars  and  pay  six  per  cent,  for  it,  and  wipe  out 
all  such  little  bills  and  have  a  clean  reputation. 

Mr.  Gorly :  I  think  your  suggestion  about  an  accommodation  price 
should  be  sent  over  the  whole  country  to  all  the  florists.  There  is 
many  a  time  when  you  would  like  to  go  to  a  brother  florist  and  ask 
him  to  give  you  a  dozen  white  Roses  but  you  are  afraid  to  ask  him 
for  them;  but  by  establishing  a  standard  accommodation  profit  which 
might  be  made  known  all  over  the  country,  when  a  retail  florist  wants 
to  ask  for  such  an  accommodation  he  would  feel  more  free  to  do  so 
and  the  man  who  let  him  have  them  also  would  think  he  was  making 
some  money  and  be  glad  to  give  them  to  him.  You  spoke  about  the 
educational  feature.  I  do  not  know  whether  I  am  out  of  order,  but 
I  think  we  have  had  enough  of  the  collection  business;  but  from  an 
educational  standpoint,  the  gentleman  over  here  said  that  one-half  of 
one  per  cent,  was  all  his  loss  on  his  books  for  bad  debts.  That's  a 
very  good  showing.  If  our  loss  is  not  over  one  per  cent,  we  are  satis- 
fied. It  is  seldom  more  than  that.  Is  four  per  cent,  too  much?  We 
should  allow  so  much  for  general  publicity  and  so  much  for  general 
expenses.  I  would  like  to  hear  some  of  those  present  discuss  the  matter 
of  percentage  of  gross  receipts  to  overhead  cost.    A  lot  of  us  are  running 
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along  in  a  rut.  What  we  want  is  to  get  a  few  suggestions  and  we 
can  go  home  and  say  that  we  will  get  it  down  to  the  point  where  we 
will  be  able  to  increase  our  business  efficiency.  I  realize  that  you 
cannot  run  a  big  business  and  expect  as  much  profit  as  on  a  small 
business.  A  small  business  can  be  kept  better  under  control.  You 
could  hardly  apply  the  same  system  of  running  a  $100,000.00  business 
as  you  would  to  a  $50,000.00  business.  I  would  like  to  have  a  general 
discussion,  if  I  am  not  out  of  order,  on  the  cost  of  doing  business. 

President  Gude:  Before  we  take  up  that  proposition  let  me  say 
just  a  word  about  the  accommodation  price.  My  idea  about  an  ac- 
commodation price  is  that  it  should  be  a  figure  half  way  between  the 
prevailing  and  established  wholesale  price  and  the  day's  retail  price, 
which,  of  course,  changes  very  quickly  from  Easter  Saturday  to  Easter 
Monday.  Of  course  we  all  have  different  ideas,  but  that  is  my  idea 
of  it.  We  have  now  spent  an  hour  and  a  half  discussing  collections, 
and  haven't  got  anywhere.  Unless  some  one  has  something  of  national 
interest  to  offer,  I  suggest  that  we  go  ahead  with  the  next  proposition. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  About  this  accommodation  price,  you  talk 
about  educating,  I  know  there  are  very  few  cities  where  the  retailers 
do  as  they  do  in  Detroit,  go  from  one  flower  shop  to  the  other  and 
almost  go  into  the  ice-boxes  and  help  themselves  if  they  need  anything. 
But  this  accommodation  price,  with  the  assistance  of  the  trade  papers, 
will  help  to  educate  the  other  fellow  to  visit  his  neighbor's  store  and 
not  make  a  bee  line  from  it.  I  know  there  are  lots  of  towns  where  that 
condition  does  not  prevail,  where  the  competition  is  so  bitter  that  they 
do  not  visit  the  other  fellow.  I  think  that  is  a  bad  mistake;  but 
through  this  accommodation  price  neither  one  is  under  obligation  to 
the  other,  they  can  go  to  the  other  fellow's  store  and  buy  at  the  ac- 
commodation price.     Now  preach  that,  it  is  good  gospel. 

Mr.  Knoble:  It  occurred  to  me  that  if  it  were  possible  we  might 
take  up  some  kind  of  a  collection  whereby  we  could  assess  one  another 
and  collect  a  fund  from  the  men  engaged  in  the  flower  business  in 
the  different  cities  of  the  United  States;  for  instance,  I  might  have 
gotten  an  order  from  a  man  living  in  Montana;  I  fill  that  order  to 
the  amount  of  twenty-five  or  thirty  dollars.  I  cannot  get  my  money. 
I  wonder  if  it  is  possible  to  effect  some  kind  of  a  method  whereby 
we  might  be  able  to  collect  that  money.  I  suppose  that  same  thought 
is  in  the  minds  of  the  other  men  here.  I  know  I  have  had  one  or  two 
instances  come  up  like  that. 

President  Gude:    I  would  suggest  that  that  is  a  good  proposition 
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tX)  put  into  concrete  form  and  present  at  some  future  meeting.  I  do 
not  believe  we  are  ready  this  morning  to  take  up  that  proposition,  it 
is  too  big  a  one.  Of  course,  we  could  get  lots  of  information  from  the 
National  Board  of  Trade  in  New  York  City. 

Mr.  Knoble:  Some  time  ago  our  concern  received  an  order  from 
a  man  down  in  Montgomery,  Alabama.  I  happened  to  be  on  my  vaca- 
tion at  the  time,  and  for  that  reason  I  didn't  go  into  it  as  thoroughly 
is  I  would  have  done  if  I  had  been  home.  As  a  result  I  noticed  on 
tay  return  that  this  order  had  climbed  up  to  $85.00  or  $90.00.  It  was 
a  repeat  order.  I  had  Dahl  fill  it  at  Atlanta,  and  they  shipped  it  on 
Co  Montgomery.  I  wrote  Dahl  and  told  him  that  I  was  getting  some 
excellent  replies  from  his  service.  Thompson  wrote  me,  "We  are  re- 
ceiving your  orders  to  send  to  a  certain  place.  We  wonder  if  that 
is  the  same  man  who  owes  us  $65.00  or  $70.00."  After  some  more 
correspondence  it  developed  that  this  same  man  had  bought  flowers 
from  three  different  places,  and  each  time  after  getting  up  to  the  max- 
imum of  his  credit  he  would  then  change  the  order  to  the  next  concern. 
There  is  something  that  we  ought  to  find  some  way  to  stop.  It  hap- 
pened that  at  the  time  this  happened  we  had  a  meeting  of  the  florists 
in  Cleveland,  and  I  brought  this  matter  up  there,  and  I  am  satisfied  that 
this  man  will  not  be  able  to  buy  any  more  flowers  in  Cleveland  to  be 
delivered  to  Montgomery.  These  are  things  that  we  can  do  a  lot  of 
good  work  on. 

President  Gude:  It  seems  to  me  it  might  be  well  to  have  an 
"unfair"  or  "black  list" ;  but  I  do  not  see  how  that  sort  of  thing  will 
ever  work  out  practically,  because  you  have  to  work  frequently  in  an 
order  like  that  to  catch  a  train,  and  you  have  to  take  a  chance  or 
the  party  is  gone.  Of  course,  I  know  we  can  trace  a  man  around  the 
world,  if  he  wants  something  of  us,  we  have  his  photograph  and  we  can 
chase  him  clear  around  the  world;  but  after  all,  all  the  rules  and 
regulations  you  make,  some  fellow  is  going  to  be  able  to  evade,  they 
are  always  coming  along  with  a  new  scheme.  Some  fellow  will  catch 
you.  You  cannot  protect  yourself  from  the  fellow  who  is  an  absolute 
dead-beat  and  who  has  nothing  but  the  clothes  on  his  back.  You 
cannot  take  anything  from  nothing.  That  has  been  the  immutable 
rule  and  will  be  for  all  time  to  come. 

Mr.  Brown:  As  a  rule  there  are  very  few  of  the  flower-buying 
public  that  do  not  pay  their  bills. 

Past  President  Valentine:  I  think  that  in  many  towns  you  will 
find  there  is  something  like  a  retail  credit  men's  association  where 
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all  the  members  report  their  experiences  with  their  home  customers 
in  their  home  city.  All  these  different  local  credit  associations  are 
in  a  national  league  which  carries  practically  all  the  cities  of  the 
country.  If  any  of  you  are  in  a  city  where  there  is  an  organization 
of  that  kind,  I  urge  you  to  become  a  member  of  it.  If  a  man  comes 
into  your  store  you  can  stall  him  off  for  a  few  minutes,  and  slip  off 
to  the  telephone  and  ask  the  secretary  of  the  local  credit  association 
what  he  knows  about  him,  and  in  less  than  a  minute  you  can  get  a 
line  on  him  from  your  local  man. 

President  Gude:  That  about  resolves  itself  into  this,  that  these 
things  must  all  be  handled  locally.  Gentlemen,  we  have  with  us  Mr. 
John  F.  Carter,  of  Doubleday,  Page  &  Co.,  one  of  the  largest  advertising 
concerns  in  the  world.  It  seems  that  a  telegram  was  sent  to  Mr. 
Carter  to  get  in  touch  and  present  his  proposition  to  this  Association. 
He  came  in  just  after  we  adjourned  at  the  afternoon  meeting  yesterday. 
I  told  him  we  were  here  to  learn  all  we  could,  and  we  would  give  him 
an  opportunity  for  a  ten-minute  talk  on  the  subject  of  advertising, 
which  we  had  spent  three  hours  on.  Unless  there  be  objection  we  will 
invite  Mr.  Carter  in  at  this  time. 

Past  President  Valentine :     Let  us  hear  him. 

Mr.  Carter  then  outlined  a  plan  for  magazine  advertising  covering 
campaigns  of  four  and  six  months. 

President  Gude :  I  see  some  newcomers  and  I  will  ask  that  all 
those  who  have  not  done  so  will  please  register.  I  want  to  bring 
before  this  meeting  the  proposition  of  our  next  meeting  place.  I 
believe  we  ought  to  have  an  expression  on  that  here  to-day.  It  is 
provided  that  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  conjunction  with 
that  of  the  S.  A.  F.,  which  will  be  in  New  York  City.  My  idea  would 
be,  as  that  is  the  annual  meeting,  till  we  do  better,  that  instead  of 
holding  that  meeting  at  half  past  nine,  ten,  or  eleven  Tuesday,  Wed- 
nesday, Thursday  or  Friday,  that  the  meeting  should  be  either  called 
for  nine  o'clock  Monday  morning,  or  postponed  till  the  following  Sat- 
urday. Of  course,  in  order  to  get  the  attendance  I  would  be  willing 
to  try  the  day  before  the  Convention,  but  not  the  day  of  the  Convention, 
because  the  moment  that  the  general  Convention  begins  they  will  want 
some  of  us  on  ten  or  eleven  committees,  and  the  result  is  that  our 
time  would  be  taken  up  by  the  S.  A.  F.  and  its  allied  propositions 
where,  as  in  Houston,  Texas,  sometimes  we  would  be  trying  to  attend 
six  meetings  all  at  once.  It  is  absolutely  impossible  for  us  to  do  any 
business  in  less  than  half  a  day's  time,  and  we  should  have  a  meeting 
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for  the  retailers  only.  I  do  not  think  we  have  ever  had  a  real  meeting 
before.  I  would  like  to  hear  an  expression  on  that.  Of  course,  we 
must  have  there  a  small  meeting,  or  a  meeting.  I  do  not  see  why  we 
cannot  have  a  big  rousing  meeting  in  New  York  City,  because  we  ar« 
going  to  a  big  city  where  they  do  big  things.  We  are  going  to  have  a 
big  meeting.  I  would  like  to  have  an  expression  to  guide  the  oflBcers. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  In  order  to  bring  this  matter  before  the  house, 
I  move  that  this  organization  meet  in  Detroit  next  year  in  October, 
the  dates  to  be  set  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Rock. 

President  Gude:  Are  there  any  other  nominations?  Are  you 
ready  for  the  question?  All  in  favor  of  Mr.  Breitmeyer's  motion, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Rock,  that  we  meet  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  in  1917 — 
we  do  not  mean  by  that  that  we  will  not  have  a  New  York  meeting. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:     That  your  By-laws  will  take  care  of. 

The  question  was  now  taken  on  Mr.  Breitmeyer's  motion,  and  the 
same  duly  carried. 

President  Gude:  This  is  the  first  time  the  Convention  has  ever 
voted  to  go  anywhere  as  a  whole. 

Mr.  Gorly:  Will  you  have  a  meeting  previous  to  the  S.  A.  F. 
meeting  in  New  York? 

President  Gude:    The  Directors  will  decide  that. 

Mr.  Gorly:  We  will  all  be  there  anyhow,  we  might  as  well  have 
a  day  of  it. 

President  Gude:  We  may  have  if  the  Secretary  gets  back  from 
his  fishing  trip,  he  will  have  to  come  to  New  York  or  take  me  along. 


PROPOSED  RETAIL  FLORISTS'  DIRECTORY. 

President  Gude:  The  question  of  a  retail  florists'  directory  has 
been  broached  to  me  by  several  members.  Has  any  one  present  any 
views  on  that  proposition? 

Philip  Breitmeyer,  Detroit,  Mich. :  There  is  only  one  view  to 
take  on  that.  We  have  had  no  directory  in  the  past  that  is  worth 
while.  Of  course,  it  is  easy  enough  to  criticise,  but  I  can  back  up  my 
criticism,  as  you  all  know,  it  doesn't  need  any  special  effort  to  do  that. 
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We  all  know  that  in  the  directories  that  we  have  had  we  would  often 
get  hold  of  a  cabbage  man  when  we  thought  we  had  got  hold  of  a 
florist,  or  we  would  find  the  name  of  a  vegetable  grower  when  we 
thought  we  had  a  florist.  I  say,  we  have  all  had  that  experience. 
Mr,  Pochelon  has  taken  that  matter  up  with  the  Western  Union  in- 
directly, and  I  believe  he  can  enlighten  us,  I  think  the  Western  Union 
will  fight  it  out  for  us,  because  they  naturally  know  who  are  the  live 
florists  in  their  towns.  It  is  very  important  for  us  that  we  do  know 
who  they  are.  Talk  about  spending  money,  it  would  be  money  well 
spent  to  get  up  a  directory.  Mr.  Pochelon,  I  believe  you  told  me  one 
time  something  about  the  Western  Union  helping  you  on  that? 

Secretary  Pochelon :  If  you  will  take  a  look  with  me  at  this  map 
it  will  show  you  where  we  have  members.  Tell  me,  does  that  California 
territory  look  pretty  good  to  you?  They  tell  me  that's  a  wonderful 
State.  Where  are  the  cities  in  California  on  this  map  where  we  have 
representatives,  after  having  had  this  great  big  San  Francisco  meeting 
where  they  were  all  going  to  flock  and  join  the  F.  T.  D.?  Look  at  the 
towns  that  are  represented.  Then  look  at  the  great  big  State  of  Texas. 
Does  it  look  very  big  to  you?  It  is  a  big  State,  but  we  haven't  a  big 
representation  there.  And  now,  Mr.  Valentine,  we  are  going  to  Colo- 
rado.   We  are  not  represented  there  very  good. 

Past  President  Valentine:  We  have  three  in  that  State.  If  you 
hunt  jack  rabbits  over  that  State  you  will  find  that  the  florists  are 
pretty  thick  in  proportion  to  the  population. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  What  are  they — ^jack  rabbits?  Then  there 
is  Utah,  Montana,  Nevada.  I  understand  that  we  cannot  expect  much 
representation  in  that  part  of  the  country  as  in  this  other  part.  How 
far  is  Salt  Lake  City  from  Denver?  It  looks  like  a  man  is  a  hundred 
miles  away  from  his  next  door  neighbor  out  there.  Now  we  are  ad- 
vertising quick  delivery  service,  we  want  to  make  it  as  quick  as  we 
can  possibly  make  it. 

Past  President  Valentine:  When  you  are  talking  about  that 
country  you  are  talking  about  something  that  you  don't  know  any- 
thing about. 

Secretary  Pochelon:     I  want  to  find  out. 

Past  President  Valentine:  Talk  about  southwestern  Utah,  there 
isn't  anything  there.  You  will  ride  for  an  hour  and  you  will  not  find 
anything  but  a  water  tank  and  a  section  house. 

Secretary  Pochelon :     I  have  not  been  there. 
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Past  President  Valentine :  I  have.  It  is  the  same  way  in  Wyoming. 
So  far  as  I  know  at  Cheyenne  and  at  Laramie  there  are  two  green- 
houses, and  that  is  all  there  is  from  the  Nebraska  line  to  the  Idaho 
line.  When  you  go  up  here  on  the  line  of  the  Burlington  you  will  find 
a  little  bit  of  a  greenhouse  largely  given  up  to  vegetables,  but  growing 
a  few  Carnations.  Here  are  some  points  that  are  only  twelve  or  fifteen 
miles  away  from  Denver,  yet  it  is  impossible  to  get  any  man  in  there 
that  can  fill  your  orders  unless  he  comes  to  us  for  the  stuff.  If  he 
wants  any  fine  stock  he  has  to  wire  for  it  after  he  gets  your  order 
and  get  it  from  here  (pointing  on  map),  so  that  primarily  the  service 
would  be  quicker  from  this  point  in  here  than  if  it  originated  with  him. 
When  you  come  to  New  Mexico  you  are  practically  done  for. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  I  admit  that  I  don't  know  anything  about 
conditions  out  there;  but  I  am  glad  to  be  enlightened. 

President  Gude :  Here  is  an  actual  case  that  happened  within 
the  last  six  weeks  coming  up  between  one  of  our  members  who  wanted 
some  flowers  delivered  to  North  Carolina,  and  he  went  to  a  very 
prominent  firm  in  New  York  City  and  they  wired  an  order  amounting 
to  $20.00  or  $25.00  to  North  Carolina,  and  the  North  Carolina  party 
immediately  relays  the  wire  to  us  and  wants  us  to  send  it  down  to 
North  Carolina. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  We  have  the  same  thing  up  in  our  city  with 
reference  to  Canada ;  but  you  must  remember  that  we  are  not  repre- 
sented well  throughout  the  entire  United  States.  We  ought  to  have  at 
least  1500  representatives  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Is  that  a 
good  estimate?  Say  1500  or  2000.  That  ought  to  be  our  representation.  I 
understand  that  we  have  got  a  new  district  representative  there  now, 
Mr.  Valentine,  have  we?  You  seem  to  be  pretty  well  acquainted  with 
that  district,  and  I  am  not,  so  I  will  send  you  a  few  application  blanks. 

Past  President  Valentine:  All  right.  Three  hundred  and  fifty 
miles  in  a  machine  is  the  best  I  can  do  to  reach  another  florist;  so 
that  will  give  you  an  indication  on  that. 

Secretary  Pochelon:     How  far  is  it  from  Denver  to  Salt  Lake? 

Past  President  Valentine:  It  is  between  five  and  six  hundred 
miles  from  Denver  to  Salt  Lake. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  Is  there  anything  at  all  between  this  and 
this  (pointing  on  map)  ? 

Past  President  Valentine :    Practically  nothing  in  there. 
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Mr.  Borden:  Let  me  tell  you  a  little  about  that;  you  are  getting 
out  now  in  my  territory. 

Secretary  Pochelon :    All  right ;  I  want  to  take  a  trip  with  you  now. 

Mr.  Borden:  San  Francisco  will  have  to  carry  everything  in 
northern  California  unless  you  can  get  Fresno,  which  is  a  small  city 
of  25,000  or  30,000.  After  you  pass  the  line,  or  Truckee,  there  are 
some  little  greenhouses  not  as  big  as  this  room.  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
will  cover  everything  in  Idaho  and  Nevada  and  around  in  here.  There 
is  nothing  but  sage  brush  and  cactus  all  in  here  (pointing).  Here  is 
Phoenix  and  Tucson.  Los  Angeles  will  cover  Pasadena,  California, 
and  San  Diego,  which  is  a  hundred  and  twenty-five  miles  from  Los 
Angeles,  which  will  cover  Riverside,  Santa  Barbara,  Ventura,  and  any 
of  those  smaller  places.  Pasadena  comes  over  to  Los  Angeles  to  get 
flowers  to  make  up  their  work.  Unless  you  take  Sacramento,  the 
capital  of  the  State,  you  will  only  find  one,  two  or  three  small  flower 
shops  along  in  here.  Portland  will  carry  everything  up  to  the  Cali- 
fornia line  in  Oregon,  and  San  Francisco  everything  up  to  the  California 
line  north. 

Secretary  Pochelon :    How  about  Montana  ? 

Mr.  Breitmeyer :  There  is  only  one  florist  in  Montana.  Haven't 
you  got  anybody  in  Montana?  We  ought  to  have  Butte.  I  will  get  that 
for  you.  It  is  a  good  thing  that  we  have  brought  that  up.  Everything 
that  we  can  talk  about  is  good.  We  ought  to  all  talk.  Nobody  ought 
to  be  shut  up. 

Mr.  Borden:  You  must  remember  that  there  are  less  people  In 
all  that  territory  than  you  have  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  You  have  Great  Falls  and  Butte,  they  are  all 
good  places  for  flowers.  Too  few  of  your  representatives  study  the 
map  at  all.  They  will  send  an  order  to  Detroit  for  the  Upper  Peninsula 
of  Michigan  where  they  could  have  sent  it  to  Grand  Rapids.  They 
do  not  study  their  map.  That  is  one  of  the  things  that  they  should 
do,  study  the  map,  and  know  where  they  are  at.  We  in  the  larger 
places  have  had  some  experience  and  so  we  look  up  the  information. 
If  we  have  something  for  Denver  we  will  send  it  to  Mr.  Valentine. 
When  you  get  to  the  small  places  you  cannot  send  direct  unless  you 
have  some  florist  that  you  can  rely  on,  and  you  don't  always  know 
just  who  he  is. 

President  Gude:  That  brings  up  a  new  point  that  I  want  to  give 
you  the  benefit  of.    There  is  published  here  in  Chicago  a  book  entitled. 
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"Cramm's  Atlas  of  the  World."  We  have  been  using  that  for  the 
last  fifteen  years.  We  have  used  it  very  largely  for  New  England. 
It  will  tell  you  whether  a  town  is  on  a  trolley  road,  whether  you  can 
get  Special  Delivery  there,  whether  it  has  a  railroad  station  or  what 
is  the  nearest  railway  station.  This  book  is  sold  in  Chicago.  I  have 
no  interest  in  the  publication.  The  copy  that  we  have  cost  us  $15.00, 
and  I  couldn't  get  along  without  it.  Another  very  valuable  thing  is 
Bullinger's  Postal  Guide.  It  will  tell  you  what  telegraph  office  to  use, 
what  is  the  nearest  post  office,  what  train  carries  Parcels  Post  and 
what  train  carries  express;  in  fact,  you  can  get  the  whole  data  all 
comprised  in  that  little  book.  We  use  both  of  those  things.  Then  we 
have  a  District  of  Columbia  and  vicinity  map  that  shows  us  all  the 
territory  within  twenty  miles  of  Washington,  etc.,  including  Hyatts- 
ville.  Forest  Glen,  Tennallytown,  and  shows  you  all  the  automobile 
routes.  If  some  wealthy  farmer  lives  away  out  somewhere  we  can 
find  out  from  that  who  the  farm  belonged  to  before,  and  in  that  way 
we  can  locate  him.  Have  a  place  in  your  office  where  you  can  hang 
a  map  of  the  United  States  and  also  your  local  map,  where  you  can 
look  at  it  every  day.  Have  these  other  two  books  at  hand,  and  you 
will  be  surprised  how  much  more  satisfaction  you  will  have  and  how 
much  less  liable  you  will  be  to  miss-send  orders. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  There  are  a  lot  of  towns  where  big  sani- 
tariums are  located.  Take,  for  instance,  Rochester,  Minn.,  Danville, 
N.  Y.,  White  Sulphur  Springs,  W.  Va.,  we  all  get  orders  for  those 
places.  (A  Voice:  "Don't  forget  Battle  Creek,  we  have  the  largest 
one.")  I  didn't  forget  that.  Would  it  not  be  a  good  stunt  if  you  could 
get  on  your  list  members  from  these  various  sanitarium  towns?  We 
want  some  way  that  our  members  can  tell  quickly  just  how  best  to 
reach  all  these  places.  We  ought  to  have  some  kind  of  a  directory  of 
towns  so  that  we  can  tell  just  which  of  them  to  reach  through  our 
different  members. 

President  Gude:  I  do  not  think  that  is  practical,  because  you  can 
get  that  information  better  in  other  ways.  The  books  that  I  have 
just  mentioned  to  you  cost  hundreds  of  dollars  to  get  up.  There  are 
new  railway  stations  being  put  on  the  map  every  month,  and  Bul- 
linger's Guide  shows  the  changes  every  six  months,  it  is  published  every 
six  months  and  brings  you  up  to  the  minute.  We  could  not  possibly 
do  what  those  books  will  do  for  you,  because  they  get  that  information 
from  the  railroads  and  the  United  States  Government.  Those  books 
are  put  out  by  large  corporations  and  we  could  not  expect  to  get  up  as 
good  reference  books  as  those. 
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Past  President  Valentine :  The  trouble  is  that  florists  do  not  take 
the  trouble  to  try  and  give  their  customers  the  best  service.  I  re- 
ceived a  telegram  from  a  florist  flve  hundred  miles  east  of  Chicago  to 
deliver  flowers  in  Los  Angeles.  Now  anybody  ought  to  have  been  able 
to  find  out  how  far  it  is  from  Denver,  Colorado,  to  Los  Angeles,  and 
of  course  that  order  ought  to  have  been  sent  to  Los  Angeles  direct. 

President  Gude:  There  is  no  excuse  for  anything  like  that  if  you 
have  those  books  at  hand. 

H.  B.  Howard,  Chicago,  111.:  We  often  have  a  great  many  tele- 
phone calls  from  Chicago  florists  asking  for  just  such  information  about 
points  that  the  florist  had  never  heard  of  before.  We  have  in  our 
office  those  various  Guides  from  which  we  can  locate  the  places  and 
reply  by  'phone  while  the  man  holds  the  wire.  We  tell  him  that  such 
and  such  a  town  is  about  so  far  from  such  another  town  where  there 
is  no  florist.  Of  course,  once  in  a  while  we  are  asked  to  give  such 
information  by  telegram;  but  that  is  impractical  in  most  cases.  There 
is  in  nearly  every  city  where  there  is  an  F.  T.  D.  member  a  source 
where  such  information  can  be  obtained  over  the  telephone  if  the 
member  doesn't  feel  that  he  cares  to  invest  in  the  necessary  material 
that  would  enable  him  to  find  it  out  for  himself;  he  can  get  it  by 
calling  up  his  public  library,  or  his  local  newspaper.  It  would  be 
well  if  the  members  in  sending  out  orders  would  take  a  little  pains 
to  locate  the  destinations  before  they  act. 

President  Gude:  The  florists  in  the  vicinity  of  Washington  take 
our  office  for  a  general  information  bureau,  because  they  know  we 
have  those  things.  I  am  a  crank  about  geography.  How  many  of  you 
know  how  big  a  State  Colorado  is?  I  want  to  say  that  the  State  of 
Colorado  is  as  big  in  square  miles  as  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  which 
is  four  hundred  miles  from  Philadelphia  to  Pittsburgh,  Vermont,  Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut,  and  Rhode  Island  included.  Did  you  ever  think 
of  that?    The  State  has  an  area  of  103,000  sq.  miles. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  Can  anybody  tell  me  about  Eureka,  Cali- 
fornia, who  are  the  florists  there? 

Mr.  Borden:  Eureka  is  a  little  town  up  on  the  north  coast  just 
before  you  get  to  the  Oregon  line.  You  cannot  reach  it  by  railroad, 
only  by  steamer. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  Suppose  you  get  an  order  for  Eureka  to  be 
delivered  in  six  or  eight  hours,  what  will  you  do  with  it? 

A  Member:  Telegraph  it  to  Mr.  C.  W.  Ward,  and  you  will  get 
it  delivered. 
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Mr.  Breitmeyer:  How  many  of  you  know  of  Mr.  Ward's  great 
work  at  Eureka — of  the  wonderful  things  that  he  is  growing  there? 

H.  B.  Howard,  Chicago,  111. :  There  is  an  account  of  Mr.  Ward's 
enterprise,  the  leading  article  in  this  week's  Review. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer :  I  supposed  everybody  knew  about  that.  I  would 
like  to  make  a  motion  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  and  empowered 
to  see  what  he  can  do  in  reference  to  getting  out  a  directory.  Mr. 
Howard  is  here.  I  don't  know  whether  his  paper  has  tried  to  do  that. 
I  know  the  American  Florist  has  tried  it.  If  in  order  I  would  make 
such  a  motion. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  I  have  this  directory  here  now  and  these 
two  books  (holding  up  books  in  sight  of  the  audience)  ;  but  remember, 
this  comprises  simply  those  that  have  corresponded  with  me  and  names 
that  were  sent  in  by  our  membership,  also  florists  whose  names  were 
sent  in  by  some  of  the  Western  Union  agents.  The  Western  Union 
agents  were  all  instructed  to  send  in  the  addresses  of  all  retail  florists 
that  were  sending  flowers,  or  sending  telegrams  ordering  flowers.  Now 
there  may  be  a  lot  of  them  here  which  some  of  you  might  say  are 
undesirable.  I  do  not  want  you  when  this  thing  is  printed  to  take 
it  as  an  offense  or  anything,  but  take  that  list  and  look  up  your 
towns  in  your  sections  and  mark  off  those  you  think  we  should  not 
have  in  that  directory.  Only  in  that  way  will  we  be  able  to  give  our 
membership  something  that  is  worth  while  for  them  to  have.  Every 
one  of  the  members  has  been  corresponded  with.  No  matter  how  our 
people  look  at  it,  I  am  sending  the  membership  list  out  every  so  often. 

Wm.  C.  Gloeckner,  Albany,  N.  Y. :  Wouldn't  it  be  a  good  idea 
to  make  an  appeal  through  the  trade  papers  and  ask  all  florists  who 
fill  telegraph  orders  to  send  in  their  names  for  this  directory? 

Secretary  Pochelon:  I  have  done  that,  and  have  even  paid  for 
the  advertising  myself;  but  how  many  replies  did  I  get?  Ten.  If 
all  of  the  trade  papers  combined  would  make  an  appeal  for  a  couple 
of  weeks  I  think  you  would  get  more  names. 

President  Gude :    Do  I  hear  a  second  to  Mr.  Breitmeyer's  motion? 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

President  Gude:  It  is  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
Secretary  be  empowered  to  procure  all  the  information  he  can  toward 
getting  up  a  practical  directory  for  the  use  of  the  F.  T.  D.  members; 
and  that  he  report  his  findings  to  the  meeting  in  October,  1917,  in 
Detroit.    Is  that  stated  correctly? 
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Secretary  Pochelon :  No,  I  would  like  to  see  that  published  before 
the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  My  motion  was  that  he  be  given  authority  pro- 
vided the  Board  of  Directors  approved. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  I  would  like  to  see  it  published  as  it  is. 
You  may  not  like  it  in  your  own  territory,  but  you  will  like  it  a 
whole  lot  otherwise. 

President  Gude:    What's  it  going  to  cost? 

Secretary  Pochelon:  I  couldn't  tell  you.  I  have  here  now  94 
typewritten  pages,  which  brings  me  up  as  far  as  Los  Angeles.  I  have 
all  the  cities  named  in  alphabetical  order.  I  want  to  tell  you  how 
I  would  like  to  get  this  up,  and  I  want  your  opinion  on  it.  I  want  to 
show  you  where  you  hurt  the  other  fellow  sometimes  without  intending 
to.  I  want  to  get  this  directory  up  on  the  plan  of  putting  in  the 
F.  T.  D.  members  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  every  town,  in  heavy  print, 
and  then  following  underneath  any  other  florists  in  their  respective 
towns  whose  names  we  have.  Now  then,  this  is  where  it  hurts;  the 
F.  T.  D.  member  looks  for  his  town,  and  he  sees  at  the  top  of  the  list 
his  own  name,  followed  by  other  names,  and  he  says,  "What  do  you 
want  to  advertise  the  other  fellows  for?"  And  there  you  have  it,  there 
comes  right  away  that  selfish  motive  cropping  out. 

President  Gude:  That  proves  that  you  cannot  help  yourself  with- 
out helping  the  other  fellow.  The  motion  is  that  the  Secretary  be 
authorized  to  publish  a  retail  florists'  directory  for  the  benefit  of 
retail  florists,  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

In  which  form  the  motion  carried. 

President  Gude:    Does  that  suit  you? 

Secretary  Pochelon :  That's  all  right,  if  they  would  all  look  at 
it  as  you  do  I  wouldn't  have  any  trouble.  I  do  not  think  we  ought 
to  pass  this  by  without  saying  a  good  word  for  the  Rotary  Florists. 
While  I  am  not  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Florists,  I  have  watched  it 
very  closely  all  through  the  country,  and  I  have  taken  their  book. 
They  have  corresponded  with  me,  and  Mr.  Gloeckner  of  Albany  got 
out  a  list  that  I  think  is  fine.  All  those  things  help.  It  doesn't  make 
any  difference  whether  you  are  not  a  Rotary  Florist  of  your  own 
town,  it  is  your  own  fault  if  you  do  not  become  a  member,  and  it  all 
helps  along.  Just  because  Gloeckner  is  the  Rotary  Florist  of  Albany 
does  that  mean  that  all  the  Rotary  Florists  are  going  to  send  their 
orders  to  Gloeckner?     Not  by  a  long  shot.     That  would  not  be  fair. 
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If  I  send  orders  to  Gloeckner  I  expect  him  to  send  some  orders  to 
me.  This  is  no  one  man's  proposition  any  more  than  in  the  case  of  the 
National  Florist. 

President  Gude:  I  would  like  to  hear  Mr.  Joy,  of  Nashville,  tell 
us  something  about  the  Rotary  proposition.  Mr.  Joy,  are  you  a  Rotary 
secretary? 

Tom  Joy,  Nashville,  Tenn. :  Mr.  Gloeckner  is  the  Chairman  and 
I  thought  he  would  do  the  talking.  I  am  Secretary.  At  Cincinnati 
it  was  decided  by  the  Rotary  florists  that  we  would  raise  $800.00  with 
which  to  advertise  flowers  through  the  Rotarian  oflicial  magazine. 
We  started  out  some  three  months  ago,  and  have  succeeded  so  far  in 
raising  $400.00,  which  we  intend  to  use  in  a  full  page  ad.  every  other 
issue,  every  other  month,  advertising  flowers  by  wire. 

President  Gude:  How  many  members  are  there  of  the  Rotarians? 
It  will  be  interesting  to  know  that. 

A  Member:     27,000. 

Mr.  Joy :  We  will  have  this  one  page  go  before  those  27,000  people 
every  other  month,  and  we  expect  to  get  quite  a  good  bit  of  business 
that  otherwise  would  not  be  developed.  We  expect  to  get  all  the  Rotary 
florists  in  the  F.  T.  D.  We  are  going  to  frame  up  a  letter  and  act  on 
it  right  away. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  Have  you  adopted  any  particular  method 
among  your  Rotary  florists  with  regard  to  collections? 

Mr.  Joy:  None  whatever.  But  a  man  cannot  belong  to  a  Rotary 
Club  if  he  does  not  pay  his  bills.  If  you  have  any  occasion  to  go  after 
any  Rotary  florist,  if  you  will  give  me  his  name  I  will  see  that  he 
pays  his  bills. 

Past  President  Valentine:  If  any  member  of  the  Denver  Rotary 
Club  doesn't  pay  his  bill,  I  will. 

Secretary  Pochelon:    That  gives  me  a  fine  chance. 

Mr.  Gorly:  To  show  you  what  the  Rotary  Club  is  doing,  at  their 
last  meeting  they  voted  to  put  their  names  in  their  book  and  to  take 
some  space  to  educate  the  Rotary  Club  how  to  send  flowers  by  wire 
to  their  friends  in  different  cities. 

President  Gude:  I  do  not  know  how  many  members  present  are 
Rotarians.  Rotary  is  something  new,  being  only  about  seven  years 
old.  I  believe  without  fear  of  contradiction  that  Rotary  to-day  is  the 
strongest  power  for  good  and  the  biggest  leader  in  business  of  anything 
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that  has  ever  been  started  any  place  or  anywhere.  There  is  only  one 
member  in  any  one  line  of  business  in  any  one  city.  They  have  meet- 
ings weekly,  or  twice  a  month,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  at  each  meeting 
a  real  luncheon  is  served,  which  you  pay  for.  You  are  not  permitted 
to  pay  for  some  one  else,  and  the  luncheon  is  served  at  a  fixed  price. 
In  almost  every  city,  if  you  absent  yourself  from  that  luncheon  you 
pay  twice  the  price  for  having  been  away.  If  you  stay  away  from 
three  luncheons  you  will  not  receive  any  more  invitations,  you  will 
be  no  longer  a  member.  That  is  done  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  you 
from  getting  everything  from  the  other  fellow  and  not  giving  anything 
in  return.  As  the  gentleman  here  said,  the  florists  I  am  pleased  to  say 
were  among  the  first  to  take  a  large  space  in  the  monthly  publication 
which  goes  to  all  their  members;  they  have  an  advertisement  in  there 
as  a  unit,  called  the  "Rotarian  Florist  Page  in  the  National  Publica- 
tion." I  hardly  thought  that  the  proposition  should  be  brought  up  here ; 
but  I  am  broad  enough  to  know  that  anything  that  is  done  to  help  to 
enhance  the  love  of  flowers  and  the  dissemination  of  them  is  a  good 
thing  for  the  F.  T.  D.,  and  will  help  spur  us  on  to  better  things. 

Past  President  Valentine :  I  would  like  to  talk  just  a  moment  in  re- 
gard to  deliveries  in  those  sections  that  we  were  talking  about  just  for 
your  benefit  and  for  the  benefit  of  your  customers.  The  situation  is  en- 
tirely different  from  what  it  is  in  this  section  east  of  the  Mississippi 
River.  If  you  get  an  order  for  Orchids  you  can  get  them  pretty  quickly 
because  you  are  close  to  places  where  they  are  grown ;  the  same  would  be 
true  of  Gardenias ;  but  gentlemen,  in  any  section  west  of  the  Mississippi, 
do  not  depend  upon  orders  being  filled  absolutely  as  you  send  them. 
Smaller  places  that  are  some  distance  away  from  large  centers  of 
population  should  be  given  more  leeway  in  filling  the  order.  When  you 
send  orders  to  towns  in  that  territory  of  under  2500  population,  for 
instance,  the  wisest  thing  you  can  do  is  to  say  to  deliver  flowers  up 
to  the  amount  of  a  certain  specified  sum,  without  restricting  what  they 
shall  be;  because  the  probability  is  that  that  florist  is  not  going  to  be 
in  a  position  to  select  from  a  large  variety  such  as  would  be  the  case 
in  a  large  establishment  in  this  part  of  the  country.  He  has  no  whole- 
saler close  at  hand  from  whom  he  could  get  the  stuff.  I  am  simply 
saying  that  for  your  interests,  so  that  you  may  know  how  to  handle 
the  orders. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  Heretofore  when  applications  came  in  for 
membership  from  florists  located  at  those  distant  western  points,  I  had 
to  take  the  responsibility  upon  myself  to  pass  upon  them ;  but  hereafter 
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I  will  have  to  send  them  to  my  District  Representative  to  act  oa  and 
he  will  O.  K.  such  applications. 

Past  President  Valentine:  Any  District  Representative  who  gets 
an  application  in  that  way  ought  to  approve  it  unless  he  knows  some- 
thing positively  to  the  contrary.  If  his  information  is  negative  only, 
he  should  fairly  assume  that  the  man  is  all  right,  because  most  men  are. 

Mr.  Bohannon :  Gentlemen,  allow  me  to  introduce  Mr.  Oscar  Fried- 
man, of  Chicago,  111.,  who  wishes  to  become  a  member  of  this  or- 
ganization. 

Oscar  Friedman,  Chicago,  111. :  I  would  like  to  say  to  the  gentle- 
men present  that  if  there  is  anything  that  I  can  do  to  make  you  happy 
I  would  be  very  happy  to  do  so.  I  will  be  pleased  to  see  you  also  at 
my  store. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  Mr.  Bohannon,  if  you  run  out  of  application 
blanks,  here  are  some  more  of  them. 

President  Gude :  Gentlemen,  there  is  no  time  like  the  present. 
The  Secretary  calls  my  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  passed  a  resolu- 
tion yesterday  authorizing  him  to  ask  for  voluntary  subscriptions  for 
this  advertising  fund  which  we  expect  that  he  will  do  great  things 
with.  For  every  dollar  that  you  are  going  to  give  him  I  suppose  he 
will  give  you  two  or  three  dollars'  worth  of  service  together  with  the 
committee  that  will  help  him.  There  is  no  time  like  the  present.  So 
we  will  ask  you  to  walk  up  to  the  Secretary's  desk,  or  rise  in  your 
seats,  and  let  us  have  your  subscription,  if  you  have  not  already  sub- 
scribed.

and  they  say  we  can  call  on  them  any  time  if  we  need  more ;  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  Joy  Floral  Co.,  $10.00. 

Mr.  Joy:    Make  that  twenty  dollars. 

Secretary  Pochelon:    Did  you  say  twenty-five  dollars? 

Mr.  Joy:  Make  that  twenty-five  dollars,  Mr.  Pochelon  (Laughter 
and  applause). 

Secretary  Pochelon:  New  Castle,  Pa.,  Butz  Bros.,  $5.00;  New

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  Brown  says  to  make  that  fifty  dollars,  and  if 
necessary  Brown  will  come  again.

Secretary  Pochelon:  One  of  the  best  letters  I  had  came  from  a 
town  that  I  never  expected  to  hear  from,  Oklahoma  Floral  Co.,  Okla- 
homa City,  with  fifty  dollars.  According  to  that,  if  towns  like  that  can 
give  fifty  dollars,  I  think  the  rest  of  us  look  like  pikers.  Parkersburg, 
W.  Va.,  J.  W.  Dudley  &  Sons,  $25.00.  In  Philadelphia  where  we  had  the 
big  National  Flower  Show  there  was  only  one  of  them  that  sent  us 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  sent  his  cheek  with  it.  Rochester  Floral  Co., 
Rochester,  Minn.,  $25.00. 
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Max  Schling,  New  York  City:  I  beg  your  pardon,  I  was  not  here 
and  I  just  heard  that  you  had  a  little  collection  for  advertising  purposes. 
That  is  a  good  thing  and  it  should  be  pushed  as  much  as  we  can.  Put 
me  down  for  fifty  dollars. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  One  hundred  dollars,  please;  he  is  a  New

Secretary  Pochelon:  Gentlemen,  if  I  have  forgotten  anybody  on 
this  list,  do  not  be  bashful. 

Mr.  Breitmeyer:  Did  I  hear  Sam  Murray's  name?  Did  you  put 
down  Sam  Murray  for  twenty-five  dollars? 

Secretary  Pochelon:  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  F.  A.  Meinhardt,  $25.00.  Mr. 
Gorly,  we  are  just  at  St.  Louis  now.  Shall  we  put  you  down  for  a 
subscription? 

Mr.  Gorly:    Whatever  you  suggest.    What  do  you  think? 

Secretary  Pochelon :  If  you  leave  it  to  me,  you  will  have  to  pawn 
your  shop. 

Mr.  Gorly:    Your  judgment  is  all  right. 

Secretary  Pochelon:     Shall  we  say  twenty-five  dollars? 

Mr.  Gorly:    Twenty-five  dollars  is  all  right. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  The  main  thing  is  the  spirit.  I  will  put 
down  Grimm  &  Gorly,  St.  Louis,  twenty-five  dollars. 

Swenson  Co. :    Put  the  Swenson  Co.  down  for  twenty-five  dollars. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  This  is  a  subscription  list  among  our  mem- 
bership.   I  do  not  know  whether  we  can  go  outside  of  our  membership. 

President  Gude :    Find  out  about  that  afterwards ;  take  the  money. 
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Secretary  Pochelon:  If  we  let  the  advertising  agencies  come  in 
here,  supposing  another  advertising  man  should  come  in  here  and  say, 
"We  want  to  put  up  a  thousand  dollars,"  then  we  will  be  under  obliga- 
tion to  him.

Ohio,  Eggert  N.  Zetlitz,  $25.00.  I  think  that  these  subscriptions  will 
get  this  fund  up  to  approximately  sixteen  or  eighteen  hundred  dollars. 

President  Gude:  The  Secretary  announces  that  this  will  bring  the 
fund  up  to  sixteen  hundred  or  eighteen  hundred  dollars.  It  shows  how 
easy  it  is  to  get  money,  how  public-spirited  men  can  be  when  we  have 
the  right  spirit  and  are  working  along  proper  lines.  Don't  let  us  end 
it  right  there.  Those  of  you  who  have  subscribed  can  be  Instrumental 
in  getting  your  neighbor  to  do  the  same,  by  suggesting  that  this  money 
is  needed,  that  it  will  be  used  in  the  proper  manner,  or  not  at  all,  and 
for  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number.  If  you  meet  any  one 
here  who  has  not  subscribed,  just  suggest  it  to  him,  that  it  will  be  a  good

thing  to  come  into  the  fold  as  a  public-spirited  florist.  There  is  no  one 
that  attends  these  meetings  that  cannot  afford  to  give  five  dollars,  £ind 
from  that  up  to  one  hundred  dollars. 

Secretary  Pochelon :  Mr.  President,  this  is  the  time  that  we  should 
also  think  of  the  trade  papers.  I  know  the  trade  papers  in  this  country, 
as  you  all  know,  are  far  ahead  of  any  trade  papers  anywhere  in  the 
world.  I  know  that  we  can  make  this  statement  with  confidence,  that 
the  American  trade  papers  cover  the  field  much  better  from  an  educa- 
tional standpoint  than  any  other  papers  in  the  world;  and  if  you 
would  only  make  more  use  of  your  trade  papers  and  of  the  free 
publicity  that  you  get  from  them  It  would  be  well.  You  should  get 
photographs  of  your  work  into  the  trade  papers,  what  you  are  doing 
and  what  the  other  man  is  doing,  so  that  we  can  all  judge  what  kind 
of  orders  we  want  to  send.  The  trade  papers  are  glad  at  any  time 
to  take  any  of  your  stuff  in  that  line.  Just  think  what  an  amount 
of  publicity  retail  florists  get  free  from  the  trade  papers!  I  remem- 
ber when  there  was  only  one  florist  that  was  at  all  well  known  in 
New  York.  Now  there  are  a  bunch  of  them  that  are  known  all  over 
the  world;  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  other  cities.  Some  of  them 
get  their  names  in  almost  every  trade  paper  and  you  are  constantly 
seeing  their  pictures  or  some  of  their  work.  I  would  like  to  have 
some  expression  showing  our  appreciation  of  the  trade  papers  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  retailer.  We  do  owe  them  something,  even  if  we 
like  to  write  to  them  once  in  a  while  and  make  a  complaint,  we  d« 
owe  them  something  and  we  ought  to  express  a  little  more  apprecia- 
tion and  I  think  we  could  get  a  whole  lot  more  out  of  them.  I  would 
like  to  hear  somebody  take  this  up. 

President  Gude :  Has  anybody  anything  to  say  on  this  proposition, 
Mr.  Pochelon? 

Past  President  Valentine :  I  have  been  waiting  for  somebody  to  get 
up  in  response  to  that.  It  is  a  pretty  diflScult  proposition  for  anybody 
to  say  anything  new  on  it.  I  think  at  pretty  nearly  every  meeting  that 
has  been  held  for  a  great  many  years  this  appreciation  of  the  papers 
has  been  voiced  so  that  there  was  no  doubt  of  what  the  feeling  of  the 
florists  was  in  regard  to  them.  Their  interests  are  identical  with  ours. 
We  have  to  boost  them,  and  they  have  to  boost  us ;  one  cannot  get  along 
without  the  other.  I  believe  they  are  progressive  and  wide-awake  and 
that  they  are  offering  good  suggestions  in  every  issue  of  their  paper.  I 
think  there  is  not  much  more  to  be  said,  but  that  we  are  all  agreed  on 
the  value  of  the  papers  and  their  help  to  us. 
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President  Gude:  I  will  sum  up  all  my  remarks  in  one  statement 
which  applies  to  everything  that  we  have  done;  you  cannot  help 
yourself  without  helping  the  other  fellow;  and  in  Heaven's  name,  do 
not  expect  the  other  fellow  to  help  along  if  you  will  not  help  anybody. 
Now  when  the  trade  paper  man  comes  along  don't  say  to  him,  "I  have 
no  time  to  bother  with  you" ;  when  he  comes  to  you  for  a  subscription, 
take  it  home  to  yourself.  They  cannot  publish  a  trade  paper  without 
money,  and  it  is  up  to  us  to  help  them  with  subscriptions  and  adver- 
tisements, in  other  words,  do  all  we  can  for  them,  and  they  will  do 
all  they  can  for  us.  I  do  not  believe  the  Society  of  American  Florists, 
or  any  other  Society,  can  show  a  better  record  than  we  are  showing  at 
this  meeting,  for  I  find  that  out  of  eighteen  Directors  and  Officers  of 
this  Association  there  are  fifteen  here  present,  all  of  the  cities  which 
they  represent  being  represented  here  except  one.  I  think  we  have  no 
representative  here  from  New  Orleans.  We  have  representatives  on 
the  Board  here  from  Denver,  Colo.,  Washington,  D.  C,  Chicago,  111., 
Detroit,  Mich.,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  New  York  City,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  and  San  Francisco,  Calif. 
Although  the  New  York  representative  is  not  here,  yet  New  York  City  is 
represented  very  nicely.  Mr.  Wolfe,  of  Waco,  Texas,  could  not  be  here, 
but  he  has  sent  us  a  telegram,  and  so  did  Mr.  Pelicano,  of  San  Francisco. 
This  is  a  magnificent  showing,  fifteen  out  of  eighteen  Officers  and  Direc- 
tors present  here  ;  and  Mr.  Pelicano  votes  on  the  proposition  by  telegram ; 
so  he  is  represented. 

Secretary  Pochelon:  Whoever  has  a  retail  card  in  any  of  the 
trade  papers  will  please  insist  upon  it  that  that  advertisement  contains 
a  notice  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph  Delivery.  That  has  to  come  from 
your  office,  not  from  mine,  because  I  am  not  paying  for  your  personal 
advertisements  in  the  trade  papers.  I  do  wish  that  you  would  look 
after  this  yourselves.  Does  anybody  know  right  here  now  whether 
they  have  that  on  their  retailer's  card?  Is  there  any  one  here  that 
is  not  registered?  I  think  that  is  very  vital,  that  we  have  the  names 
of  every  one  who  is  here. 

President  Gude:  The  Secretary  wants  to  know  if  all  have  reg- 
istered? I  have  talked  "register"  till  I  thought  everybody  had  attended 
to  it.  I  have  had  my  eyes  on  a  bright  looking  chap  here,  one  whom  I 
know  from  what  I  have  heard  of  him  does  things.  I  have  not  yet  had 
the  good  fortune  to  shake  hands  with  him.  I  want  you  to  meet  him; 
Mr.  Dahl  from  Atlanta,  Ga.,  representing  the  C.  A.  Dahl  Company. 

C.  A.  Dahl,  Atlanta,  Ga. :  I  do  not  know  why  your  Chairman 
has  so  strongly  complimented  me.     Chicago  is  my  original  home.     I 
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was  in  the  banking  business  and  on  the  Board  of  Trade  here  for 
twenty-five  or  twenty-six  years  and  went  South.  I  have  had  much 
pleasure  in  meeting  you  all  but  haven't  anything  to  say  that  would  be 
of  any  benefit  to  you.  I  have  received  a  good  many  valuable  hints 
here  which  I  can  make  use  of,  not  only  in  my  branch  of  the  business 
but  especially  for  our  Advertising  Manager.  In  the  way  of  Telegraph 
Delivery  we  have  not  done  the  advertising  in  that  line  that  we  ought 
to.  We  have  it  on  our  stationery,  as  some  of  you  know;  but  with 
the  exception  of  getting  what  business  comes  into  the  store  we  have 
not  done  much  on  that  line.  I  think  we  have  more  of  an  opening 
there  than  perhaps  in  many  southern  towns.  We  do  not  get  many 
orders,  but  we  send  away  more  in  proportion  to  what  we  get.  Our 
business  has  increased  from  an  average  of  ten  orders  a  month  until 
I  am  now  sending  out  forty,  fifty  or  sixty  and  sometimes  one  hundred 
orders  a  month ;  but  of  course  there  is  not  the  opening  for  the  business 
there  that  there  is  up  North.  Tourists  as  yet  do  not  stop  with  ua 
much,  all  the  northern  men  that  come  down  there  rush  through  think- 
ing that  our  climate  is  so  much  like  their  own  climate  that  it  does 
not  pay  them  to  stop  there.  I  think  we  have  the  finest  climate  in 
America,  it  is  pleasant  all  the  year  around.  I  think  those  that  go 
South  to  Florida  ought  to  stop  off  and  see  what  we  have  there.  Some 
of  you  bulb  men  have  said  that  we  have  the  prettiest  store  outside 
of  New  York  in  America. 

President  Gude :  Gentlemen,  I  have  been  very  much  interested 
in  a  splendid  looking  young  man  here  whom  I  have  not  seen  at  a  con- 
vention before.  He  has  apparently  been  just  as  much  interested  as 
any  one,  although  I  have  not  heard  him  say  a  word  since  the  meeting 
started.  He  is  from  the  great  wheat  state  of  Minnesota,  from  Rochester, 
Minnesota,  where  they  use  lots  and  lots  of  flowers,  as  I  know  from 
experience.     I  refer  to  Mr.  Ross  Bragg,  of  Rochester,  Minn. 

Ross  Bragg,  Rochester,  Minn. :  Mr.  President  and  Fellow  Mem- 
bers. I  have  certainly  enjoyed  the  meeting  from  start  to  finish.  Your 
President  is  right  in  saying  that  I  have  not  said  a  word,  but  I  have 
kept  my  ears  and  eyes  open  and  I  came  here  to  get  all  I  could  out  of  it 
in  an  advertising  way.  It  is  the  first  retail  florists'  meeting  that  I 
have  ever  attended,  although  I  have  attended  Flower  Shows  in  different 
places.  I  feel  like  a  small  fellow  among  a  bunch  of  big  ones,  because 
I  come  from  one  of  the  smaller  cities.  As  to  F.  T.  D.  business,  we 
are  on  the  receiving  end  more  than  we  are  on  the  sending  end.  That 
is  to  be  expected  in  a  smaller  town  such  as  ours,  the  home  of  the  Mayo 
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Institution,  where  people  come  from  all  over.  The  advertising  feature 
was  what  I  came  here  for,  because  that  I  am  mostly  interested  in. 
I  certainly  am  glad  to  see  that  something  has  been  started.  I  was 
a  little  afraid  yesterday  afternoon  it  was  going  to  slide  through  for 
another  year;  but  the  collection  this  morning  showed  that  we  will 
have  some  results  in  the  next  twelve  months  before  our  new  By-laws 
go  into  effect.  There  is  a  great  deal  that  the  F.  T.  D.  might  do  for  the 
retail  florist  in  different  ways.  As  I  say,  our  interest  is  in  the  receiv- 
ing end.  I  heard  one  of  our  members  say  that  he  would  rather  be 
on  the  sending  end;  we  certainly  enjoy  being  on  the  receiving  end.  I 
shall  hope  to  meet  all  of  you  personally  before  I  leave.    I  thank  you. 

President  Gude :  I  knew  that  you  would  like  to  hear  from  that 
man  from  Minnesota,  a  great  big  State.  They  do  a  fine  business  up 
there.  It  seems  that  instead  of  being  talkers  they  are  doers — men  who 
do  things.  We  have  another  gentleman  from  Minnesota  who  has  been 
sitting  around  here  keeping  quiet,  but  I  know  from  rubbing  shoulders 
with  him  in  New  York  City  and  other  places,  that  he  too  is  a  fellow  that 
actually  does  things.  A  few  evenings  ago,  when  we  started  to  work 
one  evening,  and  kept  on  until  one  o'clock  the  next  morning,  he  was 
one  of  the  fellows  that  sat  there  and  gave  us  his  wise  counsel  until 
the  last  horn  blew — the  first  one  on  the  job,  and  the  last  off.  I  refer 
to  Ole  Olson,  who  is  a  living  example  of  a  man  who  does  things. 

O.  J.  Olson,  St.  Paul,  Minn. :  I  do  want  to  say  that  I  have  enjoyed 
this  meeting,  and  beyond  that  I  haven't  much  to  say.  Your  Chairman 
is  right  that  I  am  not  much  of  a  talker,  I  am  afraid  to  say  much  most 
of  the  time  for  fear  that  I  will  make  a  mistake.  I  have  met  men  here 
with  whom  I  have  done  business  a  great  deal.  Any  time  you  come 
up  our  way,  come  in,  and  we  will  try  to  show  you  a  nice  time.  Any 
orders  that  you  have  for  us  up  there  we  will  take  care  of  them  right. 

President  Gude:  This  meeting  is  progressing  very  nicely,  and  we 
are  succeeding  beautifully  in  having  a  "feast  of  reason  and  a  flow  of 
soul."  I  am  delighted  at  this  time  to  introduce  to  your  Mr.  Feast, 
from  the  city  of  Baltimore — Mr.  Charles  Feast,  gentlemen. 

Charles  S.  Feast,  Baltimore,  Md. :  Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen, 
I  have  been  in  Chicago  now  for  about  forty-eight  hours.  When  I  ar- 
rived I  thought  I  had  a  few  ideas  that  I  could  put  before  this  meeting ; 
but  I  find  that  everybody  else  has  had  the  same  ideas  and  they  have 
gotten  ahead  of  me.  A  great  deal  of  good  work  has  been  done  here 
in  the  last  two  days  that  will  make  for  the  future  success  of  our  F.  T.  D. 
If  it  is  not  a  success  after  all  that  has  been  done,  I  do  not  see  what 
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more  we  could  do.   I  believe  it  is  up  to  us  now  to  go  ahead  as  has  been 
outlined  at  this  meeting.    I  thank  you. 

President  Gude :  We  still  have  a  few  minutes'  time.  I  see  present 
a  gentleman  from  one  of  the  towns  that  went  dry  a  short  while  ago; 
and  that  reminds  me  of  a  story  about  a  place  where  one  of  our  leading 
florists  is  located,  where  the  people  voted  on  the  first  of  November  that 
all  restaurants  that  sold  intoxicants  were  to  be  closed  on  the  first  of 
next  July.  There  happened  to  be  one  of  that  nationality  in  business 
there  that  frequently  sold  lager  beer.  His  name  was  August  Baum, 
commonly  known  as  "August."  When  the  boys  were  through  with  their 
work  and  wanted  a  little  social  chat  they  would  say,  "We  will  meet 
at  August's,"  and  they  knew  his  place  as  August's.  After  the  election, 
along  in  February  or  March,  August  put  up  a  sign  reading  like  this: 
"Gentlemen,  please  take  notice:  The  first  of  July  will  be  the  last 
of  August."  Now  we  are  going  to  introduce  a  gentleman  to  you  but 
we  don't  want  this  to  be  the  last  we  see  of  him  here,  but  I  believe  it 
is  his  first  time  to  make  a  speech  before  this  meeting.  I  refer  to  Mr. 
Langhans,  who  is  "all  wool  and  a  yard  wide."  Mr.  Langhans  you 
have  the  floor.     (Applause.) 

August  Langhans,  Wheeling,  W.  Va. :  Mr.  Gude  says  that  I  am 
"all  wool  and  a  yard  wide."  Well,  I  am  two  yards  long.  They  did 
rob  us  in  our  town,  as  many  of  our  citizens  think  of  what  August 
sold;  but  they  increased  the  city's  water  supply  so  that  we  could  get 
along  without  the  beer,  they  are  giving  us  now  clear  water;  but  what 
Mr.  Gude  said  about  that  is  not  as  much  of  a  joke  as  might  appear. 
He  is  a  little  wrong  though  about  the  man's  last  name;  but  his  first 
name  was  "August."     I  happened  to  have  known  him. 

President  Gude:  How  did  you  happen  to  become  acquainted  with 
the  gentleman? 

Mr.  Langhans:  I  happened  to  know  him;  that  was  just  a  hap- 
pening. I  have  never  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph 
Delivery  Association  before.  Their  meeting  place  has  been  such  a 
great  distance  from  my  home  that  I  couldn't  get  away  very  well.  As 
you  know.  West  Virginia  is  a  mountain  State,  we  are  hemmed  in 
practically  by  mountains.  My  stature  hardly  suits  the  locality.  A 
little  fellow  gets  along  better  in  a  valley;  so  I  am  all  right  on  the 
Ohio  River.  I  have  traveled  a  good  deal  around  through  the  country 
by  automobile,  but  I  have  never  been  able  to  get  into  a  city  where 
you  were  holding  one  of  your  meetings.  We  have  no  florists'  club 
in  our  city. 
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President  Gude:    Start  one. 

Mr.  Langhans :  That  is  a  pretty  hard  thing  to  do.  I  have  been 
trying  to  do  it  for  four  or  five  years,  but  it  seems  that  we  cannot  get 
them  together. 

President  Gude:  We  thought  we  could  not  get  them  together 
here,  but  we  have  got  them,  haven't  we? 

Mr.  Langhans:  That  is  true.  In  this  organization  I  see  that  a 
whole  lot  of  good  can  be  accomplished.  We  have  never  gotten  together 
before,  at  least  not  so  many  retailers.  There  have  been  mixed  meetings 
of  growers  and  other  people  who  are  not  directly  interested  in  the 
retail  trade,  although  in  a  way  they  are  most  directly  interested; 
but  we  have  never  had  a  meeting  as  has  been  done  here  in  the  last  two 
days.  It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  attend.  I  have  enjoyed 
every  minute  of  it.  I  was  not  here  all  morning.  I  had  some  other 
business  to  attend  to.  I  hope  I  will  be  able  to  get  some  knowledge. 
Of  course,  we  are  more  of  a  sending  station  for  orders ;  our  people  are 
mostly  wealthy  people  who  are  interested  in  coal,  iron  and  steel; 
and  they  send  a  good  deal  of  stuff  to  their  friends  in  other  cities; 
therefore  we  are  more  of  a  sending  station.  Any  orders  that  you 
send  us  will  receive  attention.  We  make  a  special  effort  on  anything 
we  get  ordered  by  telegram,  or  mail,  or  anything  else.  We  make  a 
special  effort  to  do  things  right  even  if  we  do  not  make  all  the  money 
out  of  it  that  we  ought  to.  I  hope  that  these  meetings  in  future  will  be 
attended  as  largely  as  this  one  was.  As  our  membership  increases  I 
think  that  the  attendance  at  the  meetings  will  also  increase  and  I  know 
that  every  one  of  us  will  try  to  get  our  brother  florists  into  the  organi- 
zation.    I  thank  you.   (Applause.) 

The  Chair  next  called  on  Mr.  Samuel  Murray,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

Samuel  Murray,  Kansas  City,  Mo.:  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen, 
I  have  been  greatly  benefited  in  being  here  and  meeting  so  many  of 
the  distinguished  men  in  the  business.  I  think  our  meeting  here  reflects 
great  credit  on  the  President  and  the  officers  who  have  had  charge 
of  it.  I  am  most  especially  struck  with  the  spirit  of  love  and  friend- 
ship that  has  prevailed  among  every  one  here.  Throughout  all  of  our 
deliberations  that  spirit  of  love  has  been  manifested  which  is  most 
delightful  to  me.  In  Kansas  City  we  are  not  associated  with  a  great 
many  florists.  I  have  not  had  the  pleasure  of  shaking  hands  with 
Mr.  Rock  since  the  Convention  in  Chicago.  He  informed  me  this 
afternoon  that  he  is  going  to  come  into  my  ice-box.  I  assured  him 
that  I  would  be  delighted  to  have  him  do  so,     I  simply  am  probably 
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a  little  bashful  and  do  not  believe  in  putting  my  nose  in  where  I  don't 
think  I  ought  to  go.  I  will  always  be  glad  to  see  Mr.  Rock  or  any 
other  members  in  my  store. 

President  Gude  next  recognized  J.  S.  Wilson,  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa. 

J.  S.  Wilson,  Des  Moines,  la. :  I  am  one  who  comes  from  a  dry 
State,  and  I  helped  to  make  it  so.  We  are  progressing  because  we  are 
dry;  every  one  will  tell  you  so.  I  want  some  of  you  to  go  home  and 
vote  that  way;  that  is  just  as  important  as  the  F.  T.  D.  to  some  of 
our  fellows.  I  have  enjoyed  this  meeting.  I  came  down  here  chock 
full  of  ideas,  but  they  all  got  shot  to  pieces  before  I  got  to  them,  but 
I  have  gotten  a  great  deal  of  benefit  from  the  thoughts  of  others.  We 
have  started  a  ball  which  is  bound  to  grow  like  a  snow-ball  and  our 
membership  will  keep  on  growing.  I  am  very  pleased  to  have  been 
here  and  participated  in  this  meeting. 

President  Gude:  I  would  like  to  ask  whether  any  one  present 
knows  anything  that  ought  to  come  before  this  meeting  before  we 
adjourn  this  noon?  Has  everything  that  has  occurred  to  you  been 
accomplished?  Can  you  go  home  feeling  that  we  have  gone  as  far  as 
we  could  reasonably  go?  If  any  one  has  anything  in  that  line  we 
can  call  another  session  this  afternoon,  or  to-morrow  morning,  if  you 
like.  If  there  is  no  more  business  to  present,  when  we  adjourn  this 
session  we  will  be  through  until  the  New  York  meeting,  unless  sooner 
called  together  in  special  meeting.  I  do  not  hear  from  any  one,  so  I 
assume  that^you  feel  that  our  work  has  been  done. 

Mr.  Johnson  of  the  Illinois  State  Association  now  has  the  floor. 

REMARKS  OF  MR.  JOHNSON. 

I  just  slipped  into  this  meeting,  and  did  not  expect  to  say  anything. 
As  long  as  you  have  given  me  that  privilege,  I  certainly  will  speak  a 
word  for  the  Illinois  State  Association.  We  will  have  a  Flower  Show 
at  Bloomington,  Illinois,  on  November  9th  and  10th  next,  and  we  are 
going  to  depend  upon  the  courtesy  of  the  florists  to  send  us  their 
goods  without  awarding  any  prizes.  We  hope  that  the  florists  in  this 
territory  who  have  novelties  of  any  description  will  be  good  enough 
to  send  us  their  novelties  and  help  us  to  make  this  show  a  big  success. 

We  are  proud  of  our  Illinois  State  Association.  We  think  we  are 
doing  a  great  work.  We  have  a  fine  lot  of  men  for  our  members.  We 
want  all  of  you  gentlemen  to  come  down  there,  and  we  know  that 
if  you  do  you  will  be  well  repaid  for  your  visit.     I  am  not  in  the 
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retail  trade,  and  so  cannot  say  very  mucli  about  your  work  here. 
Anything  that  you  care  to  send  to  us  there  will  be  well  taken  care  of. 
Gentlemen,  I  thank  you. 

President  Gude;  Since  we  are  making  business  for  the  large 
growers,  we  expect  them  to  show  interest  in  our  proceedings;  and  I  am 
going  to  ask  Mr.  Washburn  to  say  a  few  words  to  us  at  this  time. 

C.  L.  Washburn,  Chicago,  111.:  I  wish  this  Association  would 
allow  wholesalers  to  join.    I  am  sure  we  would  be  very  glad  to  join. 

Treasurer  Rock:     Nothing  doing. 

Mr.  Washburn:  We  have  from  twenty-five  to  fifty  orders  sent 
in  to  us  by  wire  every  year  which  we  turn  over  to  the  various  retail 
dealers  in  the  country  who  are  our  customers  but  most  of  whom  are 
not  members  of  your  Association;  and  I  do  not  know  why  they  do 
not  belong,  because  the  prestige  of  belonging  to  the  Florists'  Telegraph 
Delivery  is  certainly  a  great  advertisement  for  any  man  in  his  own 
town.  I  wish  that  you  would  let  the  wholesalers  in.  Our  firm  would  be 
very  glad  to  join  if  you  would.  I  think  that  some  money  ought  to 
be  spent  by  the  S.  A.  F.  in  your  direction  and  that  it  would  be  a  great 
benefit  to  every  one.     (Applause.) 

President  Gude :    Our  Vice-president  has  an  announcement  to  make. 

Vice-president  George  Asmus,  of  Chicago,  now  made  an  announce- 
ment as  to  the  luncheon  tendered  the  visitors  at  the  Hotel  La  Salle 
Immedately  after  the  adjournment  of  this  session,  and  the  auto  ride 
through  the  parks,  to  conclude  with  a  buffet  luncheon  at  the  Bismarck 
Gardens,  as  heretofore  noticed  In  this  record. 

Mr.  Asmus  was  followed  by  Mr.  Lange,  of  Chicago,  who  also  gave 
particulars  of  the  automobile  trip  through  the  parks,  to  the  South 
Shore  Coimtry  Club,  where  he  said  that  Mr.  J.  0.  Vaughan,  Mr.  Lange 
and  a  few  others  would  show  the  visitors  around;  from  there  to 
Douglas  Park,  Garfield  Park,  Jackson  Park,  Lincoln  Park,  concluding 
with  a  luncheon  at  the  Bismarck  Gardens,  which  Mr.  Lange  pronounced 
to  be  the  prettiest  garden  in  Chicago,  some  $200,000.00  having  been 
spent  on  it  this  year,  so  that  it  was  worth  seeing. 

President  Gude :  Just  bear  with  us  a  few  minutes  longer.  I  hardly 
see  any  necessity  of  calling  you  together  again.  We  have  some  people 
with  us  who  are  really  not  members  of  this  organization  who  neverthe- 
less do  us  a  great  deal  of  good;  and  I  am  going  to  ask  you  to  listen 
for  a  few  moments  to  Mr.  Eddie  Fancourt.  Now  he  seems  to  have 
flown;  so  we  will  have  another  good-looking  representative,  Mr.  Falls. 
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Mr.  Falls:  It  is  indeed  a  great  pleasure  to  have  been  here.  The 
most  important  part  with  reference  to  securing  F.  T.  D.  business  or 
any  other  business,  is  the  advertising  end  of  the  business.  Advertising 
will  get  business,  and  therefore  should  be  looked  upon  as  an  investment, 
provided  it  is  not  promiscuously  scattered  around  with  mediums  that 
you  do  not  know  anything  about.  That  is  a  most  fundamental  thing. 
But  as  your  time  is  limited,  I  will  say  very  little  else,  except  that  I 
am  mighty  glad  to  have  been  here  with  you. 

The  Chair  called  next  upon  Mr.  Karl  P.  Baum,  Knoxville,  Tenn. 

Karl  P.  Baum,  Knoxville,  Tenn. :  In  Nashville  next  January  the 
Tennessee  State  Horticultural  Society  and  the  Tennessee  Nurserymen's 
Society  are  to  hold  a  joint  meeting.  I  think  it  will  be  the  second 
week  in  January.  We  will  certainly  be  glad  to  see  as  many  of  yoii 
there  as  we  can  from  this  section  and  other  sections.  We  will  assure 
you  a  good  time. 

President  Gude:  Mr.  Howard,  of  the  Florists'  Review,  I  want 
to  give  you  a  chance  for  a  few  minutes  to  respond  to  Mr.  Pochelon's 
remarks  about  the  press.  Gentlemen,  Mr.  Howard  of  the  Florists' 
Review,  the  man  that  needs  us,  and  the  man  that  we  need. 

Mr.  Howard:  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  the  trade  press,  at 
least  the  small  end  of  it  that  I  am  employed  upon,  I  think  gets  at  least 
all  the  laudation  that  it  is  entitled  to,  and  just  a  little  more.  We 
are  not  entirely  satisfied  with  ourselves.  We  are  pleased  to  know 
that  other  people  seem  to  be  more  easily  satisfied  than  we  are.  We 
do  not  consider  ourselves  as  having  reached  perfection  by  a  long,  long 
way.  We  are  entirely  satisfied,  however,  with  the  support  that  the 
trade  has  given  our  efforts.  We  are  not  asking  greater  support,  but 
for  a  full  measure  of  toleration  for  our  short-comings.  We  are  thor- 
oughly satisfied  in  our  own  minds  that  our  success  depends  upon  the 
success  of  those  to  whom  we  appeal,  and  our  efforts  naturally  will 
be  in  the  interest  of  the  business  regardless  of  our  own  personal  interest 
in  the  matter.  What  we  would  most  like  to  have  would  be  suggestions 
from  those  in  the  business  as  to  the  direction  in  which  the  trade  press 
can  be  more  thoroughly  helpful.  It  must  be  that  the  retail  florists 
see  needs  that  we  do  not  see,  because  our  angle  of  observation  is 
different.  Nothing  would  please  me  more  than  to  get  a  letter  from  any 
member  of  this  organization  who  sees  a  way  in  which  our  publication 
could  be  more  helpful  to  the  retail  florists.  We  want  to  further  the 
flower  business  as  a  big  broad  occupation  for  big  broad-minded  men. 
There  has  been  a  wonderful  advance  in  what  may  be  called  the  ethics 
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of  the  flower  business  in  the  last  few  years.  It  is  not  as  selfish  an 
occupation  as  it  was  in  the  early  days.  The  spirit  of  co-operation 
is  more  general  to-day  in  this  trade  than  it  ever  has  been  before;  and 
If  a  trade  paper  can  keep  step  to  that  sort  of  co-operation,  that  is  the 
height  of  our  ambition. 

President  Gude:    Mr.  Barker,  gentlemen,  of  the  American  Florist. 

Michael  Barker,  Secretary  American  Florist,  Chicago:  I  am  glad 
to  see  you  all  here,  and  hope  you  will  come  soon  again. 

President  Gude:  We  will  next  listen  to  Mr.  John  A.  Valentine 
just  a  minute  or  two,  and  then  we  will  adjourn. 

Past  President  J.  A.  Valentine,  Denver,  Colo. :  Ever  since  we 
were  children  we  have  heard  how  good  a  thing  it  is  to  help  your  fellow- 
man  and  be  kind  to  him;  also  not  to  let  your  left  hand  know  what 
your  right  hand  is  doing.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  way  we  have 
been  conducting  our  deliberations  this  time  sort  of  exemplifies  that. 
I  have  made  inquiries  to  find  out  to  whom  we  were  indebted  for  all 
the  numerous  kindnesses  and  courtesies  that  have  been  extended  to  us 
since  we  came  here.  The  answers  have  all  been  very  vague;  it  seems 
that  nobody  wants  to  be  individually  thanked ;  and  so  it  is  pretty  hard 
In  expressing  the  appreciation  of  myself  and  the  members,  because 
we  do  not  know  whom  to  thank;  but  I  am  sure  our  thanks  are  due 
to  the  members  of  the  F.  T.  D.  locally  here  in  Chicago  who  have  had 
the  support  of  the  wholesalers  and  retailers  in  the  city,  especially 
the  wholesalers.  There  is  no  question  but  that  we  have  been  enter- 
tained in  a  mighty  home-like  companionable  sort  of  a  way.  I  do  not 
know  of  any  meeting  that  we  have  had  where  things  have  been  so 
nicely  done  and  in  so  unobtrusive  and  kindly  a  way.  I  am  sure  I 
voice  the  feeling  of  all  that  we  have  been  brought  closer  to  the  Chicago 
florists  than  ever,  and  that  we  appreciate  very  deeply  the  many 
courtesies  they  have  extended  to  us.  On  behalf  of  the  Florists'  Telegraph 
Delivery,  I  want  to  thank  the  Chicago  florists  for  the  courtesies  that 
we  have  enjoyed.     (Applause.) 

A.  F.  Borden,  Los  Angeles,  Calif. :  Would,  it  not  be  nice  to  put 
that  in  the  form  of  a  motion  and  have  it  carried  by  standing  vote? 

President  Gude:  Everybody  signify  their  assent  by  rising.  Every- 
body get  up!     (The  entire  audience  rose.) 

I  simply  want  to  say  before  dismissing  you  that  never  has  it  been 
my  privilege  to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  a  more  dignified  and 
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earnest  body  of  business  men  than  have  been  assembled  here.  Never 
have  we  had  more  hospitality  administered,  as  Mr.  Valentine  said,  in 
such  a  way  as  not  to  interfere  with  our  active  duties.  Gentlemen, 
please  accept  my  personal  thanks  to  each  and  all  of  you  for  your 
consideration.  God  bless  you  all!  And  here's  to  a  rousing  meeting 
in  the   Secretary's  home  town!      (Applause.) 

On  motion,  the  Convention  now  ladjourned  without  day.

At  the  Buffalo  convention,  1901,  a  resolu- 
tion was  passed  to  the  effect  that  no  verbal  invitations  as  to  the  place 
of  meeting  of  the  Society  be  presented  by  anyone  not  a  florist,  or  a 
member  of  the  Society. 

Motions.  All  resolutions  or  motions  shall,  if  requested  by  the  pre- 
siding officer,  be  submitted  in  writing  before  action  is  taken  on  same. 

TRADE  EXHIBITIONS  AT  CONVENTIONS. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  the  Niagara  Falls  con- 
vention, August,  1908,  the  Society  debars  the  general  public  from  the 
annual  trade  exhibition,  except  on  the  Thursday  afternoon  of  conven- 
tion week. 

STANDARD   FLOWER   POTS. 

In  making  awards  on  exhibits  of  flower  pots,  the  judges  are  directed 
that  the  Society  will  not  recognize  any  flower  pots  other  than  those 
which  conform  to  the  standard  adopted  by  the  Society. 

LIFE  MEMBERS. 

Members  or  others  taking  out  life  memberships  in  the  Society  are 
entitled  to  engrossed  certificates  of  membership,  which  will  be  framed 
at  the  expense  of  the  Society,  and  forwarded  to  the  member,  who  is 
required  to  defray  the  express  charges  incident  to  forwarding.  Special 
and  permanent  badges  for  life  members  may  be  obtained  of  the  secre- 
tary for  75c.  each,  and  it  is  recommended  that  all  members  entitled  to 
them  procure  them. 
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FLOEICULTUBAL  SECTIONS. 

Where  five  or  more  members  are  interested  in  any  especial  depart- 
ment of  or  subject  in  floriculture,  and  write  to  the  secretary  expressing 
such  interest  and  requesting  the  organization  of  a  section  devoted  to 
that  department  or  subject,  the  secretary  shall  assign  a  place  on  the 
programme  for  the  following  convention  for  discussion  of  the  topic,  and 
shall  designate  it  by  a  suitable  name,  as  a  separate  section.  The  object 
of  such  an  arrangement  is  to  provide  sections  so  that  members  inter- 
ested in  these  various  subjects  may  get  together  and  discuss  them.
